Offjiantifte having overthrown and wholly (ubdued'Lw- A.D. 
»/«f, his Enemy, ( both as Chrtflian and Emperoitr ) ob- 3 ^ 3 
tain’d the Sovereignty of the whole Roman World, 
the Eighteenth year of his Reign, the fourth of the two 
hundred feventy tjfth Olympiad, the thouland feventy fc- 
venth of Rome^ and the twelfth Indiftion, A.D. Cccxxi i i|i 
his two ‘Sons Crifbus and Ci/fftantino (^Co’fars') boihof^f'/f'®*^/-’*®-' 
them the third time being Conluk ^ SosS' 

a. Having Complcatcd his Viftory aft Nicomedia, ( the mod Eminent City of Bi~ 
ihyttiay and all thole quarters^ he there continued near five Months, as, well for the 
re-(ettlement of his Affairs, as the Love he bore th the Place ^ and then return’d 
,withLir;w«r, his Prifoncr, into Macedonia ; and came w(a)Thej[fdlonica, where r. 

made Icvcral Laws, both for the Security of his Ellarc, and the general Welfare of"**.^' 
his Subjects. The Army he.obliged,by ordering the Privileges of the (b')Veterans^ox 
old Emerit Souldiers, to ' be Recorded in that they called Encanfttin/^ ox CcrMffe,Q>)i.i-dtVe-‘ 
after the moft durable manner. The burthen, which during the Tyranny of Jjci~ 
nius, ha.l lain upon the Inhabittnts of Chalcedon and Nicomedia by unequal Impofi- {r)i.^.dtex^ 
tions of (t ) extraordinary Chains, he took off, by referring things of this nature to 
the Difcretion of the GovernouSfef thcCities. Then did heby another ('ei^Edi.dre- ca^i'rutoJ!* - 
peal all the Laws and Conffitutions»f Ucinins, which were contrary to the antient rr.ii.ub.\x\ 
Laws, or his own Decrees, as it waMthe conffant cuftome of Emperours to reverfe f/Jdnram!^ 
all things that had been EnaAcd hr/ thofo they called Uforpers or Tyrants, either 
prefently after their Fall, or as foon as a fit opportunity prefenicd it folf 5 and as he di 
formerly had dealt about the Odduianccs of Maxentms. Now for our Underftand- ^

I . Illegal Edifts of Dcitiius were, (a) EttfebiaSf the Author c 'Conjlan- A. D, 

Lifc^ tells ^ of three or four fcveral unjuft Conftttutions made by nim. As 324 
that none of their Friends or Kindred (hould relieve fiich as were Comoitted to ■ ^ 


Prifbn, ijpon pain of having the like Puniftiment inflifted upon them. AnotheiwW 
whereby he difanull’d the old Roman Laws concerning Marriagesy room 
whereof he made barbarous and bloody Statutes. A Third, by which he fnaeva- cmUMtinUu 
ted in Matters relating to the Dead. Moreover, he laid moft grievous Taxe* on 
all his Subjedts, ordaining new ways ofOppreflion, by Surveying of Lands, and Pe- 
nalties impoled upon the Eftates of thofc who were long before jceafed. 

3. iJcwius, for the fake of Confiantia his Wife, was permitted to live a prmte 
Life, and for the fccurity thereof, had the Oath of Conftantine her Brothci;: lut 
this cannot but be fiippofed to be conditional ; if he received Proteftion, his quit- 
ting all hoftile Defigns muft at leaft virtually have been included in the Agrcemcjt 3 
none being obliged to cherifli a Viper in his Bofbnic, or prcfiimed to bind him^f 
by Oath to Prelerve anciher to Deftroy himfelf. Therefore, when he coiild lot 
forbear his wonted Practices againft the Perlbn and Government of Confiantinc, bit, 
as (bme Writers affirm, again cnd<>avou»ed to raife War, iftid to procure the barh- 
rous Nations to Invade the Empire, having from long Experience of his turbuleit 
, . Humour and implacable Malice, Ei^cient rcafbn to dcfpair of his Amendment, he 

dcatill*'"” him to be put to Death. That this is not incredible, nor any fevere Cei- 

furc upon the memory of Licinius^ the Charafter given him by Aurelius Fiefor m j' 

Hi- Cliaraftcr, pcrfiiade the Reader, who calls him the moji Covetous of all Men^ a Leaihcras 
Perfon^ Fierce^ and vexy Impatient^ and an Fatenty to all Learnh/gy vrhirh out of his grjH 
Ignorance he termed the Poijbn and Plague of the Commonroealthy but ejpecially theJia^ 

Qice of the Lave. 'He adds. That he was a Clown y and by rcafon of his Clownijh Bwh 
and Breedingy a Friend to fttch 5 but a moji Severe Exa&or of Military DifciplinCy atd 
an Enemy to Eunuchs and Court iersy wh:m fe called the Moths and Rats of the Palact. 

He being gone, Conjiantiney to aboliili all he had done, having formerly Rcpeald 
Tlir puUiirk Iiis Laws luid Conftitutions , now by another Edidf makes null all the Publick Aft Jai 

and'hiljudp. Judgus. This was no new thing, nor pra^tifed only by th« 

e> nulled. Roman Emperours 3 the Athenians after the deftruftion of the thirty Tyrants, adjudg nemo per 
ed null and void whatfotver had been done and determined under them, in relati 
on cither to publick or private Matters. But whereas the nulling of all privati/iJf,r.v-tf.,* 
and voluntary Contrafts, with Legal Proceedings, tluring Ufiirpations, muft necel 
larily tend to Confulion anti Dilbrdcr, by unravelling of all things belonging t* D^nprS. 
Propriety, he reprefleth fiich as wopld thence take occafion to renounce Legall* rtk.raniin» 
determined, or their own not forced Afts 3 making a difference between fuel fosu^clT.^. 
things as had been fb TranCidV d by the Subjeft under Liciniusy (zsEmancipation\/ib.is.Tit.i'n. 
ManumijponSy DanutionSy Bargayu, and the like ) and other matters tyrannicall; 
praftifed by him or his Judges. Now fome have been mil taken in confoundinj 
this Edift of Conjianline with his former, and affirming him, better advifed, t» utr. 

have Mitigated the hi ft by the Second : for the firft is only concerning the Confti- 
tutions and Laws of J kiniusy not medling with the Afts of him or his Judges, a Gothofredmin 
with things freely and voluntaiily tranfafted by the Subjeft, and here Excepted, 

CdnJlintincK- 4. ConJlunt/nCy by the overtiuowand IXath of Liciniusy remaining Lord of th( 
terskl'tlj™' I^'ift) its well as other parts oft lie Empire, fet himfelf to Amefidthe State thereof 
Eail. and Correft the depraved Manners of the People by feveral Conftitutions, as 'wfuitqu^in 
another place tve mull largely (hew. No praftice^atihis time was more Extravagan 
and Burtiienfom, than that (>fUrury, which '^extended, not only to Moneys, but ^-nmmasyftniu- 
fo to Corn, aiicl other Fruits of the Earth, e(pccially in Paiejiine^ die Cities 
wliich, and principally abounded with Wheat, Wine and Oyl. By the irf quiff toiiw, 

for Money the hundredth part could only be taken for Intcreft3 yet the QxSRxai&uttt.fuiGracos» 
of Places bore ilown the Authority of the Law*. And as for Fruits, the Hfury of 
them exceeded tlic other of Money, which had thisEffeft upon Covetous and Cn~Gotbefrea.i.t^ 
ping People, that though they Leiti out Money, yet they would make it their 
bargain to receive the Intereft of Fruits, which being unlimited, gave occafion 
Intolerable Opprefiion. Now therefore Conjiantine byanEdift, both fetied the ufuroniaij^ 
old Cuftom of the hundredth part for Money, arid firft fet bounds to the Intereft 
RentunsUfu- ofFruits 3 Ordaining that it mould nor exce^ half of thePrincipal. So as if tlm interdUktb^ 
one lent two Buftiels of Corn, he fliould rccave l/ick but three 3 which was af- 
ter ward altered by JuJiiniany fo as this Conft^cution is not put into his Code, 
reducing the Intereft ofFruits to that ofMonej^ and though St. utterly con- nuitGothofrt.

the beginning of the following year, his Rcfiilcnce was cither in Thrace, or in Ma- ^ 
cedonia, C at Heraclea , ) whence he removed Wcfhvartl to Sirwinn/ in Pannonia, ami 
by a large Edidf to the People of Rome, made provifioii for fitch as wen under Age, f - 
againR the Frauds and ill Adminiftration of their Guardians, better thin vva*- affoul- 'Xief 
cd them by former Laws. From Pannonia he moved towards Italy, and in !iis way

In the Weft, the Notitia of the Empire* reckon.s up fix If v,. ipI Mints in tlie 
time of IheodofiHs Junior, and Valcnlinian the 'Third ^ 77&. thole of Sijjia in Panno- 
nia, Aquikia, Rome, Lyons, Arks and Triers, every of which had us fiveral Procura- 
tor there mentioned. Thefe .were the molt kuowm and ordinary Places t, but that 
Money was alfo Ramped here lat London'; at Fertdam, and in other Towns, appeals Sccr.iwM,,’g 
by fcveral Coins yet Extant. js>.'/.ana »«- 

6. Hitherto we hear no ill of Conjlavtinc in Particulars, and yet he was a Mortal, 
and being polTellcd of the liigheR Power upon Earth, mult needs be liable to va- niat's itimraij, 
rious Temptations arifing from the Grandeur of his Eftate. But mrw we arc told 
of (bme Afts both Unnatural and Cruel, which fiippoled mull have fallen out about 
this very time, wz.. the putting to death of his Son Crtfjn/s, and otlier Relations. 

We fay fiippofcd 5 (or, that he put his Son to death firme Auiliors utterly deny, al- 
though, to fjieak indifferently, they be over-ruled by the TeUimony of a far great- 
er number ; He that tells the Story firft with Ciicumftance, is imlccd a bit ter Enemy zofimas i/t*.?; 
to Conjiantine, upon the account of Religion, and fiibjoyns a moR lewd Lye to it, 
making this the (Kcafion of his Converfion to Chrirtianity, as we ihall fie in a more 
proper place. Hc,wiit6s, That coming to Ronw, being full of An or a nee, he thought 
Cmjlmthe he Teas to begin. lis Impiety at l.is oven Honje : pr l:c put to death I is Sen Ciilj'Us, who 
SteaS hbSon vpith the Title <i/Ocfiir, becaujc he was JnffvCfcd to have to do irith hk 

Crifias, Step-mother FauRa, tpithout having any refpelt to the Lan> of Nature. And irlen.K He- 
lena, the Mother of Conjiantine, tookit exceedingly to heart, andjern-r'.. a bote n/ea- 
fure for the death of iheToung Man, He, as to Comfort herSaked one M/fii.:- f by ano- 
fijlm Wfc greater, caufing FauRa to be fhfed in a Bath heated on pinpcje e the 

ordinary Cuflom. Thole that moR pppofe this Relution are ySozoma: and E< aerins, 
both Writers of EcclefiaRical HiRory. Evagrins Declaims raihcr. than Argues. Sozo- 
mcn urges, that Crifpus could not be put to Death, bcc.iul'e* he lu'td till the twen- 
tieth ytjar of his Father’s Reign, ana in the mean time made main Laxw on be- 
half ofChriRians and ChriRiaiiity ^ as, both the Dates and N.imcs w hich thofe Laws 
do bear, fufficicntly ^vincc. Tihis Reafbn is rejefted as very frivolous by fitme, 
who, to make way for the Bap*'^ of Co^antine at this time, would have him 
Guilty of the Death of his Son,ii^anj^ifner thing but yet then is more in it 
ichan they will own ; for Zojtmus madkes the Death of Crifpns the occ.ifioii t>f Con- 
pantines forfaking Paganifm, becaufU forfooth, that could iiotaffoul him ain Ex- 
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piation for fiich Grimes, and of turning to Chriftianity upon promile of 
which its Principles, upon fincere Repentance, do allow. Now how could rlie 
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Sefl-. 1 , death of Cri^Ms give occafion to his Father’s Converfioh, When by alkaccount of AD. 

V,,y-y^ Times, and by the many Laws yet extant, as 1-earncd Men obftrve, it evidently i 
appears^ that long before the twentieth year of the Emperours Reign, wherein, or 
the year preceding, Crijpus was Confol, both Father and Son were Chriftians, and 
Vigoroufly by their Edids promoted this Religion ? Confidntim\ Converfion was 
long before, and it’s certain, Crifpus was alive in or about his twentieth year. 

7. That which Zofmus therefore makes the Effeft of the death of Crijj>tts, hence 
appearing abfurd and ridiculous ; the thing it folf might well be thought alfo for- 
ged, if there were not other Teftimonies which affirm the Fadt, though they are ut- 
terly filent as to any foch thing produced by it. Ammiams Marcellims^who lived in, u.i^.adijirurK 
or about thefc times, mentions his putting to death, and alfo the Place, which was 
Pola^ a Town of Jjiria. And though the Hiftory of Eujebiui be filent as td 
matter, which Ezagrius urgeth as an Argument againff Zafimus, yet to this it is ptremptm^y, 
anlvvered, that into his Chronkon it is infcrted, if not by himlelf, by St. Hierom^ or 
fome who publilhed it near thefe Times. And that not only oth . ; Heathen Wri- 
ters, but Chriftians alfo, who for tlie contrary reafon bore as much refpeft to the 
memoi y of CottJlaMlwc, as Zofmus did Malice, mention it as a Matter they fiiflici- 
ciitly believed. It muft nor be denied, but that at this time Conftantine was taxed 
f()r fome Severities, and particularly jtwitted for Cruelty, by a Libel fixed on the ‘'■’""’'’i'*"'” 
Palace-Gate, by procurement of Ablavius^ who was afterward Confol, and at pre- quiutf'iHrThx 
fent the Pr^feUus Prtetorio. Thcrcfiire, granting that Crijfuis was put to death, the e fed 
Cauft: is to be inquired after 5 for, Punimment, except either there be no Caiile, or 
a flender one, is not ta be eftcemed Cruelty. Zofimus tells us, he was fiifpcdted to 
have to do with his Step-mothcT Faujia^ thereby poffibly, both calting upon him 
fome Imputation o*f Incpft, and making out the Cruelty of his Father, in that 
was but a Sulpicion : for, had it been true and evident, foch a Provocation as j- -ynni domuvt 
that of having one’s Bed defilcd’by one’s own Son, might havcinraged a Man of 
lar more Phlegmatick Conttitution whan w'as Conjiantine. That his Death hapned gipe wjUgt- 
by occafion of Faufia^ isaffirjncd by all; and the general Opinion is, that it was 
procured by her leeking. But this was not for forcing her, or having to do with !//- 

ner; but as we in charity believe, bccaufo he refufod to do what bothlleligion, /?«-»« 
and his Duty to his Father forbad, but Ihe moft ardently required. Wheti after- 
ward oi^.ded this Death ofCrijptts, and of other Relations Coujiats- 

twe to Artemms the Prd'fcQus Auguflalky and MarTjry he is laid to have cxculcd 
andwhy. him in this maimer : “ As for his Wife Faufia, he juftly put her to death, for that 

“ ftie imitatwti the antitnt Pheeclra^ ill calumniating his Son Crijpus for being in love rat Cunf: 4 i]'% 

“ with her, and ofTcring her violence, as ftie of old did Hippohtus the fon of m * 

“yi:///. Kirft, he puniflied his Son as one who had raged with Luft towards his 
“ Mother, and he did it like a Husband. Afterwards, when her deceit was dilco- 
“ vered, he cauled to be executed upon her a Sentence the. mttft juft of all others. 

To flic fame pni pofo, as is farther urged, writes Zomras, and other later Hifto- i'idt Bamim, 
rians, thrnigh Gregory of Tours, the Hiftorian of the Francks, will have them both 
Executed as Traitors : Very probably, it is conjeftured, that Fatkia procured the 
Prince to be put to Death, to make way for the Preferment of her own Ifiue ; 
that foveral Courtiers and fome Relations joyned with hep in practiiing thus upon 
the Credulity of the Emperour, atid that he finding how he h?d been abufod, at 
length puniftied bpth l>er and them. For Eutropius writes, that very many of his 
Friends he put to death, amongft whom was young I kinius, his Nephew by his 
Sifter; although it iecmcih alfo, that the Taw we lately mentioned, whereby he 
invites all men to Accufo and Convift any of his Friends, or thofc about him, isCothJrcd. 
hither to be referred , and that ihcrc was fome great Mifoarriagc among the Couiti- 
ers, fome Notable thing which he fiifpcfted, and endeavoured to difoover. 

8 . From A/j[u//era ( not fir diftant from where we hear was put to Chm. ng/nH, 

Gocth to x«Kr. death, faith Amnsianus ) and Mslain, Conjiantine w^ent to Rome, and there continu- 
ed nigh three Months, viz.. July, Auguji, and September. During his abode in the 
There rc!f- City, he celebrated his Vscesinalia, or Solemn Feafts and Paftimes for jo) he was 
/vviratf//!; arrived at the twcntietli year of his Reign, and which he had at the beginning of 
and difguiietii the year celebrated at Nkomedia, with great Magnificence. - But if we may believe 
die CKizciu.| Zofmus, he derided the Procefiion of'^ the Fsprik ' ir Knights, which was wont to 

be made ut to the Canitol, at the time of iciLfti?lgor Approving them, which pro- f',otUf,d, 
aired him the hatred and Curfes of the Romfn People : and probable enough it is, 
that there arifing Difcontents between him i j them upon the account of Religi- 
on, and his endeavouring to exterminate Paganilm, thereupon he took a Refolu- 
tion to fix his Refidcncc at fome other convenient place of the Empire. And where-

iy_yy-<^po(e the growtii of Chriftiahity^ now Conjluntwc^ to hinder the progrels of Pa- 2 

ganifm, ( as we may ca(ily giieft on both iidcs without prefiimption ) made all(> 
bold to repeal them. The Difeontent about the Procellion hapOed, as Gothofred^i^f"’ 
gathers, about t]ie Ides o^Jnly^ and about the lame time he piibliflicd two Laws i*b.j. & 4. dt 
Bcpcalcdithe for nulling what Illegal things had been ordained by Litinius, and regulated what 

’ " he had dilbidered concerning both Senators and Equitesy diredting one to tlje»/i6~;. ^ 

Senate and PrepfeU of the City, who was Chief of Senator Sy and the other to^^'^othofred. 
the PrafeSus Vigilnniy who was Principal of the Equites 5 fo that this latter Law 
leems to be defigned againlt the Proceffion, which on the Ides was to follovtr. 

By the other Law, (both of them Iccm to the Commentator to have made up 
one and the lame Edidt) it appears that /itw/wj had debaled Senators, and fbr- 
ce<f them down to the Employment of Nankularii. Thelc Nuu/cularii were a vicantn itiani 
Body of Sea-faring men, ordained for Tranlportation of Corn and publick 
lions in Icveral ^ .Quarters of the Empire, being a Set Number, and that at their Frofscutoitu 
own Expence, lucceeding by turns in the Charge and Burthen j their Sons and 
Heirs were liable to the Burthen, and if any number of the Body fail’d, a fop- EHe Pata- 
ply was made by the Praefeilus Preeiorio ufoally, anti few were eximpted or^**^®" 
privileged, not if they had fufllicient Eftates. Such as they called C$tria- 

lesy or bore Office in Cities, were liable, but not Senators ordinal ily^ yet liich 
as poflelfcd their Lands or Eftates, were liable according to what they poflef- 
led. To this Fundlion they were alwayes obnoxious, lb that foarcely could 
they be Exculcd by any greater Honour obtain’d. They werc’conftrain’d to build 
Ships and Vellels of certain burthen 5 yet fo as tlie Countrey fopply’d them 
\Vith Materials. As their Charge was great, fo had they, vtiry great Privileges 
*^conferred on them by Confiantine ( who tliis very year, for the better luj'ply 
of RoKJCy encouraged them ) and moft of his Succcllors, till after Tkodofins the 
youngA, in wliolc Code lixteen I.aws are Elxtant concerning their Immunities., 
and by various Conftitutions on the other fide, Provilion was made againft their 
Frauds and Negligence, as we lhall largely find. 

9. Such Senators as had been by L/dnins debaled to this Employment, ConJIan- 
tine ( upon their Petition, and in Conformity to what he granted alfo to Chrifti- 
ans, whom Ucinius^ had burthened by other publick Charges ) leaves to the Se- 
nate it fcJf to be confideretl and reftored, if their Birth, Manners and E- 
ftates were Suitable, and foch as they Ihould pitch on, were by the Pr£feU of 
the City to be prefonted to him for his Confirmation, it being the Pratjeii's 
Duty of coiirfo to give in the Names of all New, or Exempt Senators, to the 
Prince, and that every three Months. But ConjianthiCy having ftaid at Rome 
the time latclv mentioned, took his laft Farcwel of it, and removed at the lat- 
ter end of Seplembery by the way of Spaletum and Milam to Sirmium in Pannoniay chm. LcgHnUt 
in all which Places he made Edidfs, which for urgent rcafons refpedting Ricligi- 
on, we mull largely infift on in another place, and therefore in this Volume 
muft omit them.

believe that Writer as to this Matter, that he might take offence at the Senate and 
People of Rome for their being averfe to his Religion, and that this was a Mo- 
tive to his Rcfoliition of chufing out fiime other Place wherein to fix his Impe- 
rial Scat. But this might not be the only Inducement. Another urgent Rea- 
fon may be fetch’d from the prcfcnt State and Condition of the Empire, the great 
iTponviiatTn- thrcatntd it, were the Inroads made by the Barbarous Na- 
diicffiicnti. tions inhabiting toward the North-Eaftern parts of Europe, towards Macedonia and 
Thrace.

Galleries and railed two mighty Arches each over againft the othcT of Pmomefh “ 
an Marble, through which a Paflage lay into the Portmts of Seuen/s, and out of “ 
the old Town: and to make the Place far larger than it was bc/bre, lie drew a “

Miles were to be nicafurcd and counted. He made a Ctrats Alaximus, an Amphi- 
theatre^ feveral Forums, Portkus's and other publick Works, and adorned tijp Ci- 
ty with fo many Columns, Pyramids, and things of Rarity and Aritiquit)', that in- 
deed as St. Hicromc obleived as well as others, he fpoiled all other Places, efpeci- 
ally of their Ornaments to ennoble this ^ befides the many Churches which 
upon a Religious account he (jaufed to be built, which added much tne Luftre 
of the City. Above other Cuuolities a Column of Porphyry he brought from Rome 
is moft valued, which he caufed to be crefted in the Forum, with an admirable 
Statue of Brafs upon it 5 that of Apollo as was reported, and lirlt fctcht from Ilium ^ 
but he Commanded his own Name to be put i^pon it, and it Rood in that pofturc 
till the days of Alexius Comnemts, in whole Reign it was blown tiown, and Killed 
many Perfons that were under it. Hither he isalfo rcportetl to haie brought the 
Palladium from Troy, and many more Rarities which the Header, if he plcale, may 
find in the Book whtcli Codimss hath written concerning the Oiigiuals of Conjiintt- 
nople. in conclufion as to this Point Zofisms fun her tells us, l hai He lo happi- 
ly enlarged it, even to the extent of the greateff City, that tlie fucceeding Prin- “ 
ces here fixed their Abode, and hither drew a greater muhitiule of Men than was “ 
neceflary, which flocked to it, cither as Souldici>, or Me ichar.ii, or for finite “ 
other Courfo of Employment. In fo rauch^that they enlarged its Bounds, and 
compafled it wiihlar larger Walls than Cosrjiantiuc had done iKfijrc them, and “ 
fuflcrcd the Buildings to be fo mpny and fo thick, that the Irihabiiams whether in “ 
or out of doores were ftrai'tned by rcafon of the vaft number of Men, and other

Shtcen or Aitfrcji of all Roman Subje&s Inhabiting in the North, South, the Sun-rifng 
and the Mediterranean Sea, from the Citie's Jianding upon JJier, and Epidansnus with 
others, feaied upon the Ionian Bay, as far as Cyrene, and that part of iJbya adjoyning 
to the Place called Borium. He appowted ( lb he proceeds ) a great Council, which 
they call a Senate, and ajj/gned to the Se/sators the ftme Rank^, Hot/ours and Fcjiivals as 
belonged to the ancient Ron/aifs. In conclufion he endeavoured to make this City called . 
ajter himjelj', in all things equal to Rome in Italy, neither did his Succejl jail him, itpa/jiiAKa 
it Increasing fa much, as by Conjenf of all Men it JurpaJfed Rome, both in the multitude 
of its Inhabitants, and in Riches. To this Equality fo many Authors bear Witneft,/^***' 
that it would he tedious to produce their Teftimonics, fo that when others write .. 
he .made Conjiantinoplc equal to. Rome in Honour, it was not in empty Honour 
and Fame, and it wa.s not to no purpofc that he enafbed a Law whereby he 
gave^t the Name of New Rome, and as Socrates tells us caufed it to be Engra- C- ta;

Having thus confultcd for 
the Profit and Pleafiire ofhis new Citizens, he could not be waniing in what tend- 
ed to the Inftrudfion and Ornament of their Minds 5 but fi)r this Purpofe, as alfb 
to fill tjje Place by a greater concurfe of People, he provided for the publick i’ro- 
feffion of Learning in the City. Three Years after the Dedication, by an Edift 
direfted to the People, and bearing Date from' he confirms all the 
Enronrages Privileges granted by his Predeccllors to PhyficiaiTs and Profeiionrs, and frees both 
them, their Wives, and Children, from all Employment and publick Scivice: or- 
roc ors. tjyining that they neither be compelled to ferve as Souldicr^-, nor to (^larter any f>vro\ei}o.

Their Salaries tine from the Cities he commands to be paid, and as fijr fuch Offices i.t%. hujut 
as were counted Dignities, he permits them cither to accept or refufe them, as they 
ihould (gc occafion ; however tlifeharging them from common Offices and ordinary 
Services ^ becaufe their Attendance upon their Patients and Scholars might require 
their whole time, he would not have them forced from their Employments ; and 
yet left it (lR>uld be imagined in the. leaft^ that they were barred fuom Honours, 
or Honourable Offices, it’s left free for^them to take or leave them, as they find 
convenient. .Therefore they might be, ifohey plcafed, in the Cities where they lived 
Duumriiri^Dejenforcs^Gj/ntnafUrcba^ JEdilcs^Priefis^Flanmes and Leja/r, which were 
both Perfonal Employments and Honours j and if they plcafed they might refufe 
them, as Phavorinus divii thatof Prieft, under Adrian^^ipeaWng, to the Laws made in 
his behalf as a Philofopher. By his fecond Conftitution he dilcharges the Archiatri 2,hujtn TU 
Ex Arebiatrisy or the Phyficians of the Court and of the City, of all Duties tuU. 
and Employments belonging to focli Ranks and Orders as they might chance to 
be of^ or the payment of Gold or Silver, or the fiirnifhing of Horfes ; and ex- 
tends the Privilege unto their Sons. “ All thofe Immunities and Privileges he “ 

Confirms by this Edid made in fevour of his new City, adding two more con- ‘‘ 
cernine the Militia, and Quartering of Souldicrs. And now after four or five 
years, oy reafon of thefe Encourageihents, fo great Confluence was made to Con- 
fiantineple, that there was want both rf Architeds for Building Houles and Church- 
es, andofProtdfiopsj fo that the Founder was obliged by new Laws in both re-

Much about the lame ume AmbalTadours *** 
came to him out of India., bringing Prefents of great Value, aM greater Rarity; 
not only Gemmes, but certain Animals, unknown before to the Weftern parts of 
fi:s Feliciti^thc World: and he adds that this they did to lignify, that his Empire and Dominion 
extended as far as the utmoft Shore of the Ocean; and obferves, that as at his 
firft Promotion, the Britans in the* moft Weftern Parts of the World, firft lubmiN 
ted to him ; ft) now at the laft the Indians in the moft Eaftern acknowledged his 
Sovereign Authority. Having receiv’d this Acknowledgment, he divided ms Em- 
pire amongft his tfirec Sons, alligning to Conjlantine., his Eldeft, the Grand- father’s 
lhare, the Eaft to Canfiantius, and that Part lying betwixt them unto Conjians^ 
but above all things defirousthat they might be fitted for Government, he 
pointed them Tutors qk^d Inftruftors, the beft that could be had, to teach them 
the Arts of Peace and War, the Liberal Sciences, and cfpecially to ground them 
well in their Religion. Thus the Author of his Life in his Panegyrical way, who 
rouft not be iinderftood as \i' Conjiuntine religned the Empire to his Sons and put off 
. his Ooathes before he went to bed ; but about this time, when he promoted his 
youngeft Son and Kindred, we find that the Empire was Govern’d in this man- 
ner : Conjiantinc., the Eldeft Commanded in G4//, and fome Weftern Provinces;

By this and ijther Courfes he took, he cpdeavoured 
to prepare himiclf for another World, and make his Paffage into it more eafie and 
qmet : but his Meditations w'ere interrupted by News ftom the Eaft, where the 
Perfians made Difturbance; which when he received, intending (as he laidj to 
make this his kali: Vidfory, he rais’d an Army with all Expedition ; of this the Ene- 
my having Notice, and fearing to be engaged in a War with him, font their Am- 
balladors, who upon their humble dclire of his Friendlbip, and Promife to give 
Satisfadfton required, obtained Peace. Conjiantine, about this time, entring into 
another Journey ; for now he' b^an to be diftenqipercd, which when he found,

After this he tells us how he was beaten 
by the Scythiam^ and giving up.himlelf to a voluptuous Life, ordain’d the Allow- 
anceofC^rn to the Inhabitants of Conjiantinople^ and profufoly fpent the publick 
Revenue in ulclels Stru^res. But thele are more general, and foeak him a Bad 
Man : now follows more particularly what declares him a Fool, an ill Statelman, and 
a Tyrant altogether. He allb (laith he) made a diftiirbance in the Offices of “ 
Magiftracy formerly Inflituted. For whereas there were before two PrafeUi “ 

Pratorio, who ordinarily executed that Charge; not .only thole that l^ed in the “ 

Court were under their Command; but alfo luch Souldiers as kept the City, and “ 
all they that lay upon the Borders, the Prdefedus Pratorw, who was Efteemed “ 
the Second after the Emperour himlclfin Dignity, had the Charge of Provilions^* 
for the Army, and Power to punilh luch as offended again!! the Dilciplinc therer^ 
of; but Conjlantine altering luch things as had been well Icttlcd, divided this one 
Magiftrate into four; for to the one of them he affigned all JEgyft with Pentapo^ 

Ih in Uhya ; the Eaft as far as Mefopetamia, beftdes Cilicia^ Cappadocia, Armema, 

and §11 the Maritime Traft from Pamphilia as far as Trapezotrd, and the Caftles Si- **|jy/*’^**** 

tuate upon Phajis^ and moreover Thrace and Myfia (bounded by the Borders of “ 

AJemtts, Rhodope and Topecus) beftdes Cyprus and the Illands Cyclades, Lemnos, Im- “ 
brns and Samoihracia excepted. To the fecond he Aliigned Macedonia, Theffaly, “ 

Crete, Greece, with the adjacent Iflands Epirus, lllyrium, the Dacians, TribaBi** 
and Pufwonians, as far as Paler ia, with the upper Myfia. To the third all Italy “ 
and Sicily, with the adjacent Iflands; as allb Sardinia, Corfica and Afiicl^fmm the ” 

Syrtes, as far as Cyrene'. And to the fourth x\ve.-CeU£ or Galls beyond the Alpes, ** 
with Spain and the Brittjh Ifland. , , 

35. By this means having thus divided their Office, by other ways, he allb^^ 
ftudioufly endeavour’d to deftroy their Power ; for whereas in all .^aces^ not 
only Centurions and Tribunes, but alfo thofethey called Duces, who lerved in “ 
the place of Generals, had Command df Souldiers; he by inftituting Magifiri Mo^ ** 
litum, whereof one commanded the Horle, and the other the Foot, with Power ** 
to order and punilh them,much more infringed the Power of the PrnfeCHPrntorie. “ 

That this, both in time of Peace and War did endamage* the State, be afliries us ** 
he will make appear : f'or the Prnfe&i Pratorio in all Countries colledit^ the ** 
publick Revenue by their Officers, and paying the Souldiers bad all Military men ** 
at their Devotion, who conftdered it was they, that both paid them their Wa* ** 
ges, and had Power to puniih them, if there was occalion. But now there brav 
one that pay’s them, and another that punilhes them, they do what they ^ 
although one might alfo allei^ that the greateft part of didr Provifions are de- ** 
voureo by the Ciptain and nis Officers.

were lyable to the inroads of the B^irbarians, and plagued thole Places with*^ 

Souldiers, which wcreinRCpofej and bf this means many of them were utterly “ 
depopulated, befides the enervating of the Souldiers by the Plealures of the “ 

Theatre^ and other voluptuous Courles^ and tofpeak limply, he laid the Founda- “ 

^ tion of tho& Milchieft, which to this time have followed. Then after 'an Ac- “ 
count of the greatnels ofCon^antinoplc^ he lubjoyn.s, that all this being done 
he cea^ not to burthen the publick Revenue with Pcnlions, which were not “ 
affigned according to Realbn, but to perlbns unworthy and iinlerviceablc. To 
^ fiich as paid Tribute he was burthenlbm^ but enriched luch as were utterly ufc- “ 

left: for, Profuleneft he efteemed Munilicence. * He laid a Tax of Gold and Silver 
upon all that exeicifcd any Trade in all Countries, even the very meaneft, (b** 
tmt Strumpets were not exciilcd from it. Hence came it to pais, that upon 
the Approach trf* every fourth year, w'hen this was to be paid, there was nothing “ 
but weeping and Lamentation throughout the City 5 and when it came, great “ 

• were the Tortures which thole Miferable Creatures endured on their Bodies, the “ 

Purles of whom could not reach to the Impolition j fo that Mothers Ibid their “ 

Children, and Fathers Proftituted their Daughters to make up the Payment of ‘‘ 

‘ this Tax, which they called Chryjargyritm. He deviled allb another Courle to “ 

Torment thole that had conliderable Eftatesj for fiich he would call to the Dig- “ 
nity of the Prjctorlhip, and under pretence of this Honour, make them pay a “ 
great fum of Mony. So that when the Officers came to fee tbft executed in the “ 

Cities^ all would run away into Forreign parts, as unwilling to purchafc Ho- “ 
nour at fo dear Rates. All the Eftates of thole of greateft Quality he kept Re- “ 
corded, and Impofod a Tribute upon them, called Follk-^ by which Impofitions “ 
he exhaufted the Cities ^ and the payment of them being exafted long after his “ 
death, very many of them were rendred Delblate without Inhabitants.

26. Now, for Jafike her lake, let us Paule a little ancr to Conllder of thefe

rather nme for the Party acculed. There are Ibme Witnefles then that are called 
Certain, and others Uncertain. The certain .Witneft is he that was prefent, or incmus. vide 
few the thing done \ the uncertain, is he that only had it upon Hcarfey , and as to caivini uxi- 
this matter Plautm lays well, that one of the former is worth ten of the latter fort.

We further know it to be the Duty of a Witneft, and 'r.Hiihoniuv 
conlhintly given him in Chaqgd, to Ipeak the Whole Truth, ais well as nothing 
but the Truths elpecially it s behoveful, when the Reputation and Fame of a Per- yiiit d-.bit hi- 
fim is call’d inQueftion. As the Commendation of a Friend, or the Accufetion

of Wei^t and Moment , of all others, that bang the feireft Teftimonial, ,which a 
known or piofolied Enemy makes. In the next place, if two Adverferies joyn in 
the Crndmendationj a third, who alone gives an ill Charaffer of the lame Perlbn,^A/'> furit. 
muft needs efteemed partial,, and if he make him Guilty of what they acquit 
him, he is in no calie to be credited as to the reft ^ nay this would hold (it being a confuU Mdce* 
matter of dubious, and therefore of Charitable Coriftruflion) though there 
• but one that teltified contrary to the other. In conclurion,a Witneft that is con- 'Ji'lt/maii/f ert- 
vifted of Foi^jery or Contumely, is infamous, and barred of all Credit: for 
neffes, not V^itneffingS, are to be believed. vidii. 

27. Now all thefe Rulcs^ if to Witnefles in priv.ite Caufes and Acqilatima,rit.ridecui. 
muAsnOceott Applicable to Htflorians 5 for Hiftory is by Cicero termed^ the Jr 
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»ny Refld^io^ agninft his Enemy, whom others coofeis to have been as bad a Man A. IX 
asoould be.. Eutropm affirms innumerable Excellencies both of Body and Mind to q 7. 
have been Eminent in hirti. He meddles not with his Body, except implicitly, when 
he tells; . tl^ that he died of a Dileale, and his Mind he reprclents far fl'om being 
Sound,'- though it was in a Ibund Body. So far Entropitif and Vt&or may feeni 10 
Countenance his Accufation concerning Ambition, that they fay he was covetous 
of Military Glory ( a Cemfiantinian Vipe (omefmics incident to Generous Spirits ) 
but l^trofiMs Blither writes, he was Fortunate in War, and yet fo as his Fortune 
did not exceed his Induftry, than which nothing can be (aid more of a Souldier, of 
loi Great Conquerour. His Succefs and Fortune was great, all muft yield, that 
know what things he brought to pals bdfbrc he arriv’d at the Monarchy, If his 
Induftry was as great, he muft have been a moft Ailiduous, Vigilant, and Labo' 
rious. Warriour. 

29. As an EfFeft both of his good Fortune and his Induftry ( which, it feems, 

(quitted him not after he had Triumphed’ over all his .^.mulators) Eutropiut inftan- 

ceth, that the Civil War being over, he fcveral times defeated the Goths ^ and ob- 
tain’d a Reputation of Clemency among the Barbarous Nations. But Zoftmus quite 
contrary faith, he gave up himfelf to Idleneft, would not Fight, was Beaten, and 
loft the greateft part of his Army. Entropins acknowledges a Good Nature, To- 
wardlineft, or Inclitiatioa in him, though it was fomething altered by Profpeiity 
( as we often fee in the Beft of Men.) This Zojmt/s^ if you will have his Glofs up- TUf/cceW J* 
on it, interprets a Natural Pravity or Malignity of Difpolition, which he fbi mtily 
conceal’d, (but he forgets that he laid before, that he betray’d his Faithlefhcfs or 
breach of Truft, and Ambition) but when he arriv’d at the lieight of his Good bx, -V/ hQtrr^y 
Fortune, then Difeovered it ; and Aded, not a little, or iji fomt* things according 
to his Will and Power, but f to Explain the AUqnantulum of r'//tnp/us,) even /;/ A/ 
things. Fidcr and Eutropius both wiiiicft of him, that he was hiinlclf aUdided to, ahrA 

and Chcrifhed Learning and all Good Arts. Doth Zojimus but hint any fuch thing 
concerning him ? F 0 or further add?, that he was w<jnt to Hear and Receive the 
Complaints of the Provinces, which Complaints, if you allow Z(>Cmus an Expofi-^"''* 
tor, can be of nothing but the moft Grievous and liifiippoitablc Burthens where- 
with he harafled all his Subjeds. So that when you read in Entnptiss that he af- 
feded JuJiice, 4pd the Loveofhxs People, and altogether cndtavoiMcd to procure 
it by Liberality and Courtefie, perufl* but what Zoftmus writes of him, ainl you will 
find, this was but Drollery in Eutropius^ as that alftj in F/cfar, wh^ n he fliith. That he . 
was mofi profitAfle to the Cotnmomocahh in federal rc^cQs, or clfc all is perverted, and 
fiilfe Printed 5 and as before, fot Favourable Docility, or Good IncVxmtxon, is to be 
read. Malignity of Nature ; fo here inftcad of Jufticc, the moft horrid Injufticc in the 
World, of Liberality, Rapacity 5 for Courtclic, by way of Errata read Cruelty 5 
and for moft Profitabltf, moft Pernicious or Plaguy. And then take notice of a rhcK Hrrttfi 
Grand Miftakc that the World hath hitherto lain under, as to Politicks, and that 
if any Prince will endeavour to purchafc the Love of his Suhjeds, he muft do it * lil- 

by Injuftice, Rapacity, Cruelty, and being a Plague to lus Coin it ry. So it muft be 7-/ / *<■ 
if you make thefe Writers accord , and p.Tha|s the particular Diij^oHtion of tijc 
Age did marvelloufly hit the Malignity o^onftat/thie s Nature : poliaps he found * 
his Sub)eft;sof the humour of Spaniels, that the more he beat them, the more tiiey 
lov’d him. 

30. To be fl'rious, Reader, fhou feeft what Conti adiftion there is amongft thole 
Accufcrsof Confiantine^ and how the 'major pair, and that which iiad reapjii to 
know beft, Difchargeth him of that Load of Calumnies heaped upon him by one 
Single, but Bitter Adverfary, who feems to have had that Cunning, as to do it tt> Cr.::mri.i< for- 
fbmepurpof^ that fomething might ftiek : For he knew, that Serious Coi)ftdcrcrs|''^,’,f’'''^''‘^ 
there are very few ; that the World is Governed by Prejudice an<l Opinion ^ that 
there’s more Afte&ion than Reafbn in the Judgments of moft , fo that the way is, 
byagi;pt Exaggeration of Horrid Crimes, firftto raife I'afiion and Indignation, 
and the Work is done. If Indiffcrency and Jufticc have any place with thee, thou 
can’ft not but give credit to two rather than one, .and to fufpeift this one, as to all 
the reft, who by a larger Teftimony is already convinced of Falfhood in feme par- 
ticulars. But neither, do we think he was free from Faults ; this would be to of- 
fend well nigh as much on the other hand 3 and therefore from thcTc general Re- 
flexions, come to what is laid particularly againft him ^ weigh it without Partiali- 
ty, and take in what ?«//<!», his Succeflbr, in a jeering manner objeded, as bitter 
againft him as the reft, upon the Account of Religion and other things. As for 
his putting his Son Cri^Kt and others to death, we have already faid, nhat if there 
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S.^^. I . was either a (ufficient Catife, or he was abuled by his Wife, Cmrfty fer Ak eanit m j> ^ 
W'V'VJ be laid tp his charge ^ and we tnig^t inftance in Kings, that bave throng a ^.7 

and by Inftigation of Others, toth long ago, and of late put to d^b their 
Sons, and yet have not incurred (b grievous Gei^res of Cruelty and Unnatural- ef iaS^ 

nels. A Moral Man would think, that what ViSor (ayes of his greedineis of PraifeowMaiM**^"/ 
or Fame, above imagination, fecms fbmething inconfiftent with what be fubJo3ms 
concerning Trajan, The Humour of that Prtnce was not unlike to that of 
Church-wardens at prefent in our Parilh- works. There could not any Publick 
Building be erefted, but he muft have his Name fet upon it, which Vaiuty 
tint taxed, both by a Jeft, and his own Pradkre. He called him Barba Partttarnu 
or Parfley, becaufe his Name grew, as it were, upon Walls $ but as Ux himfelf^ * 
though he Ereded lb many (umptuous Strufhires, ( efbecially Chnrdies^ & Bne iid ' 
lachryma to our Zofimus and others } yet it’s oblcrvea, that leldome or never could 
his Name be found upon them : lb that this Delire of Praife muft rather, as Batro* 
pm explains it, be taken fbf Thirft after Military Glory. 

91. His wearing of a Diadem, and Gems in his Cloaths can argue little more, than 
that he was of a Gay Humour, and lov’d to appear Neat and Splendid^ whidt allb 
he betrayed in his Diet and his manner of living, with which Julian Co twits him, at 
And yet as to his Diadem and Feafting, there might be (bmeWhat of a Religious * 
Concernment : for probably he refilled to wear the uliial Laurel about his Head, as *««..• yyiHf 
fuperftitioufly dedicated to Apollo ^ and his Feafts were the many and great Enter- 
tainmems he made for thcBilhops and other Chriftians, e^ciatly at the Feftivals 
appointed by the Church. This lb moved the Stomach or Julian^ that in his Tale liorat» CammL 
of the Cafars^ becaulc of his voluptuous Life, he feigns ‘him to have diofen to Kve^'J’*^*^ 
with the Goddels of Plealiire, and by her to have been put in womens Clothes. na^u^AftU- 
You muft know the man was wonderfully taken with the Conceit of womens »fri>carm. 
Clothes, and therefore, as his FVienJ Zo^mm acquaints ns, was wont to punHh^**' 
fiich Souldiers as fled from their Colours, by habiting them therewith. Now think 
• you, that judging it a fine Device lb to dilgrace thole that forfook the Camp, he 
would not think fit allb, in the lame manner, to make ridiculous him that had fbr- 
faken the Gods, and deferred the Pagan Religion? How could he poilibly dilpenfe 
with lb witty a Conceit? And he jeers him for bei^ curious about his Hair 5 in*o4«M?xrf 
revenge, as we may judge, for being himfelf dcridetfby the Antiochians for 
ing to wear a long Beard, and that (as his Friends confels) very ridiculoufly. 

However he might be plcafed to be neat and Iplcndid, that he was no effeminate 
Pcrlbn, both the Teftimonies lately produced, and the great things atchieved by 
him fufiiciently Ij^eak: amongft which, that is not the leaft which JtAiau himlclf 
hints in his Tale,- concerning his Recovery of a Country, wluch Trajan formerly 
had liibducd. This jvas Dacia^ which after Trajan had with vaft Labour and ma^ 
ny Battels laid to the Dominion of the Empire, it again Ihddk off the Yoak, and 
beingimorc troublclbme and harder to Manage than before, after fo many Empe- 
rours, was again ix'duced to Obedience by Confiantine. 

32. But wc come to thole Matters wherein he is laid more efpecially to have 
done amils, as a Statelman, and a Prince. Thefe are, changing the Politic of the 
State, drawing the Garrilbns from the Borders, and the cruel Oppe^tion of his 
People. Zofimm chiirges him for having made four of two PrafUti Prastorio^ and 
ftai^wcrsto giving much of their Power to the new Officers ,cali’d Magifiri Militant, As to 
ptfticuiars. ^hich WC mult take leave to confider, whether it was He who firft made the fenir 
PrafeSs, and then whether he did amift. Suppole l)e made them, and ^ve away 
their Power. Firft then, upon Inquiry it appears, that he made them not^ but 
found four, and lb left them : for there being then a Tetrarehy in thcEmpiK^ each 
of the Emperours and Cajars in tt\pir leveral Diftrifts had his PrapSm Pratenio, M 
He made net Gotb^cd well obferve^ which at laft (when he had liibdued ^1 his Adverfitcies^ 
coming under his Dominion, he fet remain ftill, as many as they were 5 but when- 
'* as their Power was too great (which by realbn of the Obtigattions, or Punifivoentt 
they might put upon Souldiers j>rought the Armies to be at their Devodon) or 
for other Reafons refpefting the Perfons who were now mploy’d, whom he 
might not have caufe to truft with lb great a Command, he iriftitutra » new fore | 
of Officers call’d Mapfiri MiUtam, who (hould Govern both Hoiie and Firat, but 
the Nature and Realon of the Employments of thefe and otbps Officers will more

" 33. For firft, it is univcrlally granted, that thefe People he often dented atid 

cont]uer’d.$ and brou^t Dacia under the Yoak, which had not been reduced (iiKe 
• the t^e of Trajan. Then again, from the Dates of his Laws it is evident, as we 
have hinted bdtore, tWt he was, even to his laft, perpetually travelling to and &o, 

^ and moving upon thelc Borders. Next to thi^ Fiaor the Hidorian, belides others, 

attefts, that he made a Bridge over Dantthisn^ and for what end did he make it, 
but that his Army might have Egrefs and Regref^ for reprefling the Infolendcs of 
' thefe Nations^ like as Trajan had done before him? Further, belidcs this Bridge, 

he built a Caftle or Fort in the fecond Msefa upon Danuhius over againft Tranfsna- p, ja 
rifea, forfccuring both the Banks of the Riv«, and retraining the Incurfionsof/*M*«w>f'>-4' 
the Goths ( as Procopisss informs us) which h^ the Name of Daphne, and from 
• him the Ditin&ion of ConSiantiniana Daphne fr] ancient Coins. All thefe COurfes 27.vid(Fahfii 
he took cannot butfatisfy an indifferent PerCbn what care he had of the Borders, 
and that he himfelf ncgleded not the Building of Catles and Forts, no more than 
Zofimtss his beloved Dioclc^n, where there was occalion. But to give the Reader 
frirther Diveriion in beholding the malicious Partiajity of this Writer, it happens 
fowcll, that there is till extant a Contitution of his (divided, in the Code into 
two fevcral Laws) whereof the one adjudges him to be burnt alive, that foould 
procure to the Barbarians Liberty of making Depredations in the Roman Territo- MuLaH.

If this 
doth not (hew how careful he was, that the Barbarians (bould make no Incuifioil^ 
and in order to this, that the Souldicrs (hould not by any means quit their Stati- 
ons and Watches upon the Borders, then is there nothing in this World which 
can afford Arguments to our Relief But let us further take Notice of the occafi- 
on of thefe* Laws. The feme year they were made we are told, that Confiantine 
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the Agreement betwixt them two that he (hould be (b bude as to refeue his Ter- ** Ammino- 
ritories, or the Borders which lay within his Government, from the Enemy ^ and 
thereupon Hatred arifing betwixt them, a War at length enfued. Here we may . 
fee who it was that negledfed the Borders, even he, whom, though Julian and o- 
ther Pagans deferibe as both odious to God and Men, yet deferves no Cenfure at 
ZofinsHs his hands. It was^ JJciniHs in whofe Difrriri; thcfe‘ Boriclers lay, and who 
would neither look to them* himfelf noj (iiffer others to do it. On the contrary 
Confiantine Conceiv’d (uch Indignation ut thefe Irruptions, which brought fo much 
Damavand Difgrace to the Empire, that he could neither forbear by Arms to 
reprefs the Barbarians, nor by Laws infii^ng no lefs than Death, to prevent their 
Incurfions for the time to come 5 and that by fixing the Souldier to his Station on 
the Orders. That he continued in this \find and Pradice to the laft, his conftant 
Journeys into thefe Parts, and other things here mentioned, declare. And now. 
Reader; pafe thy Cenfure where it’s deferv’d. 

34. But to come to thofe Cruel Oppreffions of his People. And firft, to confi- 
derof the Chryfargymmt or Tajf of Gold and Silver, what it was, and whether be 
firft Impofed it upon the Subjefts, from Tradelmen and Merchants to the moft mean 
and vile of all others, even to Harlots ^ and that with (uch Cruelty, as Mothers

fbn on our fide; buf let Zof^us and his Oracle pals together with fuch Cenlure, 
as the Reader will find himlclf obliged to make, while we return to Cot/fiantine, 
and dilpatch what is at^relcnc further to be fiid, in referena: to this opprelling 
and harafling the People. 

38. Who ever conlidcrs the Laws he made, views the univerlal Tenour 
them, their Occalions and Drift with all Impartiality, mull; confefs, that he was hu ueurrmt 
a great Reformer of Manners, took extraordinary Care for redrefling Grievances, 

(though to his own Lofi and Abatement of his Revenue^ and by all Opportuni- 
tics provided for the Convenience, Eafe and Emolument of his Subjedb. Any tm c»i- 
Learned man in things of this Nature will (ay, that he almoft made as great 
Alterations, tb thele Purpoles, in the Laws (both us to the Jus Publicum Pri-quanSpufL* 
vatum') as he did (o') in Religion it lelf; and that Nazarius his* Panegy rick cited by 
Learned Gothefredy is no Fable, although, as we formerly (aid, we (hall neither arum*tmc!iri^ 
produce it, nor any Elogiums givefi him by Chriftian Writers, to avoid the Ex- 
^ ception that might be made upon the account of their Intereft and Affe^ion. 

* It were too tedious a Work, and not proper for us here, to inlift upon that, r«iix^»;./r/» 
which would dclerve a particular Treatife of it 111 ^ and. in (bme little mcafiire 
by others hath been ptrformed ; and belides what we have already inftanced, 
we muft (peak largely of this Pcrlbn upon another occalion. If the Reader Coth^. ti l. 
will but penile the firft Conftitutions of tht; (cveral Titles of Theodofi^ his Code, 
clpecially with the Commentaries of the mod Learned Gothofred, ntrwill herein 
receive abundant Satisfidiion. That the Law, which (hould afford Relief; might 
not be burthenf()me in the Praftice of it 3 let him take Notice how feverely he 'bn!'!

dently atteft and Confirm it. How cautious he was, tl\at the Poor and Innocent 
Ihould not be opprefled, nothing can be more evident, than that by oneEdid he 
dilHiarged the former Sort of the burthen ofTaxes, and provides for the laflty of the mum a tjus 
other by punifhing Promoters and Informers with no' left than IDeath.

^ y -the Goth had milcrably wafted Ilhricnm, Pennkts^ or rather Mrins the Prafeff^ re- 
moved to Thejfalonica^ a City of Mjgdwia (which was part of Macedonia, betwixt 
the Rivers Etbedon and DhaMns, not far from the Sea, formerly called Halis, and 
-^'built’fay (bme by Caffandef, lay others by Philip ofMaccdon, Upon this account 
many Privileges were confeted cm the Church of Dxjffalonica. Afterward 'jufiini- 
an having overcome the ScUtfi, and recovered both the Dacia's and Pannonia ; 
made the Town where he him&lf was born Metropolis, enlarging and adorning it 
with Walls, Buildings and great Immunities. Some lay this was Sclavonia, a City 
of Dalmatia, near to Dacia and the lecond Patmonia: ibme will have it ^derhsa, 
others Acrido, and Ibme none of them alU but of this Matter wc (hall difcourle in 
* another Place : but he called it Jufiiniana Prip/a, having founded another City, 

not &r from it, which he alio callra by his own Name. The Chief Enfign of this 
PrafiS was an Iron-Chariot guilded, drawn by four Hor(^ To this were added 
* the Images of the Princes, and one Table covered with a white Cloth, with golden 
Fringe, betwixt four Lights, the Emperours Pifhirc upon a Book of Mandates $ 
wherein were (uppoled to be contain’d the Duty and Office of the PrafeS, and 
tIk Enfigneswdnt to be prefented to them by the Emperour. And laftly, are to be leen two 
reprcfenting the two Dioecefes, Macedonia and TJdcia, having their Heads 
crown’d, and Baskets in their Hands full of Gold. Thefe Enfigns are mentioned, 
or damped in the Notitia, as peculiar -to the Pr^feSs, not but that th^ ul^ allb 
luch as belonged of old to^the Roman chiefeft Magiftrates: for they had the Fafcet 
with gilt Axes carried before them, as had alfo the Prators^ the Trabea, or Robe 
enbroydered with Gold and Purple, the Ivory Rod ^ they had a golden Collar 
about their Necks, and were girt with a Purple Girdle. 

Meotttiiy. ig. Xhe third Prafedns Pratorio was he of Italy, who (as Zpltnms writes) 
had under his JurifdlfHon, both that Country, and Africk, together with the Iflands 
of Sicily, Sardinia and Cornea. But we find, that in the Reign of Julian, Ma^ 
mertinus was PrsefeB of Jta(y, Africk., and tAtoIllyricuni^ therefore fomc contend, * 
that the laft in thole times had not conftantly'k’s PrafiH, but the Empire being 
divided after ValentiniOn, and Valens, the PrafeU of Italy had dply of lllyricunt 
the Weftern part. This PrafeS, as he of the Eaji at Confiantinople, lived at Court, 
and therefore both thele were termed PrafiQi Pratorio Comitatns, In the Code 
oSJuJHnian no mention is made of him, nor of the PrafeS of G4//5 but only of 
him of the E^, and of Eajiern lllyricunt, becaufe then the Empire had foiled in the 
Weji. being recovered from the Vandals by his Arms, he made a PrafeS of 

his new Conquefts, and to ir joyn’d Sardinia. But though he alfo recovered Ita- 
ly , yet it doth not appear, that he reftored it’s Prafeff alfo, it being Governed by 
Narfis, the Eunuch., of whole Magiftracy no Title appears in our Law-Books^ and 
for luch Govemours as fuccceded him in luch parts of Italy, as continued under 
the Empire in following tim^ the^ had the Title of Exarchs of Ravenna, whereas^ 
n- u *^hat of Eparch was proper for the Prafeit^ but to return to the times whereof we

Though he governed fovcral <^ntries,^etbecaule Gall was Richer, and nearer 
to Itafy he tfok his Denomination from it, and was called PrafeHut Prstorio GaU 
liarum, in dw plural Number. He had three Dicecefos in thele Countries now 
mentidiiedi^ GAl, Spain said'^Britam, whkh under lb many Vicars contained twen- 
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oviTi'un and po0t'0cd by 9iid the PrafM hiiled. There-

'uir>u<> to niLiittoii them. As for JtrftutiMf, he neither mentions any Officers oT 
iJiolc Provinces, bccaulc in his time they owned not the Roman Empire. And 
thus much of the Pro’Je&s themlelvcs. Something muft be added of their Officers, 
that this Polity,*noi* oblervcd hitherto by many Hiftorians, may more fully ap- 
pear. 

20. Fiift then it muft be known, that all Magnates of Provinces, and elped-^^'^^^'* 
ally the Prafe&s, had one or more Lawyers to affift them, whom they termed 
AJfeJJms^ anti Confiliarii. By their Council and Advice they Decided CaufeS ^ it cr^.imfd.9. 
being the part of the Aj^ejfor to Inform himlelf folly of the Natter in Controverfie,^^^^^.^^^. 
hear Advocates Plead, read Petitions, and Anlwer them ; as allb, to take care of^pr/, rb? * * 
fuch Edifts as were to be framed, or of Letters to be written, and to Interpret 4* 
Decrees according to Law. Thej^ heard Criminal Cauf<», but left Judgment or 
Sentence to be paffed by the PrafeSs^ to whom they rave Diredlions therein s 
and what could not be by the /^r4r/«?£fj,otherwile€mplo3^’d,was Dilpatebed by them* 

Of other Officers, which attended the Prnf^s, no certain number can be Amgned. 

Ju^ittian ordained, that the Retinue of Xht Pr^eS of Africk. Ihould conlift of three 
hundred ninety and eight Perfons 5 but thofe of other Places were doubtleli more 
Numerous ; whenas the Comes of the Eaft had belonging to him, as luch, foi hun- 
dred Men. The Body of their Officers is in the Laws termed Offidum and Afpa-^ 
ritio, the Officers thenilclves Officialese Apparitorese Cohortakse becaule they had the 
Form, and Privileges of a Cohort : (*and Pancirolm thinks, that that Cohort or Band, 
which by the Evatrgclijts is laid to have been gathered together at our Saviour's 
Pallion, was of this nature ) Pcneftciarii, becaule promoted by the Bene^cittmf or 
kindnefi of the Trihanee to Ibme Office or Employment 5 and Scrimarite becaule * 
they kept the Papers which concern'd themlclves, in Desks or Cbliers. Thefe Of- 
ficers, both of the PrafeCfs, and other Illuftrious Magiftrates, as allb thole that had 
the Title of SpeSabiksy were made luch by the Prince his Codicils, or Letters. 

Every Chrijlmas day there was a Promotion of them to be Cornietdarii ^ or Com* 
mentarienjese as they had dclervcd. Their Work w^s to Execute the Ojmmands 
of the PrajtUse Introduce foch as had Suits, make Records, and read them^ enter 
Judgments and Execute them, and do other things Requifite, as in Courts of Judi- 
cature. They were lent to Admintftcr Oaths to luch as were lick, or Noble Per- 
Ibns. They went before the PrafeiTs, as Li&ors before thc'm and other Magiftrates 5 
took care of the publick Pofts y gathered Tributes y huntfd out High-way-men, 
dilcovered to them by the Stationary Souldiers ; who, bv the Ordinance of Auff^sfo^ 
were appointed to lye in wait for Robbers. They had large Fees, befides Provifi- 
ons .allowed them out of the Provinces ; and thelc lay about the Houlo of the 
PrafeSs. There were others that liv’d with them, and were call’d Domfiickf $ 
whereof there were fomc that were call’d Cbaucelhrs 5 who wrote Letters from 
them (as from the Prefidents ) to Private men j and lb named, as appeareth from 
CajjiodorttSe becaule they late within Cancellif or Lattices, through which might be 
fcen what they did. 

21. But the Notitia reckons up in the Office of the PrsfeSt Pratorio, thefe by 

Name, viz>. the Pi imeps, Comrcularinse Adjator, Cpmmentarittffisy AhoSify four 
merttriiySuhadjuvityCurator Epijiolarumy RegexendarinSyExceptoresyAdjikaimsy^ Sm^lth 
rii 5 whereof molt arc frequently mention’d in Law-books.

They were prefent, as appeamh fitm the AAi of Marntt, «t dm Emafonaiifon of

They, as the other Apparitors of the Pr£- 
feSi PratoriOy had their peculiar Scrinia^ or Offices, wherein feveral Clerks wrote, 
and kept the Commands, Judgments, and Decrees of the Judges. In the Office of 
the Corfficularhts belonging to the Pr^efeSftts Pr^etorio of Ajirtck-, wrote ten Clerks, to 
whom were allowed Provifions from the Publick.

Account of Eifates, Goods or Money, which by Forfeiture or Succeffion fell to the 
Treafury, or to the Cheft of the Comes Rerum Pri-^atarum ^ another of foch Tri- 
butes as belonged to the Largitiones, or publick Expenfes : for the Emperours had 
two Chefts, or Receits, over which were fet fb many Comites lUufircs , viz. the 
Comes Largitionum, and Comes Rerum Privatarum. To the Expenfe of the former 
were Afligucd out of the Tributes and Cuftomes a certain Quantity of Gold and 
Silver, with other things in fpecie, contained in the Canones Largitionum.

He had Power over Tradelmen, as had the 
other oi Rome, and took care that the Liberal Sciences (hould there be profeiled 
employing at Conjiani/nepk, as the other at Rome, three Rhetoricians, ten Gram- 
marians of bqjh Languages, five Sophirts, one Philolbpher, and two Interpreters 
of the Laws. He over(;iw the eleven hundred Shops given by Confiantwe and 
Anafiadas to the Great Church in Confiantinoplc. He had the (lime Officers, 
hib Command. yj. ^f ; only it doth not appear that he had a Fnar. Amongft 

thole the Pr<cji'('ln.t Anmns. took Care of the Palatine Breail, v.’hich we* formerly 
meinioncd to have been by Confiantine’s Bounty beftowed upon the People, out 
of the Palace. As the Pra-jeeJns Fipihtm at Rcmc commanded (even Cohorts or 
Companies for prevention of Fires ; ((> this at Conjiantinople,, five hundred and (ix- 
ty three Perlons choLn out of the Bodies of Artificers, and Dilpoled as need requi- 
red, through the fourteen Regions. But this Office being in f)roce(s of time be- 
llowed on mean Per(()ns, who iiillead of fuppreHing, conlpired with Thieves, by 
tiegrees it became of no Repute . W'herefbre JuJiimaff in the Prafecl's room Crea- 
ted the Pr.r!or Pleias, to whom he gave Power of the Sword over (itch as by 
yVho’ v • ' .ding; or other Inch Courles, offended in the Night. 'I'he Prs^eU 
of Lonjtani/noplc alfij nominatetl the Lcciicarii, or Decanarii, a Company foiindecf by 
Conflanth/c, fin Burying of the Dead, maintained by Rents he alUgncd them out 
of tlie Shoj's lati ly mentioned. They were called Ledicarii fiom the Beds or Bicres^

fons, like Bridervell, an hundred and (eventy Degrees or Stairs whereon che Poor 
received the Bread given by -Princes, one Porphjry Column, two others Hollow, 
one Colofs, befides (everal other things of Curiolity. Botlj PraJeSfs had the Offi- 
ces of Princeps, Comicularius, Adjutor, Commentarienfis, and the Both W’crc

They held their Office only a year, and once out of the Pom£riim had (ome 
Fafies, or Cow/w/^r'Enfignes born before them, till their return; but had no Au- * 
thority over Souldiers, neither wore the Sword, nor CbUmys, or Souldicrs Habit.

What Cover- 3 before the time of Coufiantine, whereas Provinces were cT various forts 5 
twursofPro- as firft, Pmtorion, then Coufitlar, and Proconfilar 5 fometimcs Preprntorian, and 
lometimcs ^ajioriau, ( as Cjfrus, to which were lent ^nftors, who Railed Mo- 
fimtint. ** ney, and Adminiftred Juftice without Milita^ Power.^ About this time this Cu- 
ftom was changed by the Inftitatidn of the four PrafeQt Pretorio, their Diecefis 
and Provinces.

des were the lower fort of Govemours, although fometimes all Provincial Magi-H ' 

' ftrates (by reafon of the Latitude of the words) go under that Name or Ap- 
TOllation 5 and no more kinds of Provincial Magiftrates are found in the Notitia; 

Further, it muft be known, that thefe Provinces were often made greater or Icftb, 
vhb. Proconfilares, Confilares, or PreSdial, according to the Exigency of Affiiirs, or 
the Pleafiire 6f Princes ^ as alfo their Limits altemd and changed for the lame 
ThcCvjBwof Reafons. The Comes of the Eafi ( who fometimes goes un<»r the Name <«f 
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PrefiS of the Eaji, fometimes of Vicar, and otherwhiles of Prefident, in the ge- 
neral fenfo now mentioned ) had great Authority, receiving Appeals from all 
the Inforiour Magiftrates of his fifteen Provinces. He had Power to Fine as far as 
fix Ounces of Gold, whereas that of other Magiftrates, that were only SpeOa- 
biles, extended but to three. To his Court belonged forty Advocates, who 
had,ftudied the Law at leaft five years. In liis Office he had fix hundred Appari- 
tors'; and refided at Antioch, the Metropolis of Syria ; yet from him there lay Ap- 
peals to the PrafeSm Prsetorio, and the ^nfior of the Palace; and his vaft 
Jurildiftion over Meen Provinces, was at length cut (hort by JuJiinian, who confo 
ned it to Syria Prima, and Cyrrhefiia ad joyning to it. 

35. The Priefefftts Augufialis was inftitured by Augufius, by him appointed to 
the Government of /Egypt, and thence had his Name. He was no Senator, nor 
fo much as Confulark till the time of Severus, bu|^ only of E^firian Kank. His 
great Charge was to fee conveyed away fop Confiantinepk the Felix Embola, or the 
conftant annual 'quantity of Com. For in the days- of Augufim, /Egypt ftij^ied ^ 
Rome with two Millions of Modii of Wheat; and indeed for four Months <n the 
year alone fiimiihed that City. The Imperial Seat bdng Tranflated to Conjimiti- 
nople. Corn was alfo ftom*.^;;pf tranl^ned thither, and thither only, after diat 
the Weft was overrun by the forbarous Nations; and hence came all that Cnun, 
which Confiantine turned into Br^, and caufod to be Diftributed to the Inhabi- 
tants of his new City; whidi Allowance, though diminiftied to one half by his 
Son ConOanfinr.. vet afterward was made up and increaled bv hb Succefibrs.

Jlr/an Degree) and, their Crimes firft made known to tlie Prince, punilhed or re- 
moved them. His R.cfidence was at Alexandria^ the great E/nporhfn/, not only of 
the Romm Empire, but of all the Eaft. For hither Merchandifo from India was 
/ convey’d. Jujiinian reduced his Power alfo into narrow Rounds, eoiifining it to 
** Alexandria^ and the two Provinces called both the JEgyfts^ or all Delias Mareotis, 

and tfie City of Menelans excepted, which he laid to Ubyse. The Prse^dents of 
theft* 'two Provinces alone he (ubjed^ to His Command^ allowing him an Office 
' ' of fix hundred men, and a R.evenue proportionable to fo ftraitned a Power. He 

was bound yearly to exhibit the Courfes of thirty fix Horles before the People, 
and was at further Expenl^ in Publick Baths, and other things.

The Proeon- r? 4 ’ Thc Pr.oconf$d of A^ h^ under him three. Provinces, and being Gover- 
fui. nour of a kind of Dioeceft,* was of the fame Rank and Power with the Comes, Pra- 

feU and Virars^ Any other Proconfuls that were but Gftvernours of finglc Pro- 
vinces, yet had greater Privileges than other Provincial Officers, as the Proconjitl 
itfAchaia, to whom the Notitia gives alfo the fit Ic oC Spe&ubiUs, with his Officers, 

« as the Prinreps, Cornicularius, Commentarienfis, ^tajior, Adjutor, and the reft, whom 
we find belonging to the Governouvs of Dioecefts. There were many other par- 
ticulars wherein the Proconfnl Excelled the Ordinary Magiftrates of Provinces 5 
this Reff'cft being continued to him by Pofterity, out of acknowledgment of that 
great Dignity and Power whereof he was poflelied. He had fix Bundles of Rods 
and Axes carried b’efore him, whereas a Pre^dent had but five. It’§ probable in- 
deed, that the Confularis had the lame Ornaments with him, but not the CorreUo^ 
res, nor Prcfdents. From his firft Departure out of the City he ufcd tliefe Oma-, 
ments, till his Return^ and exerciftd in the way voluntary Juriftliftion (as we 
How much call it) viz,, of Manum/Jfion and Adoption, which things were not permitted to 
rabie ** Magiftrates. He could fine in fix Ounces of Gold, as could the Comes of the 

other Ordina- Eafi, and thc Protfelius Augujialif^ Prefdents, but in two. He had his Ia gat sss or 
O' Magiftratci. Lieutenant to whom he could delegate his Jurifdidion, whereas thc PreJ^nt epn- 
tented with one AJJejJor, delegated Caufts to inferior Judges. A Proconjul, though 
he continued in his Office but a year, yet ftill adminiftred Jufticc till the Arrival of 
his Succefifour; a Prefident,ori\y ib long as pleated the Prince. Some think that to 
him alone was proper the P'ower of Deportation, not to the Prejident. He had 
thc fame Privilege of old, as the Pr£tor at Rome, of publiftiing Edifts to moderate 
the Law, which Vfere termed thence Jns Provinciate, a Power never granted to 
Prefidenfs, nor other^lagiftrates^ ftyled Clarijfimi, till thc Reign.of Probus. Pre- 
fidents were under Command* of the Comes of the Eaji, or of Hears. The Proeon^ 
fid was SubJsjft to the Orders of the Pr^effus Pratorio alone. From the Prejident 
though Delegated by the Piince, Appeal lay to the next Proconfnl in Matters not 
exceeding ten pounds of Gold , but from the Proconfnl,to the P. P. or thc ^sjior 
of thc Palace.

Reafbn of the fame Ornaments, or becaufc they were created out of this fort of 
Magiflrates, and there was a Confiflaris of Waters under the Prof eS of Rome. Their 
Enfigns of Authority were fix Fafees and Axes, a Curule-Chair, and the Faces of the 
Princes, with the Image of a Woman repiefenting the Province 5 whereas Corre&e^ 
res and had that of a Town, and a Book of Mandates, not marked, as 

was that of theirs. Their OflSce or Attendance was Confiituted, as that of Prt^ 
eients and other Cfanjpmi. They had of old two Numerarii^ but afterward were al- 
lowed but one apiece. There were in the Eafi fifteen Confularts^ and fbmetimes'^ ^ 
in the two and twenty 5 and the Name and Employment continued till the 
times of jujijman^ who mentions the Coofularian Provinces. 

3d. CorreSores held the middle Place betwixt Confulares and Pre^deMs. This 
fort of Officer is found in the Reigns of Severt/s and CaracaUa^ and afterward was 
created a CorreUar ol all Italy^ who continued long in ule, till Cotsjiatstwe s time, 
and then this Emperour ordained two for that Country. At length they got into 
other Provinces, as Augufiamca and Paphlagmiia in the Eafi^ and in the Wejtl Savia. • 

They had fome Command over Souldicrs, whom they puniflied with the Know- 
ledge of the Magifiri Militum. They wore the Chlamys^ and had as Enfignes of 
their Authority the Faces of the Princes, with Books of Mandates, and the Image ‘ 
of a Town, and thc.fame Office, or Apparitors, as the Confulares and Prefideots. 

To add fbmething, though not much, to what vi§ have already frequent ly'hintcd 
concerning the PAryc/ or Prefidert: Of thole Prxtorian Provinces made by 
fiitf, Alexander xhc\Lm^xo\xx made many and afterwards Pr<e/^>r/ being 

taken aW’ay, all the reft became fuch, till die Reign of JuJisniat/y who reftored the 
Office and Authority of Praetors. I’he Prefidents, as others of the ClariJ/imi were 
termed Ordwarii^ their Provinces Ordinarily and alio their Seats j generally they 
had the Style of Clarijfimiy but not all : for the Prafes Arabia under the Comes of 
the Eafiy and he of Jjauria were but of the Degree of Perfedijpmns. The Prince 
honoured them, as tho Corredoresy with the Titles of Brothers, ofjttfiijjlmiy Vigilant 
ti^miy Optimi^ and Prafiantiffi/ni^ as Clandins Ljfias ialutcd Felix, and St. Panl 
worded it to FeJIus. They continued in Power but a year, except the Prince 
thought fit to continue tht-m longer. Their Office and Attendance was very little 
different from thole of the Conjulares and CorreSores : and the Enfigns of liich 
of them who were but PcrfeSijJimiy were well nigh the lame with thole of the 
other.

44. Some of the Legionary Souldiers were ancient men, and bare heavy Armour, 2V«nn-al>c, 
as of old the Macedonians, 777. round Targets, and Sarijf£, or long Lances. 
thers were young Men called I'^clites, who neither ufing Brcaft-plates, nor 
nor Targets, call: Milfilc Weapons afar olf, or Stones, cither with their Hands, oxordmiecati. 
Slings, 'mLxgions called Pilanr, and out of Legions, 3 being then procur'd^®*'™ 

by the Romans from theij^ Friends and neighbouring NationS5 and Icaff reckoning 
being made of them, they were mofV cxpoled to Danger, and placed in the Front. 

There were a third fiji tarTUingfi the Legionary Souldiers,thcy called Pelt ati,of great- 
er Age than the Vclites, and lb called fi om a light and (mall Shield, which they tiled 
in Fight, together with a Ihortcr fort of Lance, from which the Romans more 
Ancient named them Hafiati, and thole ftill more modern Lancearii. Laftly, 
there were other?, which being moft remarkable both for Age, Strength, and 
Experience, had tlie Honour to be call’d Principes ^ of which the litft was called 
Primus Princepe, thcduxt Sectindus Princeps, "Tertius, partus, C^c. accordingly, as 
there were Primus, Sccundus, and Tertisss Hajiatus, and Centurio Primipili, and Cen- 
turio Primi Hajiati j and aniongft the Triarii, Primipilns, Secundus, Tertim : and 
from thole who were termed Prinripfs, were the Heads, or Chief of the Officials, 
or Officers belonging to the Prefidents, and* other Magiftrates, which we have 
already mentioned, ftylcd alfo Principcs, for that there was amongft the laid Offi- 
cers or Attendants, a Iht w or likcnels of the Militia, In general, it is tobe noted 
that Anciently none could be acimirt(!d a Souldier, that was not of the ftature of 
live Toot and fi.'Ven Inches, which Valcntinian m a Conftitution ( which lhall ■ 
be mentioned in its place ) affirms to have been the Cuftom obferv’d from the 
Founding of the City. And then tore, when I^mpridhts writes^ that Alexander 
the Emperour W'as bf the Military iT/.c, he is‘ to be underftood according to this 
Meafurc. For what more might be fiiid of the Legions, as to their Number or 
Names, the Reader may conlult Pancirolus, who has Exhibited , them as he found 
them Engraven in an .ohl Marble Stone at Rome 5 to which Catalogue he hath 
added another T abk , whence it appears, both at what time, and by whom each of 
them was raifed. •

! The Tribufies could give Itave to their Souldicrs to be ablcnt, but not in time ofv.,irY^VJ 

Expedition or Service, upon Pain of Death. The Higher Sort received their Corrt- 
milfiions from the Prince. The Inferiour fort of IrUtums^ being Ten in number, 
becaufe fo many Cohorts in a Legion, were promoted by Succeflibn, as oAcrs died, 
or ivere removed to Higher Places. After their Example, the Ten Not arses ^ who, 
under the Primicerius, handled the Matters of the greater Latcrcalitm, were called 
Trsbsttses ; for they had under them Inferiour Clerks or Sirissarii^ as thefo Trsbsmes 
other Inferiour Officers : whereupon this was termed the Literata Militia, bccaufc 
it imitated the Armata. 

46. Next after a Legititt follows that, which, in tho/e dayes they called VexilU‘ 
iio, and it received its name fiomthc Banner or Vexillusss, the Diminutive of K’- 
/«/», a (quare Banner-Roll, ufed by Emperours and other Generals. Thcfe Vexil- 
la belonged both to Horfo and Foot, being ufed by the Romasrs as well as the 
Enfigns, or Sigm : But to fetch thefo things higher, Romdus for his Enfign or 
Colour, ufed onlv Bundles of Hay tied to the tops of Spears^ fb humble in all re- Vivira 
Ijxjfts were the Beginnings of the Romas/ Great/sefs, Afterward they had the Ea- luminKotit. , 
gle. Wolf, Minotaur, ana Hoar, which were borne before, and in the Army, till 
filch time as Marius in his fccond Co/tfstipip ap^inted the Eagle for the whole Le- ]j:ohi Gotho- 
gion, and then the Imagc^of otht r Creatures became the Ssgna oC Cohorts, to which 

• were added a Dragoti, and an Hand, and at length a Ball or Globe, by Asgufins, ggtione juiiiu- 

to fignifie that the World was fubjeft to the Empire. The Eagle at fiiftw .<«««»-*. ^ 

was of Silver, and being fet in a kind of Box or Cafe, was fixed to a long Spear 
or Pole, but afterward, when Rosne had got the Wealth, as well as the Sovereign- 
ty of the World, it turned to Gold, afid, as the Armour*bcarcr ofj/spiter, held a 
Thunder-bolt in it’s Feet ; fb that it may feem fomething Strange, that the Ro- 
mans appointing this Bird to fo mafculinc an EnipIo3 ment, (hould in their Language 
fubjeft both Sqxcs of it to the Famininc Gender. But to our Bufincls, Vexillatso 
is here taken for a Troop, T/trsna, or Cnneus of Hbife-men fighting under one Ve- 
xsllsttn, whereon w’as expreficd what Troop it was, ofwh.it Cohort or Cesrtury, to- 
gether with the P/ince his Name, and probably his Image: but Co/jiasstine caufod 
* therein to be inferted a Reprefentation of the Crofs, wliich at the time of his Con- 
verfion, he fa win ‘the Air, and now came up the word laharuns. ’A T^exillatio in DsUbmyut 
a Legion contained thirty tv/o Horfe, commanded by a Deenrio, out of a Legion, Comm.^ Getho- 
MaaiHotb. fometimes three hundred, left or more. An Ala of Hoife contained alfo about 

three hundred men, and feems divided into rltolc Parties called Tursssa:, as Fexslla- Labo'um, Citd* 
tio into the other they named Cstnes. Now of Hovfe-men fome were CataphraSi, 
who being armed thcmfelves .throughout, ufed alfc armed Horfes, others were 
light Armour, as Hajlats or Contati, who fought Corststivs, with Pikes, or Lances ^ 
and filch as befides Launces made ufe of Targets, and were called Sastati ; .and 
others went under the Name of Ferentarsi, who fought Ensini/t^ and thefe were, 
cither the Scjthse or Sagittarsi, who fought with Bows and Arrows, as our Archers 
or Tarentsns, that ufed Darts. And fiicb of them as having difcharged all their 
Mijfilia, came afterwards to Hand-ftrbakes, were called jaesdatores. The whole 
AU was commanded by a Tribune, who as appears from Capitolinus, had fbmctirac 
alfo the Name of Sevir:, and fo much of the Fexillatio. 

47. To add a little concerning the Auxilia 5 there was this difference betwixt 
them and the Legions at firft, that legions confifted of Ros/sast Citizens only, 

Auxilia of Friends or Allies, and were joyned as lei es Arsstatnra to the Legions. 

But after that the Sovereign Power was transferred upon the Prince, Legions were 
alfo railed out of Allies and Confederates. A Legion had its fevcral Officers, Su- 
perior and Subordinate, together with its feveral , Companies and F.nfigns. An 
Astxilmm was Commanded by one Trsbnne, or Phylarcha, alonej and confifted of 

^ M, or^ore, ordinary Gr^<w7<wj Souldiers, and was (as'it feemeth) from his Con- 

ftitutions by Jnfiinian called Optio, though Optsones were alfo particuliy Perfons. 

But thus much of thefe feveral forts of Souldiers 3 of who n the 'Reader muft far- 
ther oblerve, that at what time Confinntine Conftituted tlirce Ranks of ComHes, 
there were alfo Ordained threc Orders or Ranks of Souldiers, with new Names or 
Afterthe dme Titles. Tot all Banding Companies, as well of Horfe as Fdot, were diftinguiftied mitum «- 
rf Cwii|{«tM<tinto PnUtinr, ComHattnfis, and Pfindo-Coinstatenjes, The Palatini were fiich as tramquejmp. 
2 Shi»"‘hadobtafnedthc Honour to be offhe Guard to the Prince his Palace, and in this 
vaatini, Co- Tcfecft WCTC in greater Efteem than the reft. The Cosnitatenfis were fo named from MUiurifio-

and Symbols, but not graced with the lame Privileges gnd Immunities: for both 
tjicir Allowance was Icfs, and in Cafe a Cowitatenfts died inteftate, and with- 
out any apparent Heir , his Company, or Troop was Heir at Law, but the” 

Prince Trcaftiry focceeded to the PJeudo-Comtatenfis. To prevent Fraud 
herein, none could pafi from one Order to another without the Prince his^M'Goth^^di 
Ipecial Warrant. In the Notitia are reckoned up under the Magiftri Milt- in L. tiltde re 
tim Prafentafes , only Palatwa Auxilia ^ Vexillations of Horfc, .both Palatine 
and Comtatenfes ^ but Legions, both Palatine, Comitatenfes and Pfeudo-Comi^ 
tatenjes. And thus much concerning the Office and Commands of the Magijiri Mi- 
litwu, who were by Dignity Ulufires, as reckoned an)pngft thofc of Higheft- 
Rank, and efteeraed equal with the Prafe&i Prsetorio, and the Prafeffs of both 
Cities. 

48. And fo we have dirpatched what the Deftgn of this prefent Work requires, 
concerning fiich Officers as conftituted the Polity, and carried on the Government 
abroad, and in the Provinces. We muft of ncccflity fee who they were further, 
that ferved the Prince at home, or in his own Court. Of thefe fome took Care 
of the Bufinels, fome of the Perfon, and the Bed-Chamber of the PrafeQus and 
Primeerius Sacri Cubiculi ^ under Whom waited the Comes Sacra Vejik, and feveral 
inferiour Officers and Attendants, who had the Name of Decani. Some ferved 
him at Table, and attended on him in the Palace of Courfe:; as the Comes Cujlren- 
fis, under whofc Infpeftion waited the Primicerius Menjarnm, the Prsmnerins LV/* 
lariorum, the Primicerws Padagogtorum, and the Primicerius l^mpadiortms of the 
firft, Iccond and ^hird Rank. ‘ Some wrote the Secrets of the Prince, 7.72- three 
Perfons called Cartularii Cubtcub, and by fome the Palace was kefy and attended, 
vh,. three Dcatrioncs Sdentiariorum, and the Coftta Domorum per Cappadocian/. Of 
Tmnfaus Si- all thofe th^ Prapojitns Sacri CubicitH w;is the higheft in Place and Degree, for his 
trictb'uHii. great Charge of the Emperour's Perfon, and his Nearnefe to him, which Relation 
rais’d him to the higheft Dignity of Ilhijlrk. This he enjoyed before the time of 
Theodofius the younger^ yet fo as to take place after the P. P. the Prafids of the 
Cities,* the Magijiri Ablitum, and the Comites Conjijioriani, or the Comes Sacrornm 
Largitiomtm, Comes rei Privata, the S^ajior and Magijier Officiomm, of whom * 
hereafter. But by a Conftitution of that Prince, he was made equal in Degree 
with the PrafeHs of both forts, and the Magijiri Militum^ fo as he and they (hould 
take Place according to the time and order of their Promotion. And heie it W'ill 
not be amife to hint to the Reader, that from tlic Laws arc to be obferved three 
Three Degrees Degrees of Illuftrious Perfons^ the firft was of the Conjuls and Patricians, who 

took not their Place according to their Promotion, but preceded others, however cod. Th. lib. e 
of the Degree of Jllujiris before dw-ni.

bicult^ was by his place of the Dignity of SpedahiUx^ which very Title 
the Nothia gives him. Of the Comes Cajirenfts^ and other Officers out 
of the Chamber, we (hall fpeak anon. Thofe of the Chamber enjoy- 
ed many Priviledges. They were exempted from finding Men and 
Horfes for War, and from Quartering Souldiers. They were convented , 
upon occafion before the Magijier Officiorum ( the Supreme Judge 
of all Courtiers) and needed not put in Bail or give Security, but 
were committed to the Pr'micerius , who was charged with them , and 
had reafbn to be good in his Office, for it laffed but two years, at the 
end whereof, he was (iicceeded by the Seatnelocerius , or him that 
was next to him. From all fordid Services they were free, and from 
Contributions to the Repairing of Bridges, High- way cs , or the like. As 
all thole Officers belonging to the Bed-Chamber enjoyed thele Privi- 
ledges, (b much more the Prsepofitns €acri Cttbiculi , who , bclides his 
Command over thefe and other Perfons , had the overlight of many 
Houl^ and Lands in Capadocia ^ {where a great part of the Prince 
his Patrimony lay) and lent his Officers called Canotticarii to coUc& 
the Rents, which being brought to Court were expanded in the Main-cofS-ij-Pj*- 51- 
tetiance of the Houlhold. 

50. He that held the next place in Court after,, the Pr£po(ttus Sacri 
Cubicnlr, was the Magijier Officiornm. Under Conjiantim the Great he

in Arms, but had the overfight allb of Fabrickj or Forges, and power 
over the Zimitaneous Duces and Comites, from whom appeal lay to the 
^4((ior and Him. His Duty it was to prelcnt fit Senators to the Prince 
in the Provinces fas appears from CaJJiodorusy who in the Forme of hi;: 

Hb Empteyment. Patent lets forth the Nature of his Employment) none could be made c. ^*. * ’ 
Judges without hfs Approbation ; and in the City he had an hand in 
the making of luch Officers as took care of Provifions. By his mc.'lns 
Audience was procured from the Emperor, both to his own Subjedfs and 
Strangers , whom it was his duty to entertain. He allb had the Power 
of the Curfus Publicus or Poftage, which was permitted to no Subjeflrs, . 
but the PraJeHus Prsetorio, and himlelf They could grant in the Prince 
his Name, Liberty of this Curjus to others^ and if any offended in 
this kind , it was incumbent upon him to prelcnt .their names to the 
Prince. But to come moreT Particularly to Perlbns, or things over which 
Perfons under hb this Magijier had Power or Jurildidion : He of the Eaji overlaw Eight 
CoUegof BodiB, or Companies of Armed Men about the Court, which 
in thole days they termed SchoU.

Great 
Care was had, who were admitted into thefo Scholes, till Zeno the Em- 
peror fird broke the Cudom, by giving way to Idle and Effeminate 
Perfons. Afterward JitJiinian ( if we give credit to that fccret Hidory, 
which goes under the name of Procopitts ) fold thefo Places, and having 
filled up the number, added the ’two thoufand Supernumeraries, to W'hom 
he gave no l^ay. To be due none could be admitted without the Em- 
peror’s Approbation 5 and therefore their Names were Inrollcd in the 
Offices belonging to the Greater Laterculum^ and the Lid called over, 
and renewed every four Months, at what time fiich as came in, received 
their Patents from thofe Notaries, written by them, and fobforibed by 
the Prince. They w?re not permitted to hire any Grounds, led they 
Ihould I)c diverted from their Attendance. Each Schola had its Comes 
for its Chiefod Officer, of the Dignity of Speffabilis, and under him others 
Inferior, as the Primicerius, who had alfo the Title of a Tribune, and 
was Speffabilff too ^ The Secundocerius and* other Nine, who focceeded by 
times, and with him were of the Degree of Clarijjimi.

Th^ the Agin- gut the Eighth and lad Schola, was that of the Agentes in Rebus, of which 
Us tit Ribus. jnore is to be laid, as of that which is more remarkable, and of a different Na- 
ture from the red. Thefo Agentes were, till the time of Conjiantine called Fru- 
mentarii, and weye the Meflengers of the Prince font, as occafion forved, upon 
fovcral Errands into the Provinces. Probable it is, that they took their vt Agtntibns u 
Their Natiif and foj-mef Name from* the Rcfomblance that their Employment bore 

that of the Frumsntarii of the Legions : for as they went up and downc2rf.3fc.VrA,aoi 

to gather Corn or Forage for the Army 5 fo they bedirred themlclves*^ 1^ 

thoughout the Provinces, to give an account to the Emperor how 

ters dood therein, and to fignifie his Pleafiire and Commmands to fuch,G»th9}rtdi d. 

Afterwards from Executing the Prince 

his Orders they got that of Agentes in Rebus : For upon many Errands

read in the Senate by ihc Prmiceri/ts of the Notaries^ rtr the Proconful. At Confiunti- 
nople they were ufiially read in the Suburb Septimns^ called alQ^ecundianHs^ for w'hich liiutimsi'rir.’ 
Pancirolus obfetves, that Septies rceitata by a miliakc is often read in Law-Books, 
and accordingly to be -amended. At Rotae they were publiftied in the Pantleon, in lutXvfipei-i- 
the Forunt ofTrajan, that of AproniattitSy or ihc Atrium of Minerva. Fortheir longer 
duration they were written in Brafs, or in Tables of Ceruls called TabuU Cmt£at/e^ 1 l fiborl 
or in Linnen Cloth called Lintca Mappo-^ or by Emanflum or burning of Lettcrs^ivM«fww. 
which four forts were in life in thctimeofCw;^<i«/w/c,whoaI(b,as Gothofred 
makes mention of Marble-Tables in Ule in the lame Age. Yet were not Etliftswiit- ride Comment* 
ten in Brafs, but fomc of the other ways recorded, according to the Cuftomofthef'^^j*^’^'’^^^ 
Praetors. They were fent into all Cities, and expofed thereto berc.'id,for 30 days, as \\%\ 
Pancirolus obferves particularly, that "jofephus notice in the Edift of Claudius. 27. pantinlat. 

60. At the framing of them the Emperours were wont to confult with La vv vers, 

fometimes thirty, fometimes more 5 but the ^ajior’s duty was to advife them, both 
in matters of Law and other things, fo that if there were any over-fight committed, 
the fault was laid on him. He overlaw the Lellcr Laterculuns, wherein were Rcgi- 
tixedTribunepps ..ihs Cbmmands of Caftles and the Borders, and, together with the 
Prafeiius Praetorio in Contitatu, received Appeals made from the Judges, called ^ 

- biles, to the Prince. Cajjiodorus (to whom Gothofred refers us for the clefcription 
this Office) hath a Formula of the ^leftarfiip, which feems to us to pcell all fuch of 
his others, as we have read, in Elegancy. Herein elpccially are required knowledge 
oftheLaws,and Eloqucncej but the main bufinelsis toexprtfi well the meaning 01 
intention of the P?ince ^ to be his Mouth to the People, or, as it worclcth it, thc\,^ *«//>.* ’ 
Voice of his Tongue, which yet to be, it efteems a piece of great difficulty. If 
Prince was in doubt of any matter, it was expefted the ^ajlor fhould rcfolve it duq^,:tt^rdi 
he being .the Trealury of the pubhek Farfle, the Magazine of La ws, and prepared for um iil 
any fodden mcafion. Nothing b’eing more excellent, as TuUy, the Maftcr of Elo-

61. But to the moft ancient ^ajlors fuccceded, in time, the Comes Sacranmt Lar~ 

-gitionum. Anguflus in room of them (ent certain Procurators chofcn out of the Li- 
hert if/i^ or Equiics into the Provinces^ who, gathering the publick Revenue, recei- 
ved a Salary from him, and were ftj^ed Procuratores Augujiaks. They decided Cau- 
(cs belonging to the Revenue, and (ometimes governed Provinces, ifnotvc. y large :i 
and of this fort w as Pontius Pilaic in ‘judaa, where a Procurator was in the room of 
a Prcjiclcnt. But for management of the publick Trealiiry at Rorae^ from the time of 
Augujtns^ down to CofJftantme^ there were (ometimes ^ajiors, moft commonly other.';, 
who had the Name of PracfeSf: /Erarii^ ConfiantwCy when he came to the Govern- 
ment, changed the raaBr.gcmcnt of theTrcaliiry, by introducing two ntw (bits of 
Magiftratcs,who (liould order the whole income ^ whereof the one was called Comes 
' Largitionuf!/^ and the other Cotacs Rcrum Pr mat arum. This Pancirolus aferibes xoCott- 
fiantwe^ although by gue(s, as we may judges fbr the molt Learned Gothofred af* 
firms, that by all the Laws he cannot find any of the(c Officers under that Emperor. 

However, probable enough it is, that he brought them up : for by the Judiculus 
which Gothojred gives us of the Comites l^rgitiomtm mentioned in the Code mTheodo- 
jius, there is one who executed this Office in the time of his Son Conjians^ and an- ^ 

otherduringdie Reign of as about thelaractimc, others, who borethe place 

oiComes Rerum Priratarnm. The Comes i.Argitionum had firft his name a Largitioni- 
/»///, from the free gifts of the Prince 5 and held it, when his work was quite altcred,as 
much from what it was then, as the Ch\e£ Treafurer of a Nation differs from an Al~ 

Though indeed the Ciftsof the Emperours were fogreat andfrequent, 

that the management of them may (eem far to furpals the care and trouble of the Re- 
venue of any Nation, now in being, which formerly was but a Member of that Em- 
pire. And (b ncctflar)' they w'c rr,that Augujius in his Rat ionarium of the Empire, or 
Book which he ctjmpofed with his own Hand, together with the publick Treafure Pmcirih 
and other things, wherein the ftrength of the State confifted 5 the Fleets, Kingdoms, /«« /* 
Pr^^i'incc'^Tiibutcs and Tolls ^ therein made mention of the NeceJJjtatcs and 
tiofjcjj by the fbrmer meaning his by the later h\sjreeandvolnntarjiE\TpenG:s. 

67. At lirfl: the Emperours made u(eof a Candidate of the Queftorlhip, or (bme 
other Courtier, who paid fuch Aflignraents of Bounty, as they made out of theif 
Privic Pur(e, till .Alexander Sever tts brought in iho(ethey called JErarti. The(e Afts 
of Bounty were chieliy upon occafion of fome publick Rejoycing, and were cal- 
led Congiaria 5 probably from the carrying oT the Money in Co»g/»(that(brtofVcffeJs) 
into the Forum. This cour(e to plea(e the People, was much pradi(ed b5r 
and after by his Succeflbrs imitated, till Confiantine^ as was (aid, for the di{fributk>n of 
his Bounty, brought in this Officer, who from the Largitiones or Gifts, had his name. 

Before his time the Congiaria and Fea(fings were the u(ual ways,whereby the Princes 
carrefled the people. In and after his time, they u(ed (cveral other Couries. P«»- 
cirohis takes notice, that a pound of Gold was wont to be given to the Alitarcba.,ftat 
he might not cut down the Cyprcls Trees, as he was wont, in the Grove of Daphne, 

Ten pounds of Gold were given by JuJiinian out of the Revenue of Pheenicia to 
the Primicerins Notariorum: but a fetand (blemn fort of Bohnty they ufed on New- 
jears-Daj/.,on which it was the Cuftom for them to give New-years-Giftsto the Co- 
nrites of the Conjtjiorp, and others 5 as with the late Emperours, to prclent the Senate 
and Officers of the Army on EaJier-Dajt. Befides thele, this Conns paid Souldiers and 
ot^iers their Wages^ and thence had the Name, not only of Larg^umnm^ but Remnnera- 
iionumComes. To theft were added Ctf/ww Sacri JErariiyTheJknromm Cnrntm^ Prs^e- 
Hsfs ImperialiumPecuniamm.^ ^natjior^ and the likejfortohim was alfo coffliiittcd the 
care of collefting and keeping the Publick Revenue ariftng by tributes and cuftoms. 
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» Sc^l". 2. 65* The Revenue by Cuftonis was either greater, or Icrtcr, according to the Co- A. IX 

► V»/"V%j vctoufiicfi, Occafions, or Humours of the Princes. In the Reign of y, 

the tenth part of the value of Wares was exafted, which Alexander reduced to the C/WJ 
thirtieth, or little more than three in a hundred^ and this gave Occafion to the 
ftamping of Aftrel, and the third part of an Aureus:, all Payments of this Na- 
ture being in thole days made in Gold. But lucccedirig P.’inas would h.ave the 
eighth part of the Value, or little more than twelve in the hundred. And for 
Tiibute the Subjeft paid what the Emperour, or Pra'JiU as Pratorro demanded, or 
„ as the culiom of the Countreys was, (as was formerly laid) which being in kind was 

laid up in the publick Store-houfes, for the Maintenance of the Armies, and relief 
of the Poor: but the Money ariling from the C'uftoms and Tributes was the charge 
fifTfic Contes I ^rgitioutm. The 'jews paid a Didrachm for every Head, which be- 
ing impoled in the room of that, which was wont to be paid to the Temple, Thco^ 
dojius commanded to be alfo received by him, as that Import called Capitatio upon 
Gountry-mcn, was wont to be. Now that this Comes might the better difoharge 
lb vaft an Office, for procurement of the Payment of the Revenue, he lent Ibrae 
offirert under tholc Officers, or Notaries that attended him, called Jmitendarii, into all the 
Provinces, to conrtrain the Prtejidents^ or Governours to gather, and pay the 
Money ; who for this pui pole named one, or two of their ow’n Office, as Prom-’ 
rators to attend. Belidcs there were others called Tra&atorcs, who as Auditors 
took their Accounts, and every four Months font them up with the Money to the 
Conies. 
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64. But there were many Officers in the Provinces, which the Notitia placeth • 
under his Difpolition, or Command. As firft, in the five Dioecef -s of the Eafi^ lb 
many ; W’ho were alfo Ityled Couiitcs Larvitionuni, though but of the third Degree 
or Rank of Coniites^ for they .wtrt-’ but Ptrfe&ijji/m. The Diarcelts arc in the Ntf- 
//■//<* fot down in general, without any E'numciation, or certain Number 5 but Pa»~ 
cirolus will have them fix, vi%, the kruiwn ones 5 the Eaji ftridly lb called, Jfigypt, 

Afiana^ Pontica^ Thracia^ and Maadoma. Bcfidcs thefe the Notitia mentions others 
ca.i\c<\ Coniites CV/wwcrc/m/w, through the Rafi and Aiejpt, through Scythia^ ^ 

Pontns and lllyricum. being four in Number, as he computes. Thefe yj^re tradeP 
men, ov Ovf i leers of fitch, who bought up Materials for the Empcroui s or Em- 
prc;’ Ik j *»t.irir:g, as Silk, Wool, Fbx, Purple, Skins, or other Materials, and 
provided jevre’s and Pearl, Ointments and Silver. It was their Work alfo to fee, 
thataU Duties were paid by Merchants, for which purpofe they had Officers under 
them, called in Places of Traffick: for out of the Ciirtomsit was, that 

Gift-Money and V/ages were paid. Moreover, they look’d that no forbidden 
Commodities, as Gold, Iron, Grinding Stones, Arnics, Salt, (forne. Wine, Oyl, 
or other thitigs v’cie carried out of the Empire to Barbarians:, whom they neither 
permitted to tralii k in the Empire, nor the Empeiour’s Subjeds in their Territo- 
ries. Next after thefi' Coniitcs^ the Notitia mentions the Praje&i Thcfdurorum under 
Command of the Contes Largitionum. Thefe were the Trealurcrs of every Pro- 
vince, who kept the Money of each Dijlriff, and foparate from the rert, till it was 
font up to him, having received it from the ; for in each City this was 

the Courfc of raifing Money impofod by way of Tax : There was one Decurio^ or 
Alderman cholen out to be Receiver, and accordingly had the name of Sujeepfor, 
who received what was required by way of Tax of every ofte after it was gather- 
ed, and paid in to him by the Duccnarii and Sexegenarii Apparifors, to whom the 
Tdbularius., or Clerk lb called, gave out the Rolls. The Snjeepter gave an Apocha^ 
or Acquittance to him that paid him, wherein was cxprelled the name of the Pay- 
er, the film, the Caull* of the Payment, the Day, Moneth and Conful 5 as in like 
manner did the Stationary, to tholc of whom they received the Ciiltom, and then 
font away the Money to the Priefident, by whom it was conveyed to the Thefau-’ 
renfes. Thele Pr£fcUs being in Places of lb great Trurt, were not admitted, no 
more thap the other Thefattrenfes, but in the Scriniunt Epijiolarum, by Cummillion 
ligned with the Prince his own Hand 3 nor without having fiilt given fufficient Cau- 
tion for their honeft Deportment.

being found Reafon to employ him in buHnefs of very great Moment, his Dignity 
incrcaled fo, that he obtained the Title of Comes, and of Rationale Snmmarnm. 

For in thofo days,an(l long after, till the finding out of the way into the Eaji-Jn- 
dies by Sea, there being a vart Trade driven in JEgyft out oF India and Arabia, for 
Silks, Pretious Stones, Feail and Spices, and thereupon vaft Cufioms arifing^ it was 
thought fit to employ fuch an Olficcr, and to gain him Refpcdl: by foch a Title 
and Cha rafter of Comes, Rationales, and Procurator. It was the Cufiom for a Rati- 
onalis to go very well habited, as appears by a Story out of Ammianm\ how’ k 
Barber being font for, to cut the Hair of Julian the Emperour, one came to him fo 
fprucc and tine, that he was amazed, and laid, I did not fond for a Rationale, but 
for a Barber. In the Wefi there were eleven Rationales made in foveral Provinces 5 
but ill the Eaji this of JiLgypt is only mentioned, lb that Pancirolns concludes, that 
either fomething is wanting in the Notitia, or elfo the xmA^x-Comites Largitionum in 
the other Provinces liipplicd their Places.

thtf lporlt and Service. Thtfc Magijiri, both took Care for preparing the foveral 
forts of Linncn, and whenmadekept a Wardrobe of them, of which the Inventory was 
preforved in the Scriniuni^San'i Ecjliarii, written by ^he Primiccrius of that Office. 

In the ll ejl, inficad of thefo" Mueijiri Lhiea J'tjiis, there was one that bore the Ti- 
tle of Comes i'cjiiani, who provided and kept the Linncn as the other did; and 
by fome is reckoned amongll: the Cubicularii, or thofo of the Bed-Chamber. After 
ji/.w7?>/p/v>thefe Magifiri come the Mugjjlri Private Vejiis, or Mafters of the Privy Robes, 
f. * who had t^e charge cjf providing thofo that were made of other things 'than Lin- 
ncn, as of Silk and Woollen, for the Pritice his ufo*. They are alfo by Confiantine 
termed Procuratores z, and by Pvealbn of the great things in their Charge, were to 
give Caution before th«.ir Admittance. Next follow the Proeuratores Gynaciorum, 
o^t.*chrien. fo called frop.i the Gynacia, or inward Rooms, where Women as well as others 
wove Hangings, and other things of Silk, or Cold and Silk together; of which 
Works thefo Prcairalores had ilie Charge, and gave Caution alfo at their firft Ad- 
mittance. Tliole that fevved under them being fbmetimes Slaves, but however 
otherwiie free Iforlbrs, yet condemned ( both they and their Pofterity;^ to this 
r Service. l[ht: Promratorcs Baphwrum, or of thofo Work-houfos where Wool or 
i Silk was died, follow next.

verlcer. The laft fort of Officers under Command of the Comes Largitiom/tky.

Command of the Comes, but had diftinft Charees of their own, not being bis

Perfons. Thole wrote in ten leveral Scrinia or Offices, and were termed, the 
Militia Literata, and Palatini, bccaufo they lived in the Prince his Palace, be- 
ing Exculed from Sordid Employments, and the finding of SouldierS.

Cornu, of the Emperour, with his Bona Eatphj/ientka, or foch things as were brought to the ho-Mientamior- 
Trcalury, and had Power over th^ir own TTrain or Attendants; But after thefo 
Procurators came' to be Comtes, they . had Cognifance of Inceft 5 and took Care, Primkm tibi 
that Sepulchres were not violated, as Cajjiodorus in the Fornsula of this Office gives 
Afterward. US to underftand. In this CommifTion the King further tells this Corns, that it is mmnigmrk 
his part to direft the Canonicarii, or foch as gathered the Canoties, or Paymcill's imfrobos^ippe. 
from Lands, to call upon the Tenants, and take Cogniflmce of thole Goods, or 
Eliates called Bona Caduca, Moreover, that it was his part to recover to the tUema cufig- 
Trealiiry fiich Money as was cafiially found , and owned no private Mailer.

76. Farther, from Corrupted Judges he recovered the Triple value in Pecu- 
niary Matters, in Capitals their whole Eftates. From the Cohortales, or Officers of 
Courts, four-fold the Sum they had Exafted of fuch as went to Law. Publick 
and Navigable Rivers alfo Iceni to have been under his InlpedHon, becaule laid to 
be in the Patrimony of the Prince. He paid Artificers their Wages, and for 
the Family of the Emperour and Ernprels, he found Provifions j without his know- 
ledge nothing belonging to the Private Eftate of the Prince could be Alienated, 
not fo much as by the Pro’fel^ of the City. Before him were Trycd luch Gifts, as 
were laid to be given by the Prince out of Publick *Debts, and without him no- 
thing couhl by Petitio/j be obtain’d. He had under him Rationales or Procurato- 

■ res, for gathering of Moneys, f rom whom there lay Appeal to him : and if the Bu- 

lincfs was not worth lb great a Journey, he might Delegate the Governour of the 
Province to Hear and Determine the Matter. The Trealiiry which belonged to 
the Cowes JLargition/m was properly called JErariutn^ and that wherein this Conies 
Reruns Privatarum kept his Money, was termed his Area or Collcr, and alfo Fijens : 
although the Terms of JFrariuns and Fiji^sbt often Confounded, and one taken 
for the other : Neither doth Fifctis fignifie all Private Matters belonging to the 
Prince, not extending to his Lands, but relating to forfeited Eftates, or liich as 
fell for want of Heirs, and certain Tolls or Cuftoms. This Comes hatUp his Court 
a certain number of Advocates, who obtain’d from the Emperour ^ajiafius the 
Privilege when they left Pleading,tt> be ftyled Clarijfimi, and to be efteemed Conti- 
tes of thefirft Rank. 

77. He allt), as we hinted, like as the Comes Largitionum, had his Rationales or 
Procuratores in all Provinces, to receive all the Eftates Confifoate, or any other 
way appertaining to his Office. In order hereunto, this Courle was obferv’d; 

Firft, He in whole hands luch Goods or Eftates at prefent were, was Cited to Ap» 
pe.ir, which if he did within thirty dayes, he was heard; paying to the Primice- 
rius of the Office, and to the Advocates, four Solidi. In cafe no man appear’d, 
the Goods were feized, yet the Intcreft of the Pofltflbr ftill laved ; lb as if he yet 
came he* might ftill be heard. The Comes firft declaring, that he challenged the 
Eftate. Then did the Rationales Inventory the Goods, and feileed on them in the 
Emperour’s behalf^ which Aftion they termed Incorporation and laftly, fixed Bills 
or Titles on his Lands, which lliould give notice of the lame. To thefc Rationa- 
les alft) belonged the Care of the Emperour ’s Houfes, the Lands Patrimonial and 
Emphyteutical, the Recovery of Trealure found 5 and if any one liicd for any thing 
belonging to the Prince before anj Judge, it ought not to be without the Know- 
ledge dhd Prefence of a Rationale. Next to the Rationale, the Notitia placeth the , 
Bajtagdi Privata under the Dilpofition of this Comes : for he commanded thofe 
Carriages which conveyed the Private or Patrimonial Matters of the Prince ; over , 

which, Pancirolus thinks, that as in the W^, lb in the Eajl there were tVvo Over- 

l«:rs. There were alfo under him Overleers of Stables, or places where Cartel 
were kept ; of Flocks ana Herds preferved for Breed .- as to^ which Pancirolus takes 
notice, how Arcadius the Emperour celebrates two of Mares ; the one fort 
called Hermogenia, and the other Palmatisr, of which in our following Hiftory. 

There were alfo the Procuratores Saltuum, or of Parks or Paftures, into which 
thefe Cartel were font to feed; thefe are the Officers mentioned by the Notitia, as 
undipr the Command of the Comes, to which Pancirolus and Gotbefied add others 
out of the Laws ; as the Comes Sacri Patrimonii, laid by the Greeks to have been

• ted the Subftance of what he laid, to the Proximns, who took Ihort Notes of itj 
or^lfc the Memmiaks^ who from this taking or receiving had the Name of Excff^ 
tores, being in Quality Ibmcthing above the reft. In this Svriniam or Office were 
a!l(> kept thole W'ritings which the Prince liibfcribed, for Approbation and Admit- 
tance of the Agenies in Rebus, and Palatine Officers under Compiand of the Comites 
Largilsonum, and Rerum Privatarumj and probable it is, that by thole Memoriales 
were R ccordc d and kept the Names of the Places, Towns, or Stages of the Poftage, 
or Curfiis Publ/ais. That Catalogue, which goes under the Name of Antonine his 
Itinerary, wherein are reckoned up the Manfions, Towns, or Villages in which the 
Horlcs were kept, being of this Nature, and probably kept in this Office^ out of 
which the Licenlcs to ule it lHued.

Their Comes had his Ajjijiauts^ and they were all obli- 
gcil, as all other Scrimarii, to ferve twenty years, and »t the end of their 
Service, they were Adorned with the Honour of a Cot/fulark ^ and the Comes 
himlclf Preferred to be one of the Prince his Conjijlory^ or Council. This is the 
Sum of what Patnirolus hath written concerning the Scrinittm Difiofitionum, ‘a^iid 
thole that Served in it, whom yet Qoihofred acculeth of Errour* herein, that '• 4-5 • 
he Confounds them with the Referendarn. And he Affirms, that by Difiofi- ct- 

tiones here H^not meant Conftitutions, Sanftions, Pragma ticks, Edidts, though mitihus^ Pi- 
thefe cllcwhcre come under the general Name of DiJfwpions.y but other Adts^'f'^^* 
of the Prince reljiedling the Commonwealth, belidcs the San'dlions of Laws, 
Adnotations, Anfwcrs to Mtllages, Embaffies, Conhiltations, Petitions, or Cog- 
nitions, all which were Difpatclied ^by the other three Scrinia, or Offices, viz,. 

Memori£^ Epifiolaruw^ Lihellorum. What then ? Why in tliele Diljiolitions 
were moll commonly the Provilions of the Amsona, Dilpolitions of the Empe- 
rouis Journeys and Expeditions, concerning the Creation of Magillrates and 
Publick Officers, and Matters which the Prince had propoled to himlelf to be done. 

That Difpofitions are taken in this Icnle, he proves out of Lumpridius^ Capitol/nus 
and others. • 

88. He concludes, that* ( as a Law exprefly Ipeaks ) in this Scrinium was kept 
the Norma and Scries of the Emperour’s Dilpolitions ^ or what was Dilpoled in 
the State by him, according to the Emergency of Affairs 5 lb as what in a manner 
he daily Adled, Defigned and Dilpoled, were therein contained, their number 
ariiing to lb great a multitude, that it was requifite there lhouldl>e a peculiar 
Office for them j as allb a peenhar Comes or Magifter. But he proves that 
the Scriniarii of this Office or Scrinium^ were of a lower Degree than thole of 
the other three ; bccaule in the other. Learning was required to Form 
the Conftitutions, Anfwers and Letters of the Prince 3 but in thele, only Inte- 
grity and Induftry 5 and therefore, as it is evident by a Law of Gratian^ that 
the Chief Officers of this Scrinium were allb called Magjffiri^ which Ibme have 
denied ^ lb as plain is that which he oblervcs from the lame Law, and others, 
that thele Comites^ or Magijiri Difpofitienum^ though in Name they might agree 
with the Mailers of the other Sirinia^ yet in Degree were inferiour to them, 

being joyned, not with Them, but their Proximi^ with whom they rccei- Mag/jtros diT- 
ved, yvhen they went out of their Offices, the Honorary Dignity of Incurs. And 
thus we have run through the Icveral Offices of the State, and thereby done ni copuimus.' 
lb lerviceable a part t^the Reader, as to give him a Prolpeft of the Poli-<^f* 
ty of the Empire ;; by which means he may better underftand not only the Go- 
I'ernment, but the Hiftories, Laws and Cuftoms of thele Ages. But he mull 
know, that what has been faid of thele Itveral Magillrates, hath, relation chiefly 
to the Eajiern Empire, which in the time of the Notitia, and efpecially after- 
ward, was moll confiderable 5 That of the Weji Ihortly after failing, which was 
a good rcafon why Pancirolus chiefly infilled upon that of the I mull 

contcls, Ibme may ji;dge this too tedious a courlc we take 5 but yet, -methinks, 
there is more Hill to be added 5 one Subjeft yet remaining , without which, 
neither this Defign, nor the Reader’s knowledge of thele Matters, can leem to 
look toward Perfeftion. And that is, a fhort Account of the Municipal Magi- 
fhates, or the Government of the Cities and Towns Corporate j which we Ihall ahb 
Difpatch with what Brevity and Clearnels we can. ^ 

89. The Roman Prince his Task and Employment being to look to the Go- »» 
vernment of the Provinces, by placing therein Inch Magillrates as he thought otdKa- 
convenient, and to rake care of the Hate thereof^ left the Matters of the parti- 
cular Cities to the Management of their own Officers j contenting himlelf with 

the Juiildiftion and Empire over the People, and the Tributes he received from 
them. Therefore had each Corporation a Court, or Senate of its own Ibr their 
Goveriimcnt, and Provifion of all Neceflary Things s Creation of Maj^llrates, 
due Management of Publick ^nands or Moneys^ looking to their Publick Hoh- 
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St^l. 2. /w» Baths, and Forums 5 Repairing of Ways, equal payment of Tribute, and other AD. 

Matters relating to the Common good. All Cities within the Roman Pale had 3^7. 
peculiar Senates, the two Capital Cities Rome and Conjiantinople excepted, 

* ’.which the Prefence of the Prince eafed of that Trouble, they liaving 

( as we have feen ) of their own, who Difcharged tlie Offices offtther Inferiour 
Magiftrates, or Curators^ and the great iSw-ifc/ of the Empire there fitting, there P/ww./zwSf- 
was no need of«he other leflcr and lower Courts. Thcfe* two were therefore 
Paramount, and of condition furpaffing the nature of thcfe Inferiour Corporati-!(^t’/ia«Af»j-' 

. ons. All other Cities looked upon themfelves as Graced and Privileged by ha- 

ving thefe Courts and Governments 5 and fome there were, which, for their

Firfl: were written thofe that Excel- 
led in Dignity, and then others, according to their Seniority in the Place 5 and 
. fuch as had Sons were preferred before fetch as wanted. Further, as .at Rome he 
was made or Chief of the Senate, who was more Eminent than the reft, in 

rcfjjcdf of his more Honourable Atchievements 5 lb was he that had paffed through 
all Offices in the City, made Chief of the Ctmrt. And as at Rome once there were 
two Orders or Diftinftions of Senators, viz^ of llluflrious Perfons, and thofe* ftyled 
Clarijjimi ^ fb amopgft thcfe Decuriones, fetch as had yjafted through all Employ- 
ments,, v/ere of a Principal Rank, and were termed Principales. They were more 
or fewer according to the Qiiantity of the Place they Inhabited \ fbmetimes Se- 
ven, Ten, or Twenty, and called Icoj'oproti in Qrcek, as the Honour it felf Icofopro- 
iia. At Alexandria indeed there were but five Summates, and fcarccly fewer any 
where elfe*. Every one of them, according to his Place, wasfirft asked his OpiBioHj 
as was obferved in the Roman Senate. 

91. But fora more«diftiiift Knowledge, how they came to the Dignity ofDc- 
= curiones, we muft know, that they were cither fuch from their Fathers, or Promo- 
ted. The Sons of fetch Pcrfbns,as we faid, followed the Condition of their Fathers, 
whether Adopted, or born of Lawful Matrimony ; for as fiir the Spurious Brood, 
it neither enjoyed any fuch Privilege in this, nor any other Matters. And only by 
the Father’s fide had they a Title to this Degree, not by the Mother’s, except in 
the Court of Antiqph , in which City this Right, by the Indulgence of Princes, 
was allowed to fitch as were born of a Daughter of a • Deeprio, though their 
own Fathers never arofefo highs Here Parscirolus tells m ivomZJlpian, that they 
could not come to any Government till*the five and twentieth ) ear of their Age 5 
which, tho^h but begun, was *to be taken and efteemed Compleat 5 though as 
to other Ofitees, the twenty fifth ought to be fully ended according to which 
opinion of TJlpian, Michael HoAitalius, Ch^ccllor of France, in the Year 
''MDL XIII at Roiien, proved Charles the Nintli,* the French King, at the en- 
trance of his Fourteenth Year, to be of Age or Puberty. But it appears from 
a Law ci^ed by Gothofred, that the Sons of thefe Decuriones, though but of 
Eighteen years of Age, and as yet not Emancipated or Loofed from the Pater- 
nal Power, were obliged to undergo the Offices’ or Employments of the Ci- 
ties : and (uch as were thus bom, as Pancirolsss himfelf Notes, were, though 
under pretence of Religion they had chofen the Monajiical Life, drawn 
back again, and forced to Publick Service. So much for them whole Defeent 
caft both this Honour and Burthen upon them. Others were, upon Vacancy 
oF Places, chofen by the Court; and the Plebeians or Citizens were, though 
unwilling, compeH’d to Accept of the Charge, if they had not a reafbnable 
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Excufc, as old Souldicrs, and Ibnie others^ and if they were not- yet arrived at AD. 
eighteen years, if they were in Orders^ but "jms were not excepted 5 provided they q q 7, 
bore not' any Office belonging to their Synagogues. And if once iir this Relation, 
by the Laws they were Itveicly prohibited to dclert their Station, which many, 
tired out with ftte Trouble they met with, were wont to do, or by Employments 
inconfiftent with their City-Duties to divert thcmfelvcs from the. By Degrees, they 
were to run through all the Offices of the Court, and not till th«i arrive at any 
Service, or Dignity, which if they undertook, they were to be forced back again. 

Yet, if they had taken Orders, the Conftitutions, as the Affedtions and Inclinati- 
ons of Princes were vaiious, in that Particular. Generally they obliged them, ci- 
ther to return back, or find Subftitutes, or leave their Patrimonies to the Comtr. 

Several Except ioi.s there M’ci'e in Favour of fome, tfpccially fuch as (erved in tht^ -,-, rjrati‘ 
Palace. Alfo they could not be exculcd though by Cannivanceof the Court •. 

lelf^ neither by the Favour of the Prince, but for a certain time, nor by the Sen- 
tence of a jvidge, neither by a Subilitutc (except Clerks promoted to Dignity) 
without they had palled all the Offices, or could be excuftd for their Age. 

92. On the fir ft March the Promotion of thelc Senators or Curialcs was wont 

. to be matlc. The Court being fummon’d by the Dntmviri^ by a publick Mcflen- 
gcr, according to the Cuftom of the City. .Two Parts of the Court, at leaft, were 
to be prclent," and the Prefitlcnt of the Province at all Elections. The Duumviri, or 
Cenfors namcxl whom they thought fit, and thereupon the Suffrages being gathered, 
the Election was perfected by the Voices of the Major part, and the Approbation 
of the Prcliela/t, who.lignilied it to the Perfon by a Publick Mcflenger. If he 
pretended an Exciife, he apperded to the Pre^dent, and if upon Tryal his E>:cufc 
W’as found good, lie ilj^t nominated liim was condemned as to Cofts. To this 
grinning Honour litch were prcK I’tl, as had molt Voices, or were Fathers of more 
Children, and for a Conclulion their Names were entred into the Album, or Lift of 
the Court. From one newly admitted, certain Gifts, or Fees were due to the old • 
Curiaks, and divided amotigft them, which they called SportuU. Now having 
entred upon their Offices, their ufital Tasks, and Employments were, both various 
and troublefome, which often provoked them (as w e faid) by fevcral Courlcs to 
evade them. To them in general the whole Care of the Publick was committed. 

They were employed in Profccutions. They managed the Revenue of the place, 
of which the third part was laid out for repairing the Walls, and publick Baths, 
the reft for maintaining of Profollbrs, and other publick Ufts. For they allbmain- 
tained Phyfitians to take Care of tljcir Sick, with a certain Salary. Neither did 
the PrejieUnt of the Province herein meddle 5 but the Curialcs themlelves made 
choice of fuch, to w'hom for their Honefty and Skill, they thought fit to commit 
thcmfelvcs and their Pvelations. And thelc are termed Archiatri, or principal Phy- 
ficians. Qrammarians allb. Rhetoricians and Sophijis,ox Philofophers they had under 
Pay'for inftrufting of their Youth. The lefler Ibrt of Towns had ufucilly but five 
Phyfitians, and three Profellbrs. The middle fort liven of the firft, and four only 
of the latter fort ^ but the greattft ten Phyfitians, and five Grammarians, or Rheto- 
ricians. Except to luch as thcle, no Salary could be allowed by the Publick^ and 
in Calc any liich were decreed, the Decree, as partial was accounted Null and 
Void. As for Profcllors of Law, no fiich were permitted toteaph, except at Rome 
in the Capitol, at Conjlantinople, or Boytm. But to fpeak further to the Duties of 
t\\c Dccur tones. Sometimes they had the Care of* the publick Poftage, or Curfus 
Publicus, and fevcral other Services from 'the State w'cre impolcd on them. For 
Example, they were made Sufcepiorcs in othtr ProMnees, Procurators of Mines and 
other Charges, .and in tire Corporation exercilcd that Power we lately mentioned, 
the whole intcreft thereof bein|; tl^^ir Concern. The ten Princi|5al of them gather- 
ed the Tribute.s, and if any was wanting, made it up thcmfelvcs. In Refpeft to 
which Duties they were not permitted to live in the Country. Though they ma- 
naged the publick Revenue, and by Curators let out the Lands i yet without a De- 
cree they could nottalicnate them, nor fond a Melfagc to the Prince “without Con- 
font of the Prejfdent. ■ In call* any of them died without Ifliie, he wasdjound to 
leave the fourth part of his Eftatc to the Court ^ which Cuftom made moft of them 
fo defpeiatc as to be Spend-thrifts, and chufo rather to wafte their Eftates, than fb 
to leave them : and fome abftaincd from Marriage, that they might not leave their 
Sons obnoxious to the Court, or Body ^ very few concerning themfolves tor it 
more than Necellity conftrained. It was fit therefore, they (hould have many Pri- 
vileges, to invite them to undertake fb troublefome a Task.

W[V>jby thcGovernows of the Provinces could be put to the Rack, or have any ftich ^

the Ciilfom, that they (faould be invitra by them, and receive one, or two De«a- 
fit of the Pa,ity. Some of them, that had pafled through all' Offices, and arrived at 
• The higheft Place of the Court, were honoured with the Dimity of Comites of the 

> • '' firftRank. A Ba(hird*Soi#by his Father offered to the Court, became Legitimate, 

and a Baffard- Woman, iPmarried to a Deemrio.^ As Senators at Rome by the 
clavium, fo little doubt it is, but they by a peculiar Habit (though not ktiown 
what it was) as well as by other Enligns of Magiftraey were diftinguifhed from the 
^ inferiour Sort. On Feftirval days, as ugoti News of fbme Viftory, or th^Prince ' 
his Birth-day, they wore Garlands.

The Manner 94. Now the manner .of their Proceedings in Bufinefs, much reiembled that of 
Roman Senate. As the Senate was called together at Rome by order of the Con- 
fiticfsTOsafrcryi//, or PrsEtor:, ft) theirs by that of their Duumviri : That was fummoned by a 
tku of t\K Si- Qf piiblick Cryer, and ft) was theirs. In both they took Place accordii^g 

aattit h»mt. Quality. Two parts of three it was ncccflary fliould be prefent at the 

Court, and if any Matter of Difficulty occurred, one of the Duumviri, who pro- 
pounded the Bufineft, asked the Opinions of the Curiales, Mati by Man, begin- , 
ning with him that was of beft Quality. Precedence was ufually given to him 
that had nioft Children, except at S^racufe, where no maix was asked by Name, 
but, as now in our Parliament, fpake of his own Accord^ though it was the Cu- , 

. Itom there alto for thofe that in Age or otherwite excelled, to bqgin : but if all . 

held their Peace, by Lot they were compelled to deliver their Opinions. Of old 
the Decuriones gave their Suffrages by word of Mouth, or written on fmall pjpees 
of wood, as at Rome the Senators, and the Sunfmates only fpake ^ as in the City the 
lUufirious Senators 5 the reft (hewfed their Opiillons by Ditceflion, each going over 
to that Party he approv’d 5 anffhvhat pleated the Major paft was received, and cal- 
le*d Decretum Ordinis, or the Decree of the Order, or Body. This Courle was 
obterved, till by ^he TabeUarian Law this Ditceiiion was forbidden, and Votes or- 
dered to be patJed ftlcntly by Writing, of which Pliny (as Pamirolus obl^es^ 
doth complain. As the Refolves of the ^nate of Rome were wont to be No- 
ted by thote Letters, S. C. lb the Ekcrecs of the Decuriones by D. D. Such 
was the Work,- Honour and Employment of the Decuriones, while they conti- 
nued in that Place or Relation^ and Difficultly, if they would, could they leave it. 

Indeed by Deportation or Relegation, as a Puniftiment, they were Degraded. 

On the other fide, tcarcely could they get off except they h^^^ palled through 
all the Offices. Sometimes yet they were Exculcd by ccrtaiil Privileges, as of ^

In his Eleftibn 
the Bifl}op, Clerks and Curtales 4)f the Place were concern’d ; upon whom; by a 
How Elc-acd. Conttitution of Thcodojius it was incumbent, to make choice of the Perfon, who 

was afterward to be confirmed' by the Prafelius Pratorio'^ having taken his Oath « 
to A A in all things, according to Law; and the City for his&mmiffion, if he 
was of the better fort, j^aid four,' if of the inferiour, three for ^e himtelf 

was at no Ex])^ncc^cceiving no Reward, or Salary, except foch was the particu- 
tiii Work. Jar Cuftom. Hisgrrat Work was, to decide jK^cuniary Cautes amongft hislfPountry- 
men, and to be judge of the ordinary fort in their Suits and Quarrels; though in 
' old time his Authority in foch Cafes reached, as high as fifty Asav-, wherein the 
Parties were bound to come before him, and not b^rc the Prefident of the Pro- 
vince, except by way of AppeaK Lighter criminal Cautes he might hear, but his 
Animadverhon upon the greateft Offender could only extend to Imprifonmeut, and 
then fending him, in the Name of the Accuter, to the Prejdent, to be pwifhed. 
Teftamenfs, loftiuments of Contxafts and Donations were re^ftred with him, and' 
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the A£ts of fuch Ptocefles, as were undtr his Cogniiance, being taken by an Ex- A. D. 

, etptor^ that was i&nt from amongft the O^cium or Attendants of the PreC^etit, and q| ^ 
afterwards tranHnitted to a publick Office called Archivum^ of which there was a 
PrefeQ^ or Overfeer, to take Care they were not {polled by Duft, or any other 
Vay obliterated. To this Defenfor the Care of kcc^Ving the Multitude in order 
was committed, as aKb of protefting it, and the Price of vendible things. He a{Il> 
fted fuch as collefted Tributes, againft thole who neglcftcd to pay them, and ex- 
ecuted, as it were, the Place of the Prejideut of the Province in the Town. It was 
his Task to purfue and find out fugitive Slaves, belonging cither to the Publick, 
or to private Perfons. At firft thefe Defenjhres continued in their Places for five 
years, but afterward the Term was limited to two, which expir’d, other Citizens 
nj'';tcded for the (amc time. 

98. One of the moft: incumbent and Preffing t>uties upon the Dccuriones was, to 
fee the I’ributes duely collefted 5 for which Purpofc they made Choice of fome one 
Citizen to collcft or receive them, who thence had the Name of Snfeeptor. He vtiits 
was chofen in the Court, much what after*the fame manner as the Decurrones them- 
ielyes. One, or more named him at their Peril (for they were rcfponfiblc for hin^r/ifr catba- 
in Ca{e he failed) and the Record thereof being taken by the Clerk of the Court, 
he certified therein, both the Name of the Receiver, and Undertaker for him to col%)! 711^1: 
the Present of the Province. The Sujeeptor of the Corporation (for there were, dt veemani- 
as we have formerly touched, other Sufeeptores of the Publick Revenue in the 
Countreys) might be cholcn, either out of the Body of the Dectirioftcs, or from a- 
raongft the Plweians^ (fo they were termed) or inforiour (brt 5 but the Office was 
not reckoned amongft thofc they accounted Sordid. His m*ain Work was, in the 
Prefence of the Defenfor Chitatis^ to take an Account of every Mans Land, and 
what was.owing, and then to demand and receive from every one thefiftieth parted 
Wheat, the fortieth of Barley, and the twentieth of Wine and Lard, which was lent • 
to the publick Storchoufes, and there kept by the Pr^epojiti^ or Overfeers of them. 

He alfo gathered what Poll-money was due, or Money ufually rais’d other wife 
from Lands, and fuch yearly Sums as were impofed by the Prince after this manner. 

The Town-Clerk gave in an Account from his Office, what was due from each 
Perfon^ and fuch as were .behind, or negligent to pay, the Apparitors of the 
Court were font to take it, and then they brought it to the Sufeeptor^ who gave a 
Note to him that paid it, wherein the Sum, the Caufe of Payment, the name of 
the Party, the Cottful, Month and Day were exprefled. This was termed Securitas^ 
and Apocha^ as the Payment of Tribute it felf^ CoUatios which though varioufly 
made, according to the feveral Nature adi Cuftoms of the fcveral Provinces; yet 
all agreed in three certain Portions enjoyn'dby the Prince, at the firft ofjamarjr, 
firft of May. and about the beeinning of September:, at which time the IfidiSiofts 


firft of AI^, and about the Deginnirig ot September at wnicn time me inaicftons 
b^n. The Grounds of fuch as deferred Payment were forfeited to the Empe- 
rour, and fold. The Money gathered was committed to the Arcariufi, or Unijer- 
Treafiircr, (fuch Pancirolus thinks to have been Erafius^ whom St. Paul mention- 
eth ftom Coriutb^ though Lawyers tranflate him Admimjirator, or Curator') who-Ff^rof i 
was cholen after the fame manner as the Su feeptor. He kept it not long in his hands, 
but f^edily tranfinitted it to the Pr£fcG$fs Thejaurorum, or Treafurer of the Pro- 
vince, who font it up to Court with all convenient Exi^diiion. Such was the 
Employment of the Sufeeptor^ or Receiver, who only mcnlcd with fuch things as 
we have named, or Money (not with Cloaths) paid by the ’Provincials for every 
twenty, or thirty Acres of Uind; for thefe were received by others. He held his 
Office for a year, except the Cuf^om of the Place, or tne Scarcity of men prolong- 
ed his Term unto two; neither could he undertake it again, till he had given Ac- 
count of his former Adminiftration. Every Sujeeptor was bound to gather up, not 
only what was due within his own Year, but all. Arrears; till at length. Ana- 
fia$ua eafod the Dccuriones of this Trouble, by ordaining in every City other 
Cblledfors of Tributes, called Findicesj who continued in Being till the Reign of 
JuJUnian. * 

99. As the Prince had thefe his Officers in the Cities or Praces corporate, for 
Collefiion of his Revenue; lb the Corporations alfb, having Lands ufually, Mor 
ney, or Houf^ of their’own belonging to their Body, had ji peculiar Officer called 
Curator, or Procurator, Logijta, and A 3 or Publicus^ who took the Charge of theni, 
and let them out, as was thought convenient ; the ufual Term not exceeding five 
Years. Such Money or Goods as lay in private Hands, he recovered, and pro- 
cur’d the publick Building to be repair’d, being obliged to make good, out, of 
his own Eftate, whatever Detrimrat the Corporation receiv'd. He let a Price of 
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ScSt. 2 . fiwthat the Army hadProviliohf, and Compelled Hich^is faffered their A D* 

Houles to Decay, and to be an Eyc-lbre to the City, to Repair them. That Pub- 2 7, 

lick Plads were not poUHIed by Private Pcrlbns, he took care 5 and in luch.t„^^\rYJ 
Calcs lb Reprelcntcd the whole Corporation, that if any went about to Build , 
there, and he gave warning to him, it was the lame as if he had done it to the 
whole Body 5 ror what, in fiich Matters, was forbidden him, was forbidden to 
the City it ftlf 5 but in moft places a peculiar Officer was choien for this Affair, 
whom Pafiniati calls JHdilis, The Curator paid allb the Publick I>ebts, and Let 
out the Publick Money, but not to Intereft, which was the Task of the PrafeSf 
of the Calendar. He, and other Curators were obliged every year to clear the 
Accounts. Sometimes there were more than one of them. Alexander the Emperour, 
made at Rome (^as Lan/pridins wntas ) fourteen Curators of the City, to Hear* 5 iid ' 
l 5 eterminc Matters with the PrafeS. 

100. But nothing being of greater Concernment in all Places, than that Pro- 
vifions, or Viftuals (hould not be wanting 5 in Old time an Officer was Crea- 

Dm Curator ted by the Decuriones, for the conftant Supply thereof^ by the Name of Cj/r^rttfr 
Annona. Annon£. He bought up, at the bell hand. Corn, when need required, to be 

Dillributed amongll the Poor at a Moderate Rate, by JEdiles^ cnofen Iw the ««< 

Duumviri for this purpole. Thele Curators had an Officium^ or Company or Offi- 
cers and Serjeants Commanded by a Centurion^ who had the charge of Conveying 
and Laying up Corn ^ and if Sacks were wanting, might take them from any 
of the Inhabitants, and ufe them ftrr the prefent time. Of this nature was the 
Office of the Pr^feSfis Annonx at Rome 5 who, though at firft he was no Ma- 
giftratc, yet afterwards had Jurilcliftion* given him over luch as Traded in Wheat, 

Barley, and the like 5 which Authority is prefumed allb to have been Exercifed 
by thele Curators of other Places. It was a Perlbnal Employment, wherein they 
were not bound to be at any Expence themlelves, but only their Perlbnal 
Labour was requir’d. The Corn was not to be Ibid dearer nor cheaper than the 
. Time requir’d j and if any City was in Want, the Emperour ulually compelled 
other Places to fupply it at a Kealbnable Price. One, under twepty five years, 
was not to be compelled to this Office, except the Cullom and Orders of the Places 
were otherwife. It’s ufually in Books, after the Greci^, called Sitonia ; for which, 
for a long tjm^ the Dccurioncs being wont to chule this Curator^ afterwards one of 
the Officers or Apparitors of the Prejldent, with the Confent of the Bilhop and the 
Primates of the City, was appointed to Dilcharge it. 

101. That there might be a fufficient orovifion of Corn, the Curator was to take 
care s but this was not enough 5 the Pe^le or Inhabitants being wont not to buy 
it unbaked, but in Bread ^ and therefore that Bread and other forts of Viffuals 
might not be Adulterated, but fold in due Weight and Meaforej yet a more 

Kfifcoftiu or Peculiar Officer than the Curator was wont to be cholcn, whom they called Epi- 
«'• frope/s, or j/n^effor, being taken out fiom the Body of the Decuriones, He had 
his Name from his Overfight or Inlj'edlion, which caulcd the Athenians to give 
the lame to an Officer of theirs, whom they fent to obferve the Aftions of luch Ci- 
ties and Places as were under their Command. At Rome this Task was In- 
cumbent vpon the JEdilcs^ who had the Care not only of Vendible things, but 
of other Matters. But to come to the other Officers. As it often hapned, that 
Cities or Places Corporate had Money to Ijiare, belides luch as was laid out on 
Necelliiry Expent.es, there was another Choien by the Praetor^ for putting out to 
t:-..^mr caitn- Intereft luch, as elle would lye idle, who bore the Title of Curator Calendar jncuratm 
rUrti. f-Qj-ji gQok of Debts or Accounts of that nature was called Calevdariumy hc-fubis^vidtAn~ 

caule in thole Times Intereft was ufually paid on the Calends, or firft dayes 
every Month, ‘their Bonds being ufually payable in one Month. Befides thele 14. 

already mentioned. Corporations were wont to Create other Curators upon oc-^**®‘ , . 
cafion : as if any Debtor’s Eftatc, by Decree of the Praetor was leized on, a 
Curator was appointed for the Management of it by the Duumtiri. If any 
Publick Building was to be made, or Repaired, fome were allb wont to be Na- q"^ldcivi‘ 
medhy tht Praetor, oA\cdCu*atores Operum. Others were Alligned for looking to tatisrmperti- 
the Baths, and Walls of Towns, to the Repairing of which, the t^ird part of the 
Revenue was wont to be appointed. Others to Publick *Bake-houlcs. Some to^i^oy&nau- 
prolecute Debtors to the Publick, and others to make or Repair High-wayes, 

Aquaedu&s, or Publick Works, which the JEdiles, or Curators of the Place had ^ 
not leiliire to Attend. And in fome places a peculiar Trcafiirer for keeping 
Publick Money was Qrdain’d, whom, after the Example of the Rmans, they cal- 
led ^aejlor. 
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SciH .2. * 02. There being wont to be much Controverfie about the GoodneS and Weight A. D. 

(^V'^y-.i^ofGold, for deciding thereof in each City, one skilful in that way, was appointed, j, * 
ztetfiMii. whom the Grcc^ called Zyt’ojiutcs. In Macedoma or other Countreys adjoyning, 

^ftcr finding out of Mines, from among the Dxuriones certain were appointed 
to fe^that the Eight Scruples of Oare were duely paid to the Prince, and 
thefe were Termed Procuratores Metalhrum, who were under the Comes Mclal- 
a,],j fjg jind tjiey Rcfponfible to the Comes Sacrantm Largifionum. And 
whereas Places Corporate might Sue and d)e Sued, they made choice of fbme 
‘ one, who,, if unwilling, was conftrain’d to accept of the Duty, to be their Sollt- 

Ai'hrotsyn- citor General, who by the Latins was called Aidor, and by xhe Greeks SyncUcus : al- 
itM. <h'''5gh it was a thing not out of u(e, for the Deatriones to leave it to fhe Dilcre- 

tion of the Ditimuiri, to find out fome fitting Perfilh to follicit Ibmc particulai; 

• Caule. It was aCuflom alfb in old time, for prevention of Tumults, SupprcfiT' • 

. on of Thieves and Troublcforae Perfons, to hav® Souldiers or Armed Men pla- 

ced at certain Polls in a City or Country, who gave notice of (uch Crimes as 
Were committed in thcle kinds, to the Prefident of the Province; and from the le- 
'nxtimarii, veral Stations they held, they were called Stationarii, being firll appointed to- 

tills Service by A tgufius. Their Duty was to give Notice of fitch Perfons, bur 
Icarcely to commit them to Prifon, except ’they were Fugitives; and it was at 
their Peril, if they Acculed Innocent Perfons. As in the Wejiern Parts of the 
i-fiMr:!;.* Empire they were called Stationarii, fo in the Eajicrn, Irenarchee, or Keepers of 

the Peace; which Name, in a peculiar Manner, feems given to their Officers, 
or Commanders. Thelc Stationarii, or Irenarchee had Allowance from* the Pub-, 
lick, both for Man and Horle ; having, befides the Employment but now menti- 
oned, another of taking Cuflom of liich MerchandizcKis was imported. But 
whether, as often we fee in Military m 'ii, their Idlencft corrupted their Manners, 
and their Debauclierics^.calf them into fuch Want, as provoked them, for Supply, 
to take fitch Courles as tended to the Difturbance of thole Countries and Pla- 
ces, to which they were appointed for a Defence and Security; in time they grew • 
fb Icandalous, 'Iheodofiits the Younger, thought fit by a Conflitution now 
extant in his Code, to abolilh them, and ^ive order to the Pr^efe^us Pratorio to 
commit their Employment to others of the richer fort of the Towns, or Coun- 
try, who from any Want, as it Iccrtis, might not have fiich Temptation to 
Rapacity. Afterwards, when JuJiinians Code was compofed, Tribffnian urtcr- 
*ly prevented this Conftitution of Theodo^us, and by one interpolated, or 
up together, ordains the Ircnarchee ( wiom contrary to what Theodoras faith, //t 12. * 

* that they, hindred the Concord of the Provinces, fiith, th.at they were the 

curers of Concord, Peace and Qinctnefs;_) to be chofen by the Decuriones, and ap- r.„nv«;. * 
pointed by tlic Preiident of the Province. And indeed otherwife it appears, that 
the Decuriones thernlclVes were employed about the Apprehenfion of Thieves and 
Robbers; and therefirre the Title of Irenarchte is placed in Theodojius his Code, as 
Gotbofred obferves, amongfl: fiich as. belong to Decuriones bccaufc this Task 
of Diligence w'as impofed upon the Wealthier fort , and confccjucntly upon 
the Decuriones ; who^ molt commonly, were the richcfl Perfons in the Corpora- 
tions. 

105. But as in flioft Cities and Places adjoyning to them, through which the or- 
dinary Roads did lye, thefe Stationary Souldiers were appoirited no keep Watch; fo • 

in the Havens, where Ships were wont ficipiently to ^rivc, wereother Officers or- 
dained to tjkcCare againftthe Ijivalion of Enemies orPyrates,for Security of Ships, 
Apprehenfion ofThieves, Prevention of Tumults, and of conveying any Oyl, Wine, 

Lard or Iron to Barbarians, who were Enemies to the Empire. Thefe were called 
lATtmarch*. Limenarchee, and created out of the Body of the Devtriones, where there were Ha- UmnuMs, 

, * vens: of which the moll Famous were thefe of Ca^ua in Campania, Dyrrachium in 
, Epyrus^ and Brundufium in Calabria^ Befides thefe .dyaz/wa whence they failed to 

Cyrene, add Berytus in Syria, whence they palled to Brundufum. But thofe that 
excelled were that of Alexandria, then the Et^por/um of the World ; and 
Hofiia, or the Haven of Rome, to which the whole Empire had Rccourfe. In fome 
Places were created JEdiles, for difeharging thofe things incumbent upon the Cura- 
tors of the Cities, who looked to the Riverf, Bridges, Walls and High-ways, efe 
j)ecially having Power of Fining, and of deftroying any thing that annoyed Travel- 
A^chiou, lets. Further there was another Officer, whom they termed Archeota, bccaufc he 
or, ’ had the overfight of the Place where the Records of the Town were kept ; in Qreek. 
called Archeum^ as aXfoChartophylacium, and Grammatopbylacium, in Latin Tabular ium, 

Antiqujxil. and Antifuarium, as thofe that had the Care of theqi Antiquarii, There w’crc 
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others that went by the General Names G£Talf$ilarii^ and Scribes : Inch were pro- A. D. 
(pcriy JaMarii, that kept Books of Accounts, and therein Entred fiich as paid 2 7. 

Tributes; beinii;, both they and tlicir Sons obnoxious to this Service. Such as<^.y%<>^ 
kept the Acco\ints of Tributes were alfii called Logo^raphi : Thofe that wert pro- 
pv'lv termed Senks^ and their Office or Employment Scribatus^ were the '•erks 
of Courts, who wrote down what palled bclore the Magiftrates and the Duumviri, thvfr. in i.i. 
or Dijenforcs Ciritumm: I'hcre were othcis known by the Name of Cenfuales, who 
under the Magijkr Cenfus wrote, and kept the Publick Records wherein Teftaments Cenfualibns^ 
were proved ; but erpccially was kept an Account of the Patrimony of each Ci- 
ti/cn. The Dcairiones were not to be compelled to this Eraployraeilt, but having ^hlurUtZm' 
willingly tJkcn it up, had not the liberty to lay it down atplealure. At firft 
2 ffil>ulur/i wcvv Publick Slavcsf but afterwards it was ordained, that Free Perfons 
omy Ihould be Eh-fted. , . — — 

1 04. The Grcf ks were wont in Large places compafled with Galleries, to Excr- 
cile themlllves; in Inner Chambers adjoyning, to Walh and be Anointed ; and near 
to thole Rooms were the Exhedra, wlicre l^hilolbphers met and Dilputed 5 the 
Ovcrleers of which Places had the Name oi Gjmtrafiarcka. It was a Cuftom, that 
when Araballadoiu s came into Cities, they Ihould be prelcntcd with Neceflaries at 
the Publick Expcnle, for which a petuliar Officer was appointed, with the Name 
of Xcuoparofhus. •There were Casuelarii, who had the care of Camels, which carri- 
ed the Baggage of the Army in Expeditions; as allb others, who looked to the 
Conveying of Provilions and Souldiers clothes, which the Towns were bound to 

^lin<l. All^hich were' Perfonal Employments, not obliging to any Expenle, but 
only Pcilbiial Eabour. For jVevcntion of Fires, which ordinarily happen by 
Niglit, there were the Nj&ofiratepi. And for the Regulating of Publick Paftimes, 

Exereiles, t)r RaciS, the Agonoikt^c, who had thofe that went wdih Rods before 
them, to beat avr ay, and remove the Ciowd, and thence bad the Name of Majii~ 
gophori, thr)Ugh unwilling, compelled to this Pcrlbnal SerSbe. And laftly, from 
out of the Body of the Dccuriones, were certain cholen, and termed Legati, being 
conft rained to go as Mellengers from the Corporation to the Prince, if the number 
; of three Sons alive, or a Mellage fent oq within two years before, could not^Ex- 
cu£* them. At liift, upon very llighi Errartds Dgati were wont tq be fent, • 
as, merely to lilute the Emperour, which put the Cities to great Charge ; but af- 
terwards it was Ordained, that none Ihould be lent but upon Neceflary Bulinels, 
and that to be, as fuch, approved by the Prcjitksit of the Province, who was obli- 
ged to Accompany them with his Letters, as the Pr/rfeUsts Pratorio was to Ap- 
prove the Mellage of the whole Province. None was compelled to undertake the • 
Journey and Employment at his own Charge, but received a Viaticum, or Allow- 
ance termed Lcgativum ; being lirll cholen by the City, and thereupon a Decree 
made and Signetl by the Dcatr tones, which they called Pfephifma. 

105. The Cultom was, for fuch to be employed according to his Place and De- 
gree, the more ancient and honourable fijft, and then the reft in order downward, 
except the Grcatnels of the Aftair required Ibme of the better fort to be ftill em- 
ployed. At the lime of Legation they were not to embroil thcmlelves with Bufi- 
nelif, either then' own, or of other Perlbns; and had the PrNilegenot to be filed, 
but iti call* tltcy committed any Offence, they, or ihcir Servants were punifhable 
at Rome. They were 'allowed Carriages; and the Legates of the Provinces, publick 
fJorfes. The number of the Mellengers W'as not’ to exceed that of three. The 
Employment was pcrlbnal, and could not be dilcharged by any Deputy, except a 
Son. Debtors to the Publick, and Infamous Perfbns, vycre not permitted to manage 
it. When the whole Diaccle refblved to fend to the Emperour, it was determi- 
ned by the major Part of the iprimutes or Chief 6 ( the Cities. If the Province de- 
termined to lend, the Primates of the Courts met in the Metropolis, at the Place 
where they were wont to allembk', and the Major part carried it, the Aflent of 
the PrirjeCfus Pratorio being obtain’d. W’licn the Ixvati came to the Churt, they 
were firft heard in the Auditory of the Priejccius Prdiorio then in waiting, and 
their Petitions were examinctl, but without any Determination; for afterwards 
then R(. quells were reported in Conliftory by the Epifiolures, and received fitch 
Anlwer as the Prince diredired. 

ic6. Thelc were the*Officers, and fuch was the Government of the Cities and 
Places corporate ; which befides their Courts and Bodies for Government, had al- 
lb f^vcral Bodies, and Companies of Artificers, as we here at London, which were 
privileged with Immunity from Perfbnal Burthens. Of them fbme have reckoned 
up tw'o and thirty, and o^ers thirty five. The Names and Delcriptions of which,

The 
m Eldefl Son was Crijj>jKf,and he begotten of his Concubine. By 

The I* c of ji E'l. Maximiaua Faujla^ the Diiughter of MaxT////a//uf Hcrcu/ruf^ he hid 

con^antine. three Other Sons, Couji^niim., Conjiaatius, Confiaus, and bis two Daugh- 

ters, Cottfiantina and Helena. Now Conjiantine had a Wife marriedjto him in his ; 
Father’s time. Afterward, being Emperour, by an Embalfy he procured another, ' 
of a moft Noble Family out of Spain, For Conjiantius, he firft married tlie Daugh- 
ter of his Uncle Conjiantius^ the Sifter of Gallus, Betrothed to him alfo by his Fa- 
ther. After her, he wedded Eufebia, and at laft Faujiina, the Mother of Conjiantia^ 
born after his Deceafe*, and afterward married to Gratian. To Conjians was given 
in Marriage the Daughter of Ablalms. Of his Daughters, Conftantina was 

firft married to Hanniballianus, the Son of Dalmatius^ the Brother of Cqnjiantinc, 
who by his Uncle wa.s made King of Pontus^ Capp.idocia^ and Armenia the left, be- 
ing invefted with a Purple Robe ; and after his Death to Gallus Cerfur. Of Helena^ 
his Brother ’Julian was the Husband. 

2. None of the Sons were prefent when he died, though Conjiantius arrit'ed j 
not long after: bflt there was no need of their Prcfence to make a Rcfentmcnt of ( 
the Lofs the Empire fuftained by their Father’s Death: for the Souldiers that then ^ 
waited, upon Knowlege of it, tore their Cloaths, caft themfelvcs proftrate on the \ 
The Grief Ground, Knock’d their Heads againft the Walls, and otherwife expreffcil fuch Sor- 
^xprclWat”* agreeable to fiMiublick a Calamity. And their Officers were no whit 

iiis Death, behind them in teftifying their Grief with mournful and paflionate Expreffions; 

calling him their Prcjerier, Deliverer and Common Parent. Neither were the 
Townfinen backward herein, to follow the Example of the 0 )urr, and Camp, run- 
ning like ^d men about the Streets, and bewailing their l-ofi, or fitting at Home 
dejeffed and oppreffed with Sorrow. When Grief would give them leave, the 
Souldiers took up the Body, and carried it to Conjifntinopk in a golden Coffin co- 
vered wfth Purple, where it was expofed in the Palace to be feeia of all, with 
Lights burning round’about it, and Attendants to watch it. Here Court was kept, 
as if he had been ftill living. The fevcral Comites^ and other Perfbns that were 
wont to adore, or falute, now doing their Duty to him as formerly. The Senate 
'alfo paid him the feme Refpeift, together with all the Magiftrates; and the Citizens 
were not wanting to teftifie their d^p Senfe of his Lofs, who had been fb n9bl»a 
Tounder%nd Bcncfaiftor to their City. Neither did old Patne forget to fympathizc 
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Sect, q . 'vith licr D;ni^;htcr, the new : for as foon as the Report of lus Death there arriv’d, A. D." 
they Ihirt up their Shops, and piiblick Baths 5 abftained from the Forum* and their 2 o 7, 
ufual Sports, and imci mined all thole Recreations, which in Tiobes of Profperity 
were wont to be tiled. It’s laid alfo, that they piftur’d him fitting in Heaven, and « 

defired to have his Body lent to tliem to be buried in their City. 

5. But this was no||pgrttd to by Couftantius his Son, who being not lb far di- 
ftant as the reft, upon Notice given, bailed to Court, and thought it moft fit he 
Ihould reft in that City, to which he himlclf had given Original. Confiantius^ ei- 
ther for that his l ather had left fuch Command in his Tcftament becaufc they at-

This Partition was not made without 
fome Dillatisfadion and Dilhn bance, which was compoled by Coujiautius, for Ibme 
time; but broke outafrclli betwixt the other two, and after three years proved 
Fatal to the ICIdcll. The Divifion cf the Empire was firft made by Probus, and • 
Florianus, and. this Example followed hy Maximwus, Couftautiui, Confiantine, and 
Galcrius. Thcle firft divided the Empire into Icveral Appropriate Parts, or Porti- 
• ons 5 for although formerly M. Antoninus Reigned with his Brother Ferus, and iSe- 
l erus, with his Son Antoninus ; yet they Reigned as one man, and there was no 
iiowoCrcn Partition made of the Homan World. The next Divilion was this of the Sons of 
*^Ffn"irc Eonjlantine, W'hereof Conjiantius, the Survivor, reunited the Empire, and lb it con- 
iwpncr”^*^ tinned, till J 'ulcntinian parted it again, betwixt himfelf and his Brother Falens, to 
whom he granted the Eaft, for his Share, with part of the Forces. But they after a 
few* years, and the Sons of Falcntinian dying Childlefs, it returned to Jheodofius 
.alone, who again parted it at his Death, afligning to his Son Arcadius, the Eaft, 
and to Ilommus the IVcJi:, yet were all things done joyntly, as in one and the 
firme Emf’iie. This Divifion continued till Fulentiniun the third, and Martian, 
about which time the Barbarians began to feize on all parts of the Weftj fiibduing 
Britain, Spam and Ga//, and at length Italy, with lllyricum and Africk, and lb foil 
the Empire of the Weji.', to which Fall and Ruine many conceive this Partition of 
it to have conduced- And it is eafie to imagine, that hence might be multiplied 
Wars and Dilleniions, whilft feveral Princes were^pot contented with their Shares, 
but each one (hived to be Lord of all. But indeed we may conclude,' that it was 
neither capable of bearing many, nor of one alone. %lore than one procured it s 
Ruin by Divilion, and one ahrne was not able to manage it; therefore muft itde- - . .,

4. That Conjiantine himfelf by his Tcftament, or otherwife before his Death, di- 
vided his Empire amongft his Sons, hath been believed; yet it is not certain, whe- 
ther, he or they, after liisDeceafo made the Partition. For what Eufebius, or the 
Author of his Life writes concerning his afligning them foveral Countries, might 
be underftood of his giving them Governments, at fuch time as he made them Ca~ 

Tiie Brothers f^rs. However long it was not,’ before they fell out about their Shares, it being a 
fall out ^tsoutrare thing for Partners in Sovereignty to agree. And whether fi-bm Confidence in 
IfthcTtlipire.^®"' Diocnfions, or by Reafon of the Death of their Kinfmen, or oth^ Reafon^^c/m/rra Hi- 
the Divifion was foarcely made, when Tumults and Seditions hapned in the Em^ffo»‘/Gotbe- 
pirc.

teenth of the fame Month, another Conftitution was given forth from Confiantim titionibiis &€• 
their Brother againft Libels wherein telling the Africans^ that his Father took “^^***“^* 
Cart* for the fiipprefling of fuch fcandalous Writings; and Commanding, Tf:at they 
JboHld neither be nude kpown to htm, nor publicity feen^ left by fuch Devices “ Ukilis 
the Life or Dignity of any 'one (hould be endanger’d ; he alfo commands, that “ 
incy be all committed to the Fire. It feeraf the Provincials of Africk. had by their c»«w«f 7 Go- 
Meffengers to him ( whole Subjefts they were by the Partition ) complained 
their Siiflfcrings in this kind, and prayed to be relieved; and not unlikely it is that 
the Occallon allb arofc from the Tumults and Seditions, which about this time had 
been in the Empire. Confions continued ftill in Pannonia^ as appears by another 
Edid of his which bears Date at Sirmium on the twenty feventh of July^ concer- ^ 
ning publick Works, commanding the Judges to give Difpenfitions to none that ** 

ought to contribute towards them; for from*thc Indulgence of the Prince alone c«d. To. w.

Ibme Dignity, or Service, as to Senators of Courlc, with fome others; AodVe-inL.L.&PM 
terani^ or old Souldicrs enjoyed it. Now thefe publick Works were the Bridges, huiys 
Walls, and publick Buildings, wherein the Splendor and Ornament of the Cities and 
Towns conlifted.

Laws having refpeft to four things cfpccially ; thefe are The Form and Order of 
their Nomination. That the Courts might be fupplied againft the Pretences of 
luch as would be cxcufed. That by Punilhment inflifted’on fuch as failed, the 
Magiftrates and Deettriones might diligently difeharge their places. ’ And in thelaft 
place, he confirms to them their Privileges. The other precedeing twenty two 
Conftitutions in the Code were made by Conjiantrne the Great, his Father, by which 
as the State and Condition of the Places corporate, as they ftood in his time do ap- 
pear, foGothofredteWs you, that it’s evident with what, and how great Study and^^, 
Endeavour that Prince laboured to promote the Intereft of all fuch Places. Thc/ia/wnf. 
Scope and Defign of all which, it behooved thofc to exhibit, who endeavour to 
exprels the Humour, and Genius of that Prince by his Conftitutions, c^ecially; 
and not that of one, or two only, as Baldwin hath done, whole Commentaries 
feith he, concerning Conjiantine the great, that 1 may lay it once for all, contain 
rather a Shadow or Pourtraft of a full Work, than a compleat^Treatife, as Ibme 
eminent men have before obferved. 

6. Ere Conftantins could reach Nifiiifl his Work was done to his Hand; for Sa-oyam mmutii 
for delpairirtg of any Succels, bad quitted the Place, which is aferibed to the Pray- -antUcUm ^ 
ers and Sanftity of theBilhop; during whofe Life and Prefence there, 

of his Defigns a>uld fuccecd againft the City, Confiantinr to divert the Perjians by 
HclSrsBP the giving them fomething to do, procured by his Amballhdors the pilfting Arabians,

Having given liich order to his Attans, as he thought conve- 
nient in thofe Parts, he returned to Antioch: but thd following year, (wherein he 
himfelf the fecond time, bore the Title of Confal, with his Brother Conftans) came 
back again into thefe Quarters, as appears by the Dates of feveral Edifts now 
made by him. For being at Laodicea, and there inftrufted, as is probable, by the 
Byfcyerai Lawyers of Berytus (the Univerfity for that Science) he reformed many things 
wmR^r^'old Cuftom, but very ill Confequenoe, and particularly took away captious Ex-mftoric.ad 
marion. prcflious ufcd in Forms and Words of Law by a Conftitution direfted to ^ cc;r rai/X.

The Maittr this : By the rtioft ancient Laws and Cuftoms of the Romans^ it was V./VXJ 
unlawful to marry, as well the Daughter of a Brother as of a Sifter: but after- » 
wards, when Liceiuiuurncls increaied, a Difference was made, and it was permit- 
ted the Uncle to marry the firft, but not thefecond, this being occafioned by the 
extravagant Affeftion of Claudius to his Niece Agripfim'-^ for the lake of whom the 
Fathers, by a Se»atnjconfuhuM^ made it latvful to marry the Brother’s Daughter, 
which before was accounicd Tnccftuous. By this Example and Permiftion encou- 
raged, Domtian married the Datightcr of his Brother Titus'^ but not long after,the^ 
old Law was reftored, and this diftindKon betivixt the Daughter of a Brother antr'>.. 
a Sifter was taken away by Nerva^ who ordained, that the Uncle (hould no more ^ 
marry his Niece by the one, than by the other. Yet after Nerva’s Death, what or- 
der he took herein proved intffcftual , for the Diftindtion again returned, it being 
as appears by feveral Laws of the Digcft, and by Ulpiany lawful in his time (who 
lived in the Reign of Caracalla) to marry the Daughter of the Brother, though not 
of the Sifter. And this Cultom was in ule in the days of Dioclefian and Mxximian 5 
but taken away by Cotjjhntim the Great, as (hould Icem from Sezemn the Hifto- 
rian, who relates, that he reftrained fuch profane and licentious Marriages, as for- 
merly were not prohibited, although no liich Conftitution of that Prince be now , 
extant. To be Hue his Son Cor/JiaNtius by an Edift did now reftore the moft anci- 
ent Law and Cuftom, 'prohibited not only the Marriage of the Sifters but the Bro- 
thers Daughter, and not only Marriage, but any Carnal Knowledge or inceftuouss/^wjyr/ww 
Copulation betwixt them, and this under no lels a penalty, than that of Death. F’"**'’". 
Now the People of Pheenicia were they to whom the Conftitution was direfted 5 
becaule they, and the Inhabitants of the other Provinces, bordering upon the J^er- "inaaur ««- 
Jtans^ from them received leveral corrupt Principles, which were much contrary to

made to bridle their Extravagance j as allb, by what the Author of Conflantine his 
Life, and Socrates^ do write of the Heliopolitans^ their ufing Wives promifeuouny, 
till Conjiantine reduced them into Order, by the Propagation of CLrijiian Religion tntU ftnau-

7. Conjiantius (ptcnt much of this year, in thole Parts of ?^r/4 and PhmnicU^ he- nupthscod. 
ing intent upon the War with Perfta^ for which he made more than ordinary Pre- *'^*.3* 
parations; for he railed a Tax, or Sum of Money from his Subjefts upon this 
count, which being not in the common Courlc of Payments, many Perlons might

To rctiirn into the Hafi, 
and make Inquiry after ConjiattHifs : while his Brother was yet in Italy^ we find 
him in Bcjfa., a Town in Thrace^ whence in the Mpntth of Anguji., he publilhcd a- 
nother Edi^iconcerning Decurioms. 'The Moneth following he departed to Antb- 
och, and thence gave out other Laws to the Senate, concerning Praetors, their ufii- ‘ 
al fetting forth of Publick Games and Paftimes, by the firft of them moderating ^ 
the extravagant Expend- they were at therein 5 and by the other providing, that d’g i^Xribus' 
by Keafon of their Abfence they (llould not be omitted. For the Charge was ^ 
wont to be fo great, that to (him the Burthen, they would fhift out oi Town, and jhetdSu' 
ablcnt themfelves: therefore he moderates their Expenfeby confining the firft Pr£- ‘ 
tor oi' CoKjtantimt'h', wlio bore the Title of Flavialk, to that of twenty fivethoif^' 
find FolIcs,iivA liliy pounds ofSilvci*^ him that had the Name oiConfiantinianns to‘ 
twenty thoufind F//Wc/,and forty poundsof Silvery and the third, known by the Title* 
of Triuwphulisyo lifteen thouland ofthc former,and thirty pounds of the latter fort.* 

Having dtiled the Expenfe thus moderately^ by his flcond Law he commands, that * 
if any one abflritcd*himftlf, the Games fhould be fblemnized at the Publick* 

Charge, and u funded by the Prxtcr, at his Return. Now xheFolf^s (no Silver Mo- 
rey ) f cm to be nici;tVyied for the Expenfe of the Games, and the Silver for the 
Sbortttla, or Prefents they were wont to make.

■ 10. The two following )'ears Conftantius refided ftill at Antioch, the Court, or 
Body Politick of which City foems to have been mudi exhaufted at this time, efpe- 
cially, for that moft that could find any Evafions, ftiunned the Offices and Employ- 
ments thereof. To prevent the Excufe of Poverty, and to fettle fome conftanti_

Ion of the Building of Conjiantinople, and his Chuichcs, there was great occafion 
for Workmen. He alfo publifhed an Edidf, this fame Summer, on the fixth of 
July^ for their Encouragement, both to work themfllves, and to teach others “r.> 
their Myftei its. Conjiasithfe in h\s fccond Law (if indeed it be his) whereby hc‘ 
frees thofe Workmen from pcrfbnal Employments, reckons up five and thirty forts 
of Artificers, but Confianiitfs in thisEdid, only fimr, under the Names of Mcchpik 
ci. Geometry, Acchiteai, and fuch as taught how to lay Pipes in Aqutrduffs, and to 
convey Water 5 concerning the Nature of whole flvcral Employments, it’s not pro- 
per for us here to enquire. 

12. But this we muft needs obferve; that not only by reafbn of his new and 
(umptuous Wforks^ Conjiantiuf might be induced to renew the Privileges granted 
to Artificers, but conftrained alfo by a Senfeof publick Calamities. For during 
this War with Perjia, and about thefc times, great Mifchiifs had proceeded from 
'“'■y'* rtianyand moft terrible Earth-quakes. ,Sr. ^erom in his C/wwaw tells us 5 that 
‘‘S' the year following the Death ofConfians the Younger, many Cities of the F.ajl 
fell to the Ground ^.' an horrible Motion of the Earth, and feme three years after 
this, thatNcffC<^4r.f« in wasoverturned, and all it’s Inhabitants perifhed, ex- 

cept filch as were faved v/ith the Bifliop in the Cl'Airch. As alfb, that the year 
following tliis' and prcceeding the building of the Haven in Selencia, Dyrrachium 
was by an^aith quake demolifhed; Rome trembled for three dayes, and as many 
Nights 5 and many Towns of were forcly troubled. To theft Cedrentts 

adds, that in the fourth, or fifth year of Conjianiim, Antwch was endangered by 
an Earth quake of three Days continuance^ that in his eighili,KAff^w was much di- 
ftrefled by the fame Accident^ that when Dyrrathium, the City of Dalmatia, pe- 
rifhed, and Rom was in fuch Danger, twelve Cities of Campania were deftroy’d 5 
and that in the tvkilfth of Conjiantius the greater part of Beryttts^ the City of Phe- 
ticia alfb miftarried. This hapned in the ftcond year after the making of the Ha- 
ven at Selcucia, or the Building of Confiantia^ or Antaradus ^ in W’hich year , alfb 
hapned an Eclipft of the Sun, on the fixth day of the Moneth Dafus, Cedrenns 
further writes, that the year that followed the Misfortune of Berytus, Sapor the 
Perfiut King, with all the Force he could make, firU upon Nifibk, againft which 
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Seff. q . turned the River, and by all forts of Engines attacqued it,' but with luch ill Sue- A D. 

cefi, that having loft the greateft part of his Army, he was forced to fly. This he q 4 7.

ConflMitius by the Agrecn-ent of Writers was generally bad in all this Perfian War 5 
which the more Orthodox Chrifitatts, according to the Judgement of Parties, con- 
cluded to have hapnetl to him, bccaufo of iiis aclheiingto, and countenancing the 
Arrian Hcrefic. 

13. To be fore in the year following the publiftiing of the Edift lately nicnti- 
oned, for Encouragement of Artificers, by the Date and Subfoription of anothervjet/w/r. ad. * 
Law, we find, though nt)t the Pcrjian Sapor, yet the Roman Confianiius at Nifibk 
in the Moneth of May.

It had been the Law and Cultom 
of old, that Appeal might lye from the Pra^fe& of the City, and that by what Per- nimus j^fnekn^ 
fon foever made. But Conftans^ fome years before, had abrogated this Law 5 Io far 
and for as it concerned Senatots at Icaft, whofe Praful and Judge of Courfe the Prsefett of Juris veteris 

tors* the City was, and therefore he forbad them to betake theni(t.lves to any oth 

But this Conlfituiion ftafldir.g as Probationer for fc)me time, was fnind at length 
to be very inconvenient, and unrcafoiiable in this Refped, that what w.as firft p. E koib. 
introduced for the Benefit of Senators (as this of the PrsefeQ being their Judge) 
ftiould be wreftetl to their Difadvantage, for a ftrange thing it was indexd, that J^TcMfs. 
. privileged Perfons, as thofe of that Order were, (hould be barred of any Relief ^ commm 
that the "jus commune aflorded them, ef]’ecially this of Apj^eal. And probable it is, 
that RnJiicnSf who at prefent bore the Office of PrsefeU of the City, abuled his “ 

Power, and therefore to him this new Edid for repealing the former Conftituti- “ 
on, and Reftoiing the Old Law and Cuftom to its Antient Vigor, was direfted 
for within three dayes after, he was out of his Place, and one Probintss made Pr£- 
feci in his Room. Some two years after this, we find him reftraining a fevere 
courfe of Proceeding in Sardinia^ againft foch as delayed the Payment of Tribute. 

, , It had been the Cuftom to put fuch as denied it to Torture, or to beat them with 
Sfd Tribute, Bullets of Lcad-5 w'hicli, as Cruel and Servile, Conjiantine had forbidden, and gi-fL,.’ 
veil this Reafon for it, that fuch Puniftimcnt was to be inHidltd, not upon Inno- 
cent, but Criminal Perfons. This Law ConJIans his Son,* now Reinforced by “ 
a New Conftiiution, by which alfo, as here, he provided for the Quiet of his^^. ^.deanx 
and ver for Subjcds, fo he took c.ue that his Revenue ftiould not be Lcficncd, and that by “Bies^ rr/^w<^ 
. his own Reve- j-emoval of another Cuftom, w’hichmuch raided to it. It happened, that when 

Perfons were Owneft of Ground, whereof fome were good and fertile, biit others “ cmjicimfu 
barren, or good for little 5 upon all which, taken one with another, a certain “ iffe Vaistjuf 
Charge of Tribute lay 5 rich men catching Advantage ordinarilji of the Ncccffi- “ 
ties or Poverty of fiich as ought theft: Lands, would buy of them good and fer- “ ,•* ^ l. 
tilc^Crounds, then pay for them only according to their Quantity, and leave “ 
the other Share to be difeharged by thofo that wc*re 'poor, and whole Lands, “ 

Barren as they were, could not fuftain the Charge. To obyiatc this Praftice he “ 
ordains, that the Barren be added to thofe that were Good i ai 4 thatTuch as had " 
purchaled the fertile ftiould pay the whole Tax arifing from ali^-wfien laid and “ 
counted together. This w.as f ailed an Epiiole, concerning which vime have been 
egrcgioufly^ miftaken, and thence railed flanderous Reports againft ‘jafinian, as in 
due time and place will be difeovered. ^ 

17. About this time there were gre^t Complaints againft the intolerable Inf^ 
fence of the Officers of the Ptince his Patrimony j fuch as the Accountants, Solici- 
tors, Farmers, and Hufbandmen belonging to his Lands ^ who bearing themfelves 
high upon their Relation to him, imagined they might ufe greater Liberty than 
• other Subjeftss and becaufcof the Privileges they enjoy’d, no Officer, or Judge • 
dared to meddle with, or correfl: them, the R^aiomfles^ as is probable, to fhew 
their Authority bearing them out in what they did. , Confiantine fenfible how tna- 
Icpert they were, had oy an EdidI given Power to the ordinary Judge of the Pro- 
vince, where they committed any Crime, to punifh them no otl^prwifc than any 
other unprivileged Perfons 3 but their Confidcncey^^hcy overpchyet’d theliifodf- 
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b fl-. 5. fty of the Judges, or overawed the People, fo that either no Complaints were A. D. 

agahift them, or clfe the Govcrnours of Provinces dared not to exert that 3 4. o.

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18. But, it is probably conjedtured, that for the making of this Law, a Mat- 
ter of fir greater Confcquence gave the occafion, and That no lefi than his 
own Safety and Prt-fervation. For now about this time, fo great a FadHofi 
ar,ofe, that at length he was overpowered, and deltroycd by it. The Rife of 
this FadHon was" in to the Pro'Jcll of which, this Etlidf^is diredfed; the * 
-Army whereof he might hal^e juft Caufe to fear, would, under Pietext of Souldi- 
CIS having their Family with them, be filled with a Confluence of Barbaric 
at/s, and particularj^ the Nation of the Frutik/, now hovering upon thefe 
Parts, and fert^ng^ the Armies. To be fine fhortly after, if i^t at this time, 
brake out the R^cllion of Magtret/tins, w ho himfelt* was tlcfccndcd of the La;ti 
Franc/, wasitfpportcd by that People, and to whom this T/tiavus the PrafeS 
didi adherer Zofimus, no Friend to Conjiantine, and his Sons, fetches the Ori- 
ginal of the Revolt from tjj|e great Extravagancy of Conjla//s his Life, who after ‘ 
the Death ‘of his Brother, as he writes, carriW himfelf like a Tyrant, and hacafled 
his Subjefts with all forts of Cruelty; whom he permitted to be opprefled by 
filch Barbarians, as he had bought for the gratifying of his Luft, and by foch • 
as were Hoftages in his Court. This his Followers taking to Heart, and feeina 
him wholly given up to the Pleafore of Hunting, began to contrive his Deftrv? 
d;ion, under the Guidance, and Encouragement of two confiderable men; where- 
of the one was MarcelUms, PrafelfcAlm Treafory; and the other 
who commanded the Joviani, and Uerc/Aiaui^ two Legions fo called. The 
v](re^to bring about their Defign was this: MarcelUnus gave out, that he would***’ 
celebrate the Birth*day of his Son, and invited to the Feaft, both Magnentitts, 

and 
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Sett. 2. many other of the moft eminent Commanders. The Entertainment lafted till ji. D. ^ 
Midnight, at which time Magrt^ins withdraws himlclf; as upon Ibme necellary 2 A o 
Occalion, and within a little time returns to the Company^ idrc0^ in Imperial 
Robes, and attended by his SatelUtes^ot Guard. Some of the Company were’E^'K..; «it 
doubtleC provided and prepared before hand? but moft, as it ftems ftom Zofimtis^V'^’^ ^ 
looked upon it but as a Play, or a Jeftj and probable it is, that if the Plot 
not taken, for foch it would have been owned, and might have palled. But thole»MS«»^^«w 
tha{ liere of the Conlpiracy laluted him with the Title of Emperourj and the reft,^'^"*' 
whnher forprized t^ith the thing, and for want of Recolledlion, or affrighted at 
fo fttange a Pallage, did like their Fellows; there being among them alfo feveral! 
of the chief Citizens of Angu^oditnum (or AHtun,") where this part was afisd; by 
mt^ns of whom all the Inhabitants were induced to lalute, and own him, as Augu* 
ftui'i liich as had any mind to oppofo, wanting Strength, and AlQfoince, fo that 
he fcized on the Palace, and diftributed Money arabngft the Rable. . 

19. Haying thus for proceeded, he cauled the Gates to be careifully watched^ 
admitting* every one in, but fuffering none to go oqt, and give Intelligence what 
was done. And now having got the Approbation of certain Ulyrian Troops, who , 
were newly arrived for a Supply, as well as tha^ of th^jG^/Ziri^ Forces, he font 
Procures away one Oaifo^ with a Patty of Men, to make fore of Con flans. He having got 

*’*fome Notice of what had palled, had call off the Robe, and endeavouring to make . * , 
hi^fcape, came to ?i place called Helena, a Village adjoyning to the Pymians, ' 
where Gaifo having made Inquiry for him about the Rbojne, at length ^)und him, 
and rourdred him with his own hands; fulfilling, as is laid, what was foretold him, 
that he Ihould dye in hfs Grand-Mother’s Lap, becaule this Village bore her Name. 

And fo perilhed Con flans in the tenth year, after thc^ Death of Conjiantine, his 
. Brother, in the Conjulfiip of Sergms sadr higrinianus. A. D, CCCL. Tlus Prince ^ 

cmiias his wasfflu^ Subjcft to the Gout, which Difoalc is to be aforibed to his intemperate cc c L 
Chanaer. cpurfo of Life 5 for of this, moft Authors do make him Guilty. Being not able to 

look much after Bulinels himlclf^ it behooved him to gei; able Minifters; but he is * 
accul^ to have made no good Choice; and not have preferred men for Merit, but 
for Money; which neccilarily hurried him into great Inconveniences: For fodi 
Petlbns by their opprefong the People, brought great Odium upon his Govem<^ 
ment; whUe they laboured, not only to reimburle, but enridi themlelves. And 
whereas his Infirmity of Body rendred him unfit for Aftion, he was no way icce^Amiinsyi- 
. table toNfilitary Men, in whoni that, inveterate Humour o|^ making, and 41 

king Enperours was ftill Predominant, and Ibicontinued for many Ages. Yet didc«/tf»isj. stif* 
he keep the neighbouring Nations in Peace; which he effefted, rather by procu-^*!«»^'**«» 
ring Hoftages, than any Awe or Terrour of his Arms. . He was alfo tovvaaatQji^J^![‘ 
herein, that no publick Calamity hapned in his Time, but the Province under «- 
his Jurildiftion rejoyced in conftant good Weather, and plenty of all thin^ 

Eutropius, one of the beft Writers, affurcs us, that at firft his Government wasatrofuittenu, 
both Vigorous and Juft, and that he had atchieved very noble Enterprizes by his/®»*'*>*f^ 
Arms^ and was through all his Lifetime feared by the Souldiers, yet without any 
great matter of Cruelty. However, (a) another wifiies that his Vices had conti-Mnu*« fiia, *: 
nued; for by reafon, of the Dilafters wl}ich afterward hapneU, and the Wick^-j^j^^“® 
nets offoch as followed him, they were all utterjy forgotten; and that Kdga'cf^Unamr; 
deforvedly wilhed for, to have returned, if it had t^n pofoble. 
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lOR, the DifpoGtion of Mftffut/titff, was very Naught*, which the Romairt 
much attributed to this, that ho came o£ a BarharoMs Nation. Elevated 
by his Succe^ before he heard of the Death of Confians, he fent, in his 
— Name, for fuch Magiftrates in the G>untry as were moft Eminent, and. 

^ cwnmy caufcd them to be Way-laid and Murdered ^ in which point he fpared not fbme of 
to be Murder- his own Confpirators. His td^o Brothers, I^centius and Defidirm^ he declared €£• 
fars^ ahd lent them to make liire of Gall and Spain ^ as he allb Difpatched ethers 
into Italjii tofecurc that Country j that after he had killed, hip might take polTclfion 
, of the whole Inheritance. But, as loon as thf Death of Conjians was heard of in 
»l»ofi««jfets half^ one Nepotianus^ d|c Nephew of Conjiantine the Great, by his Sifter IcAttropia^ 
«^forhimfelf. had taken the Purple i*nd having got the Altiftanceof a Company of Gladiators, 

, • , and Perlbns of Defperate Fortunes, went to Rome j which when he found Icizcd 
by thole that Magneniius had lent ( the People being betray'd by Heraclides, 
nator ) he laid Siege to the City. Upon liglit herepf Anictns, who had been by 
Magnentim made Prafelins Pralorh, brought Ibme of the ordinary.fort of Rjomans 
out againft him, and engaged in Fight ; but finding them Td be Worfted, he Reti- 
red into the City, Ihut the Gates, and left them all to be llaughtcred by him. But 
the Encouragement which Nepothtnnf'. receiv’d by this Succels, was Ihortly turned 
into the other Extreme, by the coming of Manel/wus, now the Magifier Officiomm, 
who bang lent by Magnentius with an Army, Engaged, and Defeated him in B||;- 
tel, took him Phlbner, and cut his Head from his Shoulders j which he cauled, 
with Infolence enough, to be canied in Triumph, and llicwn about the City. Such 
yvas the end of Nep^ianns, who having on the third of Jane aflumed the Name of 
E^perour, perifhed in this manner, the twenty eighth day after! But though 
he was Dead, Magnentius was not freed fiom the fear of Competition, over and 
above the Apprehenfions he had of what Confiantius from the Eafi might attempt 
againft him. For,^is year was fruitful in Tyranny and Ufurpation. He began 
the Tragedy on tb^rft of February, and on the firft of May following, one Petera- 
mo, who Commanded the Army in Pamoma, hearing thereof! relblvcd to Aft his 
Part too, having as njuch Right and Encouragement as the other 5 and being allb 
faluted Auguftus by his Souldiers, placed his Scene at Murfa, a Town of {hat 
Provide. We have l^n already how N^tianm made his Exit, and now 
muft. foch Confiantius out of the Eafi, before we can fee the finilhing of the 
reft. 

3. Confiantim had received news oC his Brother’s Death, and the Ulurpation of 
MiJftg»ctitius with luch Regret, as was (uitable to Natural Atfeftion, and the Intereft 
of his Family ^ and defired above all things* to ^Chaftizc the Trealbn. But at this 
time he jvas deeply Engaged in the War, with who having news of thele 

jDi^rbances in the W€fi,0mtn a gre^ Army Invaded, andHaralTed Mejbpotamia, 
Stftr iefiegai Hc laid Siqge to Nfibj^ Attac^ued it with his Battering Engines f and finding 
mpbu. A.eltftance fr^ar thole within, by a Ditch drew the River awa\y from them, 

tbtt the want c^^ater might conftrain them to yield. But the Townefmen, by 
digging ..ofWdilf; and the Fountains in the City, made Ihift good enough to fup- 
ply this wanic which he perceiving, by a fudden ftoppage of the Stream, forced 
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the Rjyer/^iniyhe Town, and it broke down part of the Walls, which yet the 
Demandants ami* by their extraordinary Induftry Repaired. So that having in 
vain, betaken hindHf to other (bifts^ but ntgaie llicceeding, he deff»ired of Succefi ^ 
and word being brought him, that the Majfagetes had Invaded his Dominions, he 
returned home, having loft a great part of his Army. Confiantim,jfizA of the Lei- 
furje Jbereby afforded him to attend his. Affairs in the Wefii, and lenfible in 
danga they ftood, heiR all his Endeavours for the Ruducing the Provinces Revolt- 
*ed. In the firft place, be; tookjcaro for^the Reinforcing of his Armies, and that by utermaiu 
an E^ dkei^ to.Cre^, one of ^CmiHs of tfie Mlitia upon this occafiop: It 
,was not lawful for .Ut Ml!0f iUme, no not id Peace, to difmiis any Souldicr, CaLjHpmmi* 

N or 
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SefV. 4. or g»ve him leave to lay down Arms, except he was either Emmtps^ (had ferved A D. 

whole time ) or el(e want of Heahh and of Ability required it. Yet this had q 5 !• 
been pra^led, and Commanders adventured to do it at fuch time when there wasv^,/^V-VJ 
no danger of any Irruption from the Enemy, and the Borders ieemed to ftand in. * 
no need of Defence. Cretio appears to have been guilty of this Indulgence, as 
well as his Brethren, and to have preiented an Excule of this nature to the Empe- r 

rour, pleading, that in his Diftrift there had been no occafion for the Ufe of 
his Men. ^ Of this Cot^antim lb takes notice, as laming to remit what was “ 
paft to him and his Fellow-Officers, he yet enjoyns them, upon this Occafi- “ 
on, to force back to their Arms, all that Without Legal Caule had been 
charged. > # 

3. From Mefopotami* he removed Into pMnnenut, the following year, which ytzscknie.wipu, 
very Notable in this relped^that there were no Laws made in it, (however that"^*^?^*?^** 
^pear to us) neither any CojtJkh^ at leaft, for liich acknowledged. For though ^ 
Magmntitts and G^iifo were lb made in the Wtftem Parts ^ yet being in the Ulur- 
pation, they are not named h and therefore the Year is thus CharadferizM: Afier 
the Co/rjkljhip of Sergius and Negriniams. CouHantiur, in his March from Coulfantino^ turn sngU&i 
fle^ met with Meflengess font from Magmntim^ to delire, that with his Approbati-^^^'"** 
on he might Reign in the 'WeU ^ which he thought he might with the more Con- 
fidence ask, becaule he Ihould be content, that the othe||^ight have the Prece- 
dence in the Dignity. While Couftantis/s confidered what to return in Anlwer, 
they report that his Father appeared to him the Night following, in a DreaiU, and 
hol<|ipg Confians in his hand, Ihould bid him look upon his Brother, whom, de- 
Icended from lb many Emperoyrs, a Tyrant had Murdered. That therefore he 
ought to reveijge his Death, and not (uffer the Imperial Throne to be lb much 
Abulcd. Awaking in thb Morning, he committed the Mclfengers to Cuftody, and 
marching away with all (peed, came to Sardica^ a Town in Dacia. But conlider- 
ing the Importance of the Affair, that he might not have two Enemies to deal with 
at once, he relblved, if poffible, by Ibme Art or other, to gain over to him Phe- 

that with his Forces he might joyntly make War againft MagpentiuSy 
lb Deftroy ohc Ulurper by means of another. Neither was Magmniiut lb dull, as'' 
not to apprehend, the like Advantage would make allb for his Intereft^ and there- 
fore each of them endeavoured to make him his own. But Couftantius came fofiid* 
deidy upon the Old Man, that the Surprize gave Perfodtion to his former Inclina- 
tions already bent towards him , as moft lit for his Friendlhip and Alliance ^ 

Would, as the Lawful and Undoubted Emperour, bring (ufficient Repute ttUiis 
Enterprize, and give him an Undoubted Title. Therefore he ||ent out to reeme 
him upon his Approach ; who, when they met, embraced mm, and called him 
Father, in relpe£i to his Age^ carried him along with him to Sirmiuut, let him at 
his Table, and conliil ted with him how tocarry on the War.. 

4, Matters being accorded betwixt them , they both alcended the Tribunal, 
ttf Ipeak to the Souldicrs 3 where the Dignity of Confiantisss his Original requiring 
that he ihould have Precedence in Speech, as well as in Places by all the moving 
words he was able, he put them in mind of his Father's Liberality to them, and 
how many Oaths they had taken to bear intire AfFedion and Allegiance to his 
Sons j and therefore he laid b^re them, how incxcu&ble a thing it would ap- 
pear, if they luffered Magnentius |o ^ unpunilbed, who had laid Violent hands 
upon a Son of Coufianiwe, that had been to them fo great a Patron and Benefiidor. 

The Souldicrs, The Souldiers were lb much herewith affeded, that ( being allb Bribed loftily 
^vedby^ forehand, if you will believe Zofismts') they Cried out, Away with all Coupterfat 
Empcrours, ^ind pulling Veteramo down ffom the Bench, dr^z^he Purple over his 
Ears, and Voted him to a Private Life. Who thereupon caft nk^^lf tACoufbentm 
his Feet, and he, moved by the extreme Age of the man, ea^ly^rdoned him his 
Ufurpation s and Confining him to Prxrj&r, a City of Bklytua, a'lSI^gned him a ^ 
foflictent Revenue, and befitting his (^lity, where he Ipeift tfa|||Rcina^'det <lf tfis 
dayes : A man a£ a rou^ and ungeutile Humour, and very lill^ Thus di stuu 

rid of one of the Ulurpers, and ftrengihned by the Aocemcn of his FOrees, 
much encouraged to proceed in lus EuRvpriee, and to March for Italy ; But Imri- , 
oufly confidering further of his Afoiirs, he found the Eftate ofhis own Fatmly but 
very Uncertain and Tiddilh ^ which, though focur* d from the Uforpatfont of 
Strangers, yet was like to fidl to Nothing of k His Brothers were both 
Dead, and he himfHf faavii^ no Ifiue by his there reauitnsd only his Ih- 
mily, QuUut and the Squ of Cmfbmttim^ Ifo Ibide, the Brofoer 

$im the Great $ after whole Dbih be nifoaklied, as ivai before €iid. Now lb 
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Se£l'. 4. himlielf had hopes of Iffue, left they (hould atnbuiouOy Attempt any A. D. 

he held a ftrift hand and eye over them, and put them not into any man- 5^1* 
ner of Employment 5 no not fo much, al one obferves, as amungft the SuffeSi^ or 
llonorary Capfuls, But now perceiving, that by means of thclc lifurpations, there 
would be a conteft, not only betwixt particular Perlbns, but Families too, it'^* 
was in vain to Conteft for that, which was likely of it lelf to fail, if the Succcilion 
were not fettled in it. He therefore conferred on Gallus the Title of Cafar^ and 
confers on his gavc him for Wife his Daughter Confiantma. Whether more for this Reafbn let 
the Reader judge, than that which Zojmus out of his palpable Malice to Copfian* 

//»e and his Pofterity affignes, viz. That he might thereby have an Occafion to 
' deftroy him. For after his Death he did the fame to his Brother Juliap^ as we 

lhall fee. But there was alfb need, which Zofipti^And others hint, of having 
feme one in his abfenceto watch the PerOiins^ and fecure the Provinces of the Eafi, 

The Care and Endeavour, as we have formerly laid, of one Man, not flifficeing 
for the Adminiftration of Authority and Power in all Countries, at fo great a Di- 
ftance. 

5. Gallus therefore having then received the new Name of Co^fiaps, and being 
, made Cdifar on the fifteenth of Mareh^ was fe»t away to Antioch, there to attend 
ncprocctds foe Motions of the Perfiops. Copftantius was wholly intent upon the War againft 
Magneptius, and refolvcd to find him out, but he prevented him, thinking it more 
untiM, ^ prudent to begin elfewhcre, than to expedt any Aftion in thofe he called his own 
Dominions^ and fromG^//, and departed unto and thence into Pan- 

nonia. In his March he fent to Confantius, to let him know, that he would expeft 
him in the Plains lying near to Scifeia^ which the Emperor liked well enough, that 
Ground being very Convenient for the Fighting of Horfe * but was ftopped at the 
Ic flopped at Streightsof Adranse by an Ambulh laid for him by AUgnentius^ who much Elevated 
O' by the Succefs, endeavoured to brea]^ into the Inner Pannopia, defitous to fight 

near the^^ity Sirmium. While he was confulting how to pals his Army over the • 
River Savus 3 one Philip came to him on a Mclliigc from Confiantm, under 
pretence of making a Peace and Alliance3 but indeed to make a Difeovery of his 
Strength and Defigns. Magnentins calling his men together, gave him Audience. 

To which admitted, he declared his Errand was, to make known to the Army how 
unfeemly a thing if appear'd, that they who were Subjefl: to Ramans, (hould 
againft Romans bear Arms 3 efpecially having Conflaptius, the Son of Conjiantine 
the sreat, for Emperour3 that Con/iantine, under whofe Conduft they had obtained 
fo ftny Viftories Qver the Barbarians. As for Magnentius, he was to be admo- 
nilhed to Reverence the Memory of Conjiantine, qn^ call to mind the feveral good 
Offices done by thatdeceafed Prince, both to him and his Parents 3 to quit Italy 
out of a Senfe of his Obligations to the Family, and content himfelf with being 
Emperour over the Tranfalpine Provinces. This Speech of Philip fo moved the 
Souldiers, that they would fearcely give Magnentim leave to anfwer. Who in 
(hort replie<f, that he gladly embraced Peace, and would give in his final Deter- 
mination, the Day following. Then did he invite the principal Officers of the 
Army to Dinner, and having brought them folly over to his intereft, confoltcd • 
what to do. The next day he again called the Souldiers together 3 and to obli- 
terate the Senfe th^y had of what Philip had (aid concernirm Confiantine, he much 
inculcated the feveral Affronts they had received from Conans, his Son 3 and how 
to avoid thefe Injuries andUdignities,thtty had promoted him to the Imperial Dig- 
nity 3 with which or th^iike Words, they were again fo poflefled, as to cry out, 
that the War was to.hc profecuted3 and refolvcd it was, that they (hould pals the 
Masnmtius it-Savuf. This beinj^known to thofe that lay in Garrifon in Scifeia, on the oppo- 
tcmpnngto fitc Shore, thei^folved to hinder their Paflage; arfd repuKcd foch asendeavour- 
to land fo^oft the River, or from the Bridge, witli foch Succeft, that they 
routed, an^ut tl^ to (light, to a great Diftance. Magneptim feeing into what 
Danger he was bright, made a (ignal for a 'Treaty 3 and gave Notice, that with-^ 
out the Emperour's leave he would not pals the River. To which Philip anlwer- 
ed3 that if he quitted and and departed into lllyricum, then would 

the Emperour confent to a Treaty. 

6 . He pretending to Acquic(c« herein, Confiantisss caufed his men to leave the 
Cnffantiu^ Putfoit, and fuffered afterward Magnentius to enter into the middle of the Plains 
I oSPannonia, becaufe his own Strength lay moft in Horfe, and if he ‘came to an En- 

^mof^M-^g^gcnient with him, that Place would be moft conwiient, which lay near CibaU, 
mii. where Conjiantine had formerly deftated Licimus. Part of his Army lying now in 
the 'Town, he drew a line from the adjoyning [ftll, all a long the (pace of Ground 
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Sc6l. 4. which at the Foot of it, lay towards the River: by which means he fortified all A. D 
v^V'Y'VJtbat Side which the River did not touchy and over the River he laid a Bridge of 3^2, 
Boats, which he might remove at his Pleafiife. Here entertaining his Officers at a 
Feaft, one Tit/au a Roman Senator ^ had the Boldneft to come from Magnentius, 
and in his Name reviling Confiantine^ and his Sons, to command Confiantins to quit 
the Purple, if he would lave his Life. With whole Language, though the Empe- 
rour was vciy much moved, yet he fiiffered him to return unpunilhed; although 
Philif his own Ambailador, was retained in the Enemies Camp all this while. 
takt”aadri- Mugncntins let upon Scifeia^ took it by Afiault, and laid it even with 

zahsiijcia. the Ground^ and having walled all the Country lying upon Savns^ went to Sir- 
ptinm to feize on that too, but was repulled and defeated in his Councils by the 
vigorous Oppofition made, juth by the Townfmen and the Garrilbn. Thence 
he departed, and hailed to h^e better Succefs at Mnrfa^ where yet he was more 
deceived in his Expeftations. For the Inhabitants lb Ifrenuoully demeaned them- 
Iclves, and lb plied him with Darts and Arrows, that not having with him any 
Engines of Battery, or other means to approach the Walls, he was very much di- 
ftrelled.. And noV having Intelligence hereof, quitted Cibala^ and the 

Country lying upon and halfid to relieve the Place. Magneertista 

wthc through the Ga^, and this Attempt being allb de- 

litiid of feated by the great quantity of Water, which the Defendants poured down from 

jijurju. the Walls, he then heard of the Approach of theEmperour, and relblvcd to fur- 

prize him by an Ambufeade, laid in a Place adjoyning, which was very full of 
Trees. There he beftowed four thouland G.i//r, with Command,that when the Fight 
lliould begin before the Town, they Hiould fall upon the Back of the Enemy 5 
that being on all fides tlTct, he might not Elcape. But Notice hereof being gi- 
ven to by thole that oblcrvcd it from the Walls 5 he lent away ScoUdo- 

as and Manadus^ two Tribunes^ with the choicclf Souldicrs ^hey could taK| out of 
. the Legions^ who Hopping up all the Avenues to the Place, that none might get out, 
cut off the whole Party. 

7. Magnentms feeing his cunning Devices to take no Effe£f, then relolved to 
try what plain and ojjcn Force would do, and gave Battel to Conjiantins in the 
Champian lying before Mitrfa ; and fo fierce a Battel was fought, with that Rclb- 
lution and Pertinacy, as in the Opinion ofZojintKs^ none in all this War was like 
it 5 which much affiided Conjiantiiu, though he himlelflhould get the Better, fore- 
feeing how exceedingly the Empire would be weakned therwy (lb many l^ve 
men falling) and expoled to the Attempts of the Barbarous Nations. This ^dc 
him, while the Fight yet conti||upd, to call in his mind how to end the Contro- 
vcrlie by a Treaty ^ but the Animofity of both fidcs was fo great, that the Dark- 
nefi erf* Night it Iclf could not part them 5 but they Hill v/ith their Swords and 
Spears laid at one another^ as elleeming it their Happincls all to dye together upon 
the Spot. The Officers omitted nothing becoming them, either as ^uldiers, or 
Commanders, and many of them loll their Lives ^ whereof two or three dclcrvcd 
to be recorded to Pollerity. One of thefe was Arcadius^ Tribune of the Abttlci 3 and 
« another Mcnelaus^ who was Captain of the Armenian Archers^ that fought on 
Horleback. Zofmus tells us how it was reported, that this Menelans with one 
and the lame Bow would Ihoot three Arrows all at once, and therewith kill three 
foveral men 3 by Which Means he deftroyed great. Numbers of the Enemy, and in 
a manner was the Author of their Defeat: but being* on Conjiantius his fide, he 
was killed by Romulus^ the General of Magnentins his 'Army, who* yet had no 
great Caulc to boall of his Succels3 except in this, that he killed his Killer 3 for he 
nrll received a Wound from his inlands, which notwithllanding^e gave not over 
revenged it 3 but Of ie he died. At length M<ig*fwwsSj his men began 
Ground, and a great Slaughter followed 3 of the Event wlfei^f he being 
. fenfible, and fearful that he Ihould be given up by them into th^'Emperour’s 
\vjo ICS into relblvcd to abandon thefe naoes of Pannonia^ and get into Italy ^ there to 

recruit, and try his Fortune •another time. And for this Purpole he quitted his 
Horle, adorned, as he was, with the Imperial Ornament^, and let him go loole,^*^*""' 
that the Enemy might imagine the Rider to be flain. Confiantins as loon as it was 
light, from an adjoyning Hill viewing the Plain, and feeing thi River, which 
run by it, foil of dead Bodies, wept at the Si^t3 and being more troubled at the 
Slaughter of fo' many men, than joyed at the Vidory, commanded, all that died 
to be buried without Diftin^ipn, and fiidiat were wounded to be carefully look’d ^ 
ta Some liiy, that thirty thouland of Mjogmnnmt his fide foil in this Fight.

Into Italy CottftantiMS 
fent forae to ^urfiie the Ufurper, but without any Good Sncccfs, their former Pro- 
fperity Eng^ing them too far in Profecution. He himfelf in Pannonia attended as well 
the Civil Anaars of the Empire, as Preparations for a Vigorous Reinforcement of 
the War, which is Evident from feveral Laws he made, while he had his Rcfidcnce 
in thefo Quarters. He was a great Favourer of Eumchs^ being much Governed by

for that realbn Mantercus the Confulf denied to Genu fins the pofleflion of an Efiate, 
according to the ufual way. And though formerly foch had Power to make Wills, 

, yet it was not till the Eighteenth year of their Age, at what time Puberty ordina- 
rily is found with all men. Bat QfyfianttMs gives them by this Law the fitme Pri-

Now, 
being Dead, fovcral Puttiers and ii//w« 7 jicfpcciallv, to have the greater opportu- 
nity of getting, endeavoured alfo to Reduce theie Grants to their Fountain, and 
Redore them to the Emperouv’s Edate, which he obviates by this Conditution. 

Being again returned to Sirmiunt, he did a thing Grateful to the Souldiers Emeriti 
or Veteran^ by a Decree direfted unto Helpidius, the Conjhlar/s of Patfnonia^ where- “ c«Tfw 
by he Confirmed the Privileges formeily Granted to them^ and particularly, Im- “W.7.t/r’ao, 
tnunity from Perfonal Services. 

But as we laid, being 86.1100 out of Pannonia, went into 

Puriucs^- and betook himfelf to Rome^ whom Conjiantius^ ’v/hen all things were ready for 
mntMimo his Expedition, p.irfued in Perfon. His Caf tains,” though at fird they Itemed to 
have had no good Succefs, yet now. Animated, as it were, by the Emperour’s Pre- 
lence, had the better of the Tyrant 5 and ConJianUns himfelf breaking into Aquileia^ 
he was driven from the City, .ind out of the Country about Attuntn, or the Month 
of September^ and fled int* Gall. About this very time, to remove Dclperation

liirpation. But the Oppolition he made was w Rtlijlutc and Pertinacious, that (e- 
Hignntw vejal Fights happen^ betwixt them, with various Siiccels. At length being Worft-Cbrts/*-*. 
afijin Defeat- ed in a place not far from Lu^dunusn ^or Lions') he betook himfelf to an adjoyn- 
ing Hill, where, (ecing his Men dilcouraged, even as almoft to Defpair of any Safe- 
ty, he made a Speech to them, to cheer their Spirits , to which, when they Accla- 
med, as the manner wasj by a ftrangc Miftake, they (aluted him by the Name of 
Costlianiim Augujius, inftead of Mugnentius. Herewith, as an ill 0/nen, exceeding- 
ly dejefted, he departed to a Village call’d the Hill of Severus, belonging to the 
Cottian Alps, and thence lent to the Emperour a Meflengcr % Perfon ot Senatorian 
Rank, about a Peace, whom Conjiantim did not admit to his Prefence , (uppoling 
him but to be a Spy, as neither fe veral Biftiops employed on the lame Errand $ but, 
many of his Souldiers falling off to him, halted to find him out, and put an End 
to the Controverlie. Magnentisss perceiving there was no Place left for Pardon, 
refolvcd then rt) do his Worft, and reinforcing his Army, as well as he could, that 
he might give a Divetfion to the Enemy, he lent one away to Antioch to murder 
Gal/us Cajar, who afterward w’as difcovered, and (iifiered as a Traitor. Then fol- 
lowed, at the Place laft mentioned, whither Magnentius had betaken himfelf ano- 
Oacc more ther Engagement, wherein he was again Worded, and thence fled to Lions, Thole

lay; which obferved, diove him into foch Fury; that his Friends and Relations 
thaf were about him, he fiift flew with his own hand, and having mortally 
wounded his Brother Defiderius, aniongft the reft, at bift dilpatched himlclf left *

For, if Credit may be given to our tibmmtHn 
Hiftorian, (iich of the Army, or Nobility, or the Middlefort, called nonorati, (or 
fuch as had bom Offices,) who were but Acaifed, or Slightly mentioned to have 
been of the Tyrant’s fide, were fiift fettered like Beafts, and then eitlier^ut to 
Death, deprived of their Eftftes, or Condemned to lllanis, without any Accufer 
appearing. And this increafed the Hatred of the People, hence conceived, that 
he was Inexorat>le, and Pardoned none that were once Sentenced being provo- 
ked by thole about him, who would Aot ceafe to inculcate, that tho Safety of the 
whole \lforId. depeiided upon the (lender Thre.ad of their Emperour’s Life. He 
that mm inlifted hereon, and filled the Emperour's Jealous Head viith Sufpicions 
eaui P*tkl, a Notary, born in Spain'-, one who being like a Thie^ crafty in finding 

7',‘'acovctoutout and tidting foch like as himlelf, wasHent hither into Britain, to reduce fuch 
ind malicious $oufoicrs as had filleft off to ^agnentius: and having made his Ends of them, and 
Eacktatcr. taftcd the bewitching Sweetnels of Money, was now^ by his greedy Appetite dri- 
ven headlong into all vilanous Pradjccs againft the Lives and Liberties of all forts 
dfPerfons, how innocent foever, that he might go Sharer in their Eftates. Ibis 
procured a difmal Tragedy, which in our Writers Opinion, and that defervcdly, 
caft a great Blot upon the Reign ofVonfiantins. One Martin, at this time govern- 
ed there Provinces, as Ktcar', who often endeavoured. by his Intercclfion to ftop^/rnuv/jj 
the Career of this Vilany, and procure Reft for thd^ who had not given imy 
Occafionfor Diftufoance^ and theConteft betwixt him and Paul caml‘ to tUAt ^r] 

height, that he threatned to be gone, and quit his Place, rather than torment his 
Senl^ by a continual Apprehenfion of liich Outrages, as he comnutted. Paul fee- 
. ing how this would put an ..end to his Trade, refolvcd to put him amongft (uch zsproi-rrjtaa 
he had yet referved to l}i (5 falfe Atcufations, and importuned them at Court, that 
he might be brou^t dp as well as ih^reft, of which Martin having Iptelli^cnce, Law 
made an Attempt to kill the Vilain, and when he failed therein, punifoed him(elf^’''/^‘<''» 
tbk his Failure in' the fame kind. Panl having ihuS efeaped, purfued his Enter- 
prize, and ca'/ied up his Prifoners in Chains (from which he received the Simame Prlftam a!yi^ 
of Catena') Court; where fome were committed to a tedious andirkfome »» 

fon; others delivered into the Hangman’s hands to be tortured; fome proferibedAvJSiJi^J" 
and lent into Banifhment, and others put to Death: This bHn^ obferved for 
Rule in Confytntm his JDays, that none efeaped Condemnation in fome of thefe 
Kinds, of whom it had been W whilpored, that they were guilty Perfors. •

being pegercrated, and nothing Serious^ Memorable adtedihere, as AmmUttut e a. 
(hews ^ large, in divers particulars. AnePat Antioch things wre more out of Or- 
der, where GAlus Cafar was a Plague and Burthen to all good men , as welj. 
tbe Hotmati and Primates of Cities, as Plebeians (fo our Author diftirguifheth;) 
and upon a Trivial ('‘cldiion had put to Death the Principal Senators, it Honora- 
/«r,*the Comes of the Eaft, had not with a moft confiant Re(?)liition <»ppo(ed it. 

With Bloody, and for that rea(bn Prohibited, Shows- upon the Theatre, ho was 
wonderfully deliglitc<l. Being on his wav to Hierapolrs, and on a pretended Ex- 
pedition, the Citizens of Antioch put up a retition to him, to find out fome coui fo 
to prevent the great Scarcity of Vid^als, of which they were apprehenfive ; in 
fwer to which, he did not enter into any Confiiltation, or make life of fitch Means, 
as other* Princes were wont in the like cafes ; but delivered up into their hands 
Theophiluf, the Conjitlaris of Sjria s, often protefeing that it was the Governour’s 
Fault, if any Inhabitant wanted Ncccfiaries : and this his Encouragement drove 
the Rabble into that Rage, when it wanted Bread, that they iet fire to his 
Houfe, and lb Beat and Abufed him, that thereof he died ; leaving a Warning to 
other Magiflrates, what they mull: exped from fi> Worthy a Prince. This, and 
other Matters being brouglit to Confiantinfs his knowledge by Thalajjins, or sthej^, 
he Refidvtd, in order to the Maltering of him, fiift to witht^-avv his Strengm, 
and under pretence of Danger, which he few might arifc to his Perfon from the 
Confpiracy of lb many idle Souldiers, as ferved under him, he removed fuch 
Forces as theic hy under his Command ; bidding him be content with the Pala- 
tine Scholes, and of the Protestors, with the Sittiarii and Gentiles^ and enjoyned 
Don/itian, ( now from ponies l^rgitionuni made PrsefeU ) that when he came into 
Syria, he (hould by Gentle means Labour to reclame him from thcle Extravagant 
Couifes. But he being jvith great fpecd arrived at Antioch, took a quite contrary 
courfe 5 for he did not lb much as go to Wait on him, as his Duty was, but 
with IJreat Pomp palled on to the Pr£toriitm ; and after this, pretending Indifi 
pofition, neither came ft Court, nor appeared abroad ; but keeping himfelf up, 
plotted how to deftroy Cdjar : and for that purpofe, amonglt the Acculations he 
lent to the Emperour, fliurtled in fome things, which might better Rave been omit- 
ted. Being, .with much intreaty, at laft brought into the Condjiory, without any 
Complement, or any other exprellion of Civility, he ralidy and indiferec^ly bade 
him be gone« as he was Commanded ; and told him, he would have him to know, 
that in cafe he did not Obey, he would order both his own Allowances, and thofe 
belonging to his Court to be Hopped ; fte, as PrafeSf, having the Ch^gc of Pro- 
vifions, which to Csrfar were allowed, and Diliiibuted to* his AtteiTOants from 
t^e Emperour, as well as to A}’paritois, or any other Minifters. Having ar- 
rogantly Ipdtcn lb much, he departed Frowning, being, as he was Born, a 
Clown 5 and though often fint for, would come no more into Gallus his Pre* 
fence. 

17. Galltff hcre.it vehemently moved, as on% who formcily did but pretend, but 
now in earntft did fiilTer, and was rudely dealt with ; ordered the PrafeCl to be 
fafi ly Watched, by luch of His ProteUors as he could truft.

Tampered with* the Advocates of the Palatine Scholes, to whom he inailcated, 
that thefe things ought not to be, neither would any^ Good come of them ; and 
in an upbraiding manner he added, that if fitch Courft^ere purliied, they would 
fiift Efemolilh the Statues of Conjianiitts, (the ufual way oi^beginning a Rebellion J 
and then proceed to confider about the Lite of the PrsefeS, which was to be ta- 
ken away. Cirfar having notice hereof, found his Affairs in a d'^f^ate Condition, 
and therefore Refolving to Fence for his Life and Security, as Vt^ll as he could 
caufed all the Souldiets to be drawn together, told them, that he ^d they ran, 
the feme hazard ; and that by means of Montis^, who Accufed them all as Re- 
bels and Traitors, for no other rcalbn, but becaufe he had Committed to Cufto- 
dy the Wilful and peevilh PrsefeU, who would not know his Duty Place; out 
of juft Apprehenfion of the Danger that might arife from his Contumacious Humour. 

The Souldiers, who were not given much to Confider, but alwayes greedy ofTrou- 
ble and Innovation, ran furioufly to Montius, who lay near at hand, and feizing 
on him, a feeble, old Man, and fickly, bound him, and dragged him ftraight to 
the Pratorium of the PrseftS, whom, throwing headlong down the Stairs, they 
bound them both together with cords, and fo drew tbem with hafte through the

upon their C^kailes, and jnanglc ;4 them as they liHed, then they 'calf them 4, 
into the River.

.were farther Animated by two Turbulent Fellows s, whereof ope was Lnfvns^ who 
had been fuddenly Advanced to be Ctarator of the Qty, and another called Sthem- 
laus, tijc Head or the Bajuli, or Vefjalhftes, who carried out the Dead (41s is 
thought ) or of the Porters, or fuch as carried Burthens 5 who often roaredrout, 
that they Ihould make quick Dilpatch, arnl perfeft what they had begun 5 for 
which he was burnt alive not long after, But bccaule Manlius^ as he was about to 
Expire, amonglt his Tortures had blamed Epigotrius and Ettfilnus, only mentioning 
thelc Names, and neither their Dignity nor ProfelUon, there was wonderful Inqui- 
ry marie, who thefc (hould be 3 and Ix-fore the Matter Ihould grow cold, Epigotrius 
the Philolbpher was fltcht from Lycia^ and Eujebms Sirnamed Piffacas^ an Elo- 
quent Orator, out of Myfa from Eurifa^ whereas the ^sfior meant neither of 
them 3 but cxciatmc J againlf two Tribunes of the Fabricks or Forges (it (eemi of 
thclc Names,) who h:‘ i prouiiled him a Supply of Arms, in c:.le any (itch Dilbir- 
bance ihould happrai.

als : but tho(e Concerned, fb fieftirred thcm&lves, that Eufebhts die Pr^epo^tus Ch^ 
bk'ttlif being lent with Gold to Cabilhtt^ therewith underLind Quieted ihpfi; that 
were mofi Vurbulent, and in capacity to do Milchief ^ and lb the Aimy was kept 
in Peace, and the Life of the Pr£ftn prelerved^ the Provifions arriving in Abun- 
dance, not long after. The Day following they cQarched, and having paffed ma- 
ny Difficulties, befides thole Hills, that were all covered with Snow, they came at 
length to RauracHm on the Bank of the Rbme^ where the Allans yigoroully oppo-' * 
fed them. Jt was thought fir to lay .a Bridge over the River ^ but the Enemy lb 
plied it with Darts and Arrows, that there was, no Appearance for Workmen upon 
the Water, which cjlb the Emperour into a great Confiid what Courfe to take, 
when uncxpeftedly, one that knew the Place very well, offered himfelf a Guide, 
and for a good Rcwaid to condud them over, where it was Fordable: and this 
a 'iinft^thcihis^^^ by Night bccn ilicffcci, but diat the Alntans^ had privately the Delign difeo- 
betrajed! vered tathem by fomeof their own# Country-men, that ferved in eminent Places 
in the Army : the Sulpition lighting on Laiitius the Comes Domejikorum^ Agilo the 
Tribunus Stahuli^ and Scudilo^ who commanded xhe .^cutariii Men, who were in 
thole Days accounted the Pillars of the Commonwealth. Yet notwithlfanding the 
Almatfs, whether difepurnged by their unlucky Au^idOy as our Author will have 
it, or for that they defpaired rof good Succefi by Refinance, lent Ibmc of their 
prinoipal Officers or Nobility, to beg Pardon, and a Peace. Their Overtures were 
not unkindly received 5 but being long conlidcrcd of and debated, were at length 
Hf maktt approved of by the Emperour, and his Council 5 yet to Item to do nothing with- 

out the Knowledge and Approbation of the Arnjy, he i clblved to make^hc Soul- 
diers acquainted with what he little doubted but they would approve. Afecnd- 
ing the Tribunal, and attended by all his great Minifiers, after a (hoit Preamble 
fuited to the Occafion, he told them, That if they would but conlent, his Opini- 
on was to grant the Requefis of thole, who fought Peace with lb great Submifii- 
on. His Reasons were^ firlf by a certain Treaty to prevent the Uncertainties of‘‘ 

War; thatofthcif/«»4i//, infiead of Enemies, they might have Aififiants and Al- ‘‘ 
lies, as they had engaged. The next was, to prevent the Milchiefs, which fi:om 
their frequentincurlions, fell upon the neighbouring Provinces, and be added, ^ 
that he only was not to be elfcemed an Enemy conquered, who being overpow- 
er’ff bv the Weight of Arms, or number of men, was llain in the Field i but much “ 
more he, who was lubdued by an unbloody Vidory, who voluntarily turned toi^^ 

Obedience out of aSenfe, that neither Valour was wanting to the Romans againft 
the rebellioufly Contumacious, nor Lenity towards llich as did ferioufly defire it. 

In conclufion, he was minded to ufe temperately the prefent Advantage, but left 
it to them wholly, to conlider what was to be done, with this [Affurance, that it ^ 
was not any Sloth or Cowardize that engaged him to luch Sentiments, but mere- ” 
ly Principles of Modefty and Humanity- He had no fooner (poken, but the Mul- 
titude, prone enough to whatlbever he inclined, commended his Councils, and 
confehted to the Peace, taking elpecial Notice, that little or mo Good, but ra» 
ther much Evil hapned by thefe frequent Expeditions 3 for when Wars were ma- 
na^d abroad, great Mifehiefs fell out a^ at home, not uliial in Governments 
united, and of moderate Extent, but in tne Empire toa^equent by Reafonof it’s 
too great Bulk, and the Variety ifnotuTualDilagreement oKit’s Princes, who often 
were not viKuoully inclin’d, even as at the prefent time. 

30. The Peace being fiillyc accorded, and all folemn Affs, relating thereunto 
performed, Confiantim departed for Milan, where being now eafedW other Cares, 
he made it his Bufinefs with, his mofi intimate. CounceUors and that i^tetly, and 
by Night, to confult how to (iipprcis, and mine hit Coufin. And it was agree’d 
to prevent anv further Affs of Deiperation and Pertinacy, that it fhould by good 
Wordis, and fair Prqmifes be effeded, under the Pretext ^ ^ublick Treaty j that 
fo without any Difficulty or obftacle^ being idefiitute ot Afiiftancc, he might be 
circumvented. Thefe Councils were not approved by feveral Courtiers, and the 
Tiie Rttnuchs that attended him, who bearing Malice to Vrfdmtf, the Magjfitr B^itum 
ill the Bafi, contended that he was by no Means to be lufiaed to eonrinue in 
thofe p^ovinep, if none were there left to bver-aw bimj who having Sins both in 
refped of their Perfons, ana Age very acneptablc^'^ wdl -ar for theft Military 
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. Se£^ 4. to which they were continually fixeircK^and Trained up; they whifpered, A. Dk 
^.y'-y-^that this Teem’d to look towards Ufurpation, and that Gallus, of his own Nature, o e 4* 
being Fierce and Cruel, was bv. fome, on pu^fe ftt on, and Animated to thc(ev.yy^j 
Extravagant Courles 5 that he wing brought into Univerlal Ignominy and Hatred, 

\he Empire might at length be Transferred upon the Sons of Vrfcimu. Theie 
things thus infinuated, could not but exceedingly perplex who never 

had his Ears (hut to Arguments of this nature^ yet he relblved on the belt cour(^, 
as it hapned, Commanding *Dr^cims^ with the Equipage and Honour belonging to 
his Pegree, to come to Court, under pretence, that they might take Advice what 
was to be done in this Jun6;ure of time, when the Arms of ^e Partkian Na> 
tions threatned the Safety of the Empire. And that there might be no fufpition 
of any Evil intended him, ProJbeTf a Coases^ was (ent to (erve as his Deputy, till 
his Return ^ with which way or Procedure fitisfied, and having the Advanta^ of 
the VebicttU^ or Qurjus Publicus, he liaflened with great Journeys to Milan, To 
get Cdfar to Court,* no le(s care was taken s and that he might neither Sufpeft any 
thing, his Wife Confiantina received from the Emperour, her Brother, many kind 
Letters, wherein he exprefled an earneft Dcfiie to («; her, which (he was cudning 
enough to Sufped, and Apprehend thewovft ; but (he hoped by the Inti*t;atics and 
^ Indnuations of a Sifter to charm him. They began then their Journey, but it fo 

Edloiit, that (he was (iiddenly TnatcHi away' by a Fever, at a Place called 

in Bithynia^ as flic was on her way% which caft her Hu(b;^ into a great 
u cxILeding’ Perplexity, not knowing wrare to do: For row (he was gone^ on whole Intereft 
1} perpkx'd. alone be could rely. And as for her Brother, con(ideripg his Nature, he could 
not but conclude, that he would be peremptory in his own Opinion 5 receive no 
Satisfadion, iior ^rdon what v;a$ paft, (being (iiffi&icntly incline to the Deftru- 
^on of his Kindred) but, if he could compafs it, havin^entrapped him by (bme 
* Secrect Wile, take him at the Di&dvantage, and put him to Death. Being now 

driven to (b great .Neccflitics, and expeding nothing but the utmoft Extremity, if 
he flood not (ufliciently upon his Guard^ be was deflrous cnotmh to take the Title 
of Emperour, if he had had any Encouragement 5 bur he was deterted by tholeabout 
him^ partly for his bloody and fickle Humour, and eft^cclally, becaufe they faired 
the Gxtaxvxd^oiConftantiu^ which appeared abundantly able to cru(h and brimg to 
nought all his Defigns. 

31. Thus perplexed in his Mind, he received frequent Dirpatchcs>from the Em< 
perour, requiring, nay, intreating him, to haften to his Pre(ence ^ tor that the Em- 
pire, neither could, nor ought to be divided, but each of them to fuccour it, 
when in a Tottering Condition, as the Provlpces of Gall at pre(ent were; And for 
an Example of no very old Date, he added, that Diockfan and his Colleague were 
(erved by their pafars^ even as by Apparitors, who continued not in any* place, 
but moved to and fro upon occafion^ and how in Syria^ Galerius, though in Pur- 
ple, as he was, walked well nigh a Mile before the Litter of the angry Emperour. 

Many Meflengers wercT (ent, and after all came ScHelUo, the Tribune of the 'Scu^ 

Is perfuaded Urii^ a Crafty, infinuating l^n, iHider the vizard of a downright, bfhnt Fellow ^ 

Jjy Flattering, and (enous Di(tour& mixed together, was alone able to prevail 
SrEmpermirtwith Wm to take the Journey 5 tor he made him partly believe, that his Brother and 
Coufin ( as be termed him ) moft paflionatcly defired to lee him 5 That he had 
Meeknefs and Clemency pnough to Kcihit what hitherto had been Committed 
through Imprudence 5 and that having made him his Companipn in the Empire, 

,he denred he (hould (hare alto* in the Toil thereof ^ the Northern Provinces now 
exceedingly requiring hk Affiftance. As the Apprehenfions of fuch as are near to 
T Deftrud'ioi^ are wont to be Darkned and Perverted, by theie vain Flatteries he 
was brought into vain Hope 5 and departing from Antioch, went out of the^moak 
into the Flame, ( as our Author tells uS the old Proverb Was.* ) And comiw to vmfus in un, 
Confiantinopk, as if all things had been well aha l^ure with him. Celebrated ^ 
there the, Hode-Gamc^ and put the Garland upon one Corax a Chariot-driver, praMrL‘.m 
who had won the Pnze. Confiantint grew more fuipitious when he heard of his 
ConfideiK^ and was exceedingly firovok^ to deftroy him. And that in his 
ney he might not, out of Ddperation« attempt any way to provkle for his Se- 
curity, caufed all the'Souldiers to b< removed out of.the Towns, tfirou^ which 
he was to pals. Several Great Offioei* alto, under pretence of other Bufinefs, were 
tont to Watch liim. After a Techo^ tourney, when he was come to Hadrianople, 

.( a. City (landing on toe Moininrin Hemm, tormerly called ZffinJuma ) wl^re he 
RefreflMsd him^r for dayes together ^ toe ThebMt l^bns wm^ Quar-

22. Now came Letters after Lettlrs to haften him a>Vay, and for his Journey 
H-sAticndants ten Piiblick Carriages were provided,* but all the Attendants of hi? Court werq 
removed. behind, except fomtf few that waited in his Chamber, and at his Table 5 and fo 

he was hurried away, a milerablc Spe^acle to look on, Weeping, and bewailing his ^ 
Rafhncfs, that lie Ihould Betray himddf in this manner into the Hands and Power 
of his Enemies ^ and otherwhilcs Affrighted by the Terrour of his Conlcicnce, and . 

Dreams, a riling from the Guilt he had contrafted-by the hale Murder of Domitian^ 

Mtmtius^ and m/ftiy others ^ at length he arrived at Petovio^ a Town of Noriettm^ 
where he had occafion fully to dilcover the Snares laid to Entrap him. For not^^^ 
on a (iidden, appeared 10 him one Barbatio, who had under him borne the Office 
of Comes Domeflicornm^ with Apodemiusy one of the Apontes in Rebns, attended by a 
Company of (uch Souldiers as the Emperour had (ufficiently obliged, and was well 
afliircd, that neither for Pity nor Reward, would they be drawn from Prolwuting 
fuch Orders as they received fiom him. Now without any Diflimulation of what 
was fo be Aftcd, the Houle was belk with Armed Men ^ and Barbatio entring his 
Chamber^ when it was Icarccly light, took away his Royal Apparel, and put on 
him an ordinary and common Habi|, ^ yet^ by frequent Oaths, alluring him, as 
from the Emperour, that now he had leen and felt the word. But he badejiim 
rife iriftantly, ^d pll on a fudden clapping him i^ a dole Litter, carried him 
He*U carried away into Ijiria^ to a Place near to Pola^ where the Son of Confiantisff, Juxts^Uyo* 

was Reported to have been made away. There being dole (hut up and expe^ing 
nothing but Dcath^'EwjffAwj,^ now the Prapojits/s Lnbiculi, Pendatins, a Notary^ umw ori^^u 
and Mellobantks, a Tribune, by order of Conjiantius, came and eiAmined him about 
thole be had put to Deach at Antioch. To this he anfwcrcd with a pale and galfly %'ilfuHdeita 
Countenance, that moll of them were (b handled at the Inliigation of his Wife u* finemy au. 
Confiantina. Upon Report of this Anlwcr, as thinking it Iccms it reflcfted*upon™][®j|^ ^'‘ 
his Sifter, and confequently on himlclf too. much, Conjiantius fell into greater In-/aaJ««. fait 
dignation than ever, and placing all his Security in the Deftruftion of Gallus, re- A'” 
iblved to put an end to his own Fears, and the. others Life both together. And 
for this purpole lent away Screnianus (who having beef acculed of Treafon, was 
odiy’ acquitted ) Pentadius, the Notary, and Apodemhts, the Agens in Rebus, to put 
him to Death; which was executed upon him, as' if he had been a Thie^ by cut- 
dne oft his Head, his Hands being bound together 5 after which, his Body lay a 
miforablc Spedaclc, which had lately been lo terrible to Cities and Provinces. 

But to (uch an End came Gallus C£farf in thelfland Flavona, near to Pola, (as others 
write) in the twenty ninth year of his Age, and the fourth (begun) after his Pro- 
motion. He was born in Tufiia, at a place called MaJ[ii Feternenfis, of Conjiantius, 

Brother to the Emperour Conjiantine, and Galla, the Sifter of Rufinus and Cerealk, 

Perlbns, both of them of Confular Dignity, and who had borne alfo that of Pr<c- 
feff. A man comely enough, and wcll-proportion’d, of yellow Hair, and a thin 
Beard ^ but^n Morals differing as much from Bis Brother Julian (of whom hereaf- 
ter) as Domitian, the Son of Fe^afian, came ftiort of his Brother Titus, in the O- 
pihion of Ammianus. He ended his Life after (iich a manner as he had delerved, 
and that Iw Command ofhisCoulin; though there were that wrote, how he, xdr vhiitflmim 
penting of what he had ordered herdn,. (ent other Meflengers to Itay the Execu- 
tionj but Eufebiui the 'Eunuch, his bitter Enemy, caufed them to be ftopped, till GofL/vSi. * 
all was paft, For this Treachery, if lb it was, EujcBius paid dear afterwards, being 
put to Death by Julian, for having been lb inftnimcnt^^ his Deftru^on. And 
Ammianus obferves, how other two, who under the Covert of Perjury and deep 
Difttmulation laid, Snares to entrap him, came to untimely Ends. For Scudilo 
vomited up his Lungs,'and diqd5 ^nd Barbatio, who acculed lum of more Crimes 
thM he committed, being fulpefted to afpire to greater things than>the Office of 
Mtgijhr PedHum, to which he had attained, was condemned, and (eni\out of the 
Wojd, aswefhall (cc. 

23. The News of Gallus his Death was beought to Conjiantius, n^w lying at^**,^**, 
Milan, by Apodemius, who having been a notable Incendiary betwixt them, now«i«i5-

filSipOT es-*^ had been the Spoiles of the Parthian King. The Emperour by his Flatterers 
ceeditjiy die- was exceedingly elevated, who extolling lus Power, and magnifying his Felicity 5 , * 
vated. put him in mind, how he had brought to nothing the hia^ Thoumts, and Ambi- 
tion of two Princes, meaning and Faermdn^ which had fooiOpwation up-

Earneft Endeavour to equal the Morality of the very belt Princes. But C) open ^ 4. 
i were his fulpitious Ears to all Acculationt, that his Eunuchs^ and other fawn- 
•ing Courtiers^ procured the Ruin of many Good Men s and numbers were brought 
Out of the Baft in Chains, to Aquilera^ who were laid to have been inftruments to 
GMhs his Cruelties and other Dilbrders. And thither were fent to fit upon them, 
as Judges, one Arbora, and Rujehms^ lately mentioned, the Prapoiitus Cubicnli^ both 
Many aueiiy of them Very bad bad Men 5 both Un juft and Cruel 5 wlio, without any fufficient 
Evidence, or Dilcrimination betwixt Innocence and Guilt, Sentenced them 5 Ibmc, 
dLGdiuu after Torture, to be lent into Batiilhment, others to Icrve in the Aimies, in the 
raeaneft Capacity, and the reft to Death it lelT.

Now what thefo Duties were, we have alre;yly touched, as, to make 4 tnown • 
to the Senate the worth of their Eftates, that accordingly they might Contri- 
bute to theG/<r^4/*f Collutio ; as allb to pay* what was. due toward the Charges of 
Publick Shows and Paftimes 5 an ufual Duty incumbent upon Praters, to . the 
Title of whom ( and ^ajiors ) this Law is alugned in the Code. This Fine impe- 
ls upon Ablence was very great ; for at this time the ordinary rare of Wheat was 
an Aureus, or Golden Solidus for every ten Modii t, lb that the whole amounted to 
five thoulind Solids. Indeed fome years after, in the Reign of Falentinian, that 
Emperour by a Law ( as writes ) took Order, thiit no fewer than twelve 
Modii (hould be fold for a Solidus ^ but then had he Enhaunced the Value of a So- 
lidus,' as we have already lai 4 . For whcre.is from Cosrj^asstines, till his Time, 

Eighty four of them went-to the Pound of Gold ; he cauled out of the Pound but 
Seventy tvjp to be damped. This was an heavy Fine for all liirts of Senators ; but 
by the Law of Confiantine all were not liable to it 5 but according to their Quality 
and Degree, Condemned as to the Quantity of Wheat. Probable it is, that this of 
Fifty thoufind Modii was im^lcd upon Prators, but srlefler upon ^afiors 5 who, 

/ as appears by the firft Law of this Title in the Code, were diftinguilhed both 
ftom them and Confuls in thele Fruneentary Mulfts. But by this it^ evident what 
great Charges*the Prators were at in Solemnizing thele Publick XJames and Pa- 
ftimes, to which the People of Row^ had been fo acciiftomed, from the time tluit 
the Riches of the World flowing into that City, had, to pleafe thcm,found fuch 11 ^ 
files as thele s that wHen the Realbn cealed, they would not be fatisfied that the 
Effeds (hould ceale : And Chriftianity it filf could nor, but by degrees^ and after 
4 much time, wean them from thole Exiles in Cruelty, and other parts oflmmorality,

But when thcCmpire was em- 
broiled in manifold Wars, and, divided betwixt DiW/e/Mv, Maximian^ Confianthu 
and Alia 7i«/4y having obtftined Afi-iek^mt Italy for his (bare, brought up 

a new fort of Tax qx Tribute of Provifions, which he impolcd upon part of Italy 
(and being then but (mail, afterwards grew very hcaVy and burthenfome} upon 
that part, as appears from Aurelius Vs&or^ where he lay moft commonly with his 
, Army. Now to find ouyvhat part of Italy this was, we muft know where he bad 
his ufoal Refldence, whiim was at A^uileia, Milan and Ravenna^ where ufually his 
Succeftbrs, as Conjiantine the great, this prefent Conjiantius^ Falentinian^ and others 
afterwards made their ordinary Abode, when they came into thefiPQiiarters. Tl» 

Countries ad jqyntng to thefo Cities carried the Title of Regiones Annonarise^ or the

. fiick , becaufo it afforded in thifo Days Provifions to Riome, enjoyed the fame Im- 
munity. Therefore it is to be* obferved, that the Word Italy is taken in four feve- 
ral Significations. Fiift, for whole Italy, wherein Rome is ylfo included, and the 
Subitwicarian Regions. Secondly, fometimes Sicily, Sardinia and Corfica come un- 
der the Name and Acceptation of Italy. In the third Place is to be underftood by 
Italy what was not taken up by the City, and the Suburbicarian Regions, or an 
hundred Miles about. And in the laft place, as in this Law, by Italy is meant Ea” 
ha Annonaria, or the Provinces lately mentioned. Now the Law is diredfed to 
the Order or Body of the Cafenates ; moft probably, becaufo, in their Territory 
which lay near to Ravenna, in the Country called Flamhtia, theibbeing Abundance 
of the moft excellent Wine, that thefo parts afforded 9 as fotmerly his Bro- 

ther, fo now Confiantius himfolf would havp his ItaHians ,(as he -calls them) there to 
buy the Provifion for his Cellar. ' . ' , . 

26. But by tlie fame Conftitution (now divided in the Code into two Laws) he 
fiirther gratified this Corporation of Csefena^ which being at this time much empti- 
ed, by Reafon that the Cnriaks thereof under PrAtenfo of other EmployoMSts 
and Privileges, withdrew thcmfelves from the publick Service^ he took Ordenr 
for the callii^back of three forts of Perfons to their former Du^ and Empfof- 
Takes Care ment.

here Confiantius limits it to thofe of them only who had done Service, and been 
prefeut in all Expeditions. This Privilege was alfo given fo the Nnmerar i of the 
rrsefedi Prat&rio, after they had ferved up their three years, to the Cormcularii 
alfo, as well as the Prwcipales of the Office, after their Term was out. Thele be- 
longed to the higheft Dignities, or to thofe ftylcd Ulufirious'^ and to fome others al- 
fo it was indulged to adore the Purple once a ycar5 as to the Officials of the Tricars, 
and to other Officers of foch Magifirates, as bore the Title of SpeSabilk, as Pro- 
confuls, the Comites Rci Militark, the Pr£fc 9 us Augujlalis'^ and fome Dstces, as 
thofe of Scythia, •Meefia Prima, Mttjia Secunda, and Dacia. The Principals of their 
Attendants were permitted to Adore, at the going out of their Offices^ but fome 
did it with thofe that were of Prasonfular Dignity, viz. they that belonged to the 
Proconfal of Achaia, Comes of the Eaji, the PrxfeSus Augufialk, the Vicars, and the 
Comes of the Mgyptian Limit. Others only were permitted to do it amongft the 
ProteUors, as thofe that appertained to the Duces of Scythia, Mafia, and Dacia Ri- 
fenjis. But this Honour was utterly denied to thc%fficials, though they were the 
Principal of thofe Goyemours of Provinces, who had but the ftyle of Clarijfimi: 
which Honour this Privilege accompanied amongfe others, that being admitted once 
to it, they could not be forced away to any other Employment, as in Corpora- 
tions.

Perfon undertook the Expedition, and came into Rhatia, an<f the Plains called 
Cm^ Canwi 5 where a Council of W<ir being held, after a long Confulcation it 
was Refoliied, that Arbetio, the Magifier Equitum, with the Choicelf part of the 
Army, (hould, by the fide of the L^ke called I^tus Brigantia, through which 
the PChine paffed, march away, and fall upon them. Arbetio did as his Orders En- 
^yned, but the Atmans having timely Notice of his coming, lay in* wait for him, 
whoddeat Diftreffcd him, that his Men ran away, and moft of them, by the Darknefs 

£>btth. the Night, efeaped, and got back to their Fellows 5 although a great number 
isflthem was loft, and with them no fewer than ten Tribunes, With this Succefs the 
Mtsasts exceedingly animated, ’renewed their Excurfions, and made frequent Sallies 
before it was light, w^ll nigh^ as far as the Roman Camp. The Scutarii, provoked 
by their Infolence, made fome Oppofition, but finding themfelves too weak to

. y jggfgj Commendatory Letters from S^yanuf^ as his Intimate Acquaintance, which 

he Simply and Honeftly, as not imagining the leaft Inconvenience would follow, 

Granted under his Hand. Thele Letters Djtiamiuf kept, till he could find an op- 
portunity to do him mifehief 5 and at length, his Envy being fuithcr provok’d, 
when he law him bufily employ’d againft the Barbar'iam in Gall, he took in the 
Advice and Afiiftance of l^mpadim, Pr^feUus Pretoria, Eujcbins, formerly Corns 
Rei Private, who had the Sirname of Mattiocopa, and JHdejm the Ex Magijler Me- 
moriat, then PrafeS. They raze out all he had written ih the Letters, only leaving « 
the Sublcription intir.e j and in the room thereof; devife an Exhortation to his 
Friends at Court, and ochers, amongft whom was one Fufcsis Alhims, to Affift him 
in his Dcfign, which was no left than to take the Purple, and Ufiirp. This Paper 
is produced, and Dytiamius appointed to make Inquifition after the Treafon. Such 
as were named in the Letter, and they could then come by, were taken into Cu- 
ftody, and Officers lent to Apprehend others that were in the Provinces. This 
> making a great Noile, as well at the Court, as cllewhere^ MaUrichts, who then 
Commanded the Souldiers called Gentiles, and was appointed to go and (etch Syl^ 

•vanus, Exclamed lore againft it 3 affirming, that thole Pcrlbns were Innocent, and 
merely, by the Tricks and Inventions of their Enemies, Circumv«ited and brought 
into Danger. ,.Yet notwithftanding, at the Ibllicitation ofArhetio, vsas J^odemiHs 
lent with Orders to him, that he Ihould come up 3 that. Apoekmns, who was an in- 
veterate Enemy to all Good men, who coming into Gall, never lent him the Or- 
ders, nor let him know on what Errand be was lent 3 but Aflbciating himfelf wiA 
the Rationalk of thole Parts, began to Vex and Difturb the Friends and Clients of 
the Magijler Pedituns, as one #ready Prolcribed, and to be put to Death. While 
the Arrival of Sjlramis was expeded, and Apodemius thus behaved himlelf in Gall, 
Djnamhu, to gain Credit to what he had already done, rcfolved to add one Cheat 
to another. He frames another Letter in the Name of Sylvanus and Malarichns, to 
the Tribune of the Fabrick at Cremona, whom, as Conlcious to their Plot, it Ad- 
vilc§ to have all things in readinefs, and that Ijpcedily. The Man. was Exceed- 
ingly Difturbed at what he had read, not knowing what it Ihould mean, nor 
remembring, that ever he had any Intcrcourle with thele Perlbns concernine any 
Matter of Secrefie or Concernment : therefore he lent away the Letter to MoMricb, 
bcfeeching him to tell him plainly what the meaning was 3 for hc^vas, for his pait,fi> 

Simple and Ignorant, that he could not underftand, it. • 

39. Malarich hereat as much concern’d^ as one whole Safety was broi^ht ioto 
lb great Hazard, bewailed his own Condition, and that of Sylvanus fiis Couiury* 
man, and opened it to the Franks, of whom a great Company in thole Dayeftou- 
rilhed in the Palace ^ and now more openly than before inveighed againft them by 
whofo lubtil 6 Devices they were fo much endanger’d. The Emperour acquaioMd 
therewith, by Advice of thole of FisConffJiory, and the Military Officers, gaveC^- 
der fi>r a Aria Inquiry into the Matter 3 and the ordinary Jud^ evading tht: Bu- 
ftneft, Florentius, who then executed the Place of Magijler (^ciomm, move! 
rowly foarched into it 3 and firrioufly viewing the Letter pretended to be wiithy 
A notaUe Sylvanus, dilbovered evidently finne Remains of the Charader, wherewith the 
^ 3 ,***^ Commendatory Epiftle had been written, and a manifeft interpolatkin. Hereup- 
on the Emperour abic»ated the Authority of the PrafeB, and fobjeded him eo 
Examinations but by the Omfpiracy of many togiether, whom he had made, bis 
Friends, he elcaped as well as riie reft, and Dytsamm was honoured with the Dig- 
nity of CorrtBw of Tnjeia, In the mean rime Sykunau bdqg advertifod. hy lus 
Friends how lus^Affinrs (food, confideringhow foduftrious his Enemy Arbetif ^ns 
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Sc^. 4. ^ deftroy him,, and how tickli(h and credulous the Humour of the Empeiour was A. D. 

t^^^V^wont to be in fuch Cates, was very apprehenfive, that he llioiild be condemned ^ i;. 
Abfent, and Unhear'd 5 and as one exceedingly perplexed, and not knowing what 
• to do, had Ibme thoughts of committing himfelf to the Fidelity of the Barhrous 
Nations j but Laniogaifits^ a Tribune, telleth him that there was little IX)ubt, but 
the Fran^, from whom he was defeendty, would betray him for a R.cward,or eUc 
kill him^ he then after fome fecret Confiiltations with his Oflicers, and great Pro- 
Sfivanuffnt. mifcs made thcqi, affumed the Imperial Habit (taking the Purple which was upon 
ccdfbrhisown the Engines or Standards, as theCuftom ofUlurpeis w'as, till they could provide 
^^^p"*“°"*°themC;lves of Robes^ as thereto forced for his own Prtfeivatjon. The News 
thereof flies faft to Milan, and arrives there in the Evening, bringing fuch Afto-. 
nifliment and Fear to Confiantiua, that in the fecond Watch of the Night, all his 
, Councel was fummoned to the Canfjiory^ whither being come, every one's Cou- 

rage and Tongue failed him 5 but at length, upon Inquirv, who ihould be lent 
againfl the llfurper, mention was made, yet coldly, of ‘U^'Uwut^ as a mm exceed- 
ingly skill'd in Military Affairs, though of late dilgraced. Him they lent for by • 
the Alagijier of Adnttjjlons, to do him the more Honour , and being entred the Con- 
fifiorp, the Purple was given him to kifs:; and fo he who not long before, through 

• the malicious Infinuations of the Court -Back'bitcrs, was termed the Whirlpit of the 
Fafl^ and faid, by means of his Sons, to aime at no left tlumthc Sovereignty^ now

• to a Fcllow-Souldier of the great Conftantine, as one alone fit to extinguilh the 

bellion by Honeft,thottgh cunning and crafty Means. By Iiis E.ndcavoiu they conc]u-^^,i 7 /;I,M: 
ded,that Sylvanus would be brought to Ruin 5 or elle he, whom they fufpefted as 
gry ftill, and revengeful for the Injuries he had receiv’d, wQuld mifcarry ir the At- 
tcmpt.ln both or either ofthde things, they thought they could not but be Gainers. 

30. Confultation then being had of haliening his Journey, he thought it conve- 
nient, before his Departure, to clear himfelf of thole things formerly laid to his 
Charge, and began to reftll the Acculations. But the F.mperour interrupted him, 
laying , that now it was nccdleft, and unftafbnablc, when fuch danger impended. 

A Debate was then held about the method wherew ith Sylvanus (hould be attac- 
qued. And it was refblv’d ^ that, as if Conjiantius knew nothing of his afliiming 
the Title, Letters fliould be writ to him to accept of Vtjinf.us lot his Succeflbr, 
fent acd return to Court, with the Dignity and Place he formerly enjoyed. Then was 
■gain im, difpatched away, and took with him (for he had defired that he might have 
that Liberty^ ten domeflick ProteHors, amongfl: whom was Amtmanus Marcellinus 
himfelfj who wrote the Hiftory^ and Krinianus, his Colleague. They ufed all the 
Speed they poflibly could to preveiTt the Fame of th^ir comii)g5 but notwithftand- 
ing all their Diligence, the News flew before them 10 Collcw, wdiere they found a 
great Multitude, and many Foiccs met, and therefore they rtfblvcd by all fair 
Means pofliblc to addreft themfllves, and colour tlieir Defigns, by the fpecious 
Show ofOblequioufueft^ coiifidcring alfb how near they weic to mofl certain Dc- 
ftrudfion. therefore taking this couife, was kindly receiv’d, and killed 

his Purple, as the manner was of laluting F.mpcrouis, for Vvhich he was Ad- 
mitted into Inward Familiarity , to his Table, and into the moft llcret Con- 
fultation what was now to be done for their Joynt- Concernments. Sjli.anus 
would ever and anon be complaining, with much Indignation, how moft un- 
worthy Pcrfbns being preferr’d to the Conjulp/p, neither he iidr ‘Urficinus fliould 
be thought worthy of any fuch Honour, but on the contrary, moft unhafld- 
fbmly Treated 3 the one by Fake Accufations and Suimifts tif Trcalbn, and the 
other by being hurried away out of the Fafi, and Expofed to the Ciaits and fub- 
til Prafticcs of his Enemies. This Security and Confidence of his, gave good E!n- 
couragement to Ur^inus and his Companions 5 but the Army now wanting Pay, 
began to talk ofpamngthe Cottian Alps, which Teriified, and forced them to ven- 
ture upon the Execution of what they Came about. They therefore tampered under 
hand, by fit Inftruments, with thofe Companies called Braccati, and Cvrnuti'^ know- 
ing them of an inconftant Humour, and eafily to be*movcd by the Temptations of 
Gain and Advantage ^ ^nd fo throughly wrought with them, that early in the morn- 
ing they fet upon thole th.it Guardeclthe Palace, and having killed them, drew Sylvanus 
»»ho entraps out of a Chappel whither he had fled, and cut him in pieces. So periftied a Cap- 
no mean Merits, whom the Craft of his Enemies, joyned with the Emperour’s 
Credulity, had forced to this U(urpation,mere]y for his own Security ; for though 
he knew he had fufficiently obliged Conftantius, by delivering over the Armsttur^ 

( of which he was Tribune } to nim bdtore the Battel of Murfa, and befidcs his 
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Sc£^. /j.. own Delerts, could plead the Services of his Father ( Bmntns by Name, and a Franc^ A. D, 
by Nation) performed to Confiantim in his Wars againft UchtiMf^ yet he adured ace, 
himlelf all thele would not over-power the Natural Jealoufie and Credulity of the 
Prince. Ammanut relates, that before his Death hapned in GaW, the People in the ' 

Great Cirque at uncertain upon what ground, or whence moyca thereto, 
cryed out, that Sylvama was overthrown. 

3 1. Sylvanus thus having Pcriftied, Confiantius^ as delivered from a Dangerous 
Rival, thence conceived extraordinary Joy, but made no good Uie of fo great a 

of the Deli- Deliverance : for he grew, as more Confident, fo more Infolent and Proud 5 and, 
verance. like to DoMitian, as he hated all that Gallantly Demean'd themlclves, he was fo far 
from Commending what was done, that he pick'd a Quarrel about fome Piiblick 
Money, that he pretended TJr^cinus and his Followers intercepted in GW/, and 
font Orders to have a ftrift inquiry made about it, ivhereas there was never any 
fuch matter. It was in a manner his whole Employment to brag of his own Pow- 
er and Greatne^ 5 to which Vanity he was much incited by the egregious Flattery , 
of thofo about him ^ and indeed he would not endure any, but fuch as were en- 
dued with that Faculty : for as a Prince is, fo is his Council and Attendants. Bad * 

Princes are ufiially forved with fuch like as themfolves, which pleafo them btft j 
neither arc Wife Councellors chofon, but by thofo that have good Underltanding. 

It cannot be, but the next thing we hear of Confiantim is, that he is bufily induftii- 
ous to make Inquifitinn, and frame Procefles againfo thofo of Syhanuf his Party, 
ufing the Diligence of Paul^ that Flagitious Accufor and Incendiary. To begin the 
work, Proctiltft^ the Domeftick of Syha»uf, is put to the Rack 5 a man lean and tht pri- 
fickly, who not able to endurd the Torture, would accufo, right or wrong, and 2 ^“,; 
bring Numbers into Tr<rvible, as all men feared 5 but it fell out quite contrary. 

For, being warned in a Dream, as he affirmed, that he (hould not name any Inno- 
cent Perfon, he endured the Pains, alniofo to Death, with wonderful Conftancy, 
and without Accufing, or Mentioning one man 5 ever affirming, that what Sylvanus 
did was meerly out of Neceffity, and not Ambition; which he. evidently Demon- 
ftrated by this paflage. That having paid his Ai’mv five dayes before he Aflumed 
the Imperial Title, he then ufod the Name and Authority of ConjUntim^ and Ex- 
horted them all to be conftant in their Fidelity to him; which he w’ould not have 
done, if he had had then any fuch Defign ; but ceitainly have employ’d that Trea- 
bis own Advantage. This, as Matter of Fait, there were many that 
ij/w his could Atteft. Yet notwithftanding was he put to Death, and after him Pawce- 
Friends. ^ alfo Afclepiodotus, Lutto, and Mandio, of the Degree of Comtes, with many 

others. 

32. This, we muft believe from our Grave ffiftorian, was the Humour and Be-

But it 
(eems at this time, there were (bme that (pake againfi thefe Meflages, as u(he(^ 
fuch as derogated from their Authority, or fearful they (hould therein be acculhl, 
as (bme way or other abufing their Power. Therefore ConHantins^ upon the Com- 
plaint of thofe concerned, gives them, by this Edift direfted to Taurus the Pr£^t- 
SusPretorie^ full Licenfe and Authority to make known their Grievances: forbid- 
ding the Magifirates to Interpolc or Hinder them. In like manner as this very i, 3. y, jut 
(ame year, he alfo encourages Appeals to be made to him, which for fear of the frrmtmja- . 
Judges were forborne. In the Law concerning the Aflcmblies, he ules this Exprcl^ 
non : Let ue DiOatar hinder the Meetings 5 let none Jpeak^ againfi the Councils, By uullus iiitxr 
which word DiOator may either be meant Figuratively, fuch as imperioufly inter- 
pofed in this Cale, or properly fiime Magidrates of certain Cities, who bore this

• 33- At this time Leontius govern’d with great Equity and Moderation, and 
by his extraordinary Courage and Prudence quieted the People, which was falne 
into Sedition, for want of Wine. But in the mean time Confiantius^ at Milan^ was 

* much dilquicted by continual Reports of the Didurbances that hapned in Gaily 
where the Barbarous Nations waded the Country without Controle. He was very 
doubtful what in this Ca(e to do 5 for he himfclf had no mind to dir out of Italy in- 
to any remote parts, and therefore mult have fome other» to reprefs the Barbariansy 
who (hould be furni(hcd with (iifficicnt Authority for fo great a Command. He 

He htt thought therefore of promoting “juliany the Brother of Gallusy to the Dignity of C<e- 
and when one difficulty prefled upon another, communicated his Defign to 
Su^/itf«!thofc about him 5 proteding, that he alone was not able to undergo fo weighty a 
Burthen, as that of the Empire. Thefe Flatterers manifelkcd a great Defoe tp 
draw him from his Purpofe ^ affirming, that nothing was fo difficult, but his molt 
powerful Courage, and Condudf was able to manage it : and they foggeded (pcr- 
naps their own Confeiences provoking them) that he ought to beware of the Name 
of Cafary putting him in mind of what hiid hapned in Relation to Gallus. So ob- 
ftinately they behaved themfelves in the Matter, that they had diverted him, if the 
Emprels had not concerned her felf : and, whether out of an Averfion to Tedious 
Expeditions, or her own Native Prudence, filly pcifwadcd her Husband to pur- 
fue his Intentions. Julian had lately been lent for out of Achaia^ and wore the 
Pallium dill, as a Philofopher, having all this while applied himfelf to Study. But 
now Conjiantiusy having called the Aimy together, mounted the Tribunal, for this 
purpofe made higher, and more Conipicuous than ordinary ; and taking him by 
the hand, Addrefi’cd himfelf unto the Souldiers. In fair words he told them. 

That after the Overthrow of feveral Tyrants and U'urpcrs, that had fet up for “ 
themfelves, the Barbarous Nations had broken the Peace, and Invaded Gull 5 and “ 

’ this begat their Confidence, and encouraged them fi) to do, that he many times 
' was ncceffarily employed in other remote Parts of the Empire. That if they “ 
NoewithAand- would approve thereof ('for the Roman Emperours were wont fo far to condc- “ 

(tend in Matters of greateif Moment, as to make their Souldiers their Counccl- 
Courders, he lorsj he had found out a way for Teprelfing their Infolcnce, and preferving “ 
Borders 5 whicl^ was to dighific with the Title and Authority olCaJary his “ 

* Coufin Julian a young man, as they knew, notable for his Modefty 5 and one who *' 
gave hope, that he would prove induftrious. As he was going on, the Aflembly “ 
interrupted him, telling him, it was the Will of Oody that lo it (hould be. To 
which he anlwer’d, that in Compliance with his and their Defires, he would give 
him the Robe, and therewith put the Purple upon him, and declared him Cajar* 

Then, with a grave and fober Countenance, giving him the Title of Mojl Loving 
BrotheTy he told him, hc'eftcemed it the greateft pa’rt of his Glory, that he had “ 
Opportunity to confea this Dignity, in a manner hereditary, to Co near a Relati- “ 
on. That now he was to be Alfillant, and Partaker of his Labours and Perils, ” 
and he committed to him the Care and Proteftion of Gall^ wherein, if there “

by his Example and Advice to encourage the ordinary Souldiers, and make his 
own Eyes the Di(coverers of the Merits, or Demerits, of his Men. He added, 

That he being himlelf Courageous, was now to undertake the Command of a **

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4, Stout and Valiant Army. That he Qiould find him ever Loving^ and Affifiant ” A. D. 

i hoped by God’s Afiifiance, they (hould Govern the Rgman “ a ^ d. 

Woild with equal Piety and Moderation. What he had (aid and done, the Soul* L/’V^ 
diets Approved by their ufual Sign, which was, to make a noile with their Tar- 
gets upon their Knees ; whereas they were wont, on the contrary, to tefiifie 
their Anger, or Sorrow, by beating their Shields with their Lances 5 and few there 
were but exceedingly Kejoyced^ and (as our Author tells us ) Admired the Per- 
fbn of the New Cafar^ as prefaging Wonderful Things to be Atchieved by him. 

This pafied at Mria/;^ on the (ixth of November^ in the Conjnlfnp of Arbetio and Lai* 
lianus^ as Awmiaum txprefly writes. 

: marrift 34* a ft w daycs after, received in Marriage Helena^ the Sifter of Cofijiatf* 

Hiina, the Si- tius and, all things prepared for his journo, (ct forward for Gall on the firft 

® Train, which Zojtmuj writes^ to haveconfifted but of 
atoCiiu three hundred and fixty Perlbns, having been brought on his way by the Em- 
perour, as far as a Place ( thought to be Durik') famous for two Pillars Eredted 
betwixt Laumllum and Ticimim, or Pavia. He came to Taurimm ( or Trent ) where 
he firft received the (ad News of Colleitt^ then a Famous City in the Second Gereta* 
its being taken and razed by the B/Vtbarians 5 which the Emperour had notice 
of ' before, but concealed it, left he (hduld be Dilcouraged. With this he was much 
Difinayed, as Ominous to him at his firft Undertaking, and was often heard 
to Complain, and fay, that he got no more by his Preferment, than to Perilh 
with greater ruimoil and Bufinefi. .

And an old 
blind Woman, asking iv,ho it was that maae his Entrance, upon Anfwer that it^”^ g ® 
was Juhan, Replied, and cryed out, that He fliould Reftore the Temples of the 
Gods. Having here entred his firft Conlulftiip, which the Emperour bore ( to-y>f cop. 
gether with him) now the eighth time, and paffed over the Winter in Anxious ♦..✓[WJ 
' Cares and Confultations, he received Intelligence, that Attgnfiodunam was Befieged 

by the Barbarians j a City of great Antiquity, and Larger but fo Anticnt, that^**’*' 
with Age the Walls were well nigh Confumed. To its Succour he moved, and 
Arrived there on the Twenty fourth of jf»»e, where he found not the Enemy, 
who, it (<«ms,'durft not abide his Coming 5 and therefore he Refolved to pur- 
(ue him 5 and for that purpofc taking only the CataphraOi^ and Bahjiarii along 
with him, though but a (lender Guard for his Perfon, Marched with (peed to 
Autoftdornm 5 where having made a fliort ftay for Refreftiing himfolf and his Ar- 
my,' he hafted away to the Tricajfini^ and there fo entertain’d tho(e Rovers, 

Putsto flight who in great multitudes Engaged him, that (bme he Took, more he Kill’d, 
liK AiniMs. jijjjj the reft he put to Flight j though far he could not purfue them, by rea- 
fon of the heavy Armour which his Souldicrs wore. Aftcp this Aftion he depart- 
ed to Rheinss^ and ordered the Army to be in a readinefs, and ftay for him ; 

Marcel/^, the Succeflor of Vrfiemas^ then Commanding, though Vrftcinus him- 
feJf was Ordered alfo to ftay in iho(e l^arts till the end of the Expedition. Thence, 
after Serious Deliberation, did he march againft the Almans ; who, taking the Ad- 
vantage of a wet and dark Night, foil upon his Rear, through places which they 
thcmlelves alone knew ; and had cut off two Legions, if upon a fodden noile made, 
the beft of the Army htid not gone in to the Relcue. Perceiving hence, that there 
was no proceeding without being endangered every day, by realon qf their Know- 
ledge of the Countrey, and his own Ignorances he refolved to make himlclf Ma- 
fter of the Cities upon the Borders, wherein he might lye fecurely, and thence make 
Excui fions, as he faw convenient. 

After a prolperous Fight againft the Germans, who endeavoured to hinder 
what he had IXigned 5 he got poileflion of Broiomagnm, and thence made for Col- 
lein ( Agrippina,oMt Author calls it 5 ) which had been Razed before his coming in- 
to G^//, in the Country adjoyning to which, there was no City to be fecn, norfo 
•Scixaon Pla-much as a Caftle; only at the Place called Confluents, where the Mofelie and the 
King i:pon Jo mcct, there was a Village, by name Rigodnlnm, - Sind one Tower or Fort, 

‘^near to Collem'^ for it’s reported, that to give Difturbance to Magnentins, the Em- 
perour Conflantius procured the Barbarians to break into the Roman Pale, where 
tht7 deftioyed above forty Towns. In Colein he abode fo long, till he had made 
a Peace with the Kings of the Francks (the Fury of whom now Abated t,) and re- 
ceived of them a ftrong Town. With which Profperous beginnings Encouraged, 
he RJelblved to take up his Winter-Quarters about Triers, Here he found himlelf 
Involv’d in various Difficulties. The Garrifon-Souldicrs had forfaken their Pofts, 
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Seft. 4. *"<1 to be brought back to the Places moft Expofcd. The Neighbouring Na- 
^^^rV^tions had Confpir’d together againfl; the Ramans 5 In their Councils they were to 3 e 
be Difonited, poffible, and the Army wanted Provifions, which in the Chicfcft 
»place was to be conlidered. But, as Cares for the future are wont to be forgotten, 
when prefent Neccffities fall upon us 5 he had DiverHon given him by the Enemy j 
who, having* learned from fbme Fugitives, that thofc of the Army, called Scutari/^ 
were abfent 5 and that the Gentiles were Difpcrfed through the Country for conve- 
nience of Quarter, laid Siege to Senona, where he now lay. He himftlf, with his 
Officers, watched Day and Night upon the Walls, having a great defire to make a 
Sally : but his Numbers being too leant for fuch an Attempt, he yet Manfully held 
it out, till the Befiegers, being tired, and having no hope to prevail, went their 
Ways. All this while MarceUm, the Magijier Equitum, quartered not far off, nei- 
ther was he ignorant what Danger C£jar was in 5 yet never ftirred to his Relief, 
notwithffanding his Duty had been to mccour and preferve the Place, though Jn- 
lion had not been in it. But he thus delivered, applies his Care to the Refrefh- 
mentof h^ men, though the Country, fb harafled with the Wars, afforded little 
Advantage. However by his Induftry he procur'd Supplies clfcwhere^ and as to 
himfelf, though his Allowance was good Tsiom the Emperour, he was contented 
* with the Diet of an ordinary Souldier 3 and 10 lived as if he had governed himfelf^ 
according to the fumptuary Laws, or after the Rules prefetibed by the Rhetra of 
for fb our Author writes^ who further adds, that as Alexander of old, 
nttraraSnary fb he now appointed the very Nights, not only to deep and reft; but to two o*' 
commradaii- ther Employments, of publick Bufinefs, and his private Studies 5 yet, he moreftre- 
’ nuoufly than the other : for Alexander held in his Hand a Silver Ball our of the 
Bed, under which was fet a Bafbn of Braft, that when,*tiirough Sleep, he let it 
fall, it might make a Noif?, and thereby admonifh him of his Drowzintfs. But Jm~ 
lion had no need of any fuch Monitor, waking as often as he pleafed himfelf and 
was wont to rife at Midnight 5 not out of any foft or fiimptuous Bed, but his mean 
and ordinary Couch, fecretly to make his Prayers to Mercnry, whom he imagined 
to be, according to his, and our Hiflorian's Divinity, the more quick and vigo- 
rous Senfeof the World, and was wont to excite the Motions of the minds of men. 

This in fb great DeRAs of things, he endeavoured to fearch out and difeover^ 
which Difquifition, both difficult and ferious (you mufi know) beihg finifhed, he 
then appliM himfelf to the whetting of his Wit. And incredible it is with what 
and how great Ardour, making Inquiry after the high Knowledge of the great- 
eft things, and feeking out, as it were. Food for his Mind, ftill diming up 
to higher Matters in his Difputations, he ran through all the parts Of Philo- 
fbphy. 

36. Thefe Matters (for we fhall ftill follow Amnnams') he cffeftually and fully 
fiirniftied himfelf witlr, and yet did he not defpife thofe of lower Concernment. 

For he was reafbnably well skill’d in Rhctorick and Poetry, as his handfbm, though 
grave Orations and Epiftles manifefted 5 to which was added a manifold Knowledge 
of Roman Hiftory, as W'ell as that of other Nations, and a fufficient Readineft in 
the liOtin Tongue. If that therefore be true, which feveral Writers relate (thus he 
proceedeth) of King Cyrns, of Simonides, the Lyrick^^ Poet, of Hippias the Elean, 

^the moft Acute oiall Sophijls') their having fb great Memories by Virtue of fbme 
finall Quantities of Potions and Receits which they ufed^ iris tetbe believed, thst crtiadHio 
he now Ad^. drank off the whole Barrel of Memory, if any where it could be 
found. And thefe are the Evidences by Night of his Modefty and Vertues. As 
for his handfbm and Faceftous S^ches, and how he behaved himfelf^ either before «»,/? ufqum 
his Advancement, or in Battles, or with what Magnanimity and Freedom he reform- 
cd Matters in the State they fhall all (he tells us)^in their proper Places be dc-** 
monftrated. When he, being a Philofbpher, was, as a Prince, confttained to excr- 
ciR and train his Souldiers, he would often make mention of Plato^ and add, that 
this was a Pack, or Fardel, fit for an Oxe to bear, and not a Burthen for his Shoul- 
ders. The Agentes in Reims , being brought into the Conffiory to receive their 
■Gold, one of them amongft the reft, did not as they were wont, receive it in his 
Goat, but took it away in both his hands, at the light of which he ufed this Ex- 
preffionj The Agentes in Rebus arc skilful in taking, not in receiving, alluding to 
that rapadous Humour of thefe Officers, which heretofore we have obfeiyed. Hav- dptrtfeunt 
ing condemned a man to BanHbment, who had ravifhed fbme Virgins/ when he^|®"*” 
Heard it was taken ill, that he had not put him to Death, he laid/ hitherto thu 
l.aws may tdame Clemency^ but it becomes a Pdnee of a nsoft mild Di^o^ok, to 
eitoll the Laws. As he was on hn March, he referred the' Complaints of Petiti- 
oners 
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4. oners to the Governouis of the Provinces 5 and at his return in Perfon Examined A. D. 
each particular, and Mitigated, by his Genuine Mildntft, the Rigor of the Piinifh- c 6 . 
ments. Not to (peak of his Viftories, whereby he often ovcrihre^w the Barbari' 

4»/, how further he Relieved G-*//, almoff utterly (fK’iit by the Milery and Povcr-< 
ty under which it Groaned 5 ‘hence appears, that when he firlt entred that Pro- 
vince, he found an Exaftion for every Caput or Capitum (that is, fii’ch a quantity 
of Land ) of twenty five Aurei by way of Tribute 5 but at his Departure he had re- aedpiemim tp. 
duced it to Seven, for wliich the Inhabitants Rcjoyced in him, as a Bright, Irradi- ' 

ant Sun ri(en upon them, after fo gvofi an<l palpable Fogs of Darknels. And this jin cenfu, fed 
he conftantly oblcrv tl, till his Deaths To grant no Indulgences or Pardons rela-^’* 
ting to Payments of Tribute, unto any particular men, knowing well, that by Co dfcapita‘tio'‘& 
doing he fhoukl add to the Wealth of thole .that were Rich, whereas the poorer ade» 
(brt were at the very beginning compelled to pay all their Dues. But while he 
thus Exerciled himfelf in fuch moderate Methods of Government, ( (aiih he ) as fit ruitfi^mhiT 
llxcAiniMt ought to be inftituted by Good Princes 5 the Barbarians renewed and increaled 
Uepopuhte^^ their Fury, Roving up and down the Country, and like to Starved and Ravenous 
tlKProvince.

There was one Fcrtjfimts^ 
the Degree of Contes^ who openly ftuck not to lay, that having from an ordinary, oothef. /» 
or Common Souldier,.rj!(en to Co great Command, he therewith contented not^-'s- 
himlel^ but A^ired after the very Empire.

Much about the lame time, Conjianiius^ being given 
to underlfand by llich as came out of Ga//, how Marcellus had omitted to Relieve 
Juljasi^ ^ut him out of Commilfion, and confined him to his own Houle ^ who 
thereupon conceiving himlelf highly Injur’d, thought to be Reveng’d upon Czcjir, 

-by whilpering into the Credulous Ears of the Emperour fuch things as would make 
, him Jealous of him to the utmofi Extremity, "julian was lufficicntly aware hereof^ 
knowing well the Malice of the one, and the Supine Credulity of the other 5 and 
therefore, upon the Departure of Marcellus^ lent away hjitherius^ his Prsepofitnt Cu- 
bicnli, to Anfwer to fuch things as (hould be Objefted againlf him. Marcellus^ not 
aware hereof, halfed to Milan^ and in a great Chafe and Diforder ( being an Idle 
mmiiat ac- Tatler, and almoft a Mad man J when he was admitted into Confyiory, Accufed 
cueii as a forward Defigner, and one who was preparing and Inaping himlelf

riusy and finds none of the Eunuchs amonglf the Antients ( fbr an Eunuch, he wsts } 
worthy to be compared to him.

the Woman, perlwaded her to addj that he was guilty of Trcafon, and name- 
ly had flolen the Purple Covering from off the Sepulchre of Dioclefiofr^ and 
forae few knowiqg of it, kept it hid for fome dangerous Dcfign. This Fellow 
himfelf came to Court, and framed a Story, which would have brought many to 
certain Deflrudion, if it had not found Honefl an<l Rtfolute Judges. The mat- 
ter, was committed to be examined and heard, to Mavortius, then PrxfeSus Pr£- 
torioj a man of the greatefl Conflancy imaginable^ with whom was joyned Z)rfulns 
the Comes Largitiomtm, a Perfon of commendable Severity. The Crime was ag- 
gravated, as feited with the Humour of the Times, but by Torture of many 
Perlbns nothing could be difcovered, and the judges were very doubtful 
what to determines when the mans Wife,ul^d by her Confeience, and the Ne- 
lld^urtgerfccffity wherein her Hulband and others were involved, confefled Rujims to be 
111- Judges, the Contriver of the whole Device, and concealed not how Familiar they had been 
^ together. After Mature Deliberation had hereupon, they were both Sentenced, 
and put to Death. At which ConfiatrttHs was very angry, and in a menacing man- 
ner fent Command to Dr/ulus to come up to Court; as having executed him, who 
had been the Preferver of his Perfon. He was advifed, not to commit himfelf to 
lb great Hazard; but up he came with great Courage and«R.efolution; and being 
call’d into the Cgnjijiory^ with open Heart and Mouth, both declared all that had * 
pafled, and therewith fo daunted his Adverlaries that they held their Peace; and 
fo he free’d both himfelf and the PrafeS from a manifeft and imminent Danger. 

Others there were, who were not fo happy as to evade the fnarcs laid for them, 

' but mifearried, through the great Jealoufte of Conjiantius, which his Minifters fo- 

mented out ofa greedy Defire of Wealth, wherewith all forts of men at this time 
were wonderfully inflamed, without any Diftinftion of Right or Wrong, Juftice, 
or In juftice. Amongft thofe of the ordinary Magiftrates there was RjnJfms, the firft 
PrsefiSus Pr£tori0^ of Military men Arbeth the Atig/Jicr Equitutn^ and pMfebms^ the 
Pr£poJttus Cubiculi, befidcs the ^^fior'-, and in the City, the of whom the 

Pofterity imitating their Grandfathers could never be contented with an Eftate fer 


greater. 

39. But we hear too much oi Confiantins his je alous and credulous Flumour, and 

the lad Effedis thereof; let us divert our thoughts by a view of what elfe he aftcd**^>, 
this year, in Reference \o Civil Matters; for as to War, he himfelf in Perfon was 
not now Engaged. Lying ftill at Al//.t», in the beginning of the year, he took 
Notice of a great Abufe committed in the Coin, by melting it down, and felling 
tnUntius q£ gs Other Merchandize ; through which Piafticcs fo great Detriment came to 
Melting”^* the Publick, that by an Edift he forbids them both, upon Pain of Death ; and “ p’cunia'tt/f/^- 
Sciiingorcoin.that for this Reafon, becaufe the End and DeITgnof Money is to be the Price “ verit &c» Codm 
of Things, and not^ike Wares to be bought and fold.

We (hall only further obferve, that this Oration is laid to be 
read in the Senate by Praxius the Procottftd, on the Ninth ‘day, or Seventh of the 
Jdes of May, whereas by the Rule of Augufius , the Senate could only be held on

41. The Year following, into which foil the one and twentieth of his Reign, 
and theCCCLVII ©four Lord, according to vulgar Computation, hchimfelfthc^ p j 
Ninth, and Julian Cafar the fecoiid time tearing the Title olConfuh., he continued liano Ceja 
ftill at Milan\ till about the end of April. And at this time however his Jealoufie 2 Qfs. 
might prevail with him againft the Lives and Fortunes of Innocent Perfons; yet he 
publiihed fome Edids, which made well for the Eafe of his Subjeds. It was a thing 
fometimes pradilcd by the Magiftrates of this Age, in certain Cafes, to lay extra- 
ordinary Taxes or Impolitions upon the People Subjed to their Jurildidions^ and 
namely, they that carried the Title of SpeQabilk, as the Protonfuls and Vicars^ 

'• but they cfpecially, who in ihcfc Dayes took too much upon them in other 
Matters, as that of Appeals. This bringing, both great Damage and Inconveni- 
ence to the Provincials, and thence as great Scandal to the Government; by two 
Icveral Laws he obviates the Pradicc ; whereof the firft is direded to the Peo- 
pie to give them therein Satisfadion, and the other to Taurus, the Proofed sff u &c.coi- 
Pr£torio of Italy, to whom belonged, as the Care and Overfight of 
an InIppdion over the Covernours of Provinces, and alfo the Levying of Extiaor-^j,„7. ^ j 
dinary Taxes or Impofitions. By thclc Laws he prohibits ahy ordinary Judge 
LefTensihc qj* Magiftratc of the Dignity of Spedabilk, or Clarijjinssss, to lay any extraordi- ^jnHano 
povverofthe Charge upon the Subied, under Pain of paying himfelf the Double 2

fold. But thinking it not rcafonable to force the fame Inhibition upon the 
feUi Praiorio, he makes a Diftindion betwixt (ridden and urgent NeceIGties, and 
fiich as were not at hand, but might be forcleen, and at Diftance. In the latter 
Cale, when there was Leifurc enough, the Pr^feU ought to impofc nothing, “ 
but at the time to certifie the Prince, that according to the Cuftom, fuch Tax “ 
was to be impolcd ; that he might Confider of his own Occafions, and the 
Provinces accordingly. But when there was urgent and inexculable Necduty, 10 
as the publick Safety would not difpenfe with^Delay, then might the PrafeGns “ 
Prsetorio Impofe an extraordinary Tax, (not Extraordinary as to the Quan-“ 
tity of the Siun is to be meant, but in Oppofition to the ordinary or Com- “ 
mon Tributes ) and this done, he was therewith to acquaint the Emperour, 
that by his Authority the thing might be confirmed, or receive Alteration te- ^ 
fore the Gathering of it. Other focceeding Princes, as we may foe here- 
after, denied this Power to the PrafeSsi the ordinary, and cxtraordina^ In- • 
didion of TriWes, . both alike, belonging to the Sovereign Authority. 
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cQ, But here Confiantius Grants it with two Reftriftions. The one in cafe only of In- A. D. 
^Y’^^filperable Neccffity, Which admits of no Delay ; and the other, fo as it he Appro- e; 7, 
ved and Confirmed by the Prince, who before the full Exaction or Colleftion might 
’be Certified of the Occafion, and both of that, and the Sum Impofed, fend liis Ap- 
probation, oi>Diflikc. 

42. Some fifteen dayes after, he Publiftied another Edic't to the fame Tuirruf, 
bliHicsm concerning the Management of the Curfus Pnblicus^ Determining of what fijit 
Men the Curiofi^ or thofc that had the Charge of it, fliould be Chofen 5 
'^Wi««."*how many in number, and what their Duty (hoiild be. Iliiherto out of the 
Officium^ or Attendance of the Pntfe&i Pr£torio. and oftentimes fiom amongffc 
thofe of their Vicars Pcrfbns were wont often tt) be Deputed to this Charge, 
nay, from amongft the Memorialcs^ and other Palutwes. But by this Law ‘‘ 
he Forbids this to be Praftifed for the time to come ^ Commanding that the 
Agentes in Rebus alone be appointed to this Employment. Their number he 
will have to be tVvo in every Province, which he tliinks (iilficient for the “

quires, that they take Care, left any life of it but fiich as have Licenfe 

fi) to do, obtained from the Prince himlHf, or from other Magiftrates who “ 
had Power to Grant it, as the Magjjier Officioriim. As alfo, that none exceed “ 
the Liberty Granted to them ; as if they have only Permiffion to make Ule 
• of one Chariot or Carriage, that they have not two, or inftcad of a Lefler, “ 
a greater Waggon. Here, as to the ufual Carriages, mention is made of thefl* four 
fcveral forts, tiz,. of Rhcda^ Birotuin^ f 'eredus^ and (^labula. "fhat called Rhcda was 
drawn by no fewer than Eight or Ten Mules j the Btroium with three : Veredus was 
a Angle Horfe, and the Clabitla was drawn by four Oxen. ‘Fie further requires, that 
fitch as pretend licence from the Prince, do produce it, and make it appear to thefc 
Curhjf^ of what Condition or Degree Ibcver tliey arc 5 whether Tribunes ^ Notaries, 
or fitch as bear the Title of Comites. 

hepft^Ms 43 * In mean time, the Perfians infefted the F.ajiern Provinces j not Fight- 
feft theta- ing, as they Were wont, but like Thieves and Robbers, (hatching away what 
trnPFovia- could get 5 in which courfc of Hoftility they fometimes Fajed well, and 
other whiles came by the Woift, and (hort home. Mujonianus , the PraifeHus 
Prsetorio of the Eafi, being a Man of Good Paits, but, as the fiumour of the 
Times Vas, Mercenary, and cafie to be drawn afidc by Money, by certain Cun- 
ning Emiflaries he employed , difirovered their Defigns, having taken in to his 
Afliftance Cajfianus, the Dux of Mejapotamia ; one w ho v;’as Hartly enough, as 
an old Souldier. Although by their Spies they knew fiifh'ciently that Sapor tlic 
King was Employed in a Blootly War againft fomc N .iglibouring Nations; 
ytt did they follicit Tam Sapor, one who Commanded the Forces ’Xvliich la^*^. 
ncareft to the Empire, to perfvvade his Prince by Letter to make Peace xvith ^ 
the Emperour, thsft being thereby rendred Secure on this fide, he might with 
the more Eafe and Sccuiity Grapple with his other Enemies. This he under- 
took, and fignified to his Mafter, that Confiantuis, being Involved in moft Diffi- 
cult Wars, earneftly begg’d Peace ; but in the paflage of the Meflengers to the 
Countries of the Chiomta and Alani, where the Perfians Wintred, much time 
was fpent. Whilt Matters went thus in the Eaji, Conjiantnis lying ftill at Mi~ 
onjlantiusht-lan, and having little to do^ rcfolvcd to take a Journey to Rome ; there, as 
mg nothing Author Ccnfijrcs him, without ayy good Pretence , to Triumph over the 
jumqTto” * Subjefts whom he hadJcill’d; the fiift that did thus after the Deftru- 

tmt. ftion of Magnentius : as if he had now ftiut the Temple of Janus, although nei- 
ther he in Perfbn had Conquer*d any Nation, nor by the Vhilour of his Cap- 
tains had Subdued any, nor added New Provinces to the F'rapirc. So flir was 
' he from this, that he was never feen in the greateft Dangers, nor to go on with 
the Forwardeft , but loving to make a great Show, that the People, who little 
cared for it, or at all defired it, might behold his Banners Gliftering with 
'Gold, and his Guards with Silver. .He was plcafed to be feen abroad, not 
knowing, perhaps, that fome Princes of old would in times of Peace be con- 
tent with a few iJifors but when the Cafe required it, venture their Lives 
with all Alacrity, and refufe no Dangers, that they might leave the Memory 
of their glorious Adions behind them. By the Greatnefs and Splendour of 
Ihs Train, as well as the great Dignity which he enjoyed, he drew the Eyes 
of all Men upon him, and, as with a Complete Army, purfued bis Journey to- 
wards the City.

great was the Confluence, that he thought all the World was met at Rom, In 2 e 7, 

his Golden Chariot he made his Entry, fhining like the Sun, through the Quantity 
and Luftre of its Gems. The Dragons Embroydered upon Purple, fluttered in the 
Air about him from the ends of their Staves, which Gliftered with Pe^rl and preti- 
ous Stones 5 and while they were tolled in the Wind by their Length and Wavings, 

The manner they leemed to imitate the I'lue and Living ones in Hilling, and in the Tortuofity 

ofhisEntr}-. Yails. He was Encompalkd with double Ranks of Aimed men, who wore 

Targets and Helmets, as allb Corflets bright and Ihining ; and amongft them rode 
here and there tlie Cutupiracii, ( whom the PerfiJtis caWed CUbamrii') lb Fenced 
about their Bodies and Limhs with Iron, that one would have imagined them to 
have been Images, polilhctl by the Skilliil hand of Praxiteles, and not Men 5 their 
mour being Co wrought with Joynts, that what Partlbever they moved, it gave 
way. The Emperour now being Saluted on every fide with lucky Acclamati- 
ons, and the Noile, both of Voices and Inflruments, late as it wdre Aftonilhed, and 
kept himfclf as Immoveable, as he was wont to do in the Provinces. P’or as he 
entred the High Cates, he flooped with his very low Body 5 but kept his Eyesftill 
fixed before him, and as if they in his Head 5 looking neither on the one 

fide nor the other, neither when the Chariot lhaked, at all moving i not lb much as 
Spitting, wiping his Face, or blowing his Nole, or in the lealt leen to ftir an 
Hand : which pofturc of an Image, ihough he did affedl, yet ( faith our Hiflo- 
rian )this, and fome other pallagcs of his Lite, were figns of no fmall Patience^ and 
as one would havethought,to him alone granted. But again, he leemed as rigidly Su- 
percilious, on the other Iide,that during his whole Reign, he never took any man up to 
him in his Chariot, nor vied other maiks of Civility wont to be bellowed, upon 
He greatly aa- Dilcretitin, by other Piinccs. W hen he was come to the Rojira, lie was amazed at 
luifCi the city, Sight of the Forum (that Dcmonlhation of the ancient Power of the Inhabi- 
tants) and when looking on every lide, he could behold nothing but Miracles, he 
If)ake to the Nobility in the Curia, or Senate-Houje, and made a Speech to the Peo- 
ple from the Tribunal. He was wonderfully delighted with the Place, and was 
thereby moved to lb good Humour, that when the Equejiriat/ Games were celebra- 
ted, he was well plealed with the ullial Tatling of the Multitude, which carried it lelf 
towards him, ticithcr laweily, nor yet abating any thing of it’s wonted Liberty at 
filch Solemnities, and he accordingly kept his Mean, neither bearing 4 iim(elf 
haughtily, nor delccnding from his giavc Deportment. In the view of the City 
thefe Rarities he moll admired : the Temple of Jupiter Tarpiius, excelling, if you be- 
lieve AtHmianus, as much other Buildings, as Divine things are wont to furpals 
thole that arc but humane^ the Baths built in manner of Provinces, he means as 
Bot what IP large. The Amphitheatre, to the Top W'hcrcof the Sight of man could hardly reach, 
diidly. jijj. Pantheon, tumous for it’s Arches and Pillars, having the Trophies and Statues 
of Conjuls, and ancient Empcrouis on the Top^ the Temple of the City, the Fo- 
rum ofPeacc, the Theatre of Pompej, the Odeum or Place of Mufick, the Stadium or urUs.'Tmflm 
Courfe, and otlicr Ornaments of this Eternal City^ the ordinary Epithet our Author 
gives it, as do the F.rapcrouis in their Laws. 

45. But w hen he came to the Forum oCTrajan (that Strudlurc of all Struflures, 
under Heaven, as we fiippole ( laith he ) and by Allent of the Divine Powers, • 
Wonderful^ and confidered the Gigantick Workmanlliip, neither by words to be 
let forth, nor to be imitated by Moitals, he Hood afloniftied. But fiime Emulation 
the fight thereof wrought in him, though he Defpaircd of doing any thing to eqiial 
any thing in it, except the Statue oCTrajan on Horlcback, which, he Ciid, he both 
could and would Imitate. To which Hormifda, one of the Blood Royal oCPer^, Geitu Centiii, 
Handing by, Replied, that hc^iftfhould do well to Build fuch a Stable, and then ‘nei ajiu cent^^ 
bring a like Horfeintoit; who being allb Demanded what he thought of Rome, 
made Anfwer, That He was onlj Pleajed ( Difpleafed Sigonius reads it ) in this one 
thing, that Men died there as well as in other Places, The Emperour Amazed with 
what he Daily faw, Complained of Fame, for her either Weaknefs, or Malignity^ 
that ufually Enhancing the Repute of other things, was Deficient in what concern- 
ed Rome ^ and Deliberating much what to do, he relblveJ to add to the Orna- 
ments of the City, and to Eredl an Obelisk, in the Great Cirque. In the mean time, 

Eufebia the Emprels praHilH too much her skill upon Helena, the Sifier of her 
Husband, and Wife of Julian'^ which Lady, having in (hew of kindncls brought 
along with them to Rome, (he perfwaded her to take (bmething which made her 
Mifearry •; for, being Barren her ielf,(hc could not endure that She (hould be a Mo-

ances or Piovilioiis, at the Manlions or publick Inns. Which Indulgence the 
V^rince Refer ves to hiniltlf. J hat he Ihall not Lightly Grant the life of the Rheda 
and Birotum ^ bin as to the 7 end/u^ he bcii^ a fingle Horle, was not of that Im- 
portance , and he mull: not Grant any Licenles at all to the Agenies mRcbm, when 
lent on a Mellage into the Provinces ^ becaule they were to receive them, either 
from the Ma^/Jlcr Offit iornm^ or the Emperour himlelf. 

47. While the Emperour Employed himlelfin making of Laws, let us Ice how 
C^far behaved himfelf in GjII. He was much pleaEd that Conjiarnim had lent Sc~ 

How Matters merits to Command under him in the room of Muriellus 5 a |j^an of a Facil and 
OTOwcmki Compliant Humour, and of a very good Experience. Barl/atio, who after the Death 
Cdiu of Sylvamn was allb Promoted to be Magiper Peditum^ was lent out of Italy with a 

Supply of Twenty five thoufand niem/ay doubled Forces, if it were polTible, to Alii de 50^00 
Curb the Almans^ and Force rhem up into their Bounds. Tet herewith were they 
not lb Terrified, but tfiat palUng betwixt the two Camps, in their pilfring manner, 
they Roved as far as 1 .ugcm/i.m, o; Lw/j, and little milled, but that they had 
Sacked and Burnt it:, but being timely Ihut out, and Rcpulfed, they Wafted the 
Countrey round about "jiihan having notice hereof , fent away three ihonvExercitus pr0 
Parties of Horle to l)c in waiflbr the Barbarians in three leveral places, by which rigmt. 
lie concluded they woyld return, and his Dcfign wanted not good Succelsj forMalc^Tnihii 
they were all cut off, and die Booty Recovered, except Inch as clcapcd, where w»- 

Barbatio had his Poll Aliigncd him. There Bainobuudes and Falenthuan ( who 
lerward was Emperour ) being with their I'roops Commanded to keep the Guard, rat.- idr.pmi^ 
were forbidden by one Celia, tlie Tribune of the Scutarii, who Accompanied Barba- au- 

Ho in the Expedition, to watch and keep fuch Ways as they had learn’d the Ger-^CMfUntim”'^ 
mans were to ret urn’ by. This, as Celia afterward confelied, was done by order of concefifft firu 
the Magifter Peditum ^ but he being a Coward, and Envying the Fame of Jfdian,‘fJjfj^ 1 ^Jit 
to Excufe himfrlf, and make the other Suf|x:fted, told another Talc to Conflantins 5 imin l. 
as if thefe two Tribunes, under pretence of Publick Service, came to withdraw from 
their Obedience the Souldiers he Commanded ^ upon v/hich Acculation they were 
turn’d out of their Places, and lent home. However, this Defeat, and the noife of 
the Approach of the Armies lb terrifyed the Barbarians that lived on this fide the 
Rhine, that fuch ways .is were tlillicult of thcmlclvcs to pals, they endeavoured to 
ptake utterly impallable, by the cutting down of great Trees: others betook them- 
(elves into the lllands, with wliich that River is befpread, here and there, reviling 
and [curling Co'Jar and the Romans. C^efar demanded ofBarbatio feven Boats with 
which he intended to make Bridges over into thele lllands j but he, having Notice 
of his Dcfign, burnt rliem all ^ lb that being herein fruftrated , he relblvt^ to fend 
over ft>mc Auxiliary Veliics, under Command of Bainobaudes, the Tribune of the 
Cornuti, at a place, wherc he undeiftood from Prilbncrs, the River was forda- 
ble. Thefe men lomctimes wading, and fometimes Iwimmingcby help of their 
Targets, got into the neareft Illand, where they iLiughtered, like lb many Sheep, 
all thole they met’ with, and there getting fomc finall Boats, pafled over to the 
other Hie, where having weaiied ihcmfelvcowith killing, they returned laden with 
Booty, but loft part of it in the River. The ot her Germans finding in the Illand but 
little Security, removed with all they had into places more remote. 

48. After this ‘Julian bent his Sttidy to fortific the Three Taberna, a Fort fo call- 
ed, which having been lately < 16 muliftted by the Enemy, wa^- now thought to be 
that Conlequcncc,as to hinder the Irruptions of xh^Germans into Gall^ and he finilh- h Argmuta^ 
ed the Work (boner than could be hoped, and laid in Provilion for an whble year, 
which with much Hazard he got out of the Enemies Country. Befides, he vi^- 'rahtnu 
alled his own Army for twenty Dayes; for of fuch Corn as had been of Courfe pro- 
vided, Barbatio, as it came that way, took half, and burnt the reftj either of his 
own Head, as he was a vain and a fick-brain’d man, or by private Hints from the 
Emperour how to behave himfelf toward Julian ^ who, as was whifpered up and 
down, was not fent on Purpofe to Relieve the Province of Gall, but to be expo* 
fed to the Wars, that he might mifearry, being look’d upon as raw, and unexpe- 
rienced, and one that would not endure lb much as the clafhing of Weapons toge- 
ther. But while he bulicd himfelf in building this Fort and other Works^ the Bar*

V.^’V^^part of his Baggage, and return’d 5 which paft, as if this Summer’s Expedition ^ i; 7. 

had been very well over, he lent his Men into their Winter-Quarters, and got to j 

the Emperou^ Court, there to do ill Offices to Cafar, as he was ever wont, in Am' a '»• 
mianus his Cf pinion. However, fach ill Effedi: his Rout and Departure had, 
feveral Rings of the Almans joyned their Forces together, and fate down near to bjU < -j...* 
Argentoratum^ verily thinking, that Cafar himfelf had, out of fear, run away, 
whereas he was ftill bulled about -the Fort but now mentioned. I'hough they 
found it otherwile, yet being told by a Souldier that fan away to them to elcape 
Punilhment v that he had with him only thirteen thoufand men, they had the Con- 
fidence to lend to him, and in a Menacing, Imperious manner to Command him to 
be gone, and quit the Country, which he had Invaded : with which Mellage he 
was not at all moved, but Laughing at the Inlblcnce of the Barbaruws^ kept the 
Meflengers with him, till he had finiuied the Work. Yet found he realbn lerioully 
to confider,thathe%asintangled in no finall Difficulties, being Expoled with a Itnall 
number of men, though very Valiant, againft lb Tslumcrous an Enemy 5 who had 
Ibme reafiin to be more Confident upon the departure of Vanquilhed Barbatio^ and 
were Animated by Chtiodomarius^ one of t^ir own Kings, much f lcvated by his 
goodSuccels^ for he had formerly beaten I^centim C<ejar, the Bsother ot Magften^ 
though Fighting on equal terms, had Wafted and Deftroyed many Places, and 
ranged up and down Gall without Controul. 

49. Notwithftanding, Julian thought fit 10 Engage them now, lying at one and 
twenty miles diftance, and this Refolurion was appioved liy the Principal Officers, 
andamongft others, by Florcntius the VraftHus Pr/ttorit\ then prelent. By a Speech 
fitted to the occafion, he Encouraged his Men, though they were by their own 
Inclination forward enough, fo as they cried out to be lul on to find out the Enemy. 

And the Enemy having notice of their March, ftood ready to receive them in this 
manner. Having by the Fugitive Souldier underftood, that the Roman Cavalry 
was placed in the Right Wing, they let oppofitc to them the beft Hoifc they had, 
but with them Ibrae Foot mixed here and there, with very good realbn. For they 
knew very well, that the Clibanarii being fo Aimed as iliey were, the Horfe- 
men holding the Bridle in one hand, could, with the Lance in the other, do lit- 
tle Execution upon -men that were Inclolcd, and, as it were, liid 4 n Armour, but 
the Footmen Creeping and Infinuating themfclves here and there, according to oc- 
cafion, could cafily ftab the Horles, who then tumbling down with their Burthens, 
the Riders kept under by the weight of their Arms, without much ado might be 
Dilpatched. Chnodomarius and Serapio^ more Famous than any other Kings, Com- 
manded in Chiefi being Alliftcd by five others, and ten more of the Royal Fami- 
lies, belides a great number of their Nobilitv, who altogi tlitr had bi ought into th (^ 

Field thirty five thouland men of fi vcral Nations, vvheuof fomc were Hired, and 
others w'ere Obliged to it by an Olfenlive and Defonfive League. When the Battel 
came on, the Foot began to Mutiny, and cry out, that tlieir Leaders Ihtmld not fight 
on Horleback 5 for they apprehended, that they purpofed, il Danger Ihonld threat- 
en, to Ihift for themlelves by the Swiftiiels of their Steeds, and leave them as a' 

Prey to the Swords of their Enemies 5 which Chnodomarius no fboner heard, 
but he leap’d from olF his Horle, as did all the reft, rot doubting but they 
fhould be Viftorious. And they Fought very ftoutly, firnie of them upon 
their Knees, Labouring to Call and Dilcourage the Romanx., who found iheir 
Matches in this Fight, now the ont fide, and then the other leeming to have 
the day. 

' 50. The Right Wing of the Roman Army gave ground, and began to run in much 

Diforder, till one hindring another in the Flight, Shame fo wrought upon them, as 
to ma'ke them flop their Career.* but then again ''the Cataphradi perceiving their 
Commander to be wounded, and another by the Weight of his Armour fallen from 
his Horfe, thereat dilcouraged, turned their Backs, andfhifted for themlelves; which 
ill Example lb moved the Foot, that they had run too, if one had not allb hindred 
another. Julian l^ng the Horle thus Ihamefiilly running away, by all thcRhe- 
toridkhc had, laboured to ftop them; and his Language lb much prevailed with 
one of the Tribunes, who knew him by his Purple Banner, whereon was wrought 

or^rMburgk ^ Dragon fixed to a longer Spear than ordinary, that he made an Alt, and 
endeavoured to perfiiade his Companions to Rally. In the mean time the Al- 
lans having Routed the Horfe, were fallen with Violence upon the Foot ; 
but found more Refiftance, after they came to Handftroaks, from the Valour and 

Experience of the Ornufi and Braccuti: yet was the Fury of the Germans fo 

great, 
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Se 6 t. 4. that it prevailed againft the ledate Cautioulhefi of the Rman Lcgiats (b fiu*, A,D., 
as that cutting themfclves a Paflage through their Ranks, they pierced as far as the e 7, 
Body of thole called Prmam, who being the choiceft Legion of all, .received them L/SpiJ 
with ftill more Care and Circumfpedtion; and taking Advantage at their Raflmeis, « 
did lb great Execution upon them, that the PurAiers at length, after a^ireat Slaugh- 
ter, delpaired of Succels, and were thcmlclvcs put to Bight. The Kontan conml^ 
led the Succels W'as more according to his With and Delirc, than Expedation j and 
giving the Chale, when his own Weapons were blunted with hacking and killing, 

Iheathed the Enemy’s Swortl in the Bowels of the owner. The Germans, not able 
to flte fall enough for the Heaps of dead Bodies lying in their Way, many of them 
ventured to take the Rhine, which was near to the Place of Fight, and therein 
were moft of them, either drown'd or killed by the Romans, whom C<efar (with 
much adoe) retrained from entring the River, though the Rapacity thereof threat- ; 

ned them with |>relent Deftruftion. Chnodomarius endeavouring to pali the Wa- 
ter, was known by the great Bulk of his Body (as all his Countrymen were ordi- 
narily Large and Tall) and being purfued was forced to yield, together with his 
Followers, two hundred in number, and three of his moft intimate Friends. Of 
the Germans were fix thoulund found d^d in the Field, .befides vaft numbers which . 

Gtrmaat. peiiftied ill the River. Of the Romam ftW but two hundred, and three and forty 

and of thefe four Commanders, amongft whom was Bainobaucies Tnbtmc of the Cor~M>>^rror i» 

nuti. The Army laluted their General with the Title of Augujius:, but he flatly 

fuled it. Swearing, that he neither expedfed, nor defired that Honour. Cbnodo- MUtu ku- 

marius being brought, before him and his Council, humbled himlelf upon 

Ground, and beg’d Pardon, which was granted him, and being lent afterward to ftrJafmidem- 

the Emperour’s Court, Ij^ ordered him to be conveyed to Rome, where he died atT^'^'F^^ww^ 

length in the Place ca\\^d*CaJira Reregrma, on Mont Ccr//«/. The News of the 

eels being brought to theEraperouri they about him aicribed it tohis Felicity alonc5 mm.vdtftits 

and he was fo much puffed up with their Flatteries, as in his publick Edids to al^ 

cribc this and other Vidfories to his own Valour, ns if he had fought at the Head of ^oooc. tan- 

his Army. Infomuch, that when he was in Itafy, if any of his Captains fought pro- *» 

Iperoufly againft the Perfians, by his Laureat Letters lent into the Province^ he 

would pretend to have engaged amongft the Chiefeft, making no mention at all of &in few Boot/. 

him that had wpne the Battel. This prt^igious Story Ammiams tells of him 5 though 

amongft his Laws now extant, W'c find no fuch Edids; and Anrelius attributes 

the Succels of his Officers to his Councils. 

51. Julian, after the Battel, Commanded all the Bodies to be buried ; and then Ammianm 
letting at Liberty the Ambaliadors oi xBc Altaains, who had brought that Imperi-j^"^/*"" 
ous Meflage, returned to the Three Tabcrn£, the Fort he had lately repaired; whence 
lending the Priloners, and all the Booty to the Meeliomatrid, there to be kept, till 
his Return; he rtlblved to go to Maguntiacum (now Afew/z.) and by a Bridge to 
fall upon the Germans in their own Country. Stirprized by fb unexpeded a thing, 
and to divert him, they fent and beg’d a Peace ; but then fuddenly changing their 
Minds (upon what Grounds it’s not eafie to lay) by other Meflengers they threatned 
him with War, in Cafe he would not depart out of their Territories. Cafar, to be- 
gin firft, fent over a Party into their Country, which wafted all with Fire and 
Sword, and rclblved to repair a Fort, that Trajan formerly had c^lcd after his own 
Name; which lb exceedingly difeouraged them, that they lent and again beg'd 
Peace, and a Trucl- he granted them for ten Moneths, relblving in that time to fi- 
nifh thofe Fortifications that he had begun. « But returning to his Winter-Quarters, 
he found other Work cut out fi)r him. For fix hundred Franks, encour^ed by his 
Abfence in Germany, and finding none to make any Rcfiftance, had rifled all the 
Country about Rheims^ and when they heard of the Return of the Army, &izcd 
on two Forts which had been tlifinantled, and therein fortifyed themfelves as well 
as they could. Julian very much ftartled at the News, concluded that they were 
not to be fuflered toefcape without Chaftifement, and laid Siege to one of the Ca- 
ftles. Handing upon the Mofa (or Meufej which held out three and fifty Days, al- 
moft all December and January y G) pertinacious and obftinate were the Defen^rs. 
oftte relblving to ftarve them out, left by night they fbould eicape over the River, 
fTMis, who that was then Frozen, and bring in Provifions; he caufed the Ice to be broken, and

finding (b iiAch behind of the Sum, would have it lUadc up by greater Burthens laid 
upon mole mat were able to pay, after th'e manner we have already related, how in 
cafe the Grounds or Eflates of feme failed, the Sum was to be Complcatcd by the 
Neighbours. But Jnlikit pppoled it, laying, he would lole his Life before he would 
fufifer fuclia thing to be done^ knowing well, , that this way of Provifions Ruined 
the Provinces, and particularly, had brought Illyrkym into a lad condition. The 
Mdesfor Pr^feS exdaming, and urging, that he muft not betray his Truft to the Emocrour, 
the Eafeof the who had committed to his Management things of this nature ^ he endeavoured to Pa- 
cifie, by gentle words, and calling up the Accounts, Ibewed him, that the Tribute; 
as now G)lleded, would luffice, over and above, for the Publick Expence. Not* 
withftanding, afterwards, there was offered to him a Bill for an Additional Tax, 
which he would not lb much as read, nor lublcribe,but call it to the Ground. And 
when the Emperour, by Letters, admonidicd him not to be So N/re, nor Detrad; 
from the Repute of his Minifter 5 he wrotcv^ack, that the Provincials paid what was . 

• lufficient, and more could not begot, whe^it was not to be had. HisConflancy 
and Rclblution herein lb far prevailed , that no greater Burthen than ufual was * 
laid upon Gall: and, which thing othcrwilc was not heard ofj he prevailed with 

• the Pratfeif, to haVe the Management himlclf of the Revenue of Belgica Secunda^ 

which was grievoully harafled 5 lb that no Officer or Apparitor belonging cither 
to PrafrO or Prefident^ (hould meddle with the Collc^lion 5 which proved a very 
great Eale to the Inhabitants, who paid their fliares rather (boner than they became 
due. * 

. 52. Having titled thele and other Matters, as bethought convenient, he made all 
provifion he could to prevent the Altuans^ and be upon them e’re they could be united. 

He had not the Patience to (lay for the Month of 'jnl)\ at what time the Gallhan Ar- 
mies were wont to take the Field 5 for,bcing lupplied with Corn out of Aauitain^they 
could not March till they had the Provifions with them, which coming, both fo fer, 
and lb flowly, by realbn of the Weather, could not be ready before that time. But, as 
j^eaC>n and Diligence are wont to Conquer Difficulties, that he might.come upon the 
Barbarians unexpeded^ he rclblved to take with him twenty dayes Provifion, and 
went his way s hoping, at this rate, to Finifh two Expeditions in the Ipace of five or 
fix Months. He firft Attacqued the called Fraud Salii, who in former time 

had taken the boldnels to plant theml^lves in Toxandria *, ( now Brabant^ within’^ i 
the Roman Pale. Being come as far as Tongres, their Ambafi odours met him, defiring, 
foat living Quietly, and Inolfcnfively,they might find futablc itfagefiom him^ whtxajm’inlaigic* 
he lent back rewarded, with a doubtful and perplexed Anfwcr, and, as if he intended 
to flay in the lame Place till their return 5 but meaning nothing lels, he Was well-/^B^^^‘i.SMw 7 • 
Hcfubducs thenigh with thole that font them, as loon as they 5 and (ending Severus with a Party on hoc /» 
before him, fell upon them like a Tempt ft,and by the Surprise forced them to give ' 

* up themfclves, and all they had into his Hands. After this, the CAtfWrfit, who had tmcAw'i 
Deforved juft as much as they, he Treated not after the fiime manner, though he ufod pa- 
the lame circumftancc of Hade and Surpiize; for they made very ftout Refiftancc,^”^j’ft^*/*“^ 
and fomehe killcc?, others he took alive, and caft them into .Bonds, and the reft he&dcinatocs 
luffered to cfcape 5 and when tl^eir Meflengers, proftratt on the grbund, begg^ Par- S 
don, he granted it to them. Things thysfar lliccceding according to his wilh^ hemnsUb-i. 
thought nt to deferr his farther March till fuch time as he had Reinforced three Ca-^-**'*/* 

(lies upon tnc Me«/c, that by the Barbarians had been then Difinahtkd. This Effed- 
cd with great Celerity, and having feventy dayes Provifion ftill with him, he thought 
fit to fupply thole that he left therein, with part'of it, in hope to make it up, 
with advantage, out of the Fields of the Chamavi : though it happened otherwite. 

For the Corn was ndt yet Ripe 5 and the Army, now wanting what had been left in 
the Caftles, when the Countrey afforded no Recruit, began to Mutiny, and to 
Threaten their General 5 calling him in derifion, Afianns, Graculsts^ Cheat, and a 
Coxcomb under the Vizard of Wifdom. They complained, that they had former- 
fi« Army \y endured the Snow* and Frofts, and now were to be expofod to Extremities 
^andMu!* of Famine, which caufod the moft Lazy kind of Death of all others. That they only 
tinks. in what they fiiid Pleaded for their Lives, neither for Gold nor Silver, things, they 
had not the happineft, either to Handle.or See j as if they had undertaken fo many 
Labours and Dangers, not for, but againft the Commonwealth. Neither \^f;nred 
the Souldier juft realbn for thete CiKnplaints ; for though \\xQallican Army had un- 
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SclV. 4. dergone lb much Toil, and was fo much £xhaullcd,it had never receiv'd a Dottative*, A. D» ■ 
nor Ib mucH^as the ordinary Pay. For "Julian^ fincc his Arrival, had not wherewith ^ 7. 

to do it, and Coti^untitts would not permit the Money to be railed thp ulual way 
which Ammiattus interprets to have proceeded, rather from Delign than CovctoxiC-* 
nefi. For when a Common Souldicr, on a time, asked JAiaft Ibmethingl'ias the Cu-^"J’^

Yet were the Almam fo Difoouraged at theIn-}«"«'^/a^”“* 
vafion, that Suomarius, one of their Kings, who had formerly been ready enough xo^f«e»iiCha- 
Fight againft the Romans:, thinking it a great Atchievement, if he could but 
Iiimlclf^ on his bended Knees, came an^ielded his Perfon and all he had, to themr<im tft. 
Dilcretion o^C^ftr^ who granted him rardon, on this Condition, that he lhould^*®""» 9 ^"* 
two Rinfis ^cleafc his Prifoners, and, upon occalion, fopply fiich Romans as Marched that way,/^feat. n.* 
fclm! ***^* Provifions. The Country of another petty King, Hortarius by Name, being by 
their Guides led through difhcult and tedious Cour^ out of Anger, they wailed 
all they could 5 and when he made what means he might to prevent the Deftru^- 
on of himfelf and Dependants, by Fighting and Taking of Prifoners, being Worded, 
he was not only enjoyn '4 to let at Liberty all the Captives, but to find Materials 
and Carriages, for Rebuilding thole Cadies which his Countrymen had Dedroyed. 

For, to Impole finding of Provifions upon him, as upon Suomarius^ would have been 
in vain, his Cnall Territory ( Pagsss^ our Author, more properly callsit ) being fo Ex- 
. ; hauded, that nothing of that kind was to be found therein. And in this manner 
( laith Ammiansu ) thole vadly Swelling Kings ( and great realbn they had to Swell, 
if we knew of what vad Extent their Kingdoms were ) who were wont to grow 
Rich by the Robberies they committed againd the Romans (as little Matter then 
would make themRich as Great) werecondrained to liibmit their Necks to the Ro*^ 
man yoke, and did it as quietly, as if they had been Born and Bred amongd Tribu- 
tary Vaflals. Which things being Atchieved, and the Souldicrs difperlcd into their 
Quarters, returned to his wonted Place toWinterf having doneas great Matters, 
if the Reader will believe it, againd thell* Kings of Collein^ aswas performed by the 
Antient Captains, even againd the Carthaginians, or Cimbrians 5 fo great is the force of 
^Divour to one, and Prejudice to another, thatPoderity mud be defrauded of fincero 
. ""^Relations, even by thole that mod pretend to the Hidorical Vertue of Veracity. 

' 54. But when the Report of thele things came to Court ( for Cafar was 

boutid to give an Account to the Emperour of what palled, as much as any Ordina- 
ry Apparitor ) thole men that were Learned Profclibrs in the Science of Flattery, 
turned ail, that was both Prudently undertaken, and happily concluded, into Ridi- 
Hf is envied culc.

So Cimon the ton oi MiUiades was acculed of Incedj that Cimon, who 
near to Eatrymodon, the River of Pamplrilia, cut off an innumerable company of Per- 
fans, and compelled that Nation, before Elevated through the Inlblency of their 
King, to ask Peace in an humble manner. Scipio JHmilianns was alfo by his Malevo- 
]ent.£mulators,taxed with Sloth-3 even he, by whole condantVigilancy, two Qties 
of the Carthaginians, obdinately ^nt for the Dedrudion of Rome, were themlelves 
Dedroyed. Neither did Pompey efoape luch Tongues; whole Detrad^ors, ader much 
Inquiry, not being able to nnd any thing Material againd lym, had the confidence 
to lay two Heavy Crimes to his Charge 3 whereof the one was. That he had a Cu- 
dom to Icratch his Head with one Finger^ and the other, that he bound his Leg with 
a white Garter .* the one, they laid, was the fign Idle Affeftation, and the other, 
that he was greedy of Innovation, though he did it only to hide a Scar reemved by a 
Woqnd.

• fome and Warlike Neighbours on that fide, he confidered what to AnfWer. He con- 
cluded, that the Empire was in a Weak and Tottering Condition, and therefore Re:

f o'lHantv's. Catjar, however at this time, whereof we write, the Romans by it denoted, in a proper 
and peculiar fenfe, the Second Perfon of the Empire, yet Foreign Nations ulually Co 
called the Emperour himfelf^ and (o do flill at this day, except thofe, the Body of * 
whofe Language is Latin corrupt, or who have mixed and fpoiled their own True and 
Antient Speech with it, as we have done. King nor Kd-far is an u(ual (aying, and 
the Germans call their Emperour by that Title. He tells him, he is glad that at 
length he begins to ufe Confidcration, and to Acknowledge Equity and Juftice, be- 
ing fenfible what great Mifehieft a greedy Coveting of what belongs to other Men, 
hath uliially prt)cured. He Appeals to the Roman Records, whether his Anceflors 
had not been Maflersof all, as faras the River and the Borders of Macedonia : 
and, foraiinuch as He himfedf ( without Arrogance fure it was fpoken ) Excelled, by a 
large Series of Vcrtucs, all Antient Kings, and h-ad, from his Infancy, done nothing he 
found caufe to Repent of, he could not but Requite and Demand what had been Poii.. 
fefled by his Predeceffors, and Affirm, that he ought to have Reflored to him Arme- 
nia and Mefopotamia, of which his Grand-father had been cheated. In concluHon, he » 

Advifcs him, as a Friend, to Quit fome part of his Empire, which always was bringing />«m avh* j ' 
him Trouble and Sorrow, that he might with Quiet and Eafe Retain the reft: even 
cunning Chirurgeons arc wont to cut off fome corrupt Member, which endangers ther/j!r4/,^*^ajj 
whole Body 5 and as brute Beafts themfelvcs, of their own Accord, part with that 297, aa- 
for which their Livfsarepurfued.

$6. Confiantius thought fit to Anfwernhis Braggadocio by Letters thus direfted 
cnnaonuus his J Conjiantiu^ always Augujins, a Cbnquerour both by Sea and Land, to King Sapor, ** 

” my Brother, wifli much health. Then he tells him, he Congratulates his Prolpcrity, as 

a Friend, if fo he pleafc^ but that he much condemns his Extravagant Ambition. As vUirdiSm 
to what he ftrangely Mentions concerning Armenia add MiJflpotamia,hehids him re-*’^- 
ceive for Anfwer, that he perceived his PrafeCtus Prattorio had, out of good Inten- 
tions, as he thought, by Intcrpofition of fome inconfidcrable Perfons, mentioned 
fomething about a Peace, without his Knowledge or Approbation ; yet was he not 
againftit, provided it might be (uchanoneas would be^afe and Honourable 5 but nei- 
ther the one or the other he was furc it would be, after having Defeated all Ufiirp- 
ers, and Recovered all the Roman World to his Ob^ience, to part with thofe his Pro- 
vinces in the £1)!.

V.^/'VXJ Suggeftion of Mitfonianus) a Philolbpher, and cfttemed an able Artift in Pcrluafion, 2 e 7, 
I5y Meflengm carrying with them this Letter and Prclents to Sapor, if poffible, to p,'e(crvc the Ea- 
ofhisown. Countries in Quiet. While they were on their Journey, the Ju. bungi, a Gcr- « 
man People, broke the League and Peace, which, by much Intrcatj.j,they them- 
lelves had procured i and wafting Rhxtia, laid Siege to (cvcral Towns'; but were 
fo handled by Barbatio, lately promoted to be Muggier Peditum, in Place of Sjt^ 
vanttf, that few of them efcaped home; which hapned, as Ammianus will have us 
believe, not by any Care, or Valour of the General, who was a Coward in all 
things, except his fongue, but through the Alacrity of the Souldier. At the fame 
time moft dieadfiii Earthquakes diftreiled Macedonia, AJta and Pont us, which not 
only overthrew many Towns, but levell’d Mountains; and killed, and Maimed great 
Numbers of miftrable People. , 

57. Conjiantius now, who by various Laws, and otherwile, took Care of the 

^ State of the City of Rome ; to incrcafe it’s Ornaments, caufed an Obelisk to be con- • 

liskat/toflK. veyed out of JEgypt, from Thebes, where had been plenty of them, and creeled in 
the great Cirque. VVintring at Sirmium, he was perpetually vexed with frefti A- 
larms of the and ^adi^ wht^^ry much agreeing, both in their Cuftoms 

and way of Fighting, infefted both and Being accuftomed la- 

ther to Robberies, than open War, they ufcd Lances longer than tliofi: of the ordi- 
nary Sife; wore Corflets made of poliftied Horn, placed upon Linnen, as if it had 
been Feathers, and rode upon Geldings, as thofc that would be quiet, though with 
Mares, and as tame in fill other Refpeas, as one would defire ; withal fb fwift, and 
difciplined, that they would fetch off foroetimes one, and fometimes two, or more 
Prifoners, if they had careful Riders. At the Vernal ^Equinodlial Conjiantiits pre- 
pared to be in the Fiekl; but, in the mean while, (pent fbme time in Confiderati- 
on of Civil Affairs, as veil as for things relating to his Arms. One Mifcarriage he 
took Notice of in the Province of Afiick_, which redounded to the Burthen of the 
Subjefl. The Reader cannot but remember, how we have formerly told him, that r.. ?. dt mgs. 
there were Provifions for the Army, called Species Annonaria, wont to be gathered MiUtins 
and laid up by the Pra-fedus Prietorio, or his I'^uar, in the jmblick Storehoufes. ' 

Now as by ihcle great Officers, the Provifions were raifedfiom the Pcojile, fb with- con- 
outiheir Kno\i^ledgc and Authority, they could not legally be taken thence; o- 
therwife, the Publick Stores might be imbezelled, the Souldicrs w'ant when there cJ!cZ'! 
might be urgent Occafion, and the People opprefled by new Exadfions. But thc^-^^* 

Comes Rei Militaris throughout Africk^, either not knowing his Duty, or prefuming ^ 

too much upon Impunity, had on his own Head, and without Confent of tl^p Hear 
of that Province, made Ufe of the Provifions there depofited.

58. By another Law made at this fame Place, and as feems, in this fame Moneth, r. 29. dtA’>- 
diredled as thc former, to the flime Taurus, he determines ibmething confiderable in ftUau&cm- 
behalf of his Jurifdittion, as PrseJeUus Pratorio of that Diftrid. 'He tells him, That 

he fliall hear and determine Appeals made out of Sardinia, Sicily, Campania, Gala- til 30. 
bria, Brutii and Picenuw^ asalfoJiimilia, b'enetia, and thc reft. Neither can any 
Confufion happen betwixt his Jurifclidion herein, and that of the PraJeB of the 
City, to whom he had given order, not to meddle with, or take Cognifance of “ utaiis. 
thc faid Appeals. As to the Interpretation of this Law’, great Difpute there hath “ 
been, whether now firft of all^ the Right of receiving Appeals was granted to the rideGotho- 
Prxjeffus Prstorio, which formerly had belonged to thc Prafeff of the City, or 
ly by it that Authority and Right, which before he had enjoyed, be fettled and 
eftablifhed in him. And rather we are to think, that this was given him de novo ; 
which formerly did belong to the PrsefeU of the City, an antient Officer, and of 
great Authority in thofc Parts. But we muft not conclude, that all Authority in 
thefe Provinces was taken away from Inm by this Law, fvhich plainly Hints the 
contrary, in that it faith, No Confufion fhould happen, nor Interfering, betwixt “ 
their Jurifdidions. For other Ads of Authority he might there cxcrcifc; although 
the PrsefeSus Prsetorio received Appeals. However this Law did not, as to all 
thofo Provina's, continue long in force; for that, from foroeofthcm,namely, Campa- 
ni 4 ,\Cs evident, that the PrxJ'eU of thc City receiv’d Appeals; to whom alto Valenti^ 
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St^, A, ordain’d, when many of the Provinces ofJjhck'wcYQ fallen into the Hands of A. D. 
^y^^-^BarbariatfSt ®nd the Power of former Magiftrates ceafed there 5 that Appeals (hould ^ 8. 
lye from all the Judges, offuch Parts as continued in Obedience to the Empire. 

"Whereas, bePfles the Provinces expreftly mentioned, this Ediff points at others by 
that Word, f(fe Refiy by thefe are to be underffood Lucania, Apuleia, Flamittia and 
Tufeia. Neither arc any of them to be thought to have been of the Number of the 
Subwhicarian Provinces, as Ibmc have thought, which were Included within an 
hundred Miles G)mpafs from the City 5 and being the proper Diacefe of the Pr£- 
feU thereof^ are conftantly, in the Coele^ both diffinguifned from thefe, and from Ita- 
ly^ taken in a peculiar Senfe. But hence it’s rationally conjeftured, that the origi- 
nal of thefe UrbicariMy or Svburbkarian Regions, is to be ft tched, as oppofed to 
the Regions, or Provinces of Italy ^ whereof the firft exprtfs Mention feems to have 
been made two years after 5 of which in it’s Place. 

59. Some few dayes pafled, we find him Employed in making another Edift, 
which rather more than any other gains Credit to what Ammiams Marcellwur 
writes, of his great Propenfenefs to the Confifeation of Eftates, and Punifhing of 
Offenders 5 but e^ccially of the Infatiable Avarice of his Begging Courtiers, which 
feldorae is wanting in any Prince his PaladO*; but thefe Leeches more abounded in 
his time than any other, and expofed him to more Odium by thofe Courfes they put 
him upon, than the double of what was got thereby amounted to. Two years be- 
fore, being very moderately inclined, by an Edidt diredted to the People from M/- 
/<«;, he rather relaxatcd the Severity of former Laws, againfi the Children, or Po- • 
ftcrity of fuch Criminals as were put to Death. For as to the Effates of flich Per- 
Ibns, to whom they fhould fall, the Law was very Various in this Point, according 
to the Difcrction and PIcafurc of Princes. Before the tiipo of Conflantine, the E- 
ftates of their Wives and emancipated Children were nor at all Diftinguifhed from 
thole of luch proferibed, or criminal Perfbns, but all were without any Diflindfion 
Confifeated 3 neither was there any Refpeft had to the lHiie, but all forfeited by 
Fgrce of the Cornelian Law. This that Good Emperoiir by a New Law did corre^ r.. i. mu 
as moft cruel and unequaU but yet filch Provifion was not made for the Children 
in general, as Conftarttitts his Son thought afterwards fit to make. Therefore didt/r’ ^j’ 
he ordain. That the Eftatei of Condemned Perfons fhould fill to their Parents, or 
Children, as far as the third Degree 5 fb as the Treafury fhould not* at all inter- 
meddle but it (hould be free for any Perfon, with that Limitation, to enter upon “ 
them, to whom by the Civil or Praetorian Law they became due of Courfc, ex- “ 
cept in the Cafes of High Treafbn and Magick^ concerning which he leaves the Law 
in force, as it flood berore. By Sentence whereof the Eftates of fuch as committed 
thefe Offences were all confifeated, and at all times, except afterward, when a fixth 
part was allowed to their Children, by a Conftitution nf Tlieodu^us fhf^rea*^. 

As now by the common Confent of Princes, fo by the cl{)ec'ial Humour and Inch- “ 
nation of Cmftantiut^ that of Magick is joyned to the other Crime of Treafbn.** 

For, of this he was continually in Fear, and hated it fb much, that not only by fe- 
veral Laws he icftified his Hatred^ but as we have already in the Hillory of that 
year obferved from Ammiams'^ if upon the Squcckingofa Rat, the fight of a Wee- 
fel, or other Fooleries, any one confulted the Wizards of thofe Times 5 he was ap- 
prehended and Sejitcnced, as a dangerous Perfon ^ which Jcaloufie of his was 
fomented by fuch about him, as gaped after the Eftates of. Condemned Per- 
fons.

But whereas fuch as had begg’d thofe Eftates were wont to Conceal, as much as they &

Thaw. The Barbarians expeded nothing Icls, than that he Ihould be lb early with 
them 5 and being utterly unprepared to receive him, or make any Refiftance, by 
• Ihifting for themfelves, as they could, they endeavour’d to Ihun thofc MilchicE that 
impended ; although foch as elcaped, as ordinarily it happens, might have prevent- 
ed the Dcibudion of their FriCnds and Relations, and favtd their Country from 
being overrun, if they, bad made Oppolition, and fought with as much Relblution 
and Earneftnefi, as they ran away. But thus was that part of Sarmatia wafted, 
which lay neareft to Panneniu Semnda^ and that Country called Valeria, fared no 
better. But the Inhabitants being moVed with Shame and Indignation, to lee lb 
great Havock made of their Country 5 at laft laid their Heads together, and the 
Relult of their Debates was, that they would let upon the Remans in no lefs than 
three levcral Bodies, under Pretence of coming to beg Peace, hoping under that 
Dil^ile abfblutely to lurprize them. And for the betttir effefting o^his Device, 
the ^adi affifted their Friends the Sarmata, but with lb ill Succels, that all were ‘ 
put to Flight, and miferably llaughter’d, if their Heels did not befriend them. Af- 
ter this, it was thought by the Emperour and his Council, as Juft, as Prudent, to 
invade the Territories of the S^iadi themlelvesy and that with the Army reinforced 3 
but they being taught from Experience abroad what they were to cxpc*(ft at Home, 
made timely Applications to Conflantim, and beg’d Peace. Matters being ^ree’d 
ar.d a IDay appointed for Performance of the Conditions 3 Zizais, oncofRoy- 
al Blood amongft the Surn/ata, a young man of no Imall Bulk, perfwaded his Coun- 
pr^'nofiiic trymen to enter into the lame Courlts and coming to the Emperour, upon light 
and Captains away his Aims, and fell proftrate. with his Face u|H)n the Ground, 

them- whcrc he lay Speechlels out of Fear, and moved more CompalHon, than if he had 
icivcs, vvith uled many Entreaties. After many Sighs; coming by Degrees to himlclf, and be- 
ihcirTcoplc. bidden to rile, when he had got the life of his Tongue, upon his Knees he 
beg’d Pardon for his t )llenccs, and when railed up, gave the Sign to thofe that fol- 
lowed him, who with Fearful Looks allb caft down their Arms, and with their 
Hands teftified their Joyning with him 3 and by wbatlbever other Signs they could, 
they further exprelscd their Oelires3 fo joyful were they at the Hope of Pardon, 
that to make Ibme Satisfadbon for their former' Offence, they were* content to 
deliver themfelves, their Wives, Children and Territories into the Em^rour’s 
Hands. But his Benignity, as Ammianns himfelf affirms, prevailed above Equity, 
and they were bid to be of good Chear, and ftill to hold their Lands. So, being 
only Commanded to reftore thofe Prifoners they had taken, they returned back 
with them they purpofed to have left asHoftages,promifing for the time to come,moft 
readily to lubmit to his Commands.

After this Hocked vad 
numbers of the People, and their Kings^ perceiving how well Jrabarius was 

come off, they alfb obtain’d the Pardon they beg'd, and gave up their Hoda- 
ges, being chofen by Lot, out of the Sons of their choifed Nobility; and with 
them fuch Prifbners as they had taken, whom they parted asfbrrowfully with,a5 their 
own Relations. But this hapned well for thefe SarmaU, and brought them into 
their antient State of Liberty. For, as we^have formerly hinted, they had been 
outed of their Country by their own Slaves, for whom rifen up in Rebellion, 
finding themfelves too weak, they fled, and betook thcmdlves to the liv- 

ing at (bme Didance, and chiifing rather to fubmit to them, as their Protedors, 

''onfiantiusK- becomc Vaflals to their own Servants. Now, being received into Favour by 
»ivcsi^ the Emperour, they defired their Liberties might be (ecui(;d, whom pitying, he 

gentle Words, and, ordered they (hould be Subjed to the Commands 
lud^Ex- of none but himfelf^ and his Captains. And to gain hiu] more Reputation, he 
pelted by their promoted Zizak to be their King, a man, both worthy itf himfelf, and faithful to • 
ora Slaves, Empire; which done, he difmiiicd them all, but not till fuch time as all the Pri- 

fbners were returned. 

' 65. From thefe Quarters the Army removed to Bregetw, there to finifh the Con- 

Thc Remain- troverfie with the Remainders of the S^adi^ that lived in thofe Parts; the Princes 
JeroftiK and Magidrates of whom, feeing fb great a Force in the Bowels of their own Terri- 

Quadt u rait. followed the Example of tKe red, and begging Peace, delivered up their 

4^ Hodages; then drawing out their Swords, which they woiihippcfl for laities, 
thereon they fwore, that they would continue in Fidelity. There remained yet 
the Sarmata Zimigavtes^ or thofe that had been Slaves to the other, who having 
committed fuch Outrageous Villanies, Judice, and the publick Utility required 
that they fhould be puniflicd. For, imagining their former Condition, and what 
they had aded to be quite forgotten; now when they had Children alfb grown up, 
to make good what they had unjudly got, they as well as others had 
Roman Pale, in this th'uig only agreeing with their former Lords, and now Ene- 
mies; yet it was refblvcd they (hould be more gently dealt with, than they had 
defcrv’d, only be removed farther off, that they might not have fb good Oc- 
cafion to Infed the Empire, which it was feared they would dill do, as doubting of 
Pardon for whit they had formerly committed. They were not fb incontidcrablc 
but to exped the whole Brunt of the War would be turned upon them, and there- 
fore refblvcd they would Treat and Intreat both, but with their Weapons in their 
Hands. And at fird they made Show, as if they had been dtuck with Fear, at the 
Sight of the Army, and expeded nothing but Dedruftion; thc^ beg’d Pardon, 
promifed a yearly Tribute, both ofMonvy and Souldiers, to remain the Servants of 
the Empire V and feemed forther to be willing to leave the Places they now held, 
and go further off; for they truded to the Strength of the Country, out of which 
they Md beaten their Maders. This Country is watered with the Kwqx Parthifenf^ 
which after many Turnings and Windings, poures forth it felf into Ifier^ but be- 
fore it comes thither, by degrees it hadens nearer and nearer: and both together 
they form the Land into a Strait, to the great Security of the Inhabitants. For, on 
one Hand Mer fecured them from the Roman Coads, and on the other, Parthifem 
defended tnem from the Incurfions of other Barbarians : The Ground thereto ad- 
joyning being alfb fo Fqnny, and perpetually Waterifh, wliat by Reafon of the Na- 
ture oMhe Soil, and what by the overflowing of the Rivers, that together with an 
Ifland lying as a Rampart, almodin the Mouth o^Partbifem^ thefe Obdacles barred 
all men of eafie Accefk 

64. But to profecute the Story of our Dmigantes, Upon the Emperour his Call, 
who it feems, gave too much Credit to their humble Deportment, they came over 
to the hither Bank of the River, not to receive Commands, but, at length, to (now,

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4. the}' were not afraid to face his Army $ and there they (food Co Surly and Hu- A.D. 

'-•‘/’V'VJ ntourfbm, as having come on purpofe to refufe what fhould be cn;oyn‘d them. The ^ 8, 

Empciour pcicciving their Temper, by degrees fb difpofed of hitmen, as to en- 
compafs them,, and then ftanding on a Place on purpofc to be feen ai'd heard, waitr 
cd on by ftjnie of his Principal Attendants, and his Guards, he geno admonifhiccl 
them to be Q^iict. But they fell into Oitbrder, not well agreeing ainongft them- 
(elves, and jj^jyning Craft with their Fury, mixed their Defires of Peace with a (brt 
of Stratagem , for preparing for an Onfct agaiuft the Emperour*s Men, they caft 
{ their Targets at a great Diftance from them, as it were in Jeft, that going to take 
he ftrange them up, they mi^jiit gain (b much ground. The Day .drawing to an End, the 
' mnac> of Army, with Banners difplayed, fell upon them 5 and they uniting themielves, with 
, ‘ for- grinning Countenances, and menacing words made toward the Emperour, ftanding 
'v' Their itill in that Place we mentioned. This the Army not enduring to (ee, put it (clf 
" into the form of a Wedge, or, as the ordinary Souldiers in thole Days termed it, 
of an Hog’s Snout, and then with great Violence removed thems and ConfiamiHs 
his Guard (or the Pratorian Cohorts^ as they turned themfclvcs to Fight, lo bela- 
boured them on their Baclts, that they flaughtcred them like ib many Beafts^ but 
they fell with infui>crablc Conftancy ai^ Rclblution, (howing by the horrible Noiie 
they made, that they did not (b much'^Bemonc their own Death, as they were tor- 
mented to fee their Enemies rejoyce therein 5 and (one of them lying with their Hams 
or Legs mangled, and (b unable to Fly, others having loft their Hands, and (brae 
not at all hurt by the Sword, but Bruilcd and Maimed by the Weight of thole 
that fell on them, and ran over thcnif yet endured their Pains, and concealed them 
ill Silences not one of them,. in all the Torments they endured, .asked Pardon, 
caft av\My his Sw’oi d, or intreated to be dilpatch^ 5 but holding fift their Arms, 

• though in (b much Mifcly, they efteemed it a lefler Crime to be condemned by the 
Strength of an Enemy, than the Diftatt's of their own Coiilcience, and were now 
and then heard to mutter, that what hapned to them was by Courle of Fortune^ 
and not for their own Delcrt. Thus in the Space of half an hour pafled a brisk 
An.i At Dc. Conflift, and that there had been a Fight, the Viftory alone declared. But fcarcc- 
ftrudion of ly was it ovcr, whcH the Relations of thofe that were (lain, of both Sexes, and all 
llw/IS* ** Ages, were drawn out of their Huts, and with another (brt of Countenance and 
Demeanour, }7Cg’d that what was pa(t might be forgotten. But the Souldicr now 
Heated., and provoked to Fight, neither fpared thofe he found in this Pofture, nor 
filch as efcaped from the Engagement^ but (etting fire to all before him, cither burnt 
luch as fled for Shelter to their Hou(b, or if they fled from fiich weak Refuges, re- 
ceived them on the Points of their Swords, and Lances. Some that cfcapcd ventu- 
red to take the River, but were either drown’d, for the moft part, or killed by the 
MilCk Weapons of the Purfuers, and now it was rcfolved, that this fort of People 
" ' ihould be rooted out. 

f 65. This being efleded againft thofe they called Anticenfes, with all Expedition 

the Army was lent againft the other, which, from the Coubtry they pofleiled, had 
the Name of Pkenfes^ and from the Milcry of their Neighbours, took warning to 
look to themlelvcs. It being difficult to find them out, or come atthem by (lumas 
knew not the Place, the Taifali were taken in as Affiftants, and fb were the Free 
SarmaU’y their Mailers. 1 har they might be line to catch them in one Place, or 
other, the Roman Souldiers chofc to range that part of the Cotiniry lying next to 
Meefia, the Taifali^ that which bordered upon themlclves? and the Free Sartnats 
Tk oJifr 'vliat was moft convenient for them, as lyfog over againft their Seats. The Lbrn- 
forc,c.!iint ganiesy or Slaves, Iccing their Danger, conlulted .whether they (hould dye, or yield 
up thcmlelvts, not w.anting Arguments on either fide 5 but the Opinion of the el- 
der fort prevailed, that they ihould liibmit. Having received then the Publick 
Faith for their Security, they, came clown from the Mountains, and flocked with all 
their Relations to the Ron/arr C.imp ; and there they confirnted to remove into other 
Places, where they might live in Peace and Security, and willingly they fix:med to 
accept of thefe Terms, thougli, as the lequel proved, they could not torfake their 
Natural Humour, with the Country 5 but fell again to their former Fiercenels, and 
mad kind of Life. Matters lb well fucceeding, the Eniperour provided well for the 
Seairity of Jlljricum, and Reftored an Injur’d Nation to their former Seats 5 which 
done, he let over them as King, Zi%ais^ fiidi an one alfo, as they themlclves had 
made Choice of$ hoping, that though they were Fickle enough, yet this would be 
a Means to oblige them to continue Quiet. The Vidorious Army for thcle At- 
chicvments, gave to their Emperour, the lecond time, the Sirname of Sarmatk 
cusy who by a gentle Speech as his manner was, much plealed them, and they re- 
turn- 
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Seft. 4. turned to their Tents with thefe words in their Mouths, that Condartuts could mt A. D. 

overcome. Ifad Julian been the Man, we (hould poffibly have heard more of it c;8. 
tfaMtiutve- from Ammianm. But, Matters thus fettled, Conjiantius returned back to Sirminm in LXWJ 
J"™* “ ' 'Triumph, for which he was afterward Jeered by his Coulin Julian. • 

66 .- And j;ncre we find him about the beginning of June, by levcral Edidts made 
at that City in this Month. Two of the(p have relation to Corporations ^ cfpecially 
thofc of Afiick, to the Vicar whereof, Mariinianus, they are Direfted. The one IX- 
prives fiich as had obtain’d in the Emperours Court, the Honorary Dignity (,f“^-^- 44 > 
PerfeHijfmus, or Comes, and Orders them to be returned back to their Dvitics in 
fuch Places 5 and the (ccond (b much denies any Privilege from fuch Services to Cji. 

Souldiers in the Armies, that the very Veterani, or thofc who had obtained Letters 
of Difinilfion, it alfo Remands back again. About the latter end of June, fi om Sir- jd'ii’ nt j Cadm 
mium he went to Murja, another Town of Pannovia, where he made another Law/"//'"- 
concerning the lame Subje-df, but to be fpoken of in another place ^ and tlience re- 
turned to Sirmium in a fliort time, where, by other Edicts, it appears, that he con- 
tinued the remaining part of all ^is year. The next following, bting the Twenty a.V. yig. 
third of his Reign, and of our Lora the CCCLIX, into which fell the Coufuljhip of two hijibio & - 
Brothers, Eufebius and Hjpatius 3 he remained at the fame place, or thereabout, till Hypjuo 
near the Month of June, where we fhall leave him for a while, and vifit Julian in 
Gall, and (ee how he there Employed himfelf in his Winter-Qi^iarters. And there 
you may be fure, that this Perfon, Famous for his continued Succefles, ( for Animi- Amhunat • 
and Zojimus cannot fpeakofhim without fuch Parenthcles and Flourilhcs ' 
though at prelcnt he was fixed from the Burthen of War, yet was nolcfi. Thoughtful 
ii(.A for the Safety and Profj3crity of the Provinccs,diligcrItly oblcrving whether any one 

II !f in hi!'*"' was Overcharged in thePublick Taxes 3 whether Opprefledby Great Men 3 whethei 
umtci ^uar- any grew Rich by Publick Calamities 3 or any Judge was Corrupt or Partial. And 
' yet, as to the laft jioint, there was the lels occaCon fiir him to (hew his zeal, bc- 

cawfe he himfelf Heard and Determined Canfes with allExadfnefs poflihlc, in rcfptdl 
to Juflice3 whereofj though many Teftimonies were at hand, yet our Author 
thinks fit to Mention one Paflage, by that to make an eflimatc of his other Adis in 
this veryltind. Numerius, who a little before had Governed the Piovince of Nar- 
bon, was Accufed of Rapine before him 3 and he was fo Severe as to hear all that 
would objedt any thing3 but he Anfwered, and fo well Defended himfelf^ that rio- 
thing would ftick 3 at which, one Dclpluhus, a bitter Orator, who was Employ- 
ed againff him, thus Applied himfelf to Julian^ Who can ever be Guilty, if it be fu^~ 
dent to deny i To whom he Replied prudently extempore. Who can be Innocent, if it 
be fu^icient to have Accufed ? 

6 j. This, and many other things of the like nature he did, but being now to 
take the Field, and knowing there were f()me of the Almans, who, hav ing BOt-ytf.. 
felt the Smart of the War, would in all probability make him more W'ork, if they 
were not alfo Chaftifed, He confidered how he might beft come upon them on a 
fudden. He Diffiatchcd one Hariobaudes, a Vacant Tribune, as they called him, a 
man of Approved Fidelity and Valour, upon a Meflage, as was pretended, to Hor- 
tarius, a German Ring, with whom he had Peace 3 that under that Pretenfe, the 
McRenger might ftep into the Countrey of thofe’ he intended to Invade, which was 
near at hand 3 and being well skill’d in their Language, Difeover their Intenti- 
!ic marcheth. ons and Praftices in order thereto. While he W'as about this Work, Julian, ha- 
ving Rendevouz’d his Army, marched firft to fiich places uj’on the liorders as 
had been Demolifhed in the Wars, to take care for Rebuilding the Towns, and 
efpccially Repairing the HublickCranaries, therein to lay up the Corn that he lent 
for out of Britain', and this wasvigoroufly profecuted, and in good time wclIEfFeft- 
ed3 the Storc-houfes being both Repaired and Rcplenifhed, and thefe feven Towns 
Reinforced, vi%. Cajira Hcrculk, ^adriburgum, TriAfmic, Ntvefo, Bonna, Anienna- 
cum, and Bingio. For, the Barbarians themfelves, according to the Agreement of the 
preceding year, though more out of Fear than Love to the Commander, font Plen- 
ty of Materials 3 and the Auxiliary Souldiers, who were wont to foorn fiich Emplo} - 
ments, were yet fo won upon, by the obliging carriage of Cseftr, that they willing- 
ly put their fhoulders apd hands to the Work, both Bearing Burthens, and ferving 
otherwife in the Building. Hariobaudes having fully informed himfilfj return’d, and 
gave an Account hOw Matters Rood : whereupon Julian, further Rrengthencd 
fince his Departure, by the coming of Florentius, the PrafeSus Prurtorio, who 
brought both a good Party of Men with him, and Provifions enough for a 
long time 3 fet forward, and came to ’hHoguntiacum, or Ments,, where Flore^.’tiui 
and iMpkinus, the Succcflbr of Stverus, the one after the other, contended, that 
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S(^. there he (hould pals the River by the Bridge ; but C^jar by no means tvould be A> D. 
brought to it; allcaging, that the Territories of thole that were no^/ their Friends, -• e o, 
they ought not to enter, left the Souldiers, as their Manner is, fliould commit any 
Dilorders, and ^hereby the Peace be biokcn. And all the Gi:rnta\ (ov Alntat/sJ 
thereabout were fo conccincd pt the Approach of the Airoy, that th^ came to King 
SttoMarius, who had made his Peace befor^ and in a Menacing manner Command- 
ed him to liinder the Romans from paffing the River, for they weic his Territories 
that lay next to the Bridge, on the German fide. 

68. He protefted, that of himlclf he was not able to do it 5 whereupon they 
all gathered together, and in great Multitudes ftood over againft Mintz, with all 
their Power to hinder Csrfar’s I^aflage, whole Council now appeared to be very Ica- 
Ibnable. As he marched from they alio oblcivtd his Motions near the 

Rhine, and w'hcrethey perceived he incamped himfclfj theie late down over againft 
him 5 taking no Reft, but Itill obferving him, left he Ihould get over. But when 
he was eome to the Place rclolvtd on, confulting with Lupicinus, he gave order 
to certain Tribunes to make Cl'.oicc of three hu^red men with Stakes, without 
acquainting them vrhat they Ihould do, or wheth* they ftiould go; but being put 
aboard the forty piiblick Vcilels, w Inch lay in the Rhine, called Naves Lujms ; 
they were Commanded, without making the leaftNoire,w ith Oars to get to the fur- 
ther B.ink, and there Land, while the Germans ftill watched the Fires that burnt 
at the Camp. In the mean time Hortarius, both Friend to the Rimans, and to his 
Neighbours, without any Dtlign, had invited all the Kings and petty Princes to a 
Fcaft, W'hich accordinjgto the manner of the Nation (f't this time pretty W'ell in- 
clined that W’ay) they continued till the third Watch of the Night. The Ro- 
mans being Landed, by chance fell upon them, as they dcjiarted; but could not 
Kill, or take any one, 'they making their tleape by the Darknels of the Night 
and the Swiftnels of their Horfes, hut llcw Ibmc of their Servants that followed 
ii\a5:trara- on Fofrt, whom the want of Light did not Conceal. But upon the Noife now 
gtfn Invades the Romans were Landed ; they that lb unanrmoufly refolved to hinder the 
V. niaking of a Bridge, as well Kings as People, all ran aw'ay, and endeavoured to 
remove their Goods and Relations further into the Country, giving tfic Roman 
Army free Pallage. Through the Territories of Hortarim they pafled without gi- 
ving the Icaft Offence; but coming once to touch thole of the Kings, that ftill con- 
tinued Enemies, they burnt, and kill’d all before them paffing without Oppoliti- 
on through the Countryes. After much Mifchief done in both kinds, they came to 
a Place called Capellatium, or Palos, at the Confines of the AIntans and Burgun- 
dians, and the re incamped, to receive Macrianm and Hariobaudus, two Kings, and 
wiiiciicx)n- Brothers; who perceiving Deftruftion to draw very near them and theirs; in 

came to be reconciled, whom followed Vadomarim, another King, 
mit. tbrmerly received as a Friend and Client of the Roman Empire. The Matter was 

^ debated in a Council of War, and Macriantts, with Hariobandtfs, his Brother, 

^ was admitted to make his Peace: but whereas Tadcmarint came to intercede for 

Units, Urfiiintis and Tcrfalpus, three of his Neighbour Princes, it was not thought 
fit at prclcnt, to ftitw them the fame Favour; left, being according to the Hu- 
mmir of the Barbarous Natrons, f ickle; after the Romans were departed, they 
ftioiild make little Account of what was obtained by the Interceffion of ano- 
ther-. Yet when alter their Corn, and Houles were burnt, and many of their 
People Haiti; they again lent, and owned tbemltdves to be in Fault. Peace was 
Granted upon Terms; W'hcreof the moft Jmportant, and prefling was, that they 
Ihould leftore alfo thole Captives, which they had taken in their frequent Inciu:- 
Irons. 

69. While the hiavenly Providence thus correffed what was amift in Gall, as our 
Writer oblervts, new Difturbanccs hapned in the Emperour’s Court ; which from 
Ihiall Beginnings lb far proceeded, as to end in Sadnels and Lamentation. There 
hapned at the Houle of Barbatio, then Magijier Peditum, a Swarm offices; at which 
Prodigre, you mull know, much concern’d, he Ibllicitoully conliilted luch as were 
skrllul in lb great Myfterics,.and had for Anlwcr, that it portended Ibme great 
Danger, becauie that fort of Creature is driven from it’s Habitation, and Wealth 
it hath heaped together, by Smoak, and the Tinkling of M^als. Hewenthisway to 
the Field in great Anxiety and Fear ; but left behind him his W\fe,Ajfjftria by Name, 
a Tattling and Imprudent Woman; who taking the Matter in good Senfe for her 
Hufband, but a bad one for her ftl^ wrote to him a LeRer by tbeband-ofher Maid, in 
a weeping Style; belccching him, that after the Death of Cenfiautius now approach- 
ing,* when he (hould be advanced to his Place, (as (he hoped) he would not defpifo 
her, and marry Eufebia, the Empicft, for her extraordinary Beauty, wherein fte 
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Seft. 4 . ®*cellcd moft other Worhch, The Letter was as Secretly conveyed^to him, >as could A. D. 

be, but the ^id that wrdte it, cunningly kept a Copy ^ and when, all were re- p* , 

turned to their^inter-Quarters, ran away with it by Night to Arbetio, to whom v.y’VVJ 

j4rtjf{»,and was not a Ijple Welcome. He, who was ever grwdy of fuch kind of Work, 

lit wife put brought it to^he Emperour ^ and thereupon the Parties were examined, who bexh 

hrSh« confefled^ he, that he.received it, and (he, that (he wrote it 5 for which Crimes they 
tonyf were both Beheaded. But the Inquilition did not here reft: many, as well Inno* 
cent, as Guilty Perlbns, being brought into Trouble; amongft whom was one Fa* 
lentive^ that had been a Primiemus of the Pr£fe3s^ now a Tribune j who being 
much tortured would not, becaulc truly he could not,confe(s any thing ^ (or he was 
an abiblute Stranger to the thing, as to which Conjiantius^it length fatisfied, made 
him amends, by preferring him to the Dignity of a ]^ux in lUjricum. As for Bar- 
batiOy there was (carcely any one that pittied him, being a man of a Surly and Ar- 
rogant Behaviour, and upon that Account hated by many. Having the Ovcilight 
of the Donrefiic^PrvtCifors under GuUus CdtfoTy he was to him FaKe and Perfidious^ 
and after his Death, when preferred to (b eminent Place in the Army, he feigned 
the like Crimes againft ^»/w»5‘and to the Regret of all Good men, frequently 
(uggefted to the Emptrour, whole Ears were open to all (iich Matters, cruel things, 

, not knowing that wife Saying of Arifiotle to his Difciple, and Kinfinari CaUijikemsy 
when he lent him to Alexander y that he (hould converie as leldome as he could ^ 
and when he did it acceptably* with him, who carried the Power of Life and Death 
• on the Tip of his Tongue. To this Story of Call/Jihencs thus applied, Ammianus 
adds another Oblcrvation, that not only men, the minds of wliom may be believ- 
ed, to be akin to Heavenly Bodies $ but even other Animals, though tliey want 
Reafbn, yet are taught by Nature to keep Silence, when their Safety is thereby .pre- 
lerved; as it appears, lairhhe, by one well-known Example. ThcGeele leaving 
the Eaftern Parts, becaulc of the Heat, and flying to the Northern^ when they come 
to the Mountain Taurusy which abounds with Eagles, being in fear of thole valiant 
Birds, they flop their Beaks witli Stones, on Purpole, that the grcatcft.NecclIity may ^ • 
hot draw from them any Noilc, which might Dil^ver them 5 but when they are 
over, and paft the Mountain, they immediately let them fall again, and fu fccuivly 
prolecute their Tourney. 

70. But, belides thele Matters of Jealoufie and Punilhraent, we find Conftantius 
taiployed at this time about other Aflairs. And fiiTf, we mufi: tak6 Notice of an 
Edift made now by him, than which Icarcely any one Law hath given greater Oc- 
calion to learned men of late time, to cxcrcile their Critical Wits. Conjiantine the ,2* * 
Great, had formerly thought fit to exempt his Patrimonial Lands, and thole called 
Fundt Emphyteuticiy which lay in Italj/y from extraordinary Services, as well as thole 
that lay in Africk,, and that they (hould be only Subjeft to the ordina ry Paym ents 
of Tributes, or of the Species Annonaria;, and Cellaricnfcsy formerly meniioned. 
by another Edidf dire^ed to TauruSy the PrafeGus Pratorso of Jtalj/y and propofed L. 9 dtPxtr.i- 
at RomCy on the (eventh before the Calends of March : Conjiautius his Son ordains* 

That this Privilege, after the Examples of Africky and Italj/y be alfo extended to'-'" 
thole kinds of Lands lying in the Drbicarian Regions, and in Sicily. What the “ 

CniiMtiu* Prince his Patrimonial Lands were, the Reader may mulcrftand, by what wc have 

nukes a taw formerly laid of his Patrimony, and the Officers belonging to it, as the Rathnalcsi 

0?** Procstrators. As for the Emphytessticiy or Ewphytesttjcariiy they were thole of 
k^iaSls them, that were granted out to private Perlbns by way of hn E/s^hyteu{is'f that is, 
iiomcxtraOT- for (uchto hold them for ever, provided they paid lb much as was requir’d ( C'u- 
^ry Serri- jjj^y termed it) for an Acknqwledgemcnt ^ and they were ufually Barren Lands* 
which thele*Perlbns were to Cultivate and Manure. But this Matter the prefent 
Nature of our Work allows us not to inquire further into 5 but to take Notice of fe- 
ral other things very notable in this Law, and propyr for our Uiflory.

in the (econd Place, arid efpecially, are to be taken Notice of, the Zlrbieahan Regi- 
on^ Separate and Diflinff, as from AMck^, lb from Italy, and from Sicily. Now 
^ Urbicarian Regions were thole 0 )untries lying wivhin an hundred Miles of 

Rme^ and haly, (when no more is added) fignilics in the Conftitutions of Princes, 
all the remaining Parts of baly lying beyond them. And it is as important (alnioll;) 
to take Notice, that in this Law is the foft and mofl: antienf Mention made ofnheie 
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Stfi-A. Vrbicarratt Regions, which occurrs no where before in the time of Cofifiuntwe-^ A.D. 
W'VAJ taken for a Reafon, that about this* time Cc^Jiantiur 2, t g 
broughr up this Divifion and Diftinftion, for fettling the fevcral Jiii^didion« of 
Pr^ffedtfs Praiorio oi Italj^ and the PrdRfeU of the City in the Poiiik , of Appeal, as 
was noted a while ago, whereas formerly the PrjpjeiJ of the City rccVivcd Appeals,’ 
or challenged tliem out .of all the Regions of Italjf. But no\v Confla^ih- . •.onfined 
him within his peculiar Dioecele, and brought up this new Appellation ji tlije TJr- 
h/cariau Regions, as being the Dioecefe of the City it fclf, whole Pr^ijia ;K*>u!rl on- 
ly within it^ by his Order, have this kind of Jurildiftion. And indei..i .n. li, . . urfle, 
as Gotkofncl further oblervcs, peculiar Governours feem to have been giv i r- f » ,he 
Urbicarian Re^ions^ or Provinces, as namely to Thfcia, and Piceuum:^ if- 

ter ward, they became again united with the Provimm Anmnari^^ of which iic.c- 
tofore. This Law was propoled to view at i?t>we,becaule it belonged to it’s Dioecefe. 

Further, 5 w/y, Sardwia and Cor (it a are mentioned by Zofimns^ as in equal Right un- 
der the Praj'dius Proitorio of Italy. But here Suily is leparated from them, as alone 
enjoying this Immunity, though all three had but one Ratiottalis. And neither is it 
reckoned here as United totheZJr^»/V<*r/<i« Rjegions^ nor yet to Italj\ which afterward 
it was. 

71. On the fourteenth of Munh he made another Edidi, direfted to

Publick Storc-houfts. This Qiiantity of. Viftuals for julf lb many dayes, we lately^?/*. " 

Other Edifts obforved Jhliatt to haVe Ordered his Souldiers to take along with them in their Ex- 
roth^'T^*^ pedition againft the Gert»ans^ and that from Awmiarntsmaredhnus.^ wlio calls it 
war!^ ^ BitcctUaUm^ which waS Bisket, or a kind of Bread, but lighter than the ordinary 
fort, and which would keep a longer time. The Souldiers were wont in Expedi- 
tions to take this Expeditionalfs Annona^ as the Law calls it, along with them, ( yet 
‘ , the old cuftom was but for Icvcntcen dayes ) and Ammianus faith, they carried it on 
their Backs. But, belides this EdiA, he Diredfed two others, concerning this lame 
Subject, and to the lame Pcrlbn, Helpidius^ and therefore wc may well conclude, 
upon the fame occafion of the Perfian War, which we ftrall here add, Uiough tlie 
one was made the year going before this whereof we write, and the other in 
that which followed it, becaule it will not be unprohrable to the Reader to know 
the Ufages of the Romans in thefc particulars. The firft was Dated not thrccr-4-f/''/f t 
M onths before that of which we now Ipeak, and but four dayes before the begin- 
ning of the very year ^ and Commands, That when the Souldier is in Expe- “ 

(lition, he have allowed him two dayes together the Expeditionalfs Annona^ 
on the third day Bread and Wine. By Annona , the lame with BHCcellatttm, or 16; 
ttic Amniufiition-Bisket, is meant, to v/hich is to be added Vinegar; for, as the one/«»- Hmap 
^ is oppoled to their common and ordinary Bread, lb the other to Wine, which they 
. had ufually in tlieir Quarters, but not lb in their Marches, becaule of tlie conveni- 5. cofu 
cncc of Travel, as is molt probable, the one fort being much lighter than 550. 

other; but as for Vinegar, it fcems added for Drink, being mingled with Water, 
and ailt> perhaps to give a grateful Tafte to the Bisket, and make it go down; 
which kind of Fare, tlie Turkf at this day, out of their great Humanity, afford to 
their poor Cally-Slavcs, to whom, when they Row very long, they give every man 
in his Woodden J 5 owi, that ftands by his Chain, Ibme Vinegar, wherein to fop his 
courle Bisket, as a great and cheering Dainty. But in foch manner did Confiat/tins 
order the Fare of the Souldiers by this Law, as ^vc him no great Encouragement 
for fo long and tedious an Expedition; for inftcad of Encouraging, he cut him (hort 
of the ulual Allowance, which ftipenci afterward he found reafon to alter, and by 
another t^dirt to }»rclcribe aqpther courlc of Allowance, thereby Repealing tltat 
(cant and unealic Law. In this he tells Hei^p/d/ifx, That frequent Cuftom Ihewed, “ 
how the Souldiers were wont in the times of Expeditions, to have allowed them, " 
both the Bisket ( or Buccellatum ) and Bread, as allb both Wine and Vinegar ; ‘■ 
and moreover, both Lard and .Mutton, all in this Order : For two dayes together 
the Bisket, on the third day Bread; one day Wine, another day Vinegar; one day 
Lard, and Mutton for two dayes together. Thele Laws were! Enabled in reference to 
the Per^n Expedition : Now for the War it felf, 

72. Projper, SpeSatHs znd Euftachim heingiknt Amhalkdoxs, as formerly was laid, 
to the Perjian King, prclcnted the Emperour’s Letters to him, now returned to 
Ctefiphen, and urgeahim, thereupon to make a Peace; though they kept themfclvcs 
fo clble to their Inftrudtions, and were (b careful for the Honour of bim that (ent

jandAff/®- having long ftay’d, and prefled the Matter, butiny;un5 they returned, and to fee 
tamiu. if could' fiiced any better in their Errand, two others were fent in theif Room, 
which were Utciliarfus^ a Comsy and Procopius^ a Notary^ at this time 3 but who 
was aftei ward by Neceffity driven upon fuch High Undertakings, that we (hall then 
J}ear too much of him. Neither were their Endeavours lb eflfedual as to prevail up- 
on that Refolute King 5 who burning with a vehement D&fire of enlarging his Do- 
minions, made all Preparations he could againft the Spring 3 and, as if he defired to 
flght againft Confiantivs his Humour, as well as his Perfon and Territories, confiilt- 
ed Wizards about the Succefs, and what would after happen, than which nothing 
was wont more to difeompofe and vex the Emperour. What Difturbance was 
wrought upon him by hearing of this Practice of Sapor ^ wc know not 3 but his Jea- 
loulie was fiipplied , and /ed at that time by other Suggeftions. For when the 
News of the Perfian Preparations was come to Court, and all were in Sufpenfe and 
Fears the Fabrick, called the Comten^s Fabrica ( wa. they that were Chief in Co- 

• mHatity or about the Emperour } which always, both Night and Day, as our 
Hiftorian breaks the Jeft, hammered' upon the Anvil what Euntichs pleated, accufed 
Drfictnusy the Magifler Eqaititniy to him 3 as one, who after the Death of Sylvams^ 

* when there was none left to take Care of the Ea^ern Provinces, defigned no left 
than to fet up for himfclf. This they did to gratifie Eufebius^ the Prapofftus Cubi- 

'nrfWm.the culiy the only man with Conjlatituts, and who plotted the Deffruftion oCX)rficinnfy 
both bccaiife he alone was Independent of him, and needed not his Support, as the 
\gi\nh. urpei- tcft did 3 and alfb becauie he would not part with his Hoilife at Antioch^ which he 
w> moft carneftly Coveted. For thefe Reafons he caufed the Cubicularii (as thofc that 

were under his Charge, and by their nearnefs to the Emperour, had full Opportuni- 
ty to inflame his Jcaloufic) to inftill Sufpitions continually into his Ears againft that 
valiant Man. Here Ammiams tells us, he cannot but commend Domitian himfeJf, 
who, though by a Demeanour fb unlike to thole of his Father .and Brother, he ble- 
mifhed his own Memory, and contrafted an inexpiable Detiflation of his Names 
Vimitim his yet was Famous for one mbft received Law he made 3 Whereby he forbad, that avy Boy 
jboHld be Gelded within the Bounds of the Jhrifdiliio7i of Rome 5 which if it had not hap- 
ned, faith he, how could the Swarmes of thofc Creatures have been endured, the 
very finall numberof which cannot be borne. 

But Enfebittt, and his Complices were fo cunning, that for Fear TJrfrinua be- 
ing again font for, out of Apprehenfion of Danger, might do really, what they but 
feigned he had a Deflgn to do 3 they thought the Matter was to be k ept Secret , till 
a convenient Opportunity could be prefonted of pitting him to Death, whicITtWfllc 
with fbme Impatience they expefted, another Mifohief of no fmall Confcquence befel 
One Antninwi the Empire. There was one Antoninus, formerly a Rich Merchant, afterwards an Ap- 
^ Rationarius, but at prefent a Protelhr belonging to the Dux of Mefipota- 
a cunning Man, and very well verfod in Bulinefs, who by fovcral of the great 
ones being opprefled, could obmin no Juftice againff them 3 the judges being ftiU 
inclining to fevonr thofo in Power, fo that perceiving there could nothing be done, 
he confofled a Dft)t, which his knavifh Creditor transferred to the Treafury. But 
' now defigning in his head a profound Revenge, he began to foarch out all the In- 

trigues of the Empire, and being skilled as well in one as the other Language, he 
inquired ipto the whole State of the Army 3 of what Numbers the fovcral Parties 
confifted3 of what Strength they were 3 where they Quartered, and who Com- 
manded them in times of Expedition .• as alfb about Arms, and Provilions, whence, 
where and how they were fumifhed. Having fully informed himfolf, when the 
Day of Payment of the Debt drew near, which the Comes Largitionum very rigo- 
roufly exaded, he refblved with all his Family to fty to the Perfians. And that fb 
doing, he might efcape the Stationary Souldiers, he bought a piece of Land, of no 
great Value, in a place called HiaAio, lying upon, the River Tigris\ which being 
known, he was not at all fufpeded, or queftion’d, for going to his own Eftatc. On 
the other fide of the ft.iver lay thofo Perftan Territories, which were governed Ify 
Tam Sapor y one of the Satrapa's formerly mention’d 3 with whom, being formerly 
known to him, nc held now Intelligentie by fome skilful in Swimming, being f’ucli 
as he could Tmft, who in the Dead time of the Night, fent Boats, and fetch'd him 
Mis to ^ over, with his Wife, and Ctuldren. Being conveyed to the King 3 as formerly Ala- 
PtrfimviDt, ^^4/ Blamed Hanmbaly he often told him, that he knew how to get, but i*)t how 
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Se£^. 4. to vie a Vidory 9 inftancing within the Memory Forty year^ in ievcral Paflagesj A D.* 
after the Battels of Hilda and Singara, clpccially in that Bloody Battel jboght 2 e p, 
by Night < (b great a Slaughter having been made, he neither fell u^ii Bdtjfa^ tiotV^/VXJ 
feized on fhe Bridges of Euphrates, as the Conquerours in Prudence wght to have , 
done ^ efpecially the Romaw, at that time, being embroyl’d in C^il Dii^rds. 

Theft, artd many other things he Difeourfed at Meals, while the Psrjt^s, after the 
manner of the Greeks, confiilted of War and other Serious Matters^ and thereby 
Inflamed the Perjiaft King with an Earneft Rclblution to do his utmoft the follow* 
ing year : and he made all futable Preparations, being Encouraged by the Skill and 
Proraifes of fb underftanding a Fugitive. 

74. In the mean time the Defign againft IJrjidtsus went on at Court, where the 
Emperom's Followers, by the elpeeial Affiftance of Etimuhs, brought the Plot 
againrt him to fomc Perfeftion, &c. that fort of Creature being over-greedy and 
• Ravenous, and themiclvcs capable of no Children, moft Fervently, ( as jimsmafnrt 

obferves) embraced Riches as their Darling-Daughters. And it was Refolved^ 
that Sabinianuf, a Deerepit, Old man, well-money 'd, but Lazy and Feeble, hitherto 
thought too obfeure for fuch a Dignity as that of Magifier Militnm, (houl^ in his 
room, be ftnt to Govern the Eafiern Parts 5 he being called to Court under pre- 
tenft of Succeeding Barbatio, in the Command of the Foot 5 that fo being greedy 
of Innovation (as they affirmed ) he might be Expoled to the Obftivations, and 
Arts of his greateft Enemies, oabwianns. Elevated by bis New and UnexpcAed 
Dignity, went to his Clrarge 5 and being come to Cilida, gave the Emperour’s Let- 
ters to his PredeccHor ; the purport of which was, that he flionld batten to Court 
to receive a greater Pnefermentj at that Junfture of time, when, although he had 
been abfent, as far as Thule, there was great need of his Return, who had had fo 
great Experience in the Conduft of Military Matters ; and efpecially in what con- 
cerned the Perftan War, whieh was now prtfled upon the Empire. The Rumour 
being fpread abroad, that he was Recalled, the ftveral Cities and Countreys con- 
cerned, by their Unanimous Defires, and Cries, would needs flop him, beholding 
him no otherwifc than as their Guardian : for they called to mind, how, though 
he entred upon his Charge with Forces of no value at all ^ yet had he preierved 
his Diflridt, and loft nothing for Ten years together , and they very much fofoefted 
their own Safety, being now to be Protefted by a very Coward, and that in fo Cri- 
tical a Time as flow was coming. But ftrange it is, that the Report of this Defigned 
Alteration ftiould fofpcedily fly into Perfia, (our Writer tells us he doth not doubt 
but fwift Fame flies through the aery paths ) where a great and ftrious Confidera- 
.. tion being held thereupon, by the Advice of' it was Refolvcd, Thatfte- 
ing fo unfit a Perfon was to Succeed Urfiemsss, they fhould take the fair Opportu- 
nity now oflcrccl, and pafftng by the Towns ftanding upon the Borders, march with 
allTUitvenient fpeed into thofe Countries under his Conduft, and feize upon them, 
the greateft Atchievement of all others 5 they having never been touched fince the 
Dayes of Galliems, and by reafon of the long Peace they had enjoyed, abounding 
with all things. 

75'. In the mean time, Vrjiciftus and his Followers, ( amongft whom was Amm- 
avus the Hiftorian ) having ftaid a little on this fide the Mountain Taurus, halted, 
according to the Orders receiv’d, towards Italy, and were come as far as Hebrus, a 
River falling down from the Mountains of the Odryfa. There Ke received pther 
Letters from Coujiautius', requiring him without Delay to return into Mejopotama 
without any Guard’, for that the Power was put info another man’s hands ^ which 
his Enemies contrived for this Reafon ^ that in ca(e the Perfian returned without 
any thing done, the Honour of the Defeat might be Aftribed to the New Officer 5 
but if he profpered, the Miftarriage on the Roman fide might be imputed to Vrji^ 
cinus, as a Betrayer of his Coyntrey. Being thus tofled up and down, y^ithouc 
any good reafon, yet he obeyed after fome Difpute; and being returned, found his 
Succeflor very fcornful, a man of mean Stature, and as narrow a Soul 5 ib for from 
being fit to manage a ^tcl, that without Fear and Trembling he could icarccly 
hear the Contentions, which oecafionally happened >at the Table. One Meflen* 
ger ftill Confirming what another brought concerning the great Preparations of the 
Btr{iavs \ it was llcfolvcd to march to Nifibk, left the Enelny, however looking 
andthc-r way, Ihould make an unexpeftcd'Attacque upon it. Whilft they were 
Fortifying the Place, the great Fire and Smoke ften from the Mfolls through the 
Couintcys lying near to Caflra Maurorum and Sijera, which grew greater and great, 
er, as they nearer approached, gave warning evident enough, that the Perfaus had 
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4. Zhfoimts then with fomeTorces went to Coaft about the Country, A. D. 

,^Y^and give fucbaOider as he &w convenient, for Prevention of fo great Mifehiefs as 2 K g, 
^ impended: and/it was thought fir, that the Inhabitants (hould be compelled to quit 
the Country of Mejopotamia, and Retire, with all they could,into the ftrong Holds 3 
to leave CarrSi a City not tenable, the Walls were fo much decayed^ tofot all the 
Corn and Grafs on Fire, and fortifie the hither Bank of Euphrates ^ fo as the Enemy 
might find noealie Pailage^ and the Autumn being fo far come on, that the Corn 
was now turned white, the Fire took and burnt up all ^ fo that the Perdans could 
find no Forage, nor any Ford to pals the Rivers till by Ajttoninus the Fugitive, they 
were led more unto the Right Hand, where there was Grafi and Corn enough, and 
the River near it’s Head, was notfo fwoln with the melted Snow, which lower 
down in abundance foil upon it. The Poman Troops light amongft thofc of the 
PerjUn, and TJr^nttt had the Fortune to foe Antotsimu^ whom, having efpied, he 
Reviled as a Villain and a Tray tor?, but he not cjuieavouring to conceal himfel^ 

Leaping from his Hoife, took the from his* Head, which had been given 
asaBadgofthe greattft Honour, bowed himlelf near to the Ground, and giving " 

hin^the Titles of Patron and Lord, holding his hands behind him, as the Cuftom ritiA nontextu^n., 
for Supplicants was in Affyria^ prayed him to pardon him; for that he was engaged '• 

* in a Courfo* he knew to be naught, not by Choice but Neceflity, throng the Ava-^^p,r*//- , ' 
rice offome Rapacious Perfons, againft whom he himftlf could not but remember, 

that his high Place and Power was not able to proitft him. Which (aid, he with-^'*’'''’ 

• drew himfolf, not turning his Back, b»it going backward, till out of Sight; as the 
Cuftom was in thofe times, and fince hath been pradtifed by^ the Eajiern and AV- 
ihem Nations. 
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76. Sapor^ the Perfiati King, attended by Grttmhaies^ King of the Ckjonit£^ be- 
fides the King of the Albania and followed by a valt Nuhtber t)f men, took two 
Roman Caftles, called Reman anti Bufan by Surrender, and to thofo- he found therc- 
’ in, (hewed himlelf very merciful, to obliterate the prejudice which his former Cru- 
elties had procured againft him. Thence purl'uing his Defign, on the third Day, he 
came to Amida, where he did not think of making any Stay ; but refolvcd to put* 
fuc thole Councils that Antoninus had (liggcfted. f or he concluded, that thofo 
within, at the firft Sight of him would not dare to hold out; and he in Perfon rode 
to the Gates, on Purpofo to be focn, having his Guard about him, and wearing on 
his H^ad an Ornament of Gold, rcfcmbling the Head of a Ram, all ’gliftering with 
Gems, for a Diadem. But with this Sight the Defondents were not fo difmayed, 
but that while he prefled on, they had the Courage to let flic at him, and there 
, be had {)eri(hed in his Gaiety, if the Duft had not intercepted their Sight ; fo that 
he efoaped with Loft of part of his Robe cut from him by a Javelin; though fuffi- 
ciently enraged : for he exclaimed againft them, as equally Criminals, j,vith thofo 
that had Sacrilcgiuufly robbed fome Temple, in that they had offered ViolenceTo 
the Ma jefty of him that was Lord offo many Kings and Nations; and moft earnelk- 
ly was bent to deftroy the City, as contaminated by fo great guilt, till by the gen- 
tle Infinuations and Petitions of his Captains, he was mollified, who befought him, 
that together with that Town, he would not Sacrifice the Hopes of lo great an En- 
terprize, as he had undertaken, to his Anger. Next day therefore he rclblvcs to 
fiimmon the Place, and for that Purpolc Grnmbatcs^ King of the Cbmiita^ goes with 
a Company that offered themfolves, towards the Walls, whom as a skillful Engineer 
law approaching, he levelled, s\jnd let flie at him, and though be niift his Perfon, 
yet he killed his Son ; a Goodly, Proper Youth, that went clofo by him. With 
I this Accidept liich as were prefont were fo ftruck, that they all ran away; but con- 
ceiving themfclves obliged to fetch off the Body, again returned, and by their great 
Cries and Lamentations, provoked thofe other forts of People that were with t hem 
to do the like. Now followed a moft deadly Conteif, the Darts and other milfile 
Weapons flying like Hail, and till Night it continued, by the Darknels whereof 
covered, at length they got off the Body, drawing it over Heaps of other Carcafles, 
and through Rivulets of Blood, and celebrated the Funeral, according to the Rites 
-of his own Country, in this manner. He was plagcd armed, as he was wont to 
be, on an high and large Scaffold, and about him ten Beds, whereon lay fo many 
Images, lb well ordered, that they reprelented Bodies already buried; and for le- 
ven Dayes togfthcr, all the men that lay at their Quarter Feafted, and Danced, 
and Chanted certain Songs, whereby they bewailed the dcceafed Prince, while the 
Women in the mean time, with miferable Lamentations complained, that the Hope 
of their Nation was cut off in the Flower of his Age. This wlemnity finiflied, the 
Body was burnt, and the Bones put into a Stiver Urne, which the Father in- 
tended 
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A. tended to be ftnt to be buried in his owrt Country: but it was rcfolved, upon 
~ a Confultation, that by a Funeral Pile of this City it felf, a Parent^ on (hould be 2 e 
further ihadeto his Ghoft^ neither would Grumbates luffer the De^h of his only 
Son to go unpunilhed. v 

77. After a Repofe* of two Days, wherein yet a Party was lent out to wafte that 
Fertile Country, round about, they began their Woik^ when early in the Morn- 
ing from the Walls no Profpeft could be had, but that of Armed men, dil^icd to 
feveral Qiiarters of the Town. The Perfians lay round about it. The Chiemt£ had 
their Polt toward the Eaft, where the Prince was kill’d ; the Ferts lay toward the 
South, the Albani to the Norths and to the Guard of the Weftern Coafts were Af- 
Hgticd the Segejhm^ of all others the moft Warlike, and further llrcngthned by a 
Company of Elephants, terrible to behold. Now did they within think ^of no- 
thing, but how to dye with moft Honour, the belk thing they could hope or wi(h for. 

Fiom Sun riling to it’s letting, the Army ftood in that Pofturc of facing the Town, 
not in the leaft Itirring, nor fo much Noile, as that of the Neighing of an Horie be- 
ing heard 5 and their time once out, they retreated again to their Camps, where 
they refrclhcd thcmlclves with Meat, and Sleep. But when it was almoft Qay, 
the Trumpets founded, and they again begirt the Place, which looked as if it would 
have been jhonted down to the Ground by fo great a Multitude i and when Grum- 
bates caft up his Lance, belmeared with Blood, as the Manner of his Country was, 

A violent At- they inftantly attacqued the Walls 5 and a dreadful Fight enfued^i the Befiegers with 
all Alacrity giving the Onlet, and the Defendants with as much Refolution receiv- 
ing them, and defending therafclves with Engines, Arrows, and as otherwifc they 
beft could ^ ft) that on’both fides vaft Slaughter was made, and all the Day it conti- 
nued^ neither could Night it felf force them to give over, lb eager were they and 
obftinate in the Profccu’tion of what they deftred, continuing in their Arms all the 
Night. The Hills echoed again with the Noife, while the Romans extolled the 
Virtues of their Emperour Conjiantttss, as the Lord of the World, and ihti Perjiant 
roared out, that Sapor was Saanfaan, and Pyrojes, whereof the one lignihes King of 
Kings, and the other Conquerour in Wats. Before it was light the Alarme was 
again founded to renew the Storm, and Innumerable Companies Bocked together 3 
fo that at Day-Break nothing could be feen throughout the Plains and Vallies, but 
the gliftering Arms of theft: favage Nations. With a great Shout they gave the 
Onfet, and the whole day this fecond Difpute alfo continued 3 when the Numbers 
of Wounded on both fides were fo greats that the enfuing Night had now that O- 
peration upon them, which the preceding could not effcftj for the Befiegers drew 
off, and they all applied themfelves, as well as they could, to cure their Wounds, 
of which there was a fad Speftacle in the City. Urjicinus, though much difclaining, 
that he was fubjeded to the Command of another Perfon, Specially foch an one as 
^^Sabwianm 3 yet fent to him, and advifed him to bring his FelHes into the 
Field, that they might take (uch Advantages, as were prefented, and fall in upon 
the Enemies Trenches on a fudden, or intercept him by Stratagems, as he removed 
from Place to Place. But he refuftd to do this; pretending publickly, that his In- 
ffrukfions were to ad only in fuch Wayes and Methods wherein the Army could 
not be entlangered 3 but indeed, he remembred what fecretly had been agree ’d on, 
betwixt himftlf, and thofe that procured him the Command, to cut off all Occati- 
ons whereby his Predeceflbr, whoever burned with Defire of Glory, might do any 
thing that would .procUrc him Honour; though the Provinces lay at the Stake. 

UnR? hitnot Therefore could he doc no more, than often to fetid abroad his Eipials, to know 
aUctoKciicvcthc Condition of Amida^ though they coul^ not cpme near the Town^ and other 
things he attempted, but, being without Power, to no Effed; and fo fretted and ti- 
red himlelf, as a Lion, how Big and Grim fbever, feeing his Whelps caught in a Net, 
Fomes and Rages; but dares npt go in to their Relief, being deprived, both of his 
Claws and Teeth, as Ammianus frames the Comparifon. 

78. But, to other great Difficulties wherewith the befieged ftrugled, this alfo was 
added 3 that by rcafon of the great Multitude of dead Carcafles lying in the Streets 
and Pallages, greater than could prcfently be buried; fuch a Stench arofe, as joyn- 
ing with the Heat of the Seafon, and the Infirmity under which the People labou- 
red upon other Accounts, it bred a Pcftilence; but this again was affwaged, the 
Air being tempered by fomc Rain, which fell on the Night that fo^owed the tenth 
Day of the Siege. Now with more Vigour than ever, to attacque the Place the 
Perfians raife many, and great Mounts and Tunets, on which they fet their Eii- 

toipt of the' batter the Walls, and there being a Defcent from a Tower down a ftcep 

v,}pjnsm\(- Rocli^ by Staires; fome feventy Archers of the King’s Guard, and bolder than their 
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Fellows, upo^D^ifcovery thereof, made by a Fugitive, got up into the Tower, and A. D. 
thence ihewhig’Jthemfelvcs, put the Belieged into great Fear ^ all the Array at the 2 e o, , 
iame time, as had been defigned, giving a frcfh Onfct 5 but five of the finalleft Bat- v./'V'VJ 
teringRaras being levelled againfl*thele Adventurers, did fiich Execution upon thera^ 
that (brae were killed, and the reft, wounded or (cared, fell down the Precipice, and 
roilcrably perilhed. , This Succeft much Animated the Befieged, who now removing 
the Engines to their former places, with much more Alacrity and Ea(e defentled the 
Walls: but they had hereby the more leifiire to foe that which very much Aftlicfed- 
thera, vi%. a great multitude of People milerably led into Slavery, out of foveral Forts 
in the Countrey 5 into which, for (ecurity, they had flocked at this time of Danger^ 
many of whom, of both Sexes, being (^'nt with 'fravcl, and not able to hold out, 
they cut their Hamftrings, and left them behind in the Roads. 7 here were in Ami~ 
da two Legions of which formerly had belonged to Magmntms^ very ftout, 
and (wifi: of Foot, and therefore fir for any Combat r>n [lain ground, but for De- 
fence of a Town very improper s nay, they did moie Harm than Good .* for giving 
no AfBftance, either in the railing of Er^gines, or other Works upon the Walls, they 
hindred others 5 but they would make Sallies, without either Fear or Wit 5 and, 
though Fighting with all Confidence and Courage imaginable, often came (hort 
home 5 and when the Gates were to be kept (hut, and the Tribunes defired them to 
Forbear, they would rage exceedingly : But now beholding the Droves of Milera- 
ble People, they were more earneft than ever, to be out, and threatned with Death 
the Officers and others, if they would not (iiifer them to KFue forth upon the Ene- 
my 5 and they cut the Gates with their Swords, as efteeming it the higheft point of 
Indecency, for them to peri(h in a Conquered City, without having (bmething No- 
tably performed, and (utable to the Magnanimity of their Nation. The Command- 
ers knew not what cour(e to take, and at length conlcutcd, that if they ftaid but a 
little, till the Bcfiegers were funher drawn off, they ftu>uld fall upon their Guards, 
and breaking through them, proceed further, as they (aw convenient ^ for they knew 
they would do great Execution upon them. 

79, In the mt-an time, the Walls were Dt fondctl all waves poflible, and the Per{i~ 
ans having raifod two very high Batteries, to annoy the Tt)wn5 the Belieged railed 
other two higher ihah they over againft them. Nov/ came a Oirk and Miiiy Night, 
and the Qiills would be kept in no longer, but out they wt nt at a Poftern, Armed 
with their Swords and Battle-Axes, and th.ev Foi tilled thcmlelves by their Prayers. 

They endeavoured fo much to luipri/ctheEncnty, that tiiey would icarcely bieathe 
tor tear of making a Noifo,and,kiHing fomc of the SentuKls,camc to the Fore-Guard, 
which calily cutting in pieces, as having not the leaft Appreheiilion of any fuch Mat- 
ter, they purpoford, and hop-d to reach to the Kinp^ .s ('Quarter, e're they flbquld be 
much Difeovered; but the Cries of the Wounded, and the Noife of (uch as ifiiTtBSl 
away, gave the Ahum timtdy enough to his Guards, and the Souldicrs were (b foon . 
on their l egs, and ran (itch multitudes together, that theDaringjCi.///j wereprefont- 
ly at a ftand, finding themfolves frultrared of what they had Principally Defigned, 
and without turning their Backs, retired by degrees rmt of the Lines, as utterly un- 
able to (liftain the Violerce of thofo that came upon them. Now were the Gates cau- 
tioully opened to rt^peive them, and in they w'crc taken, with the lo(s of four hun- 
dred of their Comp?tny, befidcs l<»me that were mortally Wounded, having narrow- 
ly mifled of killing the Pcrfi.tn King, though enconipafied wdrli an. Army of an hun- 
dred thouland men;, for which, and oth^T Bold, and Ibmetimes more SucceQful At- 
tempts, the Emperour caufod tht .Statues of the chi.f Leaders of them to be Erefted 
in a place of*Ct)ncourrc, at EtleJJa. When the Light Ciime aiul dilcovercd what Mi(^ 
chief had been done*, much l.ameiitarion theie was heard of the Kings and Nobility', 
for the great l.ols they had fuftained of thtir F'ipnds and Relations^ for, ma- 
ny Satrapu's and other Great Perfons were kill'd, and a Tmce was agreed on 
for three dayes ^ the Befieged being glad to have fo much time wherein to take 
fome Breath. But the Enemy Enraged now more than ever, refolved, either by 
the Deftruftion of the City to Appeafo the Ghofts tlic Slain, or Periih in that 
Glorious Attempt 5 and all forts of Engines and Devices they prepared, againft 
the time the Truce (hbuld be expired 5 refolving to take that courfo, fceing 
that down-right Force could not prevail. By break of Day they came on, not as 
formerly, but in great Order, covered with their Machines ; yet did the Arrows 
and Darts of the Elcficged great Execution, none of them falling in vain 5 and the 
Perfians were forced to (eparate, though they (brcly annoyed the Romans by their 
Engines of Battery placed upon Turrets covered with Iron, which being much high- 
er than thofe of the Defendants, killed them many men. In this manner was all this 
Day (pent jand the moft of the ncict Night the Befieged paffed, in confidering how 
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they mi^ht bed Obviate this Annoyance. After much Debate it. was Refblved A, D, 
againd thoic Turrets, whereon were Moiirted thofe Engines called to t>lant ^ ^ p 

four of that kind, which had the name oiSeotfimj, and all Hade was uied to get 
them planted, e*ie the Light could difeover them ^awhicb, though it could not fully' 
be £ffe£fed, yet, when they came to play with t ouiid Stones cad out of them, the 
Balijia were Difmounted, the Turrets broken down, and the Fall of them drove 
back the Elephants with Violence upon their Maders 5 which Violence was diiven 
into Fury by Fire cad upon their Backs. 

80. Thus were the Batteiies broken down, but the Fight, for all that, did not in* 
teimit. The Perjian K<ng him^lf; though not obliged to be prefenr in Battel, thrud* 
ing amongd the thicked, like an ordinary Souldicr, and Encouraging his Men ^ nei- 
ther was. he daunted by the (bowers of Arrows that fill near him (being fufficiently 
known by his Equipage to thole on the Wall ) tsll many of his Guard filing 
about him, at length he retired, wlicn Night came on. And the Night having gi- 
ven but fmall Red to the Bediged, the fucceeding Day renewed their So* rows, and 
Advanced them to the greated Extremity. For, whenas the Turrets were broken, 
and icndred Uftlcfs^ the PerftJt/s applied themlelves to Fight upon thcle Mounts 
they had raifid mar the Walls 5 to which, when they within oppofed others, that 
Co they might fight on even ground y one of thele Mounts, as if it had been with an 
Earthquake, removed, and fell upon the Wall, bearing it down, and filling up the 
Ditch without, fo th 't it lay in the podurc of a Bridge, or Cauky, giving large En- 
trance to the PnQiitis. By this time was the gicated part of the Carilim Ssnildiers 
either kill’d or dilabled ^ yet without all fear of Death, Numbers d.icked to make 
goml the Bleach, in dill uch that one hindred another; but theAlaciiry and Vigour of 
the PtrQjih King, being tioie whctterl by fi> notable an Advant age, he cauf d all his 
whole Eo.ee to Irapiove it ; and n sw coming to dint of Swo.d, the Ditch was filled 
with dead Bodies, and thtieby la.ger Accefs made to the Town. No longer could 
any Refinance be made, but the ptioi Defendants having done as gallantly as any 
in fuch a condition could do, running ht le and theic, wcie flaughtcred like Sheep, 
without difiinftion of Sex or Age. Some of them getting together, made what Op- 
pofition tluy could, and rtfolvtd to (111 their Lives as dear as poflible: but Ammia~ 
tius Man'eUims^ who was in Town all this while, and wtote the Story, with two o- 
thers, afijfted by the obfeurity of the Night, clcaped through a Poftern, which was 
not obfe. ved ; and ufing as much Speed as fi.ch a cafe required, got to a Place ten 
M’.Ies difiant, and thence ovci coming many Difficulties, palled over thcCounttcy to 
Euphrates^ which cioffi'^g by a Ferry-Boat, they found out 7 Jr(idf/vs, who was now 
Tiavtlliiig to Antwch, But, to return to Amicia. JBhan^ a Cowes^ and thole Tribunes 
by whole V alour and Conduff the Town lb long held out, were Nailed to Crofles. 

%r<>mr and Cffius^ two of thole Officeis belonging to the Mugijier Equitunt^ called 
^umcrarify wire led away together with the rift of the Vlldtitude into Captivity, 
with 1 heir Hands bqjund behind them; and as for them that lived beyond Tigris, being 
carefully (ought out, they were put to the Sword, as well great as little. And now 
the City being Ra/cd; fur that Autumn was fomething ndvana'd,.V/i/>0r refolved to 
return homeward, outwardly re)oycing,andm.ikipga (hew ofTriumfh; but inward- 
ly and kcretU Fitttirg,for that he had loft more men himlelf, than he had cither ta- 
ken alive, or killed in any of the late Engagements, as formerly it hapned at Nifibis 
and S/rgiira:, for^btfofe this Town perilhed on his fide Thirty thouland; as was'dif- 
coveicd by Dijcenes^ aTrrbuffe-Ni tarj/, who dilccrntd them from thole ofthe other by 
this Token; that the Caikafles of the Romans ft cedily putrified, lb that after four 
dayes they could not be known by the Face; wWreas thofe of the Perfians, diied 
like fo many piects of Wood, without any Moifturcoi Corruption appearing, by rca- 
Ibnof their ijxii e Diet, and the great Heat of the Counrrevs where they had lived. 

81. Leaving now Sapor to piolccutc his Retreat, we muft return alio into the 

ern Parts, ami inquire what becomes all this while of Cmpanlius. As W'e left, fo wc 
find him at Strmium, ail the laft Winter, till called again into the Field by the Motions 
of tile Sarmata Lmigantes, or Slaves, whom the Summer befoic he had caulcd to 
chaiige the'ir Dwe]lings,and remove into other Parts, at a greater diftance .* ar.d Amm^ 
writes, that he was forced to march, e’rc Spring was full 4 V.ipc, or, as he words it. 

Adult : which, if we Conliilt the Dates of Ibme Laws made by him at this Time and 
Place, we muft interpret at the later end of Map. For on the five and twentieth oi March 
we find an Ediftby himDireded to Orj.ttfs, the PrffiO of lime, which is more to 
taken notice ofifor the Mention it makes of i he ZJrbnarian Regions, than out of refpeft cu. ihtoi.

who Conveyed it thither. To the Maintenance of both theft Teg, 
forts of Workmen, certain Lands belonged, as by Service, to find them Mainte- vi.y^V'^ 
ctn^mtitu ^nance : and Confiantius by this Edift Ordains 5 That ( to clear all Difputes, which “ 
SbowAeBur.*** might happen ) from all foch Lands (hall be allowed to the Lime- " 

iiers,and con- makers, for every three Feies, or Wain-Load of Lime, an Amphora of Wine, and “ 
to the FeSurarii the like Quantity, for the Conveyance of two thoufind and nine 
hundred Pounds weight of it. And he declares, that not the Perfons, or the “ 

Poffeflbrs, but the Grounds themftlves (hall be lyable to this Payment, and more- “ 
over Wills, that three hundred Oxen be given, or allowed to the Feffurarii, out “ 
of the four Regions. An Amphora here is to be taken for n Meafurc, which con- 
tained eight and forty Sextarii^ each of which held about as much as a ParJs-Pint, 

• or above our Winc-^art. We ftc by this Law, that ihcft Workmen were paid 

in kind, and not in Money, which was much in Fafhion before Gold and Silver 
came to be lb common as now it is. I^ut whereas it is laid, that lb much Wine 
fliould be afforded to them out of theft Lands, it is not to be underfiood, that the 
PolTeHbrs thereof paid it immediately to thoft Workmen ^ but there was a publick 
Office for Receit of this Witie, called Area Finaria^ which was under the Charge 

• of the Prsfeff qf the City, and particularly urder this Or/Am, who now held the 

Place, as oneofhis SucCellbis, and his Son in Law fignifics, upon no Sym^ach. 

pleafing Occalion. For, after Orfitus his Death, his Children were Iw the Treafii- 

* ry troubled about the Accounts of this Receit, as Sjmmachus grievoufly Complains, /J. 4^47. ^ 
though all had been Iflucd out that he had received^ and what was behind was in 
Solvent hands. And as for his two Daughters, they had not medlcd at all with 

what he left 5 fo poor he died. Under the lame Pra'Je& the re was another Officer 
or Accountant called Ratiortalk Finmmi but as for what Aampridius writes of a 
Body or Company of inftituted by the Emperour Alexandtr Severus^ and 

the Tribumjhip of the Forum Fwarium, of which Symmuchiis alfo makes Mention, 
and cited by Juretus^ I rather think them to have relation to the publick Sale of 
Wines, and not to theft that were paid in kind 5 except the PrafcH or under- Officers 
fold theft Wines, and gave the Price to the Workmen. This Law being diredtedto 
the PrafeS of Rome, by the four Regions can nothing be underftood, but the four 
Urbicarian Regions,, of which firft mention is made in this Conful^np, of Eujehius 
and Hypatius, (upon what Occalion We have already laid) and firft obfcrvcd by the 
Lcanped Gothofred. 

82. At this time further Cbntefts happened about the Office of Pro’tor, which be- 
ihg fo Troublefomc, and efpecially Chargeable, as we have often faid, all forts of 
Perfoiis endeavoured to fhift it off, both froiri thcmftlves and their Friends. And 
upon this Account Difputes arofe about the manner of Eleftions *, andftch asjjad 
been Pro-cottfuls and Picars, pretended, that they were above the Office. To Dcter- 
And mine thefc and other Points, Conjiantius Direftcd his Refolution to the Senate ( di- 
vratm. * **'vided now in the Code into two Laws ) bearing Date from Sirmium, on the twoi-t. 14 * i>'\ 
and twentieth of May, whereby he declares his Plcafuic, That only fuch fi^ve Voi- 
cesin the Eleffion of Prxtors, as had been Pro-tors themfelves^ fiich being beft ** i/f. 4 . 
Judges (from their own Experience of the Office) who were fit, and rich enough 
to manage it. In fhe next Place he will have the common Courft in all fuch mat- “ 
ter to take Effeft^ ®«&. That the major part lliould have the decifive Power. “ 

Then in a pompous kind of ftile, he ufes ftveral Arguments to convince them, that “ 
the Employment was no whit below luA as had been, cither Proconjuls or Ficars'^ “ 
telling them, that they could dot but remember, nay, he believes, never could “ 
forget, how Facuudus the Ex-Procoffful, and Arferius the Ex Ficar, had flou- 
rifhed with the Enfignes of the Pratorjhip^ neither of them having thought it too “ 
mean, or an Eclipfe to his former Digiffty. By this it appears, that theft* two “ 

Perfons were very eminent for their Worth,at this timc,though otherwiftwe hear no- 
thing of them 5 hedemanding what can be more Illuftrious th.in their Examples? Qaidtti'mniu- 
and faying that others ought oy them to be admonifhed, ’though indeed Prcconfuls reft- 

and Ficars were reckoned of great Dignity, as being the firft in the Rank of Spe- “ 
ffabilk: Butin the laft Place, he, who ever much favoured the Sessate, gives it fit miga, 
full and abfolute Power of Nomination and Eledion, according to theft Rules, 
without any Recourft had to himftl^ or the PrafeUus Pratorio, as was wont to “ 
b.e.pradift*d in Matters of great Moment^ and that fo much toward the PrsefeS, “ 
that it was ftafonable to put fome Reftraint to his Power. And indeed the Cu- 
ftom was, that the Prsf^ of the City (who as hath been often (aid) was thq Pr£- 
fil of the Senate (the word Pr£fHl was Very proper, though applied to Lay-Per* 
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oe6. 4 . in thofc Times ) had rccourle to the Eiuperour, about the choice of Prdtors. A D, 
Wc flwll only, as to this Law, further add, that therein he gives bu^he Title of tf o, 
Clarijjimts ' to the PrafeSus Pratorio. For, in Cottfianiius nis Tin<^ that of //- 
lujiris was not received yet, in that diftinft and proper Senlc, as we find it appli> ^ 
ed in tlic Nef/tia ; though about this time lUujirk and ClarfjJtmtSf as by feveral 
Inftanccs might be proved, were joyned together in the Title of one and the lame 
Per (bn. 

lie removes ^ Sirmium, Ctmjlatiiifts removed to Siftgidmnm, a City of the Firji Mafia', 

fjOItl mmiifu for there we find liim by the Sublcription and Date of another Edift, of the Eigh- 
^‘^'■^ ' ''^^’icenth of^//»e, with which we think not fit to trouble the Reader. For, he wascid/ih.’ 
thc[\!mJui perpetually Alarm'd at Sirntittm, with frefti Reports, how the Limigantcs, not Con* 
tent with the Territories Afligned them, began to make Excurfions into thofe next 
the Borders, and would create him more work if not prevented. Gathering there- 
* fore his Men together, he Rcfolvcd to make as much fpecd as he could, and the 

rather, becaule he doubted not but the Army would think it, the (boner they 
w ere in the Field, the better, they Fared (b well the laft Summer. And AnatoUus^ 
being PrafeSus Pratorio of llljricum^ was before*hand with them in Provifions, 
without any Difadvantage to any Man. He Marched firft into Valeria, ( formerly 
counted part of Pamotiia, but (b di(tingui(hed and named in Honour of Valeria, 
the Daughter of Dioclefmn ^ and from the Banks of Jfier, obferving the Motionsof 
the BarhariaMs, (ent, and demanded of them the Reaftrn why they kept not them- 
fclves Qiiiet at home, but Roved up and down the Borders, contrary to what had 
been in joyned them. Not knowing what to lay. Fear made them- Lye, and after 
F rivolous Excufts, they begg'd, that he would give them leave to come over the 
River to him, and that he would pleale to Aflign them fbme place to Inhabit with- 
in the Roman Pale ; that they might betake themlelves to Reft, and be able to pay 
him Tribute. At this he was exceeding Glad, as hoping he had gone through a 
Bufinels of (b much Difficulty without Blood or Sweat, arid readily admitted them, 

. being Flattered in his Expe^ation by his Attendants, who told him, how, by this 
means, all thole Quarters being in Repole, he would have a Supply of Frelh Soul- 
diers conftantly from that People 5 for the Provincials, they (aid, would willingly 
Exchange Go^ for Tiroms', which fort of Hope (bmetimes Endamaged tfie Affairs 
" of the Empire. ^ A Line is drawn near a place called Acumneum, and a Mount railed 

"parh.ami inftcad of a Tribunal 5 near to which (bme Legionary Souldiers were placed in 
therd-y cii- Boats upon the River, to come upon the Backs of the Liniigantei, in ca(e they 
I’crfoiT Ihoiild prove Tumultuous. For a time, they (food with bended Bodies, in anHhm- 
ble Pofture, but bearing another kind of Mind than they made ftiew of : for, 
when the Emperour from the Mount, was about to (peak mildly to them, as thole 
th at for the t ime to come would be Traftable and Obedient 5 one of them, in a Fu- 
riouTMood, threw his Ihooe at him, and cried Marha, Ma^ha, which with them 
W'as the Watch-word for Battel 5 and with that, they all made, with a great 
/' Noile, and in a Menacing manner, towards him. He Iceing Darts fly, and Swords 

f drawn, in great fear leaf)cd down, and prefling amongft the Barbarians, and his 

own men now rhronging together, got on Horleback, and made his Efcape^ 
fimie of ihole about him, who laboured to keep off the Multitude, being trod- 
den lo Death in the Croud 5 and his Imperial Chair, with the Cloth of Gold 
Cufliion, became fair Booty to thole that could fiift catch thtibi, though it coft 
them dear. 

84. For, the Army hearing the Prince wjis in Danger, in great Indignation and 
Rage, thougli but half Arm’d, rulhed into the Place, to revenge a thi/ig (b Igno- . 
ForuliKiuiic r^hniousboth to the Empire and thcmlclves; and breaking with Violence into the 
pay Croud, they hewed and bore down all before them, without any DiflFerence. 
dur. Theie was no place now left for Intreaties 5 but thole that begg’d Pardon, as well 
as llich as were pcitinacioully refolv’d, pcri(hed alike 5 and when they were all 
cither kill’d or difjKrled, ( which were but few ) (bme of the Romans were found 
Dead amongft them, cither trodden to death, or (lain by the Enemy, at their firft 
Onfet 5 as was Celia, Tribune of the Scutarii, who had call himlelf into the thickeft 
of them. The Infolencc of theie Jjmigantes thus punilhcd^ and all things (ettled 
upon the Limits, as Convenience required, Confiantius returned to Sirmium, where, 
getting all things in readinels, as the time would permit, he let forward ioi Confian^ 
iinofle, Rtfblving for the Eafi, there to Heal the Wound lately received at Amida, 
and by a new Supply of larger Forces, to give a check to the Ambition of Sapor, 
who was refidved to leave Mefipotamia at his back, and pierce further into the Up- 
per rtovinces. But while he prepared to wage War with an outward Enemy, he 

forgot 
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Scft. 4. forgot not toj-aifc Civil Storms, as k were, at Home { fo Ammiams terms it ) A. D. 

againft lucb^'the Infinuations of Paul the Notary^ that nioft covetous, and crwcl e g. 
Informer, andf^his own Jealoufie reprefentcd as Criminals in an higher degree 
^Enmity. There was a Fam’d Oracle at Abydus^ a Town of ltcl>ais\ of an Idol ca\~ 
led Befas^ to which, many flocking from the/?/(//fr//Paits,K)rAnlwcts to their fcveral 
Queftions, it Ibmetimcs happened, that both the Qi^ieltion amlAnlwcr W'cre Icftin 
Writing in the Idol’s Temple. Some of thefe were maliciou(|y lent tohim, which pre- 
fcntly Dilcompofed him, and in this Fit of Jcalouflc, Paul is lent away into the Fajl^ 
with whom is joyned Modejlns^ the Comes there, a man fit for the purpofe ; where- 
as Hermogenes Potiticns^ the Prafefftts Prsetorh^ was fir of another Temper, and no 
whit proper for fucli an Employment. Paul fo diligently plied his Bufinefi, that 
zon^antm., fome werc condentned to Banilhment, and others to Death, he miking his Mar- 
fic'crud'”** Effates, for which reafon he lb belaboured himfclf, that, if any 

igainA fevcral Pcrfon had any Charms againfta Qtiartan Ague, or any othci Diflcmper, hung about 
Perfons. his Neck, or by Night palled through tiie Monuments of the Dead, he was pre- 
Icntly Acculed, and Condemned as a Necromancer and Prclumtcr^ as if he had Con- 
liiltcd Dodonas Grove, or the once fam'd Oracle at Dclphos, againft the Life of the 
Emperour. But, while Innocent Perfons were thus Tormented, as defirous to know 

• what the ifliie of things prefont would be, a R.cal portentous Prodigy happen- 
ned at Daphne^ that Plealant and Renowned Suburb of Antmf\ which Ammianus 
concludes, did fignific, that the Commonwealth w(jj| going to fall into an vramyaat 

• condition or ftate, which, however, perceiving his Meaning to aim at a year or 

two hence, we are apt to believe was Ihottly to be fiilliiled 5 A Monller was there dIjam” 
born with two Mouths, two Teeth, and a Beard, four Eyes, and two very Ihort 
Ears. We will not lay, that this fore-lhewed one to Succeed next in the Empire, 
that had twoMouthes, in a very (Jiort time, being a KJa’dcr in a Church, firif, a 
Profeflbr of our Religion, and then an earticff Declamcr againlf it, and a Perlecu- 
torof it5 one, that in a Ihort time look’d two fevcral waves, as if he had two Sto- 
ries of Eyes, and began to purpofe to (hew another fort of Teeth too, and, had he 
Lived, would have fore bitten 5 withall wearing fuch a Beard, that Ammianus him- 
folfi though no fraall Friend, confefles it was Deformed, that it rend red him Ridi- 
culous, and juftly Kxpolcd him to the Jeers and Affronts, even of tljple in Antioch^ 
and about Daphne^ where this Monller was born ( as we fliall IJiortly foe ) and 
where this Perlbn was as much Gazed at, as it, for that Deformity, and other ftrangc 
Sights he there procured to be foen,but had no Ears t o receive any Advice, elpeci- 
ally'as to Religion. We put no Itrefi upon thefe things, but to Comply with our 
Hiftoiian, whofe own Relation, for the moft part, or altogether makes good our 
tik/i'j**/ foarccly leiious, Interpretation. 

make uepre- About this time, the Jfauri, ( a People of Afa Minor ^ Bordering^upr^n Q^da, 

(of whom heretofore having been long Quiet, began to return to their wonted, 
by umtiHs. Relllels couifos , and falling down from the Mountains, Rocks and Thickets (which 

fo ftieltered them, that the Souldicrs that lay thereabouts in Gavifon, or in the Pree- ^ 

tentura^ could do little Execution upon them ) much Diflrcllcd the Neighbouring 
Provinces by their Thefts and Depredations. To Rcftrain them, either by Fair 
means, or by Force, was lent one Lauritius, with the ITjgnity of Comes^ a Prudent, 
and Civil Pcrfon,who,with fuch Diforetion managed his Matters, that he wrought up- 
on thera,rathcr by Threats, than anyharlher Effcils^ and continuing there Ibmetime, 
reduced the Hate of thole Parts into lb much Qiiiet and Order ,thafnothing juftly could AmmliKUi 
be Blamed. But by this time Z)r(icinnsf after the Dtftiuftion of Amida^was come to 
Court,whithcr he had been lent for (as wclaid) to Succeed Burbatioy as Magijler Pedi- 
tumPrcefentaliS'^Cox fo it was pretended. He was no fooner Arrived, but his Adv^r- 
(arics began to whilper, and then to fpeakout, of Heinous things done by him; to 
which Conjiantius, giving too much credit, committcil the Heating of theMartcr to 
i ArbetiOy and Fbrentius, the Magijier Offichrum^ with Charge to inquire how Amida 
came to be deftroyed. T.hcy could not for lhame but reject fuch Allegations, as 
carried fufficient marks of Fallhood with them i neither, for fear of offending £//- 
fibius^ the Prapofitus Cubiculi^ durft they lay the Loud, as they otight to have done, 
upon the Bale Cowaijdile Sabinianus ; but purfued trifling Matters, and foreign 
to the Bufinels. Hcreat he, who was moft concerned, was fo Enraged, that he 
openly (aid. Though the Emperour was pleafod to flight it, yet the Weight and 
Conffequence of the thing before them was fiich, that it could not but be Heard and 
Puniftied by the Prince himi^f, to whom he could ealily foretell, that though he 
concerned himfolffo much about what had happened at Amida, afeft: that manner 
which he truly related 5 fo long as he was governed by Eunuchs, in the manner he 
Ivas at preient, though he himfolf went in Pcrfon with an Army the next Spring,

86. But while was preparing to go dgainft the he was, as we 

have it, from the two Pagan Writers, Awmams and Z^mhs, much Troubled in 
his Mind, to hear the Fame of his Couiin Julian Iprcad lo far and wide, who had 
done fitch wonderful things in GaU, and againfl; the Almans. Giitvoufly hctled, 
you muft know, and fearing his Renown would increafe, at the Inftigation of Fk- 

' rentius^ the PrasfeU^ he dilpatched away Decentius the TriLunc and l^otary^ to bring 

conflant'm from him the Auxiliary Heruli^ and Batavi ^ the Peiulantes^ and Celt o', with 
rfriw^Artny* hundred more to be picked out of the other Legions, and that with all* Speed, 
from juJiJ. that they might be ready by the Spring, to fet foiward with the Army againlf the 
Perfians, Julian, not perceiving the Dcfign, or diflcmbling it ( as knowing it his 
Duty to obey) made no Oppofition 5 yet could not forbear to lay, that it was 
hard, that thofe (hould be lent Eaftward, who had left their Dwellings beyond 
the Rhine, on Condition thaAcy (hould not be removed further than the Alpes 5 
for it was to be feared, that tRc Barbarians coming in hitherto cheaifully to the Ser- 
vice, upon hearing of this, Would, ftrr the time to come, be very backward. But 
his Complaint was in vain, for thp Tribune not at all regarding what he laid, but, fol- 
lowing fully his Inftruftions, with a Choile Party he had pickt out here and there, 
rclblved to go his way. ' €£far was much troubled about the reft that were to be 
fent^ on the one fide,confidermg how much the Enemy might be thereupon encou- 
raged in his Natural, and wonted Ferity^ and on the other, that the Emperour’s 
■ . Orders muft be obeyed, and the Abfence of the Magifier F^uitunt making him to 
diftraft Ibmething, he wrote to the Pr^feB to come to him, who was gone away to 
Vienna (now Vienne in Dauphtne') under Pretence of purfiiing his Charge, astoPro- 
vifions for the Army s but indeed, on Purpofe to withdraw himlelf from it, having 
given Advice, that thele Forces (hould be removed from the Defence of Gall, 
which had done (uch Service, and were lb terrible to the Barbarians. Julian prcl- 
led him to make hafte to Affift the State, which now wanted his Advice 5 urging, 
that the Priefeff, in doubtful Junilures of time, ought not to be abfint from the 
General, and that if he would not alfift him, he would dcvtft himlelf of the Purple 5 
concluding, it was more glorious for him to venture being put to Death, than that 
the Ruin of th e Provinces (hould be afeiibed to him. However, the Praj'eS obfti- 
nately refilled to come, and Lupicinus xh: Magijier Equituns, being lent away with 
Ibmeof the Forces, Julian knew not what Courfc to take 3 but at laft rclblved, it 
/ was beft to withdraw the Remainder out of their Quarters, and put them into the 

i^^Libel here- Road. This being once known abroad, a Libel was dropped near the Standard 
upon fpred of the Petulantcs, amongft other Seditions Paflages containing ; that they were as

87. Word hereof being brought to Court;, when he confidered the ground 

of their Complaint, he ordered them to carry their F^amilies with them into the£^, 

(in what Scnle a Family is to be taken in fuch Cafes, we have told the Reader al- 
ready out of the Laws) permitting them the ule of that fort of the Curfus Publicus, 
called Clabulark, for that Purpole. Ai.d when it was doubted what way they 
(hould go, at the Suggeltion of Decentius, it was relolved it (hould be by Park 
(which Zofimus calls a little Town of Germany') where Julian ftill lay, being notlBwarS/J 
yet removed out of his Winter^Quarters. Upon their Approach he met themin*‘:'^ 17 ^‘*_ 
the Suburbs, and according to his Cuftom, fell on commending liich of them as hc^j« 
knew, and putting them in mind of thofe gallant Things they had formerly donejT'i^^bc'*^ 
gently admonilhed them to go chearfully to the Emperour, lyhcrc they (hould each 

Befides this, he invited the Prin- 
cipal Officers to a Feaft, and asked them what he could do for them, who being 
wonderfully taken with (b great Kindnei^ were ve^ melancholy to think of their 
Journey, as well becaufe thereby, through their hard Fortune they muft be depri- 
ved of(b (weet a Commander, as banifhed from the Places of their Nativity; and 
fo in ^reat Grief they went to their Lodgings. And now the Reader miay eafily

Nay our Author tells us, that All, Some, lUt mntrfun-^ 
and every One ( and ftirely they were a good many ) of them, he refolutely Op* 
poftd^ one while (hewing that he was difplealed, another while ftrttchirg out hisyy^j/y^ 
Hands, intreating, nay befeeching them, that after (b many and happy Victories, 
they would not do any unhandlome thing, nor by their un(ea(bnable Ra(hiiefs give 
* Occafion to further Tioublcs. 

88. Having brought them to fome Q^iet, he the^ently praid them ♦•o content 
themielves, and without any Innovation or Diftnilyncc, they ftiuuld have what 
they fo much deftred; for feeing they were fo unwilling to leave their own Coun* 
try, and go into remote Parts, they (hould return to it again, and he would take 
upon him to argue it with the Emperour, who was' a moft piudcnt Ferlbn, ar.d ca- 
pable erf* Reafon. Now can we imagine the(e men of ^Ltrs and Ahfat to have 
Hearts, as hard and invulnerable, as the Steel, or Iron they wore ^ that lu fweet 
fo obliging Words could have no Impreftion on them, but to leave them merely (clf^ 
iih anddlngrateful > for one good Turn, doubtleft, requires another. No, they ^ • 

would not endure he ihould caik luch a Blot upon them^ but unanimoufly, and 
with the greatfcft Earneftncft imaginable, nay with reproachful Language, mixt, as 
He would dc- if they would rot be fo uled, they compelled him to receive the Imperial 
dine it, but Then being lift on high, upon the Target of a Fool*SouItiier, and SJt nce being 
him t^a*pt**'3dc, he was declared Angnjiits, and now was bid to produce hisE>iadim, but he 
the Title. denied that ever he had any ; whereupon they asked for that which his Wife wore 
about her Head, or Neck. For the Reader muft know, ^liat generally a Diadem 
in thole Times, was but a tiling like a Filler, or a Bracelet ftudded with Gold, or 
Pearl, or fome fitch like thinj^.

But he as 
carneftly affirmed this to be alfo unfcemly, ar.d fo without any more to do, one 
who was afterward puferrtd to the Dignity of Comes^ and ill behaved 
himfi-lf in a Matter of War, though at prefttit but one of the took a Ira.'C- 

Jet, or Chain he wore, and confidently put it about his Head, And thus 
driven to it by utmofk Neceftity, and confidenng, that he had no way to Ihuii 
the prefent Danger if he had perfevered in his Refulal, was foiced to fubtnit, and 
promifod them all five Aurei^and a poun<rofSilvcr. 

89. Thc’thing being over, he was Diftradked with no lefs Care than formerly, 
fothat he neither wore the Diadem, nor ventured abroad, nor minded any of the 
Publick Gjneernments, however prelfing^ but me wed himlclf up dole in his Lodg- 
ings, frighted by the Variety of theft: lad Accidents. Hei eupon a certain Deatrio 
ofthe Palace (a Place of Dignity Ammiams tells us, ^ ran fuddenly to the Camps 
of xht Pethlanits^ and Celt^^ and roared out 3 that a dieadful thing had hapned^ 
for he, who by their Will and Refolution had been declared AugHjins the day be- 
fore, was now privily murdered. The Souldiers ehraged at that Word, (as, true 
, Stories, or FaWe arc apt equally to move them) w ith their Swords drawn, or other 
Arms, ran fti'rioufly to the Court, and with the Noilc, the Gnard, Tribunes and 
the Comes Domejiicorum himielf was flighted away, as from prefi nt Death, not be- 
ing able to imagine what they (hould mean. At length, (eeing no Body to oppofo 
them, they ftopt both their Coorle, and Fary? and being then demanded wnat 
the Matter wa^ would (catoely be fittisfied concerning the Safety of their Emperour, 
iill, admitted into the Confiftory they fawlftm gloriouQy (et out wUh the Imperial 
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Se6^. 4 . Habit. But upon Repoit of what had paficd at Paris ^ (bme of'^fe that had A.D. 
^,^\r^^been lent away toward the Emperour, under Conduft of Sinttifd^ the Triburie ^ q, ” 
oe Julians Stable, returned thither^ and now it being time to fliow himlelf 
lickly, like an Emperour indeed, all were ordered to meet together in the Field, 
the fallowing Day. Againft the time a more ftatcly Tribunal was erefted, which 
he mounted with greater I’onip, Eneompaiied with the Eagles and Banners, and 
incircled with multitudes of armed men. After a little Panic, to take a view of 
HiiSjwchto their Countenances, and accordingly to Frame his Speech, W'hcnhclaW themchear* 
menditi^df pleas’d, Hc put them in mind, how from the time that b(‘ing very young, “ 

iiirafdf. he had in Ihow worne the Purple, and by Heavenly diredion been committed “ 
to their Protedion, hc never had been driven from his Purpolc of a good Life, ‘‘ 
being prefent with them in all their Labours, and affifting them to humble Inch “ 
proud Barbarians^ as were left, and liu vived the Slaughters of innumerable 
Thoulands of their Companions, and the Deftruffion of their Cities. Hc added, “ 
that it was ncedlcft to relate, how often in the Cold and hard Winter, when “ 

Wars are wont to ccale, both by Sea and I and , they and he together had de- “ 
feated thole Almans, which at other times had been invincible. But that was by 
no means to be palled over in Silence, that moll Blelll-d Day, which brought 
in a manner perpetual Libertyjo thcGaZ/j, when near Ar^entoratum^ while he ran ** 
up and down where the Di||p flew the thickell, they by the Srength of their “ 

Valour, and Military ExperSrce, when whole Torrehts of Enemies, as it were,** 
fell with Violence upon them, either deftroyed them with the Sword, or forced “ 
them into the River, there to l^crilh, few of themlclves being left, whole Exc- 
quies they performed, rather by Prailc and Commendation than by Mourning. " 

Having done (o many, lb great things, he believed that Pofterity ( and that “ 
through all Nations) would talk of the;.- v/cl-dclerving of the Common-wcaltb, if** 
they would but defend to the utmoll, him whom they had advanced to an^igher “ 

■ . Degree of Ma jelly, if any thing otherwife than well Ihould happen. And »r pre- “ 

lerving of good Order, that valiant Men might not go unrewarded, nor Secret “ 

Ambition ftize upon the Honour that wms due to Merit, w'ith their Council, and “ 
Approbation, he was relblved that neither any Civil, nor Military Officer, other- “ 
wile than as Dclert required, ihould rife to any higher Preferment 3 but fuch be « 
dilgraced, as Ihbuld but move in behalf of any that was not dcleiving. This 
was much applauded by the ordinary Souldicr^ who having for all his Seivice hi- 
therto received, neither •l^rcfcrmeni, nor any other Reward 3 was encouraged to 
hope for better things, and tcllilicd the fimc by llriking his Lance upon his Tar- 
get. And now the Cdu and Petulantes intreated for Ibme Aiinuru's^ that they 
might be lent upon fome Employments dcligned them 3 which hc would not grant, 
an?t"ffiey* w^nt away neither offended nor forry. But in Reference to what Julian 
had accepted, Amniiamts further tells us that hc told fome of his intimate Fi lends, 

, how that the Night before he was declared Emperour, Ibmcthing appeared to him, 

( in lhape like the Ihiblick Genius^ and in a chiding manner told liimj that former- 

ly, though privately, he had watch’d at his Door, having a great defirc t(. increafc 
his Dignity, and had fometimes goneaway, as being rejected 3 and if now hc would 
nor entertain him, the Multitude concurring in their Opinion, he would depart Ibr- 
l owfully, as one put away : but bid him think lerioufly of ir,that»he would dwell no 
longer with him. . 

90. Thus me-rrily went on Matters in Gall^ wl.dn in the mean time the Eajiern 
Provinces were in a far different Humour. * For there the Cruel Sapor, being en- 
couraged by the Advice and Aflillance of two Fugitives ( Antoninus^ whom wc 
Ipake of before, and one Craugafius, who had fled to his Wife, that was taken Pri- 
foner in a Callle ) burnt flill with a vehement delire of Conquering Mefipotama, 
again while Confiantius was far diflant with his Ai*my 3 and paffing over Tigris, began his 
an/]^fiega’ Work, by laying Siege to Singara, a City on an Hill of that Name, and near that 
Singira. River. Thole that were in it were very Couragtous, efteeming it every way very 
well provided, and upon knowledge of his coming, flood ready to receive him on 
the Walls. At firft hc Attacqued them with fair words, in which he fpent ofie 
whole day, to give them time to confider 3 but that not prevailing, by that time it •

91. Sapor, after his manner, firft Summoning it, advifed them to be Pnidcnt, 
and come forth, and fubmit to him, the Conquers »r of Nations^ and a Day and 
a Night bring given them to confider, when this 'would not do, by that time it 
was light the next day, he fell with all Violent*'* upon |he vVaili but fbui.d fuch 
Reftftance, that on the third he, as well as the Beiieged, was glad to think of one 
day’s Refoit. Now came to him out of the Town the Bifhop of that Dioccefe, who, 
by all tire Rhriorick he had, could not perfwade . m to Raifc his Siege; but on 
the contrary, rather the more encouraged, he fware h’ would not depart, till he 
had taken it.

ing Pitch, and Bittimen by the Hand, that nothing could have prevailed with thePtr- 
fans to perfift in the Enterprize, but lire violent Refblution of their King, who they 
knew would be enraged, if the City was nor his before W'intcr. This drove them 
on without «,.y Regard had to Death, or Torment, which in fo diverfe Shapes pre-

Sapor, 
overjoyed at the taking of this Place, which was of fuch Momefit for his Defign, 
repaired the Wallf and ^ut ’ i a ftiong C rrifbn, well viftualled, left the Romans 
, learning of what rm,-ortnnce .was, fliouid aitcmp*^ to rctahe it. Then went he 

to a Fort called TJtta. very ‘^icicnt, as imagined tt he /uilt by Alexander the 
Great, in the utmoft Qu u: of MeJUpotamia, of great Strength, and Inacceflible. 

This by all* Art imaginable he ende avoured to be raaftcr of but neither tvords of 
^ *’ both forts, nor Force prevailing, he broke up his Siege and departed. 

9a. So went Matters betwixt Tigris and Euphrates, the News w'hcrcof were 
brought to Conffantins, then lying at Confianlinople, or thereabout; for thither 
he was come out of My^a, from the Expedition againft the Limigantes ; hav- 
ing in the Month of Odober reached the City of Ntcaa in Thrace, as he tra- 
velled thither. Being now much concerned about the Progreft made by the 
Perjian in the Eafiern Parts, with all Induftry he fpent the Winter in Preparati- 
ons for a vigorous Refiftande. He raifed new f orces ; filled up the Vacancies in the 
^pmiui Legions^ abundantly ftirnifbed them with Arms; and for a fuither Supply, procu- 
3 ® many Stythians as be could for Love, or Money. For Conveyance of all 
*cfoiknw»g thefe men, and Arms, there muft needs be great Need of the Curjus Publkus, or 
I^blick Carriage; and therefore about this time wc find a Conftitution (now p.ir!t- 
ed in the Code dtTheodopnf into three Ieveral Laws) direfted to the Agentes ip Rc- 
bm, out of the Body or Company of whom, as we faid, only, he would have the 
Cnrio^ or thofe that managed it tobechofen.

employed in Budnels, and a great Friend to him, as any may eafily perceive, fcarce- 
ly can be thought to pals by any thing material, cl'pccially what would make for 
bis Reputation. With him agrees folly, in things of this Nature, Zoftmas, of 
whom we have lo much fpoken, and much more niuH. He having told the lame 
Story concerning the .Envy of Confiantius toward Julian i and how he font away 
for theSouldiers out oLGall, adds further, that Julian having herein obeyed him, 
he was not content with the Numbers he firft wrote for, but requiicd four Regi- 
ments more to be font. Then relating, how hereupon the Souldiers Mutinied, and 
how he was made Emperour by them againft his will ^ whereas Ammianus^ fiom his 
very Letters Acquaints us, how he delired only to be Exaifod for accepting the 
Title of Augufins^ as put upon him againft bis Ck>iifont 5 but Hill that with his good 
Leave, he might fetain it. He tells us another Tale, that he, of his own Accord, 
offered to(^a'\ ,^it ity and Content himjelftoith flat ofC/ESAR : and though Amnti- Qajtrufief 
anno (ayes, tnat Conffrntimy writing ba(k, Advifed him to latislic himfolf with 
Dignity of Caf/ir 5 Zofimus tells ns, far another Story, as that he Commanded him^’^^„^^|^ 
to Quit that of Emperour and Cafar too i and being latislied with a Private Ava-vvOtfaKoc 
Life, Relign himfolf wholly to his Dilpolal 5 if he regarded his Safety. Hereupon, 

Julian openly Declared his Opinion, as to Religion, in the hearing of all 5 affirming, 
that he would rather truH the Gods with his Life, than rely upon the Words of 
CouffatOins. And Conjiantius now made Preparations for a Civil War, but as for 
Jnban, be was much troubled to think that he (hould Fight againH him who had 
failed him to the Dignity ofC^i*, and thereby, w^th many, incurr the Cenfure 
an Ingratefiii man. A Probable Matter ! that Ammianusy who was, as, it were an (tikUk »,/<•- 
£ye-witnels,lhoiild nof ^ter underHand the ii&irs of thofo Times,and of the great- • 

cH Concemment,than ZoJimnsyV/ho was foarcely born many years after. Julian wrote 
two forts of Ldters to Confi^tiusy when he Excufod himfolf, the one Publickly 
owned, and the other Secret. Of thofo known, Ammianus gives us the Draught, 
and therefore mi^t and durH pry imothrai, though not into tlie other. And can 
we believe Ztjums sot a lig^ of the Secret ones ? or can any man imagine, nf he 
hadji^t in them which Antma s mt affinns to have been Objurgatory and Biting, he 

would 
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Sc^. 4. would mpit cofflpliinent with the Emperour, ahd gratlfiehim thereiiil^ witii anC^ A. D, 
vyV'Vj fer to lay down that Title of Augnjitts, which in the other, that wcie neither ^ 60 k 
jurgatory, nor biting, he endeavoured to have his Cbnfhit, that he night Retain.\/*y*YJ 
But this Man, whom they would have (b perfed in Vertue, he endeavours to clear 
of Ambition^ not only in that he was unwilluig to haVe admitted the HolnOur« 
being tncrely palfive in it^ but al(b that he was content to have -laid it dotvn a« 
gain, (b idely improbable, that he himlelf coi^tes it, allowing Prin- 

ciples, and him to have been ib dilbeet as they will have him. For, confidering 
the inconftant and perfidious Humour of as Zoftmni paints it out, it 

would have no way been (afe for him to do it^ for very feW elcape with theii Live% 
when reduced to a Private Condition, who have once afted the part of a So- 
verrign. 

98 . And partly upon this Acbount, what they talk fomiicho^ his Unwilling- 
nek to Accept the Title of EmperoUr, t mult Oonfels fomething (ticks with ine, 
though there be othbr Arguments (till again(t it. For, Cvf/Jtarriim^ being a mSn fo 
Jealous and Severe as they make him, Julian had a ver^ great Temptation to admit 
gladly of iuch an opportunity of Securing himfolf againft the Proaiccs which the 
malicious Whifperings and Tnunuations ot his Courtiers had procured agaii.(t fo ma- 
ny other Perfons. His Brother Gallut had, though Criminal enough, Mi(carried 
under the we^ht of this Su(pitious Humour : and though his Carriage and Deinea- 
nour was quite of another fort ^ yet, if Ccnjianthis was made to believe otherwH^ 

KeafonsVhy and that he Diilembled. could there be any Fence ag^inlt his Fear^ who had taktn 
“ otot of the Way, moved by thaePaflion, all his other Relations ? And doth not the 

bccredfR . ^jjole carriage of Julian towards the Army much inforcc this Belief? What would 
^ve been (aid to him at*'Powe, had he lived there, and fo carefled the People^ 
when the Tribnni Piebit were fo Quick-fighted ? Verily he would hardly have 
cfcaped the Tarpeian%>cl(^ but hern tfieemed as guilty, asthofo who for their (eek- 
ing after Popularity, by courting the Rabble, were condemned, as evidently affe- 
fting Sovertign Power. Did ever any Tvrant in Greice, by a more f >wning or en- 
dearing Carriage, wind himfclf into the Supreme Authority, than he u(ed that very 
Night befoie he was declared Emperour by the Souldiers? Firft they muff take Pa^ 
rn in their way, where he Quartered 5 at what time they were to go for the EaOi 
But wc are tol(i this was at the Suggeffion of Decentinf, the Tribune-Notary^ who 
had been (ent by Conjiantint to fetch them : be it fo, though perhaps one lets (ufpi- 
tiousthan ConfiantiuSy would hardly believe iv (weighing all Circumfiances^ yet 
a Perfon, who was utterly unwilling to accept of the Title > and who had it once, 
by the Rye, partly offered him before,upon the Borders Gaily as Anrmianns writes 
he had, would fcarcely have admitted that Su^effion : for he could not but ima- 
gine, how unwilling they would be to quit their own Country (which in his Let- 
ters he (b much inculcated to have (food in need of their Prcfencc) how thereupon 
they might be prone to Mutiny) and having formerly had an Inclination to put upon 
him that unwelcome Honour, would now by Indignation and Difdain againff Con- 
fiantius, and Love toward himfelf (which longer Knowledge, and fightii^ together 
had confirmed) be hurried into a firm Refolution of doing it. But (b rar was he 
from having them march another way, and being afraid of the Temptation) that 
as if Fearful they (hould take another Road than that leading td the Place where 
he lay) whcTcashe might have made many Excul^ he goes out to meet them^ 
and as his Culfom was, falls on praifing (uch of them as he knew, and putting them 
in mind of their former brave Atchievments) and with gentle Words ei(horts them 
to go, and receive their Rewards from the Emperour. After this he invites their 
Officers to Supper) and not only kindly entertains them with Meat and Drink, but 
will needs know what he can dp for them. Good Meat and Drink, when fauced, 
cfpecially with fair Words and Promifes, have their Operation, as well as good 
Medicines. This it (eems wrought upon them. AnemiUnus tells you, that being io Ogiliinalitn 
nobly entertain’d they went away) fiirely Frolick and Merry, after fo much 
Cheat) no) very (ad, and inSp(penie. Why? Upon a double Account) rmatAy 
bccaufe they were to be («Jt out of their own Country, but have the 111 Fortune 
alfo to be deprived of fo gentle a Commander) and burthimed with this Crtcf,J^a q»4Jaiit 
they went away to their Quarters.* Now Grief muft have vent, or worfe will come 
of it. In fuch pain they were, to return one good Turn for another, as well at to 
focuTc their own Concernments, that they could not (fay till ntxt morning) but Genitalibus 
this very Night, nay at the be^nning of the Night, they mutiny, and as Zo^mm ^Par»nt. 
tells us, with the very COps in their hands, having by Papers di(per(ed, irritated 
the Common Souldiers) therein tdling thenij that C*ftr, who by hk Stratagems bad 
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S^. A, proaattd totfiem in a mannq: all the Victories they had got againft the. Barbarians^ A. D. 

^ could not i>e diftinguiOied ftom an ordinary ^uldier, was now 260- 
Nought into a dangerous Condition 5 the Emperourby Degrees ftealing away 
his Ibices, except they dl would agree to hinder then:, G(nng. Hereupon, with 
the ftiil in their Hands, they ran to the Palace, and taking him up upon a Tar* 
get, made him Einperour. 

. 99. Thele Padages vehemently inGnuate how great a DeGre he had, either toob* 
tarn or eicape the Honour^ the one of them j but let the R.eader. hiroitdf Judge 
which of the two. And this hg will the more caGly do when he conGders, yet o- 
iher Dreumftan^. Had the Honour been a Burthen tp him, and he had (b unwil* 
lii^ly admitted itj then indeed, as fables, he would probably have been 

content to lay it down;, but now, beGdes what his Letters flgiiified concerning his 
Care and Endeavour this way ; (ee how he labours to induce the Souldier to give 
way to it. Do not you expeft he (bould fall into a Rapture, in Commendation 
bis dear Philofophy, from which he had been fo unwillingly divorced, and of 
the Satis&dion. of a (hidious and retired Life? On the other hand recount the Toil, 
and Danger, to which he Giould be expofed by admitting of their KindneG; and 
above all the Ingratitude, which he havi^ both the R^utc and Confeicnce of a 
vertuous man, could hot but abhor ^as^fim'ns tells us it troubled . Mm above all 
things} of which he fboiuld be at leau thought Guilty, by accepting of the Title 
without his Confent, who only could legally Beftow it, and whohad^dvanced him 
to that Degree already, which had been the Step or Stair to mount to this? No; 
the very next Morning (and pofGbly feafenable it was, left that Averfenefs and Cha- 
grin he had (hewed, inould Make any impreftion upon tho Souldier) he calls his 
Patrons together; and inftead of excuGng himielf by Difability, falls into a Pane- 
gyrick of hinifeii^ of his own glorious Atchievraents, than which no Battering Ora- 
tor of thofe times, his Ubanius^ or any other could have laid more. He praifect 
himfelf contrary to the Rule ; for his Friends were not flow. He rubbs up their 
Memories in telling them, that Gncc his Preferment to be Cxjar, he never was 
diverted from a purpdfe of do'uig well : How at the Dcftruiftion of Cities, and 
Slaughter of Enemies in the Field, he ever wasprefent; and when Arrows flew 
the thickeft, at the Battel of Argentoratum: And tliis, he (ays, its neither Fit nor 
Juft, that he (hould fay nothing of it. Now whither tends all this, and the In- 
culcating lb much, that they had lb Fought, and ventured their Lives together? 

By thefe Endearments, and by this Love, which Gich Common Labours and Dan- 
gers had procured, to oblige them to grant him the Favour, that they would per- 
mit him to diveft himfelf of that Purple which fete fb unealie upon his Shoulders 
Indeed he makes life of this to preG them to Ibmething, by which they (hould get 
IntfuortalFam, in (helving KindncG to their General: But how? Even by fully t>C‘V^^iut9ftiur 
fending him, whom they had lately Adorned with an higher Degree of Majefty,*"**^.*"'*** 
by their Valour and Gravity, if any adverfe thing (hould happen. Now (urely Ueimm 
this was not, that in Cafe Conjiantius would .not permit him to quit the Title of deveftris in t 
Emperour, that they would Compcll him lb to do. Then it follows, that he 
fed them for their Encouragement, to be careful of beftowing Preferments, and ennais, p pu- 
wkh hence (Conceived, the ordinary Souldier was much animated; having 

before experienced little as to Preferments or Rewards. And,what conGrmsall 
and Demonftrates how willing he was to part with the Title of Emperour '^irtuttgwi^ 
(^asZo^ants belies him) is the Anfwa:^ he returnc'd to Conjiantins^ upon hisbid-JlJf'^^^*'^ 
ding him (atisGc himlelf with his former Condition. Had be been lb flvcrfe tOgmiritt dtfn* 
the Preferment, he would certainly have quitted his troublcfom Army, and nc-*^""* 
ver have let them known, how much the Em(H;rour*s welcome Advice doled 
with his Inclination. But he calls theiii together, daufeth the Letters to be read 
to them, and returns for Anfwer what they exprefled concerning his Holding 
the Honour they had conferred upon him, with (b much StoutncG and Indig- 
nation. 

100. But enough, and too much ofthis Subjed^ concerning which, thou wilt, 

I Gippofe, Reader, receive more SatisfefHon one way or other, before we have 
done with Julian, I have no Prejudice againft him, but am bound and provoked 
to dilcover the Partiality of ZoSmus^ who to cry up him, becaulc a Pagan^ and to 
bdpatter odier Princes upon tne Account of Chriaianity, generally runs croG to 
6ther Hiftoiians, both of his own PerGvaGon, ana luch as ^ving been Eyc-Wit- 
ndfes, or as Good, relate Matters with dl Circumftances in Gich manner, as jitnwi* 
anns doth thefe: fo asth^ cannot but ^in Belief. We have feoi from this Wri- 
ter what tlmeyCanJlantiiu did ifjpfnft the Sarmat£t and the Northern Nations, in- 
hibiting . 
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Seft-A. loa^^ying^-come near the Walls , and beholding the great quantity of Alhcs A,D. 
^/■y^that-iS^bout them, he both Sighed and Wept^ conlideving what Slaughter of , 

mm had been made before, and in that City. And it hapned that ZJrfitlm, 
this time had Charge of the Trcafiiry, being prefont, foil into a Oreat Exclamati* 
on, though upon another Account. Behold, fiirh he, how Conrageoufly Cities an De- 
jersded by the Souldier, whom the Wealth of the whole Empire is Jcarcely able to pay his 
Wages, Which Speech being afterwards rcmembred by thcfe Forces at Chalcedotr, 
esSicBeto*^ coft him his Life. Thence did Conftatttisfs with a great Army march to 

* before which, having encamped himfolf, he undei ftofid that the place was much 
more Fortified than it had been in times paft. He font and offered to the Garifon^ 
either free leave to depart to their own Countreys, or clfc to Accept of kind Enter- 
tainment in the Empire ; but they looked upon thcmfolves as too high born, and 
* efteemed it unworthy of their Quality to accept of his Off ers, and addreflbd them- 

felves to a vigorous Refiftance^ which they performed with that height of Refoluti- 
on and Conftancy, that after fcveral Attempts made to no Purpofe, the befiegers 
defpaired of Succefs, and were much dejeded. On the tenth day of the Siege, d 
greater Ram than ordinary was moved to the Walls, which ffruck Terror into thofo 
that were within^ but they fo much Difabled ir, partly by calling down Pitch up- 

* on them that wrought at it, and by fcveral Sallies they made ; that though they 
were fd^ced dill in again, yet did they burn at length all the red^ that endangered the 
Wal4 and this great one was laved, and drawn off, butfb as it was half conlumed. 

* This made the ^fiegers betake themfolves to the Mounts they had raifod at more 
didance, on each of which were planted two BalijU : qnd they brought their 
Scaling Ladders, and all other Materials, for the rood effedual Attacque tlut could 
be made ! The Defendants perceived they were now in the greated danger their 
condition could cad them into ^ and therefore, not regaVding Life, out they ifluc 
at a Podefn ^ (bmc with their Swords, and others following them, carrying Fire, 
who with it did fiich Execution, and lb Pertinacious they continued, that it much 
didurbed Corrjiatitias^ not knowing what courfo to take. For, on the one fide, it 
grieved him to think of Quitt ing this Place, both for his own Reputation, and for 
that it lay fo convenient for the Perfans^ for Annoying of the Adjacent Countrey ; 
but on the other fide. Winter came on, and his men were utterly dilcouraged 5 
which Inconveniences foemed greated in his opinion, and moved him to break up 

» Siege, and return to Antioch^ after having Ij^cnt the Summer with fo much Dc- 
sie^e, and re- trimcnt to his Affairs. But this Perfian War was ever Fatal to him, when he Mana- 
ged it in Perfon ^ which caufod him, now and then, to profocutc it by his Captains, 
and that, fometimes, with no ill Succefs. 

103. By it the Empire was not only Exhaulled of Men, but the Provinces bur- 
thened with the payment of the Lafiralss CoUatio^ which was added to.the Publick 1. 1 p At im- 
or Militarjf payment, "by rcafoh of the extraordinary Charge, which the hecelfity^J"^' 
of the Times required, without the Fault of the Emperour, who .made no other 5V yXf 
Dcfo'nce than what he was bound to make, for the Prefervation of his Territories 
againd the Infolence of the Perjians ^ and when in the Field, omitted not 
was Incumbent upon him in relation to his Place, For, the Souldiers fought under c-ry: 
his Eye, as Amnsiattsss tells us, though foantly enough any thing tending to the Re- 
putation of his Mtidcr, to whom he belonged as Domedick Proteftor. When the / 

^ Army came to be Difjx.Tfed into its Winter-Quarters, it feems the number of the 

Sick, or Maimed Souldiers, was fo great, that the Cstrfus PuiUicus was much bur- 
thened with the Conveyance of them.* And therefore, when they took too great 
liberty in Preffing the Waggon?, he Diredled an Edidl to Helpiduis^ PrafeOus Prd-- 
torio of the Eaji^ Dated on the Sixteenth of November^ in the fourth IndtSfion^ L.i\.diQtrfii 
whereby he Prohibits any one to make Ufe of above two Waggons ( called Astga- dT 

rise and Clabule') in his way home, and each of which was to be drawn by four “ 

Oxen only, and this, but in cafe of his being fick. Now although in this Law”^’ , 
there be no expiefs mention of Souldiers, yet mud I take IcatH to Diffent fo far " 

from Gothofred^ as to think Them Principally Concerned in it, hoWever, I deny nor, 
but the Ufo of Waggons was granted to others btfidcs Them. But if we confider 
the Time, and the Civcumdances thereof^ when there mud ncccflarily be, after fo 
Dangerous an Expedition, fo Tedious a Journey, and in that Seafon of the Year, 
fo many Sick and Wounded Men amongd fo Numerous Forces, how can we ima- 
gine, but there mud be very great need of Carriages, for Removal of them ^ not 
to (peak of that Hurry which mud neccilarily follow the Separating of an Army, 
the Conveyance of Arrfis and Baggage ? Therefore, as Hidory brings the greated 
Light to Laws, and Lav^s aiford the greated Certainty to Hidory 5 we cannot but 
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4. Conclude this Edid to have been occafioned by the Removal of S(w]die^ and not J, D, 
to be underftood concerning thofe, who having l^l^arged the Em^ym«Tr<all ’d 261. 
idiSkiBirA Cnjlrenfia^ within the Palace, returned home after their time of AttcndaiK^V^'VXJ 

renw Expired, as Gothofred iindcrftnnds it. And to this we cannot but Adhere; al~ • 

CurjHTPubii^ though aftcrwords, by another Law of Faleutiman, it appears, that thefe Perfons, 
without the Solemn Licenft* ( called Evelih, and Tradoria ) otherwile required, 
might, by (hewing tlic Prince his Dmijfory Letters alone, make U(e of the Curfia 
Clahularis^ tor Removal of themlelves and families, for which it was proper, being 
drawn by a Teme of four Oxen, and carrying fifteen hun<i|pd pound weight. 

Here, in the Date of this Law, is the firft mention made or Indi&ions in this 
Code ; this was the fourth, the beginning of which is to be fetch’d from the latter 
end of this Year. 

104. While Coufiautius was engaged beyond Euphrates againft the Perfaus, Julia/t 
(fill lying nt Ftentte in Gall, beat his Head, Night and Day, with confidering wtsatAmmam 
he (liould do, whether by all means poffible to try, if he could bring him to admit **• 
and own him, as his Colleague ; or by open Force to wreft a Compliance, and be- 
gin firft; that he might carry the more Terror along with him. And on both fides 
he found himfelf prefled with Doubts. For how to triiff him as a Friend, he 
knew not; and when an Enemy, he was wont to be Succclsful againfl (uch as (ct 
up for themfelves ; and elpecially, the Fortune of his Brother G alius affiifl%d Jiitn, 
and made him hang in Sufpenle ; when he remembred, how he perifhed partly 
through his own Neglcft and Sloth, and partly, through the Frauds and Perjuries ' 
yuiim douJjt- of th.ofc about tliL Fiimperour. But at length he relblved, it would be more (afe to 
upon his Guaid, and bid Defiance to him, his Humour being much 
aHcngthrc- ’elcvated, upoii his l^refermcnt. Theicfbre had he no Regard to any other nomi- 
fblvci to (land uatcd to Placcs, except Nebridius. He celebrated his ^iriquenttaUa, or Games ft)r ium firibens: 
iijxmhis jjjg year; and now put on his Head a ftately Diadem gliffering with Gems, 

whereas hitherto he had worn an ordinary Fillet, like to a Maftef of a wreflling /«w 
School, clad in Purple. Having lent the Body of (4) Helena, his Wife to 
to be buried in the Suburb of the F/a Nomentana, where Confiantiua, the Wife 
Gallus had been interr’d, he fet himlelf more firmly to maich againfl Coujiautius,^* vmfimki 
whom by the Art of Divining, wherein he was well skill’d, and by Dreams, he™^ AUitmit 
conjeflured to,bc near his End. He laboured to make fuitablc Pre(^rations, butPwryfw doL 
without any Noi(e, that he might not be difeovered : and to curry Favoui with all 
(bits of men, he pretended flill to adhere to the Chri^ian Religion, from which lic”„j 
had fccretly apoflatiz’d; applying himlelf to the j4r«J/vc/»4 and Augurm dilig<ntly,M<*w rP^ 
and other Ceremonies alwayes oblerved by Idolaters. But to colour this, he 
to Church, particularly on the Fcafl of Epiphany, and there (blemnly did his Devo- dam, qui n- 
tions.

105. But while he pleafed himlelf with the Hopes of good Succels, and the Fruits piT/diw ^ 
he (bould reap bythis Diflimulation and Cunning; his Thoughts were again di(^ * 
conipofed by News he received from the Borders, when Spring was at hand, how 
TheAimans the Allans from the Quarter ofFadomarius (which was not in the lca(k apprehend- 
wflethefior-^^ bccaufe of the League) wafted the Countries adjoyning to Rhdtia^ and that 
with (uch Violence, that they left nothing in their way, but whaj was Pillaged and 
Dtiftced, and that far and vwidc. Julian, to prevent greater Mifehiefs, which 
might arife from Inch a Beginning, (ent away one Libino, a Comes, with the Celts 
and Petulantes, which wintered with him, to take order for reprefllng them, as 
(hould be moft convenient ; who (etting unadvilcdly upon them, was killed in the 
beginning of the Engagement ; and his men overpower’d by Numbers were put to 
the Rout. Here Ammianus tells a Story, upon Hearfay, |iow Cmfiantius having 
made a Peace with the two Kings and Brothers Fadomarius and Gundomadus, after 
the Death of the latter, (ent to Fadomarius under Hand, and willed him, as one he 
efteemed faithful to him, to waft the Borders; that Julian intangled with Cares of 
defending them, might thereby be kept in Ga//; which he readily obeyed, being 
from his Youth, very expert in the Craft of Difliimulation; as afterward he abun- 
dantly (hewed, when he Commanded as Dux in Phttuida. But being diftovered,

When he came there, and law the King, he 
prelently remembred his Papery and pretending ftime carneft Bufinels, went to his 
Lodging, and breaking it open, after he had perult d it, returned, and fate down 
amongft the reft. After Dinner he laid Hands upon Vadomarius, and committed 
* him to the Cuftody of the Commander, to be lafrly kept at the Court of Guard 5 
whence being afterwards lent to Julian^ .and made to know, how his Underhand- 
dealing with ConjhtnUus was brought to Light, he was cor;veyed away into Spaitty 
left he ftiould make Difturbance in thcle Provinces, when Julian was gone into the 
Eaji. For, very m>ich elevated by lb unexpefied a lurprizal of this King, he relbl- 
ved now to break out into an open Revolt iiom'CoujiaMtiiis’y and that he might K®** 
leave all in Security behind him, with Setrecy }\airing jhe JRAwc, fo unexpedied- Smfon 
diafti- ly ffH upon tlic Barbarians^ that he conftrained them to ask Pardon, reftore txiftimavit, 
esticm.

Opportunity ftiould direft. And feeing, belaid, it was the Cuftom, though of“

Military Oath. For his Part, he would, as hiihertc^ he had behaved himfclf; bc“ 
very Diligent, and watch that nothing ftiould be done Raftily or Lazily ; and be “ 
able, if any Ihould pry into his Aftions, todifeharge a good Conlcience; attempt- “ 
ing nothing willingly, but what ftiould be for the common Good.

•even to Death it lelf And this was followed by all the OSiqers, except i^bridius^ 
whom, being prcfefd to be Pr^fcSits Pr£torio by Cottfiantius^ he had admitted to the 
Dilcharge of that Employment. He alone refufed, both ftuutly and coiiffantly ^ 
affirming, that he could not have the Confcience to bind himfelf by any Oath againft 
the'Emperour, to whom he was obliged by many Kindnelles, l^he Souldiers per- 
ceiving this, would have killed him 3 out jfi//i4;7,con(cious pofiibly of thc.gallant Fi- 
delity and Rcfolution ofthc man, was fo Juft, as by cafting oyer him his Coat, to 
protedt him from their Violence. And afterward, when in the Palace, as he came 
by, he lay proftrate, and defired him to give him his hand, as a Pledge of his Securi- 
ty 5 he asked him what he ftiould icfei ve for his Friends, if he fuffered him to touch 
ii^ but bid him go in Safety whither he pleafed. Whereupon he went away to his 
And Rives the owii Houfc in Tiifda^ and Jithaft gave the Signal for marching into Panuoma, rafh-

107. But let us fee how Conjlattlius^ this Winicr,.behaves himfelf at Anticcht whe- 
ther be have reafon to (ay fo much of his own Prudence and other Vertues. It’s to 
be fear’d, he neither was Guilty^of Co Famous Exploits, nor fo Wife, if he had done 
any thing ( as perhaps he could fty fbme little he had performed againft the Sarmati^ • 

ans^) as to make it fo Evident and known by his Khetorick. He had not been fo 
great a Proficient in Study, nor lb long worn the Pallium^ as to fay, I Vhat's our Pm- 
cr, except Men it ^ And Knorrled^e what if tinlefs we Jbow it. Yet he had, at this 
lime, the Ha}) to ftumbld upon fomething, which Ammianus cannot Reprehend. 

Though he was no F amous Captain, nor Conqiierour of Nations and Kings, ( for 
indeed upon the Borders of the Rhvc, within Germany^ there appears, within a lit- 
tle fpacc, to have been more Kings, and cpnfequently more Nations than beyond 
the Danube: all the Sons of Kings being Kings, as fhould fecra by Vadomarius and 
his Brother, as at this day, with them all the Sons of Princes arc Princes, and all the 
Sons of Dukes arc Dukes, though not .all the Sons ofEmperours arcEmpcrouis ) 
yet amongft mapy very Honourable Perfbns, leveral Tribunes came to Adore him, at 
his Return out of Mejopotamia. There was alfb Amphilocbius^ who had formerly that 
Command, and therein ferving Confians, was more than Sufpedlcd to have made 
Mifchief betwixt the two Brothers. He crowded in to be admitted to Kifs the Robe

do what he could; as well as to Approve himlclf to the Enlpcrour, who, as all Men 
concluded, vyould prove Vidlorious. Being Arrived there, and having communica- 
•ted (bme of his Inftrudions to Cretio the Corns, and the reft of the Commanders; he 
made Levies of the beft men he could raile out of the two Mauritamas, and there- 
with Defended ftoutly the Coafts lying over againft Gall, and the Parts of Aquitain, 

And herein Confiantins was nor miftaken ; for (b long as he lived, hone of his Ene- 
mies touched that Countrey, although Forces lay about the Promontory of 
Ulybdutn, to paft ov?r thither, upon occafion. Taking Order for shelc and other 
Matters, he received Advice from his Officers in the Baft, that the Forces of the 
Perfians were United, and their King in the Head of them, drew near to the River 
' Tipris, it being utterly uncertain, what Courfe he would take. Alarm’d with the 

News, he quitted his ff;»/<r-Quarrcrs; and taking along the Horle and the Foot, 
which he could truft to, by a Bridge of Boats he palfcd Euphrates, and went to £- 
dejpt, a City well fortified, and abounding with Neceflaries, where hedlaid till by 
his Scouts, he could difeover which way the Enemy moved.

Koades o( Italy, and others, under Cond\jGt ot Nevita, through the middle of 
tia, that being fo fpred, they might (eem more nunffcrous, and ftrike a greater Ter- 
ror; a Courle praaifed by Alexander the Great, and*othcr skilful and fimous Cap- 
tains. But he gave them (erioufly in Charge to be very cautious in their March; 
and by Night to look well to their Watches, left they (hould be (urprized by the 
Enemy. And he himlelf palling the JJler, and taking another Courle, upon Ru-

The day following he 
plealed the People by the Curuk-Games^ and on the third, being impatient of fur- 
ther Delay, he took ii:\ Suca^ a Place famous for its Situation betwixt the Moun- 
tains H/rmts and Rhodopl, whereof the one lileth from the Banks of ^rr, and the * 
other from the hithermoft fide of the River Axint, Having placed Ntvita Cover- 
nour here, he returned to NejfMs^ a Town of good Note, there to take further Or- • 

• der for his- Affairs. Having met at Snmttnt with one ViGor, an eminent 

grapher^ he prefered him to bt Confularis of Panmnia SecMnda^ and honouied him, for 
his Learning and Sobriety, with a Statue of Brafsj who, *a good while after, rofc 
to be PrdjtQ of the City. Now bearing himfelf more high than ever, and conclu- 
ing that would never be brought to any agreement, be wrote to the 5 V- 

xatCy a bitter invedive againfi him, wherein he ripped up his Faults,and laboured to 
bring him in Difgrace with that fort of men. And now he took Confidence further 
Falls foul up! to fall foul u^^on the Memoiy of Cotijianline^ his Uncle, whom, like a Paga», he tra- 
a^^thcMc-***’ duced as an Innovator and Difturber of the ancient Laws and Cuftoms. He openly 
mory of his accufcd him, as being the fiift that preferred Barbarians to the Dignity of the Con- 
Uncle. fnljinp.

Thefc marching flowly, and being utterly out of Humour, upon thoughts of the 
great way they had to march, «nd the Fiercenefs ot the Germans^ to which they 
muft be cxpolcd, fell to mutiny, at the Inftigation of one Nigrinns^ a Tribune of 
Two ugions Horfc, aud born in Mefopotatnia^ and yet they carried the matter very clofe, till 
sod iCebort they camc to Aquileias but there (hewed their Inclinations, feizing on that City, 
which for it’s Situation, Wealth, and the Strength of it’s Walls was very confide- 
Uii. table 5 and the Inhabitants, to whom the Name of Confiantius was very grateful.

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Jeft. 4* it OT>«r to him, before any greatef Mifchief (hould follow. 
^y\jder%^jOvmMr, the Magrjier EqttitHm^ who over the Alps was come into Noricum, 
J^retum with all Speed thither^ and that there might be a (iifficicnt Supply of men, 
.^e commanded all the Troops that came that way, in their March Ealiward, there 
to be (lopped. Not long after it was, that he received the welcome News of Co/s^ 
Jiantius his Death, and thereupon paffing through Thrace^ he removed to Cor/Jiaati- 
ample ^ and being often told, that what had hapned at Aquileia, was not much now 
to be (ear’d ^ he removed Joznms from that Service, to another, he thought more 
proper j apd ordered Itsswo with other Captains to pci form it in his Room. Now 
was Sie« laid to Aqwleia, which it was in Council refblv’d (hould firft be (tim- 
moned, out the Garrifon was too obftinate to be won widi fair Words, or Threats 
either. Hereupon they endeavoured to undermine the Wall, and vigoroufly at- 
tacquedthe City^ but at this firft On(ct were beaten off, and foiled. This not 
Succeeding, end there being none found skilful enough to manage Rams, or other 
Engines of Battery, they betook themfelves to this Device, of planting wooden 
Turrets upon Boats, joyned together, which lay on the River Natifo^ running by 
the City, which being higher than the Fortifications of the Town^ they hoped 
that thence with their midile Weapons, they (hould do great Execution 5 and be- 
(idcs the Men they placed on the Top, others they bellowed within the Body of 
thc(c Towers; who Ifliiing forth, as they faw Occafion, by the Bridges they made 
for this Purpole, might eafily Land, and while the Defendants were diverted by 
them above, attacque and (cale the Walls; but the Device, though comparable to 
tho(e of the Ancients, in the Opinion of Awmiams^ could not take any Effed, by 
Reafon that the Bciieged fo plied thclc T urrets with Fire and Combuflible Matter, 
that they difabled the Engines, killed thole that (lood on the Top of them, for the 
mod Part, andcaufed the other below to (hift for themfelves; but mod Perifh^ 
by the great Stones cad upon them. 

1 1 a. This done, they gave themfelves to red on both (ides, for fome time ; but 
afterwards, though the Bedegers had mod Reafon to be di^uraged,* yet renewed 
they the Adault. Some made their Approaches with their Targets on their Heads, 
others carried lealing Ladders on their Shoulders, and haded to come to the Walls; 
which c’rc they could do, many of them mifearried in the Showers of Arrows that 
flew from the Town. . Some laboured to break in Pieces the Iroa Hinges of the 
Gates, and were either (balded by burnt ng Pich,or knocked on the head with Stones ; 
and others, endeavouring to pals the Trenches, were killed, or wounded by fuch as 
(allied out through the Poderns, to whom the Line drawn before the Walls, gave 
good Convenience, both for lying in Ambu(h, and (afe Retreat. Though the De- 
fendants excelled them in the Arts of War ; yet did the Befi^ers, who were men 
chofen out of many Companies for this Purpofe, fret exceedingly, that they (hould 
be (b long about their Work; and often coaded the Town, to (be if any Force or 
Device would prevail. But at length they were convinced, that the Difficulties 
were (iich, as they were not able to overcome, and therefore they began to (lack- 
cn their Siege, and wad the adjacent Countrey. Yet they thought they might, by 
want of Water, bring them to fuc?h Extretpity as to force them to yield. And for 
that Purpofe thej^ fird cut ail tlic AqusuduSs that (erved the City, which not ha- 
ving that Effcid they imagined, by great Labour they drew the River away from 
tlic Walls, though (lill to little Purpole; for they within contented thcmlelvcs with 
the Water they found in Wells, -and lived very fpuringly, as refolv’d to hold out. 
And (b long they held, till Agilo, the Alagijier Peditnw^wa^ lent by ‘Julian from Con* 
fidutinopk to acquaint them widi the Death of Cof/jiantins. At hid they would 
Hie Defend- jjot believe, but rejedked him with reproachful Words; but upon Promile of Safe- 
^ being alone permitted to approach the City ; he far fatished them, that they 

ed’diitCffB- opened their Gates, came out, and received him; and purging themfelves, laid all 
the Blame upon Nsgrinus, whom with a few others they delivered up; defiring 
that by the Punifhment of them, might be expiated the Crime of High Trcalbn. 
A few dayes after by MAmertwus^ the Pr^efeSus Prstvrio^ who fate as Judge, Ni* 
as the Author of this War, was fentcnced to be burnt alive; which was exe- 
cuted upon him for his Gallant Fidelity to his Prince, which they called Treafbn a- 
^ind him he couted an Ufiirper. After him Romulus and Sahejisus^ two Curiales, or 
l^ecurhaesto £ the Town,were for having been great Adors againd JtfUan\ Party, put 
allb to Death; and all the red were pardoned; for fo Ammianus tells you, it pleated 
the 'mild and gentle Emperour to ordain in iEquity, in their Behalf whomNecefft- 
ty, and not any Dc(ign,had thnid forward into the Danger. But it (eems he would 
nottiuft Nigrimu^ nor have any Rel^ft to his Fidelity and Condancy, alt^ou^h 
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Sc^^. 4, gallant Princes have been wont to admire and love thole whom they fi)Wnd faith- A. 2 >, 
to their Mailers, to whom they were bound by the Ties, either of an Ulb^ or 3 ^ 
Conlcicncc 3 and when once advanced into the Place of the deceafed, have 
thcmlelves obli^d, rather to dtTpile thole, who formerly neglcfted the Icttin^x 
Sun, and adored the IV-iling, even becaule now the Cale was altered, and become 
their own. 

I Tj. But thefe things happened Ibmc time after. We mull fee the Setting of 
fiatttiusj and the Mounting of Julian^ who leemed bflt a Meteor, in that he aroft 
. . before the other was down ; and after he had alone appeared in another Colour, 
gtt^Fear luddenly vanilhcd. While Julian Bill lay at NeJJuf, he was extremely per- 

iiifnicif. plexed wirh various Cares and Fears. He cxpcdled to hear, that the Garilbn in 
Aquileia had broken forth, and drawn the Provinces of the Julian Alps from their 
• Obedience to him. He allb Bood much in fear of the Eajiern Armies, being told, 

that the Forces dilperlcd through Thrace, to give him a Stop, were diawing down 
under Command ofNarcotianus, a Comes, towards the Streights ofSucci. . To obvi- 
ate thefe Difficulties, he gathered together the Army of lllyricum, which was well- 
Dilciplin’d, and heartened by Succels 5 and to gain the Affeftions of the People, 
refufed not to receive the Complaints of Private Pcrlbns, Ipending Ibme time in 
Hearing their Caufesj but efpecially he endeavoured to purchafe the Favour of the 
Corporations, and that UnjuBly, by Condemning many Perlbns to Publick Servi-j)f;«/?^p/«)« 
ces there. Two Senators oi good Note he much courted, vi%. Sjmntacbt» and 
Maximsis, who were lately returned from a Meflagc they were lent on to Con- * 

jianttm, and palling -by the better, he promoted the latter to be PrafeSf of 
Huw hchbou' Rome, in the place of Tertullus, and that for the lake of Rufinus Vulcatius, whole 
iiL SiBer’s Son he was ; Ak<J he ordered his Affairs lb well, in reference to Provilions, 

that the People, which was wont to be very Tumultuous, made little or no Bir * 
during his Government. Furthc; to Sc-curc the Fidelity of thofe who now pre- 
• ^ tended Fair Ijo him, he defigned Confuls Mamertinus, the PrafeSus Pratorio of Illy 
ricum, and Nevita, who had lately wonderfully pleas'd him, by Railing upon Con- 
Jiantine,as the lirB Prince that had Promoted Barhariam. While thus betwixt Hope On} nMfnut 
and Fear he Ordered his Matters as well as he could at Nejfiss, Conjlantius, 
lying at Edejfa, was often DiBurbed by the Reports which his Scouts brought to viUutu a* 
him, and thereupon wasvlTy doubtful W’hat to do, whether to Fight the Perjians, as^®"* 
he could light on them, upon occafion, or with double Force Attacque Bezabde. 

And though his Inclinations were to move WcBward, yet it troubled him to think 
hii h'aving M-. fopotamia Expofed to the Violence of the Enemy. For the Perfian 
Matters in Ring hovt i’d bcyond Tigris, which, if he pafled, and found none to RcfiBhimj he 
jofuamia ai might eafily croft Euphrates alfo, and do further Mifchitf to the Adjacent Provin- 
thfy woidd * CCS. HoweVer, Conjlantius, purpofing to preforve his Army as intirc as he could, 
l*ar. for a Civil War, was Rtlblved not to make Havock of his Men by thruBing them 
uj^on DeBruBion in Attacquing the Perftan Garifons, which he found by Experi- 
ence to be Brongly Fortified ^ but, IcB he Biould be blamed ft)r Negligence or 
Cowardife, he gave order to Arbetio, Agilo, and other Officers of Hoife, to Fortifie, 
as well as they could, the Banks of Tigris, and, obferving the King's Motions, to 
retire *, in ca'e he fliould venture over. They received Intelligence by their Spies ii/casnto 
and fome Fugitives, but fitch as was altogether Repugnant to ip fclf, and contradi- 
Bory : for the P^ftam, of all men, kept their Councils the moB fecret, which were ,« 
cqpimunicatcd to none, but fome of the moB cloft and TruBy among their Nobili-«^®«5« c*- 
ty 5 and of Divulging any thing they wefe lb cautious, that they WorBiipped 
Unce as a Deity. For this, or other Rcalbns, the* Officers ordered to the Borders 
were fb DiBruBful of themfelves, that they often font for the Emperour, 
that with all the Force they could make, if the King Biould come, they could not be«f 
ablb to make Head againB him.

Ip^tohis againft the Invaftonsof the Germans^ while he himfelf was imbroil’d in the “ 

Motions of the Nations bordering upon Illyrkum^ madly puffed up by the Succels ** 

, offbme flight Engagements with an half naked Enemy, having cajoled an ihcon- ** 
fiderable Number of men, iierce{,and defperate for any pernicious Delign 5 had let “ 
up fbr himfelf^ and entred into Rebellion againft the Commonwealth, contrary ** 

, to Juftice, which had ever been both the Parent and Nurlc of the Roman Empire.' “ 

It muft beth^fbre their Part, to crulh (b monftrous a Delign in the Beginning, ** 
before it Ihould grow to any Maturity. Neither was it to be doubted, but that ** 

God hiiiilelf would be affifting to their Endeavours, by whole Sentence ungrate- ** 
fill Perlbns are ever condemned ; lb that their Swords Ihould be turned upon ** 
themlelves to their Deftruufion^ who without any Provocation, but on the con- ** 
trary many wayes obliged, had entred into a Courfc pernicious to fuch as were ** 

Innocent j and he concluded, that he was of the Opinion, nay very confident, that ** 
if once they came to engage, they would be (b overpower’d with Fear^ thatthey “ 
would neither be able to look them in the Face, nor endure the Noile of thdr *' 

Shouting to Battel. 

115. His Harangue had that Operation upon the Sbuldiers, whiph he defired; 
for, cpnlenting fully to what he required^ of Anger, they made the uliial Sign withi 
their Lances, and defired to be led away againft tlic Rebel. Herewith exceeding- 
ly encouraged, he lent away Arhetio^ whom he had found very lucky in the Sup- 
Sends feme preffion of civil Broils, with the Ijmcearii^ the Aitriiari/, and the reft of the light- 
Armed, and Gaomarius with the Latti toward the Streights of Succi^ knowing him 
to bear ill Will to Juliany for being difgraced by him in Gall. But now did his 
Fortune, in the Opinipn of our Hiftorian, clearly prcHigc his End to be near. For 
he was often frighted in his Sleep, and dreamt, that his Father put a beautiful 
Child into his Lap, which dalhed, and caft to the G -ound, the Glolfc or Sphear 
that he bore in his Right Hand. Now Ammianus tells us, that this did fignific a 
Change of Times, though his Flatterers made him believe other things 5 but if this 
beautiful Child was that Julian, who, if any, was let in his Lap, when he made 
him Cafar (upon his Father’s Account, being Conflavtine\ Brother’s Son) this Babe 
of Grace was but Attle grateful to his Uncles Mtmory. Bijt Conjiantius, He laith, 
confellcd to his moft dole Attcqdants,that now he cealed to Ice rfny Apparition, as 
one forlaken^ but Ibmetimes he behold it in a more ugly Shapes and this was 
thought to^ the Genim appointed to his Safe-keeping, which now had quitted him, 
as one about to leave the World ; For as much as Divines, He addes, do report, 
that all men, as loon as born, have fcme Deities allotted them, to govern their A- 
dions j by the Stability of Fate alwayes preferved ^ Jiut Iccn by very few, as thefe 
alone, whom their manifold Vertues render famous ^ lb that by this Dodf rine Con- nutsmuitifU- 
fiantiusy who was wont formerly it feems to lee his Genius, was a man F.^mous for «« 
his Vertues. Howcver,he was not lb far dilcouraged, but being come with Speed 
He comes to to Antioch, he hafted thence with all Alacrity, as ho was ever wont, when he went 
Antmh. about to chaftife Rebellions ^ at which though many murmured, yet durft nbntf 
(peak openly againft it.* Marehing thence, when Autumn now declined, as he came 
to a Place called Hippocepbalns, threC Mil« diftant ftbm that City j he was prdent- 
ed with the Spedacle of a dead man, having the Head cut from the Shoulders, ly- 
ing on his Right hand toward the Wefi, wherewith being ftruck, as apprehending 
it ominous, he went forward, and came to Tarjits. Here he was feized with a gen- 
tle Fever; but believing that Motion and Exercile might dq him Good, 'He re- 
folved to proceed in his Expedition, and through difficult wayes reached Mo^nefiia,

the Nones of November, as fome date it, in the thirty eighth. year of his Reign, 
and the forty fourth of his Age, 'm» the Conjuljhip oC Taurus and Floreutius A.D.

116. Before wc had brought Conflantms to his End, we fhould have taken a 

' view of the Laws he made in the laft year of his Reign but that it would have 

broken the Series of thole Adtions which he profecuicd in order to his marching 
Weftward, and therefore we referred it hither, where ibmething more ought to be 
fpoken of his Charadfer. And in order to this, wc may hill call to mind what we 
have already oblerved ; That he was very Studious to Picferve and Increafe the 
tominTis Dignity and Privileges of Senators. To this end, principally, he Diredfed his Fifth 
year. Oration, or Conftitution, to the Senate of Conjianlinople, dilfinguilhed at prefent in- 
to Nine feveral Laws, according to the leveral parts of which it conlifts 3 bearing 
Date on that third day of May which preceded his Death, from Gephyra, a City of

Now the Ordinary Judges or GovernoUrs of ProvUlces arc commanded to take this 
Pains, for that by other Laws it was incumbent upon them, to fin 4 out fuch Prators 
as (bulked or concealed themfelves, and to force them into the City, there to DiG> 
charge their Duties. And if thbfc Judges feilcd' therein, they were ftlfod-'inable for 
their Omiffion, and the Fine was, in like mAner, to be Employed upon Publick 
Works !, being Levied and Expended by the Officers of the Cities Prafeff, the Dig- 
nity of whom^ Comfiantius hereby Advances, as he himielf Declares his Intention to 
' be, who but two years before had given ^ginning to the Prafeff himkrif. And 

very much indeed his Authority, and conlequently his Dignity, was hereby Ad- 
vanced 5 he-having^ower to (end his Officers through all the Provinces of the Eaji^ 
ern Empire, to Levy this Mulft inflicted upon the Governours \ BcOdes that great 
Privilege .he granted to the Senate, and coniequently to him, who was Head of it,

' not undcritaiid it of thofo who plaid JeafV in light, and betook thenifolves to the 
fhcltcr of Great men, when a Tax came out, and therefore their next Neighbours 
were bound to make up the Sum impofed, as formerly hath been Ihcwcd, from 
which Burthen he will have his Senators Exculcd.

° pulftd, and returned back to their former Trade, ormeanneft of living. For his 

other Qualities, thoft who do not Flatter him, confefi, that he ever prcfcrved the 
grandeur of Majcfty and Authority 5 that with a great and lofty Mind he contemn- 
iSs Virtues, ed Popularity s was careful and fparing in conferring Honours, and elpecially the 
\ great eft 5 which, as a Maxim, Princes that defigned tojuphold the Reputation of 
Mobility, and prevent Popular Tyranny, have ever oblCTved, as niuch asnhey could. 

Mcithcr did he (iillcr (or but rarely) either thoft in Civil or Military Command's 
to grow greater, ‘through any new Acceffion Power or Honour, which would 
ftill give others that came after, encouragenfent to exped the like 5 ft) chat, under 
,him, no Commander was Advanced to the Degree of ClarijfinsHs^ having been only 
of the Rank called PcrfeOijJimatus. In his tim%no Govemour of a Province went 
fbrth to meet a Ma^Jjier EquHum ^ neither did he differ a' MagiBer to meddle 
with any Civil Bufinels ^ but dll, both Military and Civil Officers, according tothe 4 
antient Cuftom, bore Reverence to the PrsefeOi Pratorio, as thoft that were Ad- 
vanced to the higheft pitch of flonour.* In preftrving Military Difeipline, he 
rather tdo exaff 5 (bmetimes too Icrupuloudy examining the Merits of his Souldi- 
ers.

The Sfoce of a Tear and fome Eight Months, 

1.^' Body of Conflantius, being duely prepar’d and Coffin’d, was corn- 

■ mittcd to the care of Jovian, his ProtcQor Domefikus, to be convey’d 

B with Royal Pomp to Confiantinople, there to be Buried with his Rela- 

tions. While in the way, Jovian was fitting in the Chariot that carried 
the Corps, there were offered to him, as was wont to be to Emperours ig their 
Journeys, the Eflayes of Corn, or Military Provifions; and the Publick Beafts of 
Carriage and Burthen belonging to the Curfus PuLlicus, were produced fb often, 
that, together with Officious Meetings upon the Road, and other things of like na- 
ture, they portended Empire to Jovian, but fuch as was empty, and rather a (hadow 
of Sovereignty, than othcrwifc,as to one who was the Chief Aftor in a Funeral So- 
lemnity. But to leave him with his Charge, and return to the Place whence he (et 
forward with the Body. After the Chief Officers, Military and Civil, had, by their 
• Tears and Lamentations, teftified their due Refpedt to the dead Emperour, they be- 
gan to lay their Heads together, and confider what was to J)e done in reference to 
a Living Prince 5 for fuch an one now there muft be made*, or owned. After fome 
Imall Attempts in another way, at the motion of Eufebins, as was reported, whole 
cnilantiut Confeience now flew in his Face, Julian, who feemed near at hand, and well provi- 
beingdead, ded, was refolvcd on for the Man 3 and Theolaiphut and Aligildus, both Counts, were 
fend aittShi ~ inform him of the Death of his Kinfman, and to defirc that he 

vile juu^to would whhout delay come into the Eaji, which was very ready to receive his Com- 
takc poflaTi- ixiands. But the Report went, that Confiantius made a Will, and therein, as was 
formerly (aid, named Julian his Hcir3 bequeathing Legacies and Eftjtes in truft to 
other his Relations 5 for as for Children he left none, except one in the Belly of 
his Wife, which, proving a Daughter, and after him named Conjiantia, was after- 
ward married unto Grattan. In the mean time, Julian, being vanoufly employed in 
Illyricum, yet principally intended his Divinations, by a continual prying into the 
Entrails oTBeafts, and viewing of Birds ^ yet were the Anfwers fo Ambiguous and 
Obfeure, that he remained ftill in Sufpence, and altogether Uncertain about future 
Events. At length one Aprumulus, an Orator in Gall, afterward promoted to the 
Government of the Province of Narbon, a man mighty skilful in the Aruj^icina, 
made to him a full difeovery from the Liver t)f a Bcaft, as he laid, which was cor 
vered with a double Call. Yet was he ftill afraid that thefe things were but 
feigned, which were thought to be acceptable to him, and this made him Me- 
lancholick. Good Man, till he himfelf perceived by a good Token, that 
Conjiantiuf his Death was portended. At the very lame inftant, Atnntianus tells 
you, that the Emperour died in, Cilicia, a Souldier, who lifted him up upon 
his Horfe, he being fct, fell dc^wn t^ the ground 3 whereupon he luddenly cry- 
ed out, in the hearing of all the Company, that He, who had raijed hint up on fbgh, 
was fallen hingfelf. He knew that this boded well towards him, yet he was refolved 
ftill to continue in Dacia, as ftill apprehending fevcral Dangers. For he thou^t 
it not lafc to truft to Conjefturts, which perhaps might fall out quite contrary to 
what they luggefted. • 

2. Thefe Doubts were at laft all difeuiTed by the Arrival of Theolaiphut and Ali^ 
hears gUdus, who brought him News both that Conjiantistt was dead, and that he had de- 
fhisDcath. clared him his Succeflbr, as our Pagan Hiftorians write 3 though Chriftians have 
believed, that this was feigned by tnem, to rake off the Odium of Julians Ufurpa- 
tion. For, it’s reported of Conffanthts, that when he lay on his Death-bed", 
amongft other Refteftions upon his Life, he repented that ^ had Promoted Jtdian 
to be Csjar 3 hut if he fo Ordained him his Heir, the more Gratitude he owed to 
his Memory, and fo vertuous and gallant a man as he, doubtlefe,eould not but pay 
ib'juft a Debt. However, now delivered ftom all Fears and Incumbrances, he was 
exceedingly Elevatqd with his good Fortune, and gave credit to Divinations 3 but, 
knowing how much Expedition had contributed to the Advancement of hia Af- 
f^rs, he gave Orders to mardi away into Thrace 3 and paffitfg down the Moun^ins

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Sc^. , oiSucei came to Philtppopolk, which by the Ancients was called EMmolp^ his At- A. D. 
V^,^V-^my folldwing very chearfully, now they found that what they were going td^tal^ ^6 i, 
by Force, and that with the hazard of all their Lives, was devolved upon him dW>*VV; 
ordinary Right. When the Report of his Approach was brought to Cwfiantinopk^ - _ 
all forts came out to receive him as one dropp’d from Heaven ; and there hef entred 
ydth great Applaufo, and the Admiration of all that beheld him, on the eleventh of 
For they confidered how a young man, as he was, of a little Body in- 
** ^ ’ deed, but renowned for very great Adions, after bloody Tragedies made by him, 

both of Kings and Nations, was fuddenly pafled from City to City, eafily conquer- .. 
ed all Oppofition where he came, and in Conclufion arrived at the Poileifion of enniia fuiUut 
the Empire, as by Divine Appointment without any Expenle of Blood, orTreafore,*"'?#* 
to the Commonwealth. But though he came fo eafily to the Supream Power, he 
thought fit not to forgive fuch as had been his Enemies formerly, though now they 
leidily fubmitted themftlves,and clofed with his Intereft. For within a Ihoit time, 
as a Foundation of what was to follow, and to have a Judge whom he could truft, 
he made SalhtfttHs his Prafeffus Prdtorio, and with him joyned Mamertims, Ark- 
tio^ Afflo, Nevita and Jovif/us, whom he had lately promoted to be Magijier Equi- 
turn tlirough Illpricum. Thofe Commiffioners pafled over to Chalcedony where 
Severdy atii' being protcftcd and aflifled by the Tribunes and others the Principal of the Joviani ctuUsvtth- 
madyertsnp. rndHerculianiy they made more fevere Inquifition after Criminals than Tuftice”g.^^*^*ff^ 
tneSft* would bear them out in, though their Emperour did 5 fome few Cafes only except- 
ed, wherein they could fcarccly exceed the Merits of fuch, as they had Realbn to 
condemn. ’ ^ 

3. They began with Palladiusy whom they banifhed hither into Brittaw, merely 
becaufe he was fufpe6i£d' to have plotted fomething againfl GaUusy while under 
him he executed the Place of Magijier O^ciorum. Next after him they punifhed 
Taurusy who had born the Office of PrafeeJus Prstorio, in the like fort, though his 
‘ . Crime, in the Opinion of indifferent Judges was very flight, as having, when he 
apprehended a Storm approaching, betaken himlelf to the C^urt, and Protedf ion of 
the Emperour his Mafter: And the Record made at his Tryal, was not read with- 
out great Horror, it banning in this manner .* In the Conjuljhip of Taurus and Flo- 
rentius, Taurus king brought to tk Bar. In lifce manner was Pentadius indangered, 
it being objedfed that he took in Short-Hand the Anfwers of Gallus to fuch Inter*: 
rogatives as were put to him a little before his Deaths but he made fb clear a De- 
fence, that he efcap’d unpunifhed. By the Force of the like Iniuftice was Florentius 
the Son of Nigrinianus, and then Magijier Officiorusn, confined to BoaSy an Iflard of 
Dalmatia^ as for the other Florentius who had been Pr^eQus Preetorio, and at pre- 
Sevcrai un- font was dignified by the Title ofConful^ he retired with his Wife, and, though 
^niy put to condemned to Death in his Abfence, lay concealed all the time that Julian lived. 

*** * Hut Evagrius the Comes Rei Privat£yand Saturninusy who had had Charge of the Pa- 
lace, together with Cyrinusy lately a Notarpy could not efcape being driven into 
Exile. And yet the Cafes of theft: Perfbns feemed very Juft and Reafbnable, in 
Comparifbn of what Urfutus the Comes Largitionum fuffered, whole Death Ammia- 
nus tells us that Juftice her felf feemed with Tears to have bewailed, and taxed Ju- vut FaUfii 
lian as ingrateful, however Ubanius hath minced the Matter. For, this Perfbn when 
be was made C£jary and font into the Weft, perceiving there was a Defign to p, 206. 
ftraighten him of Money, that he might have nothing to give to the Souldiers, and 
thereupon they might be ungovern^lej y?A>te Lhtters to the Trcafiirer of Gaily 
to furnifh him, as he Ihould have Occafion. Afte; he was put to Drath, when Ju- 
lian perceived he was thereupon revil’d and curfed as a moft ingrateful •Wretch^ he 
thought to falve the Sore by a Lye, and excufe the Crime which could not be ex- feJuliMUSrttlr 
piated i affirming that the ma^ was killed without his Knowledge, and pretended 
that the Souldiers made him away in a Rage, for having fpoken thofe Words at crimn txeuf^ 
Amida fb long before 5 which \ve related upon Occafion of Conjiantius his coming « ripejjt^pi- 
before that City. Therefore in the Opinion of Amndanus he was fearful and unadvi- '* 
fed when he made Arbetio a nun of an uncertain humour, and very prou^J, to be 
Judge of thefc Matters, (for the Officers of the Legions and the reft that were joyn- 
ed with him were But ohly for Show) to him whom he knew firftof all to have been 
fet againft his Life and Safety. Though thofe Proceedings were defervedly bla- 
med, even by his Followers, yet other Examples of Severity he (hewed, wherein he 
did not at all deviate from the Paths of Juftice. Apodemius the RebusyV/ho 

had been fo bufie in the Death of Gallus and S/lvanusy as alfb P aul Simam’d Ca- 
tena foe Notany not to be named without Crones for (hole that were ^rdered

Hence came up Feafts and Entertainments as luxurious as thofe uled at Triumphs 5

Jewels 5 a thing certainly herein thofe of but little later times were but meanly ' • 
praftifed j for the Story was now commonly known of a Souldier, who in the 
Reign of Maxintian^ at the Plunder of the Ring of Per^a his Camp, having light 
of a Bag wherein were pretious Stones, caft out the Cemms, as things of no ValtiSi; 
and went away very well pleafed with the finenefs of the Rig. Cut now Luxu- 
•ry had fo infedfed all forts of People, that on a time when a Barber was fentfor, to 
cm Julians Hair, there was one brought to him who had on a very gay Suite 
of Cloths, at the Sight of whom Julian was aftonifhed, and faid, / commanded not 
a Rationalis, (of which fort of Perfons, formerly;) but a Barber to be called. This 
Fellow being asked what Income he had by his Trade, made Anfwer, that he had yiccnat diur- 
twenty Anndhoe (orfo many Loaves) by the Day, and .ns great an Allowance for 
Horfes, (an Allowanoe for an Horfe they called in thofe times Capitum') befides A demque fabuU 
large yearly Salary, and many other advantages he had of begging Boones. Here- 
at the Emperour was fo moved, that he turned him and all his Companfons away, ffilallfafiti. 
Q:ogether with Cookes and others, Piofeffors of like Myfteries that received the 
lame Advantages) to fhift for themfelves, as they could. Thus much Ammanm 
tells us of the Corruption of the Court, and the Reformation made by Julian. 

Now let us fee how the Reformer, in all Relations, ordered his own Af- 
fairs. * 

5. And firft for his Religion, although from his very Childhbod, he was much 
inclined to Paganifoie, and as he grew up, his Inclination that way ftill more in- 
creafed, yet not daring to ftiewit, with as great Secrefie as he could,, he had med- 
led with Matters relating thereunto. But now that his Fears were removed; and 
he had Liberty to do what he lifted, he revealed the Secrets of his Heart, and in 
Plain and downright words commanded by his Ediidi's, both that Temples fhould 
be opened. Sacrifices be offered as formerly, and the Worfliip of the Heathen Dei- 
ties reftored. And that his'Defign might take fuller Efiedf, having font for the Dif^ • 
fenting Chrijiian Bifhops with their Followers to the Cf )ui r, he told them, he would 
have them bury all Dififentions amongft themfelves,, and, without all Fear or Con- 
troul, every one live after his own way 5 and this he did with great earneftnefe 
Cuimingiy di- and Cunning, that this Liberty procuring great Difegi cement, he might not be 
Tides indangered by that mighty Advantage which their Unity would have procured to 
them. For he knew very well from Experience, that no wild Beafts are fo fierce 
and violent againft men, as Chrijlians commonly one againft another. And he 
would often cry out. Hear me whom the idlcmans and the Franks have heard^ there- 
in thinking he imitated the Sayi^ of Marcm Anrehus ; though not a li^le dif^ 
fering. For that Prince when paiung through Palejiine^ toward Mg)pty he was

6. This Law is ftill Extant in the Code of Theodojius^ and the very firfl: that «<'/««<«. Cw- 
therein we find made by Julian. But, befides what Ammianm writes concerning 
the particulars for which the JEgjiptians made lb troublelbme an Addrefi, it prin-«/, amm.od 
cipally aims at fuch as had -given Money for Places or Offices in the Common- 
wealth. For, amongfi other means of^etting Money, the Palatines^ or Courtiers "‘"("f *• 
ofConfiamius Hndcrftobd'this very well; it being a Trade leldome unlearn d 
bad men about Princes, to make money of the Employments of which they hzve fromnieutaquS 
the befiowing; the great Caufc of ill Management of Alfairs, when Prefermeni 
goes not according to Defert , when men are not fou^it for that are fit for 
CCS, but filch Places as may be fit to advance and enrich, arc l(>ught for men. Yeti'/'" 
by what tnu fitme Author Ammianus writes it is evident that this corrupt courfe 
giving and receiving Money for Honours did not in Conjiantius his time extend topif^- amm. 

Si au 
experienced Perfons, he being wonderfully cautious to prevent all fuch Abules.’^»'«

FidionsorLicshadthruftthemlelves into Places, which ought to have been con-t/t.a?. 
ferred upon mod and deferving Perfons; and others have written that Offices in 
the time of Conjiantius were let to Sale, which muft have becir then meant of the in-^ ’ 
foriour fort, ,and fiich as were removed from his own Oblcrvation ; for indeed it ^J^lruTnon- 
was impoifible but that one who wasfolervcd by Eunuch&and other Flatterers, «*»?««« /fr«- 
(hould be Ibmctimes over-reached in beftowing inferiour Places of Magiliracy. 
however ^ to the Law, it was neither allowed to give nor to receive any Gifts o fvslHt ex quo- 
this Nature. Yet if luch a thing had hapned, he that had received, and was in 
foffion was ever efteemed to have both the more legal and more plaufible Title 
and for as much as the Roman Laws (lb Julian tells us in this Ediii) are utterly ceifmaiiqnid 
Strangers to fuch Contrafts, he takes a way-all Power of recovering Money 
honefily imployed. But in cafe any Ihould endeavour to recover fuch Money, or tdhibLst^ 
get it back into his Hands, he Ihould not only lofo it, or return it to the Party, 
but forfeit as much more to the Publick Tseafury. Now this Conftitution 
only the time paft, and gives order in liich calcs as -were then in ContrQvcrfie; butnmniji pui- 
afterwards fevcral other Laws were made by fucceeding Princes, both for punilhing^" 
in the lame fort fiich as had ufed Bribery for the obtaining of Preferment, and for ciebantuT ar- 
prevention of the Sale of Honours and Offices, even by way of Oaths, as we may "‘tis. lib.

Places near them and under their Eyes, none but fit and experienc’d men Ihould 
be preferred ; yet they could not know all Perfons, nor^put of their own Ac- 
quaintance make provifion for the Supply of thole Numerous Employments and 
Charges through this vaft Empire. Such they muft take as thole about them re- 
commended, fo that (as was formerly faid) the work of aPrince,efpecially lyes in chu- 
ling luch Eyes and Ears about him as he may truft, in what he cannot fee and hear 
himlelf : III management when it happens*begins moft commonly here, and Govern- * 
ment k hereby rendred as Culpable and Infirm, as the Growth and Nouriftunent of 
the B<toy perverted, when the firft Concoftion thereof is vitiated.

upon, he r^lV^ to remove from Confiantinopk j which City he very much favour- & ' 

ed, as the Place of his Nativity, though elfe it Lid doubtlefs been unacceptable to”^^ 
him, by reafon of its Founder, and the Name from him received. Zo^its writes, that 
he^ continued ten Months in this City, but from the Dates of (uch Laws as he made 
this Year, it is evident, that the time is to be contradfed within Eight, or there- 
abemts. For, during his Rcfidence here, fcveial other Edifts he Publifhed upon 
various Occafions, of which we muff take notice, at lea(t, fuch of them as moft lead 
to the Illuffration of the Hilfory or Polity of thefe Times, before we follow him 
hence to Antioch.

the Avarice * amination by Torture, for the better Difcovery of their Cheats ; Ordains, that “ 
viNurntrarii. having been employed five years in the Publick Accounts, they be out of Service “ 
and an Employment the fixth, that fo they may be more liable to Accuiations 3 ** 
but after feven years, in cafe they have well demeaned thcmfclves, and either have ** 
been burthened with none, or anfwered 4U Accufations, he then will have them 
enjoy the Dignity of the PerfeS'iJfimntm. We have lately feen how at his firft com- 
ing to the Monarchy he employed Sal/nji his Pr£feS and others, in the Tryal of fuch 
as had the Repute of being Enemies to him and his Brother Gallns. While they 
were at this Work, and might have occafion to Examine and Ccnfiire ieveral that 
bore the Dignity of Senators, he direded an Edift to SaUnji, bearing Date of the 
Nones of Febmary, for moderating the Rigour of fuch Proceedings againft Perfons 
of that Quality. Although by the Cuffom of the Roman Empire, fomc forts of Per- 
fons, .when acculed of Crimes, were not (hut up in dole Prifon, yet, till they were 
tiyed, and either acquitted or condemned, they were wont to be held in a fort of 
Cuftody by the Apparitor, Agens in Rebus, or Meflcnger that bad been fent to fetch 
. them up. Now Julian by this Edift, not only Ordains, in foch cafes, that the An- l. udt txhi- 
tient Right of Senators, and Authority of that Order, be preferved inviolable from “ ^•”dis yti 
all Injury in general, but particularly Commands, that fuch being Accufed, be- 
fore their Tryal, have no caufe of Terrour offered to them, but be void of all Ca- “ //i. 9. tit. a. 
lumny and Sulpition 3 and (what is moft) be abfolutely free and at liberty till 
foch time as they be cither Convifted, or confefi the Crime , in which cafe, he ac- tatibushinf^- 
Anortw in. knowledges them to have incurred Deprivation. Indeed foch as were only accufed,/«*i?»«t/** 
o sm- jijQygjj qP Capital Crimes, though they could not be admitted to new Honours, or 
Preferments, their Caufe depending, yet, till their Tryal retained their for- 
mer Dignity 3 in like manner, as by the Canon Law, a Bifhop, before he be heard 
and condemned, ought not to be deprived of his Bifooprick. And, as to Senators, in l. 
they were wont to be kept in free and honourable Cuftody, neither at their * 

Tryal were th^ bound to ffand, but they might fit, though upon a Scat inferiour 
to the Bench of tfieir Judges. As a Senator retained his Dignity till Trycd, fo was 
it agreeable enough that he foffered no Injury, Reproach or Moleftation, as Guilty, 
before foch time as he fo appeared 3 but ifi point of Liberty, that he (hould be ab- 
folutely free, and in no Cuftody at all 3 this was foch a Privilege as could not 
comport with the Publick Safety, giving leave to Offenders, how Criminal and 
Dangerous foever, to make their Efeaf^s, and avoid their being made Examples3 
whi^ ought to be the end df all Punifhments. Therefore was this Indulgence 
to Senators afterward taken away, and when Jufiinians Code came to be compo- 
fcd, the former Part of this Law, which' fpeakes of the Piefcrvation of their Rights 
and Authority, only was inferted into it 3 the latter part concerning this new Pri- 
vilege granted by Julian being'left out. But the reafon he gives, is, becaufc he reck- snatm

Date,and where diW Julian redded. For by this Appellation were not meant anciently 
thofe who were the principal Phyutians, but they were lo called who were either 
Phyfitians to tjie Prince himlelf in his Palace, or Phyfitians to the two principal Ci- 
ties ; whertin they al(b had Publick Allowances, that they might take care of tho 
Poor as well as the Rich j neither had they only this Title which were Principals, 
or prefided in the College, as lome have imagined, but all of them were indiffe- 
rently lb called. But thus we have given Account of luch Laws as Julian made, 
whilft at Conjiantinople, and are proper for us here to mention. Now let us follow 
him in his PDOgrefs Eafiward.

Year, what AmmianHs writes concerning Julians Endeavours in this Kind, and that 
in Rcforence to civil Matters while he Raid at Antioch. Concerning his Complaint 
of his Rigor towards the Profeffors of Chrifllin Religion, both in that he mentions 
and other Particulars much more will in due Time and Place God willing, be pro- 
duced alfb out of his Laws, and his other Writings, Now to take up the Story of 
that Author where we left it, while he ftaid at Antioth, Gandentists the Notary^viho 
had been fcnt xntoAfrickj, to fecurc that Country againfl: him, by Conjiantins., as alfb 
Julian who had been Vicar., ahd was effeemed too much a Favourer* of the fame 
Party, were apprehended and put to Death, as was Artemius who had been Dux 
of Mgfft, upon Accufations of the Citizens of Alexandria ; but how juffly, and 
what thereupon followed about George the Bifhop mufV be examined in a more pro- 
, per Place. But now began he to be much inflamed with a Dcfire of profccuting 
the Perfian War, confidering how that Nation had f<jr fixty years laft part miferably 
harafled the Eaffcrn Provinces, and defeated fi veial Aimits that were font to re- 
ftrain them, which laifed up a Dtfiie in him of Rtvtiige and this was farther 
heightned by an earneft Ambition to grace his former Aychicvmcnts with the glo-

Man, that he might domineer over more Animals^ and that murmured to the Appetite

, blames in them asfpokcn out of Malice Wd Sloth, yet is agreeable to the Senti-

• were holy to his Gods, neither tlrcn did be there fpend the whole day, as his “ 
Coufin, Uncle, and Brother were wont to do 5 but was glad to be gone after he 
had feen the fixth Courfc ran, and that with little Delight, nay on the con- “ 
trary with much Trouble and Uneafinefi. So much it fufficed to fp'ak of“ 
external things, and yet in further Drollery he tells theih, that this was nothing 
to the Injuries he did them over and beftdes, for as to his Domeftick Life, he 
flept little by Night 5 and the fmall reft he took was upon a Pallet, and in eat-“ 
ing.he did not fatihe even Hunger, which way of Living made him Morofe, “ 

land of an Humour quite contrary to the Effeminacy of Antioch. Yet would “ 
^T^tiox. he have them think, (the Poem he mixeth with lerioiis Matter) that he “ 

/ did it to torment them^ fora grievous and foolifh Miftakc, (you muft know) “ 
''.jand that from a very Boy, had induced him to wage War with his Belly. Here-** 

* upon it was that he would not fiiffcr it to be fatiaied with Mcat,and therefore very “ 
rarely did he vomit, to his Remembrance but once fince he was made and ** 
that not from any Repletion, but it came by Chance. Upon this hung a Talc, ** 
which he would tell them, not out of Conceit i hat it would be pleafant to **

them, but wonderfully fuited Jiis Condition, and the Scene of this Comedy lay ** 
at his dear Lntetia or Park^ while there he abode in his Winter-Quarters. This “ 
Town he tells them* is a River-Iflaud of no great Capacity. On both fidcs“ 
they palled to it by wooden Bridges^ and as for the River it did not in- ** 

. . creafe nor decreafe i but as it was in Summer, in Winter it was found in the ** 
very fame Condition. Water is afforded very plcafint and clear to the Eye‘* 
of the Drinker, for it being an liland, there upon Necdiity the Inhabitants** 
were to get Water for the moft part. The Winter was very gentle, by rea- “ 
fbn of thewarmjhof the Ocean (as was fiippoied) which was cliftant from it “ 
but nine hundred Furlongs, fb that a %ilci Vapor thcsce feemed to be dif- “ 
* fufed, for the Water of the •Sea is much more warm than t^e fweet, or that ** 

which arifeth out of Springs, or is t&ken from Rivers. Hereupon it was that ** 
the beft fort of Vines there grew, and through their Induftry they alfb had “ 
great Quantity of Figgs, which in Winter they coveted with Wheat-Straw, or fuch*‘ 
like Sriiff, as they were wont to defend Trees againft the Weather. 

30. But^cken he lay there, the Winter was diorc fharp than ordinary, and ** 
the Froft laid as it were, a Bridge, over the River, of Ice much rcfcmbling** 
the Phrygian Stone. There was he more ftubbornc and humourfbme than ev^r “ 
before 3 for he would not iiiffer a Fire to be made in his Chamber, ac- ** 


cording to the Cuftom of the Place, though it was vciy convenient for it:** 
and thus it came to* pafs, through his Stubbornefr, and, to fpeak truly, Inhn- ** 
tHMity toward himfel^ out of a Refolution to ufe himfelf to that Air, Co that ** 
though it grew colder and colder, he would not permit his Servants to make ** 
any Fire, for Fear he (hould.ftir the Moifture that was in the Walls 5 only** 
he let them bring a little Charcoal or fbme Wood throughly kindled, with ** 
wluch, though very (mall was the Quantity, a Damp was raifed from the*** 
Walls, which Blled lus Head with Vapours ib as to make him drouftej and** 
indeed he was, in great Fear he (hould be fuffocated. Thereupon he was taken ** 
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Se^h Tuddenly, out of h% Chamber, and l?is Phyfitians adviliJ him to vomit up “■ A.D, 
Supper, which he did, but no great Qiiantity ; for much lie had not eat- “ o (5 2^ 
en^^but Jje was better after it, had a rcaibnable good Night, and was fit 
any Bufinefi the day following. After this Paiifian Stfuy, he falls in dired'-' 
terms, though in a jeering and drolling Vein, upon the Atitmhiam^ telling them “ 
that the Riifticity of the Galls could cafily bear his Humour, but a rkb Hou- “ 
rifiiing and populous City as was theirs, in which there were more Dancers, Fid- “ 
lets and Players than Citizens, but no rcfpedfc nor Modtfty fiievvn toward Prin- 
ces, would not endure it. Lazy and luxurious Perlbns might be aftiamed to “ 
do, what it was lawful for them, being ft) gallant and valiant Pcifons, to “ 
pradife; as to fjicnd both Morning and Night in Rcvellings, and by Deeds," 
not words, to demonflrate that they had fmall Regard to the Laws: although" 

Law's are made for the Sake of Princes, and he that injures a Prince doth ftill " 
much more offer violence to. the Law's. But this was their Pradiee, (botli f.f" 
Magj^iates and People } in the Forum and Theatre, and all agreed together “ 
in being fpruce and neat, and fetting more by their Bathes, their gay Cloatlis " 
and rich Beds, than by Juftice and Honefty. And matteis thus ftanding he“ 

, makes them ask the Qutftion of himfelfi wdicthcr he thinks that that his Ru- " 
fticity. Inhumanity and Rigidneft can well agree with thefo Plcafures and De- " 
lights, of the Place, and whether he be Co filly as to imagine that his little Soul “ 
can be adorn’d and accompliflitd by Temperance F'or, fiift for Temperance" 
what it was they knew not, only they had heard of the Name. Indeed if it" 

Was that which he endeavour'd after, it confided in Obedience to the Gods " 
and the I.aws, in living in equal Right with ones Equals, if a man was excel- " 
lent in any thing yet tO' carry it humbly, in taking care to provide that the 
Poor fhould not be oppiefled by the Rich, in btaiirg all forts of Tioublcs" 
patiently, as Enmities and Reproaches ; without indulging ones Anger or Re- " 
vcnge5 in governing and conedting ones Paffions^ and (if that may be .ac-" 
counted a fort of Temperance ) in abftaining openly from all pleafure though ‘‘ 
otherwife neither diflioncft nor fcandalous ^ for as for him, he was of Opinion, 
that JVo man ought to le ejicemed as Temftrale at heme^ nlo vras eli£oluie abroad '' • • 
and iook^ Pleafuxe in the theatres. If this be Temperance, then he mines both " 
himfolf and them, who cannot endure fo much as to hear the name of Subje- ‘C 
Swn^ neither towards the Gods nor towards the Laws , Liberty being fweet " 
in all Cafes. 

31. After this Ite feigns them ftill railing iipion him for his Diffimulation, “ 
in that he denyed liimfclf to be their Lord 3 would not endufe that Name," 
nay, was angry if he had it, infimiuch that many through his Procurement had " 
left that word out of all Matteis relating to the Empire; however formerly " 
accuftom’d to it^ and yet he compelled them to be Slaves to the Magiftrates" 
and the Laws; how much better would it be for him to admit the Name of " 


Lord, and indeed and in Rtallity fuffer them to be Frcc-men. But this he “ 
was fo far from, that he undid them, by conftraining the Rich in Courts of" 
Juftice, to ufo moderate Couifes; by cltpriving the Poor of the Liberty of" 
calumniating their Betters, and by putting away Stage-Players, Dancers and " 
the like, fo that they received no go#d at his Hands, txccpf it was this, that 
having indured this odious Severity now feven .Moneths, they had commit-" 
ted Vows and Prayers, to be freed from foch Mifehiefs, to the Management of" 
old Women that weie convcilant about the Tombes of dead men. And" 
further had the Satisfae^ion of their Jefts and Taunts to wound him no left, " 
than with fo many Darts. What Follows is to the fame Purpofc, driving at " 
this by manifold Vaiitty of slrolling, to reprefent himftlf as a ,mr»ft virtuous " 
Perfon, one praftiled in the hightft Degree of PhiJofophy, and the Citizens “ 
oi Antioch, as Enemies to him upon this Account, and tftccroing it flavery to" 
Subject to the Gods ( as he calls them ) to the Laws, or him 5 and as fo " 
governing their Wives and Children, as to give them Liberty to do what " 
they lifted, and train them up even to Rebellion. Further having received" 
fome Taunts not only in Reference to his Beard and affefted Clownifhnefs, “ 
but his Oppofition to Chriftian Relimon, he endeavours in the fame way to " 
.nnfwcr luch Matters as were objefted upon that Account. It was a common " 
Saying amongft them, that Chi and Kapfa had done no Hurt to the City “ 
though he had injured both the City and them. He tells them it was hard" 
to uijfold this Riddle, but having got fome Interoicters of their own, he had " 
learnt the beginning of fome Names to be (ignined by thefc Letters 5 as by 
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Se^l’. the one that of Chriji, and the other that of CopjUntius. To this be replies A, D. 

j^ir^Y'^jthat in one thing only Confiantiuf had done them an Injury, that when he “ “>6 2 . 

made him Csfar he had not put him to Death. And as for other Matters, “ L/“V%J 
he wifties that to them only of all Roman Subjefts the Cods wpuld give ma- “ 
ny Conftantii^ or r{irher to be made lyable to the Rapines of his Favorites. 

In Reference to what had palled betwixt them two, Ccnjiatitius was his K.inf- 
man and his Friend, and after he chofe to be his Enemy, and the Gods had 
decided the Quarrel very favourably on his Side, he was a more faithful Friend*' 
to him than before they foil out he could have expedfed to find him. And ** 
therefore he demands why they (hould think he was ill plcafod to hear him ** 
well fpoken of^ when as he was angry with any one that difoommended him. “ 

He perceives they had chofon Chriji for their Tutelary Deity, in the room of “ 

Jnpitcr Daphnaus and Calliope : gives thole that profefled his Religion the Ti- “ • 

tic of GaliUans (in which he prides himfolf and thinks he meets with them** 
in all his Writings ) moft impiouily calls it the SeiS of Impiety, and adds that ** 
the greatelf part of the People, nay indeed all, imbracing that Sedf was an- ** 
gry with him for owning the Religion of their Fore-fathers, and adhering ** 
to it. That the Rich were difplealed, for being prohibited the Sale of their ** 

• Commodities at too dear a Rate, and all in General out of Refpeft to the ** 

Dancers and Stageplayers, not for that he had wholly deprived them of the ** 

Ufe of fitch, but regarded them left than the Froggs that croaked in the ** 

* Fenns. 

92. But he comforts himfolf with a Story of Cato^ who had been ^formerly ** 
offended with the Idlencfs and Luxury of tlie Antiochians^ .'ind exclaimed againll ** 
the Place as a miforable City upon th.it Account. No\y*he tells them, like a** 
pleafant Droll, that they mult not wonder at him if he had the Misfortune, be- ** 
ing of a more rough Humour than Cato himfolf^ and one that exceeded him as ** 
much in blunt fioldnc^ as the Galls did the Ramans. For Cato being born at ** , * 

^«#e, converfo with his own Fellow Citi/xns all his Life 5 whereas he, as** 

- /bon as ever he could write man, was font away to the Galls, Germans and ** 

^ into the Herejniau Forreft, where he fjicnt his Time as it were in hunting and ** 
waging War with wild Beafts; and thence contrafted an HumoUr which very ** 
jill befitted a Courtier^ could not flatter, but was only skilled inTiving plain- ** 
ly and freely with all men. Before that he had luch Education as w’as fit for ** 
Childhood, he had been trained up in the Books of Plato and Arijiotle, at fiich ** 
years as were more proper for a delicious kind of Life, and he infills very “ 
much upon it to declare how his Mailer laboured to lliow him the Vanity as ** 
off of all Pleafirre in general, lb of the Sports ar.d I^lavs which were ulu- ‘* 
ally feen on the Theatre. When a full man grown and preferred, he had ** 
lived according to Kis own Way and Rule with moll fierce and Warlike “ 

Nations who knew Vensss and Bacchus no fuuher, than for the Sake of Marria- 
ge and Procreation j And drinking onlv lb much Wine as was agreeable, and ** 
might lawfully be ufod ; where no Obfoenity was praftifod on Theatres, nor “ 

Mimicks trode upon the Stage. But thefo Nations (the Galls he means) fo“ 
loved him for his agreeable Dilpofition, that not only they took up Arms in “ 
his Behalf, but gave him Money, and often foiccd him to receive it, and what** 

^ was belt of all, they were obedient to him in all things. * Thence, laith he, it “ 

came to pals, that my NaiAe wiih^ great Glory and Renown founded in ** 
your Ears, and they all proclaimed me to be a Valiant, Prudent and Juft Per- ** 
fon, who ’knew not only ’how to governe in War, but in Peace alloy and 
moreover they laid : I was eafic of Accefs and Gentle. But you, the Antiachi- ** 
ans ha^iff'^jeated me in a quite contrary Manner. V'ou fay I have overturned “ 
the World, iliforeas I know nothing one way or other lubvertetl by me: then, “ 
that Ropes may be made of my Beard 5 and laftly, ih.ni I have denounad War ** 
againft Chi and wilh I may do it againft Kappa too. Po what he afted againft ** 
Cbrijlianity, he oppofoth what they had praftifod againft Papanij'me, and re- “ 
lates Ibme Pallages, which, in the Place proper to them, muft not be omitted. In “ 
the latter End of his Poem,from drolling he defoends to down light and moft ear- ** 
neft Expoftulation, and Ihews himfolf moft grievoully nettled with theftinging Li- ** 
bels that were caft abroad. 

. 39. Yet this he tells them they might freely do, for he would neither caufo ** 

them to be killed beaten, nor imprifoned for lb doing. But to continue his Ex- *-* 
poftulation, he further urges the MildncG and Modefty both of himfolf and his ** 
moft familiar Officers. Neither he nor they bad medlcd with their Lands or **

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S Eftates, nor been at all taken with thole they eOeenicd very fine things amongfi: ” A. D. 

thenui they bad neither abufed their Magiftrates, norfiifi'ercd them to abule “ 6 ^ 

the Citi/x-ns, but to the City been the Authors of Immunity and great Plcn- “ 
ty and thereby afforded Leiliire even to luch as had Libelled againff them. “ 

No Silver nor Cold had been exafted, nor Tributes increafi;d, .but befides“ 

Arrearc-s, a fifth pait of tiic uliial Culioms and Impofts had been remitted 5“ 
for, not thinking it fufficient to be indulgent this way himlcl^ he had got “ 
an Odicer that managed fuch Matters, the moft moderate and abftincnt of all “ 
others, though they abulld him for the Hair of his Head, as well as they “ 
did his Mailer for his Beard. Moreover, he had five more, that were near ** 
him, fully as virtuous as he, whereof the one was his Uncle of the lame 
Name with himlclfj who had, with great Juftice and Moderation, formerly go- “ 
vcmed them of Antioch^ and, though with no great Prudence, ordered the Af* “ 
fairs of the City. By luch Courlts as thole he thought he might fufficiently 
approve himlclfi and Iccm lovely enough to their Eyes 5 but feeing at length “ 
the Ncgleft of his Hair, his Hatred to the Spe&4cula, his Endeavour to preferve “ 

Gravity and Decorum in Temples, his Care to maintain Juftice in Courts,*' 
and his Dcfire thence to banilh Avarice, had lb much fet them againft him, he ** 
would very willingly be gone from them 5 for as much as he could Icarcely “ 
expeft that with Age and Continuance his Humour would be (wcetned. And “ 
here he tells them a Fable of the Kite, who having once had a Voice like ** 
other Birds, would not therewith be contented, but mull needs cndc.ivonr to “ 
neigh Uke an Horfe, and by endeavouring after the latter, loft the former Fa- “ 
culty, and became inferiour to*all his winged Brethren; which cafe would be“ 
his; for, endeavouring be courtly, if he Ihculd mils of his Co/irtjhip ht might** 
alfopoflibly fail of down right dealing. 

54. And now he turns down right indeed, conjuring them by his Immortal 
Cods, by Jove the Prejident of the Forum, and Keeper of the City, to tell him 
what Caulc they had to Ihow thcmlelvcs lb ingrateful and bitter againft him^ 

He demands what Injury either publickly or privately he had done them, that ‘C .. • 
not other wile able to hurt him they daily lb reviled him in the Forum, whom ** V , 

though it was in his Power fufficiently to hurt, in a larger way of retaliation,** 
yet he chofe to return them their own, in their own way of Inveftive, though formcr-t ' 
ly he had been lb fitr from any liich thing that he had ftudied their Commen- ** 
dation, lb far as flood with the Prudence of an Emperour. He had labou- “ 
red to deferve well of all ; thoughat was impoflible to pleafe every individual ** 
man, or the City it felf in every individual thing. For, to luch as paid Cu- 
ftomes, all Duties of that kind could not be remitted ; nor all given, to thole ** 

Officers that Ivere imployed to receive them ; but he had kept a Mean, lb as to ** 
require what was ncceflary for the Publick Expenfe, and allb been very boun- 
tiful in remitting of f ributes where he law convenient. Out of his great ** 

Kindnels and defirc to deleive well of them, though they were the laft of** 

Cities that lent to congratulate him, yet had he forgiven them far more Mo- ** 
ney than to any other ; and, befidcs, had incrcafed the number of their Seua- ** 
tors or Decurioucs to two hundred; and not Iparcd his own Officers, but gi-** 
ven up thofe that were imployed in his Revenue, to undergo the Burthens of** 
their Corporation,, But whereas out of his Defign to make their Corporati- ** 
on greater and richer, he had endeavoured to fill their Court with able men, ** 
they had taken another Courfe, which indeed better luited with an ill temper- ** 
ed City and their own univerlal Demeanour: and he inftances in 'a pittiful** 
beggarly Fellow they had chofen, but fetch an one, as through the great Pru- ** 
dence of them, the City Governours, made mcrchantlize for them, qf tub mi- ** 
lerable ordinary Pcoj’Ie. Now becaufe he would not fuffer theuf thus lillily ** 
and knavifhly to manage their Elctftions, he had loft utterly all thanks for his ** 
former Favours, and they were angry with him. But yet this was not the ** 
thing that rendred them lb implacable ; there was another Matter of greater ** 
Concernment. When he camefirft to Town the ordinary fort being opprclfcd ** 
by the Rich, received him with Clamours againft the Dcarnels of Viiftuals. ** 

The day following he dilcourfed with Ibme of the better fort and endcavou- ** 
red to perfwade them, that omitting their univerlal Exaftions they would con- ** 
ililt the Good of their own People and Strangers both, which they promifed ** 

(hould be done. Hereupon he made no more ftir about it; but for three Mo- ** 
nt: hs expefted the Performance of their Ptomife ; but then perceiving the Com- ** 
plaint of the Poor not to have been without Realbn, and that indeed there ** 

was 
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'»• not iiich Scarcity of Provifions as was pretended, but the Avarice of the “ A. D, 
Rich was the gVeateft Caufc of the Milchie^ he fit a moderate Price upon “ ^ 6 2, 
Commodities by a publick Edift. 

35. And whereas the Grain of which there was any real Want, was Wheat, ” 
caufed by the great Drought of the preceding year, he font and [>r<Kured a “ 

Supply fl’om Chalcify Hierapolis and other neighbouring Cities, to the Value of four “ 
thoufand Mcafurcs 5 which being fpent, he furnifhed them firlt with five, then with “ 

(even, and afterward with ten thoufand Modii, out of his own Granaries which “ 
had been fent him from and took for every fifteen Mcafures but the “ 

Rate they were wont to pay for ten, viz. one Aureus. Hereupon enfued Plen- “ 
ty of Bread 5 not only for thofc in the Town, but Country too, who flock- “ 
cd to buy it, with which the richer fort were fo ill pleafed that their Trade “ 
failing them at home, they fold their Corn into Foreign Parts, and hence ^ * 

rauft neceflarily follow a Famine in Winter, and the fame Price muft he paid “ 
for five as now were for fifteen Mcafures. ^However he thouglft he had done ** 
ver^ well 5 and further, as (hould appear from the latter End of his Inveftive, “ 
which is fomething difficult to be underftood, as he had by his Care made “ 

Plenty of Wheat, fo by an Fxlid: he had leflened the Prices of other Com- “ 
modities, as Wine, Oyl, and other things^ whereupon the rich Merchant who “ 
traffiqued in ftich Matters, kept them up and would not fill them 5 which “ 
again caufed the EmperOur to be rail’d on, though he had done it for Re- “ 
lief of the Poor, and for the Eafe of thofc Strangers w htch flocked to the Ci- “ 
ty upon his Account, as alfo of the Magittrates and Judg’cs that attended him. “ 

But now he tells the Atitioclians that lince thofe Perfons were returned home, “ 
and all the City had bandied againft him , fome out»df Hati ed, and others “ 
whom he had provided for, out of Ingratitude, he would commit all to Fate, “ 
and get him gone to fomc other People ^ not upbraiding them with what 
had hapned ten years before, when in a Tumult the People had offered Vi- “ , * 

-plencetothc Magiflrate. Yet he cannot but again ask the Qticftion, for what“ 
/•’^eafon they were fo violentl3Pbcnt againft him? If it was becaufc he had“ 

. fed them at his own houfi, which hitherto had not been indulged to any** 

' City, and that fo plentifully and magnificently ? If it was becaufc Jhe had in- ** 

<^^crealM the Number of their Corporation? Or for that he had punifhed fitch “ 

Thieves as he had found amongft them, according to their Merits? There were ** 

direc thoufand Acres of Lands, it feems of that fort called Cucluca^ or for *‘ 

want of Heirs fallen to him 5 and thefe Grounds being, as they faid Barren, *‘ 

they had begged of him. When they had got. them, the richer fort juftled “ 

out the Poor, and kept them to their own Ufc, which he having underftood, ** 

took them from thol^ that had no Right to them, and appropriated the beft ** 

of them to thofe common Expenfis of the City which were of greateft But- ** 

then and Concernment. And now, faith he, you that keep Horfes all the year, “ 

have the Common of almoft three thoufand Acres partly through the Pru- ** 

dence and Diligence of mine Uncle ‘juUan and partly by the Bounty of my “ 

fel^ who having in this Manner chaftifed Thieves and Chtates, may very well be 

laid by you to overturn the Worlds for Lenity and Clemency toward foch 

as thefe, believe tae, do caufe the Naughtinefs of men to increafo. Whcic- '■'■imter antea 

fore now I come to what I would be at. I my filf am* Auriitrr of all thefo 

Mifehiefs, in being bountiful to ingrateful Pei Ions. And thei cfoi-e all is to ^^PeiiuCmes 

be attributed to mine own Folly, and not your Freedom. And therefore for 

the .time to come, I will endeavour to be more piudent and cautious in my ** ^7 / r/' 

Carria ^jiQ ward you: and I pray the Gods will requite you fuitably, for the “ 

Honour araLGqpd Will, which I have publickly found at your hands. ' 

^6. Thus doth end in carneft, however he began in Jeft, his bitter but 
moft elegant inveftive. The Pluck the Authchiaus gave him by the Beard, did 
fo much twitch him, that it made the Tears ftand in h's Eyes, however he thought 
ConTd A Laughter. The Subftance of th^ whole Inventive We have given, 

ons ujm hb though the Length thereof be fome what improper,bccaule it gives Light to the Laws 
invcdiw. and Hiftoryof this Prince, and poflibly difrovers fomething of his Humour, which 
this Pafi&ge betwixt him and the Afttiochiarrs, if you will believe a Native of this 
Place, AmmauMs^ feems well to make out, in that he faith he was willful and not 
lo be diverted from his Ihtrpofe, being like to his Brother Gallus^ although not 
bloody. That he did not indulge his Paflion in Killing, Beating or Impnfonirig 
hbSubjefts ( as he tells them he would not) for libelling againft him, and reviling 
him in the Forum^ he is really, nay much to be commended for his Clemency, for the

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Sea. 5 . Laws was very fevere in Inch kind of Offences, though committed againff pri- A. i5. « 
vate men. But as to the Merits of the Caiift-, and Controvetlie ber>v’ixt him ^ 2, 

and the City, although his deferving well of them as to ftvcral Indulgen- 
ces ought to be acknowledged, yet an indifferent Judge is rather to hear others, 
than either of the Parties concerned. The great Matter of Offence and Enmity 
betwixt them was that of the Provifions, or his bringing down the Price of 

Commodities, which, however he &ith he did it out of a good Intention, yet 

Antmianus tells us it was out of Love to Popularity^ and that unfcafbnablc or ^ftrnmn- 
forced Chcapnefs, is often the Caufe of great Want; As alfb that the Corpo-^'^*’''* 
ration openly (hewed to him, that the thing could not be effedfed j and yet he 
perievered in his Humour. Another matter about which they differed was the 
Filling of the Courtj and though they might be in the Error as to that particu- 
lar Perlbn he mentions, yet if we give Credit to the fame Antmianm^ who was 

alfb his no fmall Friend, wc muff believe him in this point to have been mucli 

to blame, and guilty of the greatefLError (in civil Matters) cornmitted* during 
his Government , for however he boaffs of his filling up the Number of the Dc- 
curioms to two hundred, this Writer tells us, that right or wrong he compelled 
Perfbns to thefe Services, and therefore herein he overdid, and they that undet- 
ftood them and were upon the Place, and had been cxcrcifed themfelvcs in them, 
were the ableff to diftinguiih of fit Perfbns. So (food the Cafe, and the Caufe of 
the mifunderffanding^ as to the Effefts thereof, viz. Invcdlivcs, Libels and Rail- 
ing on both lides, there is no Excufc to be made, if we confult the Equity as 
well as the Rigour of ‘the Laws, as we ftid, on their part. But that his Affe- 
€fation made him ridiculous is evident enough from the Teftimonies of his Friends: 
his Affedation as to Pllilofbphy and Eloquence was vehement, and this caufed 
him both to wear fo great a Beard (though an Emperour and a profeficd Phi- 
lofbpher vaftly differed) to pride himfelf in it, and write this Invcdive as an 
Apology for it; for confidering his Humour, this gratified his Affeftation and 
this way of Revenge pleafed him ten times more than Cruelty could have done^, 
for there did not lye his Temptation at this fmw# As for what he returns uponfep*®"' 
them j which is their Luxury, and that the Hatred they bore him proceeded from^®(„^""?^. 
the Averfenefi they had to his Virtue, or the Striftnefs of his Life 5 if fuch it was, tr^'i.tans & 
as he fcts it 'forth, the Love and Refpeft they bore to Chi and Kaj/pa will notjf' ';'®'*"^ r"!. 
bear them out in it 5 the Principles of Chrijitan Religion more than of any other,

Ammmnus2.o Antiochian gives us an heavier Cenfure of his (yet

granted of all thofe Paflages ) that rcckoni.'jg up with malicious minde the^'^^^'y"* 
Faults of the City, He added many things to the Truth. However, kll: wc fliouldvX"*”/ a,/, 
be fuf^Aed of this other Extreme, in not relating the bctl, he fiiycth for \i\sdnjqutvmu- 
own Advantage, wc have chofeii to trefpafs in being tedious upon this 
Jeft. 

55. Notwithftanding, he ftill found many things facctioufly faid againft him,P9ji^ 
which though he was conffrained to diiicmble, inwardly h.e fwellcd with An- ‘V' •; </»■ 
ger. For they laught at him as a Cerwp/, a kind of Dwarf, ftrcrching 
his Shoulders, thrufting forth his Goats Beard, ar.d yet ftiratting like fbme 
Brother of Ottfs and Kphialtes, the Tallntfs of whom Homer vaftly extolleth. ^ 

They termed him Vtdin/arius in Reference to the Multitudes of his Sacrifices 5 
and that dcfcrvedly i for out of Oftentation Ije prided himfelf in carrying £t ciilpshitiir 
Oblations or ftich like things, as the Pritfts uflcl to do, attended*' on by^ fil- hint epfomnr, 
ly Women. Though he inwardly fretted for being twitted for .fois Vanity, 
yet he concealed his Iiulignatjon fo far as to finifti the Solemnities. , Cin a ctr^bmUcenurpn 
tain Feftival he afoended the Woody and ftcep Mountjin- Cdjfw, Vnereon at 
fccond Cocks Crow, the Sun was to be feeo ; and there, as he was facrificing to miiirikns L- 
Jnpiter^ he efpied a Man lying proftrate on the Ground, who begged his Lifetibi«'. 
and Pardon at his Hands. Upon Enquiry he found it was one Tieodotus of Hic- 
rapolk^ who having amongft the Honorati, or thofe who had borne Civil Offices, 
brought Confiantius on his way from the City, bafoly flattered him, and with 
feigned Teares and Grones befouglit him, as one who without any Doubt would 
prove Vidlorious, to fend them the Head of Julian that ingrateful Tray tor, in 
the fame manner as he remembred that of Magnentius to have been carried .n- 
bout in Triumph. To this Requeft, he anfwered that he had heard from many 
how guilty he had been as to this Matter, but bade him go in fafety to his 
own Houfe, and live free from all Fear, through the Clemency of the Prince,

Be-‘'' ' ' /' • 
fides, when he entrcdjrhe Temple of the (ienius, one of the elder Priefts fudflen-’/,'‘’,^| ^^)^^^ 
ly fell down dead, which his Flatterers near him interprettd to portend the Death ^.r/.a 
of the cider Conful, but it rather fignified that Conjiil who excelled in Power 
more than Age, as the Event (howedT moreover Conjlantimplc was ftiaken with 
an Earthquake, and the Books oi Sybylla at Rowe foibndc the Emperour to go 
beyond his own Territories this year, all which were accoufitid unlucky, and 
ufod as Arguments to dilwadc him from the Expedition^ but in Vain. As he 
could not be utte*rly difeouraged by thole Palkigc s fb neither receive any great- 
ifeftfures Aid er Incouragement from the 0 ,^crs now made him of Alliftanee by many Nati- 
ons 5 the Ambafladours of whom he •font back WMtli this Anfwcr, that it did 
rtrfiaiu. not become, the Roman Empine to thrive by the Acceffion of Forreign Aid 5 
but to affift its Friends and Allies in their NecelTity. Only Arjaces, King of Jr- 
menia, he jm mmanded with a fiifficicnt Power to attend liis Motions, and expeft 
fuch OrdeiV-as he (hould (hortly fend him. Then did he, ere Spring was ad- 
vanced to the Height, (end the Command fi)r his F(»rc«.s to pals Euphrates^ 
which accordingly they did, and being quaitcrcd about as Convenience direded 
expend the coming of their Emperour from Antioch. 

39. Before we fetch him thence, we muft enquire what he did fiirther there 
the Beginning of this ypar, (iippoiing him imployed in nifire AlLiirs that what re- 
lated to the Impofition of his Mifopogon.

So ftudious was he, that he was la- 
iher unjuft as to conftraining of men to undergo theif Imployraents, and he had a 
aeat Averfion to the Agentts in Rebus, and eljiecially the Curioji taken out of 
their Body, lb that (as much as in him lay) he took away their very Name and 
* Being. Yet is there an Edi& of his, Publilhed at Berjtus in the Moneth of Fe- 

bruary of this year, wherein he excufes thole Agenta from fiich Charges, if they cod. iL itb! 
had lerved but three years, whereas his immediate Prcdecellbr retjuired Icventy 
years for fuch Immunity j and his immediate Succcflbr no fewer than ten; and 
this Cafo, the Privileges of the Militia, Palatina and Arwala were wont to be 
equal; fo that it's thought that there’s fome Error in the Text of the Law, as 
perhaps the Word fignifyingten more, hath been omitted. But he gives the*lame 
Privilege to fuch of them as had received their Miffion, or been dilcharged in this 
his fourth Confulfiip.

AnoJ^.p,rf,p^ 
ther there is yet of his making,*but without the Addition of Day or Confuls, as tatWus. cod 
thefe wc have mentioned; whereby he declares that the Sons oi Libcrtini, or 
luch who had once been Slaves, but after were manumitted, might obtain the Dig- “ 
nity of the Senatorian Order. 

40. When he was about to leave Antioch, he committed the Jurilcliftion of Sy- 
rid, to one Alexander of Hierapofis, a turbulent and cruel Man; whom he confeP 
fed not to delerve the Place, but that fuch a kind of Judge was proper for the co- 
vetous and contumelious Antiochians. When he departed, he was brought on his 
way by a mixt Multitude of the Citizens, who wiftied him a profperous Journey, 
and a glorious Return, and prayed him for the time to come that he would be 
more i|ild and gentle to them, but he being ftill angry, for the Jeers and Affronts 
he had received, gave them a fharp Anfwer, and affirmed that he would never fee tdr'lptofii 
them more, as it came to paft. For he laid he would iciurn by' a nearer way, and jl 
He leaves the Winter at \nCificia, and accordingly had w,ritten to Nenroris the Pr£fident no datum \ 

to get all things ready for him; and Winter and Summer there he did, his Body 
being privately buried in a Suburb of that City, as he had himfclf orejained, leav- ditbatnr,-! 
ing Antioch, on the fifth of March, to come to Hierapolis, where, at his Entry, fif- i«iinchai 
ty Souldiers were killed by the Fall of fome Buildings, befidesmany hntt. Herej“j^*^ 
he continued three dayes; aijd in this time wrote a letter to Liksf^ias the Sophijb 
and ^ufior-, wherein, after he had given him an Account of his Travel and En- 
tertainment in his Journey, he tells them in fliort the State of his Military and Ci- 
vil Affiirs,for as to the Bulk of them it was larger (he faith) than to be compre- “ 
hended in three Epiftles of th^ fullcft cife. In the fiift place he had font to the 
His letter to Saracens, and willed them to come if they plcafed and jqyn with him, having “ 
tfiMiw. ajfo imployed moft vigilant Spies to fee that none fhould give them Intelligence “ 

of his Motions. He addes, that he had decided Controverfies amongft his Souldi- “ 
ers, with the greateft Lenity and Equity imaginable, as he perfwaded himfolf; “ 
that he had provided himfolf of excellent Horfos and Mules : rendevouz’d his Ar- “ 
my, had laden his Veflds upon the River with Corn, or rather with Bisket “ 
and Vinegar: of all which to deforibe the manner how they were done, and what “ 
Speeches were made about them, he knew how tedious it would be, and it was ” 
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troublelbme to relate in how many Letters and Books he had ordered all things “ A. D. 
(which happened well to him) to be Recorded, and carried about with him. Ha- q. 
ving here, as both he and others tell us, united his Forces, he march'd with all 
fpecd for Mefipotamia^ that he might prevent the fame of his coming ( which eourfo 
he ever obferved ) and fct upon the Ajfyrians unawares. Having palled Euphrates 
with his own Army, and the Auxiliary * Scythians, by a Bridge made of Boats, 
came to Batn£, a Municipal Town of O/i/mvM, where he received another ill 
( for of this name we find two places mentioned in this Expedition, one on this fide, 
and the other -beyond ) fifty Soldiers more being overwhelmed with a Stack of 
Straw, while they were carelefly f ulling at it. Departing forrowful from this place, 
he halted to Carka^ an antient Town, famous for the overthrow ofCrajffus and the 


Roman Armj', being the Frontier toward AJJyria, whence lay two Roads for Perjia,, 
one on the left hand by Adiabene and the River Tygris, and another on the right, 
by AJfyria vind. Enphrates. Here making Ibmc ftay to furnilh the Army with Necefla- 
rie^*, he lacrificed to the Moon, according to the Cuftom of the Country, ( which 
was very much at her Moonlhips Devotion ) and here, he is laid, before the Altar, 
no body being near, fixrretly to have delivered his Purple Military Coat to Proco- 
piuf, his Rinfman, with order, courageoully to Icize upon the Empire, upon Intelli- 
gence that he had milcarried amongft the Parthians. 

41. Being now troubled with ill Dreams, he prelaged fomc Mifchief to be at 
hand, and both he and his Wizards declared, that the Day fidlowing, which was 
the nineteenth of ^arch, was to be regarded. Yet, as afterward was difeovered, 
the matter lay afar olF ^ for, ( as Ammianns oblervts ) this very lame night was the 
Temple of Apollo Palatinus burnt at Rome, of which Apronianus was Ihen PrafeS 3 
and, if great help had not been at hand, the Vcrlcs of Sibylla Cnntana had perilhed 
in the Flames. While he was bulled in ordering the March of his Army, in which 
he mufiered fixty thouland men and five, and regulating the matters relating to 
Provifions, News was brought port hafte, that a Party of the Enemies Horlc had 
broken into the Pale of the Empire, and made Depredations 3 wherewith being 
/ -y.1Uch moved, he purfiied the Dc;fign he had before in his Head of committing a Par- 
ty of thirty thoufand ( faith Ammianns, but eighteen laith Zoltmas ) choice men 
to Procopins:, and with him joyning Sebajiian a Comes, whq had been Dux 
lie commanded them to keep a ftrift Watch within Dgrtf, left any ludden and un- 
expedled Accident (hould happen 3 as often had done before 3 and if pofiible to 
joyn Arfaces, and with him, by the way of Cordnena and Moxocna, having wafted 
Chilocomns that fruitful Traft of Media, and other Parts, to meet him, if they coultL 
in AJfyria. He pretended then, that he would pals the Tigris, and for the Dil- 
guile, had cauled Preparations to be made for him on that Road 3 but took the 
Right hand, and having llcpt quietly that Night, in the Morning called for his 
Horle. They brought him one that was named Dabjlonins, who being ftruck with 
a Blow from an Engine, and not enduring the Pain, tumbled himlclf and fpoiled 
the Furniture, which was richly let out with Gold and Gemms. Julian herewith 
was very much plealed, as taking it for a good Omen, and cryed out with the Ap- 
plaule of thole that attended him, that Babylon rras fallen to the Ground, defpoiled 
rfit's Ornaments. Here he thought it worth his time to ftay a little and confirm 
the Omen by Sacrifice 3 which having endeavoured, he came to a Caftle called »* , 

vana., where the River Belias taking his Rile, afterward powretff himlelf into 
phrates. Having here reffclhed his men 4 the day after he proceeded as far as Gallic irmumicM 
niftts, a For^ very ftrong and Opportune for Commerce, where,on the fix and 
tieth day of the Moncth, he celebrated the Annual Fcaft of the Mother of the Gods, 
as it was- iront to be oblerv'd at Rome}, and took his Ealc the Night following 
with lnuch^oi|t;age and Gayc^. The day followyig he marched by the Rivers 
fide, and in a certain Station pitched his Tent 3 and here he was faluted by the 
Heisyrefeat- pctty Princes of the Saracens upon their Knees, who prelcntcd him with a gol- 
edwitha den Ctowd, as Lord not only of their People, but of the World 3 and he gave 
^the ^ Reception, intending to ferve himlclf pf them in the War. And bo* 

cm. fore they were dilmifted, a Fleet Tike that of Xerxes prclcnted itlclf to his View, 

under Condud of Conjlantiausu a Tribune, and Ijicillianus a Comes, which l^med to paulifalittf,

den with Provifions, Arms and Engines, befides fifty others fitted for Fight, and as 
inany wherewith to nuike Bridges, if need fhould require. 

4a. About this time, he albend^ the Tribunal and by a Speech fitted to the Oc- 
cafion, animated his Souldiersto the War, to which he added the more powerful

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Sect. ver to every man. The Foot he committed to the leading of and the Horfl* A. 

^/"VXJ Condufl of Horntijd'x a Perjiafr^ whom the King his Brother having very ^ <5^ 

inJuriouDy treated, he had fled to Cmfiantine, and after leveral ample Teftimonies 
of his Fidelity, been preferred to great Commands ^ but yet with him he thought 
fit to joyn Arititheus. Having accepted the Aid which the Saraicm willingly of- 
fered, he marched for Cerai^um (in the Scripture CarclemiJIj') which he enried in 
the Beginning of This was now a very ftrong and neat Town, the Walls ' 

whereof were ftrengthened by the Rivers Abora and Euphrates^ which circled it in 
the Fafhion of an iHand : for formerly being little and weak, Dwdedan had forti- 
fied it with Walls and Turrets at (uch time, as he ordained more inward Limits 
upon the Confines, to prevent the Incurfions of the Pcrfiar/s^ w ho had lately done 
very great Damage to the Provinces. W'hile Julian here lay and imployed himfclf 
, writes in palling his Army over Avora, he received lad Letters from Sallnji the PraJeS of

But he 
ncglefted this wholibme Advice, and prelied forward rather with more Confi- 
dence 5 for that Ammianm tells us, no humane Power or Virtue ever ) et could me- • 
rit, that what Fate had ordained, (hould not come to pals 5 and being got over, 
he caufl'd the Bridge to be broken down, that his men might perceive all Hope of 
Flight to be cut on. He palled on Antmiamis^ who himlelfw’as prelt^^nt in this , 
Expedition, and therefore is our beft and fiifficient Guide in ,thc Hiftory of it,

when they fought againft the Perftans, and of Pyrrhus in his War agaiiift the Ro^ 
mans. The Hetrufean Arufpices produced their Books, and ihcncc lliewcd fuch a 
Token to be &tal to him that invaded the Territories of others, though upon 
never lb juft Grounds, but were run down by the I'hilofophers, who had the 
greater Authority with him, and were peremptory in thole things they did not un- 
derftand. They urged indeed that when Maxinsian, whil^ ytt Cafar, was about 
to ingage with Narjes King of Perfa, a Lion in like Manner and a great Boar ap- 
peared, and were killed j and he went aw'ay with the Victory , but the Calc dif^ 
fered^ for Deftruftion was poi tended to (maike) him that unjuftly made the 
Invafionjwhich was Narji-s who firft invaded Arnsema, lubjedt at that time to the 
Romans. 

43. The day following, being the llventh day of April, by intervention of a 
Cloud, hapned great Daikncls, Ihunder and Lightning, and fherewith aSouldier 
named Jovian, was fttuck dead, as he was leading two Hoiles frpm watering. 

This confirmed the Wizards in their former Opinion, who, by Books of Thunder, 
ihewed, that Thunder it lelf was to be taken for a Councellor, and when a man, of 
lb great a Name, was fiy killed with Hoifes, which arc the great Helps for carry- 
ing on War, it evidently tignified that the Place and Country where a thing 
hapened, was, as dangerous, to be quitted. On Ihc contrary thq^Pbifoiophers af- 
firmed that the Lightning iign'ified nothing at all 5 but was a fierceVapour by Ibme 
Force or other thriift dow'n from the Clouds 5 or if any thing was meant by it, it 
muft be Brightnefs and Glorj, fignified thereby as accruing to the Emperour frotn 
the Enterprize he had undertaken, flame of it’s own Nature ever tending upward. 

The Profeflion of the Philolbphers and their Opinion moft liiiting Julians Hu- 
ByiSpccdi niour, he eafily doled with them therein, and now made ah Oration to the Army, 
he cncoun- fumiflied with leveral ancient Stories of the greateft Commanders who had atchieved# 
his Men. againftthc PerSans as. others, by their Valour and Affedion to their Coun»- 

try, elpccially through the good Will and Refolution of their Souldiets, very great 
things; which now by their Affiftance he was relblved to imitate in this Anair; 
wherein he had this prelent Advantage of Juftice on his iide, that as they were 
prompted to what they did, by maitiaf Glory; he was compelled to repair thole 
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‘ 5 * ® revenge thofe Injuries which the Rotmn I’rovinccs had of late years 

(uftahicd. With his DifconrC* they were fb aniniat^l, liiat confi<lering both his 
former Services in Gu//, and his prefent Alacrity to i nrlurt.- all hardthij', even as fir 
as the Condition of a private Souldicr rcquirctl, tiny rtnuraced his Advice with 
all chcarfulncfi, and rcfolved to obey his Connn.imls to the utnioft. Tlie un- 


^^L■in(^5ntrcd daunted Refolution of Emperoiir and Army thus inaniteftcd and mutually at'plaud- 
^^^ed, he entred the AJf)rian Borders, where fearing to fall into Ibme Ambufh, he 
° tlrew his men into fourlquarc Bodies, and appointed fifrecii hundred as u Forlorn 5 


to march both before and on both lides^ to give warning upon all Occalions. 
He himfclf led the main Body of Foot, being tlic Strength of the Army. On the 
right Hand he commanded certain l.egions to match by the River Enphr.ites^ un- 
der Conduft of Nczfita. The left Wing he committed, with fbmc Troops of Horle, 
to Arintheus and Hormifda, to be led through the Plains and Marifhes: And tlie 
Rerc was commanded hy DugalaipLui^ Vicior^zuiX Scctinclittus^ the Dux oiOj(lrnena. 
To ffrike a greater Terror into the Lik niy, he enlarged his Ranks, and caufed his 
Army to appear much more numerous than it was 5 ft) that the Front was well 
nigh dilfant from the Rcre, tlie Space of ten Miles, in which Art both of inlarg- 
fng and contrafting an Army when the Stiatagem required, Pjrrkus King of n- 
pyrns W'as moft excellent. Arid the Baggage hcplace^fb within the Wings, that 
all Danger by fudden Incurlions, might be prevented. ^ for his Fleet, he ordered 
it to keep as near as could be, that the Army and it might adord mutual AlRflance 


and Proteftion to each other. 
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44. Proceeding after this manner for three dayes, they approached Dttra^ a defb- 
late City upon |^e River ^ whence journeying, after four dayes more, they artac- 
quedaFort called Anathan, (landing in an Illettein I'jtphruta'-^ and (formed it mecr- 
ly by Language^ for thofe within were perfwaded to yitl^, which they did by dri- 
ving out before them an Oxe with a Garland on his Head, with them the ufual 
Signal of Peace. The Emperour caufed the Fort to be burnt. Pufexs the Govern 
nour vsras rewarded with the Place of a Tribune, and afterward was preferred to 

, be Dhx of Jfigypt f the reft were fent away with their Moveables to Chalets^ a City 
of Syria. Amongft them was found a Rowan Souldicr, who, when Maxmian made 
an Inroad into tnefe Countries, had been left behind by reafon of Sicknef^ then 
a very young man. But afterwards he took feveral Wives, according to the Cu* 

Itom of the Place, and now very Aged, with a Numerons Tlltir, to his great joy 
was carried homewards 5 affirming with the teftimonv «f feveral Hearers, that he 
had foretold, how near to an hundred years old, he fliould at length be buried in 
the Rowan Territories. After this, the Scouts of the Saracens brought fbmc Piilb- 
nerstothe Emperour, who, glad at the fight, lint them back again upon the like 
Errand. The day following much Damage happened to the Army byafudous 
Tempeft, and fhortly after, by the breaking out of the River, which, whether it 
proceeded from fbme Natural Caufe, or the Defign of the Enemy, was unct tain. 

The further they pafled, the greater danger they being to meet with, the Empe- 
• rour in Perfon rode before, to fee that all was clear and fbraetimes came behind, 
as there was occafion, attd fome Forts they took in their pallagc, and others refu- 
fed to fiibrnit, about which he thought knot worth hi* labour lofpcnd much times 
but he commanded the fruitful Country to be walled. One Town they took, cal- 
led OTMgardatw, which, upon their approach, the Inhabitants, had forlaken, and 
here was a Tribunal o( Trajan flill to be fccn. Admiring that all this while he 
Ihould meet with no oppoiition, his Wonder now prefent) y ccafed ^ for, having fent 
out Hormijda^ who beff knew the Country, to make a difeovery how matters (food, 
the Surras (for this, Zofiwus tell us, was the Name ofMagiftracy, not of a man ) ’Ap/S? /t 
the high^-in Power next to the King, and Malcchas Podoj'accs, the PhiUnhus ofT9^V<tnt,- 
thofe Sarazjcns called AJJanitsp^ watched the opportunity of intrapping him 5 and 
, had done it, but that a branch of the River, fwoln above the ufual proportion, Kin- 
dred their paflage. Being clifcovcred, a Party turned head againft them, and, after 
Ibme skirmifhing, forced them to retire. 

45. The SouTdiers, incouraged with this Succeft, marched more chearfulJy to a 
Place called Macepratfa, where were fwn the Rtiins of Walls, formerly of great 
length, and built for the £)efonce of AJfyria from Foreign Invafions. And here, the 
River being divided, a branch of it running up into the more inward Trafts lying 
about Balylon, the Army with fbme difficulty got over 5 the Enemy making oppofi- 
rion on the farther Bank, till diverted by ViSor, whom Julian caufed to crofs it for 
that purpofe. This Difficulty conquer’d, they met with a greater, at a City ( call- 
ed by AmmannSy Pyrifabera^ by Zo^mus Berfabora ) very ft rongly fortified by Na- 
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Scffr. fVtU)lution (if the Inhabitants. Here no Language would do the A.D,^ 

V,y-Y-^vi'oik» for, all the Argumcntsipf they rejefted, reviling him as a Tray tor , 5 

to his Cbuntry. Neither would downright Force prevail ; though the Emperour 
in Perlbn ventured to break open a Gate, with as much Danger and Courage, as 
Ammiamts had read Scipo Mmiliams to have undergone and praftiied at the taking 
of Carthage ; till at laft he gave order for that (brt oftnginc to be mounted, which, 
having the name of Helcpol^, obtained, by the great Execution it did, the Title of ' 
Poliorcetes for Demetrius. Affrighted at the fight of fb great a Machiqe, which 
both by its height and ftrength,they perceived would furmount their ftrongeft Tur- 
rets, they cried out for pardon, and obtained it, being in number two thoufiind 
and five hundred 5 for the reff, apprehending the ftorm, had removed thcmlelves 
into a fafer Place by Water. The taking of it, after two dayes Siege, being a City, 
and the greateft in AJfyria, ncxi brought Repute, and was very feafonablcj 

for there was found plenty of Victuals and Arms, which being taken away, Fire 
was then fet to it. The following day, as the Emperour (ate at Meat, word was 
brought him that the Snrenas had fallen upon three Companies of the Scouts, and 
having flain fbmc few, amongft whom, one Tribune, had taken a Banner or Enfign. 
Hereupon, in a great rage, he aroie^ went thither with his Guard, and having eafi- 
ly conftrained the Enemy to retire, caftiiercd the other two Tribunes as Cowards^ 
and ten of the Souldiei s that had fled, he canfed to be put to death, according to 
the antient Martial Law in fuch cafes praftifed. Then did he afeend the Tribunal, 
and gave thanks to the Army for what was already well performed, exhorting them 
to be conffant in the» like Atchievements, and promifed them for a Donative an 
hundred Nummi a man. But they diidained the Sum, as contemptij^c, and began to 
His Army, grow tumultuous 5 which perceiving, he (hewed both his Indignation and Gravity, 
growing mu in another Speech, to this purpofe; 

tinous, Confider, faith he, that the Perjians abound with all things, and therefore “ 

the Wealth of this Nation will fufficieiitly inrich us if we unite in Affc&ion, and “ 
valiantly demean our felves. Believe me, the Raman Commonwealth, from vaftly “ 
rich, is become exceeding poor, by the means of thofe, who to increafe their own ^ 
private Wealth, have inftrufted Princes, how, by Gold, to purchafe Eafe and Qui- 
Hereducetli ct from the Barbarians 5 and fb to return home. The Trcafiiry is emptied, the Ci- “ f 
by a Speech, exhaufted, ‘•and the Provinces haraffed. I have neither any Treafiirc of mine “C 
own, nor Kindred to fupply me, though Nobly defeended ^ only a Breaft that’s 
void of all ftar^ neither (hall an Emperour, who placeth all that’s Excellent in the 
Ornament of the Mind, be alharoed to own honeft Poverty. For the Fabritii, “ 
poor in Eftate, managed very great Wars, and were rich in Glory. We (liall alfb “ 
abound with all good things, if you carry your (elves courageoullyandmodeftly, ** 
under the Condudt of God and my felf^ who (hall Govern you with as great cir- “ 
cumfpedion, as Humane Rcafbn will allow of 5 but if you will be Mutinous, pro- 
ceed in your way, I, for my part, as becomes an Emperour, having alone finifhed ‘‘ 
a courfe of fb great things incumbent on me, will dye (landing, and contemning “ 
that Life which fbme pitiful Fever, however, may take from me : Or, truly, I can . 
quit my Place : for I have not fb lived, but I can eafily return to a Private Con- “ 
dition ; And, I may boaff,«that here arc prefent moff excellent Commanders, of^ 
perfed Experience and Skill in all matters relating to War. With this mild, yet 
refblute Speech, the Souldicrs were fatisfied for the time, and, bcing«cncouraged by 
pedlation of better things, promifed Obedience, and, with univerfal ennfent, extol- 
led his Authority and greatnefs of Spirit to (he Skies. And he animated them daily 
by thefe kinds of Sayings ; So let me fubdne tic PerVians. So let me repair* the tottering 
Condition of the Roman State ^ in like manner as Trajan was wont to fwear. So let 
me fee once Dacia brought into the form of a Province ^ fo let me lay Bridg^verV^tt 
and Euphrates. Thence, after a^march of fourteen miles, they caroetd a Tow ground, 
which, the Perjians having notice they would pals, drowned, by opening the^uce^ 

(b that with great difficulty they got over, by many little Bridges, Bladders, anc^ light 
Boats. Then, being way-laid by the Enemy, who difeharged many (howers of Ar- 
rows upon the Flancks, the Army came near a Place where Euphrates divides it felf 
into many Rivolets j and here they found a City forfaken^of its Inhabitants the 
Jevps, who would not truff to the weaknefs of the Walls, and the Souldicrs out of 
Anger burnt it. Arriving at length at Maiozamalcha, a great City, fortified by Rrong 
Walls j before it they encamped^ and the Einperour, knowing the Enemics'i^Tfe to 
be accounted terrible in thefe Cbampian Countreys, took all care pofllble to pre- 
vent itsluddcnlncurfions.

Sefl'. 5. 47* This done, with a few Velites in his Company, he went on Foot to view the 

Town and thereby caft himfclf into extreme Danger^ for, ten Perfians^ armed at 
all Points, ifliiing out at a Poftern, fell on him and his Coniparv, and two of them, 
knowing him by his Habit, made it their Biilineft to dilpaicli hini^ Init he rccciveel 
the Blows upon his Target, ran one of them into ti’.c lide, and the other was killed 
^ by his Followers. Of the reft fome were wt)unded, and all Hed; after which he 
led back his Attendants with Spoilesof him he had (lain, being a golden Collar^ and 
herein AMmamts compares him. with Torquatus and Con hius^ thole ancient Captains. 
Having palled his men over the River, and fortified his Camp by a double Trench 
for fear of the Pcr/Knw Horle, he bc^fieged the Place ^ for that he thought it dange- 
rous to leave fo cbnfiderable Enemies, as thole that held it, at his Back. While lie

made Preparations for the Siege, the Sarcffos fell upon fuch Carriage-Beafts as were 
left beyond the River, but was icpullcd by fome Cohorts, with the Loft of a few 
men. Nowalfo were two Cities ftanding in Iflands deferted by their Inhabitants^ 
whereof Ibrae flying to Ctejiphotr^ and others getting away in little Boats, many 
of them were intercepted by the Roman Horfe, which was ever cxcrcilcd in fora- 
ging, and got good Booty, while the Foot was bufie at the Siege. The Emperour 
drew a double Line about the Town, but the Siege proved troublcfomc, both by 
realbn of the natural Strength of the PKicc, .^nd the firm Rcfolution of the Btllcg- 
ed, No attempt would prevail that was known and opv, not the utmoft Relblu- 
tion of the Legions, not the force of battering Engines, although thej broke down 
a Tower, and together with it foil part of the Wall. At length the Dcfign was efo 
feded by Mines, through which the Souldiers got into the City, and, the Gover- 
nour with fome *few others excepted, all found within vwere put to the Sword. 
But as for himfolf^ Julian touched none of the Booty, onl^ accepted of a dumb Boy 
which could (hew Tricks, and of three golden Coins. As for the Women, which 
if any where, were beautiful in Perjia, he would not fo much as foe one of them, 
imitating therein the Continence of Alexander the Great, and Africanuf, who decli- 
ned (uch Temptations^ left being invincible, as to Labours and Performances of 
, ,.^eat things, they (hould have been conquered by Plcaforc, and pittiful momentary 
Satisfadions. 


48. This City being burnt, and fuch as lay hid in Caves and Holes, whefewith 
thde Tradfs abounded, on Purpole to do Mifchief, being either choaked withSmoak 
which the Souldiers on purpole fired in the Mouths of them, or killed when by it 
forced outs by many Bridges laid over the little Rivulets, they pafl'ed further, and 
came to two Forts, where FrSor leading the forlorn was oppofod by the King of 
Perea's Son, who with many Noblemen and a power of Souldiers endeavoured to 
hinder his crofling the River. Yet upon Sight (;f the Body of the Array, they reti- 
red, and lb the Romans arrived at that plealant Country ,1b tklightful for its Groves 
and all forts of Fruits, but chiefly acceptable to them in this Rpfpedt, that it pre- 
(ented them with an Houfc of the Kings, built after the Roman Falhion, which up- 
on that very Account they left untouched. Here was allba Foreft abounding 
with Lyons, Bears, Boarcs, and other forts of Bcafts, wild to Extremity, and kept 
for the Kings Pleafure when he plcafod to hunt, whifh now became good Game to 
the Souldiers. ‘ Not far diftant flood Coche^ or St Icucia, where the Army refting two 
Dayes, the Emperour as he went abroad to view the Place jcipicd the Carcafles of 
the Relations of him that bettayed Pjr/fabora nailed to the Gallows : And here 
Nabdates, theGovernour,who with eighty more had been taken at the Surrender 
of was burnt alive 5 for that, having at the Beginning of the Siege 

promifed to deliver up,or betray, as Ammianus terms it, the City, he had moft ear- 
neftly defended it, and having notwithftanding obtained Pardon beyond all he 
could hopefor, mow was grown fo infolcnt as to aflVont Hormijda with all forts of 
Indignities. Proceeding a little farther they loft fome of their Baggage, carriage- 
- BmITs and thole that attended them, by a party which fui prized the Rear while 
the Front was amufed by another Body, that gave it a Diverlion another way, 
Jidianhsstax. fretting in vain, and now drawing nigh to the Regions of Ctejiphon, 
while he*^ went to view another ftrong Fort he found in his Paflage, again caft 
hiffllelfinto extreme Hazard, whereat being very angry, as if Fortune ought to have 
exempted him from ufual, nay courted Dangers, he refolved to be revenged, and 
for that Purpole laid Siege to the Place, which they within as vigoroully defended, 
tnifting to the extraordinary Strength the Fort ^ it being eftcemed by them in- 

accc^ble^ and not doubting oflpecdy Succour from the Ktng, who now lay at no 
great Diftancefiom them.

Pcrjiam f \\hotwyk and killed leveral of his Men, and the relt apprehending that 2^3, 
greater Numbers of them wcic arrived than indeed there were, their Courage began 
to fiiil them, and they were flow to Adion. But afterward, by their Prince his h!n- 
deavours, and their own Difdain being again excited, they forced tho(c in, whieh 
had made a Sally at this time, when their Friends beyond the Water gave the On- 
fcr, and hud cut off a great Part of a with the Tr/^aw. But the Emperour ' 
inraged at this Difgrace, took away the Horfes from the reft of the Cohort, whom he 
acculed of coldly receiving the Enemy 5 and caufed them to lerveasFootSouldicrsj 
which done, he burnt ftill with a vehement Dellrc of taking the Fort, for the Dan- 
ger he underwent of his Pcrfoii, and for that Purpofo ftill thruft himlclf forward 
f into more Difficulties, fighting at the head of his men, incouraging them by his Ex- 

ample, and awing them by his Prefonce and Obferyation. By thefo and other 
Means he obtained his Defirc ^ and having burnt the Fort, it Was neceflary now to 
give fome Rcfrefhment to his Army 5 which that it might receive without danger 
or difturbance, he ftrongly fortified his Camp, to prevent any fudden Incurfions, or 
fecrct Attempts that might be made from Ctejiphotr. After this Rcfrefhment, they 
came to a Foflc-Dike, or Artificial River, which had the Name of Naarmalda (the 
River of Kings ) being digged lirft by order of the Emperour Trajat?, and after- 
ward Icowred up by Severm, for the paflage of Vcflels out of Rupl. r,itf< into Tigrk, 

But now it was dry, and tne Perf/tj/s, to prevent any fuch D« hgi , hud choaked it 
up with Stones i which Jtiliatt having found, thought fit to cleanfe, and rcftorc it 
to its former Life ^ and'tliis, by .the Induftry of his men, he cfttoed, fo as through 
this Cutt, his Fleet pafled out oCpMphrates into the other River,. and the Army 
ving croflcd it on Bridges^ proceeded in its March toward Code-i through a Coun- 
trey that even ravifhed it with the beauty of what it afforded, and in the middle 
prefented them with an Houfe of the King’s Retirement, in a fhady * Place, the’^z^^'w"' w 
Rooms of which were furnifhed with Landskips, and therein reprefented theit man-*^‘^'^‘' 
net of Huntings for the Pcr(iant ufed no other Piftures than what concerned War ,A*Mr 
or reprefented fighting and killing, in fome or other fort. 

50. Hitherto his Attempts had well fucceeded (though fometimes he fliffcred his \ 
dilm Soul to bp ruffled by very little Blafts of not even conftant Fortune J which 
caufed him now to defpifc ail Difficulties whatfbever, and he often proceeded toAftsf 
He prows rafh which bordered upon Temerity. He commanded eight hundred men to be put aboard 
iniiisA ions, ftrongeft Vcflels of Burthen, and dividing his Fleet into three parts 5 with one 
he ordered Viaor to pals the River, and toieizeon the farther Bank in the Night- 
time^, which all the Officers concluded was a defperate Attempt, and unanimoufly<;«;»ros»r<tj. 
befbugbt him.to defift, but in vain : Being violently then bent upon it, five Veflelsf""*"^^"* 
adventured over, and when they approached the fhoar, had caft into them Fire-jJ|*,jj''^^(."‘ 
brands, and other combuftiblc matter, wherewith they, and all within them had pe- 
rifhed, if the Emperour had not caufed them to be relieved with the whole Fleet j 
which done, after a raoft violent Conteft, the Souldiers landed, and kept their Poft 
The vsrfian OH foc further Bank. Now did the whole Force of the Perjiafts prelent it felf to 
Army bceth view, and in the lirft place, thgir CataphraSi, all arm’d cap a pie, with their barded 
Horfes, which were followed by the Foot, remarkable for their oval and crooked 
Targets, made of fticks, that were covered with raw Hides : and in the Rere came 
up the Elepliants, terrible to behold.. The Emperour made Head againft them with % 
his Foot, placed, according to the Order described 6y Homer, betwixt the Troops 5 
left, being firft expoftd in the Front, they might be; borne down, and difeourage 
behind them, or being placed in the Rere, they might have opportunity to run 
way 3 he himfclf, with ihofe lightly armed, was ready to fly up and down, and fuc- 
cour all, as need fhould require.

And is put to tains, purfued them as far as the Walls of Cteftphou, which alfb they had.^tred with 
flight. them, had not Fiffor, with Hands lift up to Heaven, and as earneft words air. he could 
utter, being now himfelf wounded in the Shoulder, befbught them to forbear 3, 
being got in, they fhould have been flaughtered by the numerous Ent^y. H^re^r 
miMiits ftilling into a fit of Boafting, compares the Performance of thisda.y lyithtbflfCp 
of Hedor, or the Antient GreeJis^ in the Perjian War. The Souldier, aft bloody as 
he was, made hafte to the Eropci our’s Pavilion, and there was not (baring in congra- 
tulatory Expreffions, for that he had truly fo demeaned himfelf in the A&iop,' tl^atit 
could not be difeerned whether he was a Captain or an ordinary Souldier, and had

5 1. Now abundantly concluding with himlclf, that Fate would ftill continue 
propitious to him, he prepared for his God Mar/ many Sacrifices. But for all this 
lb skittifh Fortune would have it, that of ten moft beautiful Bulls on which was to 
be conferred this grinning Honour, before cVer they came to the Altar, nine, of their 
own accord, laid themfolves down in great ladncfi i and the tenth, having broken^ 
loofo, though with much ado he was got back, yet being lacrific’d, reveng'd his 
He refolvcs E)eath by ominous Signs. Hercat with violent Indignation, cried out and 

SScc'co ” witnefs, that he would never lacrifice more to^Mars ; and fo verily it 

auts. came to paft, and he never recalled his Vow. But calling then a Council of War 
fome propounded that they (hould fall upon Ctefiphon^ though they knew it was a 
' moft Difficult Entei prize, both by reafon of the* vaft ftrength of the Place, and for 

that the King was expefted with a very great multitude to come to relieve it. The 
• better way was refolved on 5 to fend Arimhens with a ftrong Party of Forjt to 

wafte the Countrey, and intercept foch as lay lurking up and down to watch occa- 
tiou^a*^'****’ fions for incommoding the Army. He himlelf would now follow his own fancies, 
luggeftcd to him by tlie great Ambition he had of proceeding further, and not liften* 
ingto any Advice given him to the contrary, upbraided fits Officers therewith, as 
thole, who out of love to their Eafo, would perfwadc him to loft the Kingdom of 
Perfia^ which was now, in a manner, in his hands. Having furnilhtd himftlf with 
Guides little fit for his Turn, he would needs take the way leading into the mid-land 
Countreys, and leave the River on his left hand 5 and,cheatcd by Ibmc pretended Fu- 
gitives, he moft unluckily commanded all the Ships to be let on /iie, exceptt wclve 
of the lefler fize j which, being to be taken in pieces, he ordered to be conveyed in 4oo»wMr«x 
^Waggons for the making of Bridges, as occafion Ihould require. That which in-j."?^",# . 
‘'duc’d him fo to do, was" an unwillingncfs that the Enemy Ihould become Mafters ofusl% nlvT 
his Fleet 5 or elft, as from the beginning of the Expedition had happened, no fewer 
than twenty thouland men muft be employed in haling and governing theft Vel^ cirtUrvatjf^ 
ftls. But theft Reafons were over-ruled by the juft Feais of every man in the Army, 
though never lb valiant, who evidently Ihcwed, that, though perhaps the Drought, 
or height of the Mountains might render the Country unpaliable, and force thcni 
He bums b^ck, yet there could be no Retreat, as he had ordered the matter, and that their 
bisFket.

than none at all. The Flames arc now ordered to be quenched, and the utmoft endea- ivifattD!,\ 
vour of the whole Army isuftd to that end ; but fo great progicls had been made, 
that inoft of the Veffels were confirmed, and only twelve could be found that had 
not been touched by the Fire. 
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53. The Per^ans perceiving this his diGiclvantagc, laid Waiftc the Countrey as 
much as poffible^nd Ibmetiracsin onepofture, another while in another, began to 
infiilt over their Enemies, now beliegcd in a manner. Both Emperour and Souldier 
was highly ftnfible of the want of thi.ir Boats for making Bridges, and more 
than that, knew not well how to refiftthe Petfians nowpielfing upon them 5 for t^ 
additional* Aids expeded with 'Arfaces^ and the other Captains, could not come dt 
them for want of conveyance, by reafon of the burning t)f the Fleet. Julian^ a little

The Emperour hercat inraged, took the Enfignes from (itch as were Convided ofthe 
Crime, and breaking their Spears, caufed them to march behind with theRiggage, and 
Prifbners 3 their Leader, who was found to have valiantly demeaned himlelL being 
appointed to Command another Party, the Tribune whereof was al(b found to have 
run away. . And four other Tribunes were alfo ealhier’d for the fame feult : Julian 
contenting himlelf with this more moderate fort of Punifhmcnt, in confideration 
the hardnefs of the Service.

R carried iOiO * 55 * 'I'he Emperour being conveyed into his Tent, incredible it is with what 
idficnt. Ra^e his Souldiers breathed after Revenge, which they teftified, by the beating of 
their Targets with their Lances, and obftinatcly relblved to dye with him, if it 
fhould lb happen. Though they were even blind with Dull, and melted with 
Heat, yet did they,a 8 having now no Governour, rulh on upon the Enemy, who on 
the other fide, lore galled them with his Arrows, and reftrained their Violence by 
the Intcrpofition»of nis Elephants. The noife and lliouting of armed men, Groncs 
ofluch as fi:ll, Ihorting of Horles, and clalhing of Weapons was heard afir off, and 
continued even till dark Night put an End to them. Fifty Satrapa's and noble 
were killed ; btfides a vaft number of the ordinary lort. Of the Romans 
fell Anatolius the Magifier Offichrum ; the right Wing of the Army being worfted 
after the D'llafter which hapned to the Emperour. Sallttjiius the PrufeS was relcu- 
cd from Deftru^on by one of his Apparitors^ but Pholpiorius his Councellor, or 
Affiftant, was (lain, and Ibme Souldiers having palled through very great Dangers, caftiiium va> 
leized on a ndghbouring Caftle, and therein Ibcuringthemlelves, joyned the Army tttum. 
after three dayes. , But, while the Fight continued, Julian lay languilhing in 
his Tent,and finding thofe about him very Ibrrowful and dejeded to fee him in 
that Cafe, comforted himfelf andrtheni after this manner.

56. Having mildly ^oken thus much, he difpofed his private Eftate to fuch 
were neareft in Kindred to him, and inquired after Anatolius the MagificrOffidorum. 

Sallufi the Pr£fe& made anfwer, that he toas happy ^ by which ufualPhrafe of Speech 
underftanding that he was deadj he much bewailed his Misfortune. Obfervingthofe 
that were near him to weep, he gravely rebuked them, affirming it a pittifiil mean 
thing to bemoan a PrincS that was a Friend to Heaven and the Stars. They being 
thus filenc’d, he entred into a Subtile Difeourfe with Maximus and Prifeus two Phi* 
lofbphcrs, concerning the Sublimity of Souls, till fuch time as the Wound gaping 
and the Tumour of the Veftels intercepting his Breath, having called for a draught 

And dies, of cold Water, about midnight he the more eafily expired ; in the two and thir- 
tieth year of his Age. He was born at Confiantinople, of Conjlantius the Broth^ 
of Confiantine the Great, ( who was made away by his Nephews, while this his Son " 
was yet a ChiW) and of Bajtlina a woman of very noble Defeent. A man truly 
to be reckoned amongft Hcroick Wits, and otherwife confiderable for the Emi- 
^en^ibn "^^^ce of his Aftions^ and his Majeftick Comportment. For whereas, as wife men 
/immiMHs. ^ define, there are four Cardinal Vertues, vi%. Temperance^ Prudence, JuJiice and For- 
titude, befidcs others contributing to perfeffc Accomplifhments, as Knowledge in Mi- 
litary Matters, Authority, Felicity and Liberality, he intently ftudied the Practice 
of them all. * As for the firft he was fb invincibly chaftc, that after the Death of 
his Wife, he never had to do with any woman, remembring'that Paflage in Plato^ 

HU Virtues, how Sophocles the Tiagoedian, v/hen grown old, being asked whether he made life of 
that Sex, denied that he did, adding withal, that he rejoyced to think how he was 
freed from that cruel and domineering Paflion. And to ftrengthen him in this Rc- 
folution,hc often called to mind the Saying of Bachilkles the Lyrick Poet (in whofe 
Writings he much delighted) that as an excellent Limner lively exprefleth the Beau- 
ty of a good Face, fo Chafttiy fets off with Luftre the Perjeftions of a good 
Life. But even fo hit youth he could never be fuffo;£led as guilty of any In- 
temperance this way, by thofe who had the greateft Reafon to know him. And 4 Iv?' 
to obtain this Power over himfelf; he took the true and natural COurfe, oC 
Moderation in Eating, Drinking and Sleeps whefein he was conftantiand exad at 
all times. For, in time of Peace the flendernefs of his Fare was to be admired, even 
as of one who was fpeedily to return to the Pallium, or the Contemj^tive Life{ 
and often was he feen in his *Expeditions to cate fome flight and ordinary thing, 
walking upon his Feet. Having a little reiiefhed his weary Body, hardned by La?* 
hours, he would rife and vifit the Guards and Sentinels himfelf And if the Lights, 
by which he ftudied could have born Witnefs, they would in earned have difepyj^- 
cd a great Difference betwixt him and fome other Princes^ knowing thathejndul- 
ged not his Pleafures, no not fo far as the very Neceffitic;; of Nature required. 

57. Of his Prudence thefe were fiifficient Evidences amongft ipany more : He 
was excellently feen in martial Affairs, and moft ftudious he was of Matters relating 
to Peace and civil Government j aferibing fo much to himfelf as to preferye.bim 
from Contempts, with Prevention ofinfolence. In Virtue he was older than in 
year^ was defirous of all forts of Blnowledge, a Judge not to be biafled to cme 
fide or other ^ a moft (harp Cenfiirer of Manners 3 one who eafily contemned Riches, 
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Sc( 9 ’. <5 . dcfpifed aJl Mortal things ; and ha’d often this faying in his Mouth, That it was A, D, 
for <* Wifi man that was pojfejfed of a Soul^ to fick^for commendation from any g S 
|v a thing relating to his Body. As to his Juflice, that no left was Eminent in fevcral par- WVV^ 
ticulars. He was, according to the different nature of Matters brought before him, 
awful, but without Cruelty. By the punifhment of fome few, he reftrained the 
fjjreading of Vice, and rather (hook the Rod than ftruck with it : and (to omit ma- 
, ny ot her inftances) to open Enemies and Traitors he was fb Merciful, that he miti- 
gate the (harpneft of their Punifhment by that Mildneft which was Natural to him. 

His Fortitude lufficiently appeared in the frequency of his Fights, and the lift of his 
Arms^ belides his enduring the extremity both of Cold and Heat. The Duty of a 
^ Souldier isdifeharged by the Body 5 that of a General by the Mind: Yet did he, v 
with his own hand, kill feveral flout and terrible Enemies 5 and by oppofing him- N 

felf to manifcfl dangers, he fbmetimes flopped his Men when running away. The ^ 

Kingdoms of the furious Germans he overturned, and now, in the War of Perfia^ 
by venturing himfelf with the firfl, very much encouraged his Souldiers. . The man- 
ner of his Attacquing Cities and Caflles, the various forms of his Battels, as occafion 
urged, his cautious Encampings, and his ordering matters relating to the Pratentura: 
and Stations upon the Borders, diftovered what his skill was in things relating to 
the Field. His Authority was of that weight, that he was both beloved and fear- 
ed ; as a Companion in Labours and Dangers ; and yet as one who was ready to 
animadvert upon Cowards, and other forts of Offenders 5 inlbmuch, that when he 
was yet but Cajar^ he governed an Array that was not paid, and that oppofed againft 
fierce and daring Enemies 5 he appcafcd them, when mutinous, by threatning, that 
except they would be quiet, he would depart, and return to a private Life 5 and, 
which may ferve for many evidences of this nature, by his Entreaty he dsew the 
Gallican Souldier, inured to cold Frofls and blafls upon the Rhine^ through long 
and tedious wayes, jnto foorching AJJyria^ and the Confines of the Medes. His Fe- 
licity was fo eminent, that he fcemed to be borne up aloft upon the (boulders of , • 
Fortune, through all Difficulties. Though he removed from the Weft to a vaft di- 

g ance, yet, fo long as he lived, all Nations continued ftedfaft in their Obedience. 

►f his Liberality he gave manifeft proofs, ip that his Tributes were very eafie, the 
AnrtmCoronarinmhcKmxtxcA^ and forgave Arrears that had been long owing $ in- 
, difierently judged betwixt the Treafury and private Perfons 5 reftbred Tolls and 
Lands to Cities from which they had been taken j except fuch as had been fold by 
fufficient Authority : In concluiion, he never coveted to be Rich, concluding that 
Money would be moft cautioufly preferved in the hands of the Owners, and com- 
mending the Anfiver of Alexander the Great, to (iichas demanded where he kept his 
Treafure : that it was in the Coffers of his Friends. 


s. . 58. His Vices were, a light Humour 5 wherein yet he would be advifed and cor- 
reoed: Talkativcneft','to fheh Exceft that his Tongue never lay fttll : Immoderate 
learching after Divinations, wherein he (cemeth to have been as extravagant as his 
Predecetibr Adrian. Superftitious he was, rather than any due Obferver of fitch 
Rites^ for he would (acrificc an Innumerable Company of Beafts^ infomuch that 
had he returned out of Perfia^ it*s thought that Bullocks would have failed him, as 
formerly Marcna Cafar was twitted by a Libel upon that account. Vainglorious 
he was, and intemperatcly hunted for Praife and Fame in matters the moft trivial 
that could bej and through a Third of Popularity often aftefted .to talk with con- riwia-.;*, »/«*> 
f temptible Perfons. Yet for all this it might be vycll thought, that, as he him(elf,faid*’^‘*''*^®‘“ 
(if he (hould have done it} old which being offended by the Vices of 

Mdi,wasby Aratus lifted up into Heaven, returned down to the Earth in his Reign; 
if detog fome things according to his arbitrary Will, he had not afted unlike him- 
fislfr made fome moderate and good Laws, both abfolutely commanding 
and forbidding things to bedtme; but a few of another nature; amongft which, 
that unmierdfiu one whereby he forbade Rhetoricians and Grammarians, that were 
' ChfUtians, to teach, left they (hould convert their Scholars from the worfhip of 
the Cods. In like manner that was intollerablc, that he differed many unjuftly to 
be' obliged to forvices of Corporations, being either Strangers, or by reafon of Pri- 
vilege^ or Original, fiir<eftranged from thofe Bodies. His Stature was of the middle 
fize^ his Hair hanging down without curling, his Beard rough and picked, his 
Eyes fparkling, his rbrehead coi^ely, his Nofe ftraight, his Mouth fomething 
laige, his nether Lip han^ng down.

In G<i//, the Germans were fo bold, that 
having harail'ed all that Country, they were about to pafi into Italy over the Alpes^ ’ / 
and fiich were the Miftries of the Provincials that they had nothing they could 
count certain, but Tears and Terrors 5 the Memory of things paft being grievous, 
and the Expeftation of what was to come ftill more troublefom. All thele Dilbr- 
ders this young man, being thither lent under the Vizard of O^r, redrefted, and 
dealing with Kings no otherwife than fo many ignoble ilavcs, with wonderful Ce- 
lerity difpatchcd. That he might in the &mc manner reftore matters in the Eaft, he 
fh; upon the Per^ns^ and from that Attempt had brought back both matter ft}r 
a Triumph,and a Sirname (of Parthiens after which he Ibrcly thirfted) had the heaven- 
ly Decrees been anCwcrable to his illuftrious Councils and Exploits. Some there are 
indeed, who though often beaten will yet unadvifedly fight again ) and others who 
though they have fiiftered (everal Shipwracks, will ftill Court the lame Dangers they 
formerly underwent 5 but who is he that can affirm this Prince, who was ever vid:o- 
rious,to have done the like ? 

59. Reader, all this while thou perulcft Ammianua in another Language, who 
having been prelcnt in this Expedition, and an Eye-witnels of what palled, is ra- 
ther to be made IKe of in this matter than any other, efpecially than ZoRwtts, who 
tells another Ibrt of Story concerning this Journey, differing not only in Circum- 
ftances,but in Names. Others felate Ibme other Circumftances of his Death, which 
arc not much to be heeded, nor of Confequence whether they were true or not. 
Concerning his Charaft^r, writers fully agree withAmmianMf^'whoCe great 

Affedidn to him is moft evident, and that for fuch Realbns, as .the contrary. Argu- 
ments have, poffibly, cauled others to be as levcrc, as he is indulgent to his Memo- 
ry. That we might Ihun this dangerous Rock of Partiality we have not omitted 
any thing remarkable alleaged by himlelf or his Friends in his Commendation, but tQ 
make it more exprelfive, given it in thdr own terms, or manner of Speech, though 
often harlh j and therefore may be exculcd, if in another place, wherein his Adions 
in reference to Religion are to oe fcanned, we make a levere Scrutiny into his Vir- 
tue, lb much celebrated by one fort of men. Here we (ball only lay in (hort, That 
it cannot be denied, but that he was a roan of Excellent Parts, and that fuch as foy 
the contrary incur the other Extreme, and delerve part of that Cenliire which lo 
^uftly i&Ils heavy upon lying Zofimns, His Atchievements againft the Germans were 
extraordinary, conlidenng his young years, and that he had been Educated in the 
Study of Letters, not of Arms, and was accuftomed to the Pallinnsy not the ChUmyt, 

His abftincnce, as to Corporal Plealures,wasto be admired,andt>therthinK were very 
commendable in him, if he did not abftain and ad on purpole to belieen of men. But, 
whereas his Admirers are wont to a^randize his Adions againft the Germanshy the 
number of the Kings of llich Nations as there he maftered ^ they leem very imper- 
tinent in lb doing, to liich as very well underftand, that thele Nations were but 
Tribes or Clanns of the lame Countrey, and thele Kings but Regnli^ and the leveral 
Sons of the fame. RcgMli^ whole Kingdoms may be more truly termed P^^ thao 
Realms. And, in ^my poor judgment, all Partiality und Prdudice put afide, th^ , 
cannot conceal thele Flyes which appear fo noxious in the Iweet Ointment of hu 
Virtues 5 viz. that extraordinary Vain-glory^ind Oftentation with which he ap|>ear$ 
more to have fwelled, than any man that ever we rdiad of, if his Hiftoriai»>hath pveh 
us a true Account of his Speechcs,and the general and conftant manner of his Deinn* 

Hour. But the Efficacy of his Pagan Religion could not reach lb inward and potdit’ 
a Vice, which makes its fortiiicAion in the Hearty nothing could doit but that fiom 
which he thought fit to Apoftatize. However, Scholars are to rejoyce, that thegreat 
Honour procured to Learning, from the Condud of Armies, and Succe^ of Aniis^ by 
Epaminondas and Xenophon^ was really continued and augmented by him. And' ^et. 
poftibly, he was in the number of thole Princes,who had the more of Fame,bedUrfe ; 
they had lb little of Life j Time and Temptations dilcovering the fiailties of glorious^ ' 
but not well-founded beginning?: to be lure he altered much froni that Qemencybe 
firft pretended toward Chriftians,and (hewed the virulency of his Humour. But now • 
we find him dead 5 and, as he hio^lf laid of Cenfiantini^ the Earth, according 10 
the Greek, Proverb,lye light upon him* We (ball only add, that he died on the twen* < 
ty lixth of jfirxre, in the l^noYear of hisReign,and the two and thiitieth of his Age § 
in his fourth ConfuKhip) which he bore vdtn D. CCCLXBL

He being abfont of late 
und^ood how matters liad palled fince his departure, that fo many Men were 
and fo many Elephants killed,as he had not been accuftcmied to hear o^and confideml 
that by thtfo continual Exerdles and Labours the Romans were rendered more hardy 
and lerviceable, and after the fall of their late Emperor would not have lefoeft fo 
muchtothdr own lafi:^, as meditate Revenge even to luch extrenuty, asdmer to 
overthrow the I^fficulties wherewith they were furrounded by a notal^ Viftory,or 
ellefinilhthe courlcof their tcnl andhardlhip by death it folf Moreover, he knew 
that further Supplies might fpeedily be gathered out of die neighbouring Province^ 
and indeed that another Army lay in Mtfopotamiay not much inftriour to tfak. He 
was icnfible that his own People was much harailed and Hilcompc^ by fiequent

very ignominious all agree, the Romans havii^ not been aocuftomed to* part with 
their Territories, though fometimes they received notable Defoits. Some held there 
wasnoneoeflityofmaBngit, as yimmiams by confluences forifwhat he writes 
be|iotagrounale£Conjcdurc,.^ov/4;» mi^teafily have marched away before' the 
Treaty began, andwhilethe Per funs were making the Overture, into Corduenafz 
Country tercilc within his own Dominions, and difhint but an hundred miles. 

Others fay, that;, the Agreement was ncccflary , but blame him for not break- 
ing it ib foon as he was in a capadty t^do it: and Eutropm inftanceth in War 
made notwithflanding fiich Accords, upon the Samnites, Nnmantines^ and Numt- 
dians ; addii^that this Peace was not ratified, but that Jovian fcarii^ an iEmu- 
' lator, therein little confulted his Glory. ^ If the Peace \vsi&nocxS&xy^^foviaa can nei- 

ther be blamed that he made it, nor that he did notbi;eak it. It was ^‘i/an who 
was the Author of the ncceffity, whom not onely Chriilian Writers accufo of rafh 
Ambition and Wilfulnefs as to this point , but yimmnnm tqo, as we liave latdy 
feen, for he was little better tlian fool-hardy in the matter of burning of his Ships 5 
for although thiscourfe hath been taken othcrwliiles, as might be intlanced in feveraJ, 
whodid it to caufc their men to fight, by feeing all hopeofEfcape cut off from them ^ * 

yet hath it been pradifed either by thofr, whole great Temerity liath overtopped 
tbair Prudence, or in cafeoffome extraordinary matter to be obtained by the fortune 
, of one Battel, when the meannels of the prefent Condition of the Perfon, in refpeO: of 

that great Fortune he fhould .arrive atby thcfuccefi of fb liazardous an Enterprize, 

• hath prudently excited him to venture Life and all. Such young, ambitious, and rafh 

Perfbns .ns yJkxander the Great, and others, the Conquefis ofwhom aretobeafi:ri- 
bed to Fortune, not to Condud, might well have been by Juvenile Heat excited to 
iudian aft of Defperation; or the K^ingdom of England might cafilyhave tempt- 
ed a Duke of Normandy to bum his Shipl, and by Life and all things at theftakc. 

*To which wemayaddc,that iflbmetimcs fuch Extremities have been imbraced by 
•thofc who have been ei^luded from their Rights, or caftout of Pofidfion, the juft 
indignation thence conceived, and the mifcrablceftate to which they have been redu- 
ced, have aflbrdedfiiffident Arguments, not onely for their Excufc, but Commenda- 
rthcneccr- ^00. Butallfeemtobe wantii^ to Julian.; upon an exaft femtiny into this mat- 
y of the ter : For to confider the Ends of his entering upon tlus War, the Reputation and 
^was^Au-** Safety ofthe Emjnre, could onely be fuffeient Motives to the Undertaking. But 
or. Reputation was through his natural vain glorious Temper, as his Friends confefs, 
turned into Ambition and ftubbornOpiniaftrity, wlulctopurdiafctlie Title of Par~ 
thins, he wouldasinother particubrs,ibintms efoedally ofbdrning his Ships, fa- 
crifice not onely his own bfety, but that opus whole Army, contrary to the Counfel 
and Prayers of all his Officers. That fafoy which he ought in realbn to propofe to 
himfel^ could be no other than that ofthe bordering Provinces of the Era^re, to 
preferve themfitnnConqueftorDevaftation. But by this rafh Attempt he endan- 
gered more to prcfcrve the reft, not onely in expofiM to mine his own Perfon, 
upon thefsfetyofwluch much more might have depenomthan pofiiUy did at this 
time, but that ofthe Army alfo, which’ beii^deftroyed, the Deftruftionof the Pro- 
vinces mnft needs follow, and probably fome other Attendant on fuch a Difafter. 

Indeed had the Emfure of Rome^ or his Condition as Lord thereof been contemp- 
tible in comparifonof what he was about to obtmn, the venture might have had ad- 
vanta^ •, but in this cafe the fta^e was muchgreater than what he could ratiorially 
expeft to win. Arid yet the Kingdom of Perfia, though not to be named in the 
lame daywith. the Empire of RofnCf wastoogreataPrife to be won at one caft, or 
with fiidi a lucky hit as was that of ydiexander. One Battel would not do it, nor 
many more : many Armies he could not but expeft out of the Overthrows and 
Ruinesoffome: which poflibly he aught have defeated. And hefound it wasadung ,

All men wifflfand aloof fiClm 
foch a Prince, and behold hiqj not as a Creature fit for Humane Society, Init an 
Animal of a more lavage nature, deftined onely for the Affii^on of Man- 
kind. 


6, The Peace (moftignom'mious however) being religioully Iwom to on both 
lides, yitnmianus Marcelimtis further tells us, that the Pomans retreated to find a 
more ctHivenient place for paffing the River, being Ibrely diftrelled both with

The Emperor, and.lbme few about him, lerved 
themlelves ofthole few Boats that were remaining of the burnt Fleet, and afterward 
caufed them lb often to crofi the River, till all were got over. In the’mean time the 
rerjtofts b<^an a Bridge at a gooddiftance, with a delign to fetch off all Straglos^ 
and Qittd that Ibould come belund^ bu»thcir Plot being difeovered, theyefe^- 
cd. The PorxMts fieed fiom this fear began their Retreat, and by great Jour- 
nies came to Hatra, ■ an old Town fituat^in the middle of the Delart, and long be- 
fore deferted, which Trajan and Sever nfy though both great Warrio^ labouring 
to raze, were well nigh deftroyed with their Armies. It bring here* known,- that 
for feventy miles in this dry and barren Countrey no Water was to be had, but liidi 
as was lalt and Itinking^ Qcither any thing to feed on except y^rotamm^ fVornt- 
tvo6d:9xAl>ruontwm^yri^ other fodi unlavoury Herbs^ fweet water was provicled. 
And profccu’ ondti^ameklulled tomakas good Provifion as was poffible. After a March of fix 
wherein not fo much as a httle Graft could be found, Caffiamts the Dux of 
Mifopotamia^ and Mauritius a Tribune, having been font before upon this Erruid, 
met them at Ur a Perfian C^e, and that very feafonably with Provifions, wludi 
the Army under Conduftof Procopius and sdaftiau living very firugrily h^- ifa- 
Mcflengm red.

At length they came within 
fight of Nifikkf and pitched their Tents without the City 3 for the Emperor, 
tmt^earneflly intreated by the Inhabitants to enter and lodge in the Palace, as 
hisPredeceflbrs had done, peitinacioully reflifed, as afh^cd that a City fb impreg- 
nable whileft he was in it, fhould be djjhvcFed up to a revengeful Enemy. Now 
was one Jovian (the chief of the Notai^) fuddenly takenaway as he fate at Sup- 
per, and beuw caff headlong into a deep Pit, was overwheimed with an Heap of 
Stones^ fortW having after the Death of Julian been mention’d as worthy of the 
Emf^, he had not fince that time demean^ himfelfmodcflly, but was often taken 
notice of to whif^rroatters relating tothat Afflur, and frequently to entertain the 
Officers. The day following Bintfis, a Noble Perfiin^ zealous to perform with 
all expedition what his King had enjoyned, earneftly prefled the Emperor for Per" 
formance of the Conditions of the Peace, and he accordingly permitted him to en- 
ter Nifihk^ and take Poffeffion. Being feized of the place, by a Signal given from 
the Caftlc, he required all the Inhabitantsto begone, who now earneftly bjfought 
^ovian^ that they might not be compelled to quit their Native Scat, affirming trat 
they of themfelves were able, without any publick Charge, to defend the place: but 
he was not to be moved in the point, left he fhould incur the Crime of Perjury, as 
he pretended, but indeed fearing other things, if we believe AmmU^us and others. 

Thucaufed Sahrntis, aTownfmanof cliiefelt Eminency both for Birth and Riches, 
to fey openly, That Con^amitts, though fometimes beaten by the Parfutn in lb hea- 
vy a War as lay upon him, and driven to fb great neceHity, as in his flight to feed on 
a Cruft of Bread, which he begged of an old Countrey Womans yet to his dying 
day had loft nothing of lus Territories : Whereas ,f(n>ian in the vciy begin ning of 
his Reign had parted with the very Bulwark of his Provinces^ which in former' 
limes had ftill been protefted by the vigorous Oppofition of this Town.

Theremreto obviate dusmi^idfhelbidied all manner of 
ways, and drew cMiscm. Procopius his latdy difobliged Friend j4rbctioy that by the 
inter^and fevour of one of Conpsntius lus Captmns, the Minds of ^ Souldiers 
might be molded. Neither did he feil of Suocelss for y^rbetio bdi^ reverenced 
for his higih place and v^eraUe Age, quite turned thdr Hearts.

Rebek Now did j^giloy moved by the dai^er wbttrdn he flood, revolt alfofiom 
Procopius^ and moll ofhis Men (for he wasGeneral^ followed his example^ carryii^ 
their Targets under thdr Arms, or upon thdr Head^ and their Banners or Stancuucu 
not ered, butink negligent pofture, wMdiwasriieniaiufeftfign cfDefedion. Pro- 
copius amazed at fo unexpeded an aoddent, quitted his Horfe, and betook him- 
felf into the adjoynii^ Woods, and was followed by Fhrtntius and Psrehaihas a 
Tribune, whomNcceifity and no good will had drawn to fide with him. Having 
wandered the greateft part ofthemght, when the Moon Ihone fo bright that they 
Who » dell- feared thej’^lhould be mlcoversd, they bound Procopiusy and piefentw him to the 
p«to'*drwh, Emperour, who both commanded his Head tobeftmekofl; and them two allbtobe 
tQgcrh er with put to death, Without any right confideration in the Judgment of y^mmUnus. For, 

Deliver- betrayed a lawful Prince, Tuftice it felf would have pronounced them duly 

puniihed ^ but if a Rebel and D^birDer of the publick Peace, for lb fignal a Service 
they rather ought to have been Highly rewarded. But foch was the end of Procopi- 
us and his Ulurparion, attheAgeof fony years and tenmonetb^ a man not un- 
cun'icly of Body, nor of mean ftature, but who went always Hooping, and looked 
ever upon the Ground, by realbn of his Melancholick Dilpoution : Not unlike that » 
CraJJ'us, whom Lucilius and Tutty reported, but once in his whole life to have 
laughed. Y et was he not cruel, but aNlaincd fix>m Bloud 9 a thing to be wondered 
at in the Hiftorians Opinion s whereas indeed it is not known what he mi^t have pro- 
ved. 
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35. So went matters in Vhn^iASAlutArUy the Report whereof coming to Afur- 
cellus the Prottlior^ the Kinfman of Procoputfy and Governoiir of A^/ce^ he there 
in the dead time of the night caufed Serewanuy who was keptclofe prifoncrin the 
Palace, to be (kin ; Which happened luckily for feveral perf ms ^ for being a mo- 
role cruel man, and muclrkvoured by f’^ahns-, both as his Countryman, and fi>rtlic 
(uitableijelsof hisDi(po(ition, had he overlived the Oeleat of Procopms his Party, 
in all probability he would have procured the Deftruftion of many, as well innocent 
as other perfons. This done, Marctllus feizcdlpeedily on Chalci^d >n^ and with the 
Countenance of a few, whom Poverty and Defperation had driven, and now kept, 
in Rebellion, put on the Purple, being deceived in two particulars whereon he relied. 

He had heard, thataVower of Ooths was coming to the aid of Procopi/ts, and 
thele he believed he might ealily draw over to lus own Ahidance. And he was ut- 
terly a ft ranger to what palled in ///yr/V«», where Equitim perceiving that the wliole 
(hock of the War would be turned upon for that he heard nothing of what 
had happened near Mocolia^ relblvcdifheoould,tobccomeMafterof/^A///^^o^o/ftr,as 
very commodiousfor Affiftanccot /'^ xltns ; but a little afier,when this prclumptuous 
aft of MarceOm was heard of, a Party offtout Souldicrs was lait, whofurprized 
and committed him like a Slave to Chains and Prifon, whence he was brought out 
the next iiy and torturcd to death, together with hisComplices, having onely one 
good thing performed, if we believe ylmmiAniu-, that he made away StTmianus^ 
than whomCm his Opinion) Ph.iLrn himlelf was not morecruel. However, there 
followed a fevercInquifitionafterOffcnders, an<l a moft horrible Skughter, as well 

ofinnocent as guilty perfons 5 his E^rs being ( 3 p>en to all Complaints and In- 

formations, though never foun juft or ill grounded, and mado by thole who having 
had fomc relation to the Court, were merely induced to this ^midice by a vehement 
Thirft after the Wealth of their Neighbours. Many were banilhed to Ilknds, and manitdtm 
many were turned 011 begging, no Moderation being had, till the Emperour had 
glutted Wmfelfwith Blouch andbothhisCofFcrs.indthofcof his Followers were fil- 
leidby Confilcationsand Rapines. 

26. So were the Remainders of this Civil Tempeft dilTipated in the Eaftem parts 
of the Empire 5 and all thole Conculfionsceafcd, which were accompanied if not lig- 
nified by ftrangc preternatural Motions of both Land and Sea. For While Procopi- 
us lus Rebellion was yet but little advanced, on the one and twentieth of fuly, in 

the Confullhip of the two Emperours, there happened luch horrible Earthquakes ^ 

throughout the World, as neither true Hiftorians ikverdated, nor ever Fables them- 
lelvcs reprefented to us. A little after the day dawned, there was a Tempeft ad, 
of Thunder and Lightning, which was followed byfo dreadfiil a Trembling of the 
Earth, that the Sea alfo, lhaken therewith , deferted the Shore and its ancient Si/S.* 
bounds for a gtxatlpa^ and the depths of its Chanel were dilcovercdj multitudes 
ofTilh were teen to ftick in the Mud, and the unequalnefi of itsbottonr appeared, 
here Hills and there Valleys* which never had before fcen the Sun, fince at the origi- 
nal ofall things they were hrft overwhelmed with the Flouds. Many Ships were 
left on thediygrouni andlapms ofpeople flewtluthcrtocatdi PUhs whenliid- 
dcnlytheSea, asdildainingtoDeimprifoneo, returned to its former pkee with foch 
fury, that not comtainingitfelftherdin, buttranlported beyond its bounds, by the 
violence ofits Rage and Motion 5 it overturned Houles and other Buildings innume- 
rable, drowned many thoufands’ofMen, and overwhelmed numbers of Ships 5 great 
Ve&ls were by the violence ofthefcGufts blown upon the tops of Houles, as it hap- 
pened at ; and fomc near two miles fiom the Shore, as AmmUnus (who 

relates thde things) kw one himfelf near aTownofZ4f<>»/Vr, This Prodi- 

gy we cannot take to have figrafied any thing ’rekting to Procopius lus Rebellion: 
to much as that dreadful Inunction made into the R^an Empire by the Northern 
Nationsjwhich Ihordy after happened, and the Ruinc of the Weftem Provinces,which 
followed thereupon. 

27. Infudi eftate we muft leave matters in the Eaftem Parts, while weihquirc 
how Vekutimqn managed his Affairs in the Weft. Heliad forbidden the ufe of

Yet by the Gene- 
rals care and endeavour the Souldicrs were not lb difeouraged, but that prelfing ftill 
upon the Germans, at laft they had the better, and killed fix thouland, with the loli 
but oft wo hundred men, and as many wounded. The Night having put an end to 
tlicDifpute, early in the morning povinm Ihewed himfelf in tlie Fields but the 
Barbarians, ofwhom four thouland were wounded, would have no further to do 
witli him, but fliifrcd away.

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Toccrticr brake into Ijauria, where depopulating the Jountrey they invaded Pau^hyliu and 
wSh ic^urUy C///>M,which they treated indie lame manner, proceeding in their Rapines without 
and other j,ny oppofition : At lei^th Mujonim the Vicar of A^a, who had ftirmerly profofted 
Provinces Rhetorick at Ahens, fell upon a Party of them, but lb ill diiaptined were his Troops, 
that he was circumvented, and cut off with all 1 ^ Men. The Rovers qicouraged by 
thisSuccefi purfiied thcircourfei tijjmore Forces comingupon them, drove themin-

with fuch Integrity and Courage, that he inig|ht juftly be reckoned amongft thofe 
fow who were both foared and Woved. By his Authority was appealed a great T u- 
nwilt and Diforder, whidihad been raMed about thcElcdien ofa Bilhop. He rook 
aw ay /?<</< (?;//>/, or Calicries made on the fides ofHoufcs, which lud been forbidden 
in the City by ancient Laws, bdng called M/rma»a from one Matnim, who having 
fold his Hoiifc to Cato and Flaccus, then Ceftjors, for the building of the BaQln a 
Porciu, excepted out of the Sale one Pillar, on whicli he kid Timber that jutted 
forth, and built a Balcony or Scaffi)ld, whereon he and his Family might behtdd 
the Fights of the Gladiators !y which A£f was imitated by others, till reftrained by 
the Laws. Pratextatas further caufod a Difhnce to be made betwixt publick Build- 
ings and private Houles 5 and in every Region appointed certain Weights, oblen^- 
ing that unjuft and covetous perfons diangcdand counterfeited them at ihtir plea- 
lure. In point of Judicature he had that advantage of others, which Cicov afcribcs 
to Brutus, that although for fiivour he did nothing, yet on whatever he did, a fo- 
vourable Interpretation was put. About this time one Ras/doanAllewauof Royal 
Delcent, having long call in his Head how he might do it, fell fuddenly upon Alo- 
^uuiiaotm, not fortihed by any Garrifon 5 and by rcaltjn that the Inhabitants were 
bulled by the Celebration of a Chriftian Solemnity^ (as Arafniams writes) cafily 
madehimfeUAIafter of it, and departed widi Plunder, and fomany Prifoners as he 
thought convenient. After this Vithkabius, the Son of V^clonrarius their King, 
was murdered by one of his own Seivants, that held Intclli^Tice #ith xivu Rowans, 
a cunning man, who could be removed by no other means than tltatof Treache- 
ry. thought lit to make more than ordinary Preparations to prevent 1* 

tliat Holhlity which thereupon he could nor but expeff^ and taking hisSonGr^/w/? 

alohg with him, p.iircd theiii'iw, and invaded their Territories, where for a good 
fpacehe could light of no Enemy ^ but at length difcovered them encamped on 
anHill, whence he beat them down, and got a notable Viftory.

50. But, to ’profecute further the Reform^on he intended, he refblved to go 
to work with the Govemours of Provinces themlHves, of whom (everal he put 
to deatli, for their Avarice and Opprdiion, amongft whom one Rhodofttkt the 
Mafter of his Palace. And lying now at Triers in Springtime, he confidcred that 
the Govemours, or Judges, would foon begin their Annual Progrels, or Vifitati- • 
on. For it wasth^jkftome for them to lie in Winter in the Chief Cities, or Ji^- 
rarticuiaiiy tropoles oi the Provimef, and there Adminifter Juftice, and Determine Caufes^ 
rbmecomndt- but in Summer, thc better to underftand the Wants and Complaints of the Pco- 
provide for the plenty and cheapncls ofProvifions, for the Payment of 
their Circuits, the Publick Revenue, and the like, they were wont to Vifit other Cities and 
Places within their djjftrifts, and make a Progrefi, or take a Circuit throughout 
the Provinces 5 whifli that they might tlic better do, they were allowed the life 
of the Curfitf Publicum, and ineadi City, were entertain^ for three days by the

54. But hercat Ixing above all mcafiirc inraged, he invaded Armenia, and laid 
all wafte before him, and therewith were Paras anA his two Govemours lb ter- 
l ified, that without thoughts of any Oppolition, they betook themfeivcsto the 
Mountains, tvhich lay betwixt the Roman Borders, and Lazsca, beginning at Rlji~ 
fatm, .and Inhabited by Free People, whidi wasneithcr Subjeft to the Emperour 
nor the iJza. 1 he King hunted after them, but to no pprf>ofc, and therefore 
having wafted the County, he laid liege to Artogerajfa, which he took and burnt, 
and •carried away the Wifi: and Treamrc of Arfaces. There bring now liiffi- 
cieiit Advantage given to bt^in a War, Arintheus wafe lent with an Army to af 
{]{k the Armenians, inCalc AnePerfian fhould Invade them, and this Sapor under- 
ifanding, betook himfelf to his Craft 5 which but Iridom failed him. He now 
fell on Courting Paras, and byfitir Language inveigled him, reprefenting to him 
how dilhonourable his prelent Condition was, whidi lie termed no better than 
Slavery •, lb that the Ibolilh Young Man, Cut offthe Heads of his Mafters(as Sapor ' 
cunningly called them)' and lent them to him. ‘By this means hehadalfuredly 
lxx*n Matter of Armenia, but that his Men weredi^uraged by the cormng olArin- 
iheus, lb that he only required of the Emperour, that acconmig tot^e Articles of 
Peace made vnthjovian, no Aid might be granted to that People.

■''minits .* 4 t;Ionging to the Prelident, and meanly Learned, he put himfelf lb much foiw'ard 
as he got the Government of Corjica ana Sardinia, and afterward came to be Corre^ 
rtian <jf TujL'ia, whence he was preferred to have the care of the Amona orVrovi- 
aWc ' fions of the City : And as Impudence and Flattery commonly liioceed, at length 

arrived at the Dignity of Pr£torio itfelf Occalion was given to his en- 

ormous Proceedings by one Coilo, who had been a Vicar, and his Vl^fc Maxima. 

They complained to0^^r/*rthe Prafeff of the City, that their Lives were in dan- 
ger to be taken away by Poifon, through the Prances of Sericus, Asholius, and 
Campenfis, three Perfons of mein ^ndition. It happened that 0!^/r7«r at this time 
was fick, and the Complainants impatient of Delay, petittoi^ that the matter 
, might be referred to the PrajeQns Annona. The Keference was made, by which op- 
\yon\n\\ty Maxintinus (hewra the Cruelty of his Nature, no more capable of pity 
or moderation, in the Judgment ofAmmianus, thanthatofa vAdeBeaft upon the 
* Theatre let loofe* from its Den upon the Prey. Much ado he made, many Examinati- 
ons, and by Whipping or other Tortures having furrowed the Sides offuch as were 
fiifjx.*dted, they accufedfomc Noble Perfons, as ha\nng*by their (i^lientt managed this 
Clandeftine Practice 5 with whom not able to deal as he did with them of low con- 
dition, he mofl: wickedly affirmed by way of Confultation tc^^the Emperour, that 
fo great werethefe Mifdemcanours in Rjome, that they could not be refermed but by 
fevere Proca*dings. Valent inian was enraged at tlus Mifrepoitj arid being by his 
own inclination (asthcHiftorian terms him) rather a bitter than a fevere Enemy to 
Vices, by oneEdiftin reference toCaufcs of this nature, which out of defign he 
confounded with matters ofTrcaft>n,he ordained,thatthofepafe>ns(hould be 
to Tortures, whom the Juftice of ancient Laws, and the Wifdom of Princesj had 
thought fit to exempt from bloudylnouifitions. V 

* 56. And toftrengthentheHandsorMwfz/»/»«r, he conferred on him the Title of

People of Ro^c, which yet he (u^licd fhortly after, there happening a ve^ fraitful 
feafbm Having fold then for one but ten Modii of<^rn, an^ afterwards 

for the feme price bought thirty, what gains thence had accrued he accounted for to 
the Treafiiry ^ but Vauntiman fuQieciing he had fent lefeathan he had gained, putuih- 
edhim by taking away part of his Eflate. It happened ill, that one Antantius, an 
Aurufpex, was accufed to have been hired toappeafe the Geniur of the Emperour, 
in whefeHoufe fome Papers were found, which railed againft Valentinian as covet- 
ous and cruel: He being hereupon coniulted, (till gave order for f^ere Inquifiti- 
ons: An(\Frontinuf,yfho had been alTiflant upon the Bench to Hyntetit/f, as he 
who waslent betwixt them, was cruelly beaten with Rods, andbanifhed hither into 
Britain:, and himfelf was after ward put to death.

When they were ad- , 
mitred into the Confiftory, Valcnih/iMt denied he had givenanyfiich (evere Orders, 
and cried out tliathe wasabuled^ h\\tEMpraxitts\hQ^^£Uor gently refellcd vvhiit 
Ik ftiidjand by I li^ ftalbnable liberty ofS[H;ccha flop was put to lb direfiil Proceed- 
ings. Y et about the fttme time LoUianus a Y outh, the Son of Lnunpadhts, who had 
iKcn Pi d fC/, w as convided beforc lAoximinus of having copied out a Book of 
Evil AriSjiiorwiihftanding his green years, and by direftion of his Father, appealed to 
the Princ. f but being lent tor to Court, was delivered into, the Hands of P/fc/- 
Lwgius tliL Cuf/Julurif o£ Bcetica,and perilhedby thole of the Hangman. Moreover, 
who afterwards came to be Pr^fiSf of the City, his Bmther Catnenius with 
t\vo others, all ofthtm of dieDegree ofC/./r/^«r/, as guilty offuch a Crime, hadpe- 
rifticil in like manner, had they not been laved by the Intereft of ViUorifius^ who • 
was eltevmed the niofi: inw'ard Friend of M>tximwuf. Neither W'as the other Sex 
exempt from ih. eft' Calamities, .very many of Noble Birth being put to death under 
pretence of Incontiiiency. Amongft thele were moll: eminent C 7 rfr;><« and Flaviu- 
n,t^ w 1.0 being led toc^aih was rtripped ftark naked, lb as (lie 1ml nothing to cover 
thole Parts which Nature would conccaU <>f which Villany the Executioner being 
convict was burnt alive. Be'lides thde P/i/>/i/4ftrand6V/;t7/«f, both Senators, having 
conlclled ihatthcy hadtamjKred wnth Potions; were executed, and the Procurator 
AXc>/;c/a* in like manner was put to dcjith by his Award. Scricus mvX Asioliuf^ ft)r- 
mcrly nicntioncil, by all means he entleaveJUred to induce to accule other perlbns, 
and tor this ruiyx>lehclwoiehe would neither deftroy any by the Sword or by 
Firco and rlv rctore to keep his Oath he killed them by meer ftrokes of Plummets : 
and lying under no fitch Obligation to CumpenQs the Arujpex^ he caulcd him to be 
burnt alive. Growing confident upon his Succeft, and flrrutting in the htilF of his 
Pride, he began to defpilc even Probus himlelft the chief of all the Nobility, who 
juftly leemed to dclcrvc tliat high place he now bore of Prtefe&us Pratorio, This 
was jx-TCcivcd by Aginatius the Vicar of Romc^ who taking it very diftlainftilly 
^laxi/uiuus Olybrius preferred before liimlelfin thcExarainationofCau- 

ft»:,lecrctlyadvertiledPro^/iM- thereof^ andaddcdjtliatifhelorpleaftxl the Coxcomb 
might ealuy be brought down. 

58. Some (aid that Probsts ievttm^Maxi/uinttSy as one now pra£hled in Villany, 

and ingrear favour with the Emperour, lent him the Letter of at the fight 

whereof he was inflamed with an impatient defire of Revenge. Another thing hap- 
pened, which miniftred further matter for his Trouble; Hclpakeagaiiift 

Vieforinus^ w'ho by this time was dead, as one that hadbccnalfiftant to A£zx//i'//«iKr 
in his unwarrantable praftices, and was further lb inconfideratc, 'as to threaten to ftie 
andmolcft Autpfta his Widow, though he had left him a very large Legacy. She 
Ixing afraid of him, for hcrlecurity applied her ftdf to Aftv/ZiVwaf, and to make him 
herfure Friend, pretended her Hustuind had loft him in his Will tj^rcc tlioiiftuid 
pounds of Silver. He (wallowed all Ihe thought to bait him with, and having got 
this Advantage challenged one half of the Inheritance, and not therewith aintcnt 
invented a way whereby ho^might devour the whole Patrimony s and this was by 
marrying his Son to the Daughter of Aucpjfa, though Ihcwas onely the Step-daugh- 
ter of Thisdonc, and liaving more firmly Iccurcd Ills Intereft, headed 

ftill with more rigour and violence, .and lb extravagant were his Proceedings both 
againft poor and rich j as what Aututiof/us tells ils in particular thereof Iccmsalmoft 
incredible* to thole that read *him. But when he was out of his Office, called to 
Court, and advanced to be he was no whit mended by this better 

fortune, \mvA\dnhCch\cf(ibAu/miauus oblervcs) asBafilisksarc wont to do at a di- 
ftance. Atiliis rimeihe Brooms whorew'itli the Senate Houle was Iweptwtreleen to Jf 
blollbm, \.l icliinthe ojfuiionof thofethaCitook notice of it portended, thatfomcof 
vile Extracr iiui.ilvl arrive at the greateft Dignities. Aiidindeed moft of thole that 
executetl live place oftheF 7 r,/r of Ram being no others than the Creatures of A^.^- 
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ximinm^ iftofV horridly abuiM their Power. But of thdfc Urfidnus (hewing more 
' £ivour than was ufual^yct left his Power oSVicat without the ufiwJ Approbation : For 
hcwasde(|n(cd as Cowardly dcferrii^ ofbidineis, and indeed being cautious he in- 
formed the Emperour, and referretitohimtlieCaieofonej^^v and others, that 
were kept in hold (or oommitting Adultery with RnJjtra, one that accul^ of Trca- 
fiMihcr Husband MarcellMf, whohadformoiybeenan A^anr in rehm. After him 
fuccecdcd Simplicitts Howwenfis^ who had bt^aPro&Bor in Grammar, and from 
'that calling became aGounfeUour to and was vc^ (it for his turn, by 

a civil and obliging Cariia§^ concealing the inward cruelty ofhis Nature. And (irll: 
he put to death \tMiall that ruul either committed Adultery with her, or 

been privy to the Crimea after whom weicp«ii(hed many as well innocent as guilty. 
For it you will believe the Hiftorian, inthis Uoudy buftnels he (eemed to contend 
even with Maximntts, and caideavouredtodcmonffrate lumlclf moft adive in de- 
ftroying the Nobility 5 fo as to the other Afts of Burris, Atttatur^ and Phaiarif, there 
appeared nothing wanting but the Bull oSAgrigentum. 

59. Several (uchAfbofCruelty happened 9 buttheCaieof Bumenitft nisAAbie-

Now as unfortunate pcTfons never want matter of Wo, -it happened that one 
ApattAulius, a Slave of Anepfia being enraged that*(accorduig to the cuftom of 
Slaves) his Wife' had been (cc^ged, went by night and acquainted Simplicius how 
matters (food 5 who prelently ^t his Apparitors, and forced thofethat concealed 
themfclves from their Rjeorements. And Abiemts was put to death, as having abu- 
fcd the Body of Anepfia, which (illy Woman cried out with purpofe to (aveher Life^ 
that in the Houfe of Aginutius (he had been pra£ti(cd upon by Magical Arts; Simpli- 
cius hereof advertilcd the Emperour, upon whom Maximinm at that time wak- 
ing, and bearing Agimtius malice for the reafon we have heretofore related, ear- 
nelltly follicited by a ^clcript to order he (hould be put \o death 5 but 

being aware of that Load oflnfemy which would fell upon him, in cafe SimpUcim, 
who was known to be hus Friend and Counicllour, ihould execute the Sentence upon 
aperfonof Patrician Degree, he kept the Precept by hkn for (bme time, conftder- 
ir^whom he (hould truft wkh fo great a piece Sertice. At length (as evil In- 
(hriunents are never wanting to wiwed purpoib) one Doryphorianm a G«^al^el- > 
low impudent even to maon^ it felf^ he found out and procured him die Place 
and Authority of Ficar, to whom he gave the Rc(cript oftK£mpcrouf,and there- 
with Inftmftions how he might beft put kin execution 5 which was by u(ing all ot- 
pedition, for if the lead; delay happened, he affirmed the man would mo(f certainly 
elbipc. He making all haf^to Rome imaginable, when all perfons came to pay 
him their Vilits, little minded them, bring folely intent upon the way and means 
how to compafs the death of Aginatius. Having notice tmt he was at his Houfe in 
the Countrey, he caufed him there to be apprehended, and together with him Ane- 
pjta, to be brougltt .before him by night, as to hear theCaufe^ but upon his entry 
he was laidin Qiains, andlusSlaves, wto had been for this pu^feftarved in prifon, 
were brought forth to accufehinr/, and by Stripes even tom in jpieccs, to conftrain 
them to do it, contrary to what the JUlws indulged in this cafe of Inoontinency. 
Saying what .he would have them^in fuch Agomes, as((Kmed to ulher in no le(i than 
very Death, upon thefe* words was Aginatius condemned, and without bring heard 
. fentenced and executed, thou^ he appealed to thcEmperours j and at the feme 
time Aaepfta received the like Award. And foprofp^red for a time the Villainous 
Projeflsof Maxi minus and his Complices 5 butVei^cance though often (low, yet 
commonly overtakes (iich mercilefe perfons : For Manimims afterward under 
The ill Ends Qratian bearing himfelfwith an(werable Infolence, had his Throat cut by the Hand 
of Juftice. hadthelike end in IUyricum,tajaA.Doryphoriamts bring con- 

ind^ hTs demned and ca(t into prifon, the Emperour fent back into his own Countrey in Gall, 

piiccs. and there commanded him to be tortured to death. 


60. HMtsMaximnus by (everalLaws, as well asfoiifc Hiftorians, is called by the vut proCtfa- 
Name of Maxisnns^ and fthom the Laws this Story cF Ammianus, relating to his 
CmcltieS) receives Confirmation ^ asit on the other fide afifords light to (bme thing 
enafeed by Valentiman, of which otherwife fo fit an Interpretation could not be gi- 
ven. Ammimus tellsusofRe(aipaimadeby the Emperour bpon die malicious Re- 
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Scd.^. . poits of Maximinus ^ and how the firft occifion was given to thefe cruef Ads by the 
bringing ofex^ain Pei-fons into queftion by Chilo and his Wifi; before Olyhrim. 

And xaOlyhrius there is ftill extant an Ediddireded under the Title of 
of the City, whereby may be too cafily evinced the facile humour 
in reference to thofefeveredburfcs.

A Cunning fent to the Empcrolu* their Meflengcrs with a Petition to put a flop to ft. “He” . 

writes to Olyhrius that None fhould be fubjed to Torture, whom either fijrmer ^ 'p^fJ^Jf* 
Ucrcby he Service in the War, or their Birth, or Dignity proteded, without his Confent“ 
fccnis roiiave firft obtained^ except in Cafe of Treafbn, wherein all Perfons he faith 

equal Condition. But if any was Convidcd to have Forged the Emperours Hand “ 

Hinds Q(Aij. there needed no Cunfiiltation of the Prince in that Cafe, except the pcrlbn were* 
ytmimo. ofthe Paldtifies or a Courtier. Here he declares particularly exempt from 

Torture the or old Souldicrs,thc Cm'iales^ and Perfons of Senator}, m Rank, 

befides others atprefcnr lOignified by their Imployments, or the Prince his fiivour.“ 

But he excepts thehigheft Criminals or thofe that were Guilty ofHighTreafon,“ 
who indeed by all Law formerly in Force, forfeited all Privileges granted to other** 
Offenders, as alfodid they who were found guilty of Magic.tl Arts, in the Em-** 
perours Palace, a Crime which thefe times equalled with High Treafbn it felf 5** 
in like manner as in this Law, Fakntimatt conjoias the Counterfeiting of his Hand.** 

And to ftxiak indifferently, by an Edid penned with fo many exceptions, this Em- 
perour feems to havefb gratified the Nobility upon their Petition, as yet to have 
left open a door for the indulging of his cruelty upon all cccafionf. If any one was 
accufed to have Counterfeited his Hand againft liim Maximinus or any other 
might proceed withcJIit any moleftation, and if any perfons privileged by former 
Service, Birth orl^gnity were accufed, he refervedto himfelfpowerof Subjeding 
I them to Torture, upon C^nliiltationj bdides that vaft latitude given to Accufati- 

ons of' Treafbn, which he or his Mirafters might cafily Forge. This our veracity 
obliges ustoqbfervo both concerning the humour of this Emperour, and the Privi- 
leges granted-by former Laws tofevcral forts of jierfbn?, againft Examination by 
Tortiue, ofj/vhich more hereafter. •

the Maratocupreni, Inhabitants of a Town in Syria offiich a Name, near to Apa^ 
mia^ is moft remarkable, who in the Habits of Merchants or Hanorati^ inva ded 
and rifled whole Towns and Villages. None could be provided for their coming, 
fb uncmain was their time and way 5 for as inconftant herein they were as the 
wind, in reference to which fudden and unexpeded Onfets, Ammianus tells us that 
the Saxons, of all Enemies were in thofb ^ys moft dreaded. In like manner, 
as when a Condemned Cnnunal was to be put to death, the Rationalk of the 
Trcafiny with his Apparitors came to the Houfe with their Praco before them, 
founding adifmal Note, and having Executed the party, feized on what was found 
in the Houfe i fo thefe Robbers by Companies having found out their prey, imi- 
tated the Courfe* of Juftice: But having in this manner inriched themfelves, by the 
tlm perours Forces, they were utterly deftroyeo, not one being left alive , and to- 
gether with them all their Children, left having once attained ripenefs of Age, they

^mentioned, being for a great ^^oe banifhed into this Ifland, impatient of reft 
plotted how to deftroy him, as the ondy perlbn that was in a condition to with- 
ftand other mi^hievous De^ns he had in his Head. As opportunity prcfditcd it 
fcl^ by great Promifos he allured both banifhed perfons and Souldicrs, and prepa- 
red them for an Attempt 5 butere the Defign was put in execution, it was^fco- 
vered to the General, who thereupcHi committed VJmine. with fome few of his 
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moft intimate Complices, to Dttlcitius a Dmx in th^ parts, w^i Orders to put 
them to death. But having reafon to be cautious, as he was wman in Military 
Skill fiirpafling all others oihis time, he would not permit any forr^yr Inquifition 
to bemade into theConfpiracy, left terrour ftruck into fomany guilty perfons, 
the tempeftuous Troubles of the Provinces at prdctit well appeal, fhould again 
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the tempeftuous Troubles of the Provinces at prAw well appeafed, Ihould again 
revive. He turned himfelf fkim this bufineis, to the fettling of matters as yet out 
of order, and chiefly to the fortifying of the Borders 5 and having recovered a 
Province which the Enemies had overrun, and reftored it to its former conditi- 
on, upon his motion it had a Govemour of its own appointed, and by the Prince 
his command received the Name of Foloaia. Thtfe Enemies muft be the fame 
Withthofe Ammianus formerly mentioned, viz. thePiSs and Scots^ 'wh.aoiClaH- 
dian the Poet, in his Pancgyrick to Hovonusy the Grandiin of this TheodofittSy ^ 
mentions alfo as beaten, and reftrained by him. The Areansy a fort of men mfti - 1 
tutcxl by the Ancients, being by little and little degenerated, he removed from • 
their Stations, it bring apparent that (induced thereto by great Rewards) they ' 
had, difcoveredfcveral times to the Barbarians wl»t was done or debated by the ; 
Roatan Officers* quite contrary to thedefignof their Inftitution: fVthrir charge 
was to run to and fro, and having made Difeoveryof what the Enam^ was about, 
thereof to advertife the Commanders. After he Iiad with much commendation 
performed this Service, he wasfent for to Court, and (if the Hiftorian flatter not 
his Son) left his Charge with no left Honour) than foonerly had waited on the 
Induf^and Fortunes of Fta^iHsCamfllHs, or Papirins Cmjor. Inde^ Symmachns 
tells hisGrandfon, that forthefe Atchievements both in Britain and Ajfiick^ he had 
Statues ereftedto his Memory 3 but this may be conceived done after the Advance- 
ment of his Family.

63. TheVrar following b^M the CCCLXX ofourLord,hadfor Confuls thetwo 
Emperours Vdwtinian and FiJfowthe tMrdtime, Olybrius ftill continuing PrffiSf 
ofthe City, to whom liiccceded Ampelius ere die Year was out. Olybrinflas Go- 
vcrnmoit was too nuldc and gentle, efpedally confidering the great Luxury and Ef- 
feminatenefs both of Senators and the ordim^foit, which J^miof/us dc^besin 
many wor«|^ His onely ftudy was how fo beCbmplaifinf 5 he was a bitter Enemy to 
Calumniators, Artt im^yod and to the Rapacity of foe Treafory, and 

very upright of Mmfrif in all matters of Jildicature 5 but in 1 ^ declimng years he was 
given alfo to Ijuxury, plcafmg hiiljfelf with Stage-Plays, and addifted to Women 
though in no forbidden way 5 and his Succrilour was much of his humour, for 
though now and then he made fhew of Scverity,and to reform fome particulars rela- 
ting to Taverns and Vifrualling Houfesj yet again hegrc*fe rmi6,and fo did the mote 
harm by his Inoonftancy. As fcldom ever did, Ruine and Defolation fell upon any 
State or Nation, but Vice and Debautbery ufheredthem in; ^ Sothisvery Yearthc 
Saxons fifomtheSea ingreat multitudes fell upon the Borders of foe Empre, where 
they raged with Fire and Sword, mid committed ^grievous Outrages. Agrinft 
them Nannemts a Comesy a goodSouldier, who commanded in thofe Parts, made 
head, but finding himfelf too weak to fuftain the fhock, therewith acquainted the 
Emperour, whofcnt Severus. ^MagiUotr Milihm to hi/affiftancej and he having 
the Command ofa good Army, fo diftrefledand terrified the Enemy before they 
came to fight, to they h^ed peace, which after much debate b^g found conve- 
nient for the Empire, as matters Rood, was atlei^;fo granted them 3 but as they 
were returning toforirown Seats, they were all cut clff by thofe that were fent to 
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wav-lay them, iTioft perfidioufly doubtlefi 5 although Ammamts not able to rarcufe ^ 7 ^ 
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the Crime inth^hole, would do it in part by terming them no better than a Com- 
pany of Thievmnd Robbers. _ 
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64. This Treachery thus well {ucceeding, Valentiman^ who all this Year lay at Tr/- 
cr/, fcrjouflyconfidered how he might beft emb the Inlblcnceofthei 4 Zfe««f»/^ and 
MacrianHs their King, who ever and anon af&onted him by their Inrodes, and not- 
withftanding they were frequently defeated, and re||^cd with great lol^'yet were 
as numerous as if they hacl not ticen touched fe>r many Ages together. At ftngth ‘ 
he refolved to make ule of the Burgundians againfl; them, a warlike Nation, veiy 
populous and terrible to all-their Neighbour& He held private Intelligence with 
their Kings, and by Letters promil^ to pals the BUne with his own forces, and 
allift them in that work thejf thought was too much for thcmfelves alone. They 
willingly accepted of his Alliance, both bccaufe they ima^ned they were defeended 
of old time from ihe Romans^ andbccaufe they liad bitter Contefts with thc-d^c- 
mans^ about SallWits and the Limits of their Countrey. And they were ready at 
the appointedtime but the Emperour being imployed in building Forts, foiled of 
his word, and they lent to him ^t he would come and fetch themolf^ but as to 
this, Dclajswercalfo made, whereat enraged as finding thcmfelves abufed, in great 
wrath they put to the Sword all the Priloners they had taken, and returried into 
their own Countrey. AKingamongftthefe Burgundians was by a general Name 
call^ Hendinas, and was wont to be depofed, if under Wm they had hadillfuccds 
in War, or the Eartbhad not brought foith Fruits in a plentiful manner : Like as 
the JEgypians of old afcribed fuch Accidents to their Governours. Their Chief 
Prieft they called Siirilius^ being for Life, and obnoxious to no luchfevere Laws 
as their Kings were. ^Theodofius then Magiffer Eyuituns made war upon liich of 
the Mensans^ as for fear of that Nation were di^rfcd through Rhatia^ of whom 
lb many ashetook, he font by the Emperours Order into fiafy^ where reedving a 
fertile Countrey about the Po^ they continued Tributaries to the Em{^. 

65. About this time miferable was the Condition of the Province Tripoli in 
cfTripoiis iaz Africkj, partiyiby realbn of the Incurfions of Enenues, and chiefiy through theDe- 
fadcondiuoii. Vill^iy of pretended Friends. The next iieiglibouring Nation to them 

were the Anuviam^ a forM>f Barbarians exceedingly addifted to Rapine, who made 
frequent Inrodes ^ but being perlwadcd or compeUra to be quiet for fome time,more 
vigoroufly than ever rencwca their Hoftilitics upon tins oocafion. There was one 
ofthar Countrymen, Stachao byName,who coming within the Pale plaid 

there iCT^cral pranks, and ventured lb for; as to tamper about betraying of the 
PK)vincc, for which he was apprehended, convifted, and burnt alive. Hereat they 
exclaimed as a molb crudand perfidious Aft, and like tovrilfle Beafts aUran out of 
their Dens to revenge the death of their Friend andKinlman^ which thing happen- . 
cd when the Emperour Jovian was Itill livit^. They were not lb bold as to at- 
tacque Lcptis,aC\ty ftrong bodi in its Walk andnumber of Inhabitants 5 but for 
three d.iys continued in that fiuitfid Countrey about it, where thcykill^ all they 
met with, burnt what ftulF they could not carry away and took prilbner Sil- 
va, oneof the Printates of the Town, who by chance was then with his Family in 
theCbuntrey. Thofeof Leptis concerned (as they had realbn)^at fiidi an Acdacnt, 
RemMi/i the Proteftion of Rnmams , who then was newly promoted to he Contes of 

JSfoto «- but he afufed utterly toftir, except thwVould make large Provifion 

licve ihci’fo- for him, andbcfides fumiih him with four thoul^d Camels for his EIxpeditioa The 
tiiTBarba- poo** pcoplc wcie omazcd at his demand, and declared, that after lb much lols lii- 
rians. ftained by the Barbarians, they were in no condition to make fiidi Preparations, 
which he liavingheard,after forty dayslhufiling anddilfimulgtionrofc up and went 
his way. All their hopes ano alfiftancc fiom him being gone, and the time of the 
General Coundl of foe Province, which vrith them -was Annual, bring now at hand, 
they made choice of Spverus and Flaccianus for their Mclfengers, who with cer- 
tain Golden Images of Viftory, wliich they font to Valentinian, as Congratulato- 
ry upon his Aliumption of foe Government, as we have laid foe Cuftom was, Ihould 
aifo prefent him with ah account of thrir difrrelled Condition. Rontanus the Corns, 

• the Council bring publick, could not but have notice of the Mefi^ defigned, and 
Andi.vhisTn- hc fciitaway in Poft to Rentigius, the MagiSler Officiorunt, his Ojulin (by Craft 
as well as Kindred) todefirethat hc would periuade the Emperour to refer the buli- 
nels to the Ficar,. of AJnek^ and himfelf The Meflengers prefented their Peti^n, 
and oflcredto prove foe Content? thereof which Rmigins in behalf of his Friend 
denied. And thoEmperour not knowing whidi Party to befieve^ foe whole matter 
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was ptit off to confidcration and a further Hearing ; as is ufual in Courts, where there 
is an hurry ofbufinels. 

66. Buti while the ^iftreffed People of 7>//>tf/Af expefted Relief %)m Court, the 
Barbarians encourag^ by the fame Motives as put them out ofheart, came down 
again, and made miierablc wafte in all the Traft belonging to Leptis^ and Oea, a Ci- 
ty placed betwixt it and Sobrato^ from whidi three the Province of Tripoli had 
its Name., They killed fcveral Decuriottes^ and amongft others Ruiiidofms-, who 
, liad bom the Dignity of Pridfthtod, and Nicaj^us an eminent JEdilk^ and no way 
could there be round of Refiftance, becaufe the Charge of the Militia^ which at 
the prayers of the Meffengers had been committed XidRjtridiu the Prefident, was 
lately transferred to Rontams. The noife of this Devaftation flew as far as the Em- 
perour into GaJl^ and lb ftartled him, that he lent away PaHasUus a Tribune and No- 
tary, both to pay the Army of thdir Arrears:, and to bring him a true Inftw- 

inationooncernii]g;thellateof But ftill the A/tSimiamj as ravenous Crea- 

tures which had gotaitafteofBloud, encomaged by allthefeD^ys, renewed their 
Incurfions, and killing thofe that could not by flight avoid them, plundered and 
burnt as forinerly; and neither would leave ftanding any Vines ndr other Trees. 
^ Mychon^ a Citizen of principal note, was caught near the Town, and made his Efcape 

* befere he was bounds but to hide himfclf he fell down into a Pit, and breaking 

one of his Ribs was taken up again by the Barbarians, and led to the Gates, where 
^ he was ranfomedby his Wife,andbeing drawn upby aCord to the topoftheWall, 

died ofhis Bruife after two days. Grown ftill more and moreinlblcnt upon the li- 
lt Barbari- bcity they had got to do wlut they lifted, thwattacqtjed Xe/>r^f,and for eight days 
bwki together continued their Siege ^ but having lomcoftheir number wounded, without 
n?’ any efieft they went away Ibmething difcouraged. The Tdwnfmen at thdr wits 
end, and not hearing what was become of their former Mcfldhgers, lent now other 
two, and Pancratiux^ to inform the En^rour of what they had both fcen 

andlu^red, who coming to C<irfAz^e, and thcrennding>ycwr«xandJ^Atr< 74 »irj-,un- 
derftoodftom them that meirbuftneft was/eferredto the^orr and the Comes: And 
died prcfently after, but the other haftened to the Court witlyas great Jour- 
niesas poffibly they could make. 
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67. But RomapTHs having heard of the coming of Palladius tlic Tri!|une and No- 
tary, whom (as we laid) the Emperour lent with the Souldiers Pay, and to ^ve him In- 
tcll^encehow matters ftood in Africk,-, to fecurc himlelf dealt privately with the Prin- 
cipals of the Army, that the greateft Ihare ofwhat he brought Ihould lie given to him, 
which he readily enough accepted, and went on Ws way to Leptk. There he recei- 
ved themilcrable Complaints of the Inhabitants, and by Erechthius ixaAAriUomenes 
(the chief of the Town) was conduced to fee the lamentable Delblations qf the Cbhn- 
trey, which having bweld he reviled Romams, and threatned fully to inform the 
Empertmr how matters had gone, who thereupon in great fear and wrath affirm- 
ed, tknt he allb would tura.Jrtformer, and pertific the Prince how he being font as 
a Notary of approved Fidelity, had converted the greateft Ihare of the Souldiers 
iiianousPra- Donative to his own private ufe ^ wherewith the Notary being frighted, agreed 
iccs bttvvixt Romautu to conceal all from Valeutimau, whom at his Return he £ilfly inform- 
ed, that they had complained without juft caufe. Hereupon was he font back with 
JovifSHs, 4lie onely’Meflengerleft of the two, for Pancratius was dead at Trier s^ 
that together with the Viatr h^ might hear the Cafe oCthc'Tripdlitaxsii and Va- 
letTtitsian ordered, that Eat^hius and AriStomenes Ihould have iheir Tongues ait 
dut of their H&uls, for havi^ ufed too free Difeourfe, as PaliadtHs had informed. 
The Notary came back to Tripolk in order to the Aflair with the Vicar, which 
Romanus underftanding, font his own Domcftick , and Cacilins his CoimfeUour 
bom in the Province, who lb wrou^t upon the Tpwnlmen either by cheatiiijj 
Language or Bribes, ^if s uncerbun whether) that they utterly denied they had gi- 
ven Order to Jovvsus to lay any Inch thii^ as he had done to the Emperour 5 by 
which the man aftrighted, to feve his Life as he thought, yielded and Imd he had 
lied to him. Vakntinian hearing thus mudifrom PaUadins at his Return, and be- 
ing naturally inclined to Seventy, commanded as principal Contriver, 

and three others as Acceflaries toFalffiood, asallb bUricius the Prefident as aLyar, 
to be put to death. Rnriems, who in lus Relation was accufed alfo to have ufed 
Ibme biting Expreffions, was executed at Sitifis, and the other at Utica, by Sen- 
tence of Crejeens the Vicar. Ftaccianns havii^ hardly efoaped the Fury of the 
Souldiers, when he was heard by. the Vicar and Comes, who cried out that the Tri- 
politans might thank themfelves for not being at firft relieved, was thrown into 
prilbn, and made his Efeape to Rme, where he died. 6d. 
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68. So coniinual milorable Thipol^ ufider its miel Oppreffions, both from 
Fordid and Domcftick Enemies ^ tlunigh Jnfticc it fclf^ which to bewail ^ l/o. 

its Condit ion, kept its Eternal Eye (as our Author words it) Jlill waking, and the 
Bloud of the Mc-liengcrs and the Prelident continued their cries for Revenge, 
which long after came to paG, according to the ulual Saying, that Murder wiU 1 

eiU at lait : For when Palladius was diimilled from his Attendance, anddefritute 
of his ft)rmer Supports of Pride and Confidence, was retired to a Private A,ifi?, and 
Thcodojius was come into Jfrkk. to fiipprefi Firauu^ who was there attempting^-' 
to let up for Sovereigns as he was tatoing a view o£ Romamts His Moveables, 
which he was ordered to do, he found a Letter amongft lus Papers of one Met$~ \ 

ritts with this Inlcription, To his Lord and Patron Romanus ^ and after levcral 
ether matters notliing to the purpofe thefo words were added, PaUadius the fir- 
lorn jaUitesyott^ roho Jaith he is dtjn/i^d fir no other eauje, than fir having lied to tfse 
pjhperourin the cauje (ftheTripohtans, The Letter was font to Court, and Mete- 
rms with all (^d apprehends, who confefled he wrote it, and thereupon Pt^a- 
dius was alfo fentfor, who confiderii^ of how great a Villany he was guilty, elca- 
{Kxl hisKc'epers by night, as they were edebrating a Chrifiian Vigil, and hanged 
himfelf. Encouraged at the Report hereof EreShius and AriUomenes^ who for .. 
fear of having their Tongues cut out hadefeawd and lud themfolve^ came fi)rth, and 
gave an account of the whole matter to Gratian, who (Valent/nian being now 
dead) referred them to Hefierius the Proronjitl, (the Son of Anfintus his School* 
mafter) and Flavtanus the Vicar, who afterward fided with Engenins the Ufurp* 
cr. Ihey heard the 'matter tyith all indifference, and fiibjefting Cncilius to Tor- 
ture, he confeded how by his Arts the Citizens were perfuaded to bdie their Md^ 
fengers 5 and Ren/ign/s afterward died by the Halter, as may beflicwn in its pro- 
per place. This ftorj^fo eminent- for the Variety, acquaints us with the corrupt • 

Inclinations ofthe great ones oftliofe days, and how careful Princes, who fee by , 

other mens Eyes, and hear by thdir Ears^ ought to be, el^cially in matters rela- 
ting nearly to the Safeay of their People^ and to Bloud ; So miferably was f^a- 
lentinian gulled through the Treacheiy of thofe about him, diat bytheTridis of 
Romanus^ aiicythc iaUe Suggeftions of his Magifier Officiorunt^ this very year he 


feems to havtynade an ill-grounded Law upon tWs very occafion : For, there is ex- 
tant an Edift direited to dandins the Proconfil of j^rickjt on the feoond of Fe- ^ ^ ^ 
bruary^m the ConfuKhipof Valentinianus rndnUUmus pner and of whereby it &vtcnut 
is ordained. That if any Meffongers come to Court with improbable orluperfluous 
Requefts, that at their own chaise they be font back with their own Hoiies or 
Carriage-Beafls. For, as we liave belbre obferved, the Meflengers of the Province 
wexe. allowed the ufeof the Curfis publicus, and Princes c\'er pretended to have 
their . Ears open, by free Acads to thdr Complaints; To prev ent all idle Addrefles, 
Falentinian by other Laws had formerly taken care, as having the l^ccrees they 
brought with them firft entered amongft the Records rif the prdinary Judges of 
Provinces then, examined, and reported to the Prince* by the Prafeffns Prntorio. 

But this further Severity with all mobabihty proeg^dod from the Arts ofthe Perfons 
lately mendoned, and their poftewng of lum with Prejudice againft the Meflengers 
fent from the Tripolitans, the Edift bring direried to the Proconfil of duft Pro- ‘ 
vince. • ' ^ 

69. But while they of Tripolk would ^dly h^ve tilled their Lands and could 
not, or rcapedthe Fruits of ^rir own Labours, there were fome in Gall whomigh| 
liavcdone toth the one and the other, and would not, as appears l^an Edift di- 
vedtedto Jovinus, who was now MagiSer Militum in that Countrey ; By this he 6.//t!2o. 
encourages the Veterani, or old Souldiers difiniffed, to till and improve the Lands 
offuchas were abfe-ut and (icgleded them, alforing them they fhould enjoy the 
Profits of their Labours, or tlicFruitsof their own Improvement, without any Rent 
or Allowance made to the Owners, from whom the Law doth not take away the 
Inheritance or Dominion ofthe Grounds themfrives. Two days after the Date of 
this Law he directed another to Olybrius the PrafiH of the City, for Explanation ^ 
ofanEdidt madeby ConSantin'e the Great, (tc/ whom he g^ves the l^eoflusE^i- toribm.>Cod»i 
vine Parent) infeVour of thcDaughters offudi as had been nominated to the Pr^e- 
torjh/p, and died before the iriting forth ofthrir Games, that they (hould be excu- 
fed from any Charee, iffobc they ^d no Brothers.

by thisConftitution, determines againft the Women, contrary to the gcncral»Rule 
of Law, that thofe who (hould not have the Advantage or Honour of a thing, 
ftiould not be Subjeft to the Burthen or Inconvenience, for Sons might execute 
and enjoy the Honour and Dignity of the Pratorpip, but Daughters could not. 

B&tfuch was the Burthen of this Office, that he thought fit thus to order it, and 
Ordain the fame to be pradifed in other Services of this Nature. But to thefam *

(hould not Succeed in his Seniority i which now he Determines in the Negative, 
ordering liini tliatcamc inlaft to take thclaft or inferiour place, the Courie ge- 
nerally ufixl , although a Queftion happened fbmc yeare after concerning ont John, 
who being a Palatine, or theEmperours Phyfician, challenged^he place next to the 
' Chief or Prefident, and (bme were of Opinion, that he ought tb have fuch Seniori- 
ty as he might have had, hadhebcenEleded at fiichtimeas he was entertained in i, 

the Prince his Service 5 but it was determined againft him. In the laft place is ob-

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71^ It was one of the Crimes oT this Age and City, that the Theatres Avere too 
much liauiitcd, and as Ammianus tells us, Olybrim tlic PrafiS himiel^ to whom 3 7 C)* 
this Law is direfted, was guilty of the fame feult therefore as it was a bicmifhto 
all that Studied, or were imployed in ^rave or forious. Matters, as Eccl^afticks, . • ^ 

Judges, and Souldiers, to frequent the Speffac$tla^ fo as pernicious to Learning, he 
forbids it here to his Scholars 5 and moreover all unfhifonableFeaflings,which cither 
by their ler^th, or the time wherein they were ufed, would hinder tRcm from 
their Studies, and create in them ill Habits. , If thefc Rules and Cautions woi^^ % 
not prevail, in fuch a Cafo the Student that demeaned himfHf unworthily, was 
publickly to be beaten, or whipped, expelled the Qty, and l^ngput on Ship v 
board, carried back intOi^ri^, if that was his Country 5 whidithoughHlevcre, 
yet was efteemed no more than requiflte, to refrrain theCorrupt Humour of the 
Times. After this hepreferibes the time they were thereto Study, which he Li- 
mits to the twentieth year of their Age 5 for this was the uliial period of Studies : 
a Boy from the twelfth year to the fourteenth, being fuppofed to Study Grammar 
and Geometry, and afterwards in the Umverfi^, Rhetorick, Phik)(bphy,Ktothe- 
maticks, and the Law, for they Learnt in thofe da^estbe two Languages with 
cafe in their Infency, which we now toil at a longtime^ and yet D/<ir/r/F<i» for- 
merly permitted the Youth o( Arabia^ to Study in the Univerfity of Berytuf, till 
the twenty fifth year of their Age, a longer fpace he would not permit thenji to 
avoid the ImployraentS of their Countries. In the tenth place, he orders thePr^c- 
feS of the City, to admonifh the Cenjhaks^ to whom the Charge of ihcfeSdiolars 
did belong, every Month to exhibat a Catalogue, and Account of them, as what 
they were, and whence they came, and who were to be fiSit back into AJric^ or 
other Provinces, th^ term being already expred^ except they were fiich as be- 
longed to anybody; Company, or Society in Roxne, which in joyed this amongft 
many other Privileges, that their Students could not be fiuced to quit theplacc. 

The laft Rule is, that the Catalogues, or Accounts c^what Students were in R/fwcy 
and what were ready to depart, mould every year be fent up to the Prince him- 
felf; that He Pnding out the Merits and Qm^fications of each, mwht tnakf» ufe of 
them for P/olick Sendee, as he few convenient.

72. Alwut this time Vakux in the Eaft frmnd his Revenue impaired, by the 
neg^ of thofe that wrought in his Mines of Thrace, who, it leans,* not endu- 
ring the burthen impofed upon them, ran away from their vrork.

, or -Catalogue ofthc Perfons concerned) were admitted to the Allowance; (uch

'Whether they did it without, or with the Conlent and l^owfedge of thdr Lords: 

If without, he Condemns them to (erve in Chains, in the Ba^e-Houlethey had fo 
deftauded.

dle. And, whereas thofothat were Merchants, and pay^ the ufual Impoft 
upoir Wares called*Xx^4/ar CdUtio, in cafe they Purchafra Lands belonging to 
* a Corporation, becaule of the faijlln^ft, thought themfelves fteed ftom all Bur- 

thens lying upon the Pofleflbrs of fu^ Lands, he declares on the contra- 
r}', that by ^fon of the laid Lands, they (hall be obnoxious to all the Duties 
relating to the Corporation. Nay funher, it appearing upon Complaint, that 
fevcral Peribnsin A^ick^, with £)e(ign to evadedie faid Duties^ had alpircd after 
the SenatorioH EKgnity, he Command that they be foirced bade to them, except 
they had been made Govemours of Provinces (which yet afterwards he w'ould 
not allow them to be, except they had paiTed through all the imployments of 
the Curia') or cxccpfthey had (ferved in tHe Palace; for (uch having di(chamcdaU 
Duties there, might be of the SenatorianRank, and were freed from thefe Bur- 
thens; or Laftly, except (uch an one had peifed the Services ofthc Field, or after 
finilhing his Military Courie, arrived at thatQ^ity.

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Seft.2. (Me of thofe Mifehiefe that followed upon Preferment of thofe men, who not one- A/X 
ly Ixiin^ commanded, but commanding Armic^ they had great opportunity to in- ^7 o. 
volvctlie Empire in Troublcis, which they vigoroully improved. For, this Law

74. But we may return for feme time into the Eaft, when the Winter of dus /tmiM.Uf, 
year was over. Sapor King of Pe^a having fefficiently provided himlH^ lent an 

Army whidi brake into the Roman Territories. Againliit was oj^fed Trajan a 
Count and Vadomarhu, who had been a Kii^ of the Memansy with a conGdera- 
blc Force, but vdth Orders rather to make a Defenlive than an Offenlive War. 

They TOvemed thendedves aoooiding to thdr Inftru^ns, dedining an Ei^gement 
as mum as polftble, that diey mi^t not be rqnited Breakers of tm Peace, ^ by 
necelfity were ferced to make Ufe of thdr Ain^ and therel^ obtained the Vidh> , 
ry. Yet was it not ib great but the Enemy IHU kejx the Fidd , and feveral ^iv 
milhes afterward happened with vaiious lucoeG^ wherewith the Somer was Ipcm^ 
and then a Truce w^ made byconfent of both Parties.

A Trucetrade tains WCTC (os wc love It fiom Antmiomts') imployed againfl: the Persons ^ yet 
Tviditiiepr/^' Zo^tnus tdls US, th^ Valens himfelf movea Eaftward, but by flow Joumies, be- 
ing imployed ash^went aloi^ in hearing die Mel&ges and Complaiins of the Ci- 
ties, whidi he gratified grandng all juft things ueydeliredi tmt when he came 
to Antioch He ordered his matters rdadng to the War with good caution^ piat 
having wintoi^ inthat Qty, when die SpHng would permit his March, he rono- 
vedto Hiernpolky whence leadii^ his Amw againfl: the Enemy, upon theap*. 
proadi of W/intcr he returned again to the lame Qyartm. Now that he mardicd 
into the Eaftem parts appears feftraendy fiom the Dates of fevoral Laws, which al- ‘ 
lb in Winter fix him at ConSfantsnoph, whatevo- 2 ^mns writes of Antioch, at 
wluch City yet he nnght refide finne rime during his Expe^tion. From ConSlast^ 
tinople he firft removed to f^comediot Imd thoioe to Cyuens, where he fettled a 
matter in controverfie betwixt the ordinary Judges of j^vinoes and their Olfid- 
afs, or Apparitors^ viz. the Princes, Comicularii,CommentarieHfis, Ad/ntores, Nn- 
nterarii, ab ASk, a Zibettk, Excepfores, and the reft finmerly mentioned. It had 
been a great Queltion whether tl^ might appealfimn thdr Ju<^es whpm they fer- appeliatiBHfS 
ved, who being but Annual mi^t impofe very harlh^nditkxisupon them 5 and ^ 
yet without feme Awe there could be no good Goveraicnt of dicte men, who ha- 
dng thdr Places fer Life, would litde regard the Menaces of that peifen, who 
they knew would be out of his Office (hordy, and confequently out of capadty 
to punilh their Nfildemeanours. Valens ther^re tooka middle courfe, dodaring 
Provinces ap- that in Civil matters Appeal Ihould fie, but not ih Criuunal Caufes j fer if th^

75. From Cj/ziens he removed to Cs^ea in Ca^adocia, thcnqc to Antioch, j 

and his next Stage was at Werapdk, where he created feveral Laws : The firft Jm urbuCon 
of them is that fiimous one, wherd^ hereltored to the City of CwtStantimple the 
old Privilege called Jns It^cnm, of which we have alreadylpoken upoi occafion '*♦****'* 
of thefeunding of that Cit}'^. Beiig now intent upon die War fer the filling up 
of his Troops, hcifiiied out an Edift to ModeStus the PrafiSns Prntorio of the 
Eaft; Therein fer encouragement to Thrones or new Soiddiers, and they that i, 6 .itrttm 
let thcmfoith, he dedares, That as Ibcm as they were lifled in the Army, if fer- 
mcrly lubjed: tothe Cenjiu ofTax^ they Ihould thereupon be (hl^iarged 
and thdr Wives alfe after thqr h^ ferved five years j Provided they bad bronght 
than home to their ownhonfis: For although Nkrriage by the Roman Law was 
oivrsHuies accomplilbed by the confent and afi^cxi of the Parties^ yet ferafmuch as there 
about Tii$it:s was to be feme evident fign ahddedarauon thereof moft commonly the leaffing or 
fcuEl conveying of the Woman to die Mans Houfe was taken as oonduding, and in . 

feme cafes it was necdfiuily reqiured ^ liiffidcnt Proc^ being ocherwife wanting, 
and fer prevention of Fraudul^tPia^ceb it bdng eafie to pretend A&ftionai^ 
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Conlcnt. As fi)r the publick BciiccUdion of Marriage in the Cluircli by the hanJi A.D. 

ofPriefts, it was not as yet introduced by any publickLaw^ In the t-cond place ? 7 c 

he declares what lt)rt of men lliall lx; prefented for Tironcx^ not any Stragler or 
old SouUier, but one born and brouj;ht up in tltc Province, one fubjeft to the 
Cef/Jtu^ or one of thole they called Adcnfccntci or Supcrmmraries for as both 
in the Field and in the Palace there were thofc that were in adhial Service, and 
thgll* whoVere near unto it, kept as Probationers from amongd: whom Vacan- 
cies were Itipplied t, fo in like manner in the Provinces, fomc were aftually inrol- 
f ^ led in tltcCede Books, and there were others who were to luccecd them utx>nocr 
cafioa Laftly, he prclcribes t;he manner of fillip up his Troops to be firft Rut 
of the Adcrejeentes of the Army, and ifSupply fufi^mt could not be had thence, 
out of the TiroNCs^ or thofc newly railed or to lx: railed for this purpde, or clfe 
out of the Cetiftt/, or (iichas were cefled, to whom reoourfc (hould be had in the 
laft place, left the publick Revenue miglit be Idlened by freeing lb many that were 
obnoxious to the ordinary Tax. 

76. The Truce being made betwixt the Empire and Per/ta^ thdt King returned 
to Ctcfiphon, there to winter ^ and theEmperour came back to Antioch^ where 

• being out of danger of any Forein Enemy, he was not altogether lb fccurc from flik^n exttrno^ 
domeftickTrealbn. There was one Procopius a tuibukntand reftlels Man, who 
accufcd Aftatolius and Spudajius^ two of the Emperours Servants in the Revenue, 

* of cenljnring againft the Life of Fortunatimus the Comes rei privata^ a trouble- 
fom exafting perfon in hisOffia; : Hcbrin^ the matter before Modeffus the Pr^e- 
je&Ms Pratorio^ who had fuoceedcd Auxomus^ and procures one PaUadius^ an ob- 
fcure Fellow.', as a Sorcerer hired by them, and Heliodorus a Cafter of Nativities, 
im jw- to be put to the Rack. PaUadius to avoid the Torture out. That thefc 
rtLn^' were flight matters, and not wonh the while in comparilbn oH^me other dande- 
nur to ftine Prafticcs, which if they proceedc*d would put all things into confulion , and 1 

fuccced being emamnmed to make the Difcovery, that one FiduSPius^ wlro had bom the 

IS. Office of Prelklait, with one Jrwrfw and 'Pcr^d«j«j, had by fecrAanddeteftablc 

Arts learnt the Name of him who was to iucceed after Faleus. Fh^^liut being 
controlled by the Accufer, confcfled'all, and how he ynthHilarius and P^rititts, 

’ • + two excellent Artifts in E)ivination, had conftilted about that matter, and found 
out, that an Excellent Prince Ihould fucceed, and they themfelvcs come to untime- 
ly ends fi)r their Curiolity. That when th^ conlidered who was beft able to dif- ' 
charge the Sovereign Command, Theodorus fcemed beft to deferve it, who had 
already obtained the fecond Di^ree amongft the Notaries 5 and indeed the Man 
was very remarkable, as defcendedofanandent and noble Family in Gaffy though * 
born in Sidlp, exceedingly well educated, and for hisModefty, Prudence, Huma- 
nity, and Learning, acceptable to all men both high and low, and fcenung to de- 
fervcamuch higher place than that heatprefent pc^Hfcd. FiduSlius ahnofttor- 
.tured to death, declared, tlAt what hehadpredidlcd was made known to Theodo- 
rus fromhimfcU^ by intervention of one Eujmus^ a perfon of great Lcarmng and 
Quality, as having formerly governed AJa as Ficar. Hereuponwas£«y?rw/ com- 
mitted to prifon, and the Emperour bdt^ acquainted with the whole ftory, brea- 
thed nothing but d^sath and horror againft thofc that were confcious of this Pra- 
• ftia*, exafperated by the Flatteries of many about him, particularly of ModeUusy 
who (to fecure himfclf againft the fears of a Succeflbr)omitted nothing oftliat nature 
but made him believe himfclf a clowmfti Jknd ill bred man, though he was as quaint 
inhisExpreiriOnsascvcr was C/Vera, and that the Stars at his&ck would dtfoend 
into his lap. Now was TAcadorwr apprehended at whither he was 

gone ujxjn fome private bufinefi j and from the moft remote parts many Were ha- 
led away Eminent for their Nobility and Imployments j*thc Emperour and hisMini- 
fters giting themfelvcs reft neither day nor nwht’from bloudy Inqui(ition?» The 
publick Prifons could not contain the Multitudes they endeavoured to croud into 
i)S”no- them, neither were private Houfcs enough found fit for their recapt. And now 
ing but Theodorus being detained prifoner in a remote quarter of the Territory,the Trumpets 
began to found (^Ammianus phrafcth it) toBloud and Slaughters. 

77. But he adds, tlut as an Hiftorian, who knowingly omits what had been re- 
ally done, is as much to blame as he that fiagns what wss never done : So he muft 
not deny, neither could it be doubted,but that the Life of Valens was often endai:- 
gerexlby fecretConfpiradesof fome Military Men, whom he had purpolol to expofc 

k to imminent perils in Thrace. As he took his reft ona* intlie Park betw ixt Antioch 

F uudSeleucia, he narrowly efcaped bang murdered hv Salujh one of the Scutariu 
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To which \vc may addc, that Zof.mus accuicththis Tlxodoms of Ambition* and j/j), 
Tam|x.Ting alxnit his future imaginary l’ix:fermciit. fhcTcHirc Ammiumts con- ^ 7 c 
eludes, that he had rcaibn to defend Iiimfelf by all means to which Prudence could 
direft ^ but in this he could nevoi- beexcufed, that in the heat of his Pride and An- ^ 
ger he made no diftindion betwixt the innocent and the guilty s but while there 
was reafon to doubt of the Crime, he was follyrefolvedasto the Puniftiment ^and 
to thofe mifemble people word was brought, that they were condemned bc%c 
they thought themfclves fufjxdfed : So refolutc was he in his bloudy humour,' 
which was cxftimulated by his own Avarice , and of thofe about him , tliat if ^ 
th(»e were but any (hew of Moderation, they branded it as Dulnefi, and pro- \ 
cured the Ruine of many w^lthy Families. To thofe Parafites he gaveconftant 
Accel^ but was not to be come at by others of more confcionablc Principles, and 
was moft angry in a cafe wherein he>(hould have been moft void of paffioiii and 
therefore wkit they whiQicred heprefently concluded and took all for wanted, his 
Pride not permitting him any fober Inquiry. Hence it came to pals under Ihew of 
Mercy that many were fcnt into Bamlhment, and thdr Eftates bong confifcated, 
forc’d all their Lives after to beg their bread. 

78. The and thofe Summates^ to whom, with him, the Cognizance of * 

the Crime was committed, being convened, the Racks, the Plummets, tlic Cords, 
and Rods, were brought fortli, andamongft the ratlings ofChains and Fetters, the 
noifeofHoldhim, Bind him, , and Away with him, was heard, whidi the Serjeants ' 

echoed one to another. After a little, Pndude to the Tragedy, Pergamius^ whom 
(as wefiid) Palladius accufed, when the Judges knew not well in what method 
to proceed, in a large Difcourfe accufed many thoulands as Accelibry, and required 
fevcral to be fent for ^i om the utmoft boundsof the Empire. But it being impolfi- 
ble to prolb^ute ay^^rding to bis Allegations, he was put to death, and many in 
Gumpaniesafter him, wmch done, the main part orr/&cfl6fcr«x came upon the ftage. 

On the feme day it happened, that one who was Comes Tkefaurornm in 

Thrace a litde l^efore, and had been call: into prilbn, bang to be brought forth to 
hjsLxaminaiij^ as he was putting on his Shooes, outofa fenfc ofthcgreatTryal he 
Was novir to j^dergo, became ftupified and fell down dead amongft thofe tliat had 
their Hand^'tfjxMt him. Patricius and Hilarius^ when they were produced, differed 
in their Rt.l4iions, and for that had their fides ftiificiently lanced with Stripes : and 
the Tripos or three footed Engine thcyuled, was produced before tlicm, whereby 
brou^ to the utmoft extremity, they oonfefled the, whole matter. Hilarius firft 
acknowledged, tliat in rcfemblance of that at Delphi, they framed the Tripos of 
Laurel Twigsj tliat bylmptecationsoffecret Verfes, and by many and daily Dances 
being riiually confccratcd,thcy moved it 3 the manner of w^idi Motion, when it 
was to bcconfelted uponany fecret Aflfeir, was this : It was placed in the middlcof 
anHoufe^ which was throughout j-terfumed with Arahian Odours, and thereon was 
neatly fet aCliarger, every way round and made of dfirersMetalk In the utmoft . 

Ring or Compaft thereof were engraven skilfully the four and twenty Letters, fet at 
a diftanoc from each other, lb that certain feaces betwixt them .were predfcly fet 
out; Then one ariayed in white Linen Veltmcnts, having on Linen Stockings, a 
Wreath upon'his Head, and a Branch in his Hand, having by certain formal Charms 
obtained the feyout that Divine Powcr,whidi was the Author and IXrcdor of * 

Diidnation and Foretelling, flood above the {hid 'Tripos, fhokinga Magical Ring 
hanging at a Curtain 5 .which Ring li^^ng by jumps and leaps , with diftant 
paufe between, on certain Letters one after another, which fcemedtolftay and hold 
it, made Hcroick Veifes anfwerablc to the Queftions demanded, and fully compofei 
according to Rythmical Numbers andMeafiircs, like the Verfes of Pj'th'a, or thofe 
of the Oracle of Bronchi da:.* There then as they inquired who was tofuccced the 
prefcntEmperour, for that it was'feid he fhould be every way an Accompliftied Per- 
foil, the Ring as it skipped here and there, quickly made up two Syllables withan- 
otherLctter,^ at wliich one prclcnt cried out, that thereby Theodorus was portend- 
cJ 3 neither was there any ftirther Inquiry made into the bufincC, for they wereve- i*' 
ry well fetisfied that he was the Man. When he had laid open thus the whole ranant, <] 
matter to the Judges, he ad^ed thocwithall, that Theodorus knew nothing of it. 

*!rhen were they' demanded, whether by (igiuftcation of the feme Oracle they fore- miKo AVff. 
knew wliaji Trouble they fhould come to 5 .and they rrolicd in thofe moft known 
Verfis, which declared deftruftion to thofe who fhould fearch into fb fublime mat- 5,^ 
»ers3 and yet witliall that the Furies threatened both the Prince himfelf and us ummL 
his Minifta-s witli Plagues, for tiie avengjng of their Bloud. The Verfes be- 
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ing produced and read, they were ordered to withdraw, by this time almoft dcail A.D. 
withtortures. 5 7 o. 

7*9. Then to clear further the evidence, were produced a great Company of 
the Honor ati^ in the number of whom, lay the depth of theConlpiracy^ but every 
one indeavoured to devolve the burthen from his own flioulders, to the back of 
another^. At length Thodornf was Commanded to who firft applied liim- 

-felf altogether to Intreaties, that the Inquifitors would intercede for his Pardon 5 
but afterward being conftrained to fpeak. further to the point, profollcd that the 
Reaibn why he did notdifeover the whole Praftice to the Emperour, was, for 
that who firft difclofed the matter to hii^ exprefiy forbad him, declaring 

that what (hould come to pals, was not to becnefted through the prevalence of 
any Amlntious Palfion, but by theabfolutenccelfityof Fate. And Enferins^ be- 
ing tortur’d Confefied as muchs yet however, Theodor t/s was Convifted by the 
Evidence of his own Letters, written, though cumungly, to Hilariuf, whereby 
he i^mfied that he did not doubt of the Siioceft, but was at a lols howto find 
out a convenient opportunity , to put the Defign in Execution. They being 
let afide, Eutropins who then Governed with ProconjuUr Power, and pro- 
bably was Aiithour of the Breviary of Roman Hiftory Dedicated to Falens, was 
acculed as Acceflary to the Crime, but was* difinifled, after that Pafiphilns the 
Philofopher, though alljndcavours werculcd, could by no torture be forced to 
Accufe him. But Simonides a young man, who Profellcd alfo Philofophy, could 
not deny but tliat from Fidufiius he had been nwde acquainted with their Prafti- 
ccs, and out of a firm Refolution of mind would not reveal it. Now the whole 
Difcovery being made, the Emperour Conlulted, with one Breath Com- 
manded that alllhould be put to deaths which was ExccuteSy^upon them, to the 
Horrour of Multitudes that beheld the Speftade, all having mat Throats Cut, 
except Simonides^ whom bccaule of his extraordinary Refolutioiv he Command- 
ed to be burnt alive. After him many of all Sorts and Conditio^ like lb many 
Sh€x*p were Butchered, Execution bang firft done, and then thJl Merits of the 
Caule enquired into, lb that the Hangmen were quite ^jent with peir labours, 
firft ofTorturing, and then Killing thefc milerable Creatures. Not long after, 
Maximtff the Philofopher, the greatneft of whole Reputation equalled rasName 
in thofe dayes, having Conftllcd that he heard what had been predifted by the 
Oracle, but out of Refpeft/' to his Profeffion, had concealed it, though he 
alfo fore-told tliat thcConlultors would lofe their lives, was brought home to the 4 
City of Ephejus where he was Bom, and there Beheaded , when he was now 
fick of an Incurable Diftemper^ the Great Mafter of Julian, the kite "Emperour. 

Before this, to allay 'the Envy and EXlplealure of the People, for fiidi Carnage 
as was made, an infinite Number of Books were got tog^er, and burnt in the 
fight of the Judges, as dangprous, and Prohibited, whereas indeed they were foch as 
Treated ofvarious profitable Subje^ as the Liberal Sciences, or the Civil Law. 

80. And together with the Books, perilhed a great man of Law, one Diogenes, emi- 
nent for his Noble Birth, Wit,Eloquence,and mild IXix)fition,whofe only Crime it was • 
that he had a great Eftate, having not long before governed Bithyma. Jilypins, v/ho had 
difchargcd the Offied of Vicar here in Britain,vrzs outed of his Eftate, and lent into Ba- 
nilhment, his Son Hierocles having been maimed by tortures, and hardly elcaped Execu- 
tion. PaUadim the Contriver of all thefe Villanies 4 n the mean time purfued his courfe 5 
and by his Trjeks brought lb many into trouble, that he filled all the Provinces 
with Lamentations. To the end that the very Wives might not have time to bewail 
the milerics of their Husbands, when an Account was taken of the HoulhoUldftuff 
of the Dead, by thefe Officers who did it, there were iSift in, amongft the writings, 
fome Charms or ridiculous Enchantments, which’ broi^ht into Court before thofe 
Judges, who had neither Regard to Law, Religion, norConlaence, thereupon 
they werefcized, and as well young, as old, without any Defence made, were de- 
prived oftheir Eftates, and after all their limbs had )xcn broken by torture,carri- 
ed out in Chairs to Execution. • Hereupon, throughout the Eaftem Provinccs. 

'Ib great a Terror feized upon all forts of Perfons, that they burnt their Libra- 
ries, for they cftccmed themfelves in no better a Condition, than were the Guefts 
of Diotsyjitts the Sicilian Tyrant, over whole Heads, as they late at meat, hecau- 
fed Swords to be hanged m fingle hairs of Horfes. The great Manager of alt 
thofe Intrigues, together with PMadiuf,wasHeliodors», a Pleader ofCaufcs, whom 
they called the Mathematician, a dilfolute infolent fellow, who piefcribcd to ) a- 
kns all liis Metliods, and after oth^ friahtfold Forgeries at length informed a- 
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Seer.?. th.M «rxcdlcnt Couj^e of Cmfith^ Et/fehius^ and Hi/?.///®'/, two Brothers, A.IK 

jiid nearlv Allyed to the Einjx;rour as if they alpired after the Em- ^^* 0 * 

pi.-c i anti withal he added this lie, that Enfibiuf had already provided liimfelf 
ofhiipeml Robes. K/Aw was glad of the Occafion, and however by no means 
c.)uM their Innocencc.be overborn, it fo evidently appeared 5 yipt ftill did he 
make much of the Acculcr, and they were both fent into Exile, and heayy muldb.- 
iij-jXiled on tltem, which they paid^ but (hortly were they recalled, the money 
returned, and the}' reftored to their former Dignities. Yet for all this, the Em*- 
fx r<./ar would fbU proceed, and by many lad Inftanccs fheweil how it fires with a 
J'cot'le, when the pride of a Soveraign Prince is joy tied with fowerneft and fc- 
Tcjity of Nature. 

8 1 . HLlhdorta^ how its uncertain, chanced to die 5 and being to be buried, 
many Ptifons of Quality were Commanded to precede the Corpie^ andamonglf 
others the two late Conjiils , and Brothers but now mentionedi Neither 
could he himfclf for fomc time, by any means be periwaded from being prelent, 
but at lengih being prevailed with, he Commanded the Nobility to go before 
( as the Cultom was ^ not to follow, as the uleisat this day ) on foot, with their 
Heads bare, and Ibmc with their hands folded together : a fit polturc for fiicli 
as had been formerly Cracal with Confular Ornaments, wherewith to Honour 
the Ci.rkalsofa Rafeal, who having firft come toCar/>// 4 lo IcilFifh, whenit hap- 
pened that the Man of the Houle was lick, and rouldnot attend a Caufc he had 
to l e heard in Court, he adventure'* to appear for him. Having heard the Plead- 
ings of tlK)le at thc.Bar, he was tickled with a great defire of becoming Advo- 
cate himlclf and joking this praftice to his other Trade, grew fo Famous, that, 
as Confidence ufu^ffy procures Clients more than skill, he was more imployed 

, than any man, anA though laught at, and Icorned by Ibbcr and iinderftanding 

Pei Ions, yet heiicrided them again,ancl putting onliich aCountenana'asnot to be 
dalhed, he great Wealth, became Advocate of the Treafitry, and obtained 
further Prefi^ent Here Arnttnanuf cannot abftaiii from exclaiming, and 'fal- 
ling very foifl ii|»on Valcns^ for expofing lb many Perfttns of Honour to fb much 
Contempt 5 and further he tells us, that one thing cUe there happened, that made 
, up the Roll of his Virtues. Generally he was fo lavage and unmcrcifiil, tfr-it lie 
was unw illing that death it fclf Ihould put an end to the torments of Condem- 
ned Pci Ions 5 yet there being one EoUetitiawis a Tribune, a fellow of a naugh- 
ty life, Convidt of ripjiing up a Womans Belly alive, and by taking out the un- 
tiptcly Birth, as he words it, of Conlulting therewith, the Infcrnal Mattes^ con- 
cerning the Change of the Imperial Government: out ofrelpedtto their acquain- 
tance and Familiarity, though to tlic Regret of Men of all Ranks and Con- 
ditions, he caulcd tlus Criminal to lx: difinilied, both with fecurity of hislifo, and 
enjoyment of his Eftate and Preft:rment.But Juftice ftij^' watched how, and when, to 
Revenge the death of thelc Innocents, and the Furies as he faith, , inraged by their 
• dcatli, kindled the Flames of Yet in the meantime, milichicfr befell the 

, Provinces of .d/z* upon another occalion. 

82. There was one Fejit/s, Born AtTrcfrtf a man of very mean Parentage, and 
‘riicCrudry a lwom Brother of that bloody MaximinHs formerly menti< 5 ned, who, as Fate VaUfm 
could of .v/S! would have it, going into the Eajl^ firft had thp Government of Syria Commit- 

ted to him, and thence was preferred to be which Office having 

Difeliargcd with fitch mildneft as became him, he arrived at the high Trull ancl 
Imployraent oi' Procfif/Jtd of Afia. All , tlus while, whenhe heard of^tlle Cruel and 
inuillcrable demeanour of Maxiniimts, he made a Ihew of great dillike, but when 'hntiifU non 
he undcrllood how a man lb undeferving, mecrly for fitch Services, was Prefer- 
rd to the Er^fe&Jhip^ he was inflamed with a dclire of Compaliing the like Ho- 
Hour by the lame means 5 and like to a Player, having changed his Habit, prefent- 
ly began to aft another fort of Perlbn, ftill imagining he Ihould be Prafiff in 
a very thortfimc. And lb he beftirred himlclljas to imitate what his Friend had 
tlone at Ro/mc^ A Philolbph'er called Carof/iu^ one of no fmall dclcrt, he killed 
with cxceifive and cruel torments^ for that in a Familiar Letter written by him 
to his ow n Wife,hculcd a form of fpecch which was but provcrbial,and tending to 
caule the Reader or Hearer to give grQiterAttcntion,and receive a greater Imprcffi- 
on ofwhat was wi itten or Imo. A filly old Woman that pretended to Cure Agues 
by a Charm, he put to death, though Ihe had lately Cured his own l>aughter, and 
was lent for to it w'ith hisotyn Knowledge and Conlcnt. There was an Eminent 
liurgcls ofaTown, amongli whole Papers was found the Nativity ofoiic Valefts 
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SciLt.2. wcrc' givcntoriiofe Arts, by Necromancy toi^utre, wliO it was that ihould iuc* 
ceecl him in the Empire : That -after his manner he gave no plain and direfi; An- 
wifBefs\i*ro” fwer, but one vary pWcure and doubtful, 'as that the hfem Name began with four ^ ^ , 
thcCnicity of Letters, 0£oA, and that it was compoundcd. ;Tlie Fimic horoof fo£ir(pread, that 
JliSiEof Emperours Ears, who neither attriWing thin^ we call Cafualtics, hOr , \ 

jrStrcarflbr. referring thc knowledge of things to come, nor the beftowing pfSoeptrc!^ tolthe ■ 

Power of God, whofc Providence ruleth but for&lting the Precepts tlf ^ 

ChriliianKcligion,, which he oolourably prttcnde4 put divers pcrlons to death, who \ 
he imagined might be capable of the ImKiial l^^ity. He diQ^atched out the ^ 
way fuch as were called Th&tdonu^ Tbeodotus^ Theodq^s^ T^lxodidiiSy or the like 5 
in the number of which was one tteodofioli/s aNoUeman, whom he for out of 
Spaif/^ and commanded to be killed. Hereunon many out of fear of their Lives 
changed their Names, wludii at thdr Birth had been given diem by their Parents. 

That Valets was very fevereagainft Divine^ Fortune-tellers, or fodi as caft Nati- 
vities, we are afliirca ^ a Law made by him about this tim^ to the ena^ng of 
. which we may well enough conclude, that theDifeovery la^ly mentioned gave oo- 
A Law of his It isdircftcd to Modejlns the Prd^Sns Pretoria, who (as we fee by Am- f-s. dtjuatif 

exunt again9 mimus) wasimployedinthe.TryalofOfl^ders 5 and it feems to have been no other 
Mathematici- thanthc AnlwertotheConfoltationof him and hisFellow Judges^ in die matter of 
*"*■ Theodorus^EMjirius^pMtroptHs, and Simgmdes the Philofopher, whereby theHifto- , 

rian tellsus hccommandc^ that they (hould all be put K) death. The Edift 
bids the PrafHce of Mathematicians, by whidi is to be underffood, the Art of 
IXvination univcrlal, and not as confined to Genitures. It Inflids no lefi than 
Death upon any who (hould be feaind to exerdle it publickly or privately by day or 
by night, and asv^uronthe Learner as the Teadier, for this reafon, becaufe the ^ 
fault oflearningj^hibited matters is fiiUas great as that of teaching. Yet theSCve- 
rityof this EcU^ conlifis in^ lai^ extentof it \ otherwife itwasever accounted t^prtbiUu 
High Trealbn^y the Rfimof/t, to pry into the Nativity orf'ate of the Empe|;our. 

Tacitus writgl^ that this amongft other Crimes was laid to the chai^ of Lepida^ 
that (he coated the ChalAeaus conoermng the Family of Cafir 5 and Paulus ^idt Unin 
delivers it Law, thatwhofoever confiilts concerning the &fety of the Prince, or vaunami 
deep State-Myfierics, any Mathematidans, thefe they called ArioU^ AAifiices, 
or Vaticinatmsy (hould die for it, together with him that gave the An- 
fiver. 
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85. The following Year, which was the CCCLXXI of our Lord, wherdn Gra- AD, 
tiau the (ixond time and Protms wereConfiils, Valentiman (pent in Gali^ and die 571. 
moft part at Triers ) Vakns mod atCouflaiitiuople^nd (bme part at Aucjfra, The Prse- Gratiauo 
fiH of Rouse was Auspeliusy who had fiiccera^ Olybrius 3 Alodeji/ss was Prsefi- A2. cP* 
£fus Prsetorio of the Probus of Italy, Iffyricusu, and Afric^^ and Vhesrtius ProboCo) 
of GAl. Maxinsiuus was (till the Praj^us Assmn^ and Vicior of the City of 
Rouse'-, and thofecmel Practices thereagainft the Lives ofSenators upon the account 
ofSoFccry, carriedonbyhim and his Agents^ extended to dustime, asmay becob 
rededfromcertmn Laws. Autusiassus writes^ that the Nobility dred out with thole 
perpetual Incmifitions, when every man concaved his own Life in danger, lent a 
Memgeto raleutiuiau, which was carried by who had been Pra^Sl 

of the City, alfidcd by Vensdltss and h/Iisservius to intreat that Punilhments 
might not exceed the quality of Offence^ and Senators might not be expolbl to 
Torture contrary to the Law. Whaithe Melfpngers were admitted into Confi- 
ftory, thcEmpcrour (as we have (een) pretended ignorance of any* (iich Practice, 
and (aid he wasabulcdj till Eupraxius the ^Isuefior by his gendc way of Speech 
conviiKX'd him of other tlqngs. Amongd other matters wliereof the Senate 00m- 
plainecl, it feems one was, that they were forlndden theufe of the Aruf^icina, and 
that they were generally involved in the crimeof Sorcery 5 and they prayed for a 
general Aft of Indulgence and Oblivion to die whole Senate. In anfiver to this he Inin 

iclb them, he cannot grant Indulgence to the whole Senate, Idt he (hould accufe 
thewholci fbraftnuchas Indulgence takes off the Penalty, but not the Infamy of^' 
the Crime 3 but if it wasdeiired forone or two Criminal Petfons of that Order, it 
Ihould not be denied. As for the Aru^iciua, he denies that he reckons either thar£.9.«f( jmi 
or (i)mc other ancient Rites, amongft unlawful Ma^calArtsj and for this heap- 

pi-'als to the Laws made by him inthe Aginning ofhisReign, ofgrantiogfipeeExer* 
cile of Religion to all hisSubjefts; neither doth hedil^wof the ulcofthciin^ia- 
as/y (b it were innocent. But whereas many perfons of Senatorian Rank were accuted as 
guilty of Magick, and they defired to decline the Jurifiliftion of Maxiushsus, as Peu^c: a 
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\vemay wellconjcftiire^ he declares the ’Prifjsc? of the City (in conformiry to A,D. 
other Laws) to be the true and proper Judge of fuch perfoas. And in cafe tlie 7 i. 
n)attcr could not be decided by htin, he retjuires tliat the Parties concerned, witli 
the whole Procefi, betranfinitted to Court to his own hearing 5 by wluciiRcfeiTC 
he cutsoffthc ufual aiftom ofConfultationinfuch difficult cafes, and all hope of the 
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heard by him, and Maximims the Vicar ^ and appealing to the Emperour v.as 
rcferredbackto the Senate, which incurred his ESfpleafure, byinflifting upon him ( ‘ /I' 
no greater punifhment than that of Exile. In the laft place Valejitinian fbrbivis ZtjMfu.'li''' 
Affipcliut to lend for any man out of his own Jurifdidion, or that was abroad in 
the Provinces, which yet the Pra^Sus Prstoriohad liberty to do. 

8<?. To this AmfeUus arc directed fcveral other Cbnftitutions of this fame year, to 
be taken notice ofeitherhereor in another place. ValeptHfrian continued at Trier r 
till about the end of and then by Subferiptions of other Laws we find him at a 

place called Contionaettm^ thought to have been the fime with Gentvangen: For 
Ammianus afliires us, that he had a great care of the Limits of the Empire 5 info- 
much that if any Enemy was difeover^ from the Watch Towers once to ftir, he 
was quickly apprehended. But his principal defirc and aim was, either fccretly or 
by open force to get into his hands macrianns King of the Alkmans^ one who ex- 
ceedingly incommoded the Poman Affairs, as 'jHlian had formerly intercepted T/r- 
domarms. The place of his Abode being difeovered by fome* Fugitives, left ma- 
king a Bridge might caufe an Alarm, he palled his men over the Pkwe by Boats, and 
Scvertis (who had the command of the Infantrj') Ixing font before, when he was 
come at the pilacc called A(ju£ Mattiac£^ out of juftfear he lij^juld be overpower- 
ed by the numbers of the Enemy, made an Alt: The other Troo^being all come 
up, tliey proceeclcd together, w’hen the Moon was rifen, and pofivly might have * 
executed the Defign they were font on, but that the Officers were no way able to 
keep*the common Souldicrs in order, but contrary to thdr c:3^refs Otoimand they 
would burn and fpoil what they met in their way, and by Fire and ^oifo, di^- 
vered their Approach to the Kings Guards, who Impeding what was intended, put 
him into a Cltariot, and conveyed him into a place difficult of Accefe amongft the 
Mountains. The Emperour thc-n difappointed of his hopes, neither by deffiult of 
himfclfnor of his Captains, but the Intemperance of his Souldicrs, (which often coft 
the Remavs very dear) after he had wafted the Enemies Countrey for fifty miles 
upward, returned melancholy to Triers. There he bore his Misfortune (to ufl*^ ' 
the Comparilon of our Writer) as a Lion would do whofe Prey had elcapedhishun-**' 
gry Jaws. But while the AUemans were yet in terror, (for they were frighted 
though not much hurt) he appointed Fraomarius to reign over the Budfiobofttes, a Rigm Fr.:i- 
People inhabiting juft over ajainft Meatz. But Fraomarius found it not worth 
hiswliilc, his fhiall Kingdom being quickly overrun, (orlus Pagus^ as A/f/miavus 
truly terms it) and ther^ore the Emperour font His Majcfty over into Britain with 
the Power of Tribune, ovcrthcRc*gimentof the AUemoffs, which at that time here 
flourifhed, both in ref jx:d of the Number of Men and their Courage. Moreover, to umiam 
Bithefrdas ami Hortiirius^ tw'O princimlmenof the fame Nation, he gave Com- tsmyr. 
mancls, of whom Hortarius was by Florcutius the X>ux of Germauj) convided, w/zeffut’ pl- • 
to have held Intelligence with Mucrianus .“yid others of the Barbarians,and the truth 
being found out by T orture, tvas burait alive. 

87. Such was the Succelsof Valcntinian in the Field, when he endeavoured to 
make thole Prifoners he could not catch. We fuppofe his Defign more jvofperous 
which he now had, for the fatc-kecp’mg of his own Suh^jeds when committed 10 
Prifbn. I’rom Coniionacum^ which layfbmcwhcre betwixt Triers and Mentz^ he 
directed an Edid to Probus the Pr£je£lus Pratorio^ wherein he declared, that the 
fafeCuftody of Prifoners belonged to the Comme/itaricirfis^ one of the Officials of cuh- 
the ordinary Judge, w ho had his name from writing the Commentaries, or keeping 
thcpublickBooksconccrningMalefiidorsandcondemntfd f^erfons, which in old time ' 

was wont to be preferved in the JFjrarium amongft other Records. The Optid * 
wasprindpalMaftcroftheG.iol, but under him the CommcntaricHfis looked to the 
Prifoners, provided them Necefiaries, and gqve an account of their Number and 
the Qualiiicsof their Perfons and Crimes to tlie Judge upon occafion; and he had un- 
der him inoonfidcrablc mean People, whom as we at this day call Keepers and 
Turukeys^ fo they in thofe days termed them Cujiodcs^ and afterward Clavicular:/^ 
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who a'u'i w aril iKcame aPiwcrb fbrthcir Vilcnei'^. SomctitnestlKCW/;/<’//r///vc//,^b- 
^vas v.riploycJ to apprehend Prilbnerfs, when tried he broivrht them to tliehar; and 
(a^ our Clerks of Ad 'Ze) recorded all that happened at their Trial: For all wliich 
Services he had hi > Adjutaiit when the cafe required. But great Milcliiefwas ta- 
ken notice to have folloNved from tliefe deputed to this charge, as Efcape of Prik)ner.s 
becaiiie tl'.cj^ judging thcmielves not to be principally concerned, were negligent in 
their bufincC, wliich provoked Vaicntinian byanEdift, to require the iVi loner fo 
efcaping of the Co»jtuci}i,me»(is himfrlt^ and forbidding his Exculc, or laving the 
blame upon fuch obfrurc Fellows, and that by ho lels than his liiffering the lame Pain 
and Forfeiture which the Criminal himfclf (hould have undergone. But in cafe he 
was forced by fomeneccllaryoccafions from his charge, he liibjctfs the AdjuUwt or 
Deputy, tothclame Penalty, in cafea Prilbner wasmiffing. Atthis timctherc wasa 
Praftice taken notice of in Afikkj, that much tended to the lellcningof the Publick 
Revenue , which was , that fuch as had been made Heirs by the Tcftanicnts 
of their Relations or others, would enter upon thofo Lands tliat were good, 
but refufc to receive the barren or more unfruitful, bccaufe they would not jxiy the 
Tribute or Impofitions due from them. To reform it, Valcntwian by his Rclcript 

direfted to Crefiens the l^icar of that Diocefo, commands, that fuch as had by o>ZkUi 
Teftamcnt left them Lands both good and bad, fhould either take to the whole Iri- 
licriLance,or quit it all. 

88. He was allb about this time informed, that the Nobility or Senatorian Rank 
at Rome was very much dillionourcd by Clandtftinc Marriages ; efpecially by the 
ilmnyrstiw- younger fort of Widows, who being emancipated or difmilled from the Power or 
rorunKank. Authority of their Fathers, were wont to be wrought ufx)n and enticed to Bargains 
oft his nature by foveralpcrfons, who made a Living of making Matches^ by W'hom 
they were chcata?^’ and joyned with mean, beggarly, and every way unfit and un- 
eq Lial men. Typrevent this fi)r the time to come, he wrote to the Senate, an4 gave 
. cxprcls order, ywt no Widow of a Semtorian Family, under the Age of five and /..i-rffiV./; 
twenty, alth^gh (he were emancipattxl, (hould marry again without her Fathers 
confent firftftOtaincd, if he was living. If her Father was dead, the Approkit ion 
of her nextKindred he required, as Severm his Predeceflbr h:id formerly done in 
the Marria^* of Pupils, or thole who had not arrived at Puberty. But whereas it , 
might liappen, that the Humour of tlie Kindred might be unrcafonably averie to 
that of the Woman, or perhaps being to fiiccccd her in her Inheritance, in calc (he 
died without Children, they might out ofdelign oppolc |icr Marriages therefore 
W'hei 1 any dillcrence (b happened betwixt her and her Kindred about her Choice, 

> the niiittcr (hould be determined by the ordinary Judge, who in calc there was an 
•Equality, in Merit and Fitntls in the maiamtcndcd for, was to determine in favour 
ofohe VVidow. This was in conformity to other Laws, winch, when the Mother 
and Kindred cannot agree about the choice of an Husband for a young Maid, re- 
fer it to the Cognizance of the ordinary Judge Governour of the Province. 

As to that prevalent Objedrion, That the next Kindred might hinder the Marriage 
* outofdcfign, he ordains, Tii.atfiichaswTretogain by her death, if (he died with- 
out Children, fhould not intermeddle, but the matter referred to tluile at further 
diftance, who hadno (uchExpedtation. But bclidcs this Cuftom at Rome^ there 
was another thing relating to Marriage, which about this lame rime he thought (itto 
rclbrra; tlie Great, to work (itch Reformation in Manners as was fuit- ♦ 

able to the ftiiftnefsof theChriftianProJeflion, amongft other things earnclFly de- , 
fired to take away theufo of Conctibincs^ wliich that he might, the more calily cf- 
fedf, he encouraged (itch asmadeufo of them and had no lawful wives, to cliange 
them into Wives by lawful Marriage, and making (uch Cliildrcn as they liad by 
them bcfiirc Marriage coiripletely Legitimate. But as he would encourage them by 
this Privilege to marry the Mothers, lb on the other fide he could not but think it 
Policy tt> deter them from living in tkit dillblute condition, by taking from their Na- 
tural Children (for fo were they called) in calc they would not marry their Moilicrs, 
certain Pt ivileges allowed them by the Law f as that in cale there was neither Legitr- 
niatc Children^ Father, Moth(*r, Brother, Siffer, Uncles, or other Kindred, they were 
allowed to inherit. I'his rigour now l \ilattinian thought fit to mitigate, notrel^o- i rff 
ring the (brmer Privilege in full, which he did by an Edidfdircdtcdto" Ampelius Pra- 
f\ J ot the City, ordaining, Tliat if lb lie a man had Legitimate Children, or left a 
1 at her or Mother, and Iiad allb a Coiiaibinc and N.atural Children by her, he might 
kavcthemorheratwelvcthpartofliis Ellate; and in cafe he had none of the faid 
l.egitimaic Relations, of ^ whole ERatc divided into tv/elvehe might leave them f 
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three. This his Brother Valofs at firft did not approve ofj but aftemrard coii- 
firmed for thelakc of theSophift, who having nc\"cr been married, but 

_ had a Son by a Concutnne, when he was now about fixty years old and like to die, 

^ was foUicitous for this his Natural Son, that he might have Vvherewithall to 
live. 

89. Another Law there’s extant oft^ year, in like manner diredted tothis 
peUtff, which acquaints us that theinqui&ions about Sorcery, and the Prolccution 
i^f Senators upon that account, of which too larg^ we have heard from Aftmioaur 
were not yet cealed. Whether it was upon deure of the Senate, and complaint 
apinfl; the Cruelties of lAaximnuf, by one Law before mentioned Puhttinian de- 
oared the Pr 4 efei$ oftheCity to be tlie proper Judge ofSenatore, but frill (asmay 
be guefred) to have a reforve for his own Severity, he ordered him in cafe any diffi- 
culty occurred which he could not detemune, not to confult him, but to lend both . 
the acculed Party and his Proeds to the Court, as we havealteady redted. But with

For there were great Abufes committed bythele Patronages in all Ages, as well in 
that as other rdpedts, yet flill they continued from the time of Romulus. ’VYic firft 
ufcofthemwehave oblervcdout of DioftyfiHsHalfcarttaJpiMs^ in the Hifrcty of the 
Foundation of Rome.

That" 
he was jufrly moved to rdnforce his Troops, for the carryii^ on of ImDcfigns, wc 
fhall fw prefently, when firfr we have ^ven the Reader an account of grievous Com- 
motions which now happened in AJrickj, becaufc we would willingly follow the 
order which Ammiamts in his particular Narrations hath taken without breaking 
rjjcnioffi One Nubel^ a petit Kang, but the mofr potent in Mauritania^ dying, left 
behind hire Sons both legitimate and begotten of Concubines, whereof one called 
y^amma being murdered by hisBrodier Primus^ thisadfgavooriginal to great con- 
tention : For Zamma was much beloved by Romamti the Comes of thofe Ou- 
ters, who refolvcd to omit nothing that might condre^ to a fuU Revenge of his 
lX*ath, but very much follidted die matter in the EmTCrours Court, where his 
Relations endeavoured to render Firmus every way odious to Valentiman. He 
willingly flifieredall the Complaints againfr him to be read j but on the contraiy^ 
whatfoeA'er his Friends alleaged in his behalf was coldly reedvedj for when they 
urged that his Anfwers might be perufod, Remigiue the MagjAler Officiorum, the 
Ally and Friend of Roman us ^ would affirm, that amongfr fb many great and 
weighty Affairs of the Empire, thofe fiivplous and fiiperfluous matters ought not to 
5 interpofe. This bang made known to the Mopr^ hethereupion apprehended that 
his Defence being caft afidc, he might be condemned as an Enemy for Contumad- 
t)us Perfon, and lb at length be lurprized and flain : To prevent which if poffi- 
ble he revolted, and with a Diadem afliimed the Title of King. 

92. It was thought convement to fupprels him before he mould gipw too ftrong^

he pafred the Sea, preventing all noife of Iw coming, and landed at a place called 
Jgilgituf/um, belonging to that Province known by the name of Mauritania Sitifin- 
f.s. There by aeddent he found Romanus, whom, without taxii^ him with any 
Mifdcmeanour,hc font away to put in order the Foreguards, and he being gone into 
that puit of Mauritama called Cafarienjis, hedif^tdied away Gildo theBrodier 
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bf Firamsy who yet continuco in obedience to the Rotnausy toi^cihcr with one 
Maxintufy to apprehend Vincenti$ffy who*' having fcrved as the Deputy of Rofuu- 
ttus^ hadbeen Partaker with him in las Villanies and Rapines. But whcnall his mcif 
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plexed in his thoughts whatcourie to take for his men, that had been acculiomed 
io cold Climates, "and were now oome into an hot Countiey, as alfo what way he 
(hould lead them 5 and he kn^ not well how to manarc his buGne^ with the Ene- 
my^, or any way entrap him, who wasufedtofheto anaGx>, and not . engage but 
infoddenOniets. However Firmm was fore diGfiayed at the coming of 16 emi- 
nent a Captain, and betook himlHf to Intreaties both by Meliengers and Letters, 
craving pardon for what was poft 5 whidi he would not take upon lum to defond, 
but was driven to it by intolerable Injuries, thetrurii ofwhich he would engage to 
make good. Theodofus thot^ht Gt to comply with lum, and promifed him pardon 
uponreediptof Hoftage^ wluch haring dedaied he wait totheMufter oftheFor- 
CCS belo nging to the Oiocefo of at Poftcharia/My where he had appointed 
iheRcndczvouz : There hecheal^ the Minds ofthe Souldiers by good words ao 
commodated to the Exigency of Affidrs, and then returned to Sitifoy now delirous

Refiifing to hearken to what mey dd^ered, after full deliberation he lefolved 
to fall with Ipeed upon the Nations ofthe Tyndenjes and Mafinij^jesy who were 
but meanly armed, and commanded by Majcizel and Dim y two other Brothers 
of Fir mm.

96. Yet did not thisfo mudi difcourage Firm//f, but being again fore pinclied 
by Theodofius^ he fled unto them for foccour a iccondtimcf and" a King 
of thole Trafts, very rich and potent, when the Roman General piudued hitu, 
bore lumlclfvery high and laweily againflhim in his behalf: For he made fi) far 
bold as to confront him, and demand what he was, and what his bufinefs v.as 
there: He anfivered. That he was an Officer of Falcnthfian the Lt>rd of t!ie 
World, lent thither by him to lupprefi a Robber or Thief, whom except hew ould 
^xx.*dily deliver up into liis hands, helhould utterly }>eri(h her with the Nati- 
on he ruled. Igmaz^ yet could not forbear Reviling liim ^ ah..|^away he went in 
very great wrath. The next morning betimes he prefcnted him ^ith the light of 
nrartwenty thoulandmen in a Front, behind whom flood great ‘.^umbers tir Auxi- 
liaries, ana amongfl them were the jFc;^c»/, thoi^h they had prom'lfed the Romans 
alii^ly bothofMenand Viduals. The Romans were a finall Company in com- 
parifon of them, but encouraged by former luccdS, ttxik good heart, and placing 
their Flanks clofe together, fitted their Targets in the lame manner one to another 
and therewith raakir^ a kind of Rampart, flood their ground, and defended them- 
fclves. From morning to night the Fight lafled, and when it grew towards the 
evening Firmns appeared upon a tall Courier, and with a loud voice endeavour- 
ed to perfuade the Romans to deliver up their General, who, he affirmed, ought^ 
to be abhorred by them as a Bloudy Man. And though his words upon Ibmc liad 
no other efieftthan lO provoke tliem the more to fight, yctothci-s thereupon left 
the Field. Therefore when it was dark, and there was no fighting, did Theodofius 
draw off to aCaflle not fiu^diflant, where he muflered his Men, and luch of them 
as Fear and tlic Words of Firmus had caufed to quit their Stations, he punilhed 
fcvcralways, Ibme by aitting off their right hands, and otliers by burning them 
alive. Very careful he was allthe night tolcaue lumfclfagainft the Attempts of the 
Enemy, ofwhomthofe who adventured tofet upon the Camp, he cither forced to re- 
treat, or took them Prifoners. 

97. Thence with hafle he departed, and fell upon the "jejptlenjes by fuch waj s 

as they little expefled, and having utt^ly wafled their Country, by the way of 
Mauritania CafarienHs he returned to Sitifis^ where after great Tortures almijfl 
to death, he caufed to be burnt CaUor and who had been great Aflifl- 

ants to Rjomanus in his Rapines. Not long after he turned his Arms again u|x>nthe 
Ifajienjes^ and at the very firfl made great llaughtcrof them, whicli Ibdilbrdcrcd 
Igmazcn the King, who had not been wont to be beaten, that conlidcring in what 
danger his Affairs flood, and into what niifehief helhould force tlicm if he continu- 
ed < 3 )flinatc, he fecretly withdrew himfdf out of the Army, and liumbly Ixfbught 
Theodojius^ that Ma(il/a^ a principal man amongfl the Mazices^ might come to him. 
By him he held Corrcl^ndencc with him, and advilM h’mi by frequent Skirniilhes to 
tire out his Jfijienjcs^ fo that he might moreealily draw them off fn)mthe Interefl 
of Firmus^ to which they were very much inclined. 'I he General oblervcd liis 
Dir(:flions, and by frequent Alarms fo wearied them, that they ran away man by 
man, and Firmus having lurked here and there, when he conlidcrcd how and whi- 
ther to make his Elca{)e, was flopt and feciired by Igmazcr.

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ter Fortune, hcrefolvcJ to dclpilcthatLife which he could not (ecurc, and there- 
fore Having drunk plenty of Wine, (a courie often tiled by fuch as were rdblvcd 
to lay violent hands upon thcmlelvcs) when his Keepers were £ift allecp, by rca- 
fon they had taken as great a dole, he role from his bed, and creeping on all finir 
found a Cord, which happened to be ready for hbparpof.*, and putting it upon a 
Nail tliat ftuckinthe Wall, therewith he hanged himfd^ to the great grief of 
m^xjcu : Forhelbrrowcd much, tliat hewasdrorived of the glory of carrying 
liim alive to the Romm Camp^ but however relolving to make as mudi advan^ 
rage as the occafion would permit, he laid the Body upon a Camel, and having 
got lafo Condudt by means of Ma^Ua^ went and prdented it to TkcodoJsMf, ha- 
ving (hifted it to a Pack Hurle. The General joyfully received it, and in a Trium- 
phant manner returned to where he was Iblemnly and joyfully received by 

all forts of People.

to meet them b]ukc through the ‘juliah Mfes. But at this time whereof we write, 
they had too great caule of complaint and quarrel. Valentiman from his very firft 
coming to the Government, had burnt with a generous indeed, but extravagant de- 
fire of fortifying tltc Limits of the Empire.

In the mean time Valens had 
notice of his Efeape, and t^ng it for granted ^t he would renounce thcAlliance, 
dilpatched with a thouland Alters and other light am^ men, Darnel and Barzi- 
meres, whereofthefirftborethelXgratyof Comes, and the other held the place of 
Tribune of the ScutarH. Ttwyknew theCountrey very wdl, through which he 
palled altogether a ftranger, and by more compendious ways overtook him, and 
dividingtheir Forces feized upon two Paths lying at three miles diftance, by one of, 
which he was to pafi ; But a Traveller, who coming this way haddifeovered the 
Ambulhcslaid tointtap him, taking anodier crols way, made known to him the 
danger, and lead him through that woody jJace to the common Road, 1 ^ which he 
gotfefcto Armenia, where he was not a little joyfully rccehrod. But Daniel and 
Barzinseres, who hadfocen lent to hunt him, were as mudi loomed dhd derided for 
having thus mifli^oftheirPrej' 5 which lb greatly a&dedthem, that to make Ibmc 
amends for their luppofedSottiftinds or Treachery, they call about how they might 
, Ionic other way deftroy Faros 5 and to this purpole thought beft to make ufc of the 

Credulous Humour of the Lmperour, whom they made to bdievc that he was very 
expert in Incluintments,and knew thereby how to wafte and delnlitate a mans Body 
inlenfibly, which he cafilv applied to his ownPerfon. And h^ruponhe conceived 
implacablemalicetowaraslumi and conliilted daily with them or orficrs how his 
Deftraftion might be brought about, cither in a publick or private manner. At 
laft, private Orders were font to Trajan, who in ^menia commanded the Roman 
Forces, to accomplilh itas wdlashc coulds and he managed the matter with fuch 
cninning, by infinuating himfelf into his Company, frequenting his Table, and by 
prefenting him with kind Letters from Fdens, that he prevails with him to acce^ , 
of a Dinner at his Houfe. An extraordinary Entertainment there was made, no 
want of any thing that might provoke him to eat and drink to lucha pitch, as would

Acoeffion of fo confiderablc a Friend, as before this lie doubted not but Paras 
would prove. But the i^^MvArmy in thefeQ^rters taking more Courage at what 
had happened, he thought it beft to fond one Arfaces on a Mcllage to theEnipe<- 
rour, to perfiiade him to ruine that Armema^ which had been the caufc of fo much 
milc^ie^ or elfoto give way that the L^fiohof Hiheria might not beobforvc<l 
hereafter 9 but the Romm Garrifons removed, and that Ajpaettres^ whom he had 
preforred, might be fiifiered to rrign over the Armenians. To this Vtilcns an- 
Iwcred, that he was refolved to fiand to the laft Agreement, and maintain that 
Treaty to the utmoft. And Sapor made a R^ly, but when Winter was now

^ it with all forts ofHoftiUty, he was circumvented by the Wiles of MeUotaudes, a 

warlike King of that Countrey, and (lain. This Peace thus eftablilhcd, Ammams AmmUn. uhi 
brings ValetJtimm into his Winter Quarters at Triers., and there leaving him vifits^’ '"* 
the (x)urt of his Brother Vala/s in thcEaft, where he finds all out of order.

mi(crably*oppreflfed, and turned out of all they had. So great were the publick Bur- 
tliens, and the Tributes increaled to fo unfuf&rable a proportion, that for fear of 
undergone the extremity of punithment fbrw^t they were not able to j^erfoi nj, 
many perfons of good Quality fled their Countri^ and others were perpetually 
itqjt in Prifon, from wluch they were freed by offering violence tothem(clvcs,theu 
preflure and defjxMtion were fb great, whde Valentiniaa^ grealy of gain, gave 
no great heed to Acculationsof that Nature, notconfidcring or imagining tliem to 
be of near fb great importance as indeed they were, and too late he ibund it. But 
befldes, for what the Pannonians had fiiffered, clamours were now made out ot' 
Clamours out Ep/r0f Upon this occaflon. It had been an andemt cufrom during the Commoii- 
of Epiw, a- wealth, for the Prttvincials^ by their publick Meflengers, to praile and extoll thole 
the Senate, by whom they had been governed^ which cufrom firft had its rife 
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from the Greeks-, who were wont to flatter their Magifrrates. Afterwards the Sc- • 

nate gave no heed to,but difeouraged fuch formal and forced commendations ; and in ^ 

the rime of Nero a Seaatufivjultum was made, forbidding the Governours of Pro- I'-r-’-i- ^ 
vinoes to propofe any fuch matter in the publick Councils of *heir Difrrifrs, and all 
Perfons to undertake fuch meflages. Yet wasthe cufrom renewed, as is'evident from 
fcvcral Authors^ and not only did the Prot/zw/rf/r of their rivvn accord, give this 
Tefrimony, concerning their Girvcmours ; but by this time it was come to tliat 
paC^ that they were of courfe confrrdncd to do it. In this num|x*r were the Peo- 
ple of Epirus^ and they compelled one Jphicles^ a Philolbpher,* to imdcrtakc the 
mefl&ge, who being a Couragious man, when the Emperor took notice of him, and 
demanded whether his Country-men thought well of their Pr^^fif, he anfwered him 
in Greek,-, tlwt they commenaed him, but fore agrinfr their Wills. With thisAn- 
Iwcr Valentimanyfas put into difordcr, and began to fearch narrowly into his Afti- 
ons 5 and inquiring after the Perfons of Quality of that Province, when hc heard 
that one was liang’d, another was fled beyond Sea, another had made away himfellj ' 
and a fourth had been tortured to death, he fell into a mighty rage, being exalpc-

1 1 6. bi reference to the Comy>laints 6f the People of Epirus, there arc two Laws 
frill extartt ; which, though they be afligned, according to their Date, to the preceding 
year in the Chronology, yet are rationally thought W Gothofred to have bcenoc- 
cafionedby thefevery Grievances and Complaints, they are both diredtedto Zo- 
Jimus the Prujideut of New Epirus, in which Office he had fuaceded P-utlwus, and 
faid to have Seen delivered at ApoUonia, a City of that Country, in w'hich was an 
excellent breed of :Hoifos. The firft of thefe Laws fignifies to the laid Zo^,mus, 
“ ThatValeutiniau liadfoit a general Edid; throughout the Provinces, that only one 
Solidus (hould be demandedoy thofc they called ^tratorcs for the trial and ap- 
probation of an Horfc ; and that the Provincials friould obferv'e no other than “ 
one certain Shape, Stature and Age in fuch as tjicy were bound to find for publick “ 
fervicc.

Being fuffidently fcnfiblcto nothing but Death was to be expefted, he 
would havefpoken <ind given order in fome Matters 5 but was hindred by Con- 
vulfionswhidifhewedthemWvcsinamfoft violent Hickough,and various Contorfions 
orwhichhc of his Limb 5 lb to, fuller overcome by the Furyof his Diftemper, which betray- 
ed its Malignity by the Blew Spots wherewith it befpred his Skin, after long 
ftrugling he breathed out his Laft, in the five and fiftieth year of his Age and 
of ffis Reign the twelfth, wluch to compleat he wanted an hundred days.

Blo^ juddaitily guptftg forth. In foch Malignant Fevers as the Spots l>ctraycd His wf v.- .v- 
to be (and probably as Malignant as the Pcftilence wherewith his Army was at this 
very time attufted ) fuch Symptomes as thefc whereof the Hiftorian difeourfeth, 
are frequent enough, extravafation of Kood,lymptomatical Sweats, Hickough, Con- 
’ vulfions audthe like; although Ammianus^ amongft other forts of knowledge to 
' which he affeftedly pretends in his Book, feems little to have underftood that of 
Phyfick. And yet left reafon had a far later Author than he to pretend to it, 
who fpeaking of his End, faith he died of a fudden Effufion of Blood, which he 
makes the fame Difeafe with an Apoplexy ; and .in this Apoplexy, he adds, that 
though he loft liis Voice, yet he Expired in his pcrfcft Senfe or Undcrftaiiding. 

*Hc mrthcr writes that moft Authors affirmed him to have Contrafted this Di- 
fcafc by his great Intemperance in I^et, and yet it is commonly reported that 
his Veins were opened m his extraordinary Paflion , at the Audience ^ven to 
’ the Ambftadors of the ^(uadi ; in particular, Socrates relates, that he fell into 
’ that 
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Scft.2. that Exclamation and Fury , upon lecing the laid Ambailiidours to be of ’ AD. , 
vile and abjeft Condition, and that he demanded whether the reft of the 5 <rr«M- 3 7 5. 

were (iicii men as they. They anfwcrcd that they were^ for he had now 
before himthofcof highelt Quality of that Nation , whereat he was wonderfully 
incenledand brake out intoa vehement Indignation,that the Empire of Ji^wclhould 
have fo ill luck as to fall into his Hands 5 during whole Government lb beg^r- 
ly and bale a fort of Barbarians could nota>ntent themlclves to live quidly with- 
in their own Bounds , but miift Rebell, take Armes, and lb boldly make War 
againft it. He ftrained himlelf fo much in declaiming againft them that , as he 
lays, he opened every Vein in his Body, and brake the Arteries alunder, out of 
which iflucxl fo large a Stream of Blood that he died in the Caftlc commonly 
called Bergitium* 

1 20. His Fathers Name (as we hinted before) was one Gralian, who had the 
Sirnamc of F unarms^ bccaufc he was lb ftrong in his Arms that five Souldicrs could 
not wreft a Rope from him. This Gratian being for his ftrength taken notice of, was 
preferred , and by degrees arole to the Dignity of PreteUor and of Tnlmne, and at 
laft came to be m CaBrenfir in Ajnck}, where bang ful^’dted of Rapine he 
gave over his Imployment, and long after had the lame Command over theiJr////5& 

Army. At length be'mg difmifled without any thing Jaid to his charge, he retur- 
ned to a Private Life, and was afterward heavily fined by Confiaatiuf^ for that du- 
ring the Civil War he was laid to have entertained Magmntius in his Paflage. 
Valentimm his Son hiving the advantage of his Intereft and Repute in the world, 
improved it fufficicntly by his own Merits till he arrived at the higheft L^gnity upon 
Earth 5 and thereto had the opportunity allb of railing his Brother, with whom he 
A (ijortAc- rcigned in |x:rfc6t Concord. In his Government the mft thing he applied himlHf to 
counrofhis was the care and defence of thcBorders, ofthe Forts and Caftlesftanding upon Ri- 
G,>vcrnmcnt. (which he pHndpally attended all his life,) andtoproted Gall from thc.d/- 
lemojtSy who had grown confidait and daring upon the death of Julian^ the Prince 
whom alone they feared after theEmperour Conllam. And his Felicity was fuch, 
that hereinfbnx’d the Army with a very great Supply , and liich was hisluccels in 
building new Forts where there was want, as well as repairing the old, that not an 
Enemy could pals into the Romav Paleundifeovered. He made ufc of induftrious 
* Captains, whomhe rendered luch by his own Induftry ^ and where the Lions Skin 
was too fcant,hc enlarged it by that ofthe Fox. For having aflumed his Son Gra- 
tian^ to the Dignity of Aagujlus, to prevent Competition hecaufed to be made 
- ,3way VnhT^abius the Son of Va^marittf King of the Mcmans^ a yoiuig Man in 
'enc Hower of his Age, whoccafed not to animate his Countrymen againft the Ro- 
mans \ after wliich he gave them a notable Defeat 'at SalktmHvt^ having narrowly 
efeaped being circumvented, and being deftroyed by thoa Having thus cautioufly 
managed his matters againft them, he turned his Arms againft the rage ofthe furious 
Saxons^ whoever ruftied on inalldeQxrrate Enterprizes without fear or wit \ and 
though by Ibmething firaudulent, yet a convenient Stratagem, eafed them of that 
Burthen of Booty whidi they had j^red from the Maritime Trafts. In like manner 
he refeued the Britatts from the Violence and Inroads of th^ Enemio^ of whom ha- 
ving made liich Slaughter, as fcarccly any were permitted to efeape alive, he fettled 
them in their former “Security and Repofe. By the l^e vigorou? courfe of Pro- 
ceeding hefupprclicd l^akntine the Parrnonran Exile, Ix'fore it was well known what 
he was attempting ^ delivered Africl^^ from thofe Mifehieft wherewith it was ftidden- 
ly feized, when Firmus drew the MooriJ!) Nations to revolt 5 and had done the 
lame by lllyricum^ if he liad not been prevented by death firom perfi^fting what he 
was in a fair way to accomplifli. In conclufion it may be feid of him. That though 
he did great things by his Captains, yet many things he didhimfell^ that he was of 
a quick Wit ^ and by his Experience in Military matters fit to manage thegreateft 
Concernments of War, which would have more appeared, could he have taken * 
IfLtcrianus King ofthe Ailemam., as with great indulby he endeavoured to do, af- • 
ter he had efeajxid the hand ofthe Burgundians, (whom he had ftirred up againft 
that People which with great Ibirow he underftood. This is the lummary Account 
Anmianus givesusof his Aftion<^ to which he fubjoyns a Charaftcr Ids nccellary 
than the other 5 for from the general Carri^e of this Prince, fitch as we liave related 
it, he draws the Character 5 but in the lummary Account of his Aftions he gives us 
hints of filch things as he had not deferibed formerly at lai|;e.

• fop Covetoufnds, as to which yet fomc endeavoured to excuft; him, as prompted to 
fome Afrions harih and violent,' by the great Lo&and Chaige foftained by the Em- 
pire in the Wars againflthe Petjiaus^ vmereby theTrcafory had been much exhau- 
fted. * 'l^is . made him both juftly and unjuftly fly upon the Fortunes of his Siibjctfs, 
ondfekotheipEftates into his hands right or wrong, in like manner as AnreUun is 
iatdtobave dt^^ ito recruit the pubUck Coffers, whidi had been dreined dc) hy 
GU/Ae»«(r, and the Calamities of lus time. He. was cnvioiK above meafure, hating 
all that were Eminent for Learning, Riches, Nobility, Valour, and Gayciy in Ap- 
parel i as HadriaTf has Predeoeflbr is (aid to have done. Againft Cowards he would 
mofttetterly inveigh, and yet- (hew too much foar and dejededne^ himfclf upon 
flight occalions^ which Humotir beii^ obierved by- Remigim the Modifier Opcio- 
ruw^ when he perceived him diflurbed and an^ for trivial things, he was wont to 
pretend Intelligence from the Borders fignifying that the Barbarians were up in Arms, 
whereat he would grow as cool, milde, and lerene as ever was Antomntff Piuf. 

When he made choice of Judges, he never wittingly promoted any cruel or ill-prin- 
cipled men, but when it fo happened, he boafted of them as fo many I.ycurgui\ 
and Cnjjii^ termed them the PiBarsofJuftice, and by Letters ftirred them up to the 
greateft leverity againff the frnallcft Offenders^ but never relieved any, though 
overpoweredbynewrfbunjuft a Sentence: Whereas (faith our Author) the very 
end ofGovernment, as wife men have accounted it, is the Profit and Safety of 
obedient Subjefts. , 

Ub Virtues. 122. Thcfe were his Vices according to the Character Ammanw givethofhim, 
who alfi) alloweth lum large Commendations for luch Virtues, as (if all liad been 
anfvvcrable) would have rendered him not inferiour to Trajait nor Marcus Au- 
relius himfclf 1 hefe were great Indulgence, to the Province's, both in eafiiig them 
as ipuch as in hint lay t)fthe Burthen of Tributes, and providing for their Safety by 
tlie building of Towns, and raifing of Forts and Caftlcs in places, where was 
danger of Invafions. A great £xa£tor he was of Military Difcipline, and as to 
that herein onely he erred, that he was exceffivdy fevere to common Souldiers, but 
indulgent to great Officers, againfl whom hewodd not hear any Complaints^ hnd 
. hence proceeded the Commotions both of Britaiu, Afirkk_^ and lUyricum. As to * 

, his Body he was exemplarily chafte, and by his own Example propagated tliat V'lr- 
tuc both in his Court, and where ever clfehe came, there being no Complmms ^f 
Rapes, or any other Mifdemeanors in that lund. To his Kindred he was not indul-^^^ 
gent beyond the publick intereft, either not at all preferring them, or jf he did,'"rei* 
inconfiderable Places, Vakus his Brother excepted, whom in a dangerous pofture of 
Affairs he mifcd tothehigheft Dignity. He was even fcrupulousinbeftowing the 
gr?ateft Offices ; neither in lus time did any man bclongir^to Money govern a Pro- 
vince, nor were any of thefc Iraploy merits fold except it wasattheb^inning of his 
Reign, when many extravagant things were wont to be done, out of hope that a 
new promoted Prince was cither too bufic to take notice, or elfe that he was gene- 
rous, as filch pcrfbns called him, thati3,carclefiiand n(^igentofhisBufinef& As to 
Military matters he was very fagacious 5 forhavir^ bccnaccuftomcdtohardfhip, he 
knew when and where to direft his Souldiers, in ordering offwhoiU he was very cx- 
aft. He wrote ver)'^ handfbmfy, and qpuld toth paint and embofs very well ^ fo that 
we need not wonder he was lb indulgent to Artifts of this Profcffion, as by aiiEdift 
he made not*long before his Dcatliweundcrftandhewas. He was very ingenious in 
finding out new forts of Anns, had an excellent Memory, and Readinefs of Speech 
nigh to Eloquence^ a great Lover of Ncatncfi, and inhisFeaftsand Entertainments 
tevedtobe fplendid,^t not profiife. And Ammianus placcih this as the laft, 

. though not tlieleaft of his Commendations, that in the divcrfi^ of Religions and 
Perfuafions he flood as betwixt both Extremes, neither molefting thofe of the one 
fide nor the other, norby any terrible Edifts forcing thole of other Perfuafions to 
what he dteemed beft, but left all Parties free as»hc found them. Which is to be 
dered in pother place. 

125. With Ammianus other Hiftorians agree in the main of his Commendation.-;. 

. ViHor writes, that he was of a comely Countenance, fubtilc Wit, grave Deportment , 
and moil elegant Speech, though of few words fevere by nature, and vehement in 
tus Severity 5 yet an Enemy to Vice, and cfpccially Covetoufiicfs, upon which he 
animadvert^ with all rigidity, refembling Adrian in all thefe things HcaihL, 
thathe .wasmindful of Ancient Nobility, ingcraous in the Invention of new .Arms, 

and 
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Sed.2. and in making of Statues^ knewkow to (^e himldf of Time, Pl^ and %eedi : AD. 
And in a word, had he elcaped the hands of a Company of un&ithful perlons, to 3 7 5> 
whom hedehvereduplusUnderftanding, to be governed as to £iitbfulCkianoeUors 
and wife; andhadhebeenfervedby Peribnsofridelityand Learning, he had been 
without doubt a com{dcte and exoeuent Prince; In oondufion, all agree diat he was 
of a prefent Countenance and prcmrtionable ^mmetryofhk Limbs oompt^ unto 
Majefty. He died in the Fifty ftfth year of his havine re^ed twelve years

the reft of his Children by JuStina^ a.Lady he married 
(as Socrates writes) while his former was living, upon t^ occafion: 
JhSms her Father, who in the Rrign of Conjiantins fora good while governed 
Picennm, dreamVl that his Right Side was delivered of the Imperial Robe, and this 
Dream he told tofomany, thatat length it came tothat Jealous Emperours Ears^ 
^hoconiefturingthat one bom of him might arrive, or aim at the Sovereignty, 
^....PTOCurea him to be made away. Jtdfina thus bereaved of her Father continued a 
. vugin, and intimccametobe a^uainted withthe Emprels Severa, and with her 
often oonverfed, and grew fofiimiliar, that ihe permitted her t6 ufe the lame Bath 
with her felf, by occafion whereof Severa law and admired her Beauty to ludi a de- 
gree, that (he could not forbear telling her Hufoand 'of it j afBrming, diat in 
that fort of Perfe^ion (he excelled all other Women. That fiink deep into the 
Heart of the Emperour, which feemed ondy to pierce his Ear^ and he deviled 
howhc might eompafi tltis beautiful JnSfina for his Wife, without divorcing Se~ 
vera the Mother of Gratian, whomhe hadafiumedtoa Partidpation oftheLnpe- 
Aftrange rial Dignity but a little before. To this purpofe he made a Law, That all that were 
^*k’^!iuw ^ plcafed might have two Wives apiece, and this he catifed to be prodaimed 
throughout every Cityi which done, he took Jaffina forafecondWi^ and by 
her had Valentinian and his three Daughters, whereoftwodied Virgins, and GaAi 
^otci|e- ^05 after married to Theodoras the Great. But tlus is juftly fiilpeaed for a mere 
Tale, nay there’s litde doubt of its Fallhood, that Law appearing no where, and the 
Teltimony of Hiftory bring lb clear againft it, that it affirms him exceeding chafte ^ 
neither would other Writers liave omitted lb ftrange and extraordinary a Pafiafe. 
But this may fufiice, that this Jajiina was no Virgin w&n he married her, but the Wi- 
dow of the Tyrant if Z^mns may be believed. 

a. The Emperours Bc^ bring duly pr^red to be lent to Cottjiasninople, and 
buried amot^ the* Aagufi, Trouble Irized on all mens Sfnrits, inexneftation what 
fogresit an Accident might produce j and the rather becaufe the Souldiers 

were lulperied, as thofe that never lud kept thrir Fidelity to the deceafed Prince, 
Ixitwereever ready to raifeCotiunotions'Upon ftich occaiions. The Officers there- 
fore inluch ftraits proceeding in a wary courfe, fent for Merehaides their Cran- 
mandcr in the Emperours Name, and as yetalive,to come tothem j who rither lu- 
fpedring the matter ofhimfel^ or lifting it out of the Melfenger, pretended to his 
Souldiers, that h: had Qrderstolcad themtothe BJdne<, thereto oppofethe Incur- 
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(lonsbftlie Barbarians, and, acxx)rding to his Inftructions, he lent out of tlic way 
SebaSfiatt^ a man by his own nature quiet and milde enougli, but in great favour 
with the Military men, and thereupon much to be feared. When he came to Court 
it was rcfolved in Council, that Valcfftimm the Son of the Dcccafed, a Qiil J of 
four years old, (if not rather nine) and at the dilVance of an hundred miles, living 
with his Mother Jufiina in a Village called Mttrorwda^ (hquld be made Empe- 
rqpr. A&ordingly Cereals, the Boys Uncle by the Mothers fide, was lent to fetch 
him, who bringing him in a Litter into the Camp, he was there legally declared for 
Emperour (fofeith Ammiattut) on the fixth day after his Fathers D^th, and named 
Ah^hUms^ in the folemn manner. All men concluded that Gratian would take it 
heinoully (jis wdl he might) that any one (hould be advanced to the Imperial Dig- 
nity without his Confent or Knowledge ^ but they lived very peaceably and lovingly 
together, aifll in this matter he carried himfelf both likea prudent ana good>natur u 
penbn, nay father educated this his young Brother with too much fondne^ and re- 

5. In the mean time a great Terapeft began to gather to an head in the Eaft,which AmmUr. ub. 
occalioning the Death of was foretold by many Prodigies, as our Author be- 
licveth. Amongft them (if any) is remarkable the Oracle found written in a four- 
Iquare Stone in the Walls of Chalcedott^ which were pulled down (as he laith) for 
the building ofa Bath at CofrfiMfHmplc ^ as others write, becaufcthe Chalcedonians 
had reviled Vakus during the Commotions railed by Procopius ; wherein was in 
Greek. Verfc fignified, that whenthofe Stones (hould be lb imployed, a ftout Peo- 
ple through the River Dambius^ the Scythian Countreys and Myfia^ (hould in- 
vade Thrace. Now Socrates hints, that thefe Walls were Woken down (everal 
years before, by Command of Valens, who (ware, Tliat if he overcame Procopis/s 
the Tyrant, he would doit, bccau(bthc Inhabitants of tliat City took his part, (hut 
their Gates againllhimlcl^ and reviled him as he palled by the laid Walls, the Stones 
whereofwcre indeed carried to the Common Baths of Couffantinople, called Con- 
SiaiAianse. Tlien; were found certain Vcrles (he adds) (ignifying. That the Walls 
(hould be taken to the u(e of the Baths, at what time great Plenty of WatcR was 
to be feen in the City ^ and that then infinite Numbers or the Barbarous Nations, in- 
vading the Roman Dominions, (hould wonderfully diftrels the Empire $ but in the 
(ponclu(ion be deftroyed them(elvcs. Accordingly not long after, the Conduit made 
by Vdens jidded great Plenty of Water to the City, and a^thc lame time fevcral 
oftholc Nations to<» up Arms a^inft: the State. Yet (uch as will trouble their 
Heads with tlungs of this nature afmm, that the Oracle might be otherwife inteipret- 
cd, &omCkarchsfs tihe PrxfiB his making a great Pipe mom this Conduit into thc‘“‘ 
Forms oi Theodofisss, c^c 6 . The Plmtifid Pipe, the (locking together of the Peo- 
ple, and the Fcaft held thereupon^ but thde^Circumllanccs and the Knowledge of 
this (uppoled Oracle fell out^fterwards. Wc are further told, that when the Walls 
of ChalcedoH were going to be dcmoli(hcd, the Citizens of ConSfantinople made 
humble fuit to the Emperour, that he would not (b defece that City 5 and the like 
did (uch Biihyfrians, Nicomedians, and Nicaems, as by chance were at Conjianti- 
rtopk at the (amc time : but he remitting nothing of his Choler, took their Suit in 
very evil pait, andthathemight .(asheaHeagcd) keep his Oath, commanded both 
the Wall to be pulled down,and the Foundation (illed up with Pebble Stones ^whence 
came it to paft, that a (lender and contemptible Stnu^rc was afterward raifed upon . 
fo ancient andlubftantial a Foundarion. 

4. But the'Pempeftwhidh fell u^n the Eaftwasrmled by the Hunns, wlio out 
ofgrcedineftafter Booty invaded tlie Empire, and raging with great Cruelty and 
Rapine, pierced atlci^hasferas Achaia. This was a fierce andlavagc People, irt- 
habking that part of Scythia which lay u^n the Ocean, beyond the Fenns otMir^ 
tk. As (bon as born they h^ their Cheeks cut arid man^d, to prevent the growing 
bfHair, and therefore wcreasBeardlcls as Eunuchs, and ugly to behold. But their 
Cbnftituuon was (inn and. robiril, as were their Limbs, and their Shoulders (b large 
and fle(bed, tliat they looked rather like two-fijoted Beafts, or rude and unpoli(hed 
Images of hfen. ^S o nardy were they that they never u(cd Fire, nor drelled any Meat, 
but lived ‘on thcRoots ofHefbs, and(uch Flc(h as was chafed betwixt thrirThi^ 
and the Sides ofth^ Horles. . For Hovils they never Jiad any, but were as avcrlc 
to them astoSepuloinJs feparated’from aimmon ufe^ they wandcrod from place 
to place tlu'0\igh Mountains and Valltyf, as fiom their Infency accuftomed to bear 
thelncommo^rics of Cold and tlui|igcr 5 whicli had fuch InBuenccs upon their Fan- 
dc^ that when they came into other Countries, they would not wilfingly enter 
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within the Walls of any Houle, as thinking thcmlclvcs not lafewhen (hut up and 
covered. Their Qothes were either Linncii, or the Skins of a IbrtofMicc ftitdied 
together, knowing no diftinftion ofTime or Place, or any Change, ib long as they 
could hang on. They wore a crooked fort of Cap ^ with Goats Skins they covered 
their Legs 5 and their Shoos were without any lhape or falluon, which hindered 
their pace, and rendered them unferviceable on Foot 5 but on Horle-)>ack they 
fought nimbly, though in anunfeemly pofturc. Day and night was indi^rentto 
them as to Buying, Selling, Eating, and Drinkings and their Sleep they took up* 
on the Necks of their Horfes. As to their Publick Afiairs, thereof they confolted 
in common, having no King, but living in a tumultuary confuled manner. They 
fought in Parties f()rmed like to Wedges. They begun the Battel with an hideous 
Noilc-j and as in Onfetsthey were quick and luipriling, lb when put to flight their 
Retreat was diforderly, and void of all prudence 5 dieir Purluit mng alio violent, 
furious, and difeompofed, wherein was obliged that they never attacqued the 
Camp of their Enemy. Their Miflile Weapons were made of Bones joyned toge- 
ther andfharpned very artificially 5 hand to hand they made ufe of the Sword, and 
made it a greyt part of their bufinclsto entangle the Legs of thdr Adverlariesboth 
on Foot ancl Horfc-back. They were net'cr to be trufted in time of Truce, break- 
ing all Laws of Natioi^ of Peace and War, as the fit and fury would come upon 
them, for they had ho greater lenle of Right and Wrong than wildc Bcafls 5 and 
were of lb inconftant a numour, that without any Provocation they would fitll out 
with their Friends, and again be reconciled without any Application made to them. 
To no tics of Religion or Superitition were they bound. They were greedy of 
Gold, though they never pierced into the Earth fo far as a Plough : For they wan- 
dered about as ifthey fled from an Enemy, without any Habitation, oonftant Law, 
Rule, or Order, in their Waggtms, where they dwelt with their Wives and Chil- 
dren, whom they therein brought up till time of Puberty 5 fothat none could an- 
fwer if demanded of him, which was the place of hisCqpception, Birth, or j^du- 
cation. 

The A'ani 5* Neighbours to the Huum were the AUtn^ who alfo inliabitcd Scythia bc- 
ih?ir Neigh-;] yond Tanuk^ which River fbjwatcd Eurepc from If we credit Ammianits, 

this People poflefled a vaft DcLit, and from the Mountains had their Name 5 whidi 
^ their continual Conquefts they communicated to the bordering Nations, as the 
P&rfians formerly had done ^ fo that thofc .who went under this common Appellatir 
on, extended toward the Eaft their Halntations as fim as the Amasums^ and into 
J^a to the River Ganges^ wliich taking its courfe through India^ pours forth its 
Streams into the Southern Sea. Like the Scythian NotnoMs they alfo wandered up 
and down without Houles or Agriculture, living onrawFlefiiandMilk, and carry- 
ing their Families in Waggons covered^ver with the Bark of Trees, and ranged to- 
gether in a Figui-c refembling tliat of a City. They were chiefly addicted to the 
breeding of Horfcs, and drovd before them great Herds of Cattcl. And the Soil 
they inhabi^d was very convenient for this fort of Lifo» abounding with good Pa- 
iflurc, and here and there befet with finiitful T rees. On ^t to be fcen they account- 
ed ignoble, as bong from their Youth accuflomed to ride, and being trained up in 
War were in the management of it more prudent^ and thence came it to pali^ that 
the Persons Bang briginally Scythians, were mqre skilful in fightir^. In other re- 
fpedls they were much like the Hnnns^ .for generally they were tall and goodly 
Perfoas, of a terrible A^fl:, their Hair inaining to a Yellow, ri^Eyes quick $ 
they were fivift in Battel bccaule of the Lightnefi of thar Armour i yet Were they of 
a morecultivatcd and dvil Converlaaon thanth^y. Impatient abovcall thingsthey 
were of Reft, taking no plealure but in Wars and Dai^ersi infomuch that they 
efteemed thofe happy who died in the Field, but fuch as wereextinguiflied by Old 
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_ ip their Horfes with the Skins taken dS^from the Heads of the llaia As for 
Religion, not a Tefoplenbr Chapel wasfeen amongfttiiem, as indeed no Roofod 
Houfo^ but a naked Sword after an odd kind of fiilmon ftuck uii^e Ground they 
worfhippedas Mars, and the ProtedoroftheRerions they inhamted. They had 
a ftrangeway of foretelling thmgs to come by Rods, on wfpcl^ thdr Women pradi- 
certainfocret Inchantments. They knew not what Servitude meant, (to wt 
read that theandent Scythians had Slaves) all of them bang teputed as nobly de- 
^ndo^ and in matter of Judicature they made. <^6e of film Jimgeiand Officers as 
were moff Eminent for Atmity in War* 
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Scdh^. 6, Into the Territories of thdc^/rf»^ who were called Tanaites^ an .l wereN i Ldi- 
v>'-v'^ bourstothe Greuthmigi^ did the brc-ik; they Ijxjilcd the Countrey, m.i 

gwat havock of allthings^ and entering into Alliance with fuch as remained ali\ e, - 
TerriflKies joyned them to their B^y, and with grcat Gjnfidt ncc and Celerity fell iiut> the 
*vnuwn*lic I^minions of Ermnrich amoft Martial King, who for his great Perfoimanccs was 
\tbs. become terrible to the Nations adjoyning, but, ftrutk with Conricniation at fo 
ftrange apdunexpede<lanAttemjn, prevented his fiinhcr trouble by a voluntaiT death. 
Vithimres bdi^ advanced into his place, by the Afliftance of Ibme other n/nws he 
had hired, made refiftance for fometime, but after many Lofles received was Uain 
' in fight. Then Ala$he»s and Sajrax, two valiant and experitTic’d Captains, un- 

‘ dertook the Guardianlhip of WsSon Viderich, who yet being ftraitned in time, caft 

ofiTall hopes of Refiflance, and warily came down to Damsittf^ a River running 
through large Champain Countries betwixt JJier and Borj/Uheffes. Tins k ing un- 
derftoodby Athamrich^ Judge or Magiftraie of the Thervingi^ him againlt whom 
Vdem moved war for liaving afiified Procopi/ts^ he refidved to ftand upon his 
Guard, and vigoroufly to defend himfelf in cafe he were invaded, fending out his 
Scouts to dife'over the Motions of thofc Rovers. The Hums fill pefted there W'as a 
great Number of Men, and palling by the Scouts, fell upon him all on a fudden, 

, who having loft fomeofhisSouldiers,tied to the Mountains, and afterward paliing 
fiom the River Gerafus, the Countiy of the TaifUli^wmij Dumibim^ there he rai- 
led a Fortification for his own Defence, when he had efeaped the who 

* were overcliarged with Booty, and thereby rendered incapable of an hafty Pur- 
fuit. However, the Report of this ftrange and ludden Invafion running through - 
TheGetb outthe Other Regions ofthc Nations, they refolvcd by fecking out new 

the!r*wn°™ Seats, to evade the Rage and Fui^’^ of fo Barbarous an Enemy ^ andrefolving up- 
Councreyre- on Thrace^ bothfor tliat it wasafnutfiilCountrey, and from the Trat'ts which thefe* 
Rovers molcfted, feparated by the large Streams of the River Ji/er, under Conduft 
nut. AUvivusiAity feized on the Banks of the Danube, and by their Orators humbly 

bclbughtEtf/f»j they might be received, promifing to live quietly, and to fend lum 
Aid upon any occaiion. 

7 . The firft Rumour of thqfc ftrange Commotions in the Northern Paits ftruck 
all men with Admiration as well as Terror, to hear that lb vaft Multitudes ofBarba-

greater ^rbarians than thcmfelves : And indeed this feemed,as by forae later Chri- 
, * ftiansit isheld, to be one of the Soundings of the Trampet to the Dillblution of 

, the Weftem Empire. Yet fome flattering Courtiers took even hence occafion to 

extoll the good Fortune of the Emperour, who would now be lb furnilhed witlt ' ' 
Souldiers out of Thritcc, that he might by that Eafincnt treafiire up abundance of 
Gold, fpent before this in the making of new Levies s and tlieir Perfuafions were 
Order is Wen ^ that Order was given for Tranlpoitingthefc Goths into that Country, 

by for who lughtandday without any intermiflion came over in fuch Multitudes, that 
their Tranf- ffich as Were appointed to furvcy them could never attain to any certainty of their 
fortaaon. Number. Anrmonus compares them to the Troops of X&xes, and the Companies 
thatmufteredatD^r^iKr, and affirms them fiir more noxious tlian they, in that they 
brought Ruine to the Empire along with them, and fer exceeded the Malignity of 
the Perjtan Armies, which Greece in a manner overcame b,eforc, flic law. 'I’hele 
Swarms of the Northern Barbarpus People he further likens to the thick Clouds of 
burniftg Coals, wWch were wont formerly to iliue out of the Mountain JHlna, 
and at this very fame time intescepted the Light of the Sun 5 and bdidcswhat it 
belched foftfi out of its own Bowels, kindled other new and unnatural Fires, 
by burning all things combuftible within the Limits of the adjoyning and obnoxi- 
ous Countrey. And it fo further happened at this very time of danger and moft 
prefling difficulties, when there was greateft need of skilful and prudent Governours, 

, that the Provinces were Icrved by moft unworthy men, amongft whom of molt 
Eminence were Lup/dnsv and Maximus , he a Comes through Thrace, and this 
. exercizing the Office of a Dux j both equally guilty of Ralhnels and the Ruine 
of their Countrey through their Covetoulhels, wKcrcby they fe-veral ways irrita- 
te this Pcopjjj, till then feifficiently quiet and peaceable. Amongft otlier dilho- 
vok2d*by*M- nourablePrafbccs, when thefe Multitudes were forely pinched with want of Provi- 
f/c/jiOT and lions, and diftrelied by Hunger, they got all the Dogs they could together, and 
Miximuh ’ exchanged them for fo many Men, whom they took for Slaves, and among^ them 
fome ofthe Sons of the chiefeft Perfons. However, fuch was the occafion ofthe Ad- 
million of thefe Barbarous Nations into the Bowels of theEmpirCi a thing of foper*»

Nay, 
fometcUus, that VMns his Defigtr was prudent, if it could have been prolecuted, 
which was, to beftow the Chiklren of both Sexes through divers Provinces of the Em- 
pire, to have thcraasfo many Hoftages forthcTruth and Fidelity of tlicir Parents, 
fills memorable Paflage of the (.jot)>s happened, when Valetts the fifth time and 
Vdloiliniitu the Younger were Confuls, in the COCLXXVI Year ofour Lord,and 
not in the fidlowing Year, as it is crroneoully placed in the Chronicle o£SJiierM/. 
fifili rirnc and J heir Captains were Aininffs and Fritigern. 

tiif oi-n ’-r Captains with their Followers being thus received within the 

were ConfuU. P‘'tlc, not lojtg after Vithrich King of the Qrentknngi^ by the Advice of Alathe- 
/// and Saphrax who governed liim, accompanied by them and Famobi^^ came 
Tin- tlowii to the Bank of lsict\ and by Meflengers difpatcht away in all haftc be- 
forbi'ddtn, (bught the Empcrour that they might aUb be received , with the fame Courteft'. 

This for weighty reafon was denied them , and when the}' conliiltcd what to do 
upon tliis Rcpulfe, Athamrich well remembring how he had affronted Valetts^ by 
prctentling he had fvf^orn never to fbt Foot on Romm Ground , and for that 
Reafbn had forced him to a)mc by Boat into the middle of the River to make 
the Peace, concluding that the Emjjerour rcteined ftill the grudge in his Mind , 
dix'w off his Men to a place that was almoft inacccflible by rcafon of Moun- 
tains and Woods, and thence expelled the Surotata who had there feated them- 
tliemfelvcs. In the mean tiraefiich of the Thervingi as were permitted to pafifhe 
River, wandred upon theCoafts, almoft ttarved, by rcafon of the Cheating tridks 
praftifod againft them by the Raman Officers for • Gain, and Lupicinua percei- 
ving thdr juft fence and indignation, for fcar they (hould Mutiny, font a Party 
of Soldicre jto drive them on ftftcr. The Grenthiingi perceiving th’is to be a con- 
venient time, when the Soldiers were thus imployed, and that the Vcflcls wont 
to ply to and again to hinder their Paflage, were removed, took the opportunity, 
and got over by Boats patched together as well as they could out of hand, and 
^uc down at a good diftance from Fritigern , who being a Cunning Man, that 
he might libt give any Caufo offiifpition to the Romans^ and yet not want the 
Afliftance of the other Kings upon occafion, marched flowly towards Marciano- 
ple. Tlicre foil out a milchaiice which added Oylc to^thc former Flame. Lupicf» 
ntts having invited Alaroivm and Fritigern to Dinner^ left the ordinary fort of 
Barbarians (hould preft upon him for Viftuals, he ordered a Guard of Soldiers to 
keep them off from the Gates of the Town, whither they defired they might be 
admitted as Friends, to provide them Ncccflaries. Bdng thus RcpuKca, they 
came toontragious worIs with the Inhabitants, and from words toBlowcs, fothat 
the Goths foil ii|x>nthe Party that was appointed to watch the Gates, kill^them, 
and dripped them when (lain. iMpiciwts herewith acquainted, in the nydft of 
their merriment, caufed all the Attaidanti Which waited on the twoGuefts to lie 
ftraightvvay knocked on the Head} the Report ’'whereof Hying to **:ho(e without 
I he Walls, drove them into a Rage , as concluding that their Kings (hould be 
detained Prifoners. 'fliis Fritigern cameftlyprclling, and fearing indeed that he 
(hould be detained as an Hoftage, allcagcd it wasnccdi^ry he (hould go, to quiet 
their mindes and allay their Fury. TOth he and his Companion got away, the 
Roman General being now bi^tted with Wine , and were lecdved with great’ 
Joy, as utterly unexpefted 5 and to improve the Advantage thence obtained, 
ihcy fell into Confultation how they nught beft raife a War and Revenge 
thcmfelvcs. 

Mid all agree c>. The wholc Nation of thelhervingi upon information of what had happen- 
tile'° vehemently bent the lame way, and with Banners dilplayed, fell pre- 

C'x.untry and (cntly upon the Countries,which they Pillaged and wafted with Fire and Sword. Zjs- 
dtfeae pidmff in a I'umultuary manner marched out, to widiftand fb dangerous a begin- 
ning, but with fo ill Succefs, that Incamping himl^f at twelve Miles diftance fixim the 
City, hewasby afuddenAttacqueof the Enemy defeated, and forced to Hye for 
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Se^^. his Life, moft of his Men being Cut off together with their 'riibuncs , winch A.r. 

Accident, carried this greater milchief along with it, tliat the Barbaiians were 37^. 
hereby iumifhed with Armes, and made now havock of all things with- 

out ControUp When had notice of thefe dangerous Motions of the 
he was much diftraffed in his Thoughts what Couifeto taltc. He lent away with 
(peed ViSor the Magiji^ Eqititum , to Compolc Matters as l.e could with the 
Pctjtoffj^ about Armenia, Re(blving then to quit Antioch^ where he had made his 
Abode a&uta year, andgotoC4*^4»//w/>/e to be nearer at Hand^ he lent before, 
two of his Captains , Projuturus and Trajan^ Men more Ambitious than able for 
Bulinels, who comity to the place, w'hercas the Cafe required, that they (hould 
by way 'of Stratagem and Surprize, Cut off and dinunith fo great Multitudes as 
now imed both the Mountains and Champion ^ they ofpofed againff them the 
Legions drawn out of which indeed were Valiant enough, but utterly 

unable to grapple with (uch vaft numben> of Men. They forced the Enemy be- 
yond the Mountain Hamus^ and there (cn/ing on the Straits and cragged Rocks, 
refolvedto fhut them up, and deftroy them by Famine^ or at Icall fo long to 
keep them ptmt up, till Frigcride could Arrive with the Panmmatt and Tranj tl- 
pine Auxiliaries, which, at the requeft of Valens^ Qratian ordered to their Alft- 
ffance. KuARichomei'cs^ who at that time was Xu&Comss Do/ncjiireraw ^ he com- 
manded to haften out of GaU into Thrace^ upon the fame Erraitd. But bs the 
Endeavours,as was reported,of Merobaudes^ Richomeres his droops forfook him fi)r 
the moft part, that the Borders of Gall might not be deftitiitc and expofed ^ lo 
that he joyned indeed, with Profuturm and Trajan^ but to little Eftoft, for Fr/- 
geridevfas feized with the Gout 5 or clfe, as his 111 -willcrs talked, Counterfeited 
himielf ftek, and ftaid bdiind. 

10. Such were the L^lappointments, as to Relief out of the and for 

the E^ern Parts, we muft not forget, that at the very firlk when the Rumour 
of the motions of the Thervingi^ came to the Elares of P^dens , he ordered a Par- 
ty of Goths vifhKh under Conduft of Sueridtts and Colias had Ixjen long before re- 
ceived and appointed to Quarter about Adrianople^ (jx«dily to remove toward 
the HeUeJpotrt. But they conlidcring what would make moft for their intcreft, 
required Provifions for their journey, and two days Refpitc, whereat the Magi- 
ftrate or Duumvir of that City was very much moved, as incenfed againft them 
for having wafted the Country ad)oyning , and he ftirred up the Common 
fort fo much, together with the Fabricenjes or thofe belonging to the Forges, 
of which, there was there a great Multitude, that they all gathered together, threat- 
ning to deftroy them uponRefufel to depart, Tlic Gotbs at hrft were amazed, 
and ftirred not, till provoked both by opprobrious Language and thc^MiflilcWea'f 
pons^ they tlicn fell Ujponthem, killed many, put the reft to Flight, and in the 
Roman Habit (having ftripped the (lain) went andjoyned themlelves with Friti- 
gem^ and with him laid^iege to the City, But Fritigern^ knowing bis People 
unexperienced as to Seges, perlwadedthem to remove (allcaging^fot he had no 
Quard with Walls) and to Plunder the wealthy andfruicfiil Province 5 for there 
tliey (hould (ind no Oppolkion. Leaving a ftrffident power to block up the Town, 

They Wock all over Thrace^ where they could get moft Booty, their numbers he- 
ap ing dafly increafed by thofo of thrir Nation, who having been formerly fold 

• by Mer^ants, or others, for moriels of Bread, now flocked in to them. Many 
ajfo who had Skill in Mines, of which there were plenty in Thrace , accompanied 
them for getting of Gold, notable, or not willing, to l^r the ufual Impolliiom:, 
and the gladly entertained them for the Difeveiy of the fecrct places int'ui 

Country whither of Wealth had retired. Now, without any dificrence of 
' Sex or Age, did thele Barbarians rage agmnft the Perfons;, as well as Goods of the 
Andcrueif niiferablc inliabitants^ the fucking Children were fnatched from thcBreafts of their 
ngcNb^h-. Mofliers, the Infents killed, and the Mothers abufed, after they' had feen their 
outT^ht u * Husbands Butchered b^re their feces 5 thole of puberty were haled over the dead 
Bodies of their Parents into Slavery, and the <^dMen, in vain complaining, that 
they had already lived too long, were compelled^ quit their flaming Houfes, and 
follow with their Hands bound behind them. 


II, But Prufuturm afnd Trajmtto whom Richomeres had joyned Iiimfeh^ that it 
mi^t not be laid they would do nothing, moved toward a place called Sidices 
near to which, lay a vaft Body of the Gofhs^ tlw pofture of whom they obfer- 
ved, as they were inclofed with their Waggons, and expefted when they would 
(iff, that tliey might fell upon their Rear, promifing tlKmielves much SuccdS in

other Avay, ft) tliat the Barbarians kept their Poft, and by Signes gave notice to all 3 7 
their Straglers to return to the Camp ^ where being Arrived, lihclb many Wilde 
Beafts ujx)!! the Prey, they raged to be led out againft the Ro/ua/rs^ who wdl < 
enough perceived the difanvantage they were in, both in refpt ft of their Numbers 
and the Folly of their Comraanoers h however, anirriateef by the goodneis of their 
C.'aule, That Night they palled withtmt Sleep on 'both Sides, and the Day fol- 
lowing came toaBloudy Battel, The Barbarians, having firft takenthe''C)ath af^ 
ter their manner, indeavouredtobccome Matters of the upper Ground, but in this 
matter the Ronuns were as cunning as they , and fo Rclblutc and Couragious, that 
Night alone could put an end to the Controverly, in which many of them fell, 
as over|x)wcred by Numbers. The better fort , as they could, they gathered up x*. 

and Buried; and all the reft were left to be devoured by Fowles, which then had 
but too plentiful Fare, as appeared by the Bones they left, with which thefo 
f ields were covered a long time after.* The Rjamans drew off towards 
M>i k. The Goths fi>r foven days following, kept themfelves amongtt their Cari- 
ages, not daring to look out , which opportunity the other taking. Blocked up 
aiiotlier Party of them in the Straits of where they hoped they might 

peiilh with hunger, for on the other fide they were doled by the if/cr and Cfe- 
lei ts, >vtthin a Country dettitute of Neccllaries; all Provifions being i^moved in- 
to ftrong Townes and fenced places, which how to Attacque or become 
Matters otj they knew them to have neither Skill nor Powder. Thefo things thus ' 
perfoi'ined, Richomrey w ent back into Gall^ to fetch, as was hoped, greater Sup- 
plies of Men, for fo mighty a work as evidently now W'as Cut out for them. ^ 

But this was when Grutian the fourth time was Cottjitl , together with Meroban- . 

elcs^ anti Autumn now approached, as Ammiant/s tells us in fo many words. 

12 . /^//tw his Fares bang perjxjtually filled with the Noifeof ^'laughters, Pil- 
Jagingsand Burnings, font away Satun/r/ms with theHorfo, to the Relief of Pro- 
futurussLud Trujan. But at the fomc time it hapned that all things ncccflary for Autumnum 
Suttenance being confumed, through the Tradts of Scythia and MicJiiL, die Bar- 
barians of thole parts alllb were in great Difordcr. C)fren they endeavoured to 
break their Bounds, but ttill by the Refolution of the Roman Forces were Repul- 
led, till driven by extream Neceflity, they allured by promifos of vatt Booty, a * 

number t)f Hunns and Alans to joyn with them. Satuminus was now at Hand, 
imploying himfolf in difpofing matters relating to the Garrilbns and Stations of 
thefo Borders; but perceiving the vatt Swarmes of thefo People could not be di- 
verted by him and the few he had with him; but tliatthey mutt be ovcrwhelm- 
trd, as by a more violent Inundation of Waters, the more they endeavoured to 
ftopthe Current, he made a fair Retreat. And now upon Removal of the Sol- 
diers, a Vent being given, ttraitway like a mighty Flood, they bore down all be- 
fore them, and fpreading themfelves throughout the Qr>atts of Thrace^ as for as 
from Ricr to^hodope and theStreights; with Rapines, Slaughters,Blood, and Fire, 
the inllaving of all they thought fit not to difinils out of their milerablc thraldome, 
and l]X)yling of all things , they gratified their Ravenous Appetites: In this 
manner they proceeded as for as a place called Dibaltum^ where they found 
Barzimeres Tribune of the ScutariJ encamped with his Legion, togetha: with the 
Cornuti and leveral other Parties of Foot ; a Perfoii very well skilled in matters of 
War. He well enough knowing the Danger he ^as in, refolvcd with his Men 
wedged as clofo together as could be, to Drake through them; and in the Attempt 
lb well behaved liimlelfi tliathe had efcaped, but tliat, when hewastiow wearied 
and dilablcd any more to n\aintain the Fight, he was furrounded with Horfo*, and Cut 
in pieces, yet not widiouta great Slaughter firtt made of the Enemy, which by the 
v.aftnefi of their Numbers was Concealed. Incouraged by this Succels, more than 
they liad reafon, they went on hunting after Frigeride, who by Order of Gra~ 

Z/j// was come into Thrace^ and had taken up a Pott near to Berea. But he ' 
who was lufliciently knowing how to avoid dangers and preferveanArmy,withdrew 
himfolf out of the way into lUyricum through Mountainous and Woody places, 
and in his Retreat was much Elevated by a notable Adventtue. He light upon 
Farnohius^ one of the Captains of the Gotks-> who then Headed the People called 
Taiftli wliichhad joyned themfelves alfo to his Nation, having pallbl the River, 
when the ^man Guards out of Fear were difperfed, as defirous to Share in the 
Adventure made now by all thefo Northern People. Perceiving he could make 
lus Party good if hegraplcdwith thefo Rovers; he fet upon them, killed Famo- 
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hius^ and with him had (b treated all the reft, but that he was induced tb Mercy, 
by the miierable Cries they made for Quarter. He took them all alive, none elca- 
ping, 'and beftowedthem in Jtalji, about Muthta^ Regium and Parma^ to Till the 
Grounds. This Nation, as the Hiftorian tells us, was In&mous for Sodomy 5 it 
being their Cuftomc to abufo Boys that were Arrived at Puberty, who had no 
way toKedeemthemfelves from that filthy fort of Slavery, but by killing a Wilde 
Boar, dfo a Bear, with their own Hands $ a Service performed to the Pub- 
lick. 

13 . In tlus manner was miforable Thrace afflided, when it grew towards Win- 
ter^ and about the fiime time, other Northern Parts of the Emjarc had their (hare 
in the publick Calamity, occafioned by the Lentienjes^ a Nation of the Allematrs 
ndghbouring to Rketia^ which broke die League, and invaded the Roman Terri- 
tories upon thisOccafion. There was one of their Countrymen, who being of 
the Emperours Guard, and havii^ occafign to return home, when fcveral asked 
liiniwhatNewcs at Court? Told them, that Gratian was font for by his Unde 
Valens^ to hdp him to rcpdl thofe Northern People, which had con(i>ircd againft 
the Peace of the Empire^ and tliat Qjecdily he would let forward to the Eaft. 

They were Joyful Men at the Report, being as greedy of Booty and Spoil, as any 
of the rell^ and in the Month of February^ when the Rhine was Frozen, took 
the Opportunity, and fell of fpoiling the Country, till flopped by the Petulantes 
and Ce//<e, who making Head againft them, drove them back ^ not without confitie- 
rablc lols on the Roman fide. They were forced to Return , but not at all difmayed 
by thisRepulfe, they encouraged their Friends and Relations to venture forth ano- 
ther time j and now generally the German Nation knowing that the Imperial For- 
ces were drawn into JUyricum and that Gratian was to follow, rofe up fiom all 

their Villages, and to the Number of forty thouland, or as feme who endea- j 

voured to inhance the Reputation of the Emperour alkagcd, to that of feventy, ’/ 
confidently poured themfolvcs into the Neighbouring Province. Gratian here- 
with very much ftartled, recced the Troops he had lent toward Pannonia^ and 
mufterir^ fuch as were in a Readinefi in Gaff^ committed them to the Con- 
duft of Nanniemtsz Sober and Expert Ghptmn, and with him joyned MsUoboH- 
deshkComcsDomeWcoram^yQtA King of me Franks, and a Valiant and Martial ArenttrU ^ 
Peifon. Thcfc two, though of diSerent Tempers, the one being very Wary opUmmctr-^ 
and Circumljx^ft, the other greidy of Eighth^ and impatient of Delay 5 at a 
place called Argentaria^ gave thefo Rovers a notaUe Defeat i though at firft 
their Men were affrighted at the Number of their Enemies and began to fhift . 
for themfolvcs. Of tlie Barbarians (fo many in number as we have laid) no 
more than five thouland efoaped , through their knowledge oP the Woody 
Country) and fiich as died in the Field, were accompanied to another World 
by Priariits thdr King, jwho had been the principal Incendiary and procurer Of 
the War. 

14 . With lb great fuCceft was lufficiditly c 4 evated, and beitt now to- 

ward the Eaji. Yet encouraged by the V 4 <ftoj^, he could not but in his way 
turn to the Left Handy and with all Secrecy imaginaUe pafllng the hoped 
by Surprize wholly to Conquer or deftroy this inconftant andunfiithful People. 

The Lentienjes having reonved foequent Alarms of lus Approach, as utteriy de- 
siring of any other Courlc^ and too too fonfible of the miforable reiterated 
Slaughter of their Nation, fl^ with ^1 they could carry away to the Neigh- 
bourir^ Mohntains, where they little doubted but to defend themlaves by the ftcep- 
nels of the Rocks. But Gratian chofo out of the Army feveral Parties, whereof 
each confided of five hundred *Men, and font them as it were on Hunting af 
tee the Enemy, and though in Skfll and Vabur thefo might have -the Advan- 
tage, yet the other were lb Afikled by the inacodliNe Precipices, that they main- 
tain^ the Fight on even Terms, till Night put an end to the Contention. The

Condition wherdn it now lay 5 without great Warinefs and fome Colleagues

15. But having fettled the Aflairs oiGall^ as the time would give leave, and 
the Cafes of the fevcral Nations rcqiured, and withal , ha\'ing punifhed that 
Soldier who had betrayed his Defignes to the Enemy , he took his way by the 
Fort at the Happy Tree^ as it was culled, and by Lauriacnm haflcd to the Affi- 
ftance of them, in whole Quarrel hcwas.ingaged.

lence fell from the Mountains, and bore all down that frood iii its way. 'Fhc Ro- 
nt.ms at thc firft Onfetwere overpowered, and great flaughter followed of them, 
thou^ they made as manful Rdiffeincc as could be expefted s which procui'cd a 
Battel of that violence and n^ution, that the Hifrorian compares it to a raging 
and increafing Flame of Fire, asalfoto aFightofBeakedCalfiiis, agitated both by 
tTrelSSiami Voluntary Trufion of each other, and tw motion of the Sea. ^The left Wing 
bioudy'of all ^tokc through as for as the Enemies Carriages, and liad ueme more if any Aflift- 
others. aiice had come s but forfaken by the reft of thc Horfe, was oppreAed utterly by 
thc Numbers of thc Barbarians, which fo crouded upon them, tliat foarcely could 
one of them draw his Sword, or pull in his hand again when once ftrctdicd out. 
The Duft was fo great, that it intercepted all profpedt, fo tliat none could be aware 
of or prevent his being killed or maimed by the Enanies Darts, and by fo vaft 
multitudes were thc ^mans hemmed in on all fides, that there was no opportu- 
nity of flight, whidi made them out of defperation to contemn Death, and to 
fell their Lives at a very dear rate, though the Goths feemed fully as r^lutc as 
they. For If one ofthem had his Hand cut off, fothat he could not ufo a Weapon, 
orliadhisLcgs fo mangled that he could not (land upright, yet when conflifting 
even with l^ath, would he with rolling Eyes and a grim angry Countenance^,' 
llicw with how great fury and defire of Revenge he was poflefl^. Through this 
mumal Contention, lind pertinacious Humour, the Ground was all covered with 
heaps of dead Bodies, and thc (bouts of thofo that fought were not heard, by reafon 
of the loud cries and lamentations ot the dying. The Ronton Foot, utterly (pent by 
the toil and heat of thc day, having now neither ftrength, hope, nordilcrcrion left 
them, and having broken their Pikes betook thcmlelves to their Swords, and. like 
mad men rulhed amongft the Multitude; of (||p Barbarians, till fitch time as they 
could not hold their Feet, (foflippery was the Earth rendered by the Streams of 
Bloudthat now ran every way) but fell upon dead Carcalb, which by this time 
they trampled on without horrour 5 fo femiliar had Cuftom made the fight, how 
. difiiial (bever. The Sun was upon his entrance of Virgo y and therefore his 
Heat, added to the weightof their Weapons, rendered their Thirft, as well as their 
Arms,in(upportable. 

19. In condufion, thc Romans were overpowered, and forced to fly as they 

could 5 which Vilens perceiving, while every one (hifted away as privily as he 
could, he betook him(e!f in great ft-ar and anxiety to the Lancearii and thoie 
called Matt^ariiy who had endured thc (hock without giving thc lead ground 5 at 
which cried* out, that thc Emperour deferted by his Guards would be utter- 

ly loft if not fpeedily refeued. Hereupon Vi&or with all Qxx'cl hafted away to 
fetch fome ButaviitttSy who had been placed asaRefcrve to thc rdiefof the Prince; 
but by this time there were no filch men to be finmd; So that dilappointed he 
went his way, as in like manner Richomeres fiivedhimfclf by flight, together with 
S.itanminsy whom Valens had preferred to the Dignity of MagUferArmornm. The 
Purfuitwasvigorouflyprolccuted by thc Barbarian^ who fparednone that yielded, 
but quitted thofethat made refiftance ; and thc flight of thc purfacd was hindered

make any di(c»vcry. In like manner Decinsy one of his Predeceffors, in a Battel 
fought with Barbariaa®, was caft from his Horfe into a Bog, and never could be re- 
covered nor found.

20. Its (X^rtain that the third part of the Army hardly elcaped , neither did 
any otho: Defeat (except that of Ci»»rf) equal this Overthrow, in the Opinion 
with two oi Ammiattm^ witli whofe Relation concerning this War, the Original and lllue of 
tiiirtis oi (he itj moft Writers do agree. But as to what he writes concerning VaJem hisenvy- 
ing theVertuesofhis Nephew Gratiau^ other Rcalbns of his (udden fighting may 
be added. He was difoleafed that Vaientinian being made Emperour without the 
Knowledge of either of them, Gratian hadconfirpedhis Eleftion without his Ad- 
.vice, and had {hared the Empire with him, as Ejinapim related in hisHilVory jwho* 
alfoalleagcd this as the principal Motive to his receiving the Goths iniotlie- Ueman 
Pale 5 and polfibly a dilagreement about matters of Religion, Q akits bianga great 
Favourer ot the Arims, and Gratian efteemed a moft Chriftian Prince b) 'Jim. ub,iu 

thodox Party) might increafe hisdilplcafiire. The Defeat by OroJ'Hs attributed 
to the flight of the Rman Horfe, whidi by delcning the Legions’ expt-fed them 
to the fiiry of thofe Multitudes that overpowered them by their Numben, t\'hat , * 
Antimanus writes concerning Vdens lus periihing by tire ilior oFan Airi/vv, is af- * 
firmed alfo by Libaniuf^ wnomakeshim to ha\c fallenin thethiongof hisSouldi- 
erj, though^ wanted not Horfes (wifi: enough to comey himfpeedily <'ut of the 
dmger, andnis Captains prefled jlimearneftly by*afeafonable fight to elcapeand 
preferve himfelf for better times, and the good of the Commonwealth, but he 
thought it a thing not by himtobe praftifed, to endeavour to overiivc fo great 
an Overthrow, and for a Tomb obtained an heapoffudi Souldiers as fell with him. * 

Yet moft other Hiftorians confent to that other Relation, of his betaking himfelf 
to die Cottage, and there being burnt together with his Followers. However it was, 
at this time and pilacc, viz. about eight or twelve miles ftom Hadrianopfe^ he 
now drawii^ncar the flftieth year of his Age, when he had reigned fourteen 
Years, four Moneths, and fome Days, on the third or fifth of ’the Ides of 
Attguif.

23. This Charader of Pitletfs his Mind, the Reader tirnypraem^j to. havd 
been (ufficiently confirmed by the precedent Account of lus Laws, wl^ libew his 
Humour and Ehfpdfitionmuchas it is defiaibedtous h^AmmioMUs. Byedbduft 
of this Author we have traced his Aflions (b ^ as related to War, fiom die 
death of his Brother tohisowndeoialej but as to the Civil State we muft take 
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a further View of what was done by him and his two Nephews and Colleagues. 

They after their Fathers Death fb divided theEmpireof therWeft betwixt them, 
that to Gratraf/ fell Gaff^ Sfain^ and Britain 5 and to Valentinian, Italy, lllyri-, Vidt chrn. 
cum, and Africki Yet was not this I3ivifion made at firft, and it muft be known, ^ 

that whereas there are extant in the Codes feven and thirty Conftitutions, bearing 
Date from the CCCLXXV Year of our Lord, or that wherein their Father died^ 

*to the Year CCCLXXIX, or that wherein Thcodolii/s was received as Empcroiir, 
there are none which bear the Name ofValentinian the Younger, but onclyof/^- 
kns and Gratiot/. The mighty Care which Valens had for the Provinces, to pro- 
teft them from Spoiband Rapine, as well of his own Officers as of the publick 
Enemy, may further dppear from the Laws which we have not yet mentioned, and 
confer mucjfi to the fuller underftanding of the ftate of thofe* Times. The very 
Yca^lus Brother died he direfted from Antioch a notable Edift to ^/todeilua “ 
the Prafeff, concerning the furnilhing of T/rww or new Souldiers. Herein he “ /’-7. dt Thoni'* 
declares, that the Burthen ought to lie upon Poileftions or Lands, and not perfb- “ 
nalEftatcs, although certain forts and ranks of Men were liable there#ito, as Sc-^ * ' 
not or s, Honorati, Principaks, Jjecuriones, theO^w of Magiftrates, orthelike. “ 

And whereas there was animployment called Prototjipia, which who lb executed, 
it was their work to hire or buythefe Souldiers, and fct them at fucharate, or 
make the Provincials pay fuch a Summe of Money for each, he abolifhes this“ 

Office as grievous and vexatious to the People, when it happened tliat thofe whom “ 
it ooncemed had no Sons of their own to put into the Service. In the next“ 
place he nulls all Privileges granted to any perfons to cxcufe them fiom this“ 

Chaige, that fo it might lie wholly upon Pofleflions, as to which. Such as had** 
loft them IKouldnot bear thcBurthcn when the Emolument was gonej and if** 
they had but fmall Eftates, or not amounting to the value of the Expenoe, as ** 

‘here it is theCuftomwithus in the Militia, two or m9^ (hould joyn together “ 
in the fiimilhing of one Souldier out, one being at the Charge this Year and the** 
other the next V or if Money was to be paid, inftcadof the Souldier, each of** 
them \|{as to contribute his (hare. Then doth he fettle and efbblifhtNc rtice or** 

Rate of a Souldier to be fix and thirty Solidi, and fix over and above to-“ 
wards his Clothes and Expcnces, which Rate at fcveral times varied according** 
to theplcafurc cf Princes, or the Icardtyor cheapnefs of things. And for the** 
Encouragement of thefe Tirones and thole thatfentvhem, he declares, That when** 
they were lifted in the Army, if they well demeaned themfelves they (hould re-** 
ccivc the firft Year Immuruty from the ordinary Cenfus, and having ferved fe-** 
ven, obtain the fame Indulgaice for their Fathers, their Mothers and Wives 5** 
if fo Ixj they ferved amongft thofe called Comitatenjes ^ but if they lay upon the** 

Bordets, or vrere lifted among the U/jpe;;/?/, then they (hould have onely this Pri-** 
vilegefor their Wives. For the Comitatenjes, as we have laid heretofore, were 
reckoned in place before tHe Ripenfes, and greater Strength and Stature was re- 
quired in one than in(Pic other. And as foCn as Tirones or new Men were le- 
vied, they were not prefcntly put into the Army, or mixed with the reft 3 but to 
fupply the Numbers ofluchsjiwcre miirmg,heordainsthe Army be rdnforced with 
ths Adcrejeentes or Incenjiti. 

23. He hadMinifters (as we have feen) rapacious and cruel, yet howe\’er he 
himfelf might be extravagant this way towards particular perlba«, yet would he 
reftrain his Officers in any courfes tenrhng to the detriment of the Provinces. 

Therefore did he rcprels Pertunatianus his Comes Ret Privatse, whom Ammiassm 
brands with the Name of a Troublefom Exaftor,even in a fitter which tendedlMMirii- '

For, the other two Provinces of Tf>r./<r,in particular whcrcinhe declares 
the number of Thirty is to be obferv'cd, were now overrun by the G^fAj md Umns, 
as we havclccn. He oblervcs a difibence betwixt the Cuftoms of the Provinces 
of the Eaft 3 properly lb called 3 for two of them (OJroenc and Ijauria) found Sbuldi^ 
ers Clothes in kind, but the reft paid Money in the room of^hem 3 as Palefline 
amongft the reft, which Ihortly after was divided inij^ three Provinces. 

Now we may take notice that thcfc five Dioceftes took up the whole Diftii(ft 
or Share ofg^e £mpire belonging to Valens , Valent inian having in the Divi- 
fion reteined all the refidue to himfclf, and therein all lUyricum.

Herein heA&6dotherwile,than haddone " 
either Conifantine the Great, or his own Father, For Conffataine had made a 
Senator punifliable in the Province wfiere he committed the Crime, without any 
Reference to be made to any other: and Valentinian ran fo contrary a Courfo, 
that he would not have any ordinary Judge to have Cogmzance ot the Crimes 
of Senators, and curbed even the Prafell of the City as to this point. Indeed 
antiently none could iudg Senators, but thofo of that Rank, and the PrafeSi 
Pretoria, as foch, hatl no Jurildiftion over them. When the Senate came to 
have the Power of judging its Members, it was committed to the Pra:feQ of

ftop to his proceedings 5 which, when ndther they , nor any other Coutics 
could effeft, the Sword upon hfc Throat at laft put a ftop to his Career, after he m 'f d n 
V liad been Prafe&us Pratorio full four years.

him fpace to confider, and then r^uirc the Obligation. But in dftcr-times,- the 
Judges unmindful of thdr Duties in this point, out of a ncgligdit and levere 
ntimour , neglected both the one Direftion and the other prefcribed by Law, and cc:w.ij>. im. 
neither rei]uiiing the Obligation, nor granting fpace to deliberate, asfoqn as an 
Acculation was laid on any, they hurried on the Accufcr, and gave no time for 
Paflion to vent it fclfj but made advantage of it to the deftrudtion of the Par- 
ty. ConSjfantiue^ by a moft Elegant Law, took away this Abufc, by retroducing 
a neceffity of the Obligation though formerly he had been of another nund,

He gives this Rcalbn, tlm it 
is more agreeable to the Authority of the Judge to punilh a Pany offen- 
ding according to the antient Laws, than to take his Mealures from any Obliga- 
tion, or Converitionof the Parties 9 and he Confirms it by twoEwmples. The 
firft is taken from the Cornelian and Julian Laws concerning publick Judgments 
•which require Criminals to be accufed, and Forgeries punilhed without any 
mention made of foch an Obligation 5 and the fccond is the Refcript or Law 
made by Antoninus and k^ly mentioned 5 both which Examples had ncvei^ 
been known, had he not made mention of them in this Edift. • In the laft plaa 
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Seft. 9. he dhiaias that if lb be the Accufer would relblve to profeaite the Acculcd in a 
Civil A£lion, the Duty of the Judg (hould be, not to Condemn the Party 
caft, in more than the Viftor was endamaged , but yet when the Tryal was 
part, then to exert his Authority in punilhing cither Forgery ot felfe Acculation, 
as the Nature of the Caule Ihould require.

But^ Perlbnsthat 
are of FrasscoXjaUick^ Original here move a queftion, what need there was, that 
Grattan (hould take this Care > (ceu^ Learning already flourifhed in GaU, which 
Anticntly was furnilhed with many Academies and Profeflbrs. They Cite what 
Cato laid of old, concerning the Acute manner of Speech of this Country, with 
whom St. Hicronte Accorded, when he wrote, that it always abounded with mofl: 
Eloquent Men. They, urge the old Conteft concern'mg and Latino Elo- 

quence bcfoie the Altar at Lyons , and hint to us the Account of Learned 
Men, and elpeciallyof RJietoriciaasj^ven by Pithaus in his Preface to ^mntilian. 
They tell us , the Defigne of Conaasttius Chlorus is liiffidently known concer- 
, ning the School of AnguSiodumm , over which he let Euntenins, whole Oration 

' concerning the Erefting of Schoolcs, is ftill extant, when before this, there was 

an Anticnt Academy at M^lia, and another at Adna under Tiberius. More- 
over, Symmachus acknowledgeth , that he received the Rudiments of Rhctofick 
from an old Man that Inhamtcd, or was borne near the Garumna or Garonne, 
and how much he was beholden to that Cbuntrey , upon this Account. Nay, 
from the lame Symmaihus , who lived at this time, it is evident, that under 
Grattan himlclf , the Studies of GaU exceedingly flourilhed, and that thenoe. 
Rhetoricians were lent for to Route , as PaUadiits amongfi others. The Profcf 
Ibrs of Bourdeaux are moreover known, as commemorated by Aujbnius, who 
(peaks allb oiToloufe and the Schoole of Narbone, as allb ot'VeJbntio and Lyons, 
all which, lay they, were fiimous before thisConftitutionofGr<rf7<*».They themlelvcs 
anlwer for him, that though there were many Schooles in GaU, yet bring much 
taken with the Galficl^ Eloquence, which allb he had lumldf imbibed , and day- 
ly, where he lived, Converluig with Learned Men of Country, he refolved 
yet farther to Promote it, as much as poffible, firfl; by Ordaining ProfeiTors in 
all notable or mofl: Populous Cities^ for by Metropoles in this Law they will have 
them meant, and not the word ftridly taken for the Prindpal in all Provinces 5 
the number of which, yet at this time they lay increalca. But the prindpal 
Reafon they alfignc is, becaulc Gratian now relblved to appoint fixed and 
conliant Salaries, to the Profeffors out of the Fijeus orTrealury, as Conifantius 
Chlorus appointed an Allowance to Eutuenius our of the Revenue of AuguSio- 
dunutn. « 

28. And indeed, the Cities in the Provinces' were wont to pay Profeflbrs 
their Wages thcmfelves, and Gothofred tdls us, that by Fifius may welhenough 
be meant the Revenues of them, lb as tWs Law may be thus interpreted, that 
Gratian would have them to maintain their Profeflbrs 5 but a certain Al- 
lowance now prclcribcd by liim, not left at random to their own I^ferctions, 
wIk), he might prelumc, would make the bell market they could oneway, 
as Aujbnius complained, and Ubanius particularly ^ concerning the Rhetori- 
cians of Antioch. He thinks the Defigne of the Emperour was to leave the 
Eledion free to the Citizcas ; but to allure the Profe'flbrs a conftant and certain 
Maintenance by his own appointment, as ConSlantius before him ordaind the 
Corporation ftiould give Salary to none, but whom he appointed. Now the 
Allowance letlal by thb Law, i^ to the Orators twenty-four Annonse , or dayly 
Provilions for lb many Men, and to the Grammarians twdve, bring a finaller 
Number 5 but to a Rhetorician of the City of Triers at this rime of Gratian, 

*thc Metropolis of GaU , and the Seat of tiie Empcrouis and of the Prafeffi 
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, But here viiemuft nec^ take notice that but two forts of Pro&lfors arc mentioned

Thefe 
men whom he calls Candidates^ came to the Trench, and (l^etching out their hanck^ 
^ defired that as Romans they might be admitted j and as luefa they Were, no liilpca- 
Tteir aena on beii^ had of them. But vmen they ^ came to be examined about die Enemies 
1 coTcre . they could not agree in their Anlwers, which hinted lb much to thofc con- 

cerned, that being put to torture, they confefled on what Errand they were lent, 
and loft tkrir Heads. The finftrated of thriraim, with all preparations they 
could make, and minds hardned ag^inft Death and Danger, g.ive another Onfet, 
about the third watch 5 and by their Numbers thought to do the work ^ but fiich 
was the Valour and Conflancy of theBefiegcd Itill, that they filled offuccefi, and 
this difid vantage they had by their mukitudes, that whatever the Romans let file 
at them, did fomc execution. But cQ>eciaIly Si Scorpion^ or fort of Engine^ called 
the Wild Afs^ by calling at them a very great Stone, though it faa*oke in the fill; 
did lb affright them, that they fiirly baook themfelves to their Heels. 

33. Yet by the earned endeavours of their Officers the Fight was renewed; 
wherein dill the Romans had the fime advantage which the Multitudes of thar 
Enemies formerly afforded 5 yet did the Goths cOuragioufly maintain the fight till 
it grew dark, and thai they retired, fretting in vain, and upbraiding ode another 
Often repnt that they had not taken the Advice of Fritigdrn^ Who by all means defired they 
would decline Sieges.

Some towards, Philippoffilk and lb to Serdica^ and others towards Macedonia , 
thinking ‘a^ut thole pam to find qut Videns, of whole £>cath they had not. re- 
ceived the leilt iiitimaiipn. In the mean time die Gahs with the Hnnns and 
ALtns their Confederates , two ^out and Warlike Nations , which Fritigern by 
gredt proraifes of Bpoty cunningly ..drawn into their Party, encam|)ed 
thertilelves before Perint^^.^ yet finarting with what they had felt before 
AdrUnoplc^ they dreaded much as to approach the City 5 but wafted that 
fertile Country fiir and wide , the Inhabitants whereof they dther took or kil- 
led. This done, they palfed on towards ConSiantinople in four Iquace Bodies, 
for fear of being lurpnzed , hoping to be Mafters of the great wealth they 
knew to be in mat Qty. But fo Providence ordered it, that when nowthey 
began tp'prcls toward the Cates, a Party of Saraegns lately lent for tluthcr 
(as that People was ppre dextrous in ludden Attacques, than in fet and 
pitdit BA'ttels^ feU out on a. fudden upon them, and after an Eotneft Dilpute 
came off bfi equal Ternies, though by a Itrange Faft committed by one of their 
Number, they feemed to^ have thft better of .it. • A man tvith long hair hang- 
ing about him and ah, naked, but > his Privy parts, with an hideous noil^ and 
a Dagger in his Hand , ran into the mitlft of the Goths^ killed one of them , 
and letting his Mouth to the Wound , lucked his Bloody with which fo Pro- 
digious a Spcdtacle the Barbarians were quite daunted 4 ld in a £ir different hu- 
^ mour tl^ formerly, began to conlider the State they were in, and marched vc- 

• . r}' warilf. For, perceiving the great Compals of the Walls, (by realbn of lb 

' many Illands taken in} the ftrength of .that Ixautiful Place, and the vaft 

Number of its Inhabitants , they razed the Fortifications they had made tfpon 
the Strdght, and having Toft more Men than they had killed, they departed 
through the Northern Parts as for as the Foot of the Alpes tlien* called JhUic, 
but to Antiquity known by the Name of Fcneta. 

. 54. Yet by this their bold Attempt,, tliey brought more mifchief upon others 

their Country men , tlian , upon themfelvcs. For when it was noifed up and 
down how mifcrably Tijr.ace had luffered by them, theEaftern Provinces be- 
7v//rtinthe gan to quakc and tremble, as expefting the Storm would prdently beat their 
E^hcrn Parts own Doois , which caufed Julius, a IvLgiUcr Militum , beyond the Mountain

to* venture upon a fafe'and wholefom, though (harp and levcreCourfe, 
withtto'piL to prevent fo great a mifehief as might happen. There were multitudes of 
their Country Goths difperfed alfo through divers Cities and Caftles^of thefc Quarters , though 
headed by Roman Officers; a rare thing, Ammianus writes, in thofe times. For 
fear thcy 'fhoulc rife and fide with their Count^mcn if they came that way , 
he thought it fefcft by fccrct Letters to their Officers, to Order that theyfhould 
all lx: put to the Sword on one and the fame day , when under colour of re- 
ceiving their Pay, they were drawn out into the adjacent Fields ; by which 
Prudent Council, Executed without cither Noife or Delay, theEaftern Provin- 
ces w^rc delivered from very great Dangers. So Ammianus MarceUinus ends 
Hiftor}", which being a Soldier by Prbfelfion, and a Greek, by Defccnr, fiom 
iondudes his the Principality of Nervu, hehad, according to 'nis Ability, he faitl^continucd till 
Hiiioiy. the Death qiValcns , a worke whidi ftiould pretend to tell Truth, as never to 
his knowledge , fuppreffing any dung by Silence, or inlarging Narration by any “ 
Lies. He ends it with Advice, to fitch as flourilhcd with Learning, and whole “ 
Age rendred them more projx:r for it, to write what remained 5 and if they “ 
thought fit to undertake the Task, he dcSrCs them to whet their Tongnes, (fo“' 
his ExprelUon is) to a greater Stj/lc. 

Ihis is all at parting, he faith of himfelf; but fenfible of the Affiftance 
he affords us to the Hiftory of the Age, whereof we write, we cannot, out of 
gratiuulc to his Memory, fo take our Leave of him. He was bom at ^i- 
nis Birth and oih.^ and, we have ground to believe, of Noble Parentage, ferving the Empe-

After the 
Death of ConifatMinsi he went in the Expedition of J$dian , againft the- Per^ 
ans, and therefore being an Eyenwknds of what poftra , we have much more 
reaibn to follow him in our Narration of that War, than Zofimus , or any 
other. During the Rdgns of Valentiman and Valent., what Couric of Life he 
followed,' cannot well be told; but when the Empire was devolved upcxiGr^^ 
tiauL, Vaientinian the fecond, and Theodofius^ hc*lcftthe Eaft, and went to -Rome^ 
whether or no dillal by the Emperour, is uncertain. However, he made no 
Advantage of the Place, for indulging a Luxurious or Idle Life, as moft Per- 
• fons did, that there chofe to Sojourn ; but applied himfelf to Study , and the 
Converfation of moft knowing Perfons; as fu^ently is known fiom the one 
and thiny BtKiks of Hiftory which he wrote. 

3d. That he tvrcite this Hiftory at appears from fevcral Evidences; as 
'ftwy a?*'** feverc InvedilH^cs he makes againft the Behaviour of the Citizens; of 

mu which he tak(#notice,and not that of Other pLices, however vitious enough. Here- 
frifeth to fet forth- the C;ilamities of that City, left what happened to Phrypti- 
chut Ihould fall to his Lot, who taking for the Plot of a Tragedy, the Si^ 
and lols of Mfktus., tvhich w'as a Colony of the Athemans^ was By Decree of 
the People of Athens heavily Cenlur'd. But to evince lidng at Rome, 

Valejiw who has made very learned Annotations upon him, produces a Letter 
. out ofthe Frcf/ch Kings Library ; written to him thitlter by Lihanius (that emi- 

nent Sophift of this Age) which becaule it contains matter tending to the 
Renoun of our Author, he thought fit to exemplify , and we cannot but take 
notice of what’s therein contained. “He begins with congratulating withliim“ 

/ijw'ashis tliathc was at Rome, ;uid with Rosne, that (he was po&ftra of him; him, for“ 
ettertohim. that hc dwelt in that City, the like to which the world could not Ihew, “ 
and her, beca.ilc (he lud him, fuch an Inhabitant as was nothing inferiour to“ 
her own Citizens, however defcended from no leis than Heroes. He tells him** 
it would be ver)'^ much, if hc, there hearing others recite their works , as the** 

Cuftome was, fliould in ft) great a City Imnfelf keep Silence ; for as much ds, “ 

Rome, even at that time, had aUb her Orators, who not at all degenerated “ 
from their Fore-fatheis. But , he faith he had heard from foch as came from “ 

Rome, that Hc alfo had puhlifhcd, or recited fome of liis Hiftory, winch was“ 
divided into fevcral Parts ; and he peredved that the Applaufe hc had got by“ 
tlut, invited him to the publication of the reft. Moreover, that Rome it felf« 
Crowned his Labours, and the Judgment of the whole Ciry was, that as He" 
excelled fome, fo he was not out-done by others. He adds , that things of this*' 

I^turc, did. not only grace d ^Writer of Hiftories, but gave Repute alf6“ 
to tlie Country tlut brought him forth. And he bids him proceed, to recite “ 
what was behinde, and receive that Admiration and Apjilaufe which he defer- “ 
ved,andnot be wanting to what redounded to the G)mmendation both of “ 
himfelf, and of Lihatnns, and others of the fame Origiiul with him. At laft,‘* 

•>, withWilhes for the continmince of his good Fortune, he bewailes his own mif “ 
lup in loofing his only fbn, no ill Childe of a good Mother; although fhe was“ 
not of free Condition. 

37. Tins notable Letter of Labamus, not only proves Ammianus to have lived 
at Rome, butalfb, that by Birth hc was an Antiochms, to w hich City, how kind 
hc was, fiifticiently ajyears, in his defending the Inhabitants from the inveftives 
Hii Hiftory cvcii of his Bclovcd Julian, and the Crimes feftened upon them, in his Mijo- 
pogon. His Hiftory we fee by Ijbanus , was publiftied in Parts; and, indeed,

but the Phia(e is Grcek.h ®nd it mult not be denied, but it is har(h,''and h|9 
Style aflfe&ed, not fuitable to that of an Hiftory, which Ihould ever be gentle i 
pliiin^ and Amp le. But mo(k to blame, is his Affiedhtion of a fame of Learn- 
ing, a Vice as Vakfim well obfoires, inddent to thole who betake themlHves 
late to Study ^ which mdees him br^ out of the Path of his Narrations, into 
i d le vain and needleBEacuriions, about the Cauies of Earthquakes, Comets and 
the likci lb as to naufcate the Palate of any one, but meanly skilled in the De- 
livery of Truth. However, the Faults of his work, are fer overmatched by the 
great Virtues thereof^ whi^ commend him, not only to thole who delire to 
know the Civile but even the Ecclejiapcal Affairs of the time wherein he lived 
and wrote. For thoi^h by Reli^on, he was a Pagan, with fuch Candor, Mo- 
defty and Fiddity , he fpe^ of matters rdating to ChriUianity , that were it 
not moft evident many pal&ges, that liidi he was, one might take him 
for a Man cf our own Belief The Antiquities of the Franks, Bargandians , Ma-^ 
mans and other Nations , he alone in a manner hath ddivered 5 and if his thir- 
teen former Boob had lx*n preldved, thoi^ they handled matters much more 
Condfe (as therein delivering the Hiftory of near thirty Emperours) yet they 
had afforded us much more light to the knowlec^ of thofe dark times. And 
as thofe thirteen are loft, the eighteen remaimng, though ^ey efca^ the Ship- 
' wrack, yet underwent fo great damage, became fo lhatter’d and miperfed, that 

K they deterred many from perilling of them, not only throi^h the Imperfedi- 
on of the Copies, but the feult of the Publilher, till t^ fell into the hands 
of Lindenbrogius , and afterward of Valins ^ by whole learned Amendments 
and Annotations, they have been wdl reftored to their native Luftre. 

38. With Ammianm, agreeth Socrates the EcddiafticalHiftoiian, that the 
peronrVakns being dilpatched out of the way in liich fort, as no man was 

ThcNarriiion certain of, the Barbarians marched toward the Walls of Conjiasstino^e , and be- 
^wsalfticaT 8®*^ to defttoy the Suburbs thereof That the People, moved thereat, went 
HiftorianCon- out on thcir own Accord to withftand the Enemy, and every one took what 
^ing the vVeapon came firft to hand. Dominica the Emprds , now Widdow of Palens, 
gave Rewards to everyone that went forth to Bawl, out of the publick Trea- 
ftiry, according to the cuftqpe of paying the Soldiers 5 Mavia alio, the Queen 
of the Saracens, being in Ijeague vnth the Empire, font a Pany of her Sub- 
jeasto Aid them, whereupon, the People gave them ^ttd, and drove back the 
• Barbarians from the City. But Gratian receiving word of his Undcs death, 

and of futi things as followed thereupon, as well as the occalion thereof^ (and 
the power and praftices of the Goths , who dayly committed feme outragious 
Aft againft the Roman intcreft , and by their Example, drew on the Hnnns , 

Alans, and other Barbarous Nations into the Quarrd) marched into Pannonia, 
with as ftrong on Army as he could nufe, to give Ibme check to their pre- 
fumptuous bcJdncft. But for that He alone could not be lufficient to grapple 
with lb great difficulties and Neceffities ^ at prefent the Empire ftruggicd with, 
he b^antoconlidcrof whom he Ihould make Choice to be Sharer with him 
in the Care and Burthen, as well as in the Power and Dignity of the 

Throne. , r 

39. Gratian indeed, havir^ received the Newes of Ks Undes Defeat and Death, 7.opmu$ //i.4* 
from ViHor the Magijier ^uitum, who with a few morchadefcaped out of then’s'* 
Battd, went prcfcntiy to Sirminm, there to Confolt what Coutfe to take to ' 
preferve the Weftem Provmces. Before well he could have the Report, five 

or fix days after his Tlnrles f^th, he lent an Edift to Vindicianm a Comes

in the Alpes , as Ptiny and Strabo have ddiveiidj however now, and in 
thefo latter Ages, Europe hath negled^ what (be hath of her own, 
and, cared only for what, hath been for fought, if not dear bought, out 
of the hdies. At the latter aid of this fome year Gratis alfo thought fit to

id thcc®»/«. ftill the Authority of the PrafiS, who, as he recrived Appeals out of Campania, “ * 

f?**^***’”' fo in tlungs of greater Confequence, was to hear and to determine matters be- 

• longing to Latium 'm^ firftlnftance. But the exceeded his Bound^ «« 

ana fo fiir ufurped upon the Right of the Prufi^ of the City, within whofe 
• Dioc^s Latium Jay, that by an ^ift direded to Antonins, Prefetlns Prjetoriou 
now oi It Ay, the Emperour thought fit to declare, that the Confilat'es of Cam- 
pania, ought not to^ exceed that Power winch was given them in a Place** 
under certain Rules and Reftridionss ndther Banifh anyPerfons out of then** 
own Province. By virtue hereof, thefo Confulares could neither Banifh into, nor 
out of Latiu'm, the general Rule bring, that no Govemour of a Province* 
could relegate or Banifh any one into any place that was not fullyr in his own 
Turifdidion , nor any peiton any whither, but who was fully fubied to his 
own -Authority. 

40. Oration beii^ coitie to Sirmitm , gathered together all the Force he 
could make,, and therewith liaving palled through Paunonia , vifited MyUu and 
, 'Thrace, as for as ConSfa^inople , where Tie took Care for the qpiet of the F^if, 
and the Limit of the L>anube. But now Handing in need 'of a good Comman- 
der , there had been fo many loft in the late War againft the Goths , he pitcht 
Ff pitches upon Tlxodo^m , the Son of that 'Theodojius, by Thermantia, who Commanded 
i’foMiis Ge- ^ General , with fo great S^^fs ]|pth in Africk, and here in Britain , a Perfon 

icni. who fur his skill in War , might well be taken for the Son of fuch a Father, 

and whole. Dexterity in matters Ciril, and rriatii^ to Peace, was no whit In- 
foriour to the other ^ for he had already ^ven fumrient Tefrimonies of his Abi- 
lity , though for the prefont , by reafon of a Fadion in Spain his own Cotuir 

try, he foemed to be lain afide, or rather underwent a voluntary Retirement. 

Having lent for Theodojius fixtm Spain , when the time now for defigning Con- 
3utof Grati- ^ils for the following year was come, out of generousGratitude to his Tutor, or 
uderohis Shoolmafter^«y^7«rof BurdegAa, or Bburdeaux, an Eminent Poet of this Age, he 
w'he^dcciarcs ^*^^bir®^him Conjul with Olybrius , and gave him notice of it by this Letter,

* When Theodofius was arrived, he ordered Inm to command in the Eaftern

Command, he Ingaged againft the Barbarians, and got a notable Viftory over 
them, which if true, it had not been forgotten ^y thofc more antient Writers 
who have endeavoured to fot off with Luftre the Life and Performances of this >■ 
Perfon. . But for certain it Is that Oration finding the^^anperour opprelledwith 
manifold Dangers and Inconveniences even near to mifoarriage, by reafon efjie- 
riall;^ of the Mibarous, Nations their pouring themfolves into the Provinces ^ coii-

For. this purpole being now at Sirmum^ he called the NobiUtyl|lgcther,*''-^'"v-sj 
ai^ direding .his Sp^h to him in particular, told Urn he was relblved torommit ' 
tne Eajk tolasQiarge.He gave him thanksfor the great Honour he intended him, but 
by words , endetnroured what he might to dcline the burthen, which he declared 
too great for himtoundeigo. However, Grattan would not contend 'with him 
in Modefty, but wliateycrthe other nught do,Q)akewhathe thought , and lequi-

41. Grattan havii^ taken thi* good Order for the Settlement and Security 
of the £4/?, and had IntelliKnce that the AUematfs had again pa^ thdr 
Bound^ and follen into Gall^ left Theod^tfs at Sirmium^'^ixtA returned with 
Ijiecd into that Country. For ftill did he keep to himlHf , in the threefold

Before he quitted Simtinm he took notice of the Diiforences which were wont 
« to arife betwixt the BAatines^ or Officers beloi^ing to the Contites of the Cbn-^**' 

who were often lent into the Provinces upon Errands relating to theMm.’Sa 
betwixt publick Rc^'cnue and other matters of great Concemcment, and the Governors 
temoreof^**^ of Provinces tliemfelVcs. “He declares that doing their Duties in foch manner" 

Sovincel they were not to.be dijeouraged by the Ordinary Judges or Govemours, who" 

» .were often very fcverc to tbem, as thole they ft>und to be Spies lipon their" 

/ ♦ Adions, and on the other fide, not ftanding now in any Ifcar of them, he“ 
yet requires, that, if they have anyoccafion to deal witli them, they lhall" 
peibaMinf Rcl|)ea and Reverence. Hypatiur was at this tVme 

Swopping of Prtefiif of the City of Rente, of whom Ammianns Marcellinna gives this Cha- 
‘Tdkments. rafter. That he was a meek and mildePerfonand mven to Quiet, and helcems 
to have been fo milde, AoX-Gratian by an Edift mreft^ to him , rebukes him 
• for it, with a Penalty to be inflifted for the future. *Againft any Sentence 

whereby the opening of a Teftament wasenjoyned, or for putting the Hdr r/c/p*umn’‘ 
into Pofiefiion of the Eftate of the Decafixl , there ought by Law to lye 
Appeal , becaufe thofe things admitted of n#Dd^ To this purpofe Adrian 
the Emp^ur made a Law, that whoftiever was^md an Heir by Teftament 
Ihould within a year after the opening of it, be put into polk^on^ and that 
upon occafion of the twentieth part of Inheritances 5 left there Ihould be any 
Dflay in the Payment of diat Impofition. Now itv appears, there was fome 
Defiiult in Judges , in admitting Appeals in thole Cafes, which meek and 
riatured Perlbns were more apt to do thanothers 5 to prevent this mifearriage" 
for the time to come, he impofeth a Muft of twen^ pounds of Gold bSi “ 
upon the Party tliat Ihould make luch Appeal, and upon the Judge who" 
lliould admit it. By virtue of Adrians Edift the Heir needed not to foe for 
his Eftate accosdinghto the Teftament, whidi if he did, he loft the Benefit of 
the Edift i but Jiti finian afterward repealed the Edift, and gave Liberty to the 
Heir to obtain polfeffion, though the yfear were out 5 againft w||Dm he would 
• not* have Prefcription , though of a loi^ time,*' to take place. 

42. By the Date of this Law it appc.'us^ the Emperour was back at Triers 
before the middle of Anguji:, where being arrived, Anjonius in many words. ' 
returned him thanks for making him Ordinary by an Oration, which, in 
manyrelw^ Sigonius thinks fit to be jperufed. But in his way back to G^*^, 
he palfed ihrou^ Vepetia and' Lignria ^ for, in the Month of July, and b annin g ' 
of Auguff we finde lum at Aquileia, a City of the one, and at Medidj&utmfot 

• Milan, the now beginmng to be the moft fiequented of aU Places belonging 
to the other. Being come to Aquileia, he found that the Tirones , or New- 
rais’d Soldiets , aNentcd themfidves, and Ibu^t to Defert the Service, and that 
Pubnnies « fc- thofe tliey ciSkdASores, or Managers of Lands in the Country , were wont 
xcre Edift t 9 harbyur and Conceal them fo. ofiending. This by 3 Law made at this pl^“ fmmiUsfr 
iSJLleS of and direfted xoHefperine the PrafeS of It Ay, he prohibits upon pain to thfeCon-" 
new sddkrs cealer of being burnt .alive, which Puniftunent was fometimes inflifted upon the " ©ms. 
thJIroStoSI! I^i«^ors thei 3 clvcs (fo the Law terms theril| as appears from Ammiatius, And 
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*• for the time to come, he threatens the Lords of the Grounds (hall undergo the 

* feme , if thefc their Officers continue ftill to offend in the feme fort. . But as 

V ihefe Souldiers endeavoured to withdraw thcmfelvcs from ferving the publick with 

thdr bodies^ lb at the feme time there were others who would gladly have been 
cxcufod from contributing with their Purles to the finding of Horles. Thefe 
were the Navicularii^ of whom we have often fpoken, apd particularly of the 
great height to which they were rifen through the Indulgence of lome late 
Princes, to *as they were not only made partakers of the Equefirian dignity by 
ConSiantius and but fome Senators would )oyn themfolvcs to their Bo- 

dy, and now there were fome found amongft them who obtained from the 
Emperors honorary Codicils or Letters, whereby the greater Codicillary Dignities 
were conferred on them. Now (iich as obtained thefe Titular Honours were v.'ont 
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to be firbjed to extraordinary charges , as of Souldiers , and Horles for the 
Wars 5 though fome of them, as thofc that had difcharged Imployments in the ^uUu“scoT' 
Prince his Palace, were priviledged from them; and to thefe charges ^\Grati~ “ n. A.arit.ii.

, 45. About the feme time Grattan thought fit to abate the rigour of the 

* Paternal Power, which had been already attempted, fince the Sovereign Autho> 

Atatttthe rity was become Chriftian. This Power at fim was fo extravagant as to cx- 
rigourofthe tend to life ovcT Children, which though the Law at length thought fit to 
Paternal Jtevv- to the Perfons of thofe not Emancipated, yet as to their eftates, 

except what they got by ferving their Country, all was wholl3r in the power and 
propriety of thdr Fathers. Conifantinc, the great, thinking jt very unjuft that 
obedient Children fliould be fo feverely dealt with, took order tliat their Mo- 
thers Eftates Ihould be fo afeertained to them , that it (hould not be in the 
power of thdr Fathers to alienate them, who (hould have only the VjasfrttffMf 
during the time of thdr continuing under their Paternal Authority. But, as 
Laws are wont to gather force by d^rces, fo the Law in this point got 
ground, together with the Chriftian Difcipline, which mollified the Rigour of 
the former Cuftoms.' Conltantius confirmed what his Father had done, as to 
the Mothers Goods, and afterwards added certain Cafes, wherein the Eftates of 
Grandfethers by the Mothers fide, being left to the Children', (hould not be 
acquired either by •the Father, or his Hdrs. But now Grattan by an Edift di- 
refted to Hefferius^ made wliat was but to be obferved in certain Clafes to hold 
good purely and (imply, enafting “That not only the Goods of Mqtliax, but 
of Mothers Fathers, and Mothers Moihers (hould be out of the Power of Fathers “ 4- 

as to alienation, and that they (hould only have the V/nffhtffus of tfipm; But“ 
as for Elhitcs coming fiom Strange^ and from Relations in a tranlverfe Line, he “ 
left them, as formerly^ to be a^mi^ by Fathers. After this, Vahttiman carried 
the matter on fiuther, forbidding Eftates got by marriage to be acquired by the 
Fatlier, and that by an Argument drawn fiom the Grandfether and Grandmo- 
ther lately mentioned ; as the ca(b of thefe are by this Law derived fiom the 
Example of the Mothers Goods. At length Jufiiman^ by Example drawn from 
all thefe Rules, extended the Law to all forts’ of Caftial or Adventitious Eftates, 
and there it ftood at the higheft pitch of Indulgence. But Grattan, as we feid, 
having palled duough Venetia and Ugitria ; made a Progrels alfo through the 
ancient Gall, throu^ Rhatia ; and vifited thofc ^hat iiiliabited near the Rhine, the 
^equani, arid Germania Prima ; by lus Appearance in thole Parts he reftrained the 
motions of fan^Suevi and Alantans ; and Icavii^ thefe Countrys in a Icttlcd Eftate 
returned to Triers, where for (bmc time we muft leave lum, and attend the Mo- 
tions and Aftions of our New Emperor. 

44. Iheodst^m, after the departure of Gratian for Gall, removed to Tbejfaloni^ 

^ in Macedonia. Here we hnd him on the fixteenth of hy the date of ^ * 7^ 

nuiifm 'li a certain Conftitution direfted to Pmeratiuf his Comes Rei Privatte, of wluch we " 

Thiji»io»ica. jnuft fpcak upon another occafion. Zq^mm tells us, that he (bowed himfelf ea- 

fie of Acccls at this place, and that (udi as came {o him ug^nn bufinels from all f- 
quarters returned with luch Anfivers to their demands, whether rdpe^ng the pub- 
hek or their own privaie concernments, as were fit and convenient. But at this 
time vaft numbers of the, Tranjijirian Nations, viz. Scythians, Goths, Taifali and 
others having pafled the River, and being become troublesome to the Provinces, 
he made all preparations to drive them out. All Thrace tliey liad over-run, and 
(uchGarrifons as w^rc there beftowed in Caftlcs up and down dared not (b much 
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Serft.;. as forth j rauch Ids to come to .'iny Ingagement in the open field. There 
was now one Modarcs^ a nian of Royal Blood amongft the Scythians^ who not 
Mviir!scvx% long filicc had come over to the Roma// Party, and having performed fome fiiith- ^ 
lerviccs was preferred to a Command in the Army. He hating led his men 
up to an Hill, whence he had a fiiir Profpeft of the adjoyning Country, by his 
Scouts difirovered that the Barbarians abuied the advantage whidi the fruitful 
Plain afibrdetl, and were moft of them overcome already with Win?^ whereup- 
on he gave order to his Troops, tolexive behind their heavy Armour,, and on- 
ly with their Swords ;.:id Taigets to furprile thde diflolutemen^ which they did, 
and c.*ifily put them all to the Sword , many of them never being fcnfiHe who 
it was that hurt them. Having plimdred their Camp, they found and took four 
thoufitnd Waggons full of Women and Children , befides Slaves anfivctablc to 
filch a Company, and fuch as followed on foot, being to ride when their turns 
earner for, they had not Carriages enough to take them all in at one time. 

45. In this manner 7 .oftm/(s writes that Thrace was preforved fixim imminent ru- 
ine i when at the fiiuc time he adds , tliat the Ealf was manifcftly near to de- 
ftruflion upon this occafion. When Valcns received the Goths into Thrace, he

mg IIS jjg Puberty to be delivered up as Hoftages, and thofc he 

font to be educated in the F-aif, under the Care and Inljxrftion of one Julius, 
whom he- knew to be fufficiently able, both for their lafc Cuftody and EducJti- . 
on. Julius fo difjKafod them through the Towns of thefo Trafts, that thty 
might have as little advantage as might be to meet and conlpirt* againft the 
Empire 5 but the news of the Defeat 01 their Countrymen in Thrace could not be 
concealed and fb difturbed them, that as many as were in one Town, laid 
I heir Heads together, and privily font to thofo that dwelt in other places, to let 
them know that they defigned to foil upon the Ro/nan Cities, and rcix^nge the 
death of their Parents and Iriends, being now arrived at ripcnels of years. Ju- 
lius, how private Ibever they were, difoovered the Plot j and not knowing well 
how to pr^ent the luddainefe of the blow, yet font not to Tlxodojtus to ac- 
ejuaint him with it, partly becaufe he was at a diftance in Maredonia, \nA partly 
for that the clutrge had been committed to liim by Valcns, and not by the new 
Emjieror, unto wnom alfo he was icarcely knowa He wrote focret Letters to the 
Sc/iote at Conjlantinople, and from it received Power to adl v^t he fhould think 
fit and convenient tor the State ", whidi obtained, he lent for all the. Officers of 
the Army, and having taken an Oath of focrecy, imparted to them his rcifblu- 
tion. Hereupon, they being fufficiently iiiftrufted, cauled it to be given out 
tliroiighout all places where the Barbarians lived , that the Emperor was re- 
Iblved to be vcTy liberal to them, not only by giving them money , but Lands 
alfo, therewith to tlcferve their fi fcn Jfhip and adhcrance tp the Intertil of the 
Roman Empire. For this purpofo tliey were admonifiied to allemble together at 
a day appointed, within the Maropol/s where they lived, and not fearing any 
thing gladly expefted the Day, rcnutting now much of their Anger anet Zc'al 
for avenging the tleath of their Parents ", and when the time came, they all ap- 
peared. Then did the* Souldicrs who. were brought together for this purpbfo, 

Id/e on the Hoiifos round about the where they flood, and what with 

Sroncs, Darts and other Weapons tlcftroycd them all, and thereliy delivered the 
fc!aflcm Cities from imminent danger. , 

46. This is the account Zofimus gives us of the Succefs againft the Barbarians, 
botii in Thrace and tlie Eaftern Provinces. Herein he takes lio notice of the Per- 
Ibn of Tbeodojius, Imt makes all to have Ix-en performed by the Officers , one of 
which,^////«f by Name, he lays, refufed to fond to him,but defired a Commiflion from 
the Senatcof ConBantrnoplc", a probable matter, that an Emperor already fo decla- 
red, and in poHeirion,ihould befo flighted ", but index-dthis Writer deals as foirly ^ 
widihim, as with other Chriftian Emperors. According to Ids cuftom he tells , all 
his ttoricsin a way, -'and with circumftances for different from the general concur- 
rence of other Hifl^hns, and jwticulaiiy of A/n/z/ianus Marcellinus, who lived 
in thefo* times, and had great reafon to know the true ftate of Affairs 5 and this 
amongft the reft, which he relates at the end of his woric, as done before the pfr-

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him 5 and other Authors fay, that the Hums, Goths and Scythians were tliis 
year overthrown and defeated in many ingagements, but how die War was earn- 
ed on they do not add. Some lay the Goths w^ton ghing up of Hoftages were re- 
ceived into friendlhip, and othei^ that after being lufficiently beaten, they beg- 
ged peace in an humble manner, and that thereupon he received them to merev-, 
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ces by Fire and Sword, reftored the Grounds to the former Proprietors, liwtcb- ^ •• - 

cd the Cities out of the Jaws of Death: that if he had not been, no iliadow orj.’^; 
the Roman Name had been left in thele quarters : aud that this was done when m 4. ros' i-

North now was beaime deleit, having jHiurcd out all its Peoj'leujxin the Ro- ‘ ‘ 

man Empire 5 when the Banks of the Danube vomited ftiith Battels^ and when 
Myfia and other Parts were covered with the fwarms of the Troops aiul 

Waggons. 

47. Tliat thefe are Poetical expreffions, and direfted to hisS on we muft not de- 
W ny, and yet we are afiaid that Zopmus has more offended on the other Hand. To 

his his former Relation he adds, that Thcodofius, fyfog Bill at TheJJalonica, tlid indeed t.<v li- 

complaints fecm cafic of acocfs to liich as made their aadrelles to him: but beginning ^^ds 

Reign with Luxury and negligence of publick Affairs, made a diflurbance itiOffi- 
* ces, and ordained more Commanders in the Armies than formerly there had been. 

For whcieas there were anciently but one MapiJIcr E^uiium, and alfo one Ma- 
gijhr PcdiUim^ he matle mor? than fh e^ and thereby buhhened the Revenue, 
each of the five having now as much allowance as formerly was given to one of 
the two. Hereby he alfo cxpoltxl the Spuldiers to the Avarice of many Officers, 
every one of whom made it his bufinef^ as much as cither of the two formerly, 
to inrich himfclf out of the Souldiers Pay. But not herewith content he made al- 
fo Ip many interior Officers, as Tribunes and the like, that he left doable the Num- 
ber of thole he found, and by this means the Souldiers got nothing of wlia* was 
allowed them out of the Treafury. And fo matters went, faith he, by reafon of 
the enormous Negligence and Avarice of the Emperor. But fiinhcr, he firft cau- 
fod fo great cxjience to be made ftir his Table, that for preparation of fiich vari- * 
cty of coftly Dilhes, multitudes of Cooks, Cup-bearers, and other Officers were 
ordained, and not to be mentioned but in a long Difcourfe. Neither is there any 
neetl of telling what abundance of Eunuchs he had to forve hifti, moftof whom, 
e^xcially luch as were haiidlbnicft , made fiich Magiftrates as they pleafed , having 
all the Power of the Empire in their Hands, and being able to perfwatle the Em- 
peror to whatfbever they thought fit 5 fwing the caui^ of the Ruine which fol- 
lowed thereujKin muff be declared. For, being profufe to undeferving Perlbas, 
and thcreftH-e as ncccHarily Ik* muft, wanting mtjfh monij|r, he fold the govern- 
ment of .Province's to thofc that came next, without any diftinftion of worth or 
honefty, but judging him the fitted man who brought along with him moft mo- 
ney 5 infomuch as one might fee Bankers, and tfiofo that dealt in Coin, and others 
of ball* profeffions wearing the Enfigns ofMagiftracy, and delivering the Provinces 
in Sale to thofc tliat were able to give moft. • 

48. This alteration being fueh at the beginning, grew ftill worfc and ivorfc, 
and thereby came it to pals that the Fftrees of the Empire wete diminilhed in a 
little time, money tailed thc’Cities thereof, which were exhaufted, partly by 
cxceflive Taxes, and partly by Avarice of the Niagiftrates h for, luch as would not 
comply with their inlluiable defires they ruined by Calummes, as good as laying 
that foey murt get up the money that they had rayed for their Places. Hence 
cime it to palstlut Inliabitants tlirough their opprcluon, and otherwifc, undone, led 
mifcrable lives, and prayed to God to be freed from fo great Calamities ; for as 
yet they were fullered to fi-cquent their Pagan Temples,' and appeafc the IX'ities, 
after the Rites and Cuftom^ of their Fathers. But Thcodofm^ having by thefe courfes 
diminilhed his Forces, gave leave to the Barbarians that livcil beyond IJier to come 
over to him, proniifing with thefe Fugitives to fill up his Tr(X)}>s, wffiich Offer they 
accepted, and were acairdingly received into the Aim}', with hoiK tlut if theii 
■Number increaled they ftiould be able to attack the Roman SYatc, and reduce all 
under their own obedience. The Em|x:ror perceiving now how things flood, anvl 
that the number ofthefc Fugitives exceeded tliat of his own men, and conuilcriug 
what wasthebeft way to prevent them in cafe they Ihould attempt any thing coii- 
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trary to whAt they hadingagcd» he thought it bcft to mix part of them with the 
Army that was in Egypt^ and fend for (bme Forces out of the Legions of thatD/- 279. 
ocefi. According to the Emperors Orders they marched 5 and in t^ieir w ay, t he Ro- ' 
mans behaved thcmlclves very civily, paying honcftly for what they called , but 
the Barharians quite contrary, offering violence to thole that fold Previfions. At 
Rlsiladelphia^ a place of Lydia^ they met, where the Egyptlms, inforior in nural^T 
to the Barbarians., obeyed the orders of their Officers, but the others piefoming in 
their jown ftrength ttxjk mudi upon them. One 06 them being demanded money 
in the Market tor what he pretended to buy, drew his Sword and cut the Seller 
and his Neighbour that came in toaffiff him 5 upon which accident the Egypt iatts 
gently admonilhed the Barbarians to abftain from foch unjuft oppreflions, which 
did not at all become Perfon^ that pretertted to live after the Roman Laws. But 
tlicy being too good to be advifcd alierted, what their follow had done, by dravi^- 
ing their Swords at the Reprovers, who not able to contain their indignation, fell 
in with them, and* killed of them above two hundred men. Having thus chafti- 
fed them that remained, and perfwaded them to carry thcmlelvcs more civily to- 
ward fuch as would take no Affront at their Hands, they proceeded in their Mardi, / 

and the Barbaiians kept on their way to Egypt, under conduft of HormiJUa the 
Perfian , foil of that HormiJeU who fcrved under Julian in his War againft that 
Nation. 

49. The Egyptians being come into Macedonia and taken in amongft tlie Legi- 
ons there, no order at all appeared in the Camp , no diftinftion betwixt Roman 
and Barbarian 3 but all went promifouoully together, without any certainty in the 
Mufter-Rolk And as for the Fugitives it was permitted them, though lifted in 
the Army, to return home, and to lend others to lerve in their roonts and yt i 
when the fit took them, to return again to their Colours. But this liberty they 
injoyed not without Inch effects as any one in prudence might juftly foretell. For 
they held intelligence with thdr Countrymen, and letting them underftand how 
negligently #llthi ngs were managed on the Romasr part, they relblved to make 
Ute of that opportunity which the great confufion in the Army did afford them. 

Having without difficulty palled the River, ( for none there was to oppofo them, 
and thofc that pretended to liave forlakcn them, rather firthercd their defign} 
they entred Macedonia , whither the Emperor came with all his forces. At Mid- 
night they perceived a great Fire to be kindled, which they concluded to be for 
theUle ofJbeodoJtus and his Followers 3 and therein being confirmed by the rcla- 
lation they received from Fugitives, they halted ftrait to his Pavilion, taking 
their dirciftion from the Fire. Now did moft of the Fugitives joyn thcmlelvcs to 
thdr Countrymen, and for more in number thus united they were, than the Ro- 
mans and fuch as ftill remained with them. Yet ^id they find ftout reliftance, 
which fcrved to this purpofo*, that the Emperor had tijne to Ihift for himfelfand 
get away 3 and thoughiiiis mcr^that he left behind, were all cut ofi^ yet they foil 
not without an infinite number of Barbarians accompanying them to another 
world. Had the Northern men ufcd the advantage given them, and purfaed 
TJxodofiur^ as they might have dpne, they liad calily taktii him and all the reft 3 
but being rendred Maltcrs of Macedonia and TheJJaly by thisVidtory , they content- 
ed thcmfclves with it 3 neither Impoled they any Tribute upon the Towns 3 but 
left them as free as they found them. ThcEmpcrdr, after thdr departure into their 
own Country , fortified with Garrifons all the Caftlcs and liich Towns as were 
wallcd3 and then went to Conjiantinople^whcre he Wroth to Gratian ccnceming what 
had hapned, and how fomc Ipecdy courfc was to be taken to prevent tliat ruine 
which impended. Having fciit away the Mclfengers, he then fo'll upon the Mi- 
ledonian and Tbcjplian Cities, which, as if they liad reedved no damage from rthc 
Lite Incurfion, he burthened with the ulual Tributes, and fo fcvcrcly exafted the 
payment, tliat in a manner he took away what the humanity of the Barbarians YiSidi 
Jcfr. For not only were they conftrained to pay money 3 but even the Orna- 
ments of their Women, and all thdr Clothes, fo as our Writer had almoft laid 
they had nothing 1«A to covcf thdr nakedne^ and all this under the notion of 
Tribute 3 infomuch that every Town and Village rung again with Cries and La- 
mentations of thofc, who univerfoUy extolled the Barbarians, and called uixin 
them for their hdp. Such was the eftatc of JCheJfaly and Macedonia in thefc 
dayes. 

50. However, our Emperor Iplendidly and as in triumph entred Cotsfiantitjople, 
without any rc^'ft had to the publick Calamity 3 and being thither aimc, made 
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Seft.3. immoderate life of the Delights and Pleafiircs of tliat great City. On the otljcr 
fide Grattan was much difeurbed at the news he had received from him, and, with 
as much expedition as might be, fent away confidcrable Forces under the Com- ' 
• mand of Baudo and Arbogafiet.^ both Franks by Nation, great Friends to the Ro- 
nton Intercft, free from Covetoufiicfi and Bribery 5 and both very ftout and ex- 
pert Captains. They being come into Macedonia and Ibrace, the Sijthians who 
lufficiently underftood their Worth , and ftill remainal in thefe quarters, Iialked 
atvay into Thrace, whidi formerly they had wafted, and doubting wliat further 
oourfe they fhould take, betook thcmfclves to a Trick (not mut^ unlike to the 
former) whereby they cheated Theodofius. They fent to him certain Fugitives, of 
moft bafe condition, to promife him Fricndfhip and obedience in whartoever he 
would require. And he very eaffly admitted, and gave them Credit, not at all 
inftruded by lus former Experience of their fidelity 5 and hereupon more follow- 
ed , and he received them all. By the Sotrilhnefi of this Prince were matters 
again reduced under the Power of thefe Fugitives, which Sottifhncis helncreafed 
by his voluptuous oourfe of life. For whatever jtended to the corruption of man- 
ners and humane converfetion, received fiich incouragement and incrcafe during 
the Government of riiis Emperor, that all thofc that imitated him in his way of 
living, feemed therein to place all that could make them happy in this World. Ri- 
diculous Mimicks and pelnlent Dancers were now in requeft, and if anv thincr 
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diculous Mimicks and peftilent Dancers were now in requeft, and if any thing 
could contribute toward obfccnity, and this wicked and diflulutc Mufick, it was 
praftifcd both in and after his time 5 for to fo great depravity of Manners was the 
Generality now inclined, that fuch as came after, imitated thofe that went before 
them in this fort of madnefi. And befides all this, the fecvice of the Gods \v'as 
everted thoughout all Cities and Countries, infomuch that all who believed there 
were Gods, were in danger, together with thofc that looked intentivcly to Hea- . 

ven, and worftupped fiich thii^ as they there law. 

51. Thelaft thing rebted by Zofimns we may cafily grant to be true, and whe- 
tl^r prejudice raifed from this proceeding of Jheodojtns did not .exaljxa^te our 
Hiftorian and thofe of his Perfwafion, we lhall not now enquire 5 but to make a 
true judgement of this difinal charafter he beftows upon him , take in what tlic 
Laws and other Writers generally afford us of lus Aftioas which are the trucrfl te- 
TheObjefti- tfo»ony that ciUibe given to humane Life. By his Conftitutions we find, thatfom ,

Privata, although, as we have already fix*n, in the time of Theod^as the Youn- 
ger, when his Breviary df Notitia of the Empire was made, he was fiibjeft to the 
'Prap<^ttff fieri Cttbiadi : But why Cappadocia (hould have its peculiar Comes for 
Houltt and Lands there, appertaining to the Emperor, might well be confidered. 

JuSiinian fiiyes that the ground was fo excellent, that it plcafed exceedingly the 
foregoing Princes , who therefore bellowed on it a Magiftr.nte of its own, who 
was nothing inferiour to the Civil Magiftrate , or Proconfil. But yet, how thefe 
Polfefiions came to the Emperors, and particularly why they lb’ pk^afed them, he 
doth not exprefi. Its therefore thought, that wh.taConJlantinc confifoited the Re- 
venues belonging to the Priefts, and Pawn Temples (which made feveral Wri- 
ters, as iJbanins , Ennapius and others dUcontented and rmle as well as Zo(imus') 
he appropriated to his own life alfo thofe that he found in tliat Province. And 
how large thefe Reveneus were in this very Country aj^pears, from Strabo his defi 
cription but of one City and Temple, wsi. the City of Comana, and the Temple of p. 

• Bettona, Comana was a memorable City, in a Valley of that Mountain called Att- 
tititttrtfs, wherein was a great multitude of thofe they accounted pofidlcd Perfons, 
and fiich as laboured in the bufineft of Sacrifices. The Inhalntants, beii^ of 
that fort of Cappadocians called Cataonians, weic otherwife fiibjed to the liing 5 
but chiefly obedient to the Cliicf Prieft, who was efteemed as Lord both of the 
Temple and of thofe which miniftred therein, who w'hen Strabo was at the place, 

* exceeded in numlx:r fix thouland Perfoas reckoning both Women and Children. 

Befides, there was mvich Land belonging to the Temple, of whi.h the Piicft re- 
ceived the Revenues for amongft that People , in lenity he was next to the 
King, and moft commonly of tlie feme Family. We then the Emperor, having 
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lecurcJ -(hefe Revenues belonging to thofo (iiperlbrious IKb, might well have large AD, '' 
poUcflions in CuppaAnia^ which allb was a Country fo good and &.‘nilc, that the 579.., 
Prince had a great Breed of excellent Horfcs there. 

52. The next place we find Thecdo^.us at, is Vicus AugttSfi^ a Place of Ducia 
Ripatf.s tor, thence he gave fi)rth another Edid to the lame P after ati us ^ which 
in the opinioii of Lawyers (hewed his Clemency and Muderaiion. It was concern- 
ing that Gold caliv d Atrum Coromrhim wont, as he exprefles in this Conftiiution, ri>. 
to be given to i’linces by the Cnrialcs upon three leveral pccafionss. The fiift 
was out of their kn'C ami reljx:d to the Perfons of the Emperors, as upon their 
firft promotion, (lb they prelcnted Juliatt") or when they were Adopted, (lb 
Attfotrivus P///J ) or when they hapned to come to their City , or when Mclien- 
gers wcjv lent to them upon fome Requefts, t)r the like. But the fccond occafion 
me niioned in this Law is, that of Indulgence or RemilTion of Tributes or Debts 
due to the Treafury; fuch as Qratian grantctl at this time, to which we might 
imagine his Law to have reference, had it not Teodojius for its Author. I'he 
third and la(f was upon occafion of Vidory or good Succefi, whidi was the moft 
ancient and ef{x.*cial occafion 5 for it was given them in Crowns already madc,or 
for the making of fiich Triumphal Ornaments ^ and thence came it to pafi, that 
covetous Generals w'ould catch at all opportunities to Triumph, in expedation of 
this Gold , which extorted a Law' of old, that it (hould not be given them ex- 
cept a Triumph had been defired. “ Upon whatfoever of thele occafions it was 
ghen, he would have it received in what fbever form it was brought, whether in** 

Crow'iis or Images, ( as Ibmctimes Images of ViSory were prdented ) and ** 
though it had not received the greateft purification by fire^j bccaufe it ought to** 
come, not from conf^raiiit, but a willing mind. Thele were remarkable Laws 
made by TIxodoJius in his firft year relating to civil matters. Gratiati^ as we laid, 
being rcturned to Triers , amongft other Edids of fmallcr concernment , • 
publilhed another directed to Vit/diriattus^ his Corns ArcLiatroruut^ in behalf of 
the Phyfitians of his Houfhold, whereby he confirmed to them two Privileges 
or Imtnunitics. ** Ihe firft was tliat of the Saiatorcs AdleOi who t^ijoycd the 
Dignity and Prerogative Semtors:^ but were not fubjed to the Burthens “ 
belonging to that Orda’, as thofc of Gkbalis CoUatio^ and the Prtetorjhip^ and ** i 2 A\ai.oehb. 
this Immunity he extends allb to their Heirs i as on the contrary, if fiich 
frators as were obliged to be Prators died before the cxliibition of the publick “ 

Games, their Heirs were bound to be at the Exjience. The fccond Privilege was 
** That if thele Palitim Areldatri arrived at tlie Dignity of Comtes^ wliich uliial- 
ly they tlid , that then th(^' (hould be exculcd from thofe they called Jord/d ** 

Offices^ or Imploymienb, as were fome others of the fame Degree. Tliis Vindi- 
ciatiHs to whoni the Edid is direded, is the fame we fjpoke of before, who ar- 
rived at the Dignity of Vicar, having written a Book of Medicinal Obfervations 
fi)r the Ule of ValcMiwiau and his Sons. 


53. But though he was Indulgent to Phyfitians, he was feverc enough to fuch 
‘Vvere againfl wcrc Debtors to the Pubhek, for the piclervaiion of his Revenue. Moft mi- 
i)tbn):stothc fcrable in old time had Ix-cn the condition of aM that were in Debt, whom, 

I'ubiick. .,5 learn from Diottyfius Hdkaruajjetis and others, the Creditors liad fo much 
in their fK>wcr,'as to fubjed t/iem to Drudgery, Imprifonmcnt and Torture ^5 
whicli Cuftom, tliougli introduced by reafbn of the careicfiiels and knavery of 
fome, who made no Confcicnce of retaining or f}>ciKling what belonged to other 
men, yet }>rocluccd fuch Ads of cruelty and Opprcfiion that by the Law 

a CcjJion of Goods or Eftates was introduced 5 fb that thofc who quuted all they 
had, were not to be Impiilbned nor Tortured for whatit was not in theii' power 
to dildiargc. But this, on the other Hand, was in fome fi^e of time found to 
give occ.'ifton allb to great Inconveniences 5 for thereof crafty and cheating 
Knaves made advantage to defraud honeft men, by concealing part of what they 
liad 5 and luxurious S]X?ndthrifis, knowing they could come but to this at laft, in- 
coiinigtd thcmlclvcs in their lavillinient and debaucheries. Now as to torturing of 
rxbtoix, ConUiUitiue the Great, and his Son Coniiantius did not approve of it. 

But Valent iniatt, as Aat/ui.mus tells us, adjudged fudi to death as were not aUeto

Hereby Thcoelofius inlai^cd the power of the Pr£fe&s, and about the lame time

Judges and degrading them lb tar, as to the vileft condition of men, if found 
A L»w of iiis corrupt and abufing their Power. By removing from, the Senate to the ftatc of 
agamft ror- vulgar had been ufually punilhed Senators guilty of Fallhood, cl^xiilly du- 
ring the Government of that moft excellent Prince Alexander Severus ; neither 
was Theodofius the firft man tlxit brought up this of degrading Judges to the 
lame condition. Before the Julian Law, the punilhment of corruption in them 
was that of Exile, and the Value of the Lois liiftaincd Iw the injured par^ i but 
that Law contracted it within thefe limits of removal from the Senate, and the Uitm 

Value of the damage ; yet afterward according to the merit of the caulc was 
the ^lenalty increafcd. Tliis new Coiftitution being made at Conjiantinople, leems rZ/i.;rit.27*.

55. But, how great a calumny this lame Hiftorian railed againft this Empe- 
ror, or ellc how llendtr liis judgement was, in that he charges" him* with weak- 
ning the Army and rendring inconfidcrable the force of the Empire.

For 
each City liad its peailiar Rev'enues , part whereof was wont to be . afligiied to 
the maintenance of publick works, the Aocounts of which <hey woultl have 
allowed , but Prohibit any Salary to be afligned by the Decttrhftes , or 
greater S^giftrates, to any Perfbn, without their Command therein cffHxially fighi- 
lied; whereas, in Ibme Cafes the Decurhnes were wont to allow Salaries, ns to a 
Munidpal Profeflbr or Piwfitian^ to Meflengersfentto Court, and to the mainte- 
nance of filch of their own Mi!lnlx?rsaswere fellen to Decay. But CorfUaniitts for- 
bade any Salary to be given, peremptorily, without the Prince his Command, as 
his Crandfiithcr CmUantins Chlorits^ himfelf, affigned to Ettmetn/ifs the Rhctorkiiw 
his Penfion from tte City cS Aiiguliodumim 3 and Gratim when he gave the Gal/i- 
ratt Cities leave to ’chufc their Profeflbrs,* yet would not yield them the liberty of 
affigning them Allowances at their own Dildetion.

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fpcedily betook himfclf to Theodofius^ but lately recovered of a dangerous Sick-“ 
ncis. The Emperour kindly received lutn, with all the Barbarians tliatacconi-** 
panied him, going out of the City to iiicyt him, at a mwd diftance: And“ 
the Man dying not long after, he Buried him wth Roy:d Pomp, and fo great “ 

. Magnificence, that all the Barbarians being aftonilhcd at the Statclinefs of the “ 
icTatCM- Funeral, Scythians returned home, reviving no more to molefltthe Komans^'* 
tiaopit. lb greatly did th^ admire ' the gc^nefi of the Princci and fuch as came over “ 
wiwi AthanaricbvX themfclvcs diligently to keep the Bank of the River, and“ 
a long time hindred allincurfions.fi'om being made into lAvi Roman Territories. “ 

Thus much writes Ttofimns concerning that Athanarkh^ who though he preten- 
ded his Father had made him Iwear, that he would nctXT let Foot on Roman 
Ground 0 yet afterward hud his Bones on Roman Eartli, coming to ConRuntino- 
ple on the thirteenth of January^ and there dying on the twenty-fifth of the lame 
Montli. We fee by this Story of T^mus^ how the Germans prellcd upon the 
GrfiiSrf/^ Nations, and about the lame time that the two Laws lately mentioned 
conccmuig the Railing of Men and Provifions , and againft the concealing ot 
Fugitives, were made 5 lb that we need not leek for any other occalion tlian tliis, 
nor any other Author than Gr4/w» himlelf 

1 72. But, Zofimus^ proceeding in a reafonable good humour, tells us, that at thc^ 
ijfoffuc- other things happened luckily to Thcodolfos. For he overthrew “ 

in Battel the Scyri andCarpadoca^whkhwert mixed with the H/tnns^ andcom^^el-** 
led them to repals the /f/tr into their own Countries. Now again the Soldiers “ 
btion of beganto rcaflume their former Courage, and lammed to receive hope, notwith-^ 
uiflori- Handing the milchieft thatliad formerly happened^ the Hudxmdmen wcreincou-“ 
raged to renew their Labours , there bong free indifturbed Pafture afforded to “ 

Flocks and Herds. And nowthcHiftoriancondelcendslb ferastotellusthatin^ • 

thb manner Theodojiiss Jeemedto heal ike former maladies of t/x State. And he* * 

adds, that at this time commanding the Army which conliftM of Foot* 

in the Province of Thrace^ (di\ upon Oedotheus who had gathered together a vaft* 

Army, not only out of liich Nations as Bordered upon but others moft re-* 

mote and unknown? and by this time was palTing the River. But Prow(>/«/ met * 
him in his Pafl&geboth with his Foot on Land, and Boats upon the Water, and * 
made 16 great Slaughter of his Men, that he filled the River with dead Bodies , and * • 

theilain that lay on dr)' Ground could not be numbred. What tell us* 

of the lucceft oiTTxododus^ is by others in general terms attefted, and elpecially 
what he writes of theClcmencyandgoodnelsof his Nature, concerning which we 
hear enough on all Hands. By the force and efficacy of this Weapon it was, not orat.s. 
by Gafrijo^s^ Archers^ or Armed Merf, as Tlxmijiius tells him, not by Armenians 
or Spaniards^ or^y multitudes of Armed Horjes that he exiinguilhcd thj^ythian 
Flames for it wffl Onk of it felf, by reaibn of his Prudence and gooa^d\ice. 

This is a Teftimony givciiby one to another, to which if we may add what 

is further laid byaii Hd/oriano^ thcll* 6me times, of our own Profeflion 5 He 
writes further, that all the Nations of the Goths^ by Zofimus termed Scythians^ “ 
after tlieir Kings Deatli, beholding the Vertue and Mildneis of gave up 

themfeivcs to the Roman Empire. That in thole days alio, the Perfans, who had 
fiiffidently intuited for their Viftory over Julian and other .Empyrours, and their 
late putting of Valens to flight,* lent Amballadours on their own Accord to 
tinople^ and in a luppliani manner defired Peace, whereupon that League was made 
of which all the Bail , faith he, *to this day^ with Jo muchTrancjuillity^ reaps the ad- 
vantage. Soheprotefted the Empire from its foreign Enemies. Now let us fee 
how by Enading wholfome Laws, this year, he contributed to this Protctition, and 
I further correfted the inward l^iftempers thereof. 

75. To the proteftiori of the Province he contributed by publifliing an Edift of 
I , • the teme import with that of Grattan^ lately mentioned, againft fuch as liurbourcd 
, the Soldiers that ran from their Coloun;, impofing the lame puniflimcnt u|X)n the 
St^ards and Agents, as alfo the lame penalty upon the Owners of the Lands ^ and 
this weraaygucls was done in Order to the Scythian t)r Gothicli'WvLr, which, for 
thele three years, eontinued, notwithftanding the induftiy tiled by the followers of 
upon the Banks of Ijier^ ^hich ^odmus mentions. The Im)>crial Autho- 
rity could not lupportthe State except it waslikcwile I'upportedby the Revenue ^but 
this wasldlbied by Ibme Covetous perlbns, who, poflibly incouraged themfolves in 
bRcveoi^ their fi:audulentprafticcs, by hoix: of Impunity conceived from the EmperoursCle- 
itbufcT** nicncy. For wc find that at tlustimc it was become too firequent to cheat the pub-^

the Tax, in the Books whereof was uliially regiftred wliat Trees were in a Field 381 
and what or how many Vines in a Vineyard. “ This Fraud he thought fit now 
to punifli by no lefs a Cenlurc than of death and confil^tion of Eftate^ with “ uril'uscoTl 
a caution not to trouble any Perfon that uled that courfe meerly for the im- “ 
provement of his Grounds 5 which fcverity, however proper for the dieats 
this prefent time , yet was thoi^ht too great to be continued, and therefore toribus iil 
though the Law be taken into Jufiinians Code, yet the penalty is chmiged fiom 
I.)eath and Confifoation, to fitch pimiftiment as the Judge, having coguUance 
the caufojflhould think fit. There was another Abufe committed betwixt Inch as ma- 


naged the Publick moneys and other perfons who were wont to borrow it of 
fuch Officers j which proving very inconvenient, in draining the Treafiiry, fo as 
it could not fuffice for the publick charge, he forbids his Money cither to be lent 
or borrowed. “ Such as ftiould borrow it either upon Bond or word of mouth, 
he punilheth with confifoation of Eftate and perpetual Deportation^ and th{^ “ 
who under Notion of publick Creditors Ihould cither lend or give it, ndth no “ 
left titan Death.

clca^ whither he removed from Conjlantinople upon occafion, as it’s thought, of 
the War with the Scyri and Carpo^e mentioned by Zofimus. He took further 
notice this year, that themiforablc Provincials were harafied and compelled fpeedi- 
ly to pay their Taxes, and yet notwithflanding, nothing or but little, often time 
came to the Treafiir}', by reafon that the Officers belonging to the Revenue trafi- 
ked and made their own Markets of it. “He inflids doith upon fitch as fhould ^ 
lb inten ert the money , and upon Judges or Governors of Piovincesj except “ ic»d%un^' 
after the receit of it, by their Offidals mey fignified that it was committed to “ Sundinitmt 
the publidt Cuftody at fitch a diftance as was ufital. And if the money were “ 
kept ten days longer by the Officers of the Comes Largitiomm , or thofo “ 
whole work«it was to convey it, tlicy ihould fine in two hundred Parts of the** 
value of the Sumnie. 


74. Being removed from Heraclea to Adria/wplc^ he could not, but, in hisprc- 10. dim 
parations againft the Scythian Nations, take notice^ that it was a thu^fo coia- ced.Tu. 
Afiainft the mon ill lUyricttm and thefc Traifts for the Thumbs of men to be cut on (whence 
^ befiire, the*y had the name of Murci') that, almoft incredibk* tboi^h 

it be, the Provincials could fcarccly find any to ferve in the Wars, but thofc

»sc[firkrAn^ Notaries^ and obtain by Codicils the Dignities aforclhid, they fliould “ 
be preforred before fuch as had excrciiM fuch places, if fo be they were of niorc “ 
ancient ftanding. In like manner he refolves that the Proximi of theSerwia^ and “ 
the^ Magijifi D/Jpoftiomm fliall be fo equalled with thole of the order of “ 
cars, that if they firflt were dilmillbd out of the Palace, with this honorary “ 

Dignity, they fliall precede others ;^ho had really difeharged this place and“ 

Truft. But, as to the Notaries, wc afie to know mrther, tliat the Primeerias “ 

• and SecHtrdoreritts, at their difmilTion, were preferred before Vicars, and made “ 
equal to Procof/Jals^ the other Triltuncs and Notaries were made of the liime“

Ranks amongfl them ) with Cotrfilares, This lame year Tkeodojius, as by confont, 
made two Edifts concerning the lame Subjeftc, one whereof being next in order 
in the Code to that made 'by Gratian concerning the Notaries, tliliers little from 
it, but only in this “ That he will have the Dignity of the Prmi(erii to have

• ' Triiutje. As allb that he will not have the Prsetoriaf/ Trilimtcs and Notaries to “ tiniHnd iS 

lx; taken for Perfimsof the lame Rank and Quality, as to be ranked with Procon- “ i>-a-con(iinti 
• y 7 //r,butin the next Degree with the Comites of the Ktff, or Egypt ^ for thcle two “ " 
were next in Degree to the Proconfuls, as allb the Comes of Pontica, but fu jx’rior to “ 
all other Comites, Daces, Vicars and CoT/Jalares. Now the Trihanc of tlie Praetorian 
Notaries was the fime thing am^ngft the Notaries of the PrafiCfi Pr^ctorio, as the Pri- 
mkerius now fpoken of amongft the Notaries of the Prince. In like manner next in 
theCode tothe Edift of Gratian concerning the place of fuch as had without the 
Palace by Letters obtained Dgnities, we find one of immediately follow- 

ing, and concerning the lame matter to the lame purpofe. “ For he willby.no means

fliingitswf daining “ That if they paid it not within the year, they {hould forfcir as much "tW. /»■?. 
with Nccclla. ^and if afterward they delayed, ftxhrfbld as much. For it is to be known 
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that certait<,Provinces paid a yearly 'ftibute to the Treafury or Chamber of 
with which Chwa^was bought in Spain and /Egypt. The Tribute was w<|(|t to be 
Ixhiiid, and thcrwil^r^hfiPofidlhrs of the groundswere intended to be quickned 
up by this Conltitution. 

76. l*hc CCCLXXXlI.year of our Lord had for Confuls Fl. Autoniof, and FI. 
Stagrisfs the lecond time* it being the Icxenth of Valentinian the lecond, and'*'^*"^®" 
the tenth Indiftion. The PrsfeSsss Prjetorio under Theodofins was Floras:, and 
undCT Gratiafs and Valentinmn, were Severus, Siagrius and Hypatias .* Proculas 
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was both this, and the former year. Comes of the Hail, and PaUadius was Prse- 
feSas AagaUalh of /Egypt. Iwodojlus the Emperor continued this year at Con- nio ^ 
Jianlinoplc, and there, on the one and fwenticth day of February intombed the Fl.Siagrio 
Body of ValcfUv/ian his Prcdeccflbr. In the bc-ginning of the year he confidered Co s. 
of an ufcful and matciial point for the keeping of good Order and Decorum ' 
amongft the People, viz. what ft>rts of Clothes were fit to be worn in this Ci- 
flrains' 7 i^rry ^ 7 ’ Particularly by Senators, Officiates and Slaves, who t^ere wont, by promif- 
in Apparel in cuous and common Ule of Garments, tomake themlelves little differ in ajxpcarance 
rtiree fort^of •both from Other Pqrftms, and amongft themfelves. This laudable Reformation 
had been formerly and lerioully thought of by Alcxas/dcr Severus, who purpofed 
to affign to all Ranks and Degrees their (wcral Habits, that they might thereby 
bif known an<l diftin^uilhcd 5 efoacially to put a ftiark of diftin^Hon upon Slaves, 
to prevent all Sedition by reafim of them j and that ihey might be dilcerned 
from Perfons of Quality and of ingenuous condition. Bvit the Projedt did not 
pleale Dlpiaa and Paulas, the great Lawyers of that Age,, who alleagcd that it 
would give occalion to quarrels, if meri were, by fuch marks, made liable 10 Aft 
fronts^ whereupon, that Emperor contented himl elf with cauling thofo of Eque- 
ftrian Rank to be -diftinguiflied by th<i kinds of their Clavtts or Stutlde 5 and jkt- 
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mitting old men to make Ufe of PcmU or Cloaks, Mantles, or a kind of Gar- JJ), 
ment Wy proper for a Journey and bad Weather , but forbade Women to 382. 
wear them in the City, though in Travelling they might do it with Allowance. 

But , v/liatever Ulpian and Paulus might think , moft indecorous bptlf it was 
and is i that all Perfons (hould confiifodly wear the lame Apparel, that a Slave 
or Footman (hould not be known from his Lord or Mafter, nor a Kitchin-wencfi 
from her Lady. In the lieft times Govemours have been careful to rCftrain ex- 
travagant in this kind 5 neither hath liich great Inconvenience followed by Af- 
fronts o&*red from one fort of Perfons to .another ^ ft>r Slaves and inferiour Per- 
fons may l)e known by other tokens ^ as following their Mafters, and by for- 
vile works about the Streets, if .any have luch defire to quarrel with them. 

77. Therefore both in Old Rome and in the Nen> , or CottHantinople^ certain 
Perfons were diftinguilhed by their Apparel fo as they might be known when 
one met them 3 which was by commanding or permitting certain forts of Cloaths 
to be worn by certain Peifons, and prohibiting the Ufe of them untoothers. Both 
Senator. of fh^fe arc injoyned by Tljeodopas in his new Law to the three forts of men be- c.dt mbit- 
fore mentioned. As for Senators^ the wearing of fome Apparel is forbid them 3 
the Ufe of another fort is permitted them ? and in a certain Cafe neo^ty of one cod!n!i‘il 
kind of HaHt is injoyned them. It was grown a frftiion now for Senators and 
Gcfttlcmen to wear the Chlamys , or Souloicrs Coat in the City, cither lor that 
they thought it more gentile or lels cumberfom than the Gown 3 “but for as * ‘ 

much as it is was the' Military HaWt, he cogimands it to be left ofi^ and tliat in “ 
the City, which was the Metropolis or Head of the Eaftem Empire, in a time “ 
of peace, the Ro^ of Peace and Civil Habit, w&*the Gown or other civil Gar- ‘‘ 
ment fliould be worn, as wed i'i the Morning ‘as other times of the day,* 
though the Senators thought they mi^t, when they went to give the Empe- 
ror good Morrow, appear in that fort of Garb. “ But hereby he doth not in- 
fringe their liberty of wearing the Chalmys out of the Town, and neither for- “ 
bid it the Palatine Dignities or Oflicers which had becnlong wont to wear it in “ 
the City. Together with thc'Gown he will have Senators known by the Co- ** ^ ^^,* 
lobium and Pen$da. Colobiunt was a (hort Coat without Sleeves, or clfc luch as cu^axmti 
reached not to their Elbows, which as well as Shoes, it was not lawful for Slaves *’'*®^** 
to wear 3 and befides it was ftudded or wrought with Purple. Pemda was a 
fort of Clftk, Mantle or great Coat, with an Hood or Capouchc made of coar- 
fer Cloath, an .1 frt only for cold and rainy Weather, as the Colobium for feir and 
fcrcne, and- therefore within the Qty the Emperor permits them the Ufe of it , 

, which came firft out of Gmw, where it was lifed in thefe Cafes as well as in Tra- 
vel. In Rome it was firft worn in wet wither by theTribnni Ple^ir-^ and from 
them came (hortly to be taken up by other Perfons, at tte light ot Plays and at 
Funerals, and as warm and convenient by old men 3 tou-.vlfofii Alexander Sevems^ 
as we laid, |x;rmittcd the Ufe of it 3 but forbade it women except in a Journey. 

Then at length came it to be the common Wear of all that fo plcaled 3 elpc- 
cially of Senators, who, as their Colobia^ had alfo their PenuU diftinguilhed by 
Purple. Thele two kinds of Cloaths they might wear in the City witho^ the 
Gown 3 but he exprdly commands “that intheSenflteand in places of Judicature 
the Gown (hall be ufed, and the other thrown off, when Senators were thi- “ , 

thcr lummoned or have any Caufe to be tryed. In former Ages all Romans 
^vt•re known by the Gown, it was a Gens togiaa. But they became weary of 
it by degrees, and would often appear in fhe Senate-Houfe* in their Pur- 

ple Pennlif. Adrian indeavoured to bring both Senators and Equites to appear 
always in publick in their Gowns, except they came from Supper 3 but foreign 
Falhionsand new Drafil-s got fuch ground, tluit Tkeodopus ytzs well content, if in 
the Senate-Houfe and Courts, he could but reftorc this grave and ancient Habit, 
offiiuis of 78. The next fort of men he endeavours to reform are the Apparitors, or the 
OJprials of Judges, or publick Minifters 3 to whom he affigm three forts of Gar- 
ments. The firft is an Inward Callbck or Coat, which he will ever have mrt with 
a Girdle, as was wont of old to* be the felhion for fuch men, and indeed all othei% 3 
cfpecially when they went about any fcriqus bufineft. Provided they were but 
thus habited undemeath, he allows them the Ufe of the Pemda above ^ but then 
they muft .alfe> wear upon their Breaft a Pallium or Brcaft-cloth of divers colours, 
thereby to make known their Condition.* For in Garments of divers colours, pub- 
lick Sert'ams and Officers were wont of old time to go, and not much above an 
hundrcil years fince, by an Arreft of the Parliament of Park, it was decreed that 
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Sed.4* Bailiffs (liould Icrvc no Proceflcs, or Writs, except fo cloathccl i a lliow of wbicli • 

we rcta'ui ftill in England^ in the Coats of the Officers, or Servants belonging to 980. 
our Serjeant T at Law, who attend them firft to WeJfntmifer-HaW in their lokmii 
pallage through the ftreets 5 and afterwards alfb for fbme time, in party coloured 
Coats. In the laft place he regulates the Habit of Slaves^ whidi was ufually 
wont to be diftinguiOied from that of other Perfons. “ He foibids them the Life 
of other*Clothcs wont to be worn by perfons of free Condition , only i^crmits “ 
them the Ufe of thofo called Bynrhi and CucuUi which though nor profx;rly Ijc- “ 
longing to tliem, yet were, it f^ms, accounted the meandt, and vileft fort of 
Wears. The^nwawwas a fort of ClofoCoat, for its ftraitneft and uneafirids 
'' much defiled ^ and the CucuUus was not that Covering of the Head, Cowl or Ca- 
pouchc, which hath more lately gone under that Name, but a njean and coarfo 
coveting, though with ftich a ^pouch fot to the Neck of it. Now for the pe- 
nalty ( without which a Law is without a fting ) he will have fuch Senators “ 
as nt^led to obferve it , dpprived of their Senatorian Dignity, and of power to “ 
lit in the Senate 3 and foralinudi as he thinks tlic Condition of Officials, and 
“ Slaves not capable- of ftiamc, he fubjeds them to the pain of banifliment. And “ 

whereas the Cenjuales of the City, or the Officers under the Magificr Cenfus^ as “ 
we have feeh already in the Cafe of Students, were tlie Keepers of publick “ 

Decorum and Demeanour ^ he impofeth a Fiiw of Twenty pounds of Cold upon “ 

, thdr Company 5 if knowing any to tmn^els this ftatute , they reveal it not, * 
whither out of connivance, dr by money bribed to hold their peace. 

79. But for all this, fo mildly did Tbeodofim behave himfelf, that thence ill dif dr ni- 

pofod people ftill took oocafion to defraud the Publick, aftd abufe his Clemenc}'. 

What they owed Money or Tribute to the Treafury, they procured from him t/f. a. hjt'. ’ 
Receipts to the Officers, whereby rdpte was granted for payment of the Debt 5 
of which inconvenience , he became now fo far convinced, that by an Edift he de- „.w, p- c. * 
dared all fuch Receipts to be Void and Null. And now, whether he rdblved to 
He becomes more fevcTC, or was put upon it by Proculttr^ the Comes of the Eaft, againft 
morcievere, Crucl and Tyraiucal L^Qiolition iJbanim'xmo^'^ or elfc- induced thereto 

by the great Regard he had to the good and emolument of the Ctnia 5 he deHa- 
rt by another Edift, dirofted to the laid Proadus, that all foch as had within i. 90. dc dc 
Twenty ycars^ from the tenth Conlullhip of Conjiantim, and the third of Julian^ cmtonibiu.ced 
Againft Sena- been advanced from Curiales to the Senatorian Degree 5 Ihould citHer be com- 
been 'curi^is. to })erform the Services duc.to the Carr/^e, or if they had already difeharged .■iinfii cod.

fiSi PrAtorieand MagiffriMilitunt^ forthele four, viz. the Conful/liip, Patritiate^ 
PrafiSJhip (whether of the Pratorium or City) and the Office of Alag/shr Milt- 
tuA/y Conltitute the firft Degree of lUuftrious Dignities.

mng of the year, at what time we (ball hear of him up9)B^4^*Iad an occafion. In 
the meanwhile^ to takethiiigs in the moft orderly manner, and as they lyc in 
timej before us, Theod^usthoxx^tit beft to b^n the year with the fettlement of 
his own Family, to which he could no better way Contribute than by giving 
the Title of Anguffns to Arcadius his Eldeft Son, a Boy, now in the fixth year 
of his Age, which was performed on the fixteenth day of Janutny, Having Socrates 
made him Emperour, he took great Care that he might have Education, and 
beinftruded as became fo high a places and for that purpe^, he 4 iad written to cw*’ 
Gratian hisCollcgue, that he would fond'him fome Pious and Learned Man, tliat 
might be fitfor liich an Undertalring. Gratian berinipon lait to Etamujus the Bi- ’^samUAmal 
ihopof RoM, to recommend a Man, whopitcht upon Arjeniusy a Deacon of the 
Roman Church, a Perfon Eminent "for Piety and Learning. When he was 
come to Conffantinople he Committed his Sons to his Charge, and put them fully 
into his Hands, both for Knowledg and Morals, with thefe words ^ Ffcncc are you 
their Father more than my filf. On a time coming into tlie School, hefound Ara -p 
jenius the Mafter (landing, and Arcadius the Scholar fitting as he was taught s, at 
which fight he was angiy, and cxpoftulatcd with Arjenius for not prelervingthe 
Authority of his Office, to whith, when he replycd, that it did not become him to 
fit while he taught an EmperouTy out of Indignation he took the Diadem firom the 
Head of the ^y, made Arjenius fit down in the Chair, and Arcadius to ftand, 
as became a Scholar, adding, that Hk Children would no otherwije be worthy of 
theEmpirCy thanif to Knowkdg they added Goodnejs. Yetdid Arcadius Co kj: hot- 
get that Gratitude which all wUe andgood Men.have ever acknowledged due from 
thole that receive their Education and a better Birth, to their fecond fort of Parent*!; 
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that bangO^rrefied fix* his Fwks^ he would hernh, ^ lave lhade hun&lf thb 
Soooellbrof Nero, plotting hisMafters life, feom wl^ Danger he 
dcaped, depaardiffi Cecily feom the Court mto Mg^ , where he afterwards li- 
ved and became nmous for Sand^.* How bofe aim ui^teful (bevcr the De- 
meanour of ArcaMiu^as while a CMd, his Cofib^Gerauui and School-fellow Ne- 
britUifr made better ufe of his time, befog admired fay St Jerome, for that being 
brpt^ht up in the Palace, as the ^hootfeUaw of the Young Emp^urs, (whole

Butnotwithfiancfii^, let none out of Imorance, becaufo he Reads of lb many Laws 
now made Iw the Roman Emperours, for this one Reafon, conclude the Empire to 
have ^n or a very fickly Temper j if fo, the Difcale lies in his own Head, which 
will be Cured by a Recrit of Geography , when he views the vaft Trafts and 
Circumference of the Roman Pale. I fuppofe the Reader an Inhabitant of what was 
once fome finall pittance of the Empre, where he cannot Hut take notice, how many 
Edi& or A^of State pals for the Government of even that finall Plot of Ground.

For,^yiddW to thofe who in Courts are wont to corrupt the man- 
ners of Princes, he kinfiy entertmiied fome fugitive Alans which were lifted in 
the Army, conferred on them great gifts, and lb highly efteemed them, that in the 
mean time he feemed to make no reckoning of his own Soldiers. Tliis brought 
him into no little odium amongft lus own men, which daily increafing, at length 
drove into a fediiious l\umour, amongft others, luch as ferved here iii the Britijh 
Ifles, who more indulged thcmlclvcs in contumacy and piJevilhnels than the rdft. 

And they were further imaged, he laith, by Maximus , ^ Spaniard by Nation, 
r.opmui hii who had been fellow-lbuldier with Thco^fius in Britain^ and took it in dildain^jg^p 
norydKKor. thatHc Ihould be accounted worthy of the Diadem, and himlelf of no honoura- i ' * , 
ble Place or Office.

Germany.^ with greater expedition than he could write it, without any Rcpole" 
fo much as taking any moderate Sleep, or kind of SuHenance. And all this was

• * main ready, devout and fikhful to do him Semoe;, iKtng lltch ft lends, as his" 
own Inducements had proaircd him, and not Fortune. And from this more " 
juft than well groundal Confidence, he turns his Speech to him that would" 
lie more ' Righteous than tliolc he had obligecf , even the Eternal-Maker of " 

’ the World hiiufelf who Chultn.h to inhabit, as he faith, in the Minds of thole" 
who luve Cordially given up thcmfclves to his Service, and therein maltcs" 
Temples and Altars for his own Worlhipi acknowdalging Ijim loliavc fo)tirm-" 
Jy planted the Love of liim in the Emprours Heart, tliat Abfence had not " 
3nade him at all more Cool therein but lie had rcmcmbrc<l him though at " 
a diftance, had conte rred Honour on him when Ablent, and had preferM him " 

before 
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before thofcthat were prcfcnt and in liis Sight. Such was the fence that“ 
Aujonius had of this favour, exprefled in very Oratorical and Poetical words, “ 
^vhich though not convenient to be here rendred as they are in Iiis Oration 5 “ 
yet vve thought fit to give the Reader an Account tliercoC Both for that Learn- “ 
c«.l men think it fit, that Youth (hould be acquainted with his Puncgyrick^'^ 
anJ for that it acquaints us very much with the humour and Oif^fition of“ 
Gr.ttiuff. For although the Phrafe be very Poetical, and tlie ExprelhcJUs hypur “• 
bolical, yet it reprefe-nts to us in a Table, finely painted out and imbelli filed, “ 
what Amwiaf/us himlelf in a rough and courfe drai^ht had done toward the“ 
Charafterifing of this Prince, when he tells us, that ^ % towarcUy Inclination ^ 
he gained much upon the People, being a Touth well difpofid. Eloquent in Speech,^^ 
and Soldier enough for his time. As for thofe rough Lines he draws to make"" 
him have a Caft of Commodns his eye towards fomething on one fide 5 when" 
upon better View, this Objedt appears but a Herd of Deer or WMd-Beafts ; " 
it rather diredts us to a Foreft or Land-sWp, than any ill Features, ^nce or " 
fquinting of this Perfon, eljK'cially if in an harmlds Exercife, he behaved lum-" 
Iclffo gallantly, and demeaned himfelf with tliat Manlinefs and Dexterity , as 
the Paiiegyrift tells us. But firft, if you will, let us take a View of him as he" 
defcribes him on Foot, and then fee how he performed his Exercifes on“ 
Horleback.

alone 5 and at anotlier Wi itcr who talks of a Stroak of a Switdi bring a fuffi-" 
dent hint either to go or ftay. All this was a Riddle to them that read it, till " 
they beheld liira when Mounted , bending his Bow, laying the Reins on the “ 

Horfc his Neck, when he pleafcd, meerly with a ^itch putting him on, and" 
with one ftroak of the lame, giving a ftoptohis higheft Cariere. They who" 
pretended to teach him iliis, could not do it themfelvesi nay, they,^iw!iere now" 
content to learn of him. Thus we fee the Horfemanlhip aipd'’^Tficr Parts of" 
a Cavalier defcribed by him that was his Mafter in ar<!fl01:e Noble Aademy “

The Event did not prove it, however “ 
filch was the Defire and Prayer of Aufonins, who* if he wifhed to him accord- " 
ing to what he belkved him to deferve,''hc waj equitable, though not fuccef-" 
fuU in his defircs of the profperity of fo excellent a Perfon, however it feeraed" 
not good to the All-wife Creatorof the World (to whom he addrdfed him-" . 
fe'lf) to give him his Portion and Reward in this Life. As herein Jie is to be" 
commended, focxcufexl, in his Poetical Flourifhes, and polTibly more Luxuri-" 
ant Exprellions tlun the nicety of fimple and plain Truth would bear. For, 
the Honour and profit he himfelf reaped from io grateful a Scholar oould not 
give him near fo much Satisfeftion as the contentment and Joy he received in 
bring delivered from a vexatious tormenting dilappointment. When after a 
Mjelancholick Reflexion upon his former hojies conceived of doing Service to 
the Publick, from the Quality and Parts of the Youth j after many years fj.^, and 
much Ufoour loft , he (hould have been forced to quit the unplealant Ob- 
ject wilh no num returnable a Sentiment than that of Operant ^ oleum 
perdidi.

I. Rjtian being, dead , the fury and Rage of Maximus the Tyrant 

• ■ died not with him ^ but extended to leveral of his Friends in GaU^ 

^ amongft whom none more eminent than Merobaudes and Bal/io. Ale- 

^ robaudes bore the Title of Cotsfid this year^ but after thofc Illuftri- 
ous offices he difcharged, and his Confiilar Purple, was put to deaths and the 
other, (by Pacutus in his Panegyrical Oration to 'Il-eodojitts called VaUio^ was 
driven to that Del^ration, that for fear of Cruel Torments he killed himfelf, 
as St. Ambroje writes, who tells Vakntimm what paflM betwixt himfclf and the 
Tyrant upon this occafion. For , when he went on .ni Embafly to him, being 
upbraided it foems, with the Death of Gratiatis followers, the Tyrant anftvered. 

Whom have I caulcd to be flain? The Bifhop anfvvered, Ballios and kovi cxceU 
lent a Perfin? how great a Souldier? wastliatany JuftCaufo for his Baniftiment hunc Annum 
that he kept himfolffaithftil to his Prince? To this he replied, I did not com- 
mand lum to be kill’d. But, laith the Biftiop, we he ard there was Order pj\%^r/c,'A. 
given for his Death. And the Ufurper acknowledged, that if he had not 
offered violence to himfelf, he had ordered him to be conveyed to Cabiliomtm.^ 
and therb burnt alive. Whereupon, the Bifhop ended that Difcourfc, tel- 
ling him, tliat therefore it was believed, he was made away by his Command, • 
complaining, that no Man could expeft to be fate, if lb great a Commander, (b 
valiant a Soldier, and fo delcrving a Perfon could not bcfparcd. And he writes 
that Bauto^ who in the feventh year of Tlieodviius his Reign, was Confute and 
before whom St. Augidiine then tcad^a Lefturc ibr the place of Prokflbr ofRhe- 
torick at MiUn^ was alfo in Danger to have beta fcntcnccd to dye, as if iic 
had been anollv^r Bdlio. Paratus faith he might have more fpccious pretence 
for his Cruelty againa \’:tm, becaufe both of them hatl fenced in the Army under 
Gratian , and that this Prince lov’d them both. Therefore it’s juftly wondred, 
that Projper in \as Ckromccu, fhould fay, that Grut hr/ was overt hrovtn and flain 
through the Trcaclicry of Merobaudes ihcAUgiJlerAI/lilu/:/:, though by fbmc, this 
Merobaudes is thought to have been feme other Pcifbn, anil not Ahrobaudes the 
Coujul of the prefent year. Now if you will knew hew farther ihcUfiirpcrlx?- 
haved himfelf after his Succeft againft his lawful Sovere ign , an^l ihofe of his 
Friends that could do him moft prejudice, and difhub him in his unjuft got 
Pofleflions, you may hear Pac^us hof^ he bemoans to 'llcododus his Country of 
GaU after this manner.

Therefore upon fear-" 
ful apprdienfionof the Pen (forprofcription) as well as the Sword of the Tyrant, “ 
Poverty bccaihe a thing voweef, and, lb that the Hangman'might be avoided," 
the Officer of Confifcations was willingly liibmitted to. Then having related" 
what we have laid concerning the Death of and Ba/fro^ he adds tluit" 

befides this he can Q)eak of Blood drawn from the Female Sex, and of Cruelty 
againft them whom Wars arc wont to (pare, however othei wife Cruelly Mana- 
ged. And he infianceth, in a certrin Matroiv which he put to Death for her Pv.e- 
ligion; and inveighsagainft the Cruelty and Bloodthirftinels of IbmePriefts. Here- 
by probably he means fome Woman he thus punilhed for the Herefy of Prijal/ia», 
as he did feveral others being the firft that ever inflifted Death for Religion, which 
.wanccis Courfe (fince that time too common amongft Chriftians) St Marlin the Bilhop of 
le made to Ttfwrj eameftly oppofed ; but it was ui^d and profited by Iducins and Ithudns 
Panegyrl- Other Bilhop^ for which they were removed from Communion by the reft of 
thdr Brethren, but cf this more largely in its proflfr place. We fee how Pacatut 
deferibes the Demeanour oT Maximus toward his Country-men the Galls^ but we 
muft read him with fome allowance to his Pafiion and Panegyrical ftrain, others 
(Imtpofiibly fuch as never Ikiarted) allowing Mrxrm/ tollerablc qualities had he 
not obtained Ms Power by Rebellion and me Murther of his Sovereign. But to 
fecure his Dominion hovKever got, rather than believing himfelf fufficicntly and 
lafcly fetled therdn, as Zofimtts writes , he lent as Amlxiflador to, the 

Pr^S of his Bedchamber, no Eunuch (wMch fort of* Men he could not 
endurej but a grave Man, and one of his moft Antient Acquaintance. He asked 
noParwnfor y^h^|^d been done againft Grattan ; but offered* Peace, and toen-. 
ter into a Leagu^nd Sodety againft any Enemies of the Roman Empire, or, if 
he was otherwife inclined, he denounced War. Uteodojius feemed to be wil- 
liiw to admit Mm EmTCiour, and that his Statues (hould be crefted with his own, 
reiving with Mmfdf to make War upon him , when it (hould be convenient, 
<ind in the mean time to dreumvent him with a Show of all manner of obfervance.

Name of the Fathers a confirmation of that wUch they had relolved In anfwer 
to liis Efiftle and to leveral paniculars of it, this Emperor ftift lus Oration mrEdift 
diiL.^ed to the Senate, wherein he premil^ That although a Senatmjcmfihtm^^ ^ 
cloth obiain perpetual ftrength and eftablilhment of it IHC yet they (me l^opep 
rors ) thereto arc wont to give a corroboration 9 thatis^ to fiidi Decrees of die >• riiii 
Senate as rerpedfed it 11 * 1 ^ its own Orders and Regulation^ for asfiir other ^em- 
tufconfultums made for dedaring or enadring ibme points of Law ( as Terh^stmm^' ^ 
Pclkiumm and the tike) there were no itidi now made, nor had been fiir many 
Ages ^ the Prince havii^lwallowed up all fiidi Legiditive Authority. But diere- 
fbi'c he ordains, that, **If any pardcular Perlbns (hould by way of pedrion endea- 
vour to procure a Reftript tor excufiim himfelf from what was genonlly con- ** 
eluded and tftaUilhed, he Ihould ftirmt the third part of his Eftate^ and 
rendred Inftmous, as a peifbn oonvift Ambitious Purpofes; Now for die Re- 
trenchment of the Charges of filch as jpreftnted the Games 3 amongft odier Ex- 
}x;nccs upon Sts^eplayers and other Peifons they were wont to be profuie towards 
them in Qoaths, which fiimetimes ivere filken, either alls or inpar^ woven yfyAifetudwih 
other materials. " But whereas the Emperors tbemfelva were wont in thdr own 
LargeH^ to beftow fiidi as were all cn Slk, he fbibids the Setters ftnrdi of the 
Plays to do it. 

15. Of all the Emperors and Romans, HeU^g^Adm was the firft that wore any < 
Garment that was aU of Silk 3 when as beftxe that time Cloaths that were nung- 
Icd of that and Linnen were only in ufe. But he both wore them, and gave to 
his drunken Companions thole of the later Ibrt 3 wludi oourle his worthy Suooef^ 
particuhri3r for, Alexander Severns altogedier rejeding with his other Extravagande^ neither 
wore any of Slk lumld^ nor gave any dut had Silk in them to any Pei^: nay 
” ' ^ AnreUan never wore any of the former fort, >ndther made any Prdent of dw later; 

and when his Wife deured (he might have but one Mande of purple Slk, he ttdd 
her it was a (hame that Yam and Gold (hould be of the fiune value; ftir then a 
a pound of each was fold at the fiune rate: Yet for all' this, Private Peifons were 
Ibmeiimes lb arrogant as to wear whole fiUc; for die Tacitm the Emperor hadnot 
forbidden the pradice, and notwithftancting his Command to the contrary, di^ 
would (till be bold; yet lb as th^ did ixitg^vefiich Cloaths to Playeiw; but thole 
only in which Silk was minted, in the time of ConffantiMe^ winch alfo was mu^ 
complained o£ However, after lus time they took up the pradice, and fo much 
Silk came to be prized, that nozK could think then^ves Fine or Gay enough 
without it, thou^ it was not the growth (Or produd of the Raman Empire; but 
was broi^t out of Pei^ or thote Eaftem Countries; for (to give lome ftop 
allb to this Extravi^ancyO Gratian not long before the Law we are foeakii^ o£ 
by his Edid difedra to Torudnmdne^ die Dnx of Mefip^amU, fiirbode that any 
Pcrlbn (hould procure any Sik fixxn the Barbarian^ but only the Cvwe/of Traffii ^ 
or Commerce. But now Theod^nr exprefiy finbids tK careftii^ of Playem 
with filch Goaths, and 1 ^ the fiune Cmil^tion dunks fit to ^ve a che^ to^ 
the Cuftom for Ma^ftiates thdr making aedfive Prefonts to thdr Friends at ^ 
the entring of their Offices. For at film tunes , their Acquaintance and Petfixu 
of Quality, were wont to £bdt (;o them to grace diem vrith didr prefonoe; or to 
fee the Shows, and then diqr ffluft be prefoi^ with Ibmedung where^ to re- 
member them, nay fiidi as were in gr»t Etoem vrith them, thoi;^ abl^ were 
wont to receive this mark of thdr kindndk Thefe were dther Pieces of mo- 


ney ( or Medals 3 ) or dfo Diptycha or Tables to write on, oonfilting of two 
Leaves apiece. The Laigefi made by mony was caUed SfertnU ^£tom the Baf^ 
kets in which diqr were carried ) b^ pveaupoo thde Promoaonib ^ Wed- 
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4. dings allb, and upon other oocafions : as wdll, at Sittings into Offices, as at the A.D. 

*v~s-> Marriages of Noble Perlbns, they were now woiit to be made of Gold. But 384. 
Theod^M prohibits any Setters forth pf Games to make them in Gold, except “ 
the ordinary Coujkls, who did it in one piece called an Aurem^ as ^ymmachut “ 
tells his Friend, to whom he Imt one in his ConfuKhip. All others were to make “ 
them in Silver, and not put fo much as they pleafcd into every piece, but to “ 
foijn themflb, as out of one pound of Sliver might be made fixty in number, and “ 
no heavier 5 but as many more as they pleafed.

iHunoft- Senators, was wont to be granted to fome certain Perfons, and had 

for this purpofe been extended to flich Roman Senators as lived in Thrace^ he Jr. a. 
now communicate it to fiich as lived in the Dioceft of Macedonia^ and would be 
made Members of that Body. About this time, or the ninth Day of September^ he had 
a Son bom to him by YUedUa his Wife, to whom he gave the Name of Uonorius^ 

' And he ftill continued his Indulgence to Corporations, by ordaining “That if the

Indeed if any Dccurio had for- 
again for fekcn \as Station, and (heltrcd himfelf amongft the Officials, they might fend him 
leradom. back to Ws former Charge 5 but he requires Cynegiusthc Pr£je^Ms Pretoria to ad- 
monilh all Judges lubjed to his cenfure, that they ftiould not look upon the Ser- 
vices of Corporations asPunifhments, by forcing any to them 5 and he gives this 
realbn; For that Punijbmcttt^ really jmb^ and not any Dignity ought to follow an 
Offender.

And this was by realbn that the Dec$iriones^ or Principal Curialct ^ 
having the Care and Management of the publick mony, ‘making, the Diftrihntion 
i^pluminets. of the Tributes how th^ (hould be paid, and being alio imployed in gathering of 
them , often (pent the money they had in their hands, turned Bankrupts 5 and, 
as Spendthrifts muft, if they have opportunity, be Rapacious, were immodei-ate 
and clliel in their Exaftions.

Majeftyof the Ramatfs, or*out of fear of thdr power, to which in fome fort they 
(ubnut^ed, often prefented the Emperors with Golden Crowns, or the Gold called 
Jttnim Cormarium. Amongft th^ inhabiting towards Per^ were there certain • 
Satrapdt^ at this time; or Governors of Provinces, who ownddthc Soveraignty of 
Tlxod^tu, Indeed AmtHiamts tells us of Five of thofe Provinces formerly taken • 
fiom the Persons by lAaxiH^an^ but reftored back again by Jovian, One now 
bebnjring to the Em{ue, though Governed by its peculiar ‘Laws and Cuftomc-s, 
was Sop^e (which fome make part of Old Syria, and others include within the ^ 
bounds of Armenia ) the InhaUtants whereof complained that they were bur- 
thened by the payment of the now mentioned Gold. Theodoras hereupon direft- 
ed hisEdift; to Gaddanat the Satrapa of the Province, and therein he tells him 
he decrees That it (hall be reftored back to them again, from whom it feem-

■iiomcer^ Dcvotions arid the good eftefts of Ch^yfijiom his Sermons. The Noilc hereof 
n ^ could not but be ftrong and fly flir,and wide 5 and to the Mountains it came, 
where many Chriftians then lived an Eremetical life, wHo no Iboncr heard what 
Deftruftion hung over the Heads of the Citizens , but hafted thither , applied 
themlclvcs prcfenfly to the Judges, and by their ‘importunate , Arguments drawn 
from Chriftian Piety and Mercy, prevailed with them to tefpite all farther Pro- 
ceedings, . tih luch time as. a Mcllagc might be lent to the jfcmpcror. For procure- 
ment hereof they adventured their lives, and for four days together watchc'dihe 
Gates of the Court, to prevent the execution of condemned Perlbns, as Chry- 
jdSfom affimies , who upbraided the Philolbphets of Antioch in this mannea' : 
Where are they now that wear the Pallium^ and ftretdi out .their long Beards, “ 
with their Staves in their Hands? Thcle Philofophers of the Qentiks^ thcle Cy- ‘‘ 
nical Milchieft , more milerablc than Doggs under the Table , and doing all “ 
things for the liike, of their Bellies. They all then fbrlbok the Ciw, all ran ‘'" 
away, and hid themlelves in holes : they only, who by their works mew forth “ 
true Philofophy, as if there had been no danger at all, apjK'ared unconcerned in “ 
the Fortun. Thofc that lived in the City betook themlelves to Mountains and “ 
Holes s and^cm/>/. living in Mountains came down as Inhabitants, in this dread- “ 
fill time, into the City. 

44. But how lamentable the Face of things was in Antioch thcle four days, 
^tc"orri'ic*^ wherein the Judges late qnd examined the matter before they were prevailed with 
iiryiiurinR to ftop tlicir proceedings, the lamePerfon, who was an cye-wifeiiel^ puts his Au- 
ditors in mind afterward , to make them lenlible of their Deliverance. He tells 
them “That when thegreateft jxirt of the Citizens out* of fear vva.i run awtiy “ 
and had hid themlelves in Caves and Holes, the Houles were without Women, “ 
and in tbc Forum' wtre no men tobefeen: poffibly two or three in the middle “ 
thereof and like nothing lb much as walking Ghofts. Going then to the Hall “ 
of Julbce, to fee what would be the Iflue, and feeing the remainder of the Ci- “ 
tizens ftanding at thq^ajtcs, he moft admired, that though a multitude thither “ 
had flocked, there as profound a lilence as if no body had been prclcnt, “ 
one looking at another, but no man daring to ask him that ftood next him, or “ 
to hear from him wliat the Ne^vs was. For every one ful^ftcd his Neighbour, “ 
when they peredved many taken fodainly out. of the Cfowd and carricil in, “ 
when no fuch thing was once thought,of But all of them together looked up “ 
to Heaven , and in ftlence ftrotched out their Hands thithar, expefting ddive- “ 
ranee from above, and befeeching God to ftand by thofe tliat were tp betried, “ 
and to foften the Hearts of the Judges to the producing of fbmc mikle fen- “ 
tcnce. Now being got into the Hall, a more terrible Sight prefented it feJt^ viz. “ 
of Souldicrs every way arnjed, fo as to keep peace and order, while the Judges “ 
did their work. Now becaute the Wives, the Mothers and Childrun of thole “ 
I that wore condemned ftood at the Gates 5 that no noilc nor difturbance might “ 
arile, when they law their Relations led to Execution, they caufed them to bc“ 
removed all away.

45. Thcfc that now were arraigned were the Principal of all the Cityj and 
joyful tltey would have be^ if they had brought them word that they mi ght 
ledccm their lives, by.pard^ with whadbever elfe they had, even liberty. The 
day being over, and the illue of the Ttial txped&l, all peribns were in greater 
mepedhtibn and amde^, and prayed that the matter might.be put off and le^ed 
for the cognUimee' of the Emperor lumlel^ from whom they oop 0 dferfi>me 
Sentence; and now every where were ^enty of Prayers and Tears to be oUerved 
of fuch as, touched with a love to thdr County, defired of Almighty God that 
he would (pare the Remainders of the City, and not it quite to be tooted 
out. In the meantime the Judges were moved with none of thefe things^ intf>n^ 
only upon that for winch they came, and drove on Foot and in Chains through 
the Fotum into Pri(bn*cho(e w^ a whileago had Horfisenough of tHtir ownthey 
keptWt home, and needed not to have walkt, belides multitude of Servants to at- 
tend them ; their Goods were (eized. Bills of Prolcription fet upon thdr Dores, 
and their Wives and Children confbmned to fodc for Lod^ng they knew not 
where, (or every one was afraid to reedve them. And yet they (eemed pretty 
well (atisfied in parting with their ERates, and the deijncable condition to which 
iliey were reduced, in that they (till injoyed their lives, whidi they expeftedalfo

46. The Emperor at lenjgtjh>e^ed him hi this polhire^ and came to him much 
moved to lee him in fo lada plight^ and though he knew lus errand, gave him 
not one angry word,* never upbraided him with the Sawdnels and Rebdlion of 

Who F.Kpo- thofe for whom he came to intercede^ but began a* grave ExpoRuladon, wherein

bad been ingratcful-to their Benefedors ai^ (hould be condemned as anInRanoe 
Mwmd* Jf <-^1 Ingrarituac, by PoRerity. For had their City been broken open 1 ^ Barbarians;, 
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Sed^. and the Inhabitants thei-cof carried away Captive, they could ftill have been j 
comforted by this confidcration, that he being alive, and bearing them 16 much 3 
good Will,would amend what Was amils,and reftore the place to as great a l.uftrcas 
formerly. But now what hope was remaimng, that after fuch araisfortunc fuch ji De- 
liverance would come, hefromwhorathey weretoexpeft it, being dilobiigcd ? To 
whom npw cQuld they betake themfelvcs? what Refuge could be remaining in 
fifcha Cafe? But however, if hisMajefty pleafed, there would not be wanting a 
Bur nfeth Medicine ftir this Dilcafe. For amongft private Men great quarrels and fallings otit 

great Argn- procure as great Afts of Charity and Friendlhip. When God had made 

dSmra Man and placed him in his Paradice, the Divel envying his happnefs tempted him 

poKkw*'' to difobeclience, and thereby call him from this Station j but Cod not only not for- 

fook him, but, inftead of Paradife, opened Heaven unto us thereby, bothdemon- 
ftrating his owtgoodnefs, and inflifting on the Devil greater Punilhment. 

47. He advifed the Eraperour herein to imitate his Maker. For the Detdls 
had left no ftone unturned, to bring into Difgrace with him, that City which 
of all others he moft loved. He prayed him that though he did punilh the 
Clime, yet that he would not exclude the Citizens from his favour even in 
Confideration hereof ^ but, to be revenged upon thefe their Enemies, rather 
\ write amongft the duef of thofe he refpefred. If he overthrew or dc- 

ftroyed it, he Ihouki do what they rimed at 5 but if he would remit hiidif- 
plealiue and reftore it to his former fiivour, he would do them the greateft de- 
fpight imaginable, thereby (hewing that they not only profited nothing by their 
Plot, but every thing happened quite contrary to what thty propofed to them- 
felvcs. And herein he would be juft, in (hewing Mercy to that City which the 
Devils envied, bccaufe of his Friendlhip. For if he had not fo much loved it, 
they would not have fo much hated it 5 fo that though Strange, yet it was true, 
that it had undergone this Calamity for his lake. How much more bitter than 
all Turnings and Subverfions wceidthofe words he uttered, that he had by this 
Faft being more affronted than'^liad any of his Predeceffors? But he pray’d 
him out of his Cornels and Wifdome to confider that tliis Affront that was 
o&tcd him, would ‘aftbrd him a Crown more Noble, and of greater value than 
the Diadem he wore. His Diadem indeed was a Token or his Virtue, and 
of the Liberality of Almighty Cod. But the Crown woven out of tWs his Com- 
paffion and Mercy, would be his alone, and the reward of his Wifdome. And all 

* 5 ie world would more admire him for his Conqueft over his Palfion, than for the 

• gliftering pfetious ftoncs he wore on his Head 5 Though they had demolilhed 

his Statues, yet if he forgave the Demolilhers, and would not take tfie Revenge 
of them that he defigned, he would have as many Statues Erefted him as there 
were at prefent, and would be Men in the world. For Pofterity. would hear of 
this his Clemency, and for it would both admire and love his Memory. And 
that what he (aid was not out of Flattery, but true, and upright dealing, he would 
(how by difeoverirtg to him from a paflage of former times, that iieither Ar- 
mies nor Arms, Money nor inulutudes of Subje&s , nor any other thing could 
render Princes fo Illuftrious, as Clemency, and the Difcipline of the Mind, in 
bringing it into Sifojeffion unto Reafoa -- •/, * m /v 1,,

It*s a tlung fo for diftant from wonder , that its pradis’d 
every day, that Princes do good unto their Subjeds; but that one who had^ 
foredfudi Affronts (hould put them up and forget them, this exceds the ftrengdi 
of humane Nature. Conuder that now as to & matter in hand, you do not on^ 
ly confiilt about the ftateof one City, but concerning your own glory, nay of 
Chriftianityit fel£ For now the Eyes of jfwr and&ee^r, and jB4rW;4»j,who 
hav^alfo-been acquainted with what hath happened, are upon you, and exped 
what Sentence you will pals upon the Offendors. If it be milde and j^tle, 
all will commend it, praifc God for it, and fay ^ Of vhat gret^ power » ChriSi- 
an Religion, which is*me to re 'iirMn a Man that has no equal upon Earth, who has 
power to pmrijh and deSiroy at hk pleafitre , and hath taught hint fitch Philofophy as 
no private perfon would praSiJe the lik^. Certainly great k the God of Chriiliaus, 
who of nten ntakps Angels , atfd fitch as are above aU natural Necejfkies.

Thou^ 
there be no Enemy,' no Barbarians app^rii^ yet th^ are more di^lM than 
thoie that (hun Capti\icy, and worfo difpo^ of than fiich as are taken Pj^ 
neix. If a Leaf of a Tree do but wag, Act are therd>y (cared and terrifiod 
all the Day: Prolong not therefore their Miferies, but g^ve them (bme time to 
take Breath. It's cane to awe and affiigbt, but tp pre^re ones (elf Friends and 
Lovers, fiich as will be quiet, obedient and heartily pray fitf ones pr(^rity,Bts 
very di&ult. This is tideway to effed it. You might be at infinite expence, and 
raile innumerable Armies, and yet W all your Endeavouis not able m pur-^ 
chofo or procure (b muA hearty aitedion , ^ by tlus Couri^ both from them ^ 
that you oblige, and others that (hall heare how you have obliged tfaKm.; Aod 
if you have fuch Returns fioiq Men, how much will God him^ reward yon, 
not only for what you do at pre(ent ; but as Ais Example urill opmate .in fo- 
ture Ages? For if fiich a Riot as this (hall 'happen f whiA God forlrid]! and 
tlioie that are injured, Aall ^vc way to thrir PaAon and Reverse, how Will 
they Blu(h and be confounded,^ when A^ reBeSt upon Ais Ad of Sdfdenyal?

66. To what he fiiith, iti refiM^nce to breaking the League and the Law of 
Nations, We may add what St. Amhroje rdatqg concerning the felfeneft'of M*x- 
itnus to Valentinian, whom he advifed not to truft lum 5 for diat conceded 
but war in a Cover of Peace. And we aUb take in what V^tes^ 

• that HAaxmus fent Ambofladors to Theodofim but he ndther admitted.#!', lib- 
jeded them, and .yet grieved to fee the Empire of the Romans c^rdlbd' Vwith ^ * 
Tyranny under the Vizard of an Imperial Tide, but dt his going to theffidemca 
neither made Show of bdng on die one fide nor the other: yet gathering a great 

J xiwerof Men together, he hafildicd to Milan, at which City Maximtfs was'bc- 
bre arrived.

7 //f/orw// furtheris plcafcdtoadd, that Thcodojit^ deliver- 
ed over to rukutimafi all that Empire which had been held by his F'ather, wkdeh 
(eemed congnuius to thole good offices he had received from their Family. Such 
things as were Choice and pollefled by the followeh of Maximus he bellowed 
aniongft his own Men : and permitted Vaktitimatt to dil^fc of the Adairs of 
haly^ "G.tH and other parts of liis E)mpire, his Mother bang prefent and alfilting 
him; lupplying allb what was defective in him, by realon of his Youth, withfiich 
Pmdcncc and Skill, as her Sex afforded her. Then talks he ofTAeodofius his re- 
turn to as if he preleiitly quitted the Weftern parts and would not 

intermedle in the S .•ttlement of what he had lately recovered 5 whereas he re- 
mained in theft* parts tor three y'cars, after the Overthrow of Maximus^ or near 
thereabouts, and imployed moft of his time in the right EfrabUihment of the In- 
tereft of thclc (J>uaners. 

704 Having had lb much occalion to make life of Arms this year, and there- 
by to find what Inconvenience lay in the ordinary method of mmilhing them , 
the two Emperours now conftantly lying together, concluded of a courlc of Re- 
formation. And this was to tlilcourage and dilbwn that Cuftomc which for fome 
Rcafons in other times had been of force, whereby the Provincials, inftead of other 
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Meml, were permitted to find Money. Theordy delign of the State was, to be en^mt 
fiirninied with convenient Wea 
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Valent hiiatr, to prevent luch Frauds, Command that for the time to come in all “ 

Ages, it be held for a Law, tliat the Forges be Icrvcd in Specie and not mMo-“ 
ney^ and that our of the Noble Veins of the Earthy particularly in luch Metal" 
as will readily Melt, «nd not lye and multiply, like Drols, in the Fire. In Uke " 
manner, leveral Emperours Commandal that Tributes (bould be paid in kinde, 
though fometimes other Princes, realon of State requiring , idlowe^ of the ta- 
king of Money. In particular , the Inhabitants of the Mountain Tmtrus, by xea- 
fon of the Excellency of the Iron which was found in thrir Territories, were 
obnoxious to this Collation. Becaule this Law reljxj( 9 s the Metal of Iron, there- 
fore is it dilrefted to Tatianas the Pr/cficff/s Pratorio of the Eafr, the Tribute 
whereof belonged to his Cognilancc; whereas, had it properly related to the 
Forces, or the Management thereof , it had been dire^ed to the MagtHer Offi- 
ciortm. 

71. llie year that next followed, was the CCCLXXXIXof our Lord, and had 
fijr Confuls FI. Timafius and Fl. (for at this time Flavius was the General pra~ 
non/en') Pro wot us for Confhls: it was the fourteenth of Valentiniim the Iccond, 

.and the fecond Indiftion. Prafe^us Pr£torio of the Faji Tatianus frill 
tinned ; one Conjiantianus held that Office in GaUi, and in Italy Trypholius: 
hinus was Pr£fiSf of Rome, and Proculus the Son oCTatian, of Couflantinople. After 
the Defeat of Maximus, the two FJmpcrouTs made their abode ax. Milan till towards 
the beginning of]^/wc,wherc,befidcs what they Enadfed for repealing and nulling fiidi 
things as hail been done by the Tyrant, they thought fit to make other Laws for 
the good Covenimcnt of the State, and the promotion of Jufrioc. Though they 
now refided at Milan, yet Rome was in their Eye, whither ere loi^ they refol- 
vedrogo; and vi ry prolxible itis, tliat that City had been Faithful and Loyal to 
Valent inian, during the lateUfurpation, as fir as the Nature of the Times would per- 
mit. For, being fflicited in iK-half of the Decuria or certain Colleges or Bodies be- 
longing to it, He (or they) takes occafion to declare, t hat he will fuf]^ nothing to" 
be ioft of any privilege or Indulgence granted to tlic /Eternal City. But willfbfiir" 
maintain all its antiem Privileges as to be ready to grant any new fivours, if rea~^A'^^ 
Ton Ihiill require it. In particular therefore, whereas the Decurialesof Rome were^ mactd. 
from old time wont to be fuppited with two out of each City of the Province, he‘‘^'^‘4* 
will for their Delencc have the fame Orders obferv'ed as were granted by himlclf" ^uumPj 
or PreileccHors. Audif .any one would pretend that the Perfbn was not fuch, as to" 
whom luch privileges did belong, the matter fliould be tried and decided before the" 
Judgof the Deeuria himfclf As wchaveformcrly laid, there were various Drew- " CAi./*

were Communicated to thofe of the Provinces, either, that by virtue of this 

• Communion betwixt City and Coantty^ the People and Senate of Rome might 
have a juft Account of what was done in the Provinces., or diat the Pmvwr r, 
when they came to Rome upon Bufinef^ might have fuch as they could rcfbrt to 5 
or for boththefe Reafons ; in like manner as the Companies of Rome had their jxi- 
culiar Defenjors, ib. had thefe tfieir Judges in Cafe any denyed one of them to 
be a DecHrialk , or would obieft any thing agmnft the Immunities he enjoyed; 
but whether this Judg was to oetermine the matter Solely, qr refer to the Court, 
to the Prsefilf of the City, or the Prafe&us Pr^orio, to whom the Law is direfted, 
doth not evidently appear. However, had it not been for this Law, we liad known 
nothing of thefe Particulars. 

72. This may be more peculiarly aferibed to Falentinian^ becaufe direfted to the 
PrsefeB oi Italy-., and for the like Realbn, as well as for others, the next we find 
made in order of time, or but four days after, we muft judg to have been En- 
aAed by Theodolius., though mutual afliftance (efpccially in the former) they might 
contribute each to other. ^ By the antient Law of the Romans, the EmjxTours 
<<»/?« re- ™ght be made'Hdrs, or have Legacies bequeathed them, as well as private 
■toake Men, by Codicils or Tetters, as well as Teftaments. Nay, in Ibme difficult times, 
liimin * Teftators were glad, if not forced to do it. But whereas Princes were laid to be 
■eiiu. aBove the Laws, herdn Tfseododus (hewed an extraordinary Example of Humani- i.2.d.»T.fux. 
ty and Selfdcnyal, in that herefufed the Benefit thereby allowed to other Pcrfbns. 

By a Conftitution direfted* to Proculsso the PnefeS of Conjiatitinopk, he tleclarcs f/r. 4. ujt‘. ^ 
that he will not admit any thing left to him, or his near Relations, by any Codi-‘* ^ 2 '^n cot^' 
dls or Epiftles, though he will have the Right and Cuftomc to continue amongft^ iliumlifm* 
private Perlbns; but leaves it to fell as it would have done to* the Childrciror^ /“■* P 
next Kindred of the Deceafed. By his Relations, he doth not mean his Slaves or “ , 
Freedmen, not his Friends as fome have imagined, but his Wife (ym.Flac-'^ 
cilia as G’othofred inftanceth by miftake, (he being now dead) liis Daughters Gal- 
la and Placidia, and his two Sons Arcadius and Honorim. Now the Reafbn why 
he rejefts any thing thus left by Fidecommijfary Codicils or Letter;?, is,bccaufe- thofe 
• Inftrumentswere lels folemn, than wgre Teftaments, and therefore .Fraud might 
more cafily be committed. It’s true, the matter might be difcovered by Torture, 
yet however, bccaufe they were fubjeft to Fraud, therefore he difelaims all Benefit 
that might from them aocrue to him or his. But where the Solemnity was greater 
and the certainty more clear, as in Teftaments, there he rejefts not what foould 
freely be given him by any. However, the goodnefs of Theodojius was fo re- 
markable herein, that of whom we liavc made fo much mention, extols 

it to admiration, in an Epiftle written to Flavianns his Brother, as he calls him, 
fometime PrafeSlm' Pretoria of lUyrjcum and Italy.

^ of Princes, fo much in Renown exceeds the luftre of what has been done before, “ 
as it is more Noble and Excellent for a Governour to lay a reftraintuponhimfelf“ 
than other i>erfons. And it’s my Wi(h, that the Avarice of private men may un- “ 
derftandthe meaning of the Law-maker, and (Him his Laws franiegooil Manners “ 
to themfelvcs. F or it’s not to be doubted, what he would have other Perfbnsio “ 
dp, who firft of all abhorred thofe profits which he knew to Ik* fii(jx:dled. But I “ 
am afraid, that the Covetoulhefr of bad men, will think this profit that he has re- « 
jedted to be for their own tume, and the Caufe* of Innocent Perfons will lie ren- “ 
dred word*, if thofe only may have occafion of fraud, who neither from Law “ 
nor Shame have any Reftraint upon them. Therefore feeing that the Emperours “ 
themlHvcs are more tied up, let their condition work as a Legal Medicine iqxm “

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Sc‘ft.4. the depraved Dcfircs of private men. Antient Con(litutions, the vigour whereof “ AD. 

fell with the Makers of them, arc become of no cfEcay with guilty pciibns," 389. 
Therefore is fo much foverity to be added as may fiiit and ballance the Increa(cof“ 
Naughtine(& Oihcnvifo y- the greater Number receive no amendment, in vain “ 
doth the Emperour alone, whofe Coodnels and Integrity was always remarkable, “ 
bind himfolf to what is juft by fcvere Decrees. Here oymmachus concents him- 
ielf' for having the Subjeft to imitate the Coodnels of the Prince. For though * 
he binds himlelf I')}' this taw, yet he leaves it free to others to receive any Emolu- 
ment left them by thefc Codiciiis or Letters ^ yet fo, that if there be any Contro- 
verfie moved conaTning the truth and validity of the Writing, whether the Action 
bcCriniin.tl orCivfl, ( for either it might be) tKe Proof of the truth thereof (hall 
lie upon him that produceth it, or is to receive benefit by it. Othervvife in Law»the 
prelumption lies for the Writing, and he thatSuc^ is to prove the Forgery 5 and ifj 
in other Cafos, the Defendant be put to provein a Suit of Forgery, yet is he not in 
the firft place as here, or alone, to do it. But thus we fee fome Excdlent Princes 
have not only been pleafed to equal thcmfelves with their meaneftSubjefts, as to Pri- 
vilege in Law, but even reftrain and put ftrifter Obligations upon their own Per- 
fons, and their ncareft Relations. In former times they challenged nothing due 
from an Impcrfeft Teftament, nor by any naked Promife or rafli Offer, no more ^ 
than private Perlbns, CotiUanlitte affirms the Caules of private men to be of more 
Conlcquence to him than the Defence of the Treafiiry j (bmethins fuitable to what 
IH'my affirms. The Canj'c.0f the Exchequer never to be had but under a good Prince. 

And Capiiolinus writes of Mm'cus Antoninus^ That he never favoured it in matters 
relating to Profit. Moreover Augullus^ Tiberius and Adrian refilled to take any 
thing by virtue of the Teftament of an unknown Perfon. Howe\x*r, in fuch Mat- 
ters as tliefe relating to good Government, the Prince is to conlult h'ls Prudence as 
well as his goodnefe of Nature ^ for without Trcaliirc’can be no dilchargeof pub- 
lick Service. Where he may do it, its his Duty to be Indulgent, the&ifcty and 
comfort of g(X)d People being the End of Government 5 but necellary Expences 
muft be defrayed J>y lawful Means. Therefore we cannot but in Charity think 
JuJiinian govemcH by this lentiment, and urged by tlie like occafions, when he 
fupprefled this Law, and approved and preferred fuch former as allowed of the 
Prince his receiving Benefit by Codiciiis^ and EpiWes. 

74. not long after concerned himlelf in Eftates, not Icftby Codi- 

cil/ or Epii/le:, but fuch as (liould defcendfrom an Inteifate. By the ancient Law of 
thv Ro/uans^ as wclltliat of the twelve Tables, as Pnrtorian, in Succeli'ion no iward • 
at all was had of lUcCognaii. For the Decemviri^ and thole that came after them, 
being concerned fiir the Dignity and Propagation of Families, deligned the Suc- 
ceilion to belong t o thole alone who were of the fame Stock, and Houle. Therefore

, He might the more conveniently behold the Buildings, beewule he made his En- 
try in Triumph, fometimes inliis Chariot and Ibmctimes on Foot, and lt>, as one 
changeth the Word, Hctrmmpl^d ovcr^Var, and Viciory it Jelf. lnt\\{:Ctwrt-HouJc 
wancidhim fp‘‘kc to th^ Scnatc, and at the RcUra 1 o the People, carrying himfrlf as a Prince 
autvttfjwT to them all in general, and as a Senator to each in particular.

City! ™ foe Ibm in contention excec*d two hundred pounds of Silvers if it do not “ 
amount to lb much, then to himfelf the PrsfiS. Th(^ received a complaint that 
the publick Slaves belonging to Forges or other publick works, at this time dc- 
Icrtcd the lervice, and went and joyned thcmfelves with private Perfims, and took 
as Wivc’s their Wt)mcn Slaves. To reftrain this they Ordain that, “ Thofc lb ofl 
fending, with their Wives and allb their Children, be forced back to thar former “ ' 
condition and labour. But Socrates alfo writes that, though the Emperor Tbeodqfh “ J 
us ftaid but little in Italy, yet in that foace he did much good to the City of “ j 
Rome, partly in beftowing what was profitable for it^ and partly in taking away j 
what was milchievous to it.

leers or Governors whereof the Romans in their own Language called Manci- « • 
pcs, who in proccls of time turned thole Houles into Dens of Thieves: For by “ * 
reolbn that the •Bakchoules belonging to them were under ground, and on the 
fides of them were Viftuallers and Tipling places full of Wholes 5 many “ 
that reforted thither, whether for latisfying of thpir hunger, or their Luft, were “ 
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craftily fpoiled of all thc7 had , and moft commonly to difpofed'^ off as their 
FriciKis could never hear of them after. A certain privy Conveyance there was “ 
diviled, to throw them down from thde Tipling Houfts into that blind Bake- “ 
houfo, by which means many, elpedally if Strangers, were call away.

The Emperor informed of all circumftances, gric- “ 
voiilly punilh’d the Mancipes, and commanded thde Houfos which were the R.e- ** 
ccpiaclcs of Thieves to be demolilhed, and by this means HxeedRome, the Queen “ 
of all Cities, from one very dil^aceful thing. Tlie other was this. If a Wo-“ 
man were taken in Adultciy, the Romans ufed liich a kind of punilhment, as *

Stews, and compelled her beaftly without all ftiamc to play the Wlwre s nay “ 
they procured a noifc to be made with (bme founding Vdlel, while the Deed “ 
was dcung, that the Ncighlx)uw might know it, and that by Aat tinkling Sound 
all might be made nrivy to that filthy and fhamefijf kipd of Gorredion, The ** 

Emperor hearing 01 this horrible Cuflom, thought it was^by no means to be fuf' 
but the SeJJfra (fb the Baudy-Houfe were calkd) he ooinmanded to be de- '■* 
molifheds and made other Laws for puniftiment of Wpmen taken jn Adultery. “ 

And thus was Rowe^ by Tkeod^tu lus means delivered fi'Offl thefe two finil and 
iildiy Abuf^ ■ , 

. 81. But as fi>r Socrates his l^er ftory conceiiung the Adultetous punifbment of an 
Adulterel^ there's not any thii^ in Antiquity that bears Teftimony to k: not any 
Footfteps of filch Law or Cultom at Rome^ where the Jidian agiinft Adidterers, 
Baromutst^ you, was always vigilant and Vigorous: only oneCuftom, helmt^ j/"* 
there was in his Days in fcveral Places in lt 3 j , to deride with fiidi tincklii^ 

Sounds the M^riages of fiich Widows as entred the f^nd time into the ftate of 
We^Uock^ as infoine places of Btrglwd they aire wont to make; tkhculous thofe 
Wives lhat beat their Hudiands. For the former, ooncernine the Bakchoufb and 
^ni^§Smc^S;i it is very true, that the Overfeers of thefc Houfes went un- 

der Name, as well as other^ that bdonged to the publick Baths. And as he 
maka mention of Theodofits hk punifbing the Mancim , by which pumfhment 
the Body of them might be diflipated, and a Want ndlow of fuch as were to 
execute, that Clurge: lb at this very time we find a Law made by thele two Em- 
perors for. reenutine or fiiUi% up the Body of the Mastcipis^ which mufi fiippofo 
liidi a Want. It*s dated at Rome^ and dire^d to Mlnmts the Prffiff thereof and 
therein they command, “ T^t whoCxwer by iurn^tious Kefirripts contrary to for- TB.Ub. 
mer Laws had obtained difmifiion from tMs Service, or lived idle in any lefier, “ 
or more inconfiderable Bodies, orCompames, fiiould be forced to undergo this fadl 
FunAion^ there being no need, I fiippofo, of any new Command for forcing JA 
backfiich as were run away, or had doert^ the Charge upon that Pcrfocution 
whidi foil upm them, if fo they did. And tlus Law nught very well foem to have 
rdation to this ftory of Socrates^ if feme other Circumfiances did not rather 
indine us to another Interpretation. By Mandfes are meant in Law-books and * 
others, not only th^ pubhek Bakers, but , as we laid before, fuch as had the 
Management of the puNick Baths and of Salt-pits 5 and it happens lb dired for the 
Interpretation to go for them, that Spmmachus^ who was PrafeGl of this City four 
or five years bdfore^ hath an Epftle ItiU extant , direded to Theodofias lumfolf , 
wherein he makes Rdation that thefo very Maacijxs of the Baths, %om a meat 
number, bring reduc^ to a very fow, and not powbly able toundeigo the Bur- 
then, obtrined upon thrir Petition, that fiidi as had been excufod by Decree Ihould 
be returned bac^ *and oBicr Supphes be made out of other unforviceable or icUc 
Compames without delay. 

82. Hhis ^elictW bring pleaded^ thofo that by Decree had beendifinilfod from 
'thrir Coflopany, aUeaasd that they were proteded allb ly the fiilFrage of Macedo- 
mns ^whb bore the Office of Qomes Sacr, ’Largitionam, under Gratian, ValerUisn- 
an and Theodoans ) and they, procured a Relation of thefo tlicir Pretences to be 
made, hfow Sjmmachtts tells the Emperor, that it's only in* his ( or thrir ) power 
to refian^iJkcforip^ unjuiUy procured.* But, (till the defod continmng, th^ call- 
ed rifi) imP^adarii that werb obnoidous tothe brii^ng of Wood for the forvice 
of Baths, to undertake thrir Chaige, that both Compames together might 
fiipport the Btuthen the .better. . But they chofo rather to mdiver up fomeof thrir 
Bbdy, than to joyn together unanimoufly in the Work; and thefo bring willing, 
it was fo wrot^ht,^ that certain Peribns were joyned wifo the Mastcipes, Now he 
' tells hhn, the pubUck Caufo required lus delivery of his Judgement therein, left by 
liiltiraments rimulellin^y procured, an whole Company ib forviceable (hould 
lx reduced to nbthfog. He adds^ that with the Relation he had font the account 
of what was banfodld, about thrir Afiair who pleaded the Judgement of Mace- 
douius^ as allb what had palfod before Untfclf in rdation to me Navicalarii, their 
addiding lame of their own Body to the Masscipes. And concludes with telling 
hit 4 riot it. is his work to reyoke the Priviledges of thofo whom thrir own ambi- 
t«^ PiaiQiccs huH dilchaiged : and to cut oflT all accels to his Perfon from Inch as 
wb\dd peritioiv tp be difiimged fi*om that Sen'ice to which thrir own Company 
had adjud^ thtem* Tins Epifilc is lb dired to the Interpretation of this Law, that 
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Se^.4 it ^eemstohave taken away all thoughts of its having been made in reference to JL 

th6 Bakp's, Thefc Maticipes of the Baths had al^ the Charge of ^tSiJtpits^ 385 
which were in the eleventh Region of the Qtv, near to the Gate called Borta 
Tergemitra, and they received the Profit or Advantage of them 5 which Privi- 
ledge, for their Inoouragement was confirmed to them by ValenthriMt, ihere- 
foreare they indifferently termed Mancipes Thersaarum and Salwarttm^ and, aS|,M,f„ 
Juretssf obferves, they were under the Difpofition of Macedomsss as Ctfsues Saera- 
rum Largrtiesrum^ the bufinelsof Salt bdonging to his Jurifdidtion. Yet theOver- 
fight of the Baths, or other publick Works of the City belonged to Symmacbm 
the Prefed, whofe courfe of procedure in lus Office is much illufhrated by his Epir 
(tics. But we fee by this and other of lus Addreffes in this Nature, that though 
Theodolim was difiant at Confiantinople^ yet the great Officers had recourfe to hra 
in matters of Confequenc^ probably the mmre bccaufe of the Minority of Valm- 
titriau^ whom we may bdieve he aiiifted in making Laws and other Ads for the 
good eftablifhment of nhofe Countries he had again fubjeded to his Command, 
whilft yet*he remained in thefe Quarters. 

89. But however, the Law concerning Maucipes might be intended 3 whedierui 
Order to that Chaftifement of Bahfrs, of whicn Socrates writes 3 there is 
extant wl^h made up part of the lame Cbnfiitution, bding of the fenki : 
and direded to the ^e Petibn, and tending alfo to the corre^on of Man . 
ners. We have already fpoken Ifow greatly the Art of Magick was abhorred 
in this Age, efpecially in the Etays of Vdeus 3 how the Pradice thereof was efteem- 
cd next to that of High Trealbn, and the Pradifers thcrafelvcs were reckoned for 
no Icfs than Traitors and publidt Enemies. Now it being a thing fiifficiently 
known, that it was lawful (so kill a publick Enemy or a Traitor to his Country, 
who might be difpatched by the Hand of a private Perfon whereever he met him 5 
this gave incouragement to feveral forts of Perfons to ferve the ends, either of 
their fellifli Defign^ or their Malice, upon thofe that were commonly and noto- 
, rioufly infiimed with this Crime. For fome there were who were guil^r of it 
themkives, and when they feared to be difeovered by thofe that were (poflfoly) 
not fo mudi to be blamed as they, to avoid accufation, they bc^n firfe, killM 
the Party, and thereby evaded that punifhmcnt, which wasmoft defervedbythem- 
TheEmpf fclves. Others upon private Spleen and Malice, for latisfying of their private Rc- 
SSSl Ac. courfe to be rid of thofe they moft deUred to have out of the 

curationi up. Way. Tlie Emperors now at Rome, talung notice thereof dommand Allium die 
“ Prufeff, “That, whofoever (hall find any Perfon guilty of this Crime, he (bill , „ j 

(dze, and prefcndy bring him forth, and fobbed the Enemy of the pubfidt Safr “ 
ty, to publick Judgement. _ And eljxxially' th^ lay this In)un^n upon rikfo “ n^&L 
r^led Agitators, or theChariot-Jrivers of thefe times, who ran Races in theOrque, adTji^ 
and were wont to be ^Vui'.y of tlus Crime, even upon this double account: 'For, 
this fort of men is won^rfolly bdied if tliey did not pmdife the Art of Magi^ 
to obtain the Victory in thofe Races. And hence they vrere wemt toamifeand 
kill firfe, that they might not be dUcovered^ and allb to brand thah A^eriancs 
tvith tliis Crime, and render diem Infamous 3 that removing (uch out of the way, 
as they thought mofl; Expert in the Art of Drivii^ 3 th^ themfelves nu^t win 
the defired Prizes in tl.c Cirque. 

84. I'hat thefe men were wont to ufe Inchantmbnt for obtaiiung ^ Vidory 
tn Courfes, by hindring the Speed of thofe-that were to run agairdf dfe^ rind in- 
tercepting oneway or other the Swifinels of their Horfes3 as alfo ^brblui^ *p 

Wheels of the Qigriots, or the L^ or Necks of the Riders or Hoifes, is fiifSaendy gIL lit 
tcfiified by feveral Writers,as Ammiautts and othexs. Now, if any (^di^ Agitat^t, 
or any ochers of what fort foever (hall offend againft dus their injun&t^ br “ 
Clandeftinely kill any Perfon, though manifefUy guilty of die Crime of ^ 

they pronounc : he (^ not tfeape Death himfelf, asfofpeded giulty of the Indu^ ' 
ments we now mentioned, wsu that, he dther had removed a Nfelefei!^ on purpofe, 
that he might not difeover his Affociates, and fo efeapehis dud and (evere tryaltot 
Law, or under pretence of this^ publick Juftice, had deftroyed his own Enemy, 
and that out of a more malitious Dc^;^ Tire Hands of the Empercus now be- 
* ing in, ami tlicy fetting themfelves to promote the Conveinences of the Qiy , 
where they at prefent refided, efpecially in relation .to Viftuals 3 the condinon of 
the Suarii was i-cprelentctl to them, who found Ho^ilefh for it^ as we have al- wvy. 
ready Ihewn. They being a Body Politick among dfemfelyes, had (cvenfl Lands 
belonging to them, conierrod feveral ways upon their Company, for the Carrying “ 
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l^ci t.4. on of their Service, as divers othor Inoouragcracnts granted them by Princes for this 
End. l 5 ut thefe Lands, though deltined to publick Ends, yet (as wc find at this 
V day in every jdaoe) were imbraeled, and by private perfons drawn to their own Ule 
and Accommodation, by various Tricks and Sle^hts of Law. “The Emj)c-“

pk.^ 9t this time, was much inlarge^y the Care and Munificence of Theodofius.^ 
and thereb) . afforded much convenicncy of liv’mgboth to Senators and othei*s. The 
place where it ftood, or Bpza//tium, had been inhabited in former Ages, and, as we 
formerly (hewed, wjis confiderable in the World in re(i)eft of its Scituation and 
Wealth. And therefore, we perceive, in digging and laying the new Foundations 
many old ones were difeovered, and not (eldom, Treafure was found liiddcn or loft 
in tno(c places where they had occafion to open the Ground. Hereupon much 
Envy and pontention followed, thole that could not have the lame good fortune 
thcmlelves grudging that of their Neighbours and pretending to intitle the Empe- 
ror to it as his due. T^aet^fts, to obviate all fuch Informations and to incourage 
Builders, as it feems had I'cn Years before declared in an Ediift diredtd to the Peo- 
ple of Conftantimpky “That whoioever found any hid Treafures Jewels Me-“ 
dak, or rhe hke, laid thei^j in Ancient Times aifo the Owners whereof could not “ itgts lU. ^ ? 
be knowne, (hould have and freely enjoy them, without fear of any Information “ " 

or Trouble thence arifing in his Exchequer. But, as he faith, he then thought “ L’./s.c? 
fit, outfof Natural Equity, to add fome Temperament to this Indulgence, Co as “ Goth. com. 
he, who found the Treafure in his own Ground, (hould liave it freely andabfo- “ icoTj^."' 
liiKsCoo- lutely tohimlelfi but hctliat foimd it in another Man’s Ground, (hould admit the “ 
finding owncr of the Soil to a fourth^part of the Value. And he •prohibited that any “ 

'rcafurc. (hould make ufe of this Licence to dig wlien they lifted in other Mens Lands, or “ 
pretend afiuneof any thing to lx; thereiif hidden. “ 

89. By the Untienter Laws made by fuch Emperors as were too much addided to 
thcincreafing of their Revenues whatlbeverTrcafiire was found, though in a Mans 
own Land, was adiudged to the publick Trealury. So it ftood before the Reign 
^ Nerva and Hadrian ^ but Nerva granted it freely to the Poflcllbr of the Land, 
and fo 6\dHadriat. ^ following Natural Equity therein^ and fo the Law ftood under 
the Governments ofSeverusMvi Antoninus CaracuUa 5 under Hcliogahalus Alteration 
feems to have been made, which that excellent Prince Alexander Severus again re- 
formed ti yet fo as if the Treafure was great, he ordered his own Officers to go fome 
(hare with thofe that difeovered it. After his time it was again adjudged to the 
Treafury, though found in the Land of<the Dilcoverer till the days of the Empe- 
rors Cams and who again left it free as bcfi)rc, till at length under D/<w’/e//.w, 

Maxitnian anti others it was again appropriated to the Exchequer. Cmfiantinc., 
when he came to the Government, t(X)k a middle courfe betwixt the two former 
which had fo perptually varied, and ordained, Tliat if any difeovered Treafure, 
and of lus own Accord rtvcalcJ it to the Officers of the Treafury, he (hould hive

fon to trurt fuch an one as of his own accord had made the Dilcovery. But if any 390.

Root, fo greater Liberty was Indulged, as by that Law of Tljeodojius^ which ere 
now we mentioned, whereby whatlbevcr Treaforc was found in any Mans Ground, 
it Ihould be his own, were it never fo great, or with whatfoever Charfl^ier it was 
Stamped^for as Alexander Severus excepted the greater T rcalurcs, fo it is noted of Ta- 
mrlane^h.2X foch Coins as bore thelftamp of a Ring he ordained (hould iKConfifta- 
ted. Some indeed have been of opinion, that all Treaftire exceeding the Fortune of a 
Private Perfon Ihould belong to the Prince, s&mFrance^ ft)me think at this day the 
Trcafiires of Gold to belong to the Ring. Indeed the Govemour .of the Low 
Countries, when not long fince the Sepulchre and Treaftire of Childerich King • 

the Framkf was dilcovered, feized on it in the Kings bchalft but gave, as its cl/jiutZx 
laid, the value of it to the Poor of Tournay^ where it was occaftonally found. But 
further to incourage the finder, or rather the Building of ConSiantin^pk^TheodofiMs “ 
gave three Parts of four to him that (hall dilcover any in another Mans Ground, “ 
and only the Remainder to the Owner of the Grountl h although at this day ip.-*i^ 

France it be equally diftributed betwixt the Owner, the Finder, aixl the Prince./* 

But this he interprets to be underftood only of accidental finding, for he will not “ 

}iermit upon this occafion, that any one fearch another Mans Ground, under pee- ** 
tcnce of preftimption or ftuue of any thing to be there hid, or that the Common ** 

People did believe th^t fo it was, pretending the Place to be haunted, as it was or- ** 
dinai ily believed that Spirits were wont to watch about Treaftire. Thus much, ** \ 

as we laid, did Theodoftns Decree in an Edid publifhed Ten Years before to the Peo- - : 
pie of Contlantinople^ which now by anothCT direded to Neotheriut he confirms in 
thcle words. “We permit, that tliofo either by the Revelation of the “ 
Divinity or Condud of Fortune, do find any Treafure, enjoy what they ftnind “ 
without all fcar ftir ft) doing. The ordinary Speech concerning the Condud of “ a 
Fortune, as a Chriftian Prince, he mitigates with the Providence of God, as St. A/- "■ 

guUine corredsit upon another occafion. The Heathen alfo aftribed the finding of < 

Treaftire to the ftivour of their Gods, and p.irticularly impofed tins Taske upon 
Hercules and Mercury^ and for this purpofe they offered &crificc, and conftilted 
their Magicians. But this, as 1 heodo^us fcenis here tacitely to difallow, fo Ju- 
Jiinian afterward forbad that aity, by Sacrifice, or any other courfe odious to the 
Laws, fliould go about to feek for I reaftirci which when found, he left intircly to 
the Owner, who found it in his Ground. ^Though after him it became again Confift 
cared, and liich was the pradice of the Goths. ^ 

90. At this time were tlic Emperors fbfcvercly bent againfl; fuch as made forcible 
Lmrics upon the L.andsor Pollcllions of other Men, as^onjiantine^ for very great 
r.afoii, formerly had been, “ That fuch Slaves as fhouldbcconvidedto have done “ ■; 

luch violence, by Witnefs, or their own Confoffions, fhould, if they did it, un- “ '

91. In the CCCXCI year of our Lord Titus Fabius Tatianus and L. Aurc-Hus 
Symmachus had the T^le of Confuls. Tatianus was [^xWPnefccius Pratorio <>1 tin: 3 9^- 
Eaft : ttnd Flaviamu held this Office in lllyrkum and Ju^y. Vhe Emperors con- 
tinned tOjgcthcr at Milmt, till about the Month of Mjy, and there maile three T>iiun:>C' 
Laws, which are yet extant, dhe firft was of Reli^ous Concernment, and tlic f • Aitnbn 
lecond tended to the praftice of Mei1l|||^ and Compallion towards fuch Children Symm.w 
as had been fold to fttisfie the Necemtics of their Paretttt. Although the 
Law of the Romans did not allow that Ordi^iarily .ind Regularly any' Ihould 
either Sell, or give to Pledge their Children 5 yet was it itermitted them to do 
it in extream want or .neaduty, and tkit out of rt-fpeft, as well to the pne as the 
other, Tluit in this Age whereof we now write, this was pradfiled, ai^pears fiom 
fevaaLTcftimonicsi .and foraetimes it was done to latislle the Debts due to the * 

Treafury. But thovigh they were Slaves at prefent, yet was it not thought fit 
they Ihould fo continue, the fcvcral EmiKrrors agreeing in this point, tliat they 
ought to be reftored to liberty. But they diRef'd in the manner of it. CoirifJi- 
■;t pro- tine was of opinion, that the value of thar fervicc was to be paiti, or another 
gainft Slave to be deliver^ m the room of the’infranchiled. Jhis now J/xo^^oftMs feems 
:n!^ repeal, commanding all luch as for want of Vidtuals hatl been fold, to be re- 
ftoredto thdr former Ingenuity, as the term is, or Free Condition, without re- “ 
quiring any remuneration of price, which was fufficiently paid by the llaverv "■ ’ ‘ " '' ^ " 

of a Free Perfon, thoi^h continuing for never fo '^linall a rime. Thi.; had been 'lutjEm,'. 
formerly Orduned by Trafan concerning luch as were expoletl, that they lliould ^.v ^uhi. .1,: 
be reftored to Liberty, though the charge of their keeping were not defi aved. But 
Vdentiniau the -third afterward, when a cruel Famine had raged in hJy^ declared 
indeed, that luch ‘as had been fold in it Ihould be free, but that ilu? Buyer Ihould 
receive the Value backwith the addition of a part, lb that he Ihould neither repent of 
his Purchale, nor that Liberty Ihquld be toft. For if all hope of recompcnce was 
takm away j whht expe&ation Ihould tliere be that luch charity would be practiled '* 
on the other Hand, If a iiccdUty of Recompcnce were impoled, liberty the moft 
inelbmable thing in this lifo, would miferably lx; loft through that Necdlity. ‘j/fjr/- 
nkou approved belt of the Law made by Coniiantim, and fo did Princes vary in 
jhdr Opinions according to the circumflrances of times, and thole Reafons aiul 
Arguments which they alfoturded : To be liirc the lence of later Ages is moft full of 
Mercy and Goodnels, which fince Chriftianity hath taken firmer Rt)oi and Seule- 
nient, forbids any to be made Slaves, or fold, though under pretence t)f Ncccfii- 
ly, but to be relieved. And mt)ft full of Equity that Law and Cuftom of our -- 
own, of putting fitch Children Appi entice^ as we borrow the word, whole Parents'; 
are uot able to keep them. So as wc diftinguiih Ix’twixt Serv ice and Slavery, as 'I 
Well in point of time as to the quality of the ^ndage. 

93. From Miltn Theodojius departed for the ialt, by the way of Concorcli.i , 
where in the Monili of liUy he made three E'dicts in matters belonging to lUii- 
gion, and came to Fincent/u in the parts whence alfo beare Oa'.^ three

the Ejnperor Komanus hiciipems vn& Elder, to five levcral loits of Pcrlbns diis 
Rj^htot Pr^mpdonwas allowed j if they were Partners and kindred^ if they had aUononinZ 
any Society and Fellowfliip with the Seller. Sometimes the poor were prefcrred ‘ 
in buying the Pciflieffions of the Rich, (which again was Repealed) a Neighbour

And upon thefe foundations were built feveral 
Liws and Conftitutions of Saxouf^ Italians and others, whereby the old Law of 
Conlfahtine was reftoi^d, with various, amplifications: and here in our own Conn- 
t^ th^e Ihw of Foqs ana Settletpcnts att off from many Perfbns the libeity of dif- 
pofing .of tkdr own Efiate^ But, as to our prefent bufineis^ the Emperors re- 
the Law o( Confiantine, uwn the fuggeffion, as it ieems, of FUvianns the 
» Fr^Hns Pr^oriff o( lUyricHtu am. Italy to whom it is direfted, who indeed had 
the Efteem of a notable, and very wife man, but he was a Pagan, and therefore 
averfe to any thing of Mofiicai Laws, or of Chriftian Convenience and Honefty 
according to that Pattern. But by another Branch of this and the fame Conftitu- 
Inon (though now made another Law) they tell, us that what they did heran “ L.2.diConrtit. 
was done not without long deliberation 5 and therefore they declare that no Per- “ ZlrPcifT'i 
fon whatfbever, (hall pretend Ignor^ce of their Conftitutions, nor diflemble the “ ubZi.m.i’ 
knowledge of them, being fb weigHbd by long deliberation. Its a moft known 
and approved feying that, th ignorMce 'Lam exenfith noman^ part of which 
thefe premeditated ot advifed Conftitutions mades as for Rejeripts they indeed rantuUnc 
were of more private concernment, being Anfwers to fuch' matters as were pro- 
pounded to them; for their Opinion and Determination, and yet fuch as have 
DCen entred amongft thefe Laws and regiftred in the received Books, being fitted , 
to all other cafes, of. the fame Nature, have ajfb the force of Law. And indeed 
this being at firft intended to put in Exeoition the Conftitution for repealing 
Con^antincs Law, that none might pretend Ignorance to it, or dillemble it, liaih 
been afterwards applied to all omer Conftitutions of Princes fo advifedly made. 

Plavianus was , as we fee, Prd^cU Ixjth of Italy and lUyricum, and Jio wonder, 

Prabus having been formerly both of Italy^ H/yrhutn and and GtJl was 

fomc time alfb under his care. And by lUyrkum^ whatever Tjofimus or others have 
written, all lUyricnm is »o be meant, which was under the Empire of the Eaft, 
and one Governor 9 till the death of Vakntinian the Younger i after which it be- 
came divided into Eaifem and WfSiern, and the former fell to the lharc of Tbeo- 
dojius, 

. 95. Fixym Vincentia, Tbeodofins, removed to Aju/leia^ whence he fent before him 

>vn to Edift to PreettUts the Prafi^ of Constantinople againft the extravagant humour 
■Mhis. of appealing. Of old time itvwas lawful twice to appeal, becaufe’of the Diverfity l. un-defoUir- 
and fubordination of Magiftrates: as ^om the Pr/r/^r to the PrafcSl of the City, 
and from him to the Prince liimfelfi but this being .very dilatory in the Defendarir, Ztj 'iZZfercx- 
and many timbs defrauding the right owner of his Goods, at leaft deferring his in- 
iicrc lie joyment of them, he thought fit to bridle this liberty, by Ordaining that he who “ 

A*^ *'* had already received two judgements or Sentences in the fame Caufe, and Ixjth “ y'A uir. i^. 
*** againft Wm, fhould be forced to quit the laid Goods, and the jiofleliion of them be “ 
transferred ujxm the other or adverfe Party, till the thing fhould be determined. “ 

This punilhmcnt of transferring p)oflcilion is otherwife irapofed in cafe of Contu- 
macy or Knavery, by the Laws. As it was lawful twice to appeal, fo JnJiinian af- 
terwards forbade it to be done the third timej but Athalmch the OWM^King 
prohibited the fccond. It feems by the Inlcripnion and Date of another Conl titu- 
tion, that Vakntinian accompanied his Colleague thus far on his way Eaftward. 

For on the fame day we find another Edift diredted from the fame Place to M.ig- 
nil/us the Vicar of Ajrici^ ( though not laid to lie reccivetl at ILulrumtum till the 
beginning of the following year ) which was in his Diftridf. The Exadfoi-s, as they 
were called, or Officers of the Treafury, whole work it was to diftrain on the 
Goods of fuch as were t)cb£ors to the Publick, and to exj^ole them to Sale, often loi.rlut.'* 
covenanted fraudulently with the Buyeix, to fell them under worth, and receive *?•

96. Theodoji^s in his way to CoMBatttineple came to Thcjfdomca, where he feuhd t/lni s 
the Affeirs of Macedoma in a great Perturbation 5 For, the Bmharians, whoha** 
ving been mixed with others in his Army, had revolted froiii him Three Years ber ^oyrmw in 
fore, when he moved againfe the Tyrant had .betaken themfelves to p. 77>. 

Lakes and Fenny Places 5 and, while he was bulled in the Civil War, thence maide 
Excurfions, and Havock of all things in Macedonia and Thejfdy^ without COntrolL 
But when the Fame of his Vidory and KetUme arrived, they again betot^ them- 
(elves to thdr Lurching Holes, and Places of Security intheFalhieffes, whence they 
privily ftole out by N^ht 5 and having* made their Depredations, retire s^in, 
when Day appeared ^ (o that the Emperor imagined they were Spirits and Appa- 
ritions, rather than Men. Bdng doubtful in Mind what to do, Zo^uf tell US' this 
Story of an Adventure he made, ill Confident with that Sloth and Luxury he ufii- 
ally aferibeth to him. He made Choice of Five Pcrlbns to accompany him, to whom he 
gave in Charge, That, each (hould take Three or FourHorles with him, that when 
one tired, another might be at Hand for the Rider. Making his Purpole known to 
none, withthemina£fi%iufe he ranged about the Country, and when he wanted 
Refeefiiment, went to (bme Country-houfeor/)ther to get Vidbtak At length he 
came to a Imalllnne, kept by an Old Woman, and (he reedved and entertained him 
Cmly with Wine, and other Conveniences ^ and here he was perfwaded to lodge all 
Night. When he was retired into his Chamber, he el^ed a certain Man, who would 
anlwcr no Queftions, but feemed to have a £>efire to Conceal himfelf Tkeodofing 
hereat calls up the Woman, and asks who he was. She profefles her Ignorance as to 
that Pointy butconfefid, that finoe the Report of th^ Emperors Retume out of the 
Weft with his Army, tlus Man was wont to lodge at her Houle, to go out in the Mor- 
ning, and be abroad all the Day, then at Night a^in to return as vomWork, tohb 
Supper and Lodging. He m^es Ufe of her Information, and leizing the hkin. 
Commands him to (hew his Condition, and manner of Being, wfaidi heoblHnatdy 
refufeth, though beaten, till he caufed his Men to prick him with their Swords, and 
declared himfelf to be the Emperor. Then he confeffed he was a Spie, lent by the 
Barbarians^ that lay in the Fenns, to liften where he was, or what Places or Perfons 
might beft be fet upon and overcome. “ 

97. The Emperor prcfently caufed hb Head to be (iruck off, and going to the "" 
Army, which lay at no gi'eat difiance, led it to the Placp where he had learnt the 
Barbarians lodged, and falling upon them, cut in Pieces a great Number of every 
Age and Condition, partly drawing them out of the Fenns, and partly killing them 
in the Waters. Timafins^ one of hb Officers, admiring his Valour, defired hb 
Favour in behalf of his Soldiers, who being ftarved almoft for hunger, were not 
able any longer to indurc the toile of drawing the Barbarians out of their retiring 
Places, tliat they might take a little Refrefhment. He granted hb Requeft ^ and the 
Trumpet Sounding to a Retreat, the Soldiers left on thdr Purluit. But going 
to their Repaft, and being now overcome with Wine, as well as Labour and Toih 
they fell fiift afleep^ and the Remainders of the having notice of it, with 

Swords, or (uch things as they had at Hand, fell upon them, and killed many, a- 
mongft whom, you muft know, the Emperor himfelf had mifearried, and with him 
all his Armys but that (bme who had not compleatly dined, ran tohb Pavilion, and 
gave him notice of what had hapned. The Emperor was difhirbed at the News 5 • 
but thought it befl: to ruh away, as he did with thofe he had about him. It hap- 
itcd well for him and his, that Pt'omotnfy another of his Captains, whom he had 
lately font for, meeting them in their f^x^cd, defired of him, that he would look 
to the Prefervation o^ lumlclfi and followers, and leave him to deal with the villa- 
nous Barbarians^ whom he would (ufficicntly Chaftifc for •their Contumacy.

<;ut of the A|H)logies of Ancient Chriftians; If any War ill fucceeded, if any Ar-* 
jr.y milcauicJ, if any Plague, Famine, or any other Publick Calamity fell upin 
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any Nation, then Chrifitatios ad 'Lewes ^ ihs Cbriftuths .as the caule of this mult 
be cxpofed toWU.d Bealts : ^it Jealt wten the Scepter Ikcai&e Chriltian, and in) 
Authority would incourage th«' toiuftiee and Cruelty, all niiift be imputed lo the 
Sacrilege of them. For, when' the Empire laboured under its own Weigij'., 
and the Barbarous Natioiis (Us all tlungp, through ^ciifitade of Aflairs are lubjeic 
^ to mumtion ) broke in and xnadc Havobk of the Proyinces. When the City which 
\ had b^ lately Miftrels of the World becaihe ifubjed to their Infiilts and Impcni-

Some otliersaffign as an occaHon of 
this Law what SozJhten writes concerning a Perfon llhifirious by Dignity, con- 
demned by Gratian, for Ixiving reviled him, and fiecd by the intervention of^«r- 
hroje the Bifliop of Milan ^ but very wide, as ‘if this had been made by Gratiatx^ 
dca<l long before, and of which Pkcci^tts was tlie Author. Gothefred rejefting 
thtfc Icvcral opimons, from the Law lately Ipoken o^ which with this is rational- 
ly iltouglit to hai^’ made up one Conftitution, conjedures that the immediate 
<^ccafion proceeded from the licentious liberty of the Curiales^ at this time taken 
(and probably by tliofe of Antioch') to if^ak againft the Emperor and his Go- 
vernment. For although that Law be hot at all of this Di'ift or Delign, yet they 
being direfted to the fiune Perfon at the feme time, nay making up one al*.! the 
fame Coiift-itution, and the one being made for rtftilying matters belonging to the 
Cnrialcf, he concludes with Keafon, that thc)'^ were the Perfons aimed at in • 
both. For indeed the Cttriales Vv'<n c the fiibftantial InhabitaHis (>f Cities and Towns, 
and of them the Body of the Ctmuuons of the Em^nre coniifted^ below them were 
(iich perfons as the mpanheis of their Eilaiesaiid Conditions rendred them inconli- 
derable, and above were the who had difchargcd great Offices, andthofo 

who were in a&ual pofleifion of ^em. Navy, to put them into this Sawey and. 
Tumultuous Humour, fome tbe foregoing things which they efteempd Grie- 
v.arices might give oocafion. . As tfic rigorous liippreliion of Paganifin now carried 
oii^ the greatneis of Pitfinur^ who pu^bly afforded too much occaftinforEiiVy ^ 
his proceedings againft Tatianus and his Son 5 or jxiflibly, were fome Ads * 
of Tatianns^axid Proculus which were too feverc in Corrcduig the Petulancy of 
the -I bngues of the Cnriales^ and upon fuggeftion of Rujmus, they feemod ht to 
lx- Repealed, and the like fonthe time to come Resftrained, as wp lee icvcral of 
their Orders and Methods inProcedings were nulled. Whatever the Occafioiiwas, 
he liu .ught lit to reftraiii the Violence of the Judges, who often would be double , • 

tliligent, and bufie in punifhingfuch like, Offences, thereby to ingratiate themfelvcs 
with the Emperor. He doth not fay that they (hould be wholy negledctl and • 
|xillcd by, fome have crronioufly'ito'ncfodcd 5 but the whojjc matter related to 
liimfelfi who thereupon no doubt would proceed with that great Prudence he hints 
’ at, in weighing the Sayings of men by their Perfons, ^talities and Conditions i 
and .according "to lliole three Afts of Clemency, viz. Cvnte»/pt^ Pity and Pardon 
(or L/dnlgent c) which he oppoi^ againft fo many Onginals or Purees of this Op-

was fully ready. As a Chriftian, he made ufc of the Means wliieh Tr le Rdigu.n 
direiftcth to, for acdfcipliftiment of that End he juftly defigned 5 while hi.^; Etiemy 
in the Weftern Parts applied himfelf to Paganilh Supcrftitions and Vaniiie<-', by 
Pcrfwalion of Flavrantfs the Praefeft, who being of Ethnick Pcrfwalion, 
promifed himfelf great Matters for Propagation of that Impiety, which notv f > 
iufj/ifi In- faft fell to the ground, lx:fore the Power of Truth, Arboj^uihs in the mean ti’^;e 
ICS tiKicr- having fccurcd GuU^ profccuted his old Grudges againft thole of his liwn Nati- [k 
particularly Stmo and Marcomeres.^ Two SubreguU of the Frum/{s^ wh«jni 
having now the Power of the Weftem Empire in his Hands, he rc.folved m Sacri- 
fice to the Ghofts of his Anceftors. For this Purpofc, in the depth of tiiac Win- 
ter which followed the Death of Vala/twia»^ he removed toAgnppwu, OYCoit‘ig»e, 
with Refolution to range o\'cr the moft inward Rcalles of theCiaintry then Iniia- 
bited by the Francks., at filch time as the Woods being dry and without Leaves, 
could not afford lurking Holes or Recqitacks for any Ambufcadocs. He paficd ilie 
Rhine., and wafted the Ilf //filer/, that lay next the River .with a Village called 
Aetia., Inhabited by fbmc of the t'hamani., without any Opixjfition, favc rltat fomc 
few of the Ampfinarit and Chatti fhewed themfclves on the farther Hills , being 
led by the late mentioned Marcontercs. The next Year prcftdin^ that whereof 
now we writer Engenisss (or •ArJwgafifcs for him) w'as ij^^hily inflamed with a 
Defire of Yoaking Italy in the fame Bondage with G////, not remembring how 
Maximm his Pupdcccllbr ( as wc* may termchim ) fiired in the lame Attempt : but 
Flavtatsus his PrafiH., a Man given up to Pagan Prophecies, pulled him up with 
hope of Viftor)'. Before he fhould begin his Journey, he concluded, that theGcr- 
«!/^x,whomehc wastolcavc athisBack,weretobeobligcxl to terms of a Fair llndcr- 
ftanding, l^,in his Abfence,they fhould pa6 the Rhine, andharrafe Go//, He Mar- 
rw/wficB ched to the River, and on the Bank tliereof fhewed himfelf with great Numbers 
Mnto his/ of ^len jje had newly raifed, to the Nations of the Francks and Alantans', and by 
the Terror thereof drew them to renew the Lca|;ue. 'ITiis, fb well |)erformed, he 
returned, and tvith Arbogafics Invaded Italy s, wfach after his Entrance into Miiw, 
he eafily got into his Power. * 

4. Theodojisfs having Intelligence hereof refblved to let l\imfclf, with all Con- 
vcnici^, againft fiich Tyranny and Ufurpation 5 and for this Purpofc caufed all 
the Forces he liad railed to Vlufter at Constantinople amongft which were Multi- 
tudes of Goths, Alans and Hnnns. For his Chief Officers, ne made choice of 77 - 
nta fins to Cotsimand the Romans, together with St iltcho.i ot Stelicho, as calls

Ampngft the Officers of the Go/bs, Alarich now Served, that Famous Alarich that 
ntodo/ifi pre- afterwards took Rosne, and firft of others brought the Barbarians to Invade haty^ • 
rdfnft ijfm. thus Prepared for his Expedition, tells us, Tliat lus Wife died J 

* ^ in Childbed, when he was ready to let forward, whom having once b^oaned af* 

ter Homers inanner, he departed. But Arcadisss his Son, whom he had formerly/^ 
declared Emperor, he left behind him^ andbecaufehe was but Young, he Com- 
mitted him to the Charge of Rujinsts, who was now to Govern all Matters according 
to his own VVil 1 , and Appetite. As to the Time when Theodoiius began his March, we 
find by the Dates of (weral Laws, that in the Months of January, February, and 
Matrh, YiQyfSi&^’CX^tCimfiautwople, where, while he continued, by his Endeavours * 
for True Religion, and the removing of Grievances from his People, he Exercifed ^ 
himfelf as became one who was about foch an Undertaking, wherein the Safety of 
the State, and his ownPerlbn and Family wasccncerned. But certain CuRoms there 
were of thc-fo Times, to which he could not but (iibnut (bme things wl^h could 
not lb well be amended. The Em|»re was fi> great, the Provinces lb many, and 
fo Manifold the Bulinell^ ariling out of them, that belides the ordinary and let 
VVj}’s and Courlcs of Adminiftring Tufticc by his Officers, there was a Neceflity of 
his being intruded and moved by thole About him in Partiailar Concernments of « 
Piiva.te Peifons and Bodies Politick. Thofe that thus Sollicited and Moved, were 
tcrmcxl in this Age Suffiragatores, and their Sollicitation or Moving Sufiragium, for 
which they were wOnt to receive Rewards, and that by Agreement from their 
Clients. Hereupon much Oppreflion and Contefls often happened, while Ibmetimes 
thole that had obtained their Defires, and done their Bufinel^ were ingratefol to 
them that had imployed their Time and Labour therein, and often, they that Solli- 
cited in their behalf threatned, troubled, andexafted more, than was juft and rca- 
Ibnablc, from the Suitors.

cite for Honours to be conferred on them, and promifed Rewards for obtaining “ sJffugL 
the thing defired, that if thofe tliat Sollicited had already got into their Hands “ 
the Fee ot Reward they might keep it i*but otherwile no Liberty to Sue would “ 
he grant. But this Indulgence he would have only extended to luch as had obtain- ^ 
cd what they went about.

Eugef/iusy incouraged by the South-fiyings of Flavia/fus^ who promifed him Vi- 
ftory, which (hould be accompanied with the Ruine of ^riftian Religion, being 
aware of his comiQg, got together a vaft Body of Men. Refolving to expert him 
rather at the Threthold, than within the Bowels of TtJj/., he quitted iWw, toge- 
ther with Arbogaltes and Flav/a/tits, affirming by Oath, That when hecameback,"hc 
would make a Stable of the great Church, and caufe the Clerks thereof to take Arms. 
Proceeding as fiir as A^ufleiay he came and incamped himfclf by a River called Fr/gk 
cIms., diftant fome Thirty Miles from that City, and as Socmen writes, he feized Ub. c. c. 
and fecured the Julian Alps., being the Gates of Italj/y as affording but one Pafliige, ^ 
l^otttfied on both fidcs by vaft Rocks and Mountains. Tbeodojius fiom PammiU 
Marched dircftly to thefe Straits, and driving out the Gu.irds fet to defend them, 

3 uitc contrary to the Expeftation of the Enemy, brake through, Flavianus here 
)ff4( vhen he might have efcaped, as by miftake fome write. Having without 

trouble paflM the Mountain, on the Seventh of September, he defeended into , 
the Plain, and offored Battel, which was as readily accepted, the Soldiers on both 
fides being inflamed with a Defire of Fighting, iheodojjus Erefted the Standard of 
our Saviour, and Engenius that of Hercules, The Emj^ror difpofod his Army into 
two Battalions, in the one of which ftood the and in the other, fuchilrfriii- 

rians as liad come over to his Service. The Romans agaiiift Romans fought Man- 
fully, and the Succefiwas doubtful 5 but the Barbarians on the Emperors fide were 
worfted, and forced to retire with great Slaughters andbefides, aloof on a Hill, he 
dilcovered a Body of Men, which he apprehended might fell down upon his 
Bade. 


2^ Being in fuch Straights as he knew not how to extricate himfclf he fell down 
on his Knees at the Head of the Armj, and humbly Implored the Afljftance of his 
- Maker, faying. Help me 0 Lord Ibejeech thee, kSi the Pagans Jap, where k now the 
God of Theodofius. And his Prayer had a fpeedy Return. For prefently the Offi- 
cers of that Party, whiejr he faw upon the Mountain, font to him, and offered to 
come in upon Honourable Terms of being preforred by him, which he readily 
granted, .and having neither Ink nor Paper at Hand, he took a Writing Table fiom 
fome there prefent, and therein promifed, that they (hould have the Command of 
thofc Forces thtr (hould bring over to him. Hereupon out of Hand they jt)yncd 
with him; but ftill the Event feemed very dubious, till Bacurius, whocommaiidal 
• the that were difadvantagioufly ingaged, ftirredup his.own Spirits, and 

the Courage of his FoUowcis to fuch a Degree, that fiiUlng on with greater Vio- 
lence, and renewing the Fight, they* cither killed, or forced to run, thofc with 
whom they t^ere ingaged. In o^hcr Places how'ever, theEnemyftood his Ground, 
and Eugenius, for whom tht7 fought, ridingup and down, exhorted them to Con- 
ftancy as fecurc of the Day, telling them he was well aliiircxl, that Theodofius, out 
■ of defperation, would fpcedily lay violent hands upon himfelf; but he defired 
- they would not let him fo cl^pe, but bring him alive into his Prefence. Now 
arofe a moft violent Tcnipeft, fuch as no Man alive could remcmbcT, which drove 
with that violence upon the Army of the Ufurper, that they could not keep them- 
felvcs in order. It's reported. That the Arrows they let fly againft Theodofius his 
Men, were retorted back upt>n thofe that (hot tljcm ; that their Targets were for- 
ced out of their Hands, and driven againft their own Faces, and their Eyes fo di- 
fturbed with Wind afid Duft, that their Sight was thereby taken from them. On 
thf Other hand, (uch Darts or Arrows as Theodfiushh Soldie-rs Shot, diddoubleEx- 
>■ Battel. edition, whereby Animated to fo high a Mca’fureasthc Matter fuggefted, withal! 

Abcrity thc^y improved the Advantage, and fo fer prevailed upon the Dilcouraged 
Enemy, as quicUy to pat them to the Rout. Sozofnen, Orofius, and others, re- 
late 
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Sc:!:.^. laic -the Mutter after this Manner 5 though a Story ilificrcnt in Circuinfkinces be AD. 
told h}' and (uch as follow him. Zodmus tells us. That Theodqptts •{>alling 394, 

tlic Alps in fo unexpeded a manner, terrified Bf^gcftius with the (uddennefi of his 
ci»ming. 'lhat tlie Kmpcior thought fit firftto try what the BarLariofu could do, 
and rent Qaines to In/.agc, who was followed by all, both Horfe and Fopt, that 
confilled t)f the Nortlicrn Nations. Againfi; them led forth hisJMen, and 

the whole Armies Ingaged, when in the time of the Fight, fo great an Eclyplc of ’ 
the Sun happened, that the greateft part of the time it fix*mcd to be Night father 
than Day. And the Battel l^ng fought as it were in the Night Se.afon, fo vafta 
Slaughter was made, that the greateft Part QjfTheodof.Hsh\& Confederates mifoarried, 
tc^gcilier with B^wtiriits their Captain, who moft valiantly expofod himfolf to all 
Dangers before his Men. 

2 5. 'I’he real Night coming on, both Parties retreated to their Camps,andjB«^c>sr7//x 
ptifial up with Victory, diftributed Rewards to filch as had beftdeforved^ and 
permitted them to take their Supper, as not thinking of any ifiore Fighting after 
lucli a Defeat. Uxodotife relates how Theodofuswa&now advifed by hisCaptains to 
put oft' tlte Matter till the following Spring, and then to come with greater Forces^ 
to be able to grapple with the Ufurper m Numbers. However, Zofimas fiither 
Writes, Thi’t when FjigeniMs his Men were taking their Repafte, Theo^nsiptrcAv- 
ingthe Day to be Dawning, with all the Remainders of his Forces fell upon them, 
while they yet lay upin the Ground, and Killed them, when they dreamt not at all 
of any fuch Thing. That going on to the Tent of he fell upon his 

CuartI, and Killed alfo moft of them, but fome fled for it, and were taken, with 
■whom was found E/zgemus htralelf He being taken, his Head was Cut from his 
Shouklers, and being let upon a long Pole, was carried round about the Camp, to 
• let thofe of his Party, who ftill flood reffalftory, know, that feeing they would be 
Efteemed they ought to retturn to Obedience to their Emjieror, clpedally 

the Tyrant being now Extinft. Anti in a manner, all thofe who furvived the Bat- 
tel, came fjK'cdily in to him. Saluted him with the Title of Atguffns, and begged 
Pardon fiir what they had done , tvhich^ faith the Writer, Ae readily granted. As 
for Arbogajies^ he defiring not at all to try the good Nature, or Clemency of the 
, Conqueror, fled away into the higheftand moft Impallable Mountains, where per- 
ctiving that all Places were fearched by thofe that were lent to find him out, he 
killed himlelf thinking it better to die a voluntary Death, than to be taken by the 
Enemy. Thus much writtth Zofimns concerning this Viftory of' 'Iheodofius. O- 
thers, as to the End of Ei/gcniuj, 'fay. That certain of his Troops being convinced 
of their folly to fight againft Providence, as diljxiiring now of the Viftory, fol- 
lowed their Captain Arvitio to thc Emperor, and beggra Pardon, who were there- 
upon prcfently received, and ordered to ft^cli JEif^rw»/tolusPrefenoc. He feeing 
tliem come in great haft, and concluding it was with News of the Vidfcory, in- 
ftantly demanded if they had brought T^odojius along with them 5 to which they 
anfwercd, That they came not to bring him, but to carry himfelf to the Emperor 5 
and therewith pulling him from his C'hair, tied his Hands behind him, and in that 
Pofture carried him along with them. TljecdofiHs, when he law him, recounted to 
him what Villanous Adcs he. had committed a^amikValentiman^ and jeering him for 
his Religion, ancl putufs^y his Confidence in Hercules,*^ he Pronounced* that Sentence 
And putsiiiin againft him which he had defcrvcd, and his Head accordindy being cutofl^ and 
10 Death, fet on a Pole, at the fight of it, hb Followers fiibmitfted themlelvcsL r

And wdlmay we believe him from that Account Mitvanu 
orywith jj^ve from Others concerning his incomf)arable Clemency (hewed toward lusE-{"" "' 

ncmies. Some that were yet no Chriftians, but Confcious of their own Guilt, had arms. 
fled to a Church, andthereuken Sanduary 5 upon this occafion he caufed themtobe 
made fuch, and Imbradng them with Chriftian Love, he took notlung from them, thi, 


ended j but he rather Ibrrowed that there was occafion for them, than fiificrcd any y-H *' 
to be injured by them after they were brought to a Period.

Uovemors of Provinces were at this time to be reprehended. Some of them were 
grown' lb Audadods^ as when a New Work was made and fiiiiflicd at;:hc Publick 
Charge^ yet they wotild caufe thdr dWn Names to be put ujx>n it in room of 
the jBmperors, as Founders and Authirs of thcBuilding 5 whereas they were only al- 
lowed to do it as Curators, as having the Charge and Overfight of the Work. But 
thou^ theEmperors geneddly excepted, who was called 

Parietina, or PeUttwy^ as Ammams hath it ) were Model!; and Cautiousthis way, lb as 
not to. inftribe their Nameftupon Buildings, though repaired in their own Time, but 
toj^ew the Name of the Founder^ nay, though they permitted the Governors to 
fot ifodrs upon Walls, in that manner, and with the Reftridions lately mentioned^ 
yet Vjpuld not they contain themfelves within theBoundsp^ribcdl^Reafon and 
Modefty. , To give a Check therefore to th’is Idle and AmbijrousCourlc, Arcachus “ 
dedares fuch Jut^cs guilty of Tipalbn, asUfurpingthofe Privileges which Wong “ ^coi-jh! 
to the Prince doncf*private Pcrlbns excepted, who if they built any Work at “ 
thdr own proper Coft and Chaige^ were (and that wirti Rcalbn) permitted by 
them to tran&it their Names to Pofterity. B\jt fijjthcr, whereas thele Governors, 
out of the lame Prinriple of Ambition, would now ordinarily neglcdthe Rcjxiir- • 

ii^ of Old Buildings, and Ereft New Struduresj this Law impolcs the lame Pc- “ 
nalties upon them as formerly had been done, as that they fliould refund fuch pub- “ 
lick-Monies as they had bellowed upon thefe Works 5 moreover, finifli tlidcBuil- “ 
dings at thdr own Colls and Charges 5 and over and above, that they IhouUl not be “ 
luftc^ to depart out of thdr Provinces till both were aa*ompIi(hc«l. In like man- “ 
ner we have feen, that fiich Dhcu as, during their Government^ Iiad ncglpdetl to 
build Towers or Gallics upon the Borders, were forced to continue there till they ' • 
had done it. And that Governors of Provinces were conllraincd to abide a cer- 
tain time in their Jurildiflions, to Ice what Complaints would, by the Provincials, 
be brought agdnll them.

Thefe Vi- 
ces of his I'cmper cuufed other diforders in the State. For thence came it to pal^ 
that to pleafe ms Appetit^ he niaintained a great Number of Cooks, Butlers, and 
fuch like, about hmi. This vaft Expence, and hisProfuicnefs to unworthy Perfons, 
emptied his Coffers fo much, that to fill them again he took up bale and unworthy 
Courfes 3 one in {larticuiar, than which nothing could bemoredifadvantagions to 
to the Empire 3 which was felling Pkcesof Magjftracy, and Governments of Pro- 
Tlie Dirt Vaft viiiccs, to fuch as would give moft for them 3 So that one might fee in the Forum 
upon him by thofe whu had followed bafe Trades and Profeftions to wear tK jE^nfigns of Autho- 
z fmiit. j deliver up the Provinces to fiich at would give the beu Peny worth.

Ctmclufion, as hereby be ruined the Civil Government, fo did he the Military, in

cmioulnefs. Souldierly fare P Befides, when he jees a Court, in every part of it with more'*- 
hardjhip to be indured thm the Gymnalia (<»r places of Exereije') of Spartans^ “ 
abounding with examples of Pains-taking,. Patience md Frugality^ H^cn none “ 
therein is to be found, who jhall dare to require as additional fo this Royal manner “ 
of Diet, either the Fijh of remote Shores, the Fowl of a foreign Air, or the Howers “ 
that are not growing at the fame time Thefe Delicate and Effeminate Princes, “ 
to which the Commonwealth was often forced to ftibmit, never thought them- “ 
fclves fplendidly feiired, except in Luxury they turned over the whole ycar^ ex- “ 
ce^ Rofes (warn in their'Cups in Winter, except in Summer th^ correaed their “ 

Wine of Falernum, which they drank in c^^cious Gemms, witn cold Ice. Our “ 
world was too ftrait for the Throats of thefe men. For not meaforing the good- “ 
nefi of the Oifhcs fet TCforc them by their Tafte, but Expence 5 they were “ 
only fetisfied with fiich Meats as were furniffaed either out of the utmoft parts of“ 
the Eafl 5 out of Colchos lying beyond the Romm Pale, or foch Seas as are Fa- " 
mous for Navigation, which the Perils of men fhatched asx* were*from unwilling “ 

Nature, whic|^ parted not with then^ without Rduftaircy. To fey nothing of* 
thofe Fowiers^ who by an infeitious fort of choice were inroUed in the Provinces^ “ 
and thofe Cofuorts, which under the Banners of Hunters ferved at Banquets^ have * 
we not heard of a Prince, that had not or^ his Dinners, but his Diftics of the * 
value of an whole Patrimony of a man of Etmeftrian Degree? Tour Meals, O “

This virtue is low and ^ 
humble, and it s doubtful indeed whether for a virtue it was formerly efieemed ) ^ 
whether worthy to enter into a Palace, or rather to Companion for Dan- * 
gers. You might Iponer procure money to be paid out or the Trcafiiry, than any “ 
iaithfulncGout-of an Emperors heart. The beftofthemall,its true, would makeridi “ 
his Attendants, but never love them i he knew well how to do them kindneflb, “ 
but was ignorant as to any Cordial A&^on. You have not only recalled Friend- ^ 
fliip, formerly only a Name, and bdonging unto private Perfons, into the Courts “ 
but being fiiit dothed With Purple, and adorned with Gold and Predous Stones 
liave received it into the Throne it fel^ and in Deeds not Words only, haveaf^ “ 
limed, that The mind of a Prince by Jo much ought to be the mere fra»h_ and kjind ^ 
to thoje about him., by how much his hortune and EJiate is more exccUcnt than that **^ 
of ot^s. You carry it to them with equal fiddity and command of yohr felfj “ 
and give that to your Familiars, wliich you your feif would have delv'd when “ 
a private man. Yet Jiow could any one have wifticd for thofe things which 
mi;ft have obtained in your Government ? I ljx;ak not of thole Honours which ^ 
thcLmperor is conftrained to confer.

For Pride being the ordinary Attendant on Great men, fcartely is any to be “ 
found who abowfds with Fortune., and wants Arrogance e of which our Anceftors ^ 
wel% lb impatienr, that they et^er cftccmed Contempt more grievous tluin Servi- “ 
tilde, and for thisRealbn were Conftrained, after they had had luch Warriors “ 
av the 7 ////.% llich Saciiliccis as^ the Numa., and nhmRomuli., the Founders of the 
Citv, to liate the very Name of a Kingtlom. In conclufion that Tarquiniut, lb ** 
mudi tilkcd of, they Curled and Alvmiinatcd to all Etemity,5 and a man that “ 
w.'s caiiiv„d hc.'idiong with LulVand Self- will, blinded with Avarice, Cruel toa “ 
Wonder, and mad with Fury, they termed " uperbns or Proud, and they thought “ 
tbai V. ^-x i comeuKd in it klM*:dicient Infamy and Ekeproach. But if poflible" 
i» were, .that lirut//.', thai adL* icr Rrntt Liberty, and Hiter of Royalty, “ 
could return for a while to i-ii e again, he would iiai tliis your Age^c .1 with “ 
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Love oC and Indcavours after^ Vimie,'^Pariiinony and Humanity ; no appearance “ 
would he find in the whole World of Pride Luft or Cruelty : and you yowf (clf “ 
he would find contented to live* both publickly and privately, as feverdy asanyci'^ ' 
the Antient Captains^ as Chadeas the Pituti/SKs 5 asli^loderateasthe Coxfils:, and 
as Meekly and Familiarly as any Clieftt or Smtorr He would cliangc his Opinion, “ 

^ alter lb lopg a time : and finding the Romm Dignity and Liberty joyn;:vl togc- 
thfcr : he muft necefiarily confefi that they are now in a better Pofture, you be- “ 
ing Emperor, than they could have been when he was CofrJuL, and that TayqHi^ 
mm was to lx removed, but not the Kingdom. 

97. In the next place, he admves Mm for his extraordinary Condclcentibn in 
(hewing himfelf abroad, and reodving the Petitions and Kequefis of. any that 
to ■ would, make their Addrefies to him. Whereas the Cuftom former Princes “ 
was ^ otherwilc, who imagined that lU^al Majefly was diminiibech and made ** 
cheapo except with great Veneration, being Cobpt^ up within a private Appait- “ 
ment in the Pakc^ they were at a difhince csomulted, as in fomc Vejid place of 
Sccrcfie, being fortified by folitude, and by deep filence that was extended iar ^ 
and wide. Or if ever they came into the light, and behdd open Day, they were “ 
yet (hut up in Litters and dole Coverts^ and being Walled about with Files of “ 
Armed men, moved (lowly, and as it were in certain Numbers, and counting all “ 
their (tere: then wabthe People driven away, and the Hand of the Saigeant or “ 
U(hcr whs not idle in keeping off the Multitude with R(>dss that this ^cret thing “ 
might be in puhUck. But this our Prinoelaith he, is expolbl to every mans view, “ 
and it is as free to (ix him, as the Day or the Sun. Andyetf though things free ^ 
and permitted, are^t to beget (ati&y and (urfoit, yet never dothfiefiitisfie the ad- ^ 
miring Eyes : the tight of him is more and more defired^ and (what is ftnnge ^ 
to be (aid) being ^ejent he k yet wantdd. But can we wonder, that in ^ 
your Cities you are (cen by your own People, whom l»rc^ any Naticm hatl%** 
not (een upon its own ground, and that (b ofien, that this Face is wdl nigh as 
much known to the Barbarians as to us. And no wonder, when as poffing all " 
Summers abroad, and Winters at home, you equally divide the year betwixt your " 
Enemies and your Subjeds. Or if by chance there be any Barbarians who hate “ 
not folt the fonx of your Valour, yet being ftrudk Ipeedilds, as it were by the ** 
terror of your Name, they are very quiet. For at the thoughts of your Ami% ** 
not only thde feveral Peopledo tremble whicb arefeparated firom our World, ei- " 
ther Iw great Woods, Rivers or Mountains 5 but they allb, whidi Nature itfolf ^ 
hath lU at a diftance^ inaccefiiMe by perpetual Heats, continual Winters, 
or the interflowing Se^ Tne Ltdim h not i^by ^eOcean, not the* BoAoran ^ 
by Coldls^ nor the Ari^ by the intervention of the Suns whither Hbs Roman**' 
Name had formerly reached, the Empire now hath arrived. Shdl I (jxak of the **' 
Goths received into (ervice; both as Souldiers for your Camp, and (uffident Til- ** 
lers for your Fidds ? Shall I mention how the rebellious Saracens have been pu- ** 
luihed for breakii^the Lqague? Shall 1 hint any thing concerning the Scythians **■ 
bei^ prohibited Tastak^ and the Bows of the flying Albaman now roidred “ 
inefite&ial? Whatlbever Nation of the Barbarims was formerly troublefom by 
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val or our Comiponwealth, and mmous the death of many Roman Captains, " 
now excufoh by a Compliance, whatfoever formerly it aded f^eiely againft our ** 
Princes Nay, t^t King, who once would not condeloend to own'^himfdf a “ 
man, now con&fleth that he is foarfuls andWorifaipsyou in thole remplcs where- " 
in he himfdf is WorlMppeds as well by {xetending to lend Ambaffadors as by 
prdents of Gemms and Silky and his triumphal Beaus do draw in your C}harior, " 
Althongh as yet he k not a Cohfiderate^ yet dready by courting of you he k become 
Tributary. 

38. After ^v&Pacatmdf&mia to theoccafion of this prdbit Congratulations 
or his Expedition agimii Alaximm, and extolls his Prudence, admirable Clemency, 
and Valour as we have already leen. Now thou^ this be uttered with extraor- 
dinary Wit,and with I^gh and often Poetical Exprdlions in the prdenceof the Em- 
peror, to which IbmctMng is to be allowed, can any ima^e would be lb inliilie 
and fo Brazen fiiced,as to extol him for temperance and rmlMmioufoefi, when all his 
Auditors knew him Infamous for the other extreams of Luxury, E&minatenefi and 
Lazinels ? Would any Orator have admired Nero for his Qemency, or Heliogaba- 
Ins for the lc\'erity of his Ufo? But to leave him, we (hall next produce tlie telfi-

Mf. '* mm his Accu(d*. Tlie fifth of his Orations novt extant, was niadc in the Semite, 
and bears this Tide, Cof/cerriwg the Humarnty or Goad Nature of j7.codo^m. He 
begins with a ftory how, when l^ycurgm the Spartau, entred tiic Temple oiApoU Hf;;-''' 
hat Dclphos, Pythia or Propheteft told him, that ihc knew nut wjiether 
call him Cc^orMan, but of the two, rather the former. Of this he tlcmancls^‘‘ 
the Reafon of Jpolh^ why hethonght ftt to call Lycurgm a Go{l. Wheth.''r it was for 
the renowned ViAories, or beraute he gathered together the Bodies of hisllainKnc* 
mies. Or was it, laith he, bccaufo he was incirdud with a Guard rff thole that « 
bore Spears and Darts Ihiiung with Gold > Or for tliat Golden Chariots, drawn ^ 
with Nijkan Uorles, went in proddlion before him ? Or lalHy, becaule he r- “ 
ed with Golden Chmos, a Train aiid Purple ? Indeed the Lntertainer of Xerxes “ 
at the HeUefiofft^ by fuch Pomp and Gaudy Furmture, was drawn into Admira- *'• 
tion, lb as to tcrmtliat Son of aGod. Yet 1 (Apo//o ^'ould lay) knew “ 

tltat little account was to be made of ftich matters, which are |X}ilcfled by mofr 
wicketl and foolilh Princes. Whom it is 4 b for untit to term Gods, tliat it is ** 
not decent to call them Men ^ as even that very Xerxes, who was lb fir Icnce- “• 

Ids and mad as to chailife the Sea, and to put Fetters upon the HeUtjpot/t. As 
for me, if any (hould ask the queftion whether he was a God or Man, 1 (hoiild ^ 
little doubt how to anlwer it 5 but whether to call him a Man or a Beall, 4 lliouId 
rather conlider. 

39. Ndther did I doubt at all concerning Nero, many Ages after, Emf>erorof“ 
rile Romans, when he came tojhis Temple, whether or no it was Ibmc God that 
came to me 5 for I knew very we]J that under the lhape of a man a Beall was 
covered. Though he appeared in the pollure of holding an Horlc in his Hand, ^ 
and in riie Stole of fuch a Mufttiah , as Poets and Painters think to be accep> '*■ 
t^ble to me. Becaulc he was a Fool and a Sot, and had filled the Empire ^ 
not only with external, but allb domeftick (laughtei-s^ 1 rejoyced not at his com- “ 
ing3 but abhorred and abominated him ftimuch, tliat^t his going away I intang- ** 
led a Fillet in Ins Hair, and pulled therewith his Crown from oft'his Head. Neither ^ 
did I mudi Eflecm Crtejm, the King of Lydia, though he filled my Houle partly “ 
with whole, and partly with half Tiles of Gold , for that compelfotion of Soft-foot “ 
proceeded from Luxury and not from Virtue. The matter Banding thus, what “ 
covAd 1 fee in Lyemrgus when I called him a God rather than a Man? Even good ^ 
Nature, Juflice and Piety 5 and Humanity the chief of all thelc, by the benefit “ 
of which {tlone Kings come to belike unto Cod hitnfolf For, he having taken ^ 
into his Hands the Afiairs of Sparta, which was then in a difrurbed Co^ition, 
for want of Laws, and fUwd with the tumults of War ^ fupplied it both with Peace “ 
and excellent Ordinances. And was of lb mild and quiet a dil^lition, tltat one ^ 
who had in the Allembly frruck out his Eye, whom the Lacedaemonians for lb 
doing would have Boned, he prefervedahafovedfroiqpumfhmentt and having “ 
brought him Home to his own Houle, he informed Mm, and made him Ibplia- 
ble, riiatfrom a very bad Citizen, he made him an extraordinary good man. For ^ 
that King knew very well that a Prince ought to appear fuperior to others, not ^ 
by returning Injuriesybut by well deibving of them by whom he hath been pro- “ 
Yoked, to IndignatioiTQXid Revenge. 

40. Therefore, faith he, ought you to anfwer*this Qu^ion, l^ar Apollo. 
the Governor of one City, or, at moB, having the Command, of a fmall part of A*- « 
hpomtejus, who both himlclf was poor, and governed poor men : who h id his ^ 
Commons in the PhiditiHm,and drank of the Water of Enrotas^ if lie for his good “ 
Nature and Clemency cauied you to doubt of wliat appellation he was worthy : “ 
what would you lay of him, who having the Dominion ofalmoBthe whole Earth “ 
and Sea 9 by the means of whom the Jiaff is.ftibjcdto the Roman Empire , the 
Well is quieted^ whom all Nations and People do venerate, not only thole that “

Butnovv wehavcleeii Men reftoredfrom the Gate of the /»i^m unto! are, whom 
the Law truly had lent thither 5 thence the Prince and Lord of the Laws hath redu- 
ced them ; who Ciw plainly, that for one thing a King, and fi)r another thing a “■ 

Judge, is tp be commended; for a Judge is to follow tlic Dictates of the Lav^s, ‘'• 
but a Prince finds, that fomctinics they are to be Corredtccl, and ihci« leverity and 
hardneCs declared; he himlclf being the Living and Breathing Law, not placed in “ 
fix’d and immoveable Letters. For thisfoemstobe theCaufe, why the Power of 
Kings is, by God, lent from Heaven upon the Earth, tliat there might be a Refuge “ 
letled for Men to fly to, from a fixt and conftant Law, to one that’s lircathing 
and Lit'ing. Come hither ye Mules which Inhabit tliis auguft I’cmple of Council, “ 
and Chant vtuhmethatSong,whichIamabouttoling to him for his late Huinani- “ 
ty and Clemency. For your parts, he lb Chehlhcs and Imbraces you, that he “ 
had made his Emprefi your Fellow-lodger, and has put her Statue inthelameCdiap- 
pel, where are placed the Images of die Emjieror, and his Siins. In this relped “

52, Thus much in his Second Oration in the Commendation of Thee- 

dofufy which as being more tendious than our prclent Defign will well (iifier, 1 
(hould not have thus ffanlcrificd, but that producing'no Teftimony of any ChriiBan 
in behalf of this EnipcrlSvr, not any of h'is»own B^cligion, which muft be in another 
Place, - it (eems mure jufi: foatthe Reader fiiould know what all the Pagans lay, and 
withdl perceive their ways of Oratory in this Here he hath allb leverd Hi- 

ftorical Hints concemirig the inlarguig of ConUantinoplcy and other Matters, a- 
mongfi which that of 'Iheodofm his recommending his Son tothecire of tl^ Ora- 
tor, at luch time . as he prepared for his Expedition againfl; Maximm, This Ho- 
nour put upon him, with other Favours, may make Ibme ima^ne that he was bribed 
to l}x:ak as he did, at leuR a Icnce of Gratitude and good Nature might give Ibme 
farther Accent to his Oratoiical Strainer in the preknee efpecially of the Emperor. 

But-’lic deduces aU his ^Ai^pments from Matters of Faft 5 and fiom particular Adi- 
ons, w hich are only convinring^ righdy argues to the Humour and Nature of the 
Perlbn, iii luch an Alicmbly where tjie contrary being notorioufly known, could 
not but luive checked lus how ever ready Tongue. But we have (till more Tefti- 
mbiiicsfrom thoU. of the fame Superfotious way, as to Religion, and luch as were 
fo flir from being gi\ cn in bis pjcfcnce, that it could not be prefumed, that they 
(hould c>'Lr come to his KiiowMge. One of thole is afroided him hy Symmachnfy as

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zealous for the worfhip of falfc Gods as aity of his time, cxwpt it v,’as f /.iz;w»«r,whom, AJD. 

v-N-/ as in the feveral Epiftles he wrote to him, he calls Brother, Co he lixms his Elder Bro- 9 5. 
ther in this reljx.£l:jfbr his hatred toT. heodojius drew him fo £ir,as to in}5agc,nay toflir 
up and incourage F^gerntfs the late Ufurperagainfthiro, and in thatCaule he loft his 
life at thcAlpes, it i()n)c wereto be believed. Yet to this Flaviuf//,'s,\i\ton the occafion- 
ofthe Emperors renouncing every thing given him by Codidls formerly mentioned by 
us^oth tha faid Symmachus write after this manner. Whereas I ran through the com- « •. 2, £. , ,, 
mendations botli as to War and Peace, which belong to our Ix)rd Tlxodofu/s^ in an “ 
honourable ftyle, I confeft that I rather touched at the Heads thereof^ tkin fpake^ 
enough to the particulars. I alft> added his La ws to the good tilings he liath done in 
reference to Peace, which as I know, they take away admiration from antient oncs,*^ 
fb I was of opinion that they l\avc not left equal glory to thofe which arc to come. But “ 
this new fanftion of Fide commifft and the Profits of Coditils eternally rejeded by this “ 

Left of Princes, by fo much luftre exceeds the light of fiich as were befiirc, as much “■ 
as it is more auguft for a Governor, to put a reftraint upon himfelf than others. And “ 

1 wifh that private Avarice may undcrftaiid the meaning of the Lawmaker, and may 
frame manners out of his Laws. For 1 am not ignorant what he would have others " 
do of their own accord, who firft himfelf hath abhorred thefc fuij>c£fed Advantages. “ 

Then after (bme reafbns added fbr his wi(h and his approbation of what T^odoSm 
had done, he concludes. If the Amendment of the greater part v.)f Perfons be not at- “ 
tained 5 in vain hath the Emperor bound himfelf by thefc feverc fanftions, Who aU- mi! &Ligtr 
vpayes hath beef/ good, attd of rntbloMeable moitners. mribiis fiiit. 

5 3. This cannot be laid to have been f^ken in his Prefence, or to gratifie his Ears, 
butwrefted from the Writerby the^great evidence and Force bfTrutlt So w.is that

• T/;e0c;f0/Hrx,faiih he, was bom of HtfworrWx, (his Fathers name he miftakes) and Tifer-** 
mantia 5 by Nation a Spaniard^ and deriving his Original from tlie Emperor Trajan ^ ^ 
was created Airg«ifw,by Gratianzt Sirminnty and Reigned feaventeen years. It s re-** 

^rted that his Parents, being admonilhed in a Dream^vchim a confecrated Name 5 
lb as in Latine he might be called A Deo Datus, From tliis Oracle a Rumour was** 
allb Ipread in that one (houldfucceed^c///, whole Name in Greek beg.in with “ 

© and E and o and \ with which Theodoras bein^ deceived, and ulurping, fuftcred “ * 

the puniftm^nt of his wicked Ambitu >11. As for TU oeh^Cas^ he was an exccedinggrcat “ 
PrQpagator and Defender of the Common wealth. For in fevcral Battles he derated “ 
the Hunns and Goths^ which had harniled the Empire under Valens. With the Perffans ** 
he made peace at their defire. He vanquifhed and llew Maxintas the Tyrant,who had “ 
murdered Gr<i/iV«, and feized on aCA^ailcia^ and put to death his Son Fiaor^'^ 

whom being yet within Age, he had fiduted with the Title of Aaguihs. He allb over- “ 
caxaeEugenius^zndiArbogaJics^ten thouland of their men being killed. For, tins 
^«/7«j-,truftingtotheInteA;ftof after he had murdered Valent inian at Fi~^ 

enna^ made himfelf Emperor , but prcfently loft both Life and Empire. Now Thcodo- “ 

Jittswas in Dil^fition, andalfoiiiBody liketoTr<7/<7//,asftir asue can judge by the** 

Writings ofthcAntients, and byPifturcs. HisGate was upright,his Limbs alike, fuch** 
fort of Hair, and fuch a land of Mouth and Face, laving tliat Trajan by plucking out “ 
the Hairs, had his Beard thin on his Checks, neither had he fo big Eyes? anal am®' 
not certain whe^er he hadfo ihuch Graceftilnel^ fo much vigor in his looks, or in “ 
his Gate was fo I^geftick. Bu^ his miitd was altogether tire feme, fo that nothing ** 
can be laid, which may not feemout of Books to be transfe*rred upon the other. A “ 
•LMfpofitionfull of Clemency, Mcrc^, and freends astoConverlation, thinking him-** 
felf to differ in Habit only from others^ Honourable in his Dealings withal! iften 
but lavilh towards good men ; affeff ing thofe of fimple or innocent Natures equally, ** 
asa^iring the Learned if they wereharmlels^ with a great Mind beftowing great** 

Things; loving thofe* of his Subjects that were but privately km^wnunto him, and** 
conferring on them Honours, Money and other Emoluments; elpccially liich as in “ 
dilHailt cafes he found to be true unto him. 

55. But, For thoje vices wherevpithUta^n if aj^rfid^ v\L.vinolence f or hein<f gi-“ 
ven to if/ne fond a coveting (fTriumyhs^he jodeitSied them^that he made noJpars^*^ 
bat found them made to hk hmtds^ and ^ohibited, by a hato^ Jervires conducing to roan- “ 
tonnefs^ and that h/Ci/iSirils Jhould be admitted to Feajis : attributing lb much to Mo- ** 
defty and Continence, that he forbade the Marriage of Coufin germans, as of Sifters. '•* 

For Learning if wc look at ludi as arrive at perfcftion therein, he was but mode-** 
rately fcen; but very lagadous; and uling much diligence to underftand the Ads** 

of** 
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of his Anccftors, of whom he did not ccafc to execrate fuch as he had read to Have** AX 
been Proud, Cruel and Enemies to Liberty ^ as Cima^ Marim and SmUo^ with all“ 39 
fuch as loved to domineer oyer others ^ but ei^cially* the Perfidious and Ingratefiih “ 
Indeed he would be angry at unhandfbm things, but would quickly be turned and“ 
appealed, w'hereby it came to pals,by little dela"yii^,that Ibmctimes more levcrcCom-** 
mamlswere mollified. And he had tliat by the gift^of Nature, ^YiuAxAuguftift learnt** ^ 
from his Doftor of Philofophy , who when he perceived him to be ealfly nlbved, ad- ** 
vilcxl him, when he began to be angry, that he might not determine any harlh ** « 

thing, firlt to repeat the four and twenty Letters of tKc Greek Alphabet: that that** 
concitation which was but momentnay, might fall of its Iclf, the thou^^ts being di-** 
verted another way. But without doubt, which is a point of rare virtue, j^tr that^ 
hh Royal Power was it^creajed with hwjfears^ be was better than b^e^ and much mmre“ 
after kk Viciory obtained in the Civil War. For then morefolicitoidly than ever did“ 
he take care of Provifions for his People^ and a great mals of Gold and Silver f«l-“ 
fied,and Ipent by the Tyrant, he reftored to many out of his own Trealury 5 where- “ 
as even good-natured Princes were Icarcely wont to yield back bare grounds and** 
i.ands dilpoiled. Now I come to thole thin^ of Icflcr concernment, and as it's laid ** 

Within the Courts which bccaule they arc more fecret, do more attraft the Eyes and ** 
the Ears of men, by Nature airious. His Uncle he rcfpcded as a Father 5 the CWl- ** 
dien of his decealed Brother and Sifter, he held in the lame place as his own : thofe ** 
ol his Kindred and Affinity he imbraoed with the Affe^on of a Parent : He would “ 
entertain Elegantly and CbearfuUy^ but not Profujely or with much Colt : Would fit his** 
Dilcourlc to the Company, thdr Wayes and Digratics, mixing Gravity with his** 
Mirth: he was an Indulgent Father, and a Kind Hmband. His exercile was neither** 
efieminate, norto tirelbmenels: vffieh he had Itifurc, he chofe rather to recreate •* 
himlelfwith walking 5 and by continency rf eating, ( or a moderate Diet ) he pre-*^ 
Jerved his health. I^tis he died inpeaceatM/ 4 »v, in the fiftieth year his Agej** 
leaving both the Empires to both (^vi%.Arcadius and Honorius') in a ^iet conoiti-** 
on. His Body the lame year was conveyed to Cof^antinopk, and there Buried 
’ 56. It's time now to make an end of this Subjed;, and (b Reader thou haft caule 

to think 5 but if thy patience be too in^ch tired and prefumed upon, lettlfine Indig- 
nation fiiU upon his Memory that gave theOccafion. I luppole thou wilt eafily pals 
thy lentcnce, and there's little need oflumming up the Evidence. The charge or 
Accufiition is made by him, whom thou muft needs, by all that thou ftadeft, take 
for a bitter Adverfary, and Malicious 5 neither arc any of his Friends produced to 
lay any thing in his behall^ except thou wilt look upon thofe as intcrefted Perlbns, 
whoL were of the lame inclinations with Zqjtmus as to Religion, and Ibme of them as 
tealous as Himfelf in that way, and luch as'could make as little Advantage by that 
they ttftific, as he could receive damage by his undertaking. Belidcs, moft were Eye- 
wiinellcs of his Actions, and had them not by report, as hp muft ncccflarily have had, 
nor writing till the later end of the r«gn of Theodoras his Grandlbn. But the great 
objedions againfthim arc, the Effeminatends and Luxury of his Life, with the pro- 
fufenefi thence ariling, and his oppreffion of the People, 4 )y raifingof money to lup- 
ply thefe diforderly occafions,- and by reafonof his making lb many principal Officers 
of the Army. Now the Evidence that comes in for his Defences firft makes him an 
extraurdina^ goodm^fiin general, and, it alfo fiirtlier fpcaks diredly to the things 
whereof h^accufed. .^anofli^tlargoodnels ot'Naturc, ftillaClemency,lRty, 
and of wonderful Freedom and AfiaWity dioufindeft Wm, nay further, Symmachns 
tells Flavijnns, as it fell naturally in his way, and pot by any Studv of D^gn,that he 
was always good and unblameable or found in his manners. Ana as for the continu- 
ance And extent of this goodnc'ls VtSor witgellcth that, he was better after that lus 
Power increafed with his years, andyet much more ftill after his vido^ obtained in 
the Civil War. Add to thefe what ihemiSiius affirms of his keepng luch an Army 
on foot as never had been in tlie Roman Empire, dpecially upon the River Tigris, 

And moreover, recall to mind what he difeourfeth concerning his Buildings at Con- 
fiantinoplc, and bringing that City to filch extraordinary Petferaon and Decorum. 

57. Any indifterent Perfon hearing this fo%blime a Charader, would eafily acqtut 
him of ft) ugly a cliarge, but this weffiall not do Vdtliout inftancing in the particiuars 
theraleivcs. And firft for ^ Luxury and Slotl^hispleafing his Appetite,and his 6clly,and 
gratifying his £afe,and nourishing many Miniflm and Inlfaniments of hisE&minatc 
Ufe^ thou findeft t^ contrary affirmed both by Pacatta and ViSor. The formerfixmlQ 
of the retrenching of theexpcnces of the Court, not onlybyre|eding what was mper- 
Huous, but Icarcely admittingof a neceftary allowance 3 and as to bis own Peifon,con- 
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tenting himiyf with a mean and fouldieriy fere, while his Palace abounded with ex- 
amples of Pains-takuigj|Patience and-Frugalicy. ’But grant it an Oratorical flouriih 
that his meals were more fparethan thole of ordinary T^l^s, and were only fupplied 
with Provifions relating to the place and time 5 yet when he made his entertainments 
( for Princes,' fometimes this way muft (hew thj^ Magnificence ) he did it inclecd ele- 
gantly and chearfuUy, but Aareliut aftirms without any profufoncls or much cofi ^ for 
(hc^ives the rcafon) he therdu excelled that he was not given to Wine, but 
by a moderate I^ct he kept himfolf in health. If thele two may tx: believed, 1 tc was 
both very temperate hi^H and by his example drew others off from their luxurious < 
courfos, to Abftcmioufnels and Frugality. Por thcilt^gilhnels wherewith his Ene- 
mies charges lum, it can be in no other rdped: than that tor which ViSor cxtolls him 
above Ins Anoeltor Trajan^ that he did not lumldf make or give occafion to Wars, 
but was provoked or drawn into them by the Aggreflbrs. This indeed like a true 
Chriftian Prince he was guilty o^ never foeking occafions to (bed mans blood : He w^as 
no Pirate ( as that Seaman told Alexander ) robbing with whole Armies. But did he 
ever refufcany enterptize, that might be warranted by that goodnefi of Nature and 
love to Mankind, whidi ought to abound in Princes efpecjal|y,wIio cannot in any other 
relped be lb truly ffi#d Gods upon>£arch, or thoug^it to rclemble him whole vicege- 
rents they are, in whole I-iands ( as the Pagan Orator applauds ) their Hearts and Lives 
do ftand ? He was ready upon any occafion to vanquilh the Goth and H«w/, to reftraiii 
the Saracen and force him to make peace. Remember what his Detractor writes a>n- 
ceminghisdifeuifiimlumlelf^ and t^ entertainment he had in aninn, where he diico- 
vered the deigns of the Invaders. He luppretied two confidcrable and potent Ufur- 
pers at Home, and brought to reaj^n fuch ^rbahans as made any difiurlxinces. And 
abroad, befides the terror which lus Armies and Name liruck into other Nations, he 
awed the bold and daring Person, fo as he durft not fiir or move torn whom neither 
Julian could conqucr,nor others ofhis PredeceObrs, keep in order 5 and tliough not a 
Confederate, nia^ bimin a manner, as the Orator feith, by hisPrdents confofi him- 
fclf a Tributary. ^ 

58. For his making fo many Magiifrr or great Officers in his Army, he * 

had occafion enough to do it, if w^t ThentiSiim feith be true, tliat he maintained a 
greater Army than ever- had been in the Empire. The Northern pans required his 
great care^ but the Eafl;, where he had rcafon to apprehend dangers ^om tlie great and 
powerful Perjian Kingdom,now, as it appears, was more indumioully and with more 
Forces upon Dgrk than ever to be lecured. It was not he that let the Barbarians in- 
to the Bowels of the Empire, and firfi received them to Charges and Commands, but 
now it wasdone,when they were civilized, had learnt the Dilapline and ;yv.ay 
of Fighting, and not only they, but thtir*Countrymen who lived at Home, by that 
continual entercourfc,wlucli for fovcral Agcs,either in War or Peace they had had with 
the Romans^ there was ncccfiity, at kaft from Rules of Policy, to tame, and by gtx)d 
ufege to transform them, *if polfible, into a Roman mtereft and humour. When 
Strainers imbody with a Nation, when they marry 15 that Country , and hav« 
Chil^n to fuccced them as Members and Citizens thereo^it's leldom but they acqui- 
dee, growdomcltick, and even forget the concerns of the Redons they lefi^ 5 which 
why it took not place in thde Barbarians who afterward overran the Roman Empire, 
we may in convenient dme Difoouiie. In a Ndghbouring Kingdj^m there ar^iow more 
at prefcnt which bear the Title 6f MarJbaUthereof^ than uimer him, thatro Magilicr 
MiUtum 5 though that Kingdom qjin Icarcdy be efteemed as atenth part of that Empire 
which he the reft Commanded. To oblige the Princes of fuch Nations as had been 
received into the Empire he gave than Commands, yet lb as to be commanded them- 
lelvesif they grew turbulent, and by preforring them and others, if you believe what 
you read in Iw behalf^ he did not to mighuly heighten the Charge, and thereby was 
, driven to hanafo and oj^prefehis People by unwonted Taxes ancrinipofitions. TU- 
mjiins Ipeaks of his releafing Tribute, anti that with lb much rcljx-ft to time and oc- 
cafion, that the circumftance was more acceptable than the thing it felf Symmachus 
extolls him for his fclfilcnialineterntilly lynouncing what Princes had wont to get by 
Fidei Commijfa and Codicils^ and as he admires his Laws in general, .os full of Cood- 
nels and Clemency, I luppolc, Reader, by what thbu haft foimd in the Hiftoiy of his 
Government, thou wiltlcarcely be moved to be of the contrary Opinion. 

59. That therefore which Zo^mns termes profiilenefi, to underftanding PerCins, 
(eems to have been a Crime (with him) of the feme Nature, with that he charges up- 
on Conliantine^ and no other but his Mumficcncc towards Biftiops, Churches and 
other Pcrlbns and things relating to Chriftian Religion. That l^cral mifeamges 
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Scft.5. ha^nic-d in his Reign there’s little doubt : amongfl; a multitude of Officers imployed j 4 , J ) 
by him in (b many Provinces, that tnany (hould not be lwaye#>y Pride, Paffion and 5 ^ , 
Sclf-uiiereft is not a thing imaginable, and how he could preventer rcdrcls every in- 
dividual Inconvenience, being neccUaiily to u(e other mens Eyes and Hands, none can 
devilev It was his misfortune to be deedved in men toward his later- end, thougha^ 
to thole that ferved him at his lirft entrance PaciifMf magnifies both lus Fortune and / 
his Choice. And the great inilchief was that it hapned towards his later end, forhe ' 
niight, had hclived,havedilcoveredand removed thole Perfons, who being intruded 
• b^ iiim with the management ofthe Ah^rs of his Sons, gave banning to thole mlle- 
ries which afterward foU upon the EmpifI; And that we maybe impartial, he had one 
Infirmity in his Tem^ and Humour lunted by ViSor^ and that, was feme Hadi- 
pa lonate. Anger, to which the bed Natures are often liibjcd, which Ibmetimes when ill 

nitn could manage it, might break forth to fomeadSonsofSeverit;!^. ‘ But he cafily 
cooled of himfel^ if by ill Indruments bis Heat was not ventilated, and mod tcadily 
clofed with whattend^ to app^fe him : as we 1^ in the bulineftof the Jntiochidns. 

Indeed one example there is of his being overcome with lus paffionate humour, which 
pn.duced an Edeftof very ill conlequence. AtTheJalomca the Citizens fell into a tu- 
mult about a Chariot Driver, whom bding coyimitcd to ward for attempting a Wo- 
mans Chadity, they would force out of Prilbn, and their Rage flew lb high as to kill 
Boierit^tfsthic Magiffer Militttat in JUfricum, The report hereof cad the Emperor 
into lb violent a Paiiion that, without any Procels made againd the Oflenders^ he 
commanded tliatlbmeof them (houldbc leiz^ and put to death, which command 
being executed in an hurry, and when the Town was full of Strangers, leaven thou- 
fund arc laid to have pta’ilhed. This we did not iilftrt into the Hidory of his Reign, 
becaulc though the thing it fclf was too Conliderable, yet the conlequence of it was 
vtTy Admirable, and relates to Ecdeliaftical Matters, wherein, God willing, lhall be 
dil<t)vered that Admirable Humility, Meeknel^ Patience and Self denial of this Piince; 
when for this lus Offence he was lecluded the Church by Ambroje the Bifhop of Mr- 
lan^ and not receivql to Communion again till he had given publick latisfiidtion, and . 
‘made a Law concenung the deferring the Execution of luch Sentences for thirty 
days. This was the only flaw in his life that can be known , of which yet our 
Church Iftdorians only take notice. A wonder it is it Ihould cfeape who 

‘ would havedoubdds gone fer out of the way to have hooked it in^ lb that the 
matter feems not of lum conlequence as Ibme Writers make it. However, take this 
Perlbn according to his general Carriage and Demeanour ( wluch will much moreap- 
pear in our Ecdeliaftical Part ) he was lb extraordinary for Goodncls of Naturcand 
other Codifications, that he defervedalfo Ae Symame of the Grc/ir, whidi Pofteii- 
ty theS^ht fit toconforonhiffl.

From the Death of Theodofius the Great ^ to the firfl Inva^ 
fion cf Italy ly the Barbarous J^ationr, 

The ffoce of feven years and about feven Months, 
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I aot capalHe of themfelves i» manage publick Afiaiis $ Aretdi- 
us the Elder being but about leventeen years of age, and Ho^ 
norm not elevoi : But betwixt them two he divi^ the Em- 
pire before his deadi ; alfigning to ArxAUus the Eaft, and to Honorius the Weftern 
Parts, wherein were compriZM the W^pftem lUyricumf with Itdyy G$uly 
Irfc Brit tun and Africk, Till they fhould come to maturity he appointed Xufaus 
I!w, Chief Governor or Aflilhint Co AreatUus • and to Honariusy Stilicho* Thefe Men 
tht m Hr- having fuch great Adva^ta^s, and puffed up and emboldened dierewi^ ; when 
die Empire, by realbn of me BarBaruns which hovered upon it, Wasinlo dcklifli 
a condition, that itreouired their care and diligence to (ecure it, thruft it on, and 
plunged it, through tneir Ambidon, into 'greater Inconveniences, and fuch, as it 
could never recover it lelf out of them : for diey took advantage at the Youth and 
Jmbecillity of dieir Nhfters, and omitted no fort of Villany to advance themfoivcs 
of Ambir into their rooms. This mutuaUieat of Ambition caff them into fo violent hatred 
jin?^ other, that to procure the deftru£l:ion of bis felloi^ as well the one as the 

odier, confounded all mii^ Divine and Humane. This gave fuch advantage to 
the received into the Enmire, that they, who by fair and prudent ma- 

nagement, might have been induced quietly to incorporate with the Romans, were 
diereby dluit^ to let up for thcmfolves ; to become Conquerors inffeadof Sub- 
. je<^ ; to cantxmizc the Provinces, and ered Princiixdities of their own. How 
thefo milchie^ began a(ld prdceeded Abfimus declares after this manner, 
manner a. After that the Sovereign Power came into the hands of Arcudius and Honorius^ 
they fcemed ordy in Name to be poffeffed of it ; for in rcallity , the whole Power 
of the Eaft was in BfAnus, and diatof the Weft was atthe plealureof Stilieho. 
They now determined all Suits and Codtroverfies^with great licentioufoels ; and 
he went away with the Cailfo who could dvemoft Money, or by fome Relation to 
die ^ge, or indearment with him, could draw him to his Party. Now Lands 
and Eftates, of which the owners were thought happily fiezed, were made over 
ai^ appropriated to them two : Sotne by fuch means bribing them, and thereby e- 
v^ing their Calumnies, with which dfo they would be over-powered) and others 
fiwly parting with them, thereby to purchafc Oftices and other Advantages, 
whetehy die were oppreffed. The Provinces being thus liaraffed on every 
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SRCT. T. all the Wealth flowed into their Coffers ; and in every place Poverty raged, a 

where, lately had been Abundance of all things. . Jhe Princes themlelves were not ^ 
at all icnliblc of thele things-, but wdutlbever:;ff«//i«jand Stilkho ordained was 3 9 ' 
looked upon no otherwile tnan as unwritten Law. And by this time Rufims liaving 
vafHy enrjdi^ b^an qo\v4o dreatja of .grocuringj;^ le^ than the Empire,

t j iiii Daugh- crecy .iniaginable : but by Ibme way or other out it came, and began prclently to be 
the difcourlc of the people : For from the (welling of his Pride and Iiis Arrogance, 
which daily increafed, all conje^red what he aimed at; and this increa^d the 
common Odium againfl; hinl. ' But as if he intended to cover and conceal his lefler 
faults by great Villanies, he attempted anoriicr thing in profcoition of his Dcligns. 
jt'lorefttiusy who, when thatgreat^///i4» w'as Cetfary exerciled the Office of Prai- 
feifns jPr/frorw over the Nations inhabiting hpyond the had a Son who was 
called by the name of LueUn. This Nfan courted Rafi/tus as his Patron, and had 
given him Lands of very great value: Upon which Account always ac- 

knowledged himlelf obliged to him, and would (fill commend him before the Em- 
peror yfrcMius ; who made hitp thereupon Gmes of the Eaft. Now the Autho*’ 
rity of this Magiltratc isfuch, that he commands all (uch as govern the Provinces 
of tho(c parts, and a>rrc£fs thole that do amils. 

3. iMcUn carried himiUf (i) viituoufly toward thole that were committed to his 
charge, and afted ^yith that Jufticc, Temperance and other Qualifications requi- 
litc ffir fitti ng him forthat Employment, that he became famous ; for he was no re- 
Ipcftcr of Pcr(6ns, neither concernecyiimlUf otherwile than as the Law dire£fed 
him : In 16 much that when the En^cror’s own Uncle Eucherius required lome- 
. thing that was not fit to be granted, he rejeUed his Propofil, and tliereby 16 mo- 

ved ffim, that he went and complained of him to die Emperor, bading him with 
a grievous Calumny, yfrcddius upon this blamed Ri^ftns tor having preferred liich 
a Man to 16 great a place. Whereat he taking occalion, and, 9s trq^^i at the 
Emperors Reprehenlion, making bis purpole Imown to none, with a'^ry few' in 
his Company, went to jntmh ; and coming in late at niglit, appreheiiied /.mian ; 
inp.rjti- and widiout any Acculcr, called him to his Tryal. He commanded hisq to be beat- 
crurir to- '■bc Ncck witli Icadcn Balls tUl he expired, and then caulcd liim to be put into 

a Littcf, and covered ; making all people believe that his life not beii^ taken a- 
way, he Ihould find lomc humanity yet at his hands. But the City knowing how 
the^atter went, took it very heavily. Whereupon, to appeale the Indignation 
of tne Multitude, he built them a Royal P&rtUusy than which that City hath not a- 
ny Building more Iplendid. Alter this he returned to Qcnfiantinof.ky more than e- 
ver let upon contrafting AflSinity widi the Emperor But an Accident liappeocd 
which put liim quite bclides his hopes. There were two Joas of ProntotuSy who in 
the life time of 7heod>jfiuSf were brought up together with his Children ; whereof 
one of them had a Virgin with him ot extraordiiury beauty ; by Philo florgiasy M 
to , be the Daughter of Baudo, 01 BautOy who was Conlul with y^rcadius. This 
HiaiviyEHtroprusy one of the Eunuchs that waited on the Emperor, adviled liim to 
marry ; crykig upjicr handlomcnels : And when he few liim liften to what he 
feid, he fhew'cd him her piUure ; and thereby exciting liisdefirc, pcrlwadedhim* 
to take her forhis Wite : being ignorant of all, and dlinkingof nothing 

but that his Daughter Ihould fliortly be the Imperial Bride, and diat Tie Ihould to 
made by his Son in Law his Conlort in the Throne, when fhe was once his fellow in 
'fhe Fmperor Lis Bed. Tlic Eunuch perceiving the bulincfe of the Marriage to be as good as 
sv done, commanded the people to dance and wear their Garlands, as was wont to 

till- IfAimuh to be at the Marriages of Princes. And when he had taken a Royal Robe and other 
Ornaments out of the Palace, and given them to the Emperor’s Servants to carry, 
he went tlirougli the City with the people before him. Everyone imagined that 
thefe tilings were for die Daughter of Rufms ; but comingat lengdi to the houle 
of ProfHotusy there he caulcd them to enter ; and by delivering them to the Virgin 
that was brought up with his ^11, prelciitly declared w'ho it was that mud be Em- 
prels. Rttfims being thus fruRrated when he few another woman married to the 
Emperor, and that it w'as too lace to rccal it ; beat his brains to devile bow he 
might dtllroy Eutropins. So went the Aflairs of yircadius in the EaR. 

S;. i’j- v/irh ' - Stilichoy who governed all things indie WeR, had better luccels in the like 
’ Attempts ; for he married to Honor tusy his Daughter which he had by Seren*y the 
r .i'.iljhiter 10 Ncice of Thcodofias by Honorius his Brother. £SeRde$ now that he was flrengthen- 
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I , ed by his Emperor’s Affinity, he had in a manner all the Towns of the Romans • p. 
under his Command : For wlieu TTfeodoJi/ts, after defeating of £it^eniuSf was dead 
in ftMly, he, who then was Captaiii of the whole Army, kept to himlelf tlie itout- 
ell and mdl valiant of allelic Soldieh, and lent thole that were of little account 
into die EaR. Afterward being angry with JRi^nur for having equalled his Power 
in the Eaft tothatof his, hepurpoled to gotoAreddiuSy andtodifixilealfo of his 
Adairs at H!is plcallire ; alledging that ^Iheodofus upon his Death-bed gave him in 
K.»piorsn' charge to have an equal care of both his Sons. RuJihus perceiving his Intentions, 

•j* endeavoured with all his might to hinder the Journey of StUiehoy and yet to lelfen 
and weaken die Forces of ^radius as much as poffible ; and bending* his Endea- 
vours diis way, lb bring them about he found out peribns more wicked and tit for 
liis turn dian he could have defired j an<| by their affiftance became Author of 
great mifehiefs to the RomAH State. There was a ciertain Grecian-, one Mufonius, 
who aimed at die liigheft degree of Learning 5 and had three Sons, Mu/onius, yfn- 
tioehus and ^ioehas : of thefe Mufonius and endeavoured both in Learn- 

ing and Integrity to excel the Vertues of their Father 5 but jintiochus his Inclinati- 
ons ran quite contrary, and became an inftrument of difhonefty. Rufimts having 
in his head a defign to make the Barbarians over-run Grteevy preferred him to the 
Government of it ; and withal, delivered theCuftody of TTiermofyU to Gerontius, 
who, he w^as alTured, v^ld be his AlTiftant againft the Commonwealth. I lis eye 
all this while was upon ydlarichy whom he perceived to be leditioq^ and to labour 
to exempt himlclf from the obligation of all Laws, being dilcontented that he was 
not prcicrred to the Command of the Army, but w'asleft qply Captain of thole 
Barbarian Forces which TTteodofius had committed to his Conduftat luchtimeas 
Virs up/^- by his Affiftance he lubverted the Tyranny of £ugenias. To hhn he lends Encou- 
againft ragejnent, with all fccrecy, toiirawoutluch or other Troops of what 

Nation Ibever as he could i rocurc, and march Ixildly at the head of tliein, with al- 
lurance to become Mafter o*^ \v hatever he Ihould approach. ^ 

5. y^larichy in confidence hereof, departs from Thrace, andpafleth into Mace- 
0, by the donia^xA Tlm^alyy deftroying all things in his way. When he came near to Thtr- 
*«L°and dilpatched away JMcflengers to the two lately mentioned .'*ntiocbMs and 

ntius, *in- Geronttus, to carry the News of his Approadi. Gcronthsy as he was inftruded, 

•s oraenn caufed hls Guards to quit the Straits, and left fiee paflage for the Barbarians in- 
to Greece I \vho beings once there admitted, fell upon ritiing a d wafting all the 
County : The Cities they they kill all die Males that were come, to Puberty, 

and drive away die Boys and ’^'omen.rogcthcrwith the great Booty now in their 
hands. . All^Arri« and other Redons of Gretce which they once entre/i they de- 
fiopulaccd, and die Devaftation was ftill maniftft in the ddiy^oi' 7%ebes 
.excepted 5 which clcaped their fury, partly by realbn of the ^ngth of its Fortifi- 
cations, and pardy becaufe Alaricis, haftening tctheScigc of Athens, would not 
inake aftay about diatT^ity. Pj^xAto Athens he came, iuppofinghe Ihould cafily 
become Mafter of it, both for t^t the place was too large to be^vell defended ; 
and he dioughtthat beingfpoftefted of the /’/r^emdj^ningto it, that 16 many In- 
habitants would loon be pinclied with want of Necellaries. But the Antiquity of 
the City *( Aofimus tells us) in Ip impious an Invation,. implored Divine Affiftance, 

* and was to remain free froi. 1 D^vaftation : and the W ritcr thinks lumlclf concern- 
ed not to pals by in tilence the caule of its prclcrvadon; being ablolutely divine,

, viz, armed, and ready to fall on fuch as ihe had fcen approaching. Moreover, 

.he beheld ^hid^ tb'' Heroc juft accoutered after the manner-wherein Homer rc- Anm. 
prelents him to die i rojans, -when in a rape he fought againft them to revenge the 
death of Patroclns. With this Apparition Alarich being frighted, omitred all 
manner of Hoftility againft the City ; but lent and' offered Peace to the Inhabi- 
tants; whoacceptingof the Terms, Faith for performance j^as given andrecd- 
. ved on both tides, and Alarich, widi a few in liis Company, was admitted into 
; tljie Town. There being received wth all manner of Civility ; when he had 
waihed, and been entertained, by looie of the chiefeft Citizens,' who alfi) prclcn- 
. ted Him Mffi fuch Gifts as they thought would pleale him, he departed from that 
City, and cpiitced aU Attica '^iffioyt doing the leaft damage to it. And thus die 
City of Ab/iensy i^liichin the time of f^detssy when all Grt-rte waslorely lhaken 
wim an Eanh-quake, alone luftained no lo£ at all, now alio, though in 16 ex- 
treme danger, vet clcaped.

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6. But y^/arieb having quitted yfttica without doing the leaf); harm th^in> 

lb mUbh^wedby the Apparitions he there law, invaded Megaris $ wherein having 
taken the firftTowqhc met with by ARault, he hailed toward Pelofonnejus, never 
being found to make any reliftaopc. And Gerontms giving him Dree paflage through 
the IfihmuSy he might ealily become Mailer of ail the Cities without any pains or * 
Combat ; for they were not fortified by any Walls, being thought iec^ enou^i 
in the Defence that lhou]d be made for them in the Ifthmus, Prelehtly then 
W'as Corinthy with the Nei^ibouring Towjas, taken by Storm ; and after it yfrgosy 
together with fiich places as lay betwixt it and lAcedamon. And Sparta it lelf fell 
in alfo to the bargain, being partaker in this Calamity of Greece^ % that it was nei- 
ther fortified by Arms nor k|en (as it ought to have, been) diroujlphe Avarice of 
the Romans ; but expofod to me Cuftody^if liich Magillrates as were Traitors, and 
ready to for ve the lulls of thole that were in power, in all thills, though to the. 
Dellruftion of their own Countrey. However, the Calamity of Greece noW 
coming to the ears of Rufimsy increftlcd ihe fury of his Ambition mofe than ever, 
which he hoped would better liicceed while the Enmire was'thosdillurbed. But 
Stilicho Ihipped his Men, and relblved to liiccour yichaia in this her dillrels $ and 
landing mPeloponnefuSy putthe Barharians lb much to it, thatthey fled into Philoe ; 
where wanting Neceffaries, he might ealily. have niined^em, but that he gave 
up himlelf to immicks, to Wenches, and other filly a9 immodell piverfions 
which he found m thole Parts ; affording, in the meantime, to his own Soldiers li- 
berty of conluming what had been left by the Barbariansy whom he allb permitted 
to depart with all their Booty out of Peloponnefusy and to pals into Spirnsy the dries 
whereof they harafled as they ted doneforinerly thole of Greece ; which perceiving, 
he returned again into without having any thing perforaaed but this, tliat he 

added, by the Men he brought over with him, greater mifohiefs to thole which 
had been wllained by that milcrable Country. . 

7. Being there arrived, he endeavoured to bring about the Deftmflion of Rnjl- 
ms after mis manner. He remonftrated to Honorius that it was needful to find 
over Ibme Forces to his Brother Arcadiusy for the Succour and Defeat of tliofe 
Countries which were lb mifirably opprefled under his Command % and* having 
eafily obtained Orders to execute what lie propofid, anpointed what Men Ihoula 
befint under Condufl of Gainesy to whom he opened 1^ mind, fli to what he 
would have put in pradice againft Rt^nus. Gaines havi^ gpt near Con/lantp. 
nopky font notice of his Approach h) ArcadhtSy and how he Was come to his Rel. 
lief with an Army now at hand : And whentte Emperor exprefled much latkfo- 
^oritherein, he mtrlwaded him to come in Perlteto meetthe ^Idiers ; afStta- 
ing ^it tliis Hono^^s w'ont to be done to Militai^ Men. AreadMs complying^ 
met them out of the City, and the Soldiers there ^d him that relp^ which was .. 
due unto him; who alfo made his Return of Civility»fo| their Adoration { *Bufc' 
then, the Signalbeing given by Ga/w?/, when they had encompaired 'i?»/fiv«:r, they 
cut him in pieces ; onetakingblfhis feght Hand, and^nother his Left, andano^ 
ther parting his Head from his Shoulders ; whereat were given liicb'lhouts, and 
Triumphs exprefled, as had been ufiial after Viftories. And they Ibcontumelt- 
oufly treated pis dead Body, that they carried hls*bands up and dowrfthe City, 
and defired thofe they met to give Ibmcthing to that Inlariable Creature. Ttes • 
perilhed Rufimsy as hO had jmlly defined ; who had both hecn the Author Of 
inluf^ble Mifchiefe to private Perfoi^ and of'grcit Calamities„to the Publick 
State. But £utropmsy who aJl this while had been aflifting to Stilicho m all things 

he devifid againll him, now governed all things in the Court ; and moll of bis E- 
llatc he ficuied to.hisownufi, though he granted liberty to all to realTume what 
had teen taken from them. His Wifi andDaughter, for fear of perilhing wkh 
hirft, had taken SanSuary in a Church of the Chriftians .* And them he p^itted, 
giving them his Word, to lail to^^ufulem ; whi^ formerly was the Habkation of 
the Jews, but from the time oft Qonjlantiney had by the Chriftians been mudi beau- 
tified with Building^ r -.1 

8. Thus writetn Aojimus coucemingthe Ambiriom Praaioes of the two Guar- 

dians, intriiiled by Theodo^nsy prefintw after his death : To the main of whpfi 
llory all other Authors agree, mough lomeVrith variarion of c^io*(ircaaiftan- 
ces. As to the Invafion of the Eaftem parts of Rnrfipe by jRnriihy th^are of ac- 
cord: But other Hiftorians make mention of foine parts of have been 

over*ninand wafted by that Hood of the Northern Nftions which Ra^atns let 
out into the Empire. Socrates and Sozdmeny our Ecclefiaftical W liters, nu&e ub. 6. 
mention of Armenia : Biit Qlaudiany the Pagan Poet, in theficood Book of his hi' > 
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I vediveagainft:ff^/wf, reckons up many other Countries ; who, though he par- />; 
ticularly fets forth the Enormity ofhis A£ls, yetpoflibly might be true enough o q ,- 
in his Geography. Sonic BMartMS^ he feith, at his call, by the way of thcZ>4- 
nubey fbme by the OfftM Straits and die Snows of Armenia, invaded the Riches of 
the Eaft. Hereupon Caffadoeia, Lydia, Cilicia and Syria were wafted, and hence 
came the Lamentations of Afu. . laL’urofe they pver-rj|p whatibever lay betwixt 
the* Borders* of Dalmatia and Pontnsy with iltiQ Adriatiek Sea. ; There no Cartel, 
nor owners of Cattcl were to be found i^ut the' Fields like to the Deferts of Ay bia. 

In particular, Thejfaly, Macedonia, Pa/mnia, Thrace and Myfta ^oaned under the 
burthen of fo he^ ©pprelTors ; in fo much that the poor Innabitants, as happens 
in l^nor and gridB^ Calamities, were put paft weedng, the thing t)eing now 
made K>lemn an^f courle, • and the cuftorn deprivin^nem of all Icnce of the E- 
t5 forth vil. Hereupon the Poet fells into a fit of Grief and Lamentation, confi4cring 
atmif-how great tWgs have a fuddain period j how that that Empire, which withfo in^entiii fatu, 
much blood was obtained, and widi fo mudipreferved, with die labour and iweat i-nperium tMt» 
of fo many Captains, ^hich in fo many years the Poman Valour and Diligence had 
laid together, ftiould in a Ihort time be overturned by a lazy Traitor ; who, while 
all hands were at work to defend Conflantinople from the rage of the approaching ducumpi- 
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jfkmes, beheld, as he feith, the Burning and Ruin of the adjacent Country with sjMod tmu 
laughter; andboafted of hisinterellwith the Enemy, whom he imitated in his 
ve^ habit. The People of die Eaft, diough labouring under thefe mifcries, yet * 

fiaH this mifory more upon them, that they durft not complain, nor be foen to Ihew inm anguftc 
a Cbuntenance inclining to difoontent t But if youlielieve the Poet, who, in his 
Poems againft Pitfnns, as well as the other written on purpofc in conafiendation of 
Stilicho, ftiU\clawsdusnafon, fecretly wilhed for his Coming % as placing their 
hope and confidence in him alone. 

And as foon as the Seafonof the Year would give him leave, hemadeeffedu- 
al Preparadons for thdr relief, and got togedier both bis Weftem and Eaftern 
Trooj^ ; fo many as foarcely had been behdd under one Command.* There you 
miofrt- havei^n the Armenians with dieir wreathed Locks, ^d their green Cove- 
rings B^efeft to them by cafie knots ; and the fierce looking Galls, with their 


yelfow hair. Thofe whom Iwift Rodmuts, flower Araris, whom the Rhine at 
their BM did^ explore whether they could (wim ; tind whom the more f^edy Ga- 
•romney turned back 1:^ the Tide, did water, made there their' appearance, and 
that unaiiimoufly, laying afidethdr former differences s ht that had beenl^ely 
nnr hating him had givenihim the Defeat, nor he that had the better 
priding himf^m his*fuooefe: But'all logether confpiring to fevour and to 


fove £eir General, though the noifeof dt^late Alaynis andAhts ^K'as foarcely 
ceafod, nnA as yet their bfood and (pirits could foarcely be cool^^ Rafinns wasnot 
fo deaf but he prefondy had the noifo of the Expedition ^ he grew pale, his confi- 
dence fail^him : He flhod doubtful whether he fhould run aw^, beg pardon, 
and ; or betake lumfolf to his Friends, the Enemies of the (^mmonwealdi. 

His Wealth, his great BuUcfiiKS and Pomp now ftanding him in no ftcad, he fighs, 
he moans, flartsoutof hisbed inadiftraaed deep, anafoffers Punifhmentin the 
very fear thereof. At fongdh, from Stupidity he returns to bis own natural tern- pgig, 
per i and in a rage enters the £aUc^ and gets Audience of Arcadius ; . to whom 
be lays open the vaft Ambition of Stilicho^ the d^er whi^lT threamed him his Mi- 
nifter, againft virhora all his Plots were levelled : ‘ He d^rcs, nay, importunes him 
to diverShe Stc^ ; or df? threatcvis tharhe will not tall alone, but that his blood 
forces (hall be mixed with thatof anothenperfon. Herewith he extorts a Meflagc unto 
fr- nm the unwilling And difl^fied Emperor. Stilicho now imagined he 
di^ Bear his Enemy, 9m joyed u> thinMie ihould Ibortly ocme to an Engage- 
ment. Ihe Armtutims he pmed oa the Left, and to the Galls he affisned me 
Iti^ Wing of dicArmy : But when he had now reached Thejfafyy and Idhgcd 
toreUive^diftidSsd Couoiirks, a rumour is fpread through the Ranks of Soldi- 
ers of newlOiders ^ujaieeAhom. the Emperor, which howto j^ceive the General 
knew -not, bdne fomuch; difbrdered at fo unexpi^^fod an Accident. At firft he 
ftWe lacewiaat fbiaow and anger, admires thataCfoward had fo much 

and dien ootifidcrs whether -nelnot^ proceed notwithflanding 
his ^nmmand to the contrary, or elfo glve.oyer tus fo hopeful a deftgn. He de- 
fires nothiog fomuch as to fiiooour ; but reverence of Authority and O- 
bedioiee^miquers his Wdour : On oiie fide; publick Convenience moves him ; 

*Weu;> but ontlie^other, fearof Reprehenfion. Having (hewn fome paflioii, and exclai- 
med that Ri^mts fhould thus procure the DeftruCfcion of .the Empire, he giv^

However, Stilicho being perdnadous in his Refblution to obey, difmiiTetli 
flS? Troops that were to march Eaftward, into their own Countries. At firft 

into their own they take it ill, as flighted by him ; but in oonfideration of his worth, and that'in 
Countries, probability they fhall be by Ritfinus delivpted up as a Prey to the Hm or y^n, •• 

. they vow that where ever they are, he fhaU be their Captain frill ; though abfent, 

. he lhall have experience of their being faft and frimful to him^ l^conclufioh, e’er 

long he fhould have a Vi£lii||pffered him by their hands, a Sacri(||||||^ wherewith he 
ihould be very long and much pleafed. ThefcJ Eafrern -Troops keeping their way, 
arrived at length at Thejfalome* •, where recoUefting whatthey had rclolved, they 
become more violently inclined to the Profecution. Here the place and die time 
both coni^ired to their farther Union. Neither of fuch milildtudes was one found 
to,betray the Secret ; in fb much that the Poet ei^er feiguVor finds an Objefl of 
Aclmiration that fiich a matter could be fupprefled in filence, fb ^reat a defign con- 
cealed, and ^ great an Heat ftified in Travel by the way $ ef^cially in their Cups 
and Ent&rttunments.

1 1. Rtfinus was utterly ignorant m wlut they defigned all this whUe,. .and 
plucked the Emperor by his Robe ; complainii^ and chiding that he did hotalcend 
the Tribunal, antfl^larc him his Partner in the Sovereigns. With that they all 
drew their SworosT and in aconfuled noile demanded of nim if he imagined to 
make diem' Slaves who had given Laws to Ibme, reftored others to liberty, had 
twice put an end to Civil Broils, and broken through the.<HJ»x themlelves: And 
they told liim plainly, that by lb many W ars they were fr^Saently tai^t, not to 
ferve a Tyrant. Being now entrappto as Ibme wild Beaft in the Theatre, onedrom 
amongfr the Croud runs out upon nim ; and giving him a blow, teUshim that it 
was Stilicho who ftruck him by that hand ; tha Stilicho whom he had boafted to 
Kill Kufim. ^ve driven from thbfr Quarters.

As amongft Arms, lb in the midR of Arbitiarinels and Tyranny, Laws are 
wonttobelilent, lb we fii;id it to have happened this Year in the Eaft; there being 
fewfound dauxl from Conjlantinofle ; emecially in refped:to thole enacted in the 

cinMis Weft by Honorius, But in. the Month of May Arcadius was prclcnted with a Peti- 
tionfrom ii)&Cenfuales ; who oomplained, that by aRelcript obtained by ftealth, 
to ear Office in the Senate>houle was invaded. Wc have formerly Ihewn how 
i^t&Ctnfuaks were employed in the Senate, and how diey wrote and recorded 
the A^ thereof. Now it leems that Officer who had the St^ of Princeps Officii, 
belonging tothc/^r-f/ir^of the City, havii^ allb to do inthWenate whereof his 
Malfcrwas Prafut, interfeered with them, and intruded into Ibmc work and profit 
whi(h of Ri^t did belong unto them.

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Scfl*. l‘ *4* At the later end of this lame Moisrh he ftill concerned himfelf about the A 
Funaions of the ^ycntts in rebus ^ there being report made of their clalhing M'ith ' 
And funiw the Magiftrates of me Provinces in die Management of the Curfus Publicus. He re- 
^^ved mat in every Province there Ihould ^ one eftablilhed (by the name of C«- “ 
fhfus') who Ihould have nothing elle to do, but attend to the due management “ 
of that publick Service. “ Having appointed but one A^yats in rebus for mis work ^ ^ 
in every Province, he had the more realbn to coniine him toliis Emplojmient, two ctiiJf 
having formerly been ^pointed to this Serviw in every Province by ConfisMtius his 
Prcdeccflbr. But he further proliibits thefe fingle Ayentes or CurioR to have “ 
any thing to do with the Oovernors of the Provinces, or the Provincials fubjefl “ 
to thcm,or their A£b ; lb as only to take notice who made ufe of the Curjus with- ** 
out wjirrant, or in the ufe of it, exceeded thofe bounds and limits which were let 
them by other Laws.In the next place he forbids that they vex or trouble any Slii ps ** 
which by other Injunflions of Princes had been provided, although feme Veftcls “ 
upon certain Rivers were deif mated to the Service of die C^urjus, In the next place “ 
he prohibits that they receive any Complaints from the Provincials concerning any 
Injuries received by them, as formerly had been injoyned concerning the Static- " 
nary Soldiers j fe as they fliall not report thefe Complaints cither to Ac Prince ** 
himfclf or the Defenfers of the Cities. In thelaft place he declares that they ** 

Ihall not commit any one to Prifen, wlucli Coujlantius alfe had formerly prohibi-** 
ted ; “ Which it was alfe unlawful for the Defenfors thcmfelves to do, thou^ they 
mi^t receive Complaints, and hear viliat might be laid on all lides in reference to 
liich things as were brought before them. But thefe l.aws were trifles, and rela- 
. ted tothings of linallconilequenccin comparifen of anotherinade this Yearby 

cadius, and dire£Ied to Rupnns his PrnfeStus Prntoriog as yet living, concerning 
die performance of OaAs that had been made in Contra^ by fech jicrfens as now 
were arrived at Age, or five and twenty Years 5 a Conftitution fe femous that ma* 
ny learned Lawyers have excrcifed theur Wit and Reading upon it. 

1 5- By the ancient Roman Laws during the Commonwealth, die Cenfirs had 
cognisance of Perjury, and in the Convi^bn and Puttifhment thereof were very 
diligent ; yet did Ae PuniAment only ektehd to Dif^ace and Infamy, the great 
Revenge being left xs> CkxL Under Ae EmpciQrs,femetimespnured perfens were 
beaten with Staves, otherwliile baniAed for a time ; But thefe were not iiidias 
‘ committed the Offence in heat or mfEOn, but thofe who in Judicial Proceedings, 
as in InlVrumeiits or W ritings, fori wore diemfelves. But now j^cadius Aou^t it 
He rcftraiiH jinic put fome ftop to diis Crime, often committed in Contra^ and “ x. g, , 

wrc^KiJitict Agreements ; febjc£iing to feveralfevere Penalties him, who being atiove twen- “ V; 
^ five Years, Aould recede from any Baxgainand Agreement to whidihehad ** 
fworn. hi Ac firj| place, fiich Aould incur Infamy inalegal and political fenfe, “ dm.^. 
not only as a Criminal is wont to do wiA all good men. In Ae next place, they ** 
Aould forfeit all Right to any A^on which aiferded %aufe or occafton to Ae ** 
Compaft. Befides diis, they Aould be obnoxious toany Condidon or Penalty “ ’ 

expreffed in the Contrail. And in the laft place, if Aey had gained any thing by ** ' 

it, they Aould be compelled to rcftorc it. ** Butthejii, Ais muft be underftood to 
have happened in Agreements, Sponfbns or Stipulations before going to Law, ia 
iiicli calcs wherein an Oath was to be interpofed. The Party alfe muft be more 
dian five and twenty;'' and not prefumed to be of Age by favour and fi£Eon of law, 
as Ibmetimcs thofe are preliimedto be, who have not fully oompleated that term. 

If a Minor, whenfuch hada£bed contrary to his Oadi, he wasnottobepunifhed 
in this kind, yet he was compellable to keq>it^ which isallbatthis daypradifed 
in Frame. Again it is fuppofed Aat Ac Pa£l; or Agreement was not extorted from 
Ac Party by any force of pain or terror, as it was top common in this Age ; par* 
tiailariy , in the Dealings of Rafinus liimfelf,as we have feen,to whom Ae Diw is di- 
rc^cd. And die Oath was to have been an OaA indeed, die Name of die Omni- 
potent Cod being feiemnly invocated, or Ae Contrad having been ooajBrmed by 
ftveariiig by Ae HcalA the Princes, at Aisnme a kind of Obteftadon ftill com- 
mon. This Oadi muft alfe liave been really broken ^ feme Contra vendon, feme 
Ad and Deed manifeftly repugnant to die OaA ; as if a man appealed oontiary to 
his Oath, or.bctook htmfelf by Pedtiontothe Prince, fe as by bis wilful fed, Ae 
llibftancc, felidity. and fimuiefs of die Ad was impaired. For if Ae payment of 
Money had been deferred, or a man was, as Aey fey, in Morrt^ he was not there- 
by fubjed to thefe Penalties ; there being fometimes juft caufe for delay, and fech 
as may lie pleaded ; and Ais Law, fuppofing Ae Ablhuice of die Pad Violated by 
feme Adion. ]ii the laft place it is required that Ae Adyerfery of the fiippofed

16. AsforthereaibnorHiftoricaloccafionof this Law, Ibme conceive it made 
at the requefl: of Rttfinm himlelf, to whom it is directed, and tlut to confirm thole 
Alienations, which, as we have Iccn, lie had extorted from tearful and abuied per-* 
ions. As federal Writers affirm him to have been a Merchant of Laws, and to 
have made a great advantage of diis Tralfick> it is not to be doubted but he would 
makeule of die Legiflative Power to amfirm hisowiiTranlaftionsas well as thole 
of other men; employing his EmilTaries, as they lay lie did, toelpy what ad- 
vantage might be taken, and then terrifying people with tear of Suits and Prole 
cutions, he wrefted their Eftates out ot their Hands, and by Oath obtain’d con 

1 of firmationof thele Contrafls ; W'hich being made with lb much injullicc, no won 
/ guei- derk is that lb many cautions arc mentioned indie Law, and lb many Bars inter- 
polra, diat the obliged parties might not evade, multiplied cautions being ordina 
rily lulpefted asfigns and concealnientts of fraud. Then the maker of this I^w 
leems to flatter the Prince by the manner of confirming the Pafts by the obtefla- 
cion of his health, which is a prelumption that lomcthing was deligncd for his 
own ends, elfxrcially belabouring himfelf It) much in the couting of thisjx*rju- 
ly It) mudi dreaded. Indeed this was the time when Ru fims was in the full airicer 
oT his cruel and ambitious prattiles ; for this Law is the lull: that is inlcribcd to 
him, neither did he furvivc the date of it above a Month, lb 'hat the pretext for 
it may Icem 1 jiccions ; but it is frivolous in it lelf, as allb another which was made 
after the death t)f Rufims for the confilcation of his Eftatc : for that allb leems ve- 
ry hard for liieh as he had Ijxiiledof their Goods, and both of th.'m compared to- 
gether, it may leem, that both before and after his death all hojie w’^as cut off of 
any reflritution to be made to the right owmers. If lb it was, and ihcfe conje6turcs 
were indeed realities, it may be objected, how vain and l)cfide the jxirpole arc 
thele innumerable queftions w'hichare made upon this I^w by , f.ichi»d.:Sy 
and others, it being cruel, and adapted to the temper of the times-, z.\\^Treho/t}.m 
is reprehended for ralhly putting it into ^«y?////4»’s Code, and making that ecn- 
ftant and perpetual, which had its rile from irational prejudice, and was jiiftly to 
ceale with tne occalion, or rather never ought to have been. But yet tluxigh

Contracts were too ordiiarily broken, which made Ojryfofthom now’ inveigh againlt 
that ule of them, lb was it come to that pals, that if Bargains w’cre made wiihout 
them, they were not eileemed at all obligatory ; Upon the war A of an honift :i/at 
l%ing in thole di^s of no validity.

18. At the latter end of the year complaints were brought by theGovernours 
of Provinces to y^rcaditts^ againlt certain Oir/alcs who had t)Cen l^jnoured with 
the Dignity of Comitvs. When they had run through all the Funftions of their 
Corporations, or had well dileharged a meflage to the Prince, for their pains and 
Hereftrains fidelity^ diey wcrc often rewarded with the Honour of Cowesy Ibmetkne of the 
the prideof firft, Iccoiid or third Rank; fbme of them hereupon would lie puffed up, elpecial- 
fuch c«ritf/«as]y privilege ,w'hidi belonged to their new Degree, that the Judges of * 

the d^w ;of Provinces were Ixiund to receive them wnth a kils, and to admit them to fit upon 
amts. ‘ their Benches. As familiarity breeds contempt, imagining tliat they were now 
their Pcllows, they behaved themfelves contumacioufly toward, them and 
thougli they were ftill fubjefl: to their audiority, yet would diey not obey their 
Orders. Upon complaint hereof made, y4rcadius in another Edift dii*e£tcd ro ^ ^ 
CdifariuSy declares, that fuch CurUles as had obtain’d die Honorary ComitivA “ furLmi 
ought to ftand in awe of thole to whofc Government they arc committed ; nci- “ 
thcr ought they tothink that they have deferved the Dignity .that they may defpile “ 
the Precepts of the Judges. If any of them fhall perfevere in fiich a fault, he “ ' 

will have him undergo a Fine of five pounds of Gold ; and befides , be de- “ 
prived of the honour, which by fuch folly he had betrayed. This is the laft of the 
Laws which were this yeareiiadicdby J^rcAd/us in the Eall. The Officers of his 
Brother flonorius in die Well, being not lb wuch diffa*a£l:ed, had more leifure to at- 
tend Civil Bufinels. ^ 

Ip. Honorius, at* the beginning of die year , when he received New-ycars 
Gifts, found ibmc inconvenience in the making of thole Prcfents, which he

firtnuous or valiant, as S. jiugufiine reports of her, and had a Temple in the Ci- 
ty) from which thefe Prcfents received the mm&oi Sinn-e they were alfo call- 
ed becaufe at this time were Vows and Prayers made, both in the City' and 
‘ Provinces for the health and lafety of the Emperours and that by a cuftom de- 
rived as high as from^//«j Ce/ir, yimujtus and others *, though after yiu^H^us 
liistimcj other Princes varied herein, fome admitting of it, fbme not, but it ap- 
pears that it was in force in the days of yltcadius and Homrins. On New-years day Mmu-. 
the Praftp of the City, as the Epiftle of Symmachns, then bearing tliat Office, 
makes it evident, in the name of the SeiYatorswasnowwonttoprefent the Prince 
widi foine pieces of Gold (five Solidi ) in way of gratitude and offering for his 
vigilaiK^ and ftrenuous demeanour, with their lucky wifhes for his prolberity'.

fbmc Bounds to diis liberality ol his Stibjeds, by declaring in an EdiQ: dire8«d to 
Pafilius, PrafeSt of Rome, That when the happy year is opened by thefe pub-“ 
lick Vows, for one pound of Gold fhall feventy Solidi oi diat they call 

ziacum, be reckoned or valued ; which value had been formerly ordained by F'u- un‘cl 
itntinian in tlic payQicnt of Tributes. What fhould be meant by this Oinyzs arid 
ObryztAck Gold, and whence die word fhould i^ccive its derivation feveral ar-

Not only filch as had obtain- 
ed thefe publick Lan^s wefe forced to quit them, butdiofewmohad ferved in the' 
late Ufurpation of Bugeniusy as Soldiers, or had feme Offices under him , were as 
Tra]^rsbranded with Infamy .This continued till Honorinshn^zw to bethink himiclf 
of his dying Fathers Commands and Example; who, as he left order in his Will, 
that indulgence fhould be fhCw'ed to his oppreffed Subje£b •, fb while he lived, lie 
manifeftea mudi clemency to them he haa already fubdued; and .made not fiich 
advantage of the fucceffes of tfis Arms as he might have done; and dying (b fbon 
after his Viftory, time was w;anting io him, but not intention, to fhevv mucli 
more liis Generofity.

which, he wilhes him fiid? Advilers, i^Monitores ) or Councilors as Stilkho'’*^ 
himlclf, and thole that are of the lame humour; thole who fiiggellhonell and “ 
honourable things to Soveraign Princes, being the Inllruments of a good Age." 
lie acknowledges that in llonorim was a wit of a divine fountain, as he words it, " 
and a nature prompt to all virtue; yet to ule the companion, the bell Pilots " 
might find alTiliancc Irom the hands of the Rowers : he tells him, that he was " 
rented more careful of his fame, both by the trull he had in the Army, and" 
the afic^on he. bore liim, as a Relation : and hence it was, that he invented " 
for him w^s of gaining love ; and when he was employed in the greatell Af " 
fairs, adviled him to have an eye to the condition of private men.

by various Letters, written to Icveral men in place, he laboured to raile him 
Vntnis.Protadins^Ma prays to affifl him the matter of Ibme payment due from die 
Soil, from his Fathers time;alledging he was not able to undergo lb heavy a Burthen. 
Pin^ioFlotentmsj whom he fblicites inthe fiune matter, he exprelTeth that having

23. At this time great Reports came out of yffriek, ,that the CvrM/e.r generally 
deierted their Rations, and conl^ue^|l3( the Honour and Safety of the Cities whidi 
confiRedin their Attendance and Services, much decayed.

35. ^laxsvex Hemorins received now in way bf bounty or othcrwile, he was 
deceived much at this timely fochas were contintially bd|;ging of him, there be- 
inp foveral EAatesfollen n> him by the Overthrow of £i*g€)sius and his Party, nor- 
witHAamding the A£l of Grace thft Yearpublifbed. Several Princes Icveral ways 
had formerly endeavoured to obviate this Trade bf thole ^ping Gourtiers, who, 
whentheyMgged thingsof greateft value, were wont to dmemble and conceal the 
greatneft & m^. Some Princes would not kpr nor make any Grant till tiie

(cif. Iclf in his power. Upon this account it was that he Ibught to intrap HmafiuSf who 

from the days of ydtns had bom the Dignity erf" Afagifier MHttum^ and had Icr- 
ved in many Wars. There was one Bargus, a Native of Luodiceu 'm Syria, an in- 
conliderable Man, who, for Ibme Crime cowmitted, fled from Laodicca to Sardis, 
where he became eminent for his Villanies. Thb Fellow, Tmiafius coming to 
Sardis, finding himfiicetiousandof an infinuating humour, admitted to be famili- 
ar with him, and prclcntly preferred him to the Command of a Cohort*, and not 
only lb, but he took him aloi^ with him to Qon^antinoflt, Now dul efilplealed 
* • Ibme of the Magiftrates there, bccaule Bargm, for Ibme offences committed, had 
been banilbed that City : and Eutrofius having found out the Villain, thought him 
' a fit Inftrument to raile an Accufation againft Timapus $ and perlwades him to pro- 
duce Ibme counterfeit W'litings wherewith to charge him ofaffefting the Sove- 
reign Power. The Emperor now executes the Office of Judge, himfelf prefiding 
hi Perlbn at the Tryal *, and £utropius\^n% his Profofitus duhiculi, ftands at his 
Procures rimi- Elbow, and liath the power of the &ntencc in his own hands. But all Men taking 
hhs to be bi- hainoully that a Seller of Puddings and fiich like ftiiff fliould be the Accufer 

ofaPerlbn oflucli Dignity, y^eadius qaM the -Empl^ment, and delegates the 
matter to Satnrmnus and Procopius, Tlie former of thele was an Aged Man, who 
had dilcliargetl great Offices ; but was given to Flattery* ; and in the Judichurc he 
cxcrcifi'd, was wont to pleale thole who held greateft place next to the Prince. 
Procopius had been Either in Law xof^alens, was fierce and inrraftablc, a«d pre- 
tended ill Ibme matters to a great Aflefbion unto Rij^ and Jufticc : And in this 
particular he urged it to •SW/Kfr/iMKi.r, as a thing unreSiraiable, iA\ 2 iX.Bargus, a fellow 
ib notorious as he was, ftlOuld be admitted*to acaifo lb great a l^rlbn ; but elj|xx:i- 
ally, he efteemed it ihameful and abfurid to the higheft &grec, that one lb obliged, 
ihould endeavour to deftroy his BenefaU:or. But for all this liberty he couldnot 
prevail, and his Sentence took place ; which was, that Ihould 

be confoicd to 0*^.s^eing condudsd thither with a publick Guard. This was a 
barren place, out mvidiich there could be no elcape for any that was thither ba- 
nilhcd^lbgrc^tandlwdy a-Dcfert did encompafsit; in which was neither Tree, 
nor Hoiilc, nor Way to be fcen, which the Winds conftantly filled up with Sand. 
But Tsmafius being thus removed, a rumour was Ipread abroad that he was carryed 
away by his Son Syagrius, whohivii^ eicaped thole that were lent to look for him, 
by the alfiftancc of fome Robbers; intercepted his Fadier: Which, whether it was 
true, or rc^xirted only to gratific Eutropius, no man knew ; but certain it is that nei- 
ther nor were after tliat time any more leen. •

faifc AC- reft, BoTf^Hs was charged with moft hainous Crimes. Butropius licarin^ of it, 
pre^dy brought him to his Tryal ; and* being amvifked, puniihed him as he had 
deferved: Wtuch being done, all Men admired the Eye of and extolled 

the Praifesbthereof, which cannot poflibly be deceived by any Malefa 0 :or. But £n- 
tropins now drunk with Power, and in liis Imagination lifted above the Clouds, Iiad 
in all Countries his Spies to pry curioufly into all matters, and into the Eftate of c- 
very Perlbn clpecially •, ancl every way he made his own Markets, and inriched 
liimlelf. His Covetoulhels and Envy letting him a^iinft every one that was conli- 
derable in place, provoked him allb againlf y^undantittSyom born in Scythia^wnMm 
Thrut ; whohadlervcd indie Wars from the time of Gratian^ and uiider Thcodo- 
had enjoyed the greatclf Honours, being advanced to the Dignities of Pr^tor 

zniConftU ; and,asC/WMx» writes,washis Hrft Promoter and Patron. Him he pro 

cured the Emperor by writing to deprive of all his Honours and Eftatc, and he 
was commanded to keephimfclf dtSidon^ a Town of Phxnicix ; where he {pent 
the remainder of his days. Having now none left at Confiantwopk whom he 
could be jealous or durit look upon him, he fixed his thoughts upon *S>/ 7 /r/^<?,^who tZYrlY 'Vi' 
governed all things at his plealure in the Weft, how he might poflibly prevent his timYl'e 
coming to Conjtamimple.

days, of too caffly making rclatioifto tlie Prince himlelf, of matters whicli occurred 
in their ordinary courfc of Judicature : and thele Confultations .indeed kept up the 
authority and repute of die Hmjicrour, and Ibmetimcs in Ibme difficult cales there 
was need of making Relation ; the Prince having thole Lawyers about him, whole 
work it was to cut the liair in liich intricate debates. But the ordinary Judges 
were commonly affrighted with the noile of an Appeal, or had not prelence of 
mind lufficient, but were diffident in their decifions, to the great damage of the 
Parties, by drawing out Suits to lb extravagant lengths.

45 . Thi^ Cr/mc there was need to fupprefs in all Ages, and firft during die 

Commonwealth. Then did ambitious peribns, when the State grew larger, e^ 
fpecially after the ItilitMs were made free of the City, andiuch numbers of Men 
of fo manifold humours and inclinations came to have voices in the ComitU^ throw 
about their Money, and by feveral ways of gratifying the Tribes, purchaie thoie 
Employments which opght gratuitoully to have been beftowed upon delerving 
Men. This was grown to luch an hei^t indie ^^e wherein Pompey and C*fMr 
lived, tliat few Magiftrates were made odierw'iie, io that both of them made ule 
of it, cfpecially the latter, and this caufed fuch contentions, tumults and fights in 
the Elections, tliatdierewasancceffity of altering the Government it felf, asw^ 
have largely (hewed in convenient place. Some Laws had been made for pre- 
vention of tliismiicliicf, as the ^axdiCalpttrnUtt - whereof this mfii£^d a 

forfeiture of Honours, and removed from the Senate all that were convi^cd of 
it •, but that only dqirived them of the Senarorian and other Dignities for five 
years. As thcic Laws had little eflefl: (as little as Weak Medicines againit turgent 
and violently fermented humours) ib when the Power became tranflated upon a 
fingle Perfbn, they became utterly forgotten, and out of uie^ this Diibrder being 
often now as great as ever, though it ran not in ib publick and noted a ftrain. 

For, as the People that had voices in the Comitia^ were, during the Republick, 
to be bribed ; ib now thole that were neareft about the Emperour, or that waited 
in his Chamber, who had moft their Eare, were the Men to whom fuch peribns 
betook themiclves, and that with fuch luccels, tliat though good Princes endea- 
voured what they could to prevent it, , yet they could not, but iomc times ( not able 
to hear and fee all tliemielvcs ) be o^oxious to the infinuations of iiickas ftudied 
moretlicir own private gain than any thing relating to the publick intereft. Con- 
fidering, that they could not ^vc audience to every particular Man, nor know the 
Circamftances of cachperibn themielyes, there was a necelHcy of having matters 
related to jehem by thoie about them, andj as we have lately ieen, this wasatloM^d 
in practice, and a reaibnable reward for ibliciting in the behalf of filch as could 
not propound their own defires. But the y were ftill wont to exceed theie Bounds, 
and for Sums or Lands given to procure Offices and Epiployments ef the higheil 
•nature ibmetimes, even under the beft Princes. Cofiftantine by Latri endeariiured 
to ilippi-cis this pra£ricc to little purpbfe, which continued too mudi bodi under hitn, 
and liis Sons. jfftlUn ftruck at it* with fbme iucccis, rif you believe Afamertimts 
his Panygy rift ; but his Reign was ihort, and we know wnat would have happen- 
ed, liad he lived. Under AWlew/ ithe evil was morefiippreiTedin thcEaft, but it 
liad too mucit forca again in the days of Theodo^i^, wnoic Son feU into 

the hands of two fuch Villains^ , that if we credit die Poet, and the 

ftorians of theie times*, all Provinces, &d all things elie werUiet tofalC. But 
how riiis Law Ihould come to be now enaCkecJ by this young PrihCe, who at this 
rime was led, as ^ofimns pliraietli it, like a Sheep by £ufrop/ttf, is the wonder 
we cannot think, witli Gothofndy it enadied omputpoie to obviate' his jfrafbioKf 
for he had all the pe^cr in Iiis hands ^ but ratlwrpubliihcd to give ibme iatisik^i- 
on, and to ftop the mouths of Men.

• therefore now thinking fit, to the rapacious Skin of the Lyon , to few that t)l' 
injfcrabic the Fox-, kncw it was convenient to pleafe them of that order ; uvA A cadius 
“ pUc Jy accordingly was moved to Ihow feme lavour to* thofe that had Icrved formcr- 
n of the ly in the Palace, and after their fervice finifhed, had tlic Dignity of Senators “ 

conferred on them, and according to a former Law he mentions, he according- “ 
ly excufes them from dtc burthens of the Pratorfliip or Celebrating of Games," 
incumbent on fech as were called to that Office, though not from the Duty " 

* of the Glebalis Collatio. Butthefe devifcs could do nothing to fti II that Tern-" 
peft which was railed by degrees. Arcadius had been in the jvnver of Rufwu* 
firft, and afterward becaufe he knew hot wliom to truft, or what to do better, 
gave up himfelf into the Hands of Eutropiusy and t(X)kfor Law w'h;iLfi»ever they 
direct'd. He being thus fucceffivcly governed as one diat had no Soul himfelf, 
by thefe tWo Men, the Empire was wonderfully tlifturbcd, nut only by their 
rrcafonable praQifcs for attainment of the Empire, but by their liorrible Ava- 
rice and hoarding up of Wealth ( intended as a means anti way to it ) their turn- 
ing men out of their juft Poffeffions, imploying Promoters ahd Informers in eve- 
ry place, dilcarding all faithful and honeft Officers, and promoting moft ab- 
)c£l and unfit Perlbns to imployment, evtn BarharUns jfc well as others, if they 
brought but Mony, all which arc evident from the account given by CUudiany 
Ao[tmtts and others concerning thefe Men, and the diferders wliich abounded by 
their procurement. Of which Symfias in liis Oration to Arcadius concerning 
Empire maketh mention, as forerunners of the mine of the State, adviling him 
to redrels them. This deplored condition of the Empire caufed grict'ous grudg- 
es, Heart-burnings and wonderful difcontents in Men, who few all Offices", both 
Civily A^ilitary and PAatine felieftowed on Wretches. And many complaints * 

■ftii Faai- w'ere made not only privately among the Vulgar, but by Bifliops allb, who 
"jjj openly complained, cl jxcially OjryJofiumej who fared much the w'orle for 
his lilxralSi^ch. Moreover tilings grew' now to that height, that,outof publick 
Odium, F’a^ions, Affcx;iations or Confpiracies Iprung up againft Entropius and 
his Creatures ^ at which he allarmcd, b)& the Relation, it leems of Enlychianns^ 
who had difeovered the matter, rcfelvcd to fecure himlelf in his extravagancy 
as much and long as poflible, and thofe who had been preferred by his rncansi 
To this purpofe he procured lb Icver^ a I^w to be made at Ancyra in BithynUy 
where Arcadius then lay, as the Subject confidercd , and all Circumftances, 
there is not the like to be found in all the Roman Monuments.

Confifeated. As for his Sons to whom, out of our clpccial Imperial Lenity, we " ffib, AH:yYac. 
grant tlicir Lives ( for fech ought to pcrilh in their Fathers Punilhpicnt, in whom *- 
Examples of a Paternal, that is, of an hereditary Crime ii»cly be feared /I let " 
diem bq^eprived of all Inheritance and fecceffion defeending from the Mothc%‘' 
or Granorathers fide, or that of their neareft Relations ^ let tliem receive no^ad-“ 
vantage from the Teftaments of Strangers; let them be perpetual in want, and " 
poor, and their Fatliers Infamy always accompany them ; let them never be “ 
promoted to Honours or Imployment. Laftly let ^hem be fech as being fordid" 
andbafe by reafon of perpetual want, Deammay bea comfort to them, and" 

Life a Punilhment. And we command that fech be taken notice of and not" 
for^ven, who lhall ever attempt to Intercede witli us in dieir behalf. For" 
their Daughters, how many Ibcver in number they be, we w'ill diatlb much" 

Pakidian Law allows of, only come to them, of their Mothers Eftate," 
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whether (he died Teftate or Inteftate, that they may receive the maintenance 
radier of an Ligrateful Daughter, than any real advantage and name of an 
Heire ; For they ou^t to b& more mildly Sentenced, who by realbn of thef 
Infirmity of their Sex, we believe will not be fb daring. If Ertiancipation** 
fhall, after the making of this Law, be conferred cither upcai Sons or Daugh-** 
ters, let it be of none effeft.Portions to Daughters, Donations and all forts of Ali- “ 
enationswhichlhallappearby Fraud or according to Law, to have been made" 
from that time wherein they had thou^ts of entering into the laid FaSion and Sq- “ 
ciety,we pronounce to be of no force.Theif Wives, their Dowers being recovered, " 
if they have received any tiling in way of Donation from their Husbands, on" 
condition that it be referved for their Sons, at filch time as the Ufusfruftus is*‘ 
over, lliall know that they fl'sH leave all to our Excheckcr, which by Law " 
u'as due to their Sons ; a part being afligned of this Eftatc, according to tile “ 
Falcidian to the Daugliters, but nothing at all unto the Sons. What we deter " 
mine anicerning their Sons, fhall widi the fame feverity be inflifted upon their" 
Partifans or Defenders ; filch as were confoious to their Crime, their Mini- 
fters and their Sons. Indeed if any of them in the beginning, or when they 
enter into the Faftion, ftirred up by a defire of tme Praile, fliall dilcovcr the laid 
FaQiion ^ he fliall be both rewarded by, and receive Honour, from us. And he" 
tliat fhall proceed in the Fa£l:ion,if though late, yet he will reveal their Councils' 
that are not known, fhall only be accounted worthy of Abfolution and Piardori. " 

48. This Law, thougli made upon this occafion, became in after times very 
famous. Forty Years after the making of it the younger, thought fit 

to put it amongfl: other Conftitutions of Chriftian Princes, of winch his Ctidc is 
Compofed; and fo did indie Age following, Tranflate it into his ^ 

moreover an all Books written in die £a (1 concerning Ijaw it’s frill mentioneil. 
In the Weftern parts iiftecd forfomc Ages it was not known 5 as neither the 
better part of TTjeodoftm his Code, nor any of that Body collefted by jPuflini^tn. 
But as loon as ^u/timaits Books were difeovered here, this Confritution law the 
Light, and got not only Interpreters but Imitators, and Tranferibers both in 
the Palace and eUcwhere, fo that it began to be produced and fitted to many other 
Occafioas. Oratian a Munk of Bononia,^ about the Year MCL compiling a Bo- 
dy of Pontt^cd Law in Imitation of ^uftinians Books, (which firJtthen came 
abroad in ^Intituled by him Concordia difeordantinm Canonum, but now 

called Gratians Decree^ and as fbme fay was approved by Pope i'irf t nius, amongfr 
many more confritutions of Princes, put this into it, and fb Cannonized it. 
And Charhs the fourth Emperor inferted it in his Golden Bull, fi) much cele- 
brated amongfr the Germans about the Year MCCCLVI and applied it to the 
Elcffors'^ £ccle(iafitcd and Specular. Some Criticks carp at it as cruel, blaming 
j^dfiinian ioT Tranfcribing it; and others as earncfrly defend it. No Law hath 
affordal occafion of more Controverfies , Decifions, Reports and Councils, 
while Lawyers difpute to what Perfons and EftattS* it’s to be extended, in fb 
much tliat not only Glofles but Books have been written upon it ; and fiich as 
profclTcdly write concerning Trcafini, have made it;, the foundation of their Dif- 
courfes, though the original Occafion and liifrorical Caufes have been touched 
by few, and that very lightly, till Qothefred made it afiibjeflof an entire 

Difeourfe n f he Hiftory of this time being very leant and nothing laid of it by 
thofe few Writers* that ffre frill remaining. • 

4P. However, the Subjeft of it, is die Contrivance of the Death of fixli Perfons 
as tverc next to the Prince in Government or I^ignity, and that by entering in- 
to aFaftionor AlTociation, which yfrcadhfs by his Legiflative Power niakcth 
Treafbn. The dciign of it is to prevent Murther, and this defigned Murther is 
declared Treafitg, upon w'hich double account it is inferted into Icveral Codes, 
under feveral Titres ; as in that of Theodofins under the Tide of Muither, and*^ 
joyi^i to the Cornelian I aw de Sicariis ; into the other of ^nflinian, t^der that 
of Tmafbn, and joyned to the /.ex jpuita Majeftatis, fovcral other Conftitutions 
Ix-'ing thus inferted into feveral Books, under divers Titles, fur the like realbn. 
Now there arc four forts ot Treafons; Crimina Left Afajefiaris. The firft is, 
w hen any bcareth an hoftile Mind againfr his Prince, or Country, as to over- 
turn the State, difturbe cither in whole or in part the publique Peace, quiet and 
focuriry, by exciting foreign Powers againft the Common wealth, orindcavou- 
ring their relief in "any kind, when in a State of Hoftility. This is the high- 
eft Trcalbn , called in Latine PerduelUo, whereof in the liighefkyinanner they 
arc guiky» who contrive the Death of die Prince whole Pcrlon ought tobeSa- 
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,a |. cred; or depriving him of his Crown and Empire. Tlie fecond fort is the 
Crmien Uft •uemrAtionis^ when Rey^nce due to the Prinpe, and ncceflary for 
preierving Government and good Order, isi violated by any naughty Fa£b or 
word, as by opprobrious Language, breaking his Starnes or abuHog his Pi- 
Qures; The third kind is when the pul^ique , Power or Authority is violated, 
as by refifting, abufing or ilriking a Judge or Magiftratc who is doing die 
bulinels of the Prince, is in the juft ej^cife of lib Power ; or by arrogating to 
ones lyf ipmething beloogii^ to Ma^Ky, as Coyning of Mgny arid the like ; 
as* the defacing of Coyne, is doing Violence to the Soveraicnty. The fourdiis, 
when any odier Crime, by reafbnof its grcatncfs,orill cflc&,is, though it be not 
lb in its own Nature, declared to be Treai^ or made {uch,as fcvcral things with us 
have been made Felony and Trealbn, as the holding of liicli and luchTcncnts in 
Religion'in the Reign of Htnry the Eight.. This Trealbn is precarious, in Latin 
Afajefi/^ Preear fa, Fi^itia^ £xemf laris , and Qua^ Pcrduellio. And ^h is by 
this Law, made by ydrcodiusyiSas. contrivance of the Death of fuch as were about 
him, to whom he doth as it were Communicate his Majcfty, as Wives are laid to 
be irradiated by die Beams of the Dignities and Honours of their Husbands. 

50. The Peribns by and with worn tlielc Faftiom were made , were 

■fonsbyand either Souldiers or. private ^en. By Private in .this Age , were meant not 
tilSr were ^ word, diftinguijhed from the Prince, and from Ma- 

ItraSaX giftrates and Dignified Perfbns, but liich as were not in military Imploymeiit, 

being otherwife allb in Latin called Payaus and in Greek Idiou. Ik)th thefe 
forts were either Natural Liliabitants or Barbarians, by wliich are to lx; under- 
ftood not fuchas were called out, of Barbarous Countries, for carrying onlbme 
Plot or Dcfignc, but liich as indeed had filled the Empire fince the time oi£alens, 
who gave to the Goths Ground to Inhabit in Iljrace and other Countries ; die 
main caule of all the Calamities jjvhcrewith the Empire was at length opprefled. 
Under Theodoftus, when j4thanarich was dead, his Souldiers allb fiibmitted to die 
Roman Empire, and were made one B(^y wnth tHfe Roman Militia, as levcral wri- 
ters teftify^ fiitliat Barbarous Soiudiers lay at Conjlatuinoyle, and the Goths were 
placed particularly in Phrygia : Nay, now they might either be Souldiers or live 
privately 5 they tore, aswehavc fecn. Offices of Magiftracy, and were promo- 
foni pro- ted to Dignities, JHnfirious, Senatoriany 'Palatine and Provincial, The Peribns 
cd iiy.the whom j^rcaditts, by denouncing the Pains and Penalties of Trealbn, labours to 
proteft, are allb of chrj^ Ibrts ; Illuftrious Conftflorians, Senator s^ and luch as did 
Militare Principi, or iCTve the Emperor. By Illuftrious Confiftorians who are 
meant, fufficicntly appears by what we have formerly laid of thele great Peribns, 
as allb by Senators, who were,inhigheft efteem, during the Reign of the Author 
of tliis Law ; but whom we are to uaderftand by Militantes is more oblcure. 
Not certainly thole that Icrvcd in the Army,or every Souldier as die Greeks groslly 
interpret it, as if Arcadias had by this Conftituti()n made the Perlbn of every or- 
dinary andcoifftnon Knaplack-carricr, Sacrofan£l. Neidicr can it be only diole ’of 
the Emperors Guard, or thole that wattmed about his Body, as the Domejlicks 
and PrqtePiors, as others have miftaken, though they indeed may more properly 
be laid Militare Prineipi) and intra Palatium Aftlitare, whom, for dieir care of 
his Perlbn, Areadius, in one of liis Cpnfiitutions, callcdi Denotiffimi. Militare^ as 
is moft evident to all that konw any things of the Laws or Monuments of thele 
Ages, lignifies tolerve the Emperor in his Palace, dioughnotby the Sword, as 
well as in dic,Ficld ; and the Palatine arc called Militia as we liave Icen 
fufficiently in the Polity of the*Einpire. 

51. For as much then as it canaot be« imagined tliat every copjmon fellow of 

the Guard, or of the keepers of the Body, whereof there were many, lliould be lb 
valuably, as to have a Ray of Majefty ^mmunicatedtohim, and be made 
fan6l, we cannot but be of Gothofreds opinion, that luch aryiif this Law to be un- 
deiffiofl^as Exerciled Dignities, Comes Domejlicorum, lAi&Cajlrenfis 

■Saeri Palatii, the Primkerim Notarifirnm, the Magi^ri Scriniarum, tbeaComites. 
and Tribuni Seholaram, the* Tribtmtts or Homes Saeri Stabdi^ jmd others. For, 
4^, in a peculiar manner and by way of Excellency werelaid A 

xipi, who in conliderarion of Place, aim Dignity were joyned with Senators, as 
by die Laws any may perceive, with whom it is ablurd to imagine that ordinary 
Soldiers t cxxsxasexi Satellites ^ os otdtsxaiw Domepicks ox Protestors lliould be joyned, 
and partake with them in lb vaft a privilege, as allb to think, that lb great a Fafliou 
and CouQ^cy ftiould be rail^ againft luch inconfiderable Men, and diismactc 
lii^aciimc, that all that were but minifterial and conlcious to it, muft to lb le- 
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Sed.f. vcrely puniOied. But, not only thefe great Court-Offioers are here tobeunder- 
ft9od, but Provincial too, both Civil and Militaiy, who are all laid. Miliure Prin- 
ciple being ajl gift with a Cirdle ; which CuHtom extending of old to others as well 
as Soldiers^ is now beyond tlie Seas as ordinary amongH; Lawyers and Phyllcians, 
who ufe the Ca 0 *ock and Girdle in their Employments in Courts of Juftice, and 
when bearing any Office in the Schools^ a^ well as Divines^ . This was agreeable to 
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the Julian Law ^to which thisConftitut^ is added) which made itTrealon to 
compals the* death of any Roman Magiftral^ or luch as had Command apd Power. 

Thcle being generally the Creatures of Eutropins, or to whom he was obnoxious 
for receiving their Money, were thus loured by ^he Severities of this ConlHtution ; • 

which, we may eafily enough conclude, was extorted from MreoAinse to prote£i: 
the Power of the.Eunuch and his Dependants, and hide the Crimes of thele Offi- 
cers he had preferred. • 

5z. However, this took IbmcthingofF from the Solemnity and Dcn|plment of 
the Law, thatit wasbut parcof a lar^rConftitution directed to tlie 
Pr^rfeitus Pratorio\ who had made Relation to the Emperor of what Mil^rriages 
he found in the Provinces. The foregoing Yeax yarcadins had thought fit to pro- “ 1,1.2, 
hibit the colle^ing of vhat w’as due from Sehators in the Country 5 or the G/eha- “ 
lisCoUatio, by xheCnriMts ; left they Ihouldopprefi or <)ffer Injury to Perlbns(>f‘‘ 
that Order, which at diis time they were prone to do : And appointed the^Jj^-** 
faritorsfi^ the Governors of the Provinces to the Employment ; requiring thole 
who wci’e the De fenfires of tlie Senate to fee |^is done a(;cordingIy j and that if 
the Curin of the City or Town thought fit to have a Ctnftpr or Per^vafior lent “ 
doWn, he fhouldhavc nothing to do, orinternjeddlc in the mattershclonging to “ 
Senators.. “ This was put in pradice by Cnfirius ; but fuch was the liicccls, diat 
ointed to now EutychUnus his SuccelTor made known unto /ircaA'ms.^ that the Officials y or 
diic*^ frim apparitors were lb improper for the Work of Colliding, that in Ibme Provinces-onc 
senuron, as half of the Tribute was behind, or never called for. This could not be endured, 
for<ncri3r. confiderablc a part of the Revenues lliq|ild fail ; and therefore Arcadiasy “ - . 

by thisRefcript, commands, that the Colledionbe reftored into the hands of the “ 

. Cur tales ; but that, what hc*liad declared the Year before concerning Senators, “ Ancyr^uLi 
Ihouid allb be oblcrved. “ This was to prevent all Commixion of the Concerns of J" 
Senators and Curialesy leftthe Senatorian Dignity fliould grow vile and contem- «!*«". 

. ptiblc j for the CVm/cj being molt commonly conceited, and ill bred, fancied • 
themfelves almoftasgcxjdMenastheothcr, they being aibrt of Senators of Cities 
and Corporations, and their Courts an Image orRefembrance^ of die Senate it felf. 

Hereof the Defenfores Senatus were to take care 5 a ftrange Ibrt of Ofticers. Bc- 
caufe the miferabfe Plebsy or Common Sort, ftocxl iq need of their Defenlbr to prer 
ted them from the Inlblencies and Injuries of the rich Cur tales y Muft die great 
and mighty Senate at this time ftand in need of its Defenlbrs too ? But lb the Cafe 
required ; all forts of People beipg ready to devour one another, and the Cur tales 
being too bold and laucyin the Management of diefe Golledions^' which, yet it ' 
was necclfary, lliould ftill continue in their hands. But,, confidering that this 
Law and die late famous one of Trealbn made up one Conftitution, we may ga 
tlicr, tliat the Senators dicmfelvcs lay under liich prejudices, that they flood ii 
need of De fen firs And Arcadius provided both for their Dignity and Security, as 
w’ell luch as lived in die Provinces, as in the City. 

53. Toward the latter end of the Year we meet v/ith another Edidrof Areadiusy 
to this lame Prafecl Eutichianus ; which, jit the firft Entrance upon it, one would 
imagine to have been font to mitigate the Rigour 'of that fcverc Lqw of Trealbn ; 
butdiatdieC^cliifion, as w'ell as the Tide, under which it is let, fruftrate utterly 
liich Expeflation. But, thou^i Eutropius would not be lb plaufible to take off any 
Prblecution of fiidias might conlpire againft him and his Accomplices, yet upon 
Complaint of hoi^^any were accufed of odicr Crimes, .and their Eftates diere- 
upoi^confifeatcd andtiezedbyhiTn, he might think fit to'put feme ftcmtoftie Cla- 
mour, \iy procuring a little Reftraint to the extravarant Profecudons in thatkind.

more ominous than that a People {hall at length truckle to thof^^bey lb admire, be- 
ing captivated to them in their Fancies and Imaginations befor/ they be Captives as jlucru-ji-.. 
to their Perfons and Eftates, However, this humour was lb prevalent in th© 
that, not only the ordinary fort of People, hut the greateft Minifters loved to be '^ad.n'iil\ 
feen in uncouth Garbs j of wliich CUudim makes Rtdfnus highly guilty, and it v?’ 

feemshe gavefo ill example VdArcudius, his young Mafter, that Synefius^ in his 
difoourfo to him concerning Government, *doth not Omit to tax him, alfb, for this 
Indecorum. But HonoriitSy to pat fome flop to this ridiculous and mean Ipirit, “ i-zjenibUiK 
* now forbad the ule of diofo things they called TzMsga^ Ifanehn or Sumhjt (being “ 
^kiosmade-of Skins) and of Bracen^ within the venerable City, as he terms it, ** 
linderpain ofConfifcation of Goods, and perpetual Banifhment. “ Moreover, at this "f »o* f' 


rime, though-thcre was fcardty of all Provifions, yet were tliey at Rome inflamed 
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Se6^- f . ^ madneis of Building ^ thoughrjlie [>lacc already bkger tlian either was £ 

obnfiftentwith Health oi Accommodations, yetinuft they fillthe CMmf$ts*AfartMs j. 
with Huts and Bbodis, if they a)uki not be permitted toraifc greater Strudures. 

Tills large Plat of Giound, which lay betwixt the City and the Tikr, of which 
they could not but have received fromtlieir Anceftors by Tradition as weUi>ajf Wri- 
tings, how famous it liad been ufion ma^y Accounts, did they now choak up with 
Tipling Houles; as we may preiiime, h^g vitious and luxurious, butal^e6land 
mean ; addid;ed to Plealiires, but Grangers to the generous Exerci^esiand Diver- 
tilements of their Forehithers. Belldes that, the old JjN^fum was kept in this 
place the Comma, allb, or AlTcmblte^f the#eople : It was the School, the Gy- 
wn^um or Palafira of all Ibrts of Exerc^s of Arms or Sports ; and lerved the people 
for walking, and taking of the Air. Som^l^perors, upon this account, would 
Anodier a- not futfer any Buildings to be cie^fed upon it, though Trajan built a Thpatre and a 
fng"in rtic Poiticus ; die former of which was demolilhed by ,^drian. Now, flonoriuspro- “ 
camfm Marti- liibits any Huts or Bootlis to be there erected, under the lame Penalty <^f Connlca-“ RunUtli 
tion, and perpetual Exile, as was inflidxdby die funner Law, diou^i with as “ ^ 
little elfeCf, as we fhall lee hereafter Forthishumour of building there, lb long 
cuntinued, till the City her lelf, for Novelty, Hid down from her Icven Hills, and 
licrc repolkl her lelf, as more at eale. But both thele Laws were publilhed at 
/iomey in the t'orum of Trajan ; that forum lb much frequented, and where Ediffs 
concerning the People w'crc wont to be fixed lb as to be feen by all : that mod Au- 
gud Struuure, concerning the Magnificenib of which, the Reader may ramem- 
l)er what Ammianus MarctUinus writes, upon occalion of ^onfiant 'ms his viewing 
ofit. 

56. But diere were lb niany Batharianf now adays in Romcy fiimyiy idle Per- 
fiiiis haunting Booths, Viftualling Hgules, and places of worfe Cliara 9 ;er ; that 
the great Dearth confidcred, there was jud fear led the Dilawitent of the Citizens 
by thefe turbulent Men, m^it be blown into Ibme outragious A8:s of Sedition and 
Mutiny. It was therefore relblved, not only to prohibit the Barbarous Habits, 

Idle and ^n- thereby to take oi^opportunity of their knowing one another, and to prevent their 
comnumied^ Meetings by forbidding Booths and Huts ; but allb, To command all “ uun.sr. 

roquitthc ci- who, as we have lecn, were wont to be violent and urftuly ; Palatine 

Officials, or thofe belonging to the two great Trealurers, that were well skilled “ Uctat \ 
. * in collc£ting of Arrears, in railing Calumnies, and in Rapines*, as allb, others “ 

of more inferiour note, if they had no Bufmels or Employment, to quit the City,“ cup': 
under pain of Deportation. “ It was the cudom, • as we have lecn, both from The- ♦*» i;" 
miftius and Ammiantis, in time of Scarcity to lend idle and ulelels perlbns out of the 
City ; • that there might be better Supply Ibf liich as had mod Right* and Nccellity 
there to continue. When this was don't, none certainly could brtter be Iparcd 
than the G ladiators ; whole Employment it was, by cutting and killii^ of one ano- 
ther, to give Tragical Divertilements to the Speftators on bloody Theatres, ft 
ieems, allb, that they were comanded to be gone as well as others ; And thereup- 
on, as Ibme (hided and lurked about jp the Booths and HutH^in the Campus Martius, 
they betook themlelvcs to thc.Scrvices of Senators, and there thought to figd Ihelter 
and protc£l;ion. For by another part of this Edi^, though made a Law by it lelf, 
[lonorius gives exprels charge, mat if any luchlhall be found out to have lb done,** 
they be lent away, ^nd baijilhed into the utmod Delerts. ** To be lure, thele Hack- 
derswere, of all others, mod bold and daring, and the fitted Indruments for any 
Tumult. They who value not their owh, are erer the Maders of die Lives of o- 
thers. If Honorins yfowW not have diem in the Services of Noble Men, where ‘ '* 
they might have Ibme Employment, it is not*probable he would have diem in the . 
City, in their Zjtdus, or Fencing School, under their Mader or Zjutffla ; who could 
liavc the lei’s Aud)Drity and Command over them. So that we cannot but be of 
the contrary opini(^to Gothofred in this matter, and believe them expelled the Ci- 
ty by ^is expmls Command. 

57/ But dill Honor ius, or they about him, dood in dread of the Conlequents of 
that Influence which the Rebellion of Gildo might have upon thele multitudes of 
people how in didrcls, and living inthatvad City. The Ared way was to bring 
in, fiifficicnt Provifions ; butdiat couIcTnot be without Afliflance from Sea ; Italy 
could do nothing toward filling lb many mouths. He dire£l;ed a large Edi£^ to the 
People and Senate, for quieting of their minds, and continuing good Orders a, 
mongddiem; wherein, in the fird plao:, as not knowing what to% better, hea- 
gain runs upon the Havicularii ; as being, by rcalbn of their Empldyment, fitted 
to bear the burthen and die blame too. What Corn they brought in was in luch 
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little Qyantities and great Intervals, that little good ftill came of it ; and thcrclbre 
he requires. That the diird part of the ^hole Quantity be imported as loon as ‘ ' 
the Seas arc own, or in the Months of March and -.^r//;and then betakes hiriilelf to “ 
die old and ulualCourle of commanding of the Prafetf of Italy to lee die I lect “ 
reinforced, by conftraining all whatlbever, who, by any way or means, held “ 
Lands obnoxious to the Funftion, to do their Duties. But though never fb much 
Corn was brought out of ylfrkkj or other places if it was Ibid and parcelled a- 
• way e’er it; came at Rome or in the Granaries, die End and Delign of it was fruftra- 
tc3 ; and yet fiich was the praftice at this time, to fell it upon the Shores or Cx)afts 
ask came along, and thereof was informed; whoinlli6fsthePuuilh'“ 
mcDt of DcaUi both i^n Seller and Buyer, befides the nulling of the Gontrai^ “ 
lb made to defraud die Publick. “ Furthermore, when they had C) diminiflied the 
Stores, they were wont to pretend fevcml things ; As that the Corn was putrifi- “ 
cd, and they were forced to caft it Over-board *, tliat it was dryed and Ihrunk “ 
btdow the quantity of an hundredth part, they w^crc allowwl u|X)n that C onfide- “ 
ration ; that it was ftolen, wafhed away by the Sea ; or, in cf)nclufion, that they “ 
had fuffered Shipwreck : All which Pretences he will have examined ftrkdly by “ 
Prafeiius the i^tcar of the City ; that if, indeed, liieli adverfe “ 

Fortune happened. Allowance may be made, or elle their delay and negligence “ 
bepunifliedif thefc misfortunes came by their fault. “ But if all tlie whole Ca- “ 
tton (asthey cafrit) or quantity was brought in ^ if the S/(Jceptm or Receivers of “ 
it, and the Overfeers ot the Granaries played the Knaves, all former labour would 
be loft. To prevent which, he further requires, thatthcle Othcers every Year“ 
give an Account to the laid /''/citr and Prafi cl alHuch quantities as they have 
delivered out, and prove manifeftly the Delivery Ixifore them. 11' they appeared “ 
honeft he will have them continue in their Fmplo>nncnt five Years (whereas, one ” 
was the ordinary term of a Sufeeptor) and in calc of want, lupply to be made 
out of the Body of the Otriales. “ 

58. Good rcalbn we fee lionorins hath,to tell the Fathcrs,as he doth in the begin- 
ning of his Oration, tliatthcy arc certain how great care he takes for the Commo- 
dity of them and of the People. But this he further fno\\’s and alTurcs them of, by 
ordaining, that, In cafe any Tribute of Corn or Oyl, iifiially due and payable, “ 
W'as remitted or pardoned to any by any Immunity granted by Relcriptof the “ 
Enipcrof ftich Refeript and Immunity fltall be utterly void. And in aife aSliip “ 
was conlfraincd to put in anywhere upon the C'oaft of .^/i icC’, yet the Lading 
thereof fhall not be carried to any otlier place 5 but tranlmittcd to the Sacred Ci- ‘‘ 
ty alone. “ Thus, by the Commodity which Honor ius endeavoured to procure for 
Senate and People, wcfcc the main Chance was provided for, as much as in him 
lay ; or NeceflTiU-ies for the maintenance of their Lives. But he proceeded farther, 
to take core for their diverfion alfo, by Pleaftires, Delights and Paftiincs ; to make 
>r their Condition, if it did at all, m pinch the lefs. We find in this part of his Ora- 
tion, he not only makes jnention of Corn (the quantity whereof imported every 
Year W’as t^^o hundred thouland ; and great need there was of it, bccauie, 
what formerly came to out of /Ter/'t, was now fern to Qon^antinoylv)\i\xx.^VLo 
Oyl ; of which, moreovbr, there was « quantity brought yearly out of yifrick. 
This was for Luxury ; not to cat, but to make ufe of, in tlieir Gymnafix^ and ihcir 
Baths, as they had learned from tlic Greeks. Such as had a niiml to plcufe the 
People, fbmetimes gratified them with a Prefent of this C^yl ; as Sc/p/o,Ce/ar, and 
others of the Empefors *, by whom it was brought at length to be part of the year- 
ly Canon or Allowance to the City. Illithe proceeded Itill further in his delign of 
pleafing Senate and People. Thofc that were wont to raife tlie Tribute of Senators, 
or Glebalis Collatio, were the Cvnptales • whom, though he now cxculctli from “ 
fb doing, as a work too burthenlbme ; yet he will have them to dilculs the ma.t- “ 
ters thereto belonging : And having found out the true Jftate of Collection, “ 
how much, and wherefore it was to be payed ; then to mal^ Breves, and there- “ 
In report what they found. “ Now, the Cenfitales being Officers relat^g*to the 
Senate it felf, this could not but plcafe the Members of it, thattltey Ihould lx: the 
Men that muft make an In^ftion into their Eftates. Wliat is behind of tliis Edid; 
tends more to the pleafure and latisfadion of the People. 

’ 50. Nothing could plcafe the People better aftfir their Bellies were fully prot’ided 
for, than to behold the Circenjian Games. Thefe were celebrated at the Charge of the 
Praetors'^ who finding them fb great a burtlien, as u’C have mentioned, madefevc- 
ral means ^ evade die Office : and now, amongft others, when they were to be 
defigned to fbine certain ionoi Pratorjbipi a little before, they alienated their E- 
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Sc£K I . ftatcs, that, tlic Icffcr burtlien niay be impoled upon them. Such Alienations the “ 
Emperor declares fhall be void, except the Caufe was firft approved, and the “ 
Coiitraft entred in tlic Regifter of the Governor of the Province. “ And whereas 
ibme were (b bold as to leek aiter,and procure the Relcript of the Eraperor,for their L,^.dt sn.. 
cxcufc of the Prxtor/bif^Hc allb declares all luch Relcripts obtained, to be of no Force. 

The times grew now to liich hardlhip, or Men to liich uneafuiefs in their Condi- u'kutjii] 
tions, that none would keep their Stations but were weary of thole places and 
ways, wherein they were fixed by their Quality and their Originals. Whether it 
was, tliat the liarcity which was at Pome pinched allb tlie Inliabitant^ of Cornea- 
or it was an Omen of that Ruin and Dclblation which Ihortly after followed 
all4)verthc Well; But. Towns now began to be delerted, even by Artificers ; 
diole they called CoUv^iatiy who were Companies that Icrvdi the Publick, and for 
ihat,rcceived Privileges ; who, together witli the CurialeSf made up the whole Cor- 
Artificers for- poratioii. Tliis drew from the Emperor an Order to Graccus, the Co»fuUrts of*' f 
riw *iSac<rof j Wherein he requires, tliatall Judges ule their endeavours to bring “ 

ri^r^l^nai. them back, and all they have 5 tint tlieir bodies may not be in one place, and “ cj/.yWj 
their minds in another. As for their Sons, if they were born of free Women, 
they ouglit to follow the condition of their Fatlicrs, and be liable to ludi Servi- " 

CCS as they were : But if they had them by or Slaves, they were to fol-“ 
low, and be reckoned of the lame Hate and condition with, their Mothers. ** 

60. Thele things tended to quiet the minds of the peoplc;butit was another mat- 
ter to reduce Gildo, and prevent any further Attempts he might make upoil Iufy.,or 
other places. For this allb Honor ius made lb vigorous Preparations, that he called 
thc^//»/orw into the Field ; and commanded his Comes Pei Privaf^e,** 

tliat his own Patrimony or Domain Ihould not herein be l^red, though ulually '* ‘’iJt'Jcoi 
it was ; but that in all Provinces it Ihould allb furnilh diem out, and tliat with all “ 
jmmus fuS- convenient Ijxjcd. “ This, that it might better be able to perform, he com- “ 

mands him fardicr ; That none of that Gold or Silver which belonged to it,“ x- m- ' 
fintjingof Sol- lhail be drawn off, and anplycd to other ufes, as he found it had been praftiled, “ ‘ " ‘ ' 

dios. vi'idiout his leave for lb doing ; that he may have a fuller and clearer Account of “ 
it. If the Emperor’s own Lands were lubjcfled to this burthen in this ailc of ne- 
cclfity, it was not fit diat thole of the Senators Ihould efoape, but be made allb to 
let out .Soldiers ; the finding of which, ^s,^urettis oblcrvcs, was Ibmetimcs put 
upon Patrimonies thcmlelves, or made die burthen of the ^il •, anil Ibmctimes 
' impolcd upon Tenants or prelcnt PolTelTors. We find that flonorius., by Ibmc &• 
diA, required this Duty now from the Eftates of Senators ; and that hereupon the 
Senate dil'patched away their or Meffengers, to him, to pray that they 

might be dilcharged of the trouble, and pay Money in lieu of the Men. And they 
returned with their bufinclsdone, as Symmachusy in his Epilllc, tells the Sons of 
A'tchomach'tis -y for, lioth the IndiAion of the 7/rtwer cealed, and they were per- ‘ 
mitted to pay Silver in the Room of them. But, concerning thele matters, laidi 
he, we hope we fhall receive an Oration or Writing from the Emperor. No liich 
Oration we find , but an EdiQ: diredled to Theodorus ,* the Prafecius Prxtorio ; 

.^cn«on. per- wlicrcin lic tclls him. That he had granted the Petition of the moll ample Order, “ ,» ?• 
Monn- m i^u ^bat Money might be payed inftcad of Solders ; and they» might have their choice “ 
oi them. w'hcthcr they would furnilh out Men fit for Service, or for every one, pay in Mo^ *‘ 
iicy tw enty tiveSa/idi, befidesfor their finding with Meat and Cloaths. But if “ 
they had rather pay, Gold, they Ihould lend it prclently into the Exchequer. " < 

By this wc find that Tirones , or new Soldiers* were now at a lelTer Rate 
than formerly, twenty fivc.W/^l/, or five pounds of Silver ; but that was be- 
caulc Slaves were admitted into the Service. Bnt this Favour granted to the Se- 
nate, Honor ius thought fit to fignific, allb, to ^Minervins at the latter end of the

out of his own Court without leave from the Prince, under pain of the Plain- “ 
tiff lofing his c^ufo, and the Defendant being condemned, whether it was in a f 
Civil or Criminal Matter : under the lame penalty he enjoyns that none commit “ 
execution to Military Men-, and iufli£fs death on liich Tribunes and Vicars as lhall “ 
execute any thing in a Military or prohibited way. “ After this manner was tliis 
Xcar paired over.

tionhe lent him Ibmc Porces, dill covering his Defigns, and concealing himlelf as 
much as he could. Had now Tribigild out of Phrygia not gone diredly to^vards 
P/jtdia^ but taken the draight courleinto /.ydia^ nothiilg could have hindered his 
being indantly Maderof it, and with it of Jonia, allb % whence he might cafily have 
palfccl over into the Iflands widi asconfidcrablea Fleet as he plealed, have over- 
run all the liad*,and laid all wade as far as e^^gypt.

clcar^a^’ aiiild be Iccn of none. Tribigild being come down to the lower parts of 
with his Horle, and being entred the Straits, was put tolbredilbrderby 
thelc Countrymen, who tumbled down great Stones upon hiis Men. But^o avoid , 
them there was no way ; for on one hand there was a deep Lake ana Fenny 
Grounds, and on tlic other was a narrow alcent whidi iRarcely afforded p^age 
to two Mcna-bread ; and from the orbiatlar fhape of it, was by the Inhabitants 
callctl Cochlea. This pn ffage was guarded by one Plortntius^ who had Men enough 
to make it good. 'Toth.^tdM^BarbarianSf intercepted in thele Straits, knocked 
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on the Head with Stone*;, and there perifliccf for the moft part : lotneof them

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from on ‘dryland. TrH^igi/d^viih Aree hunjdredjj^en got up*into the Co- 
ehled^ and corrupted widiMon^/’'/ 9 re«ri»y, togivehim paiTage, and lb e£'apin 
himlelf with'this Con^sany, iunered all the reft to be loft. 

66. Imagining now he had elcapcd the fiiates laid for him b)r F^Akrttine^ he fell 
into a danger fullas great as was the former. For, all the Inha^taiits of the Coun- 
tiy in a manner, being got together, with fuch weapons as were at hand, ftiut him 
and his tlirM hundred Companions up betwixt the Rivers Melam and Eurymtdon^ 
whereof the one ran by Sid*^ and tlie cdier took its courle through .^^Jpendns. 

Not knowing now what to do, he lent to make known his condition to Gaints, 
who was much troubled at thele accidents ; but having not yetunma^ed himleli^ 
he kiALeoj wlio was i^xt him, to the aftiftance of the PamphylU^Sy Jto joyn with 
Falentinct and hinder TrihigUd and his Men from palfing the Rivers. Leoy though 
a Sot, and given to all luxury, vet did what was enjoyned, which perplexed

Underftanding that many Soldiers ftraggled, andablcnted 
thcmfelves from their Colours, he lent to Theophilns^ the Vicar of ^fia^ eimrcls 
order tliat he Ihould caule liich Fugitives to be apprehended, and held incufrody 
till he Ihould have s^uainted lum, and received direflions how further to deal 
with them: buttob^ure liich^one as Ihould be found again to ablent himlelf 
after he had been once difoovered to {haggle, Ihould forfeit his whole Eftate. 

This he ordered toward the end ol January y in reference to the Soldiers that quar- 
tered in the Provinces, and there ftraggled abroad ; tbere^was a great want of 
ibme courle for ftoppihg litch as flocked to Conftantinopk- Four days a W, or the 
firft of February y he fignol a Conftitution dire£^cd to Romalianus the rrnfeci of 
the City, wherein he enjoyned him.

fent to Gildo for Affiftance ; and was denied both it, and obedience from the Moor $ 
is evident enough from Claudia^ alfo, in his Poem concoming the fixffi Confulfhip hojiti. 
of Honor MS ; where he compares Gildo and AUrkh together in their dilbbedience 
to that Emperor, whom he faith, they often delpfed with a proffoane mind. Tffis jmcmii 
was but the Year aftey the date of the ^i^ inlcribed to him as Megifter MtHtum j 
fothat hefeems, as isi^d, tofi|tw played ftiftand loole5 andom while to have^J,7/»,x 
pretended Obedience aiuf Frienmhip, andthen, again, declined his Duty, as^^/U^ vm prop 
riebdid; and diat often, asthe Poeteiqprcffcth itby theword^</e.

76, The Grandfather is by the Poet carried into ftJy^ but the Father himfelj 
tmto /4rcadiNSy with whom at the verylirlf, when lighing w^ould give him leave, ' 
he falls into a grievous expolhilarion. Are matters come unto this pals ? Is “ /.v- . ; 
there Dilcord rifen betwdxt Brothers by the intervention or means of a Aloor^ «« />w . 
and the united World and Courts of Brethren now difagree ? Is the Udeti'anJ “ 
prclervation of Oildo a fit prize for lb great fury ?^A Man indeed remarkable fiir 
his Morals, and to lx; defended at any raic, in relpetl: to w'hole merits a Brother “ 
is to part with his fraternal kindncls !

him, to trufl: thy lelf with liich a Monftcr ? But lie largely rewards theetbr ir, “ 

and hath brought over many Cities into thy lot. Therefore mull Right be bought “ 

and fold? Hiall Treachery be accc})tablc, if inmxluccd by reward? Then af- “ 

ter Ibmc tilings liiidagainfl: G'//-/*:; for his inainflancy and perfidioulhels, he puts “ 

Arciidhts in mind how' odious Treachery w'as to the ancient Romans : how Paori- “ 
c/tfj would not makeuleof that Treafonof the Servant agaiiilthis Mailer, and" 
how Camtllus rcftorcd the Boys to the belieged City. " 

77. He proceeds to tell him that wliat,othcrs refilled to admit of againll an E- " 
nemy, he, to the great infamy of the Age, doled with againll liis ow n Bro- " 
thcr : that Gildo now conferred the Government of the South on w'hom he plea- 
led; which w'ay Ibcver hi;> inconftantand tottering fancy moved, thither went " 

ZyhU 5 and Africk w'as become the gift of a A4oor. At length he defircs him to " 
avoid the treachery and perfidious defigns of that people, and not engage in a *" 

War againll his Brother, 3n Ad ion which might become only and v, . .. 

nxy and a crime fit for the APbors to commit. Thathelhoiiidhavca refiiedto 
the merits of St/l/cho, who had done lb great things for both the Brothers, and “ 
now was Father-in-law to Honprius zs d\Co to Serena his Wife, their near Kinl- " 
woman. At parting he defires only thatlie wouldiwithdraw his hand from Gildoy " 
and luffer him to fall, for he kneV Stilicho w'ould do his bufinels. To this, 'Area - " 
diits anl\vercd,t!iatlie lliould he obeyed, that none was dearer to him than Sn/icho-f^u 
that the Rogue in Africk fliould perifh for him, and the Country return fafer 
than formerly to his Brother. " A w'ondcr now it is, that Baronins \ho\x\d liiy , that 
no diff-Tenceisfound to have, been betwixt ArcaAinsmd f-hnvf'ius, about taking 
away the Province of Africk : the greater wonder, betaulc Ac cites Clandiany^ and 
gives credit to him in other matters, as arc not near lb evident as that foj- vvhicli 
\vc now contend. It is no way probable, that the Poet w'ould counterfeit lb mate- 
rial a thing, a matter of liich confeqiiencc as this, take lb much pains, and life lb 
many words aboutit. But it is luperfluous to lay any more ; had we alleged but on- 
ly whathelaitb atthecntranceint9 his Poem, that the C6Wor</ of the Brothers noiv 
returned, it had been enough. The ftrengthof Gildo coohdeted, and what help 
he raiglit have received by the means of Hutropius, Providence ordered it well for 
JIenorius,.dyit 2m. opportunity was prclented of letting one Brother againll ano- 
ther, and revenging ills Treachery upon him, in the lame way as he had dealt be- 
twixt ihe fwo Emperours. Thus by his death was Africk delivered from great 
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Sc£V. I. opprcHioii C he being a molt tyrannical and wicked man, as Claudia»iets him out) ^ 
and that Country returned into obedience to the Empire, togeilier witli the Oomi- « « 

nion of which was lb large, that it alone became die charge of a Comes, ^ ^ 

who.in the Motitu of the Entire is called Comes Gildottiaei Patrimonii. His Per- 
Ibn fell not into the hands of his Prol^utors, diou^i his Effate did. for Zo^- 
mus writes, tliat left he fhould come alive into dieir power, he hanged him- 
fclf. . 

78. Now, as it always happened after the fuppreflion of a Tyrant, followed a 
profecution of his Friends and Abettors; and this continued a long time, beha- 
ving, by keeping the power lb many years, cftabliflied an intereft very confider- • 
able. And to be lure, upon fuch occalions there wanted not thole, who would ac- 
cufe, right or wTong, hoping to ingratiate thcmlclvcs, by laying the charge of 
T reafbn to thole perions after m^oIc EHrates they gaped ; and a Icnle of this opprel- 
lion aftcr-luch Conquefts, drew out fcveral Laws from Princes for fupprellionof this 
Ibrt of Cattel. Honorius w’as now very early put in mind to do the like. For we 
find an Edift dire£l:ed toward the beginning of Murch to ZiSfurus,^ the Proconful of 
Zfrick\ w'hcrein he declares, that he will not liiffcr innocent perlbns to be ruined n'iamib[\ 
by the Acculatious of crafty Men, under a flievv of falle Crimination: and if “ 

rJir' ft>ch fbould attempt any fuch matter, they muft know, thaf they lhall feel the le- “ " 

verity or the Laws tor luchohences, ■whereby being made intamous, they w'ere 
allb to be driven into banifhmcnt. “ I’his hallc M'as made to obviate the pradiiles 
of InVbrmers •, for it mull: have been prelcntly after rhe Defeat of Gi/do, being lb 
early in the year. As hereby Honorius could not but pleale all honeft Men, both in 
Zfrick., and other places ; lb wc know not how grateful he was to the in 

reference to a thing he now did, relating unto their Country. That payment call- 
■ cd GU bdis Cvllatio^ and belonging to Senator s^ though ufually payed, had been re- 

. mitted, it leems, to Ibme in Spain, and probably by Theodoftus their Countryman, 

. out of kindnels to their Nation, and rclpefl: to the circumftances of certain perlbns, 

who by realbn of Poverty, or Ibrae Employment, as Pagan Priefthood in die Cities, 
might pretend to excule or favour. One of this number w'as Eventius,^ Senator, but 
poor, being the Prieft of the Province, andpoflibly under other qualifications; 
and now the Gltbdis CoUatio was demanded for luch Lands as he Hood poirelTed of. 

He denyed payment, alleging and pleading privilege from the Immunities granted 
to the Pricltsof Spain in general, and the particular qualifications of his own per- 
Ibn ; upon his Reliilal the Officers betook themlclvcs to Felix the PmfeCius Prx- 
/<7rio of (/<*//, to whole Government, Spain, asaDioccls, was at this time fubjeft, 
and he approving of EventiushxiciixxSk, declared him free from the Tax. But 
the matter.rcfted not here, but was reported to the Emperour ; who taking it into 
conlideration, by a Relcript diredied to Felix, declared firft that diis Impolkion “ " 

was a Burthen of the Soil, and not any perlbnal charge, and dierefore upon ne-Z^/i-*' 

• celfiry they muft be liable to it that received the Revenue pf the Lands. This con- “ 

fidered, he ordains xbzti^ain, andconlequently Eventius, fhould only enjoy that 
jfrivilege of Exemption for the prelent time ; but for the future, in payment of “ 
ducs,bc bound to the cuftoms of other Provinces. “ . * 

79. The Sea being now open, and all Impediments removed for bringing 
Provifions to Rome, Honorius publilhcd a Conftitution for tlic good Improve- 
ment of this Advant^e^ Corn and conlequently Bread being now cheaper, he *

whereas it wasuliial for Judges, in way of punifhmcnt, to condemn t viminal Per- 
fons to the lervicc and drudgery of the Bake-houfe 5 fomc perfons at this time (Ee- 
clcfianiicks or othersj out of a fort of pity, made it their bufinels to procure Ke- 
icripts for fetehing them thence, to the hindrance of fo neceflary a Service. Of 
this he takfis notice alfo to Thcodorus ; And, upon his headtliatlhould goalxjut “ r. 5 - 
, to obtain foch Warrants ; as alfo, fueh Judge and his Officers as Ihould approve “ 

of it, lie lets the like Fine of five pounds of Gold. ** 

. 80. But with the Judges or Governors of Provinces he found great fault at the 

Clofo of die Year ; dicir Ambition being fo great, diatno Laws could put a flop 
•unto it. We have heard how often diey had becij|prohibited from making new 
Works, and raifingnew Structures, whereon to traiifinit their Names to Pofteri- 
ty : yet they could not forbear, butfome of tliem bufied themlclves fo far therein 
at this time, that it drew forth from him another Edift, wherein he commands 
rarbithe TbvodontSy that, Widiout leave obtained from the Prince, none dare to do it ; “ ^ ^7-‘f 
CTnorsof Ornaments of Cities confiding in Iron, Marble, and other Matcri- “ ^Lf/col'y^ji 

als, that they remove them not from one place to another without the conlent of “ loitL ' 

liim Praftiit under the penalty of three pounds of Gold ; which Fine he ah 
fo impoleth upon any Corporation that lhall notejefend themlelvcs, butfuffer'* 
their Town to be deprived of its Ornaments. But as for the publick Granaries “ 
and Stables, or Harbours for Cartel, if the Judges 8f Provinces w'ill attend the “ 
building of them, he commends their jnduftry therein. “ But thole were Works 
far below their conlideration ; efpecially their quality, not becoming the induftry 
of fuch Perfons as built noble ana large Srrudures ; and not only fo, but had Sta- 
tues of Brals, Silver or Marble creded to their Memories. This was done by tlic • 

jyecur tones of Ibmc Cities, to flatter them ; for foch intelligence Honor ins received : 
and in this lame Conftitution commands Theodor us ^ That foch Judge as liad re- “ t.i. dt 
ceived them without the Emperor’s Approbation, be deteded. For his punifli- “ z 

ment, he will have him forfeit fourfold of what he had got in that Dignity he had “ cd.% u ^' ' *' 
polluted, together with liis extorted and prefomed Titles ; and withall, incurr“ 

Infamy, or lols of Reputation. In conclufion, he declares tliat they lhall not fail “ ,

\uvhi' 6 >t- 8 1. The Fafti and Monuments of the following Year, or the C C C X C I X. of 
w conful Quj. jjord, prelent us with the name of but one Conful. This was FI. Malltns Tift- 
odoruSy a Perfon very eminent in thole c^pys, as well for his great Learning, Elo- 
quence and Excellency of his manned, as the greatnels of his Qyality and For-^' 
tune. Of this, St. /fuguftine gives large teftimony ; who might be thought to fa- 
vour him as a Chriftian, h^d not Qoudian the Poet written a moft elegant and lear- 
ned Pancgyrick upon the occafionof this ConluUhip ; wherein he extraordinarily 
extols him for leveral things, and his Vertue in general. And with Vertue he ^ ' 

Hill the gins, which he lets forth virtth her excellent qualities. That fhe is a price unto her ly q-i'in 
in“^j°^felf, witlioutany external Reward ; being alone altogether fecure, and unconcer- 
ltd Vane- ned as to Fortune: That flie is not puffed up with Honour or Preferments, neither 
^ “P“" covets to be rendred famous by Applaulcof the Vulgar ; being delirous of no ex- 
* ternal afliftancej nor Handing in any need of Praife $ as abundantly fotisfied vvith 
her own Riches, and being noU;o.lie tiToved by any Accidents ; looking at a dil- '«>- 
tance, and as from an high Tower, upon the Affairs of mortal Men. Yet is Ih^ii 
fought after and courted by Honour, thou^ umyilling ^ as appeared in the ConluffP 
that w'as fetched fr om die Plough, and in him (Theodorus : ) whom being intent up- 
on the feared of the Myfterfes pf Nature and of die World, now’Emeritc, and re- 
moved from Judicature, the lame Authority and Dignity lifid embrace, with 
Addition of die Coniidar Ornaments. To make this out in elegant words, ,he tells 
him how his firft and ruder Years did indeed mold and falhion him to foch a pofture 
as fitted him for the Curulelife y and that tne old Men, out of the admiration of 
his Prudence and Elocmence, diou^ they be wont to delpife Youth, gave place un- 
to him. Now did he oetake himfolf to the Fornm, *and there defended acculed per- 
fons (the cuftome of die young Noble Men of Pome, to fit themfolves for great Eni- 
ploymentsj where the Bench was amazed athis Language. After this, pan of /./- 
ijfu approved pfftis Adminiftradon of Juftice $ fo that, itleems, he was made Pro- 
•errh hii oonlul, ot Vicar of y^rick ; then was Mteedonia and the W alls of PeM committed 
‘‘'i meats, tohis charge ; which thereupon conceived as great joy, as when PhUip their King 
fought his prolrcrous Battels, or when they heard die New'S of the Fall of Fonts. 
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by M'hich m’C may underlland, that he w'as made Pr^efdfus Pr*torio of Jllyricum. 
Now would not the Court any longer permit that the Cities Ihould have him all to 
thcmfelves ; but rcfblvcd to make him her owji, that he might give forth Edifts to 
Nations, and to Petitioners, Anfwers. He tells him, the Oraeles of the Emperor 
incrcaled by his Eloquenee ; neither did ever Pomav Majefty (peak more graceful- 
ly, than by his mouth. , 

82. Hereby mull: be meant, that he was Qn-tflor ; whofe work it was to corn- 

pole Edifts and Anfwers, and to be the mouth of the Emperor to the people. But 
from tliis Employment, he was railed to be Qmvs Suritrum /^r iitiomniy as ap- 
jTcarsfrom what he fings concerning Sacred Riches, Tributes and Gold, both of 
Mines and Rivers, being committed to his charge. And now^-as a Mariner who had , 
been uled to the Oar, when ha^g obtained fulncient skill^is removed to be Pilot;to 
command the whole Veflel, and givedireftions to all that are in it : So was he remo- 
ved, to govern both the Spanijb and Grrm.-.n Ocean ; and Britt Atn allb, leparated • 
from the rcil of the W'orld ; being obeyed by flow' ylrar, fierce Rhodams^ and 
rich Ikrns : So that he obtained die Dignity of Pr.^fvettfs PratUfrio of GaH, Ha- 
ving run through all thele Honours and Employ nnaits in one Age, in a fvvift courlc, 
and while as yet but a young Man ; beingarriyeclav the pitch of Glory, henowdc 
lircclcaleand thclliadc : wherehe gave hioiulf wholly to the ftudy of all the parts 
of Philolbphy ; 'vdiich the Poei runs thio jgh in a learned, though Poetical llile. ; 
He tells him, that with he irradiated the obfcurc Afts of the Greeks j 

having tianflated, as heliiiKs, the Dialogues of the School of Socrates, and the 
Works of other great Philofbphers. Niiw he thought himlclf fully at call* ; ha- 
ving taken up his Station, and call: Anchor, andfully plealed himlclf therein ; and 
Boohs tbllow'ed Books, w’hicli would live for Ages after his Dccealc : When Ju- 
llicc out of Heaven beheld him loitering, and her Laws greatly wanting liich a 
Judge ; which fight not enduring, Ihc forlbok her place amongft the Stars, and 
came down to Lig/tri a-, where entring his Houle, fhe found him drawing the lines 
of a Ccleftial Sphere indufl:, as the Ancients w'ere w'onttopra£ticc their Mathema- 
ticks. With many good w ords and commendations Ihc let upon him to perfvradc 
him, that the Glory of his time already paircd,*might not lufficc ^ foralmuch as no 
time ought to prelcribc how much, or how' long, Manldnd w'as to be taken care of ; 
and Prudence is not contained in aiw bounds. She demands, if he think It more 
worth his w'hile to dwell upon abftrule Notions ? Whether the Precepts of his /*/«- 
/(jmorejirofittcd.^//l>r»r ? or the AQiions of him who deftroyedthe Eaftern Fleers, 
carried the City in Boats, and delivered it from being burnt by the Mede ? mean- 
ing ThemiftocUs. She lliew'cd how much Lycur^us profitted Sparta by his levcre 
Ordinances ; whereas the Doftrinesof Pythagoras, and his Years of Silence, could 
give no relief to Tarentum. 

83. Tdlinghim, that now' Clemency and Piety, Petce and Fidelity, w'erewith 
her Iclf relblved to come and live in the Cities, Ihe defircs him to return with

Learning. jjj jjjg Lincaments^j and admires him for his Eloquence, and his Books written 
concerning Tht Original of fhe fVorld, and the farts or Faculties of the Soul ; 
w hich, *to our great lofi, have milcarricd ; and wherein, he fifth, he exprelfcd 
his ow'n manners and difjwfition. After all this, he fubjoyns, that the Emperor

L-y-s^ Stage-pkys, Combatings with wild fiea{f.s, Mimicks, and all* Ibrts of MuHck and ^ o o 
Voices * amongfl: which, Or(;ans moved by Watery Dancing upon Ropes, flying 
in the Air, and other Feats ot* Activity, Sights of Fire, and of floats fwimming 
on thJU'hcatre. Barthius^ one of thofe Learned Men, who, by tlicir Notes and 
'*’vhli)u'cd Commentaries have explained this Poet, oblcrves, that amongfl theie, he makes no 
rc no G/J-’ mention (ff the becaufc Co;sy?d»r/»t?, he faith, had formerly taken them 

ttn- away. But he was miftaken, indeed prohibited tlicm in the Eafl.; but 

at ^f>?»t‘they were ftill in fafllion, and not prohibited fully, till live years after by 
• Honoritts. Indeed all good Men were troubled they fhould be continued : and the 
Chriftian Bifhops made often great complaints of it; and this lx;ing a 

confeienrious Chrifliai^he rcafbn is ratlier th^ce to be fetched, vvhy at his 
• Shows they were not ^hibited. His Virtues and Learning were fb great as to 
move Oaudian, though a Pagan, to write liicli aPanegyrick, as in the opinion of 
the faid- Bmh'nts^ is a mofl Learned, mofl Eloquent, and t.wtum non, a Divine 
Book ; pointing to a great part of the Mytterics of humane Wifdom, whicli, if 
one would interpret, as it deferves, it were neceffary to fearch into all the Archives 
and Treafures both of Gnccc and iMimn. Indeed, it defeives the perufal of all that 
arc concerneil in liich matters ; and fbme relpecl to it, as well a*: to the Man, hath 
madejis more tetlious, than wc intend U) he hereafter upon any I'uch Concerns. 

84. But the Poet in his Exultation u|ion the promoiiun of ^todorusy applauds ^ . . 

the Fate of Virtue , *Wit, Induftry. and Dcfert, that anfwer^le Returns \verc 
made unto them ; that the CV//A' Chair was not violated; that no filthy Names 
polluted the Fafli ; that tliis Honour M-as granted to valiant Men, being fiicli as be- 
longed to the Fathers alone, and w'ould never bring any flaamc to Rome ; whereby qS m,mti ‘ 
lie icems to tax what was done this year by y^rcadms in the Eafl, and thofe about 
. him.For he that was defigned there Conliil for this year w’as verily no other than din cZi^s, 

■ i cmiiW tropin i the Eunuch, who was far from pleading merit ; was neither valiant, nor could f « d /.> 

be a Father, and therefore by him the Cisfr#/f Chair was violated, the 
polluted, and Ibame redounded, if not to Romcy toiJo»jl.intinopk •, as the lame }' 0)1 Jim rtc 
I’oct with elegancy fiifficient, lets it forth in othtr Poeq|s, he w'rotc againfl this vile 
Man. He obtained the Honour of and further than that, 01 PatrUhr/^ or 


the Father of the Prince, which was no wonder, conlidcringthe power he w'as ar- 
rived at ; it had been a greater wonder, Iiad he continued info extravagant a ’I:)*' 
power. As his Ambition railed him, C) it pulled him down, and gave him not 
much time to enjoy his ConfulQiip, but brought on Ipeedily his Deftrutfion ; of 
which, becaufe Gaines was the Procurer, wc lhall begin with die matters of that 
Trajfor, where we left them, andfliew*outof d^ofimns how one Vcrrhinc, as fre- 
quently it happens, devourcth anotlipr. 

85. wonderfully cried up the Atcliicvmcnts of Tribipild to the Empe- 
rour, and affrighted fbrely the Senate and all die Courtiers, affirming he would 
march to the Htllefpont^ and put in danger die prclent poflurcof Aflaii-s, if the 
Prince would not have » relpeO: to his Propofals. This he did cunningly, that 
j^rcaditts might not dilixivcr his intentions, and diat by fiich tilings as fhould be 
granted to Tribipildy he might have greater advantage to put them in execution. 

^ For it did not fb much grieve him, that he himfelf was, asl)e thoyght, defpifed; 

as it enraged him to fee now preferred to the higheft pitch of Dignity 

" iiicrc. and Power, having obtained to be Gbnjuly and to be honoured with the Tide of 
iriOTi.rc- PatritUn. Tfiefc werctlie tme.piotives to C/4/w»to attempt an alteration, and 
Dcatii^ being now prepared for it, he refblvCd in the firfl place to compafs the death ^ 

;■ to ’ Jdutropms, While he yet lay in PhrygUy he lent to the Emperour, to let him know, 

™ know ^bat by reafbnof the great ConduSk and Experience of Tribigildy he was utterly 
at a lofs ; that tliere w'as no withflanding of him •, butthat muft ncccfl'arily be 
''rni in,,. except he would condelccnd to what he dcfired, whereof this was the main, 

ifi i;Wn that Hutropmsy as the grand Author of all mifehiek, might be given uji into his 
'Mr 0 ijib hands, to do with him as he fhould think convenient. Hereupon /Ircadius lent for 
JSutropiusy and abrogated his Power and Dignity, whereupon he Ipeedily betook 
himfelf to a Church of the Chriftians,' which from him had received the privilege '“r-yy ? 
of an yffylum. But G^tnes being very urgent, and faying, ^SaanTribigild would ts clii. 73.?’. 
. not remit any thing of his Indignation, except Eutropms was made away, contrary 

to die Law \vhich gives to Churches the Right of Sanfhiaries, they took him ihcncc 
by force, and banifhed him into C)'r>'«j,wherc he was kept by a flrifliiiGuard. But 
ftill Gaines being importunate and urging the Emperour to put him to death, 2X 
length, they, that were next about liim, eluding by a quirk that Oath they lud 
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givcn/liim, when they took him out of the Church, fent tor Eim back from Cyprus ; £) 

and as if they had only Iworn, that they would not kill him vVhile he renjaiued at 200 
Coujl autinopky removed him to Chdccdouy and there cauled him to be flain. Thus 
was /JutropiuSf after an unwonted manner, treated by fortune in both forts. For 
Ihc promoted him to an higher pitch than ever any Eunuch had attaint 5 Md then 
brought about his Beftruction, for the hatred which thole that were Enemies to 
the Commonwealth laid they bore unto him. Thus J^ofimus, * 

86* 'I hc fiibJlancc of tliis .St»ry is true, but according to his manner, he fails in 
confiderable Circumftances. After his being depofed from his Dignities, he did 
indeed betake himfelf to a Clturch, as to a Santhiary ; but the Church had no fiich 
Right or Pi fvilege of an yfjylum from him. who was fb far from procuringthis 
privilege U) Churches, that the year before, he procuret|fcfrf<</w to make a Law

Bur the People, to which the Church was open, bein^more 
heady and unrulylUlnd moved with an hatred to hisperfbm v;as not lb to be go- 
veravd-, but their golden 11 loutheil Bilhi>p w«s forced to nrounr the Pulpit, and 
charm them with Iiis p Avcrful Khetorick. Some have charged him with itnpu- 
ilence and uninanlyncfs in intuiting over a Man in mifery j but the Oration he 
nuuicjis Hill extant, and lo may fjx-.ik for him and it lelf.

A violent Tcmpcftha'th blown down the leaves, fpoiled the Tree, lb as it dan- ** 
geroully totters; and lb great a ftorm continues frill uix)n it, that having weak-** 
cued ibrely its roots, it threatens to lay it along on the ground. Going on in this “ 
manner, he thence demonftrates to his Auditors, that they (hould all, in all pla “ 
ces, upon all occafions, and at all times ling this Song one to another, Inanity 
of •vanitks : that they Ihould write it on their Walls, in their Cloaths, in the ** 
in ^heir Houles, in the Ways, in their Windows and Doors, andcfptyi-** 
ally in their Conlciences. He then demands /Intropius, whether he did not** 
tell him, that Power, and Wealth were uncertain things : buthc w'ouldnothcar “ 
nc^r bci'ic'. e lii.n ; as neither when he told him, that he was a better Friend to him “ 
than all !us Mattcrers ; that the wounds of a Friend were rather to be endured “ 
than iiu killcs of an Enemy ; this he w’ould notendure then to hear, but levcrc- “ 
ly cIkcIcccI l .im for his faithful admonition. Formerly he ranted againft Church- “ 
es, and '.aas ad for the I heatres. Now the Theatres upon which he had Ipent lus “ 
Trca'tiro, were carn(;fr to cut his Throat.* and tlje Church and Churchmen, ** ’ 

V hvim hcdcipifed, were become his Safeguard and Proteftion. He adds, that** 
this he laid, not to inlult ol cr a proftrate ariU milertibie man, but for the Inftru- “ 
tlion andlmirity of others*, ifbt to make his woiind bleed afrefli, but to keepo-** 

#i'ers invulnerable and in good health, by pdltingthem in mind of the mutability “ 
of luimanc Afr'airs ; which cannot be compared with any thing that can fuffici- ** 
ently cxprels their tnconfrancy, not Smoak, nor Hay, nor Dreams, nor the fine** 
llourilhing Ffiwcrs ofrftc .spring, riiislufliciently appears, fiitli he, in this Man*,for*‘ 

M ho ttuin hirn,\v'as more eminently dignified? Did not all Men fear and reverence ** 
him? butnowhe is bdlome more vTctched than thole in the Goal, more miler-** 
able than Slaves, and more necclfitous than Beggars that ftarve for hunger ; lia-“ 
viiig ev er liefore his eyes. Swords ready bj^^pdillied againft liim^ feeing nothing “ 
but Preei^xs and Executioners *, ahd intent only on the wqy that leads to delerved ** 
puuilhment, having no Friend that will own him in his extreme diftrels. Wliat ** 
need words when your eyes convince you : for the*Emperour having lent his Of- ** 
licers to bring him by Force out of San£fuary, what thing can be more«pale than “ 
he ? a dead Man hath as much colour in his Cheeks ^ his Teeth chatter in his Head; ** 
a tremblinghath invaded his whole Body % his voice is interrupted widi fobbing, ** 
and he frammers in his Ipeech. In liimm, he is in fiich a plight and pndi-** 
tiuii, as w hen ih||ioul i-. altogcdier overcome wichfear. “ s8. This ** 
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88 . This I fay aga^, I Ipcak, not to i-pbraiJ him in Ills misfortimc, or to in- “ 
lult upon him in his milcry ; butthat I uuiy lofteti your nilntls into Con^paffion, “ 
to ftir you up to Commifcratioii, and to pcrlwadc yi>u to bt- latislicd with his prc' “ 
icnt ^uniihment : BccauFc, amongft our people, there are many fb inliumanc, “ 
astotriduce us for receivinghim defiring to fbften the ha rdnels of their hearts, ‘‘ 

I make (iich a reprclentation of his miferies. And, I befecch you, what is that “ 
that C) fticks with you, that cannot be pafTed over ? You will fay, tlust he is now “

more God is to be praifed, v\mo hath fuftered him to be reduced to fiich neceflity , ‘‘ 

4 l[iat he might perceive both the Power and the Clemency of the Church ; its “ 
Power, inthatfueh an alteration is brought about in that Enmity that hp exerci- 
fed againft it *, and its Clemency, in that it covers and protefts its Enemy, as 
with a Shield llretched over him ; defends him with its Wings, and forgetting “ 
former injuries, opens its bofem to receive him. This is more glorious than* any “ 
Trophy, more famous, than Victory ^ this fliames both Pagans and To ** 

oppofe it felf againft the anger of the Emperor, and the intollerable rage, fu-“ 
ry and hatred of the People, is the Ornament of the A Itar. You will fay, an Or- “ 
nament indeed to the Altar, to be embraced by a notorioully w icketf, covetous “ 
and rapacious Man.

Perhaps he hath done you great milchief or injuryj and “ 
we fhall not deny it : But this is not a time to ju^e, but to have mercy ; not to 
require latisfaftion, but to have pity and compalfion 5 not to examine, but to for- “ 
give; not to vote or cenfiirc, but to ablbl ve. Let none of you then be angry and ‘ * 

. incenled againft this Man •, but rather implore the Mercy of our merciful God, “ 

. . that his life may be faved , and that he may be delivered from this inlfoinent dan- “ 
ger, for the correftion of his manners. And let us joyntly become Petitioners “ 
to die Emperor, in behalf of the Church and the Altar, to deflre, that one Man “ 
may be freely granted to it : which, if we do obtain, we lhall both do tliat which “ 
is acceptable to him ; and God himlelf will approve of what we do, and reward “ 
us for it.

Hf EHuence 511. To.tliis purpolc Ipakc thcBlfhopi and his Eloquence failed not of its Sue- 
or cels, bcin^duly regulated by die mediods of Prudence. Had be gone about to ex- 
* cufo him, he had the more enraged the muldtudc : but owning his fault, and lay- 

ing open the ladnels of his condinon, by dilcourling Chriftianly and politickly con- 
cerning the inconftancy of all worldly Affoirs, hcaccomplilhed what he defigned. 

E )r, the Emperor, the Soldiers, and all die People remitted much of their former 
Indignation ; and they were contented that he fhould live, and feel the effedfs of the 
Sanctuary. But, whereas the BiftHlip, in all his dilcourlc makes no mention of 
Claims 1; but only of an Affront or Injury Eutropus put upon the Emperor, as a caule 
of his Calamity : Wc muft tell another ftory from Philoftorgius^ as Nmfh&rus uh.w.a 
from him ; w hich being known in die City, and in euery Man’s moudi, it was 
nit^re prudent in him to touch at it, than to dikxiver the wcaknels of the State, by 
laying before the people the power of Gaines. The Eunuch, grown to luch an 
lieight as to make hin;i unealie to all peribns, was now fb bclbtted with pride and 
folly, as to offer leveral Affronts to the Emprels j imagining (poflibly) he might be 
the more bold, becaufo Ihe liad been preferrtxl to that Dignity by his procurement. 

^vtp/Mhad Amongft other extravagancies, he threai^d, that in a little dmche w'ould caule 
. .rrd the her to be taken out of the Palace, and lent liome. She, exceedingly enraged liereat, 

' Daughters iJPulcheria and j^rcadia) in her Arms, and went to 

. her Husband, crying, and bewailing her condition ; and bidding him to look upon 

their Children, Ihc ti^ into a great palfioa of weeping, and otherwile behaved 
her Iclf as a Woman w ould dcito move compaflion. j&cadius was extreamly mo- 
ved, and lb far conccnibd for her dnd his Daughters, th9the fliewed himlelf an 
Hni^cror indeed ; for he deprived Eutropius of his Wealth and Dignities, and ba- 
nilhcd him into the Ifland of Cyprus. Not king after, beh^ accqled, that when he 
entred the Conlullhip, he had made ule of lome Beafts or Horles, as laith Philo, 
Jhrgius, which t^ Emperor alone might uie, though Nieephorus turns it into Or- 
naments ; he wjis fetched thence, and brought to Pantyehium ; where he w'as heard 
.ind tryed before y/wmViwM tYv&PrufeSl^ and other Bluftrious Peribns : by whom 
being found'guilty of hainous Crimes, he was put to death. 

92. Wliatcvcrihc particular was whei|inhehadinjured or vexed the Emperor,

Let Butropius know, allb,- that he is f jioilcd of the Dignity of Patritian^ and all o- “ 

ther inferior Honours, which he hath polluted with the Wickednefr of his Man' “ ' 

ners. We command that all Statues, Images*, as well of Brafs, as Marble ; as“ 

well painted, as wrought out of any iubfrantial matter ; be utterly defaced, abo- “ 

lifhed and removed out of all Cities, both private and common ; left the i^^es of “ 

arfy be polluted by fiich a Mark of this our Age. And let liini, with a fumcient ** 

Guard, be carried into the Iftand of Cyprus : to v\ hich your Highnefs njay take “ 
notice he is banifhed ; that being there carefully watched and kept clofe, he may “ 
not, by hismadnefs, confound all things. “ Such is the Edi^f, according to the 
Stile of this Age, which fets Eutropius out as a filthy Monfter. To it CUnAiun feems concim.iigui 
to have ref jx:tl: in his Preface to his Second Book againft this Eunuch ; when he dtnxntuvuir^^ 
faith, that his Madnefs fell by the Wound of a litti® Paper ; that the cruel Work 
of Mars was dilpatched by one Letter. .fVnd as it’s little to be doubted but that he lUtn mi*ii #*. 
faw and perufed the Edift : So his Poems againft Eutroj^ius are but an elegant 
Comment upon a harfti and rugged Text fb lively are his Reprefentations of his 
Wickednefs, and the difgrace that redounded to the Empire, and the Confulftiip, 

by his being preferred to lb high a Dignity. All along he makes it no other than a ^ „ 

Prodigy, or feme Portentous thing, to have an Eunuch (an old Woman he terms <.7 
him) to be fecn in the Trahea, or Confular Oriianients ; and infifts upon the pol- 
luting of the Pa^i by his Name. In fumm, he ui^es his Adminiftration and Pre- ‘mtu 
ferment as the Violation of all Order, Fitnefs and Decorum. 

95. Eutropius -was now gone^ butnotallthe ctfeftsof his Male- Adminiftration.

94. As forjneBy upon the Death of ^«^/;4«xanc||Confilcating his Elhite, follow- 
ed an unjull profecution of his Relations and Friends, which drew out an Hdi£l 
from y^readttts for their juif defence ; ibnow che Informers being at worke, and 
feveral unjuftly troubled about that they could not help, as to Jf/aropius ; he di- 
rected another Law of the &me Nature to EutjehUnHs^ whereby he orda ins that 
Unjuft Accu- there the Punilhment lie where the Fault is placed*, that Kindred and known Fami- 
fc'rcftwined.^' liars bc proteCted from Calumny, being luch as their Society did not render Guilty 

of the Crime, for as much as neither Affinity nor Friendlhip are any Crimes in^ ‘ 
themlelves. He rciblvcs that Offences Iball reach their Authors only, and Feafc 
Ihall proc^d no farther than the Offence, which he commands him to intimate to 
all the Judges. There might be more need for this Law, bccaulc the MaetdoniMs 
were wont to put to Death alfb the Kindred of thole that were condemned for Trea* 

Ibn, which though not ordinarily praCfilcd amonglf the Romans, yet under cruel 
Princes, the Friends of thole that liiffcred upon that Account, were wont allb to be 
Sacrificed to their fury 5 which PraCfice yfreadius by this conftitution now obviates 
amongft the Gree/tj' and 4 fiattcks ; though by this Law he doth not repeale that 
levereone made by procurement of JEutropi/ss, whereby the Sons of thole there / 
made Traitors miglit be freed from the Pain contained in it ; for amongft Propinqui polk

lop. Fraintns was hereupon acculed, that he did not prolecutc his Enemy as he 
might have done, but liiffercd both him and the /Cr Airw/j that were with him to 
elcape, being his Countrymen, and delcended with him from the lame .Original.

He replied, that he was of 
warf^otcccd- another ScCf ; and defired, that he might have another Church alone to liitnlelf^ 
cd his Merit, aiidtlioleof Iiis own opinion ; urging, that he had well dclerved it by his manly 
Services , performed Ibr the Romans in the Held. The Billiop told him plainly, 

• tliat Iiis Rewards already exceeded his Merits ; tor he had the Honour of being a 
General, and enjoyed the Confiilar Dignity: That hcoughtas w'elltoconfider 
what he had formerly been , as what he was at prelcnt ; to refleft upon 
his former Poverty, and compare it with his prelent Abundance; and the Cloatlis 
lie formerly liad worn, with the lubit which now he ufed. He porlwadcd him 
well to weigh thele things in his mind, and not be ingrateful towards iliem that 
had lb preferred him. With thele and other words his Mouth was ftopped, and 
he had no more to lay. 

nr. for others write, that he upbraided him with the Breach of his Oath made 
to the Emperour’s Father, whereby he engaged to be true to tlie Roman intcreft, 
to him, and his Sons*, and to be obedient to the Laws, which now he went about to so^omtn 
break. He llicwed him, that an Hdi 8 : had been made by Theodofuts, whereby ^.4. 
Schilinaticks were prohibited to hold any Meetings within the City: and he uled 
And itinJm many pcrf\\'afions to ^rcadius, to maintain what his Father therein had done. 

Ills httvinR a jjyt liowevcr this ftopped Iiis mouth for the prclent, and the Bilhop got the better 
fcmlnti iSs to the Church ; Gaines conlulted how to break his Oath, and deftrw the Ci- 
AfUui. ty ; at vi hat time a Cornet of a preat Magnitude appeared over it, and leemed ta 
predict the danger it was in, byitsunulual Magnitude, ftreaming forth almoft to 
die ground, and making luch a terrible fight as formerly was thought not to have 
been Icen. He firft attempted to leile upon die Wealth of the Bankers, and thence 
. raile a great Sum of Money ; but his Dcfign was Ibrac way dilcovered ; and they 
hid their Gold, and no longer cxpoled it to view ujxin their Tables: whereupon 
he lent a Party of Barbarians by night to fire the Palace. They, when they came 
th idler, were ftruck with fuch a fear, that they returned widiout any rerformance, 
affirming they had feen a vaft number of armed Men, terrible to behold, for the 
vaftnefi of their Bodies, and they concluded it was an Army verily brought into 
the City. But he knowing there was no luch Army to be come by, gave them no 
credit ; and the next night after lent others, who relating the lame thing, he went 
himlclf, and w'as a Speflatorof the fight ; at which he concluded, diat there was 
indeed a number of Men which guarded the Court in die night dmc, and in die 
day concealed thcmlelves. He counterfeited himlelf to vexed by a Spirit, and 
as intending therein to pray, icifedona Church built by dielate 7 »t«>io/?wtothe 
Honour o^ Jfohn Baptfjl, in the HebdomnSy fcven Miles from the City.

”ifc"on conveyed out their Weapons in Waggons wont to*be ufed by Women, which, 
when the Watch dilcoverqd, they endeavoured to, hinder; but the Barbarians 
fell on diem, and put them to the Sword. Immediately the whole City was in an 
uproar, death Iccming now toftand at every M&n’s Door ; yet itcon^ued lafe, 
the Gates being once Ihut, and well fortified. The Emperour in the nick of time 
proclaimed Gaines Traitor, and commanded, that the Barbarians which were left 
within the Walls fhoukl be flain. The Soldiers accordingly fell to work with 
them, .aud killed moft ; and they burntthc Church of ffie Gothsy wherein they that 
were alTumblcd perilhed by fire, the Gates being lb fall; Ihut upon them, tha& 
they bad no way to elcape.

Tlierein 
he tells his Auditory, That he had been filent a long time, but not through idle- “ 
neli, oraiiyfault of his own ; but he had been abroad, compofing Tumults, and “ 
laying inch Stoims as had hlen ; and endeavouring to bring into die Haven iiich as ‘‘ 
were cruelly toffed, and endangered by Tempefts. This being done, he was “ 
now returned to them who continued in’lafe harbour, or fan their courfe ia“ 
great* tranquility. To them he went to lay die Storm; and he was now re- “ 
imn’d, that diey at home might have no ludi Tempell: arilc. “ However, Gaints 
being come into the C/urro^r/z/r, as dwtrjrt'j writes, rclblyed to pals thence over to Lib^.c. :. 
/umpjacusy torctlucedie ^ftern Parts ’under his power. But the Emperour ha- 
ving lent away Forces to oppofc him both by Sea and by Land, a miraculous thing 
happened by God’s providence. For, the Barb^ri.insy wanting Ships, made uie 
of Boats they made for the purpolc ; and in them they attempted to pals over, « 

juft as die Romtn Fleet happened to come by. The wind blew very hard, and die 
Romans calily palfod over ; butthe greateft part of the Barbarians was drowned, 
together with their Horles, being gtievoully diftreffed by the Tempeft ; andlbme 
of the Romans allb, milcarried. As lor Gatm sy he took another courle through 
Thraesy and lalling amongft Other Forces of the peri (hed with thole 
barians xhtit were with him. 'Lhele things Soicratts liaving related, refers us to 
written certain Authors, which I wifli it were as eafic now to find, as it was to him to 
mention. He bids us, if we woultl know accurately the Hiftory of this War, to 
read the Poem called Gainas of Eujdius SchoUfiuus ; who at the lame time was die 
Scholar of Troilnsy the Shophift % and being an eyc-Witncls, delcribed it in four 
Books,* written in Heroick Vcrlc': a Poem which was in great efteem, the matter 
being fo frcfli in memory.

vinces ) yet iiowevcr the late difficulties and fears for the future^ required fiich 
care and circumfpe^ion, that the Roads and other places throughout the Pro- 
vinces, were conflantly full of peribns of employment and quality, vi^ho were 
ihmiMs pre- lent to provide againft any Diufters that might befal them.

H E Rumour of the Invalion of Itafyy though’but yet defigned, being 
fprednbroad $ incredible it is, with what Conftemation, the minds of all 
Men there, were fieTed ; as not accuftomed to ftich Attempts. And, as 
fear is always ingenious, if not to invent, yet to patronize all preten- 
ded Omens $ all ftrange things that of late time had liappened, were very ladly 
rehearfod in difoourfo, by one Neig^ibour to ^odier. One talked of fevcral Mon- 
• fters newly produced to the view and admiration of the World . and, according to 

his Ethnick Religion, difoourled of the Thunders lately heard, what the 

line Prophefies foretold to happen about tliis time j and what ill luck the Krds by 
their inauipicatc Voices and Gefturcs, did portend. Others, more Philofophically, 
argued the Empire to be in extreme danger, from the frequent palfions of the 
Moon; wtuch the Vulgar believed to proceed ftom oth^rCaulcs, than the interpo- 
fition of the Earth betwixt her andfhe Sun. They related, what ftrange Hail- 
ftones, of an unulual b^eis they had 'feen: told ho^ir Bees, at an unlealbnable 
time, attempted to (warm j and called to mind, how a Comet of extraordinary 
bignefs and fti^ had lately appeared. But, above all, the ftrange light of two 
Wolves moft affixed them: which, when the Emperor was riding atooad, pre- 
fonted themlelves to his view, and had the courage *to fot upon the Company. Be- 
ing received upon the points of* Spears andiSwordc, they were eafily dil^tched ; 
but when their bdlies were t^ned, there appeared two hands of a Man $ in one a 
Right, and in the other a Left ; bloody, and with die fingers ftretched out. This 
Prodigy they concluded, did threaten the Founder whereof was nourifhed 

by a Shee Wolf, <thoi^ the Poet applies it to theViftory afterward obtained. 
They now began, he mth, to reckon and caft up the Age of the City 5 and they 
cutoff part of the time, and anticipated die. termof' twelve hundred Y«arsprc- 
diffed by the Augurs. This, indeed,* Wa^ but thd M C L V year of the City ;

Me had 
inveighed againff a Statue erefrcd on a colunm of Porphyry near the Church of 
St. Sophia, to her memory 5 with which fhe was fonetled, that for this and o- 
Limflicd.^ ther provocations fhe pretended, flie fo far incenled her Husband, that feveral 
Bifhops were lent for to Co/tftantmople, and aniongft others, Theophihts of Alexaa- 
drU, onpurpofoto depofehim, wnidithey did accordingly, and having put one 
Arfacius mto his place, he was banifhedtoC«f*5/»j. The People, whom, asAofi- 
' . mus tells us, he had a wonderful Art in pleafing, fell into great tumults; and on the 

other fide Arcaditts obnoxious to his Wife ( a proud, high Woman) and if you 
will believe that Writer, wonderful dull and filly, forbade their meetings. After 
thebanifhmentof the Bifhop, a great Fire happened in the City, which his E- 
nemies attributed to the Contrivance of his Party ; and they to that of thofo that 
• ejeded him ; and many Examinations wbre had hereupon, anJHeveral Perfons 
tortured, for Finding out, or clfe concealing the Truth. For diis purpofefove- 
ral Edids we find tliis Year made, which with the occafion of them, being , of 
Ecclefiaftical Concernment, we muft refer to that Hlftory. Of one we wall 
only take notice, which was made upon this occafion ; that tliofe diat they cal- 
led fdricenfes, or belonged to the publique folders, were entertained by the Lords 
of Grounds, to be their Bailies , or to hire, or till their Lands.

Mulft or Punifhmenthut if they came not b^re thcfirftof 0 ^o 4 crfollowing,they ** 
ihould forfeit the double value both of what they pofTefTed and alfo of the Fruits “ 
or Proffits redounding from it. By this and other Laws' it aj^iears how bold fome 
Perfons were in thefo Days, upon the foppreffionof a Tyrant or publique Ene^ 
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a 2. my ; cither to conceal their Goods or Hands, or to feiM on them, as by publick 
Authority ; which was conftrained, afterward, to force them to fhew their Titles. 
But, in llich dilbrdcr did ftill continue, that, to redreft the Inconveniences 
thereof, the Emperor, in whole Diftrift it lay, was well nigh put to as much 
trouble, as for all the other Provinces belonging to him. Yet, had the Proconfd 
f thereof power of Appeal from other ordinary Judges; and to determine of mat- 

te/-s, Fict as they termed it, fince the beginriing of the Reign of Confian- 
tme\ thougli, before, as well he, as the reft, were appealed from, to the Pr^ft Ci 
of the City. Honor ms ^ now, to lave himlelf tlie trouble, as well as Appellants, the 
I.abour and Cnargc ; declared to the prelent That he would “ 
S'of have this cuftom oblervcd, which now he terms ancient : Adding withal, that “

14. Arcuiiiu this year, from Conflantinopie^ took a Progrcls into BithynU and Ga- 
lacia. htNicCy in Bithynia, we find hi mat the beginning of. by the date of 
a Law, -which there he made concerning Ulury. It muft be known, that, by ver- 
tuc of Ibmc Conftitution, not now extant, in thofe days it had been unlawful for 
Senators to put Money to Intcreft. And indeed, during the Boman Commonwealtli, 
as Gothofrtd oblcrves, by how much pcrlbns were elevated above the ordinary con- 
dicion,and more able to tyrannive over their Debtors;by Ib much the more were they 
reftraincd,in the Exercile of Ulury, by the Laws:yet,to evade thcleLaws,whcn it was 
unlawful for Senators to take Intcrcft, they would receive Gifts or Rewards •, which 
polfibly , might amount to as much as the lutcreft it fell'. And therefore, y^kxan- 
dcr Stverus, permitting a third part to be taken by oriier pcrlbns, allowed Senators 
to receive one half of tlie third part, or two in die hunared. But afterwards, a- 
gain, it became unlawful to them to receive any at all until, at lafr, it leemed 
unreafi)nal)le, that young Senators, or thole that were not of Age, fliould be reftrai- 
ned from lb doing ; both bccaulc their young years were wont to be favoured, and 
they could not make ulcof any power to terrific and opprefi their Debtors. There- 
fore did y^rcadius, Icvcn years and an half ago, declare to £utycbianitsy then Pryfdtj 
That Intcreft, which«was flipulatcd and contracted for, fliould be paid them, as “ 

moderate wgH as tlic Principal. And now, this Year, he thought fit to take off the Re- “ 
rid to St- juj. jgj j all Scnators,lb far,ts,by an EdiCt inlcribed to Optatus, the Prefect “ 

of Gonfiantinoplcf he gave leave to them to receive the half of the hundred by the “ 
Month ; or, as wc lay, fix in the hundred. “ For, as we have formerly fliewn, 
the Romans paid Intercft every Month ; and the hundredth parr, or one* in the 
hundred : lb th^, at that rate, one huudredof our pounds mufi: have brouglit in 
one pound every Month, or twelve by the Year. This was ordinarily allowed by 
the Roman laws to other pcrlbns, w'hatevcr Ibme particular Prince might do. But 
yircadim thought fit to limit Senators to one half.

Thefo things, if they di^ot oblerve, the Fiears “ 
fliould incurr a Mul» of thirty ^ and the Confdares Prefidents^ of twenty “ 
pounds of Gold > and their ©Iflccs forfeit as much: Neither flicjpld* the CW/4/ex“ 
(who were allb to look to the Palaces) go utipuniflied. Such as were lb Ipold, as “ 
•to make ule of the Houles ; If they were of Quality, and h:^ Eftates, were to^e “ 
fined in twenty five pound^lof Gold : If they had mean Fortunes ^ then, tojbe ba- 
nillicd. And, if they themlclves came not diere ; to be fore, their Horlcs were 
not to come near his Stables. “ Thus we lee, that througliout die Provinces, both 
in Cities and Manfions, the Emperors had Palaces ; and that, upon the Roman High 
Ways, for their convenience of vifiting the Icvcral’ Countries. In the Eaftern Em- 
pire, where this Law was made j befides thole of Confiantinopley diere was that of 
y^ntmh’f ^mSona^t Daphne y in that plealant Wood ; befides another at 
in Thrace.

dren. Then were the Relcriptsof the Emperor iffued forth ; whereby the Patri- 
mony of Tiths was aBigned to Stmpronius \ and Inheritances were' pafled over to 
luch as bc^ed them, while the Children ftood by, and, with Groans, invoked tlie 
Ghofts of their Parents. In conclulion, nothing was tranfaded, that did not fill all 
places with Lamentations, and brought not Ibme mifehief to the Inhabitants. For, 
the Prince himlelf wasextreamly fiUy ; his Wife iniblent above Nature, and ex- 
pofed to the Avarice of the Eunuchs, and of her Women, who governed her*, C> 

t hat all Men were rendred milerable, by the Couries they took : and, to modefi and 
civil perfbns, nothing, than death, was more delirable. And, as if this -had not 
been enough, another danger now threatned ConfiMtinople^ greater than all otliers, 
upon this occafion. ^ohn being returned out of l^nilhmenr, and, in his Sermons, 
ftirrin^upthe people againftthe Emprels; when he law that he was deprived 01 
lusBimoprick, and expelled the City \ took Ship, and went his way. Thole of 
his Party having this in their dcfim, that none other Ihould be Bilhop*, rclblved,

that Sacrilege which was committed againft all things ; being hereerefled, perilh- vidtehn 
ed in the flames : a thing portending that Ignorance,which was to invade all Ibrts of 
Men. But, a miracle,y oumuft know, happened at this time, which, he thinks,is by no tidtLfh 
means,to be palTedover in filence. The Temple of the Senate, had before the Gates, « / 
the lm*ages of Jupiter and MmervAy Handing upon Bales of Stone, as they did in the ^ 
time of the Writertlic one being reported to reprelent^*f rfer of DodoM'^^xtA the 0“ ritonccid 
ther, the lame with that which wasconl^ratedat Undus. Now, thou^iall the 
Temple w'asconlumed, the Lead melted, and the Stcxies and Rubbifh fell down up- 
on thele Statues ; yet, when no other was exped^d, but that they had run allb the 
lame fortune ; the Rubbilh being removed, they were found lafe and (bund : which 
made the more politeTort to conceive hope, tlmtthelc Gods would pfoted the City. 

But, let this happen, laith lie, as it plealetb the Divinity. 

1 7. Now, all men bewailing thecale of the Citf 5 afidfinding noother caule for 
it, than the IbadowoftheAls, as the Provc|b was j they, about the Emperor, be- 
gan to think of making up the Breach. But their ihou^^ were diverted by*ill , 
News ; that a great multitude of the IJutrij inhabiting the inacceffible places 01 ^e 
Mountain Tattrtts, above Pamphpiea andCilicu 5 being divided into levtral Troops 

of Rovers, had fallen do\Vh i^n tlie neign^uring Country. Th^ could not at- 
tack the fortified Towns^djutthey over-ran the Villages that had no Walls : And 
their Accefs was the esHi^becaule this Re^on, during the< late Motions of Tri^/- 
gild, bad been tt^enby the Enemy. To Of^x^ them, was lent one j^rbazaeius^ 
with hop^ that he would relieve PampbilU : and he found them reriied again into 
the Iflounuins, whither lie purlueddiem; burnt mai^ of their Villages, and kil- 
led no finall number or them : and might have quite uibdued them, and provided 


entirely for the lecurity of their Neighbours, had he not given himlelf up to filthy 
delights aud plealures, who'eby he remitted much of his Vigour 5 and putting but 
bis hands to lay hold on Money,^ preferred Riches beftire dM publick Good. For 
this Prevarication, being fent fm to Court, he expected no other than to be called 
to Account: but, by giving the Emprels part of wlwt he had got from the 
he eicaped all queftions ; and Ij^nt tne reft in the delights of the City. As for the 
Jftarij they now robbed clandeftinely ; not daring oKnly to fall upon the ^jacent 
Countries. Thus writeth concerning die Mi%ovcnunentat Coftjtsztimepky 
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inthofe days, a«dtheiUcffe£tsthcrcofi* Concerning what he faith of C alumnia- 
tors, and begging of Eftat^cs, we find a Liw, made this Year, about the fame Sub- 
jefl: ; but, withdefign to dppofe the praftice, which, poflibly, now was grown lb . ^ 
hi^ and intoUerable, that the Peace might have been endangered^ if finne fiop 
had not been put unto it.

Brother, upon die like occafion ; in, not omy grantinAc fpace of thirty days, to 
retraU what l^d beed deme amifs ; butj in not infliomg^unifhment uponfuch 
Noble Men as granted fiidi Protefiftons ; by giving leave to make ufe of their 
Names indifbourfe, or them on the Ships thcmfelves : lor, in old time, it 

. wasthe cufeom to fixthefeTraes, not only, to PofTeffions ^n Lands ; butalf 9 , to 
thofe that fipated on the Water ; befides the Sign, or ordinary Badge, which, 
fometimes was Cnfior and PoOnx ; as welearn from* that wherein St. Pud &iled.

20. Hefiirther, enjoynedhis/*r-^^, to execute ileverity upon fucdias, forla-** 
king their Colours,- betook themlelves to Robbing and Depredations t a thing “ 
t(xivSxis\m Italy ; efpecially, in the Redons thereof that lay near the Mountain^. ** 

But, though they not dianged their Empbyments, but only forlaken their 
Camp, and withdrawn thcmielves from the Military Service ^ he had had realun 
enouglito execute upon them, all die Severity, that bylaw, could be inflided: 
for, about this very time, foch an Inundation of Barbarous people happened 
in the Weft, as threatned ^ utter deftruflion, both of, and the neighbou- 
ring Provinces. Oo&Rhodoy'aiJaSj 2 .% Zejimus C 3 \h liim ; as others, JRadagaifus ; 
allured, it feems, by fhe Wealth and Fertility of the Country ; with a Body of four 
hundred thou&nd Men, colleded out of the Celtick and German Nations, tliat lived 
beyond the Rhine 5 as allb, others, inhabiting beyond die Danube^ or Ifier^ prepa- 
red himlelf to invade Italy. At the report diereol; all men were wonderfully lei- 
zed^withfear •, all the Cities delpaired of preiervation ; ^ Rome it felf was dif 
turbed, as now in extreme danger- 'hxix.Stilkho, taking with him all the Forces 
that lay about T/fimxw, inZit^rM, confifting in thirty Numeric orRcfpments j 
and adding to them all the AfHftanoe he could compais from the Alans and Huns ; 
not expeding ihe Eneiftcs coming, with his whole Army pafted the Ifier and let- 
ting u{:^n & Barbarians f when they expe£led no foch matter, cut them all . 
in pieces $ in lb much, that none ei^ped, Ibme very few excepted ; whom 1 
. he lifted amongft ^ Roman Troops. Elevated, as with realbn, by this Vi^ory, 

. he returned with his Vidorious Army 5 crowned, as one may fay, by all perlbnis ; 

. as havfog, beyond all hope, delivered Itdy from foch imminent dangers. This 

Account Aofimus gives us of this Adventure of Rhadagaifus ; concerning which, we 
muft ftill be conftrained to &y what we have fo often demonftrated concerning his 
Intelligence or Veracity. Indeed,, he is not very ftrait laced in mincing the 
greameis of the Viftory . For, he reports the Army of Radagaifus to have conlifted 
' of four hundred thoufond Men ; vfhercasOrofius {peaks but of two hundred thou- 
^ land, at moft 5 and St. Aagufiine, of mudi above one hundred thoulmd. 

* at. Blit, whereas he talte oi Stilicho his pafting the Iftery and defeating the 
beyond that River ; the whole and entire conlent of all Authors, who 
lived and wrote in thole times, convi£t: him of falihood $ and abundantly latisfie us, ■ 
that Radagaijus invaded Italy. Orofins calls him 2 Scythian ^ and a Pagan ; and St, 
Augufiiney King of the Goths: they that lived beyond Ifter, whether or o- 
thers, 'palfing, in thole days, by the general Name oi ScythiMs. He perceiving 
Alarichy after bis Defeat, to be received into Confederacy 'With the Romans ^ and* 
to be averle to War, as re{pc£Ied and honoured by them •, excited the Nations be- 
yond the two Rivers, being their antient Enemies, to take Arms, to foil into lb 
ridi and fertile a Region, and revenge upon it the Slaieghter lately made of their

In the meantime, Hada^difits yvas on his way j having, in ‘Spring, remo- ,4 
ved out of PAunonUy totlie/W/M* y^lpes : whence, haying beaten oit the Guards, 
he palfed over into f^enetU^ and leaving jtquileU^ CeneordU^ and other Cities, ur '.Uxti 
took the moft direfl: Way Me could towartTffowe, which he moft coveted to be M.i- 
IJerof. Andhc proceeded without oppofition, d>///f^onotop*pofinghimlclf againft rlru! * 
him *, difeouraged, itfeems, by his Multitudes, vfficrewith ne filled all the Coun- 
tries of f^euetU and tMmiVta. Being a Pag^an^ and Idolatcf, as the <njftom was of ontiim, uh.^Jr. 
thefe Barbarous Nations, he Itad devoted the blood of all Romans to his Gods. And 
when he drew near the Ciw, there was a Concourle of all Pagans, who belJwcd 
him to be powerful ; not only, by realon of lb numerous Forces, but by the protC' 
ttioh of their Gods ; And Ptomethey gaye for loft, as having deferted them and 
their Worfhip. However, great Complaints thereof they made, and a great ftir 
about reftoring their Supcrftitbn. The whole City was filled with Blalphcmies 5 
and the Name of Chrift was reprefentedas a Plague, and thccaufe of the prelent 
Calamities. But .ilf/V/VA*?, when the was come into >r//'.;«rw,a Region full of 

Moimtains and narrow Valleys, tlicn thought fit to let upon liim. And Florence made 
lb ftout refiftancc, diat while he toiled himlilf about the raking of that Cfty^ Stilicho 
had die better opportunity to attack him ; which he did widi 1 uch lucccls,by the Afi 
liftance of Uldin and .Srfrwrjwho conimandedthe Confederate*/^/*/?/ and Goths ; that 
of his Army, an hundred thoulandwere cutolF, without any lols|o tho- Romans. 

With thaiRcmaindershe drew off to the Mountains of F^nU .* wHbre, having lea- 
ted himfclf upon a narrow Alcent, though thereby lie lecured his Men from die AT 
iaults of the Purfiiers, yet he expoled mem to all the Inconveniences of a barren 
place, and that befieged For, begirt him ; and neither luffcred any man

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Employment in the Army was placed ; teing cliolen meetly for the hope of A. D. 
his name, without the leaft merit ; who prefontly after his ufurpation pafled over ^ q ^ 
into GaII. The trutli is, tlie Rowah Empire now decaying, and Barbarous Na- v3-yZl, 
rions roving every where up and down throughout tlie Continent t, the Armies in 
this Ifland tearing, for all the water that flowed betwixt them, that the flame of 
I their Neighbours burning Houfe might reach over, and take hold of their Habita- 

I tionsj diat they might have IbmeGcneftil, or Sovereign Commander, if need 

u^erc, to repel the liarbariA/is^ betook themielves to the eledion of Emperours. * 

Eirft, they placed one Mark in the Imperial Scat 5 and him for a time theycrfxjy- ^ofimus uU'- 
cd, as in mole parts having the chief Command. But aftetward having made ad initium^ 

* him away, becaufe he did not in bis conduct of Affairs, anfwer their expeffations ; ^ ^ 
tlicy let up one Gratiany a Countryman of dieir own ; they crowned him, in- 
vefted him with an Imperial Robe ; and dutifully attended upon him as their 
fet Prince : yet upon a diflike, at the end of four Months, they deprived him alfb of 
lortmi’c- this liis Empire; took away his life, and made oveathe Soveraignty tooneCW- 
a Soldier of the meaneft condition, only beciufe his name imported, as 
' ’ they thought, prolperity and all good fuccels. For they conceived hope, that he 
by thatfortunatenamewouldconftantly and fortunately govern the Empire, and 
overcome all its Enemies, as Confianiinc die Great had done, who in BritainhSiA 
«bccn advanced to the Imperial Dignity. This pa fling over into GaBy 

carried over with him the Flower of the Youth, and lb utterly exltaufted 

that remainder of Military Force which had been left by MaximmSy in the Ifland ; 
which now enervated of itsftrength, fell into fiich inconveniences, as in a fmall 
time procured the Deftru£tion of the Inhabitants it then nourifhed ; which it 
I changed for other Lords. 

27. Confiantint putting to Sea from Britahy mzAt ^allinUn and Mevigafins 
Commanders over the Soldiers ; and taking eafily the City of Bologmy as 
eafily induced the Roman Forces in all Countries, to joyn M'ith liim. In the mean 
time the yanialiy at a farther diftance, wafted the parts that lay upon the Rhint ; 
the violence of whom Limenius AviPrafe^us PrettoriofisvACariobatniesiixQ Magifttr 
MUitum not able to fuftain , at leaft fb they imagining, fled into Italyy and found 
Honorius at Romry whither Stilicho alfb about this time went to confult him. For, as 
✓Tfl/J/w*/ tells the Story, Stilichohiavia^ found that the Minifters of Arcadius 

his great Enemies, and bent to do him milchief, purpofed to ^ttrAyRarieh into the 
Bowels of that part of the Empire, and draw over to Honorius the Cities of IByri- 
cum. For thispurpole he made an agreement with Alarichy who expected when 
notice Ihould be given him to make it good ; but Stilicho was diverted by the inva- 
fion that Radaga^us made into ftafy, Having defeated the Barbarians y h^ returned 
with great reputation to Rawnnuy the Metropolis of FlaminUy this Writer tells 
us, an ancient City and Colony of the TheffalUnsy being called Rhtmy becaule 
flown about with water, apd not becaule it was built by Remus the Brother of Ro‘ 

’^mulus •, for afiirmii^ which, hetaxeth Olymfiodorus^^ Thebauy a Pagan Hiftori- 
anallb of this time, whchbegan his Hiftory with this very ConfuUhip, and extend- 
ed it to the CCCCXX3V Year of our Lord. htRavennay Stilicho wsns too.- 
*• dy in a Ihort time with an Army to invade iSyricum'y and, by the afliftance of y/- 
^ iiiirpation *0 Citics from thKOominion of Arcadiusy and annex them to that of 

«friiSi/7«4» Honorius ; when the Defign wtas thwarted by two Impedimonts. For News was 
brought that was dead; andLetcersamvedfrom lent from Hr/- 
as ; wherry ^e t^as informed concerifing the ulurpatioh of Confiasstine in Britainy 
and his palling over into tlie parts of GaB. The rumour of Alarich his death was 
counted to be very unoertain •, and the report of liich as came afterward, and told 
how things flood, conlinned it lb to be. Bur that concerning promotion of 
Con (I amine found credit, and obliged Stilitho to defer his Expedition into JByricum ; 
and go to RometaidvtCc what was beft to be done. , 

28 . To what War or Expedition Ibever it related, the Honor ati^zxo. lately 
commanded to furnilhout Soldiers ; and amongft the reft, the Tribunes and Ol- 

. fleers of the Army, though throu^ their own merit ^nd induftry they had obtain’d 
"TUBcicd * their preferments, were called on as well as the reft. This feeming urtrealbnable, “

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Se«5t. 2. made, as fiicli occallons for the time to come ; with tliis further order, “ 

that tile or Militum fliould take nothing of them at their promo- “ . 

tions ; it being ^CMherwile a part of the profit of great Officers to receive Fees “ 
irom fuch as were advanced in the Army.^‘ This could not but be lealbnable to 
encourage Military Men at this time, when there was need of them ) as alio, per- 
haps it was to gratifie the DecurU of Rome^ by confirmitg whatever privileges 
had been formerly granted them fromhimielf, or his Predeceffors, by a Refeript 
• inlcribed to Cttrtius the Praftcim Pratorio of luly. But as he liad rSalbn to tn- 
courage delerving peribns, there was as great realbn he Ihould not be too lavifli in 
a time of lb great expence ; mudilefsbc impoled upon, and cheated in his Lur- 
gefies. Former Princes had ordained, that all Petitions Ihould be void, which were 
put upforany abatement of Taxes, or other immunities relating to the Revtniie, 
except they were drawn and ordered by the Palatine OffiaTS belonging to the 
Comas S.L. or Hi^i Trcalurer. The realbn was, becaulMhclc Officers having 
the management of fuch ms^ters in dieir hands could inllrua the Emperour, and 
inform, if any fraud concerning number of Acres, or other things, was obtruded 
upon him. To add further vigour to tlicle Laws; whereas the punilliment 
merly of fuch Petitioners as did not have recourleto thcle Officers, and frame cJ/C 
their bufinels after this method; waslolsof the threefold of the worth what*^*-!^; 
they petitioned for, he finds fcalbn to change it from three to four. 

29. yfrcAdius intheEafthadnoliich occafion to oblige his Military Men 3 or to <-<»»- 
look to the exaSncls of his Incomes ; the Weftern Provinces beingAow become 
the Seats of War; and i^/*^itlclfthe great Cociqut whither the GameRers for 
the moft part, directed their courfcs, to contend for the Maftcry. But he was plea- 
lal to be kind to thole about him, or that lerved him in his Palace 3 in that, where- 
. as ten years ago he had given immunity from the Prastorfliip, or exhibiting of 

. Games, to fiidi as after having laudably lerved their time in the Army, had been 

... ... rail^ to the Dignity of Duces Rei MiliuriSf he now thought fit to grant the “ Ttk.A^, 
to thofc about fimc Immunity to his Proximi of the SerimU , if they had already dilcharg- “ M 
iiira. ej their Employments. “ And he found realbn to vindicate the Rights and Privi- 
leges of ^zCohortaks ^ or liidias lerved the Govemoursof the Provinces 3 find- 
ing much about the lame time, that it was the praQice of Ibme Curiales or o- 
thers, to pretend to be of tlieir number, thougli they were never entred in their 
Roll, nor, by any duty theyjperformed, had any right to tlieir Privileges and Al- 
lowances. By thele tricks lometimes they ftepped into tliclc preferments, which 
were only belonging to them tha( vnderwent the burthen ; ana the publick lervicc 
was ill diteharged, diele peribns not being obnoxious to examination by torture, as 
the Cobor^ales were, being tattrly Cm^tiondes., or obnoxious to this kind of cen- 
lure, as mtctc amongft them the Qhmrtulim^ TdmlarH and Exceptors, To pre- £. ao.</« 
vent this, he forbids, that any be admitted, for the time to come, to execute “ 
matters belonging to thele Men, iP they were not firft i^triculatcd, or entred in “ udsiun 
the Roll ; but lor luch as at prelent did it, he commands that they be detained : “ aUfr.

50. Raffus and Philippus were Conjuls for the Year diat next ftdlowed, or the 
C C CC V 1 1 1 of our Lord, which was die laft of Arcadim^ Emperour, who ’ 

Afrtoiis the died, as Aey fey, tliat Ipeak moft probably, on the firft of May, By his Wife ' 

Kmpcrt'ut fjtdoxia^ the Daughter of Bauto tUlni: Franks y{sPhUofior;^msvfnxsSy and who died ^ 
fome two years before him, he left five Children, which were his Son 
and four Daughters, PuUher 'tOy FlmiUa^ Arcadia atxl Marina. died in the q 
flower of his Age, whereof he had not yet completed the thirty firft year; havifig 
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reigned together with his Father twclvc^nd after liis death thirteen, three Months, f). 

and iifteen days. Leaving his Son fo exceeding young, and believing his Brother ac 8 
Honorm to b^r him no great kindnels j for fear he Ihould be wronged, he left him > 

to the Tuition and Protedtion of /JdrfftrdtSf the .King oi Per ft with whom he ^ 

Itad cntredinto a ftridt League and Alliance for an hundred years. He undertook 
it fincerely, and difeharged it as faithfully, fending in hft room to ( '.o/tjtantu’wpls 
I, f left (Xtm^ntiochuSj a moil prudent Man, whom feme will have to have been lent alfb 
yii, Ambaffadour to to procure peace and good underftanding betwixt him 

and his Nephew. Some write alii), tliat Honoruts^ moved with commilcration 
toward the Child, determined to haften to Conjlarjtinoplc^ there to take order for 
, his fafety and authority ; but was hindered by the ufurpation of ConJtAntinc: and 
afterward having intention to fend A/ thcdilcovery ofhistreafbnable Defigas, 
prevented that. But however y^nt'wchus managed matters in the room of Jjdt- 
«crdes: the great Pi|j|r of the Eaftern Empire, doubtlels, was the Pra- 

fntns Prxtorioy who, as Socrates tells us, was the main Man that flood by the t/i.?-'- 
young Emperour in his Government. He writes, that he compafled Cotjflantino- 
/>/r W'ith a ftrong Wall-, that he feemed, and was in reality, one ofthc wileflof 
that Age: that he never enterpri led any thing without good advilement, confer- 
ring flill w'ith fbmc of his Friends, concerning the bunnels he went about ; buta- 
bovc ail others, made ufc of the advice of T'rotlus the .Sopliift, a Man very wife alfb, 
and of great experience. But Pulcheria^ the cldcfl Siller of the Emperour, though 
at her Father’s death f aid to be not ten years old, yet growing up to riper years, 
fuflaineda great fhare of the care and troubles of the Empire, of whole prudence, 
piety, and other virtues, very much is faid. 

31. There are fbmc Laws extant, bearingdatc from lieforc the 

death of Jrcaiuts^ and yet having not his nanie prefixed ; but only iholc of his 
Brother and Son. Either in the Date or Lflcription, there is fbmc errour ; but 
however, they were made cither not long before, or not long after his death, 

One of them is to provide for die Ncceflities of lUyrkum^ as it terms them, in or- n-.f, 
der to wliich it requires, that no privilege be pretended to exculc any perlbn 
from the building of Walls, and the finding and conveyance of Provifions. “ i his f/.-.i- ! - ,:.ii 

mufl have relation to the attempts made by this ycar,againft the Cities 

IByricunty of which we fhall fliortly hear more from \vho tvouldhaveus 

believe, that his aim w'as only to increafe the Dominions of his Mailer ; .* .* 
whereas other Writers makeitadefign, of conferring the Empire upon Pttchtrtus 
his Son. This Edift is inferibed to Htrculius the Pr*feiius Praiorw of JlhricuMy 
whole DiflriQ: was now in danger. And about the lame time, that of 
die Prafe 6 i of the i54/?,w'as not in good repofe. For, now did the Jf.uiri, thole an- 
cient Thieves (the place of whole Habitation being fb convenient for*harlx)uring 
of Robbers, required as much Guard upon it, as did a Limit or Border of the Em- 
pire^ renew their Depredations upon the Neighbouring Countries. Tow’ard 
the end of Aprif a Rdfeript was directed to yftsthtmius , whereby he was 
injoyned to give notice to the Judges of, the Provinces, (as of Pampbyltaf' ,7, 

Cilicia^ Lycaonia^zn^ Pifdia) that they fliould not forbear the examination by . /i f .i y. 
torture, of thefe Thieves, not on any day in /jenty no not of /tajfer ; that the dii- “ 
covery of their wicked defigfl|.might not be deferred ; itbeingc.afieto bch.)pcd “ 

• that God Almighty would no^ angry for doing that, by vfhich tfie fafety and “ 
prefervation of many perlbns would be procured. “ 

32. Whether thefe Laws were made before or after she death of y^rcad'ms is un- 
, . certain^ but lie being gone, certain it is, tliat /dttthsm'ms and TroiUs applied 
UkTla themfrlvcs to ttc management or publick Affairs, and reforming fuch things as 
niiitivcs to had been out of ordcrl during his Government. One of thefe, the negleOiing or 
difeouf aging of Meffages from the Provinces, feems to havebeefl; though 
^ in his Epiflietohim concerning fuch grievances as prelTed mofl upon the Empire, 
delired nim to be free aind ealie in admitting the complaint of the People. "That 
they defired his Son fhould lb be, now appears from an Edid direfted to jfnth mius i., 4 ,v .7.,. 
this Year ; whereby he is commanded to receive, all fuch complaints and requefls ; “

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SetSt. 2. ricemuchtothecliftuibanccandoppreffioft of the People; efpecialiy of the Pro- 
vi/icc of AchxU, Anthtmits is ordered to take care, that for the time to come, “ 
this be no more praftilcd *, but tliatthclc Men only urge the Governours of Pro-“ 
vinces, by often repairing to them, and their Omcers, to the Collc£tion. If a- “ ^ 
ny Governour, eimer tp be rid of their importunity, or for any other reafbn, \ 
permit them to levy the Tributes, die Law impofts a Mulft of twenty pounds of « 
Gold, both upon him, and upon his Office. ' 

33. this year, for fbme time, wasat/?owp; whence afterward he J*fe- » 

Wliile at 
Rome he took care to gratifie the Citi2£ns by providing better for their fiiftenancc, 
mmiis cn. confirmingthc Privileges granted to their ievcral ]^)dies. Oblerving allb tliat 
tiaJoukto* Judges were often drawn afide by the awe of the Honor ati., or great peribns; ' 
reform fcvcrai who, when they had caulcs to be tried, would come into Court, and fit with the ^ 
Judges; he now prohibited, that they fhould be admittcdlito fit with them,“ j 
when the merits of their caufes were difpatching ^ asalfo.that any whole Suits** « 
were depending, Ihould vifit them at Noon time. If any fhould offend in “ \ 
this kind, heinfli 3 :s aFineof five pounds of Gold upon the Judge, asmuchup-**^ 
on his Office, and as much upon any of the Honor at lb offending, ** The latter 
part of this Law is but agreeable to what had been formerly ordained by f^aUtns, 
Grattan and ^ 4/e»/i«//i»,againfl vifiting of the Ordinaryjudge ,in the Afternoons*,and 
Cuiacitts obferves, that it had been alfo pnn'ided by ^upuflus in the Laws, 
concerning Judicature ( by Macrobiut called Edi 61 s, ) that neither the Defendant < 
nor Accufer Ihould enter the Houle of the Judge : moreover, by the feme Laws, a ■ 
Judge w'as prohibited to come into the Houles of other perfbns ; as under Tiberius

• 34. But, while lay at the Provinces oiGaR w'ere milcrablyaf- 
fii^ed by the f^andals,, who paffing out of Behjca into yfquitain\, wafted all the 
waAcd u”^the Country, together with thole of Novem^opttlania, f.yons and Narbon. Now it w'as, 
vandtit.^ that, as S. Hierom writes, innumerable and moft lavage Nations, had leiled upon “ 

* all GaU ; that all the Traff lying betwixtthe and the Pyrenaans, the Ocean, “ i 

and the River was wafted by the Sarmatians, j^laniy Gi- 

fedes, Herulif Saxons ^ Burgundians and Pannonians, Maguntmunsy now AfentSy in ** 
times paft a noble City, feith he, is taken and deftroyed ; many thoufends of Men ** 
having beeg killed in the Church : thole of the flrong City of Afftiens, “ 

Arrasy the Country of the Moriniy Tourhay^ Nemete and Argentoratus ( or ** 
Strasburgh ) are tranflated intoGermany. The Provinces of ATbvem-** 

poftUanUy of Lyons and Narbon are ovfer-run, a few Citjes excepted, and they ** 
arc vexed, without by the Sword, and within by Famine. I cannot without tears ** 
make mention of Toloufcy which hath hitherto btei? prelerved from Ruine, by ** 
the merits of holy Txuperius die Bilhop; Spain it felfV as about toperilh dayly, “ 
trembles, calling to mind the Irruption of the other fudi aifinal Stories. ** 

Conftautine the Tyrant, at the feme time endeavounwTo eftablifti himfelf as Lord, 
of whatdieie Barbarians left behind them. To in&rrupt him in his endeavours, . 
one Sarus w as lent by Stilichoy with an Army ; who meeting wlth,^4^/»/i*», killed a 
him with the greateft pari: of ffis Forces ; ana having got very mucl^txxity, when 
he heard that Qonfi amine had removed himlelf to f^alemia, a City he diought very 
proper for his defence, he there relblved to befiege him. ^Netfigaftes the other 
Commander, he treated with, and kindly received him; but aftenvard Hew him, 
though he had giv?n his faith to the contrary. Into their places Conftantine pro- 
moted £dobeehus i Franky and Geromiushexm in Britain ^ the skill and valour of 
whicfiperCms were lb ^ell known to Sarus, that for fear of them, he role up and 
departed from after he had befieged it levendays. They purluedliim, 
and that w'ith luch vigour and execution, mat with much labour he hardly elcaped 
to the A/pcs, where he gave up all his Booty to the BacaneUy who there met him,to 
cenifantinr fuffer him to have free paflage into /tafy. He being removed, Confiantine gathered 

pro.'iKrstherc. together ul! his Forccs, and relblved to fortifie the Alpes, which lay in the wray be- 
twixt Italy and GaUia Celtica, being three in number, and known by the Names of 
Cettia^ Potninjty and Maritime. This he did 5 and allb fbrtifiea the Rhine, to 
provide aswellagainft the Inlultsof the Barbarians, as of the Romm , though 
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^vjimHs writes, that he fortilicd the .^Ipts to keep the Barljarous Natioijs out ot 
Gall •, as if they had come out of Jtalpj and were iifjtin the heart oFry,*// already. 
And, he hints, as truly, that, finccthetimeof his dear Julian i, \\\z Rhine, or tlic 
Limit thereof, liad, till now, been ncglcfted. 

3 5. Having taken liich order for his Affairs in Gall, he adorned Con/ljvs, his cl- 
deftSon (who had been a Monk ^ and, ns out Rr/tti/h Writers lay, in the Mom- 
ftery at ff^incheftcr) with the Title and Habit of and lent him into Spain •, all 
the Nations whereof, he was ambitious to bring into lubje£fion •, both to augment 
his own Dominion, and to remove the power, which the Kindred of Honortas had 
in that Countiy : whence he feared they might let upon him from beyond the Pyre- 
namsy at fuch time as the Emperor might lend another Army over the Mpes ; and 
lb, overpower, and fiipprcls him. Conflans, with one /tre^rw, his General, and 
j4poUinariSy his Pra^utus Prntorio, palled over into Spamy furnifhed and attended 
lufficicntly *, and lethimlelf againft luch as he there found of the Kindred of Thcc- 
dcfiuSf who (as cannot forbear to vent his malice againd that Prince) dil- 
turbed the Afiairs of their Native Country. They made ule of the Soldiers belong- 
ing to or Portu\>al : And when with them they could not prevail, got to- 

gether a multitude of Slaves and Husband men ; and lb managed their matters, 
that they were in a fair way to luccced, and make an end of Conrans. But, for all 
this, the Tide turned *, and, inlfead of making him a Prilbner, they and their 
Wiveswere taken by him, and committed tocuftody: their names being 
ahus and Didymins. They had two Brothers, Theodoflus and Lapod/ns ^ who, up- 
on notice of it, fled, and made their elcapc 5 the one into Jtalyy and tlic other into 
the Eaft. They thcmlclvcs were carried away by Confians • who ,(aftcr he had 
committed the care of the Pyrenxans to Gtrontiusy to l)e kept with a Guard of Galls ; 
though the Spanish Army defired to have the Charge) returned to his Eather, 
and prefented them to his View 5 who inftantly commanded them to be put to 
dcatL 
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3<5. Thus went matters inGaff and Spain ; w'hen, in the mean time, the Empe- 
ror havihgloll Mary^ his Wife, thccldeft Daughter of Sttlicho ; defi- 

red, xhntTljermantiay her younger Sifter, might be given him in Marriage. Sts- /..einuuLs.u 
iry being Iccmcd to be avcrlc to it : But his Wife Senna urged him to it, upon this Ac- 
Imci, Hamiriits couHt. When hlonoruts contra£fcd Marriage llrft, with Mary 5 her Mother know- , 

jng thatfhe was not ripe lor his Bed • and yet, not able to prevent or deter tlic 
Wedding : concluding alfb, that.it was to offer violence to Nature, to have I'.cr \'ir- 
ginity taken from her 5 uledthe Art of a certain Woman, skilled in fiich goodly 
Myfteries: and, by her endeavours brought it to pals, that the Girl lived, and lay 
with the Emperor ; but he neither had any Will, or Power, to enjoy her. Some- 
time, Ihe thus lived and dic’d a Virgin : Bur, after her deaili, her Mother, deliring 
to have Ibmc Iffue by Honor ms 5 that flie might not be deprived of that great power 
and place which Ihe cnjhycd, uled her endeavours to marry him to her lecond 
Daughter.- Which being done, Ihcdicd allb not long after ; the lame thing ha- 
ving happened to her, astotheforiner. While this was tranla£ling, News was 
brought to •Sf/Z/f/'o ; id\nx.^larich, having quitted and palTed the Straits ly- 

ing betwixt Pannonia and f^^ia, had encamped himlelf at a Town called t/Emon ; 
built, SiS J^ofiwf/s tells you, widic j^rponauts, between the umei Pannonia and A^o- 
iM'h nar- Froih he rcmovcd, and paffed the River .3^^///; as allb, the 

iitrii Weft- fennim Mountains % whidi doling ijp Pannonia, afford very difficult plTagc to 
liich as travd to Noricnm $ thelc Straits being eaficto be kept by a few Men, a- 
gainft a meat multitude, whiett would force their way. Having palTed thcle 
Straits, fern Norietim he lent MelTengers to Sttlicho, to demand Money, both for 
the delay he had made in £pir»s, and allb, for tliis his Expedision, which, there- 
upon he was forced to undertake. Sttlicho left the MelTengers at Ravenna, and 
went to Rome, to conliilt die Emperor and Senate, what vjjas to be done in this Af- 
anil fair. The Senate being affcmbled in the Palace, and the Queftion pu;, whether 
^^arty for War ftiould Hot bc mad^ ? very many gave their Voices in the Affirmative : Only, 

Stilichoy and a few belides, who, by rear, were brought to be of his Party, were 
of the contrary opinion % andadviled to make P^ace with Alarich. 

37. They that preferred War, defired Sttlicho to lliew his Rcalbns, why he was 
lb much for Peace, which was to be bougiit w'ith money too ; to die difgracc of the 
, l,y. Roman Maiefty. He anlwered 5 bccauie Alarich had continued lb long in Rpirus, 
for the advantage of die Emperor ; that, joyning with himlelf, he miglit make 
War upon Arcadins ; and, taking Illyrictm out of his hands, add it to the Dominion 
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Sea. d( ^onoriits. Ihis, hcaiHrmed, wouIil 4 iave come to pals, if his Expedition lia 4 
not been hindred by die Letters of ; inexpedation wliereof, .^/ar/cv&haa 
confiimed lb much time. With this, keihewed tnemthc Emperor’s Letters, aiKl ^ ® 
laid the blame upon St^tna^ her labouring to preferve Amity betwixt the two Priii- 
The Senate ces. Sttlicho (ecming to fj)cak nothing but Sence, the Senate was cemtent, that 
tefoivcs It. thoufand pounds of Gold fliould be paid to j4larich ; and diat, for Peace ; 

though moft confented, againlf their Judgments, merely for fear of Stilkho. And, 
/junpaditts, a man of great Birth and Dignity, plainly told them ; that, This was 
not a Peace, but ix Pscfhn of Strvitude : For wliich liberty offocech, fearing he 
might lofc that.of hisperfon, when the Senate was difiniffed, he betook himiclf 
to the next Churdi of the Chriflians. Sttlicho. having, by virtue of this 
Confttltum. made Peace widi j^Urich ; prepared all things for the Expedition, 
TMTihnarim which lic had dcfigned ; when the Emperor told hhn, he was relblved to go from 
X.O Ratvtnn», to foe and carels the Army, W'hich was to grap{de with focon- 
lidcrable an Enemy. And, this he (aid, notofhimfMf, but was moved thereto 
by Svrcnx : She defiring he lliould be in a City ofmoftfafoty ^ that, \i j4Urich 
fbould break the Peace, he might not yet get the Emperor into his Power ; whom 
fhe endeavoured to preferve *, herfafety depending upon that of his. However, 
Stilicho did nothing approve of this his Journey ^ and deviled (everal ways, how 
to prevent it : which, not being cfFc£l:ual, he procured the Captain of the 

BxrbArktns. tbatlay at PAvetf/ray to make difturbance 5 not with any defign of In- 
novation, but to affright the Emperor, and divert liim from his defign. But. Ho- 
nor insy not at all yielding to thefe Attempts 5 oa&^^HftintAtiy an Advocate of great 
note, whom $tilicho had made choice of for his AiTeflbr and Counccllor ; being a 
man of excellent Wit, (melt out the Emperor’s defign, by certain Tokens : And, 

• knowing that the Troops which lay at T/c/nom. otPotvUy bore ill will to Stilkho. 

• gueffed what would become of him, if the Emperor fliould repair thither. He 
. ccafcd not tlierefore, IHll to dcfire him to prevent the Emperor’s going. But, when 

he perceived, OxatHonorins would not liearken to what Stilicho laxA ^ fearing tliat, 
for their Familiarity fake, lie might make fbipwTack of his Fortune with him, he 
fairly left him, and went his way. 

58. Before this, the News of the death of j^rcdituswas brouglitto Rome ; and, 

^ after the departure of Honorius for RAvenno. was confirmed. StUkho being got to 
RofvennAy anA Honorius BonontA. a City of feventy miles diftant from 

RAvennA ; Stilicho was thither lent, to chaftife and reduce the Soldiers into Order, 
who hadmutined by the way. He, having called them together, and told them, 
liow the Emperor’s Command was, tliat they fliould not only be chafliied, but e- 
very tenth man be taken out, and put to death ; flruck diem with iiich terror, that 
they all fell a weeping ^ and drew him to fuch a CommTferation of their Condition, 
that he promiicd them pardon from the Prince. This Honor ios ratified : and then 
they fell into a Confultation about die publidk Affairs. Stilicho had a dcfire to go 
into the Eafl: ; and to (ettlc the Concernments c^' Theodofinsy the young Stxiof 
cAdins ; who flood in need of Affiftance : and Honorius tiimfelf thought of taking a 
Journey thither, to put the Affairs of his Nephew into §ood Order. Stilkhoy ha- 
ving no mind to hear of this, by fhewing him the vai^xpenoe he muff make in the 
Expedition, deterred him from his purpole. B^des, he urged, that h was 
Iiiglily neceirar3rthat lit fliould not be much ablent frdm IttUpy nor Rake it (elf ; be> 
caufe Confontine, the Ufurper, had over-raaali GaB, and h^ taken up his Station 
at ydrles. And, yet farther lie preffed, xhatj^Urich wassfUb to be dmied ; who 
had a great Power of Men, was a BArhArtAfty and deceitful : who, if he found 7 ^ 
talp naked, and deftitiite of Aid, would not fail, lliddainly to fhvade it* kicondu- 
fion, he added, that the bcfl: way was to (end ./^f^ici&a^infi; the Tyrant, with pm 
of the BArbArians he had with him, and the Legions joyned together s which 

(hould be joyntly commanded by him, and the OfiSbers belonging to the fiiid L^* 

Jo tito himfelf (hould be , by the Emperor , dilpatched away 

thc’^liVi tlicEaft, with Letters, containing the fiunme^ what he would have diem 

tran(a6led. 

3p. Honoriasy approving of aH that wasfaidby Stilicho. wrote Letters to the 
Emperor of the Eaft, and to ^larich ; and departed from BomomA, But, as for 
Stihchoy he, notwidiftandii^;, continued where he was ^ neither taking his Jour- 
ney for the Eaft, nor putting in Execution any thii^ that had been refolved. Nei- 
ther did heremov^e thole Soldiers that lay at Ttemnmy to RAveana, nor any other 
place ; left, liaving opportunity of Ipcaldng with the Emperor, theyfhould put him 

upon 
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upon attempting Ibincthing againfk Thus. Stilichoy being nciriier conlei- 

*us of any unworthy thing, ddigned, cither againft tile Emperor, or the Ar- 
my, behaved hiinlelf. But, dierc was one 0/r«r^/«r, born about the 5 >ea ; 

who iiad got a [jslendid Empbyment at Court : and, under the (how and pretence 
of Chrittian Piety, covered great Wickolnds 5 and, counterficting great Sober- 
nds and Modefty , was wont to difeourie much with the Emperor. He (iffered ma- 
qy things «to beget prejudice in him againft .* And, in particular-, that he 

defigned his Journey into the Eaft for noodicr caufe, but that, having taken Thvo' 
define oot of the way, by (ending him to another World, he might transfer the So- 
vereignty of tho(e parts, upon his Son Jittchtr'ms, This he inlinuated upon tlie way, 
ashchadtime and&xmvenicnce: And, when tlicy were come to ; viliring 

there the (ick and maimed Soldiers, he laid hold al(b on them by the(e Charms. 
Four days had but paiTed after his Amval, when the Emperor called the Soldiers to- 
gether, (hewed him(elf to them, and incited them to the War againft Conflantine: 
Of StUicho^ yet, there was no mention, till Oljmfiuf openly bcclcencd to the Soldi- 
ers,as it were, putting them in mind of what he had in private dilcoiirlcd with them. 
Hereat they fell into a rage and madnefs, and killed who had been Pr^- 

fccius Pretoria in the Parts beyond the ydlpes . together with ChariohanJts, a Afa- 
Affilitamf alio in thoic Quarters : Both whom, had made dieir Efcape from 
the Tyrant 5 and were come to the Emperor, to Ticinum. Alter this, they put to 
death yincennus^ wlio was ArM^iJkr /zquitum ; and Sdvius^ the Vonxs tiovmfiico^ 
rum : And afterward, when the Emperor was vvitlidraw'n, and the other Magi- 
ftrltcs had made dieir Efcape, they jioured thcmlclvcs into the City 5 and pulling 
tliemoutof die Houles where they diou^it to conceal themftlves, tlacy flew them, 
and plundered the Town. 

40. The miiihief being grown to tliat heij^it, that it icemed incurable $ tlie 
Emperor, calling a little Coat about him, without his Robe, or his Diadem, ran 
amongftdicm and, with great labour and pains, could hardly appeaie their fury. 
Ntmoritts, Matter of the Ranks ; Patronius, die Homes kti Priv it x \ and 
Sihf iusy whole Office it was to di6latc (uch matters as the Emperor ordered ; w horn 
after the time of Confiintmc^ they called Quxfiifr 5 after they had ebaped from the 
placeof Mutiny, and thought they were now i&fe, were al(b (lain ; of whom, Sil- 
vuts^ though he hung at, andembraced the very feet of the Hmperof, could n.'t 
obtain his Life. The Uproar continuing till the Evening, the Emperor w’ithdrcw, 
left tliey (liould attempt any thing againft his own Perlbn : and, in the mean time, 
they murdered Z/mfWM/usy who was Pr^fecius Prxtorio of Itaiy. All ihele were 
Magiftrates thatperilhed by the madnelsof the Soldiers : hut, of othci-s who fell 
into dieir hands by chance, (b great a multitude milcarried, as was* not eafic to 
be reckoned. The Report of the Sedition being brought to BononU^ where 
tho as yet condnuod, did exceedingly perolex him. He called together die Officers 
of the Confederate and confuted withthem what was to be done. It 

was unanuiKiufly relblved ; that, if theEn^ror was killed, of which there was a 
rumour ; then, aU the Confederates Ihould (all upon the Roman Soldiers ; and, by 
chaftifing them, keep the'reft in order. But, if the Magiftrates were only made 
away, and he were (afe ; t^n fhould die procurers of the Mudny be puniflicd. 
Yet, Stiluhoy when he hear^that /Jiwcvwx was alive, and no violence offered to 
hisPerfon, left off diouglitsdf going to chaftile the Army, and relblved to remove 
CO Ravenna : for, he oonfideredhowiiumerous it was ^ he knew, the Inclinations 
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of the EmpeKHr toward htmielf were inconftant ; and lie thought it neither laudable 
in kielf, nor lafe, tofetthe Sariarians yxpoa tUcRoman Sokliers. While he was 
anxious, and delffici^tcd about thelc tiling, the Officers that lie had confulted, en- 
deavouied to perfwade him to put in praaicc wliat they had re?il ved ; But, whe.a 
theycouU’notjiccoinplifh it, theypurpolcd to (lay in their feveral Quarters, and 
exped; wliat die Em^or would determine concerning hijn. ^ut Sarus, v ho, in 
Strength and I^gnity, excelled all the other Barbarians, caufed his Men to kill all 
thole of Sfiiitko^s Guard, who kept confbint Watch atout him : and broke into 
Ifts Tent ; where he was muflng, what would be the IfTue of thcle Difficulties. 

41 . Stilkho ftnding, that tbs Barbarians wiiicl\ he had alxjuc him, differed a I fb a- 
mongftthemlelvcs, went to Ravenna 5 and advifed fiich Cities, vvhcrcthe VVives 
and Children of the Barbarians dwdt, thatdiey fhould not permit any of thofc Na 
tionsto come amongft them.! But, who now indinedthe Emperor as 

iieplea(cd,*(cnthis Letters to the Soldiers that lay at Ravenna; which comman- 
ded, diat they floould lay hold oahini^ and commit him to free Cuilody. He ha-- 
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Sc« 5 i. 2. vijTg notice thereof fled to a Church of titt Chriflrians, late at nighty thole thaim^. 

were with him arming thcmfelvcs and their Slaves, andexpefting what would ^ , 

done. When^t was day, the Soldiers emred the Church} and, in the prelencc ^ 
of the Bifliop, affirmed to Stiluho^ upon Oaih,'^that they had not received from 
the Emperor, any ordcre to kill him } but only to keep him flife. But when he was 
out of tile Church, in their Hands, other Letters vi[«re brought by him that was 
lent with the former, wherein he was Adjudged to Death, for the Oflenoes he had 
comm itted againfl: the Common- Wealth. His Son tiitehnius had now eicaped and 
was fled toward } but he himfclf was led to Death; which when the Bur- 
barUns that were near to him,his Servants and friends Iccing, were about to make 
refinance and Prevent, he deterred them from it, and in a manner, offered his Neck 
to the Sword } a Man the moll modeft tif all others, who at that time injoyed 
great Power and Authority. For though he had married the Daughter of Tbeodo- 
Drath " ^ Brother ; and had been intrufted with the Empires of both Tbeo- 

his Sons, and moreover had born the Office of a General, three and twenty 
Years, yet was he nc\ cr found, for Mony, to have advanced any to commands in 
the Army, or to have converted the Allowance of Soldiers to his own Caine. And 
having but one only Son, he railed him no farther than to the place of a Tribune 
of the Notaries^ appointing that, as a boundary to his preferment. Now that Men 
that arc curious iutliele matters, may not be ignorant of the time of his Deadly 
it fell out, on the tenth Day before the Calends of Seftensber^ in the Coulullhip 
of Baffus VioA Philippts^ the Year that the Emperor died. 

42. Ihis is the whole account which 2 !'ofimus gives concerning the Death of 
StUicho^ and the occafion of it ; wherein he endeavours to render him innocent, 
and to liave unjullly liiffered : And with him agrees Oljtnpiodorus alfb, an Hi- 
Horian of thole times. But the general conlent of Writers is, diat he was jullly 
' put to death, and that for levcral Crimes of no Iclsconlequence than high Trea- 
ion. They accule him oT bringing AUrich into the Dominions of Honorius ; and 
of letting ihel5arbarous Nations, as die yBans, Siu vi and f^andills^ into the Weft* eiu). 
cm Provinces. Some fay he attempted to poilbn Honorius^ and that he damp- 
ed Money, diough without the Imperial Habit, or Image of an Emperor. The 
drift of all hisdclignes, they fay, was diis, that ( as ^ofunus writes of Olympius his 
. Infinuations , ) he might transfer the Title and Dignity of Emperor, upon his 
own Son Ewherius. They who take a View of the opinions of thefe Diflenters, 
oblcrve, that the Papuan Writers acquit him of the Crime, and that Chrifiians 
lay it heavily to his Charge. But not only Chriftians^ but one Pagan Autlior allb, 
a Poet of this time, Rutilius Nnmantianus in his Itinerary, writes of him as a be- i/cbonisl 
traycr of the Empire, and as him that cailed the Barbarians into Italy. This he . p 

iliil, they fay, to give difturbance to the Affaires of Honorius ; to vveaken the Em- 
pirc, and make it more capable of his Attempts, when a iealbnablc time Ihould 
come, for which he rclerved his Friend yflaricb. .Indeed 2 ^ojimus tells us that the 
purpolc of Stilicho was, when he law tliat the Courtiers at Cvnftantinople hated ' 
him, by contracling a League 'with, y^larichy to lay the Cities of lllyricum to the 
l.}om inion of Honorius and Olympiodorus litithf that h^itnt for Alar ieh to fulidue 
lllyricum ; but gives another Realbn for it ; beca^ that Province had falne to 
Honorius his Ihare in the partition made by Thtod^us. 

45. To fay truly, the management of theWaragkinft///-*rwAinir4//, lb much 
asweean know of it, w'a^ very odd. Ort^us thof jgh he laid but little when he 
wrote thus : I fay nothing concerning^ Alarich often beaten witlmhis Goths y of- 

.ten taken ( as in a Pound or Net ) and ahvayes dl/miffedy yet liad realbn to think 
much. If we well mark Claudiany we lhall perceive him’ Ibmetimes put to it, 
to make the bed «f Matters ; and Ibmetimes to write oblcprely concerning tliat 
War: particularly of that Alan who lod his Life in It Ay. What mean his flou- 
riflica, wlicn he laith d^t he was worthy of the Elyfian Fields ^nd to be Celebrated in r^iix , 
/'irfe; wl^o, though it were by his Death y burnt with a defire to purge ftfpe^ed Fidelity, 
.indwith his Bloodywafbedoff that undeferved Stafnt That Pagtm Writers (lb par- 
tial as w'C fee diey arc,) Ihould bear great relpe£l to the Caule and Perlbn of Sti- m nobis 
licho, wc cannot wonder, when \ye are told by OrofiuSy. that his Son Fucherius, to 
procure the favour of the Gentiles, threatned that he would begin his Reign with fiidl 
the reditution of theTanples and dedru^ionof Churches. But, the Encomi- J 
um which Atfmf.is gives him at parting, deems.litde to agree with what he laith 
in other places concerning his A£lions. Jhe great Modedy and ABdinence he mnjnbi 
Ipeaki of Iierc, little lliitcs with Rapacity, whcrew’ith he charges him as well ^ 
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ud. 1. as /* lifmSf after their entrance into tlicOlBceof Guardians •, when all the Wealtii 
fiew into the Coffers of them two ; tlie C irres being exhaultcd. Wc cannot allb 
but remember W’hat he writes of his Luxury and l)ebauchery, when he under- 
took his expedition into Gret ce. But how Juft or Unjuft f()cver the Caufe of pitt- 
ing this Pcrlbn to death w'as, we mult needs lay that, the whole Story ol him tak- 
en together, he was a very great Man, and illuftrated l)y his many and great Acti- 
ons, as well as his Alliance. Yerj b\- dclcentj OroJJ/ts laith he was a or 

Ijihing from the race of that crti'ctons^ perfdious and miy Nation. His firft 

conGderable advancement was to take care of the Emperor Thtodojius his 1 lories ; 
or to be his Comts Stabidi^ as we learn from VAaudian in the Poem he wrote in eom- 
• mendation of his Wife Serena ; and thence he was promoted to be Magifitr JJqui- 
turn, or TZXhcTUtriafqi Militia^ as WC find he was, by other Teftimonies. 

44. So great was the Prejudice conceived againft him, as the Author of the 
late Invalions and Difturbancies, that he being n(nv taken out of the way, they w/i/V' 
thought the Stormetobeover. For, prelcntly after his Death, as if now there ^ 
lordinwf extraordinary payments, which the Invafions of AUrkh%v\ Ra~

torio of Italjy for taldng off the Burthen which had been laid upon that part of“ j, ^ p. ,

Ctl/arknfi s ; of which we have formerly fjjoken ; and he was as kind to Senators^ 
as the or Jinary Ibrt; commanding allb that their lax or theOIcbal/s CoILthy^’^ 
fhould be removed. And nowtow'ard the latter end of Siftcmkr came out the “ 
uliial Edi£f,forconfilcaringthe Eftates of Traitors and their Complices, cnjoyn-“ 
ing Thtodortts^ that the Emperon: Titles fliould be fixed throughout their l ieids“ vioiirifi,n;it>- 
and all their Houles 5 as allb that what their /J^ents had received of the Fruits of “ 
their Grounds, they Ihould prelcntly reckon for in the Treafury, under Pain of **■ 
Banilhment and Prolcription. This Edift it leems did not ^eratc lb effectually 
but that there was need of another, a Month after, to reinra-ce what concerned 
ndsconfi.- the Agents, and fuchas had to do with the Eftatc of Stiltchoy commanding £ ii. (yaCx. tit. 
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in the Survey ing of which, there were Goods found mixed with them, that were 
claimed by other Pcrlims. But of thelc Claimers it was found, or lulpeftcd, ’ 
thatlbmcof them atlcaft had given Eftates both Moveable and Immoveable to 
him, his Son, or their Sateffitesj forthcinriching(or dilquieting^ofi?.tr^.ir/' 4 »y. 

And therefore by a third Edift, wherein he gives Stilicho the ftile of Prado Pub- 
liciisfx publick Robber, he commands^ that allliich mixed Eftates be confilcated, “ 'f 
as were given for that purpole. “ It being always held for Law that no Aftion of 
recovery can lye where both the giver and receiver arc found to be in turpitude or coj. 
diflioncfty ; and in liich cjles, the Caule of the Exchequer is always held the better. 

45 But let us hear what Aojimus hath concerning the management of Mat- 
ters after the death of Stilicho. All Affaires at Court were ordered according to 
the plealiircof Olympias. % As for places, he w'as promoted to that of AJaoijter ^ g,^ 

( OJficioruin ) and the reft wexe diftributed according to his recommendation. Now 
, were all the familiar Frien(fi|» and lucli as had taken the part of Stilicho^ fought 
out in all places, and amongft the reft Deuttrius the Pra^oftfus Cpdiicali of the Em- 
jt^foiiowcd peror, and PtterdnaTrihttnr of the Schok of the Plotark^ w’cre called to account, 

' and fubjeftedt to Examinatiori*by Tofturc? but being neither able to accule him 
northemlelves, Olympias, though he gained nothing by this Inquilition, yet cau- 
fed them to be beaten to Death with Staves. Very many otlier allb, as privy to* 
the Deiignes of Stilicho^ wrere drawn into Trouble and tortured, to dilcover his al- 
. f^ing the Imperial Dignity ; but they all perfifting in this, th^ they knm mtUiny 
of it y a flop was'p® to the Curiolity of thole who were a£live in fifhing out liich 
matters. The Emperor depoled his Wife Thermantiay 3 nd cauledhcr to Be lent 
back to her Mother, though Ihe was not burthened by any fulpitiorf; and her 
Brotlier Eacheriasy tobe^igently Ibught for and put to Death, who was found 
to have lied to a Church in ilPowp, w'hcnce they dilmifled him, out of reverence 
to the place. In that City Hdiocratcf w-ho was over the Treafury , pro- 
ducing the Emperors Letters which commanded that the Eftates of all tho!^c 
fliould be Sold,, who during the Power of Stilicho had obtained any place of 
Magiftraqy, bulled himfelf in raifing Moneys and filling the Coffers belonging to 
his O^e, and not contenting himfelf or fetiating lu« evil genius hcrewidt, tkoug 
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Sc^". a. he laidiiidi Perionsin Chaincsjand, God abfenting himfclf, turned all things up- ^ 
v^~VN-/ fide down, yet was added to thofe Milchicfs another thing of the like Nature. * ■ 
The Soldiers tliat were Quartered about in the Cities, when word was brought of 4 ° 8 , 
Stilicho\ Death, flew prelently upon the W ives and Children of the Barbarians that 
there lay ; and as if the Signal had been given, putting them all to the Sword, 
then fieled on all they had. Thiswhentheir Relations heard, they met together 
from all Quarters, and grievoufly provoked by the impious violation of that faith, 
by \hcRomanSy which had been given by calling God to Witnels, thdy rcfblved 
to joynwith yBarkh^ and 4 n Coi^un^Hon w'ith him to enter into a War againfr 
JRontt, Upon this account Thirty Thouland men, or more were gatliered together, 
ready to go whither ever Occafion Ihould direfk. 

. 45. yttarich was not forward to accept of wluit they offered • but mindful of the 

tcim;’ ” Truce which had been made in the lifetime of Stilkho, preferred Peace before 
W ar. He fent to Honor ins and offered the confirmation of it, for no great fiimtn 
of Mony 5 but he reouired that for performance of the Conditions, the 

Son of ^(W/«r,and ^aj'on the Son oiGaudentius, might be given up, as Hoftages,ii> 
to his Hands; in exchange for whom,he would fend fbmeofthcNobleft of his own • 
Nation ; which being done, he would depart with his Forces out of Norkmn in- 
to Pannonia. The Emperor rejefted his Conditions. And i f of two things he had 
RcjcAcd. jjg might have well enough provided for his Affairs.For he fliould ei- 

ther have put off the War by obtaining Truce for a fmall Sum of Mony ^ or if 
he rcfblved for it, hefliould have got bis Forces together from all quarters-, and 
there have placed them, where the Enemy was to make his palTage, to give a flop 
to his farther progrefs. And he ought to have cholen Sams for his General, who 
of himfelf was aWrourto the Enemy both for his Valour and Military Skill;, and 
. had with him of Barbarians^ a fiiflicicnt number to make refill ancc. But neither 

making choice of P^ce, nor embracing the Fricndfliip of Sarus^ nor drawing to- 
gether the Roman Amy, but relying w'holly upon the fancies and wifbes of Olym- 
pus^ he became Aumor of great Calamities to the State. For he made fuch. Of- 
ficers of his Army, as would rather raife contempt and confidence in the minds of 
his Enemies, tlianotherwife; giving the Command of the Horfe to - of 

the Foot to Haranes ; and of the Wing of the Donu jlicksy to f'^igilantius y and o- 
iher places he diftributed to Men of equal fitnefs and capacity. This caufed all 
* Men to hang down dieir Heads, and defpair ; having now, as it were before ’their 
cyes,thedcftruilionof Italy. So yfofimns. 

47. But of fuch ftrength and continuance had the authority and Intereft of Stilt- 
cho been • fuch his influence into all forts of perfbns, efpecially thole of the Mili- 
tary Employment, that there was great need to liave a watching eye over his Par- L.20. dt pi 
Sf ranger for- ty^ how^ever, itfuffered,as yioftmits writer. Therefore did the Emperour for-“ 
bidcn »»mt. fl^at any of them that were proferibed, fhould come to Court, or fit a foot“ ‘ 
within the City of Romcy under pain of Deportation: and allb fuch Soldiers as “ 
by procurement of Stilishoy or his SatellittSy had before their time obtain’d 
Tcftimonials or Letters for Dignities, as of Tribunes and Proteltors\ thole of“ L.»it.dtrA 
them excepted, w'hofe Dwelling or Habitation w'as jp Rome-y from whom he“ 
did not apprehend fuch danger, as from thole who had no juft occafion to go 
thither. “ Well might have Ibmc jealoufie^dlufpicion of thele perlons, io.cj/.uw 
when at this very time;, after ten years had palTed, ,hc concerned hinalclf about * 
the Satellrtcs of Gildo Iclhie of whom, it leeihs, had lurked all tliis while, and 
concealed both themfclvcs acid Eftates. Having notice, that now Ibme liich were ^ ^ ^ 

difcovcrcd, he wrote back to Donatus the Proconsul of yffrick, that ftiey Ihould** ckdihV*- 
^e committed to cuftody, and proferibed 5 or their Eftates fiejfed and Ibid ; latisly- id.fiav.Ak 
ing himfelf with this, without infliCling the pains of death, the prefeription of “ 
ten years having fhollified the fcntencc. “ At the end of the Year, he proceeded

For the Emperour fenher informs us„ that when an in- “ J 
vafion of die ^orluriMS was feared in die Weltern lUyruimy a great number of “ i* Pttui- 
f the Inhabitants, out of fear, and to avoid deftrudiion, forlbok their own, and “ 

went into other Countries. Theie, fome perfons were £0 impudent as to make a

of begging. Perceiving the horridnefi ot the praSiice, H<monus bids die Prsfe& to ** 
take nodee, and htveacare, that for the time to come, none of I^yrktmf whe- ** 
ther living at home in their own Country, orellewherc, be begged in fuch man- ** 
iier. ** And (bme were yet more bold, widiout asking leave to ieife upon the

$ 0 . now (hawing near iPawe, andftopping up all thepaflagesto it, a 

dreadful tumult arole in the Ci^, at ft) unexfpefled a thing. Many Slaves and Bar- 
barians made dieir.elicape to him ; and the Pagans returmng to their cAd Fable, 
contended, that the Religion, whence all t^femifthiefs proceeded, was 

to be forfaken. But the Senate had SertHf in flifpicion, as if file had brou^t the 
SatkariansA^inAtheCity \ and the Fathers, together with the Empe- 

rour^a Sifter, reived that fhe ou^t d) be put to death, as the caufe of all thefe 
greatcalamities. They concluded, that if fhe was removed out of the way, he 
wouldtaifethe Siege; there being none then remaining that would betray the 
place into his hands. This fufpic^ was altogether falie, and without ground, 

/icreiM having never once hadfuch a thought. But J^ofimus tells you, !& juftiy 
fuftered {xan^ment for bfiering violence to divine things, in ftich manner as he is 
pleai^ to relate. Atfiaftitime as T^odojKiv^theelder, having lupprefted the tyran- 
ny of £agenmsf came to iPwve, he procured a contempt of facred wodhipin the 
mindsof all Men, refufing to allow, out of the publick ftock/ anything to de^y 
theexpeooeof Sacrifices: then were the Priefts of both Sexes driven away, and 
the Teazles ft:^ deft)late, and without their wonted Ceremonies. Then did Se- 
reM fibut at t|pm, and wotdd needs the Temple' of die Mother of the Gods, 
where beholding a Bracelet about die Nedk of Rbta, and worthy of that divine 
Worftup, (he took it from the Image, aud put it about her own Neck. Wbehan. 
old Woman that was left of the Veftal Viigins, faw it, fhe upbraided her to her 
face with her impiety ; but fhe gtievoufly re viled her, and made her Attendants 
drive her away, who, at her deptuting wifhed, that fiich* vengeance as was 
due to ftich wickednefs might light on her, her Husband, and her Children. But 
file giving no heeci to ftah things, carried away the Ornament, with which fhe 
Very't^noliplbafbll ; but often afterwvd a thing appeared to her both fleep- 
ingTttCid wakiim, whidh denounced to b6r imminent death. Others aUb there 
were that had fight of ftich Apparitions. But thouxh wengeancx, the peifecutor 
of wiched peirftms, did* thus do her office ; yet .thoi^ Stretu Imewit^ fhe had 
ho c^of her ftlf ; butatlaft ^verthat Ne^to bebroken by the Halter, whidh 
had worn the Necklace of the Gpdd^. Moreover, ^i/k^himfetf, foran im-

Rajiliuswis cholcn tor the MeiTenger, a Sft.tni.trd by original, and Prefident of a 
Province, with whom joyned himlelfoncyi?/x-w, whowastheOverfeer ofthofe No- 
taries of the Prince, w hich, ^ofivats tells us, they called Trihmncs^ being a Man fit e- 
, nough, as known to yfUrich. And yet they knew not certainly in /Poxwe whether 
y^Uricb himfelf was at the Siege, a rumour being fpread, that there was fbmc o- 
thcrw'ho had favoured the caule of StiUzho ; but when the MelTengcrs were come 
to the Camp, they law in how great ignorance the People had been info long 
time, and were afliamcd of it. When they had told their Errand, yfUtich took 
efjiecial notice of this, that the People was ready to fight •, and anfivering, that 
thick Grafs was more ea lily cut than thin, fell into a great laughter, and derided 
them. * 

52. When they came to the debate about peace, he ufed exprefiions exceeding 
even all Barbarous Infblence. He aflirmcd, he would not raile his Siege till he had 
all their Gold and Silver, rich Houlhold StulE, and filch Slav es as w'cre of the Bar- 
barous Nations, delivered into his hands. One of the Mefiengers hcreat asking 
what then he would leave remaining to them in the City ^ he anfwcred, their lives, 
nice Havii^ obtained a Truce, in order to a f urther Treaty, they returned to Rome with 
hisanf^'er. And tells you, that t\\c Romans licing now convinced that it 

was yitarich tliat bcficgcd them, anddcfjMiringof all things which Man could per- 
form, they bethought thcmfclvcs of that affiftance of w hich the City had had ex- 
perience, "when vexed with Seditions, and liow having forfaken tlieir ancient 
Rites, they had been deprived of it. While they confidered hereof, Pompchnns^ 
tlie Pr^feSf of the City, met by chance wiih fbme that were come fromT/z/r/i, 
and affirmed, that tlKy had freed a Town, called yV.ww, from imminent danger, 
by their Vows and Country Rites, having procured grievous Thunder and Liglit- 
ning, you muft know, and driven to flight the Barbarians. Having fjxikcn u ith 
thefc Men, be did whatfiicvcr was required by the Books of the Pontifices ; but ’ 

confidering of the then prevalent opinion, that he might do it fafely, he com- 
municated his whole defigntothc Bifliop of the City, whole name \yas Innoctnt-^ 
who preferring ibcfafety of the place Ixiforc his own Opinion, permitted them to 
do what they thought fit. But they aflirming, that nothing would avail the City, 
except the wonted Sacrifices were publi(?kly reftored, the Senate alcemfing into the 
Ct/'/zo/, and as well there, x in every Forum of the City, celebrating theufual 
Rites , nobody durfl: be praent at the Ceremonies of their Country , hutthofe 
Men that came fnam being bid farewcl, applied thcmfclves to appeafe and 

mollifie the Barbarian all the other ways they could imagine. They lent MefTen- 
gers to him a fccond time* and after much faid, and contended on both ficles, it 
was ^reed, tliat the City Inould pay down five ihoufand pounds of Gold, thirty 
thouf^d of Silver, four thou^.^d Silk Coats, three thoufand Skins of Purple Dye. 

• and as many pounds of Pepper. 

5?. The City had nothing now in Bank, and therefore the Senators were to be 
taxed according to their Eflates, the/ care whereof was committed to Palladius. 

He was not at 5 le to raifc the Supi, cither for that the owners concealed part of 
their Goods, or becaufe the City Svas grown poor, by reafbn of the covetous and 
Continual exaffionsof^ the Emperours'; and therefore ( you hear ^oftmns ) that 
Svicked Genius which then governed the Affoirs of mankind, impelled ihofii that 
were concerned in the railing of this Money, to the very height of Villany. For 
what was wanting in the Sum, they fupplied out of the Ornaments bekingiAg to 
the Images of the Gods, which amounted to ho odier'than this, thatthofe Images 
which had been dedicated with Sacred Rites and Ceremonies, and decently adorn- 
ed, becaufe they had preferved the City in |?erpetual felicity, fliouldnow bydi- 
minifhing of thefc Ceremonies become altogeshcr as inanimate and ineffica- 
cious. And becaufe all thiitgs which could tend to the dcftrudlion of the City 
were' to concur, they not only deprived their Images of their Ornaments, but 
melted down Ibmc that were made of Gold and Silver ; amongfl; which was the 
Image of /'^a%nr ; and it being thus deflroyed^i all that /'ortitadc ox Falonr which 
remained to the Romans ^ was extinguifned ; which jSerfbns that w^erc skillful in 
divine matters, and exercifed in the Rites of their Country, did predift. Money 
l^ing railed in this paanner, it was thought fit to fend to the Emperour, to ac- 
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Se£V. 2. quaint him with* the Agreement, and to let him know, that j^lartch demanded 
not only Money, but the Sons of Noble Men for Holtages ; and upon thefc terms 
would not only make a peace, but enter into a League offenfive and defenfive with 
him, and march againft any one who lliould aft in an hoftile manner againft the 
LweSd by Romans. Honorius was content, that Peace fliould be made on thefc Cpnditions, ; 

Money, as /®- and then the Money was paid to tlic BarharUns. And yilarich for tlurecday-SjO- 
|«v»tcUstiic pened a Market to the hungry Citizens, granting them liberty to pais out atccr- 
tain Gates, and permitting Provifions to be brought in from the Haven. The: 
Citizens having thus refreihed themfclvcs, tl^c Barbarians departed from Rome, 
and encamped in the places about Tufeia. But all the Slaves in a manner that u^crc 
at^owf,flcdajvay 5 every day iomc, and joyned with them, iiiibmuch that their 
number reached to forty thouiand and while the Romans were employed in 
bringing in NccclTaries from die Haven, the Barbarians ftragglingup and down, 
fell upon them. This, ^larkh., when he knew it, both fcverely puniihed, and 
prohibited for the time to come. This mitigation of miicliicf, as it appeared, 
fell out at iiich time as Honor iusiht. Emperour entred the Conliillhip at Ravtnna^ 
enjoying now that Honour the eighdi time, and 77 jcod >Jius Aiguftits the third time, 
in the £alb.

• sntn called Larina in Tufeia ^ znd by Sif onius 'itxs tikea for sVarnia, Why they 

could not fhew fiieh Feats AtRomcj gives but a flender account; for, o- 

thers write, that many Senators of the Paffan Pcrfwafion did really facrifice 5 and 
that the Soothfayers were not accidentally met, but font for on purpofc by the 
Prafii : their Gods rrtuft have been very weak, or very angry, that could not, or 

, would not deliver their WcU-wilhcrs, without fb heavy aCompolition as the City 
paid. Another Relation there is, of a certain Italian Monk, who hearing what 
danger Rome was in, hafted to tlic Siege, and laboured to perfwade yilarich to smn. 
preierve the City. To whom he anfwered, that, he was willing lb to do ; but that ‘ 

there was one who continually was importunate upon him, and urged him to dc- 
ftroy it. If this be true, it came from a .Rrongor hand than was that of Zoftmus 
his Gods. 

55. Butin the mean time, Conjlantine the Tyrant, who domineered in G4i7, 
fcntlbme Eunuchs to Honorius, to beg his pardon, that lie bad received thatDigni- 
ty which was conferred on him. For he profefled, he did not take it upon him- 
fclf, but was forced to it by the Soldiers. Honorius confidered, that lb long as A- 
larich with his Barbarians preffed lb hard upon him, Ife could not think of any o- 
ther Wars ; and he had a refpeft to the fafety of hiuKinimen, Terenianus and Di- 
d^mius, kept Prifbncrs by the Tyrant, lb as to conlSnt to what was done, and to , 
lend him the lUiperiiTl Habit ; tliough he was deceived as to his Kinlmen, who 
were put to death before the coming of thcMclTengers. The Senate and People 
ri.ii ri.ii)ir to at thc lamc time found as great realbn ftiu to be concerned for their own lafct^, 
Tvranr*^ wliicli was far from being lurc, or eftablillied, ihe Emperour having neither gi- 

J^**"'* (Be Hoftages to Marich, nor performed other Covenants. The Senate 

therefore made choice of Ctcilianusy Jfttalus and Maximianus, to reprefcnt the 
ladncfs of their condition to him, by Ihewing what they had already undergone, 
and v'hat they mull ftiU expeft to luffor. But whether Hontrius, for diat he had 
taken off one Enemy, oy confcnting to the promotion of Conftantine, was grown 
high a ndfccurc ; or, as .^ofimus laith, was governed by Olyti^ius, who di^rbed 
all things, and hindered whatever was juff and fitting, he Iratback dieMelfen- 
gers wicliout any latisfaftory Anlw'cr. But having removed from the 

Prcefeftniip of thc City, he gave thc place xo Ceeiliasms i and rlttalns he let over 
the Trcaliiry. Olympius flill bent his whole ftudjr and endeavour to find out 
fuch as he imagined to know any thing of the Afiairs of St 'diehot, and Aow called, 
to account MaredUanus and Salonius, two Brotliers, and of the Emf^erour’s No- 
taries. He delivered them up into the hands of the Pr^eifsts Pratorio, by wliolO' 
order, their Bodies were rent and torn with Scourges; but nothing did they of- 
fer to promote Olympins hisDefign. Honorius, convinced now, diat the Ci^y was 
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in no good condition, thought fit tt) lend for five Regiments of DnlrmtiaKs to de- 
fend it, in which were contained fix thouCind Men, eftcemed the flower of the 
Romnn hxm^y bothinrclpcftof their a)urage, and their extraordinary frrength 
apd ftaturc. 

56. /^/ew their Commander, thinking it below the wonted aniragc andrefe' 

lution of the Romms tofhun any paths or ways bccaule they w'erc feiled, and held 
by the Enemy, fell into the hands di yiUrich and his Men, who waited for his 
coming ; and fcarccly one hundred efcaped, amqngll wheun was f^alens himlclf, 
w'howith ^ttdusy fentby the Senate as a Meflcnger to the Emperour, camelafe 
into the City. Now greater mifehiefs flill following one another, W'hen yindus 
eutred Romty he difcharged IRliocratvs of that care, viJiieh by order of the Em- 
perour, had by means diOlympms been im}X>ied upon him. His Employment 
was tofearchaiter, and enquire out the Ellates of thofe who had been proferibed 
upon the account of Stilichoy and bring them into the Treafiiry. But being a Mt!n 
of a. moderate temper, and thinking it impious to infult over miferable people, he 
enquired notftriftly into the matter, but privily lent to many concerned; to con- 
ceal their Goods as much as they could 5 whereupon as good tor nodiing he was 
lent away to Ravennx^ tolirffer in tlieroomot thole he had delivered ; and had 
been put to death, but tliat he bct(K)k‘ himlclf into a Church of the Chrifii- 
ans. As for Maximtav, he was taken by the Enemy, and was redeemed by 
A farix/anusy his Father, with thirty thoufinid yittrer. But Ifillthc Emperour de- 
ferring the Ratification of the Peace, andnot making good the Covenants, the 
Romms could not freely, and without attempts made ujxm their Perfbns, go out 
of tlic City. With this the Senate was lb mo»:cd, as to fend their MelTengersa- 
gain to liimto perlwade him to embrace the Overtures *, and amongft tlicm was 
tlie Bifbop of Romiy with w'luiin were lent feme UarharimshY y^Urich to lecure 
them on their way, which the Enemy had every w’here befet. While tliey were 
on their Journey, y4tAulfus, who, as was laid, waslentforby palled the 
y 4 lfu,y which extend thcmfelves from PmnonU towards F'enetUy or the ^^idian 
yflftSy lb called. When he was come into Honorius finding he had no 

numerous Forces, drew out all the Soldiers out of the Towns, and commanded 
them to oppofe him, and hinder his conjunction with ^ which they did lb 

effectually, that of the Goths they flew fifteen hundred, with the lolsbutof leven- 
teenMen. In the me jp time, the Eunuchs at Court fell foul upon Olympics ^ and 
accufed him us Author of all the Inconveniences under which the Empire at pre- 
fent laboured, and prevailed lb tar, tliat he was dilchargcd of his pjUce ; which 
being done, that no^ greater milchief might happen to him, lie fled away into 
DAlmatia. 

57. The Emperour now made y 4 tul»s PrtsfcCt of the City, and in his place fet 

Ihmttritis over the Trcalury, with defign that he (liould diligently enquire into 
whatever might belong to it, that nothing migltt be concealed. Several Oificcj s 
he turned out, and preferred others, as he pleafed, amongft whom was6\/7/ r/W///, 
to whom he gave the Comflland of all the Z>4/«?4r/V^ Soldiers, andbe/idesthemi 
of all that lay in Garriibn, uftough the upper Pmnomay Norienm, and Rh^tia , 
asfarasthe ThisGe»t’rid«/was a^4r^4r//«», but every way virtuoufly in- 

clined, and moft free ft'om covetoujhels, who ftill adhered to the Rites of his 
Forefathers, aeidier would be drawn from the worlhip of the Gods. But of late 
there had been an Edift publilhed*, which forbade any that was not a Chriftian to 
wear the Military Gi'fdle at Court. Obliged by this Law, he, who alfo had a Com- 
mand in Romt^ layd by his Girdle, and quietly kepthimfelfathome.Tlic Emperour 
required, that he who was an Officer Ihoukl attend at the Palace according to his 
Rank and Place. To thishe anfwcrcd, that tliere was a Law which forbade any 
one to Wear the Girdle, or be capable of any Employment that did iKJt profeft the 
Chriftian Religion. Monorms replied, that the Law fhould indeed bind others, 
but not him who had done filch Icrtices for the Commonwealth ; but he perfifted, 
tliat lie woold not rcceive aiiy advantage in that jvhich tended to the injury of all 
other perlbns concerned; neither would he attend any bufinels, till the Emperour, 
compcdledbyihameand neccflity, repealed the Law in all refpeCfs, and made it 
'freetoanyonetohdd his Opinion, together with the Employment he had lx;forc 
enjoyed. Bbginnin^ with this magnanimous AQ:, he kept his Men in continual 
Exerciiies, and furnifhing them with Conveniences, luffered U' ne of their Pjo- 
v^ons tobedrawnoff toother ufes, as had been ordinarily prafbifed. Nay, of 
lfi$,own allowance Jhc gave iwards to iuch of them as beift deferv^. And be^ 
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having himlclf after this manner, lie was both a terror to the neighbouring Barbarr 
ans, and protected thole Nations that were committed to his Charge. 

5 8 . In the raekn time, tlie Soldiers that quartered at Bavenm fell into a Mutiny, 
and polTeffcd themlelves of the Haven : which done, with a confuled noile, they 
required, that the Emperor lliould aimc to them. He thought not fit to ventute 
his Perlon .* h\xt^cvins, who was advanced both to the Dignity of PrxfelHs Pneto- 
riOf and of Patrician, taking along with him £BobichuP^ the Comes Domefticornm 
£qmtum, went to them, and .pretending to be ignorant of the caule of their un- 
quietnefs, though hchimfelf was reported to be Author of it, demanded wiiat 
had provoked them to fiich a Seditious Aft. They required that Turpillio and /T- 
yilATttius, two Officers in the Army, as allb, that Terentius, the Prapofttus Ctthi- 
citli, and Ar facias^ that was next to him, fliould be given up into their hands ; 
aad Honorms durft not deny them, for fear of a Revolt .* lb that the Officers were 
condemned to Banifliment, and, in order to their Exile, carried on Sliipi-board ; 
where they were made away by order of left, returning again, they fhouLd 

difeover his praftices againft them, and procure the Emperor to punifh him for it. 
As for Ttrtntius, he wasbaniflied into the Eaft ; and y/rfaciusv/SLH commanded to 
kccphimfelf at Milan. Into tlic place of Terentius, 'was £uftbms promoted ; the 
Command of Turpillio, was beftowed oil Talcns ; and that of f^igilantius on £11^ 
bichus : by which tlie Mutiny new feemed to be appealed, jpovius, the PraftB, 
having got all the power into his own liands, relblved to fend to y^larich, to come 
as far as Ravenna, in order to a Treaty. lb far complied with him, as to 

come to yirminium, at but thirty Miles diftance ; and thither Ipeedily betook 
himfelf : and, having lodged and contrafted Triendlhip together, they fell into dil- 
courfe about the matter, y^larich his Demands were, that a certain liimm of Gold, 
and a quantity of Corn and Provilions might be yearly paid him ; and, that both 
PiMiTenetia^ v/xihAloricum And D/UmatUy might be affigned to him and his Men to 
inhabit and poffels. Thcle Propofitions were lent away, in the prefence of y4la~ 
rich, hy ^ovitts ; who, in other Letters, written apart, adviled the Emperor to 
make Alarich a Magisier Utriujque Militia ; thereby to Iweeten liim, that he might 
remit fbmethingof' the harfhnels of the Terms, and confentto a Peace upon more 
tolerable and moderate conditions. 

5 p. The Emperor blamed the ralhnels of.^<?v/«r and wrote him won! back, 
that, as for the quantity of Gold and Provifions, hemighj; bean equal Judge in 
that point, having, AsPrafeSfns Pratorio, opportunity to be throughly skilled in 
liich matters : But, never would he grant the Dignity, or Office, of a Magifier 
Militum to Jlarich, or any of liis Nation, ^ovins, having received the Letter, did 
not read it privately, and to himfelf, but audibly in the hearing of ; who 

w'as not moved at any other of the Contents, but fell intot.a Rage, when he found, 
that luch a Command lliould be denyed to him and liis Nation : and, he comman* 
ded his Barbarians to make ready to march to Rome, to be revenged for the Affront 
offered to their whole jieople. jpovius being quite put ^lut of his way by thofe un- 
expefted Letters, knew not what courfe to take 5 ^t, to Ravenna he returned : 
where, to rcingratiatc, and make full amends for what he had done, he relblved 
to overdo *, and obliged Honor ius by Oath, that he Would never ’make Peace with 
j^larich, but wage War pprpetually with him. This done, he himfelf touched 
the head of the Emperor, and allb took an Oath to the feme purpofe •, which he 
exafted, moreover, from tlie reft that were in Place and Authority. In order to 
this extravagant Relblution, the Emperor procured an Aid df ten thoufand/i^ffr ; 
for thefuftenance«f whom, he caufedCom and Cartel to be brought out of Dal- 
mat ia. And he lent out Ibme, to clpy and difeover what way it was idcsaxy^arich 
took againft Rome gathering, in the mean time, together all his Forces, j^a- 
richy by tliistime, repented ofhispurpofe of attacking it ; and procured theBi' 
lliops to go to Honorius, and advife him by his negleft, not to liifierthat Chy, 
which, now, for more than a thoiifend years, had reined over a great part of the 
World, lobe wafted by Barbarians, norliich beautiml Buildings to be burnt and 
defaced 5 but rather, fubm it to feme very moderate Conditions, Thefewere, not 
to enjoy the Dignity lately mentioned, nor the Provinces to begiven up to inha- 
bit ; but only, hodxdvi Norieums, that lay upon die utmoft part of which 
were febjeft to continual Inairfions, and paid a very flender Tribute. * For Provi- 
fions, he would lubmit to feeb proportions as the Emperor himfelf ihould think fit, 
and fully quit his Demand of Gold : defiring, that betwixt him and tbcRomaw, a 
Fhcndliiip aud Society in War might be coatra£ted> againft any one that ffiould 
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a g. take Arms, or mov®? agaiiffithe Commqiiweakh.* Thefe things fb mildly and jf. />.

That, the Nations of the Sueviy F’andalsy and many ** 
tJthers with them,being incited by Stilicho ^ beat the Franksy and pafled the Rhint 5 “ 
invaded Gaily and came as far as die Pyrennans : Where, being flopped,- they “ 
poured themlelvesback into the Provinces. That Conjlantincy the Tyrant, who “ 
uiiirped at fuch time as they raged in GaB 5 fent Judges into Spainy whom Ae 
Provinces obediently received : but, two Brothers, noble and rich, Didymns amf “ 
Ftrtnianus would not receive them •, but, endeavoured to defend diemfclves, and “ 
their Countrjy, for the true and rightful ^peror, againfl the Tyrant and B.xrba-. “ 
rians. *For feme time gathering their own Servants together out of dieir Farms, “ 
at their own Chaise they maintained them ; and, not diflemblihg their intcnti-*‘ 
ons, without diflurbing any one, they marched on toward the Pyrmaans. A- 
gainft them Confiantint fent his Son Qonfians y whom, of a Monk alfb, he had made ** 

QatfoTy with certain Barbarians • who, having formerly been reqeived into a “ ’* 

League andFriendfliip, and taken into the Army, had the Name oi Honor iad.** 

Hence arofe the deflruftion of Soain. For, thefe Brothers being killed, who, at “ 
their own charge, endeavoured, with a private Garrifbn, tofecuredieyji'^e’rof*^ 
the Pyrennany as he calls diem % liberty of preying upon the PalatineVipMs was 
firfl given to thofe Barbariansy as a ReWara for the Viftory ; and, afterwards “ 
was committed to them the care of that Mountain, and fecuring of the Straits $ 
the faithful and effeftual cuftody of the Country-men being removed. There- “ 
fore the enriched with Booty, and aUuied with abundance ; that they 

mi^t the eafUier go unpunifhed, and have more liberty to be wicked, betrayed

(74i%r/4 fixteen years. 

66 i For all this year we have been taken up with matters relating to War. Tet 
us divert ourfelve&alitde, bytakii^ a view of what elfe pafled ot Civil Cbncerm 
ment. While AOrichy at the beginning of the year, diflurbed all Italy ; but, 
efpedally, threataed Rome ; Honarinsy lying at Ravenna, when he could not pro- 
ted the Cities from his Violence, yet, took care for tlie Eflablifhmentof the Offi- 
cers, who, in a civil and limited fenfe, were called Defenjores Ck/itatnm. pirft, * Dr/wrie* 
« e(u- for the making of them, he ordained ; diat. Being initiated in the Myfteries of the “ ^SioTykii. 
of Orthodox Religion, they fhould be appointed artd fettled by the Decree of the “ lib,l 
ics. mofl reverend Biihops*, alfb, oftbeCler^, Honor atiy PoflelTors of Lands, and“ 
the Qwriales : which EleCbon mufl be recited to the mofl Rluftrious Prnfedus 
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Pnfjttorio^ and by bis Letters be confirmed. Being thus .apf^inted, he gives 
them in Charge, and authoriicth them, if they hear of any violence offered to 
PolTeflors, to die breach of the publick Peace and Tranquility, thereof tonopke*' 
report to the Uluftrious and Magnificent the Pr^feStus Praetoriot the^luftrious the 
Magijiri and PeditHm, the Mtigifiri Offieiorum^ and both die Comitts of “ 

the Treafuries. ** Thele directions he gave to CMtiunm^ die Pr^ftiius Pratorio : 
and, four days after, added fardier to them ; that. The Defenjors Ihould by dieit “ 1.9.^, 
care and forecafi, prevent the PofTelTors being opprclTed in Weiglits and Mea- 
liires, by the Sufeeftorsy or Receivers of Tributes $ ofwhidi, heavy complaint “ 
was made to him at this time. Tlieir Office being to proteCt the OpprefTed, he ** to/, 
commands, thatfiich a Sufceptorhtmg dilcovered, they (end him to the Judge “ 
with fignification and proof or his Crime. The Courfe in fiich Calb of Opprem- 
on, and oth^r Injuries, wastoconteft them before tht OeftnforSy Courts, Cu-** 
rators, or Duumviri oi Cities and Towns, the Criminals being brought, and the '■* 
matters examined, and entred before them. Now, lometimes it happened, that ** 
dicle perlbns refufed to deliver Copies of thelc Examinations and Proofs, out of*' 
favour to the Parties accufed ; fb that die injured perlbns could not further prole-'* 
cute them. In ffich cftles he declares, that diey may conteft the injury by a Libel ** 
publickly affixed in the mofi; eminent and frequented places of the City ^ which '* 

Libel (hall be recorded by the Scribts, Tubular ii, or CUrks, tliat lb the truth may “ 
be dilcovered by their Examination, and thole punilhed by the Judge that deny-*" 
ed the Copy of the ACts. '* 

67. Thele Laws are but part of a large Conftitution made by Honor ius at this 
time concerning the manner of proceeding againfl: Criminals and eQ)ecially in 
favour of them, to mitigate the tyranny of Judges, and to reft rain the malice of 
Accufers. As his Father formerly had done, he now required, that a Criminal 
tution i>. Ik;. Adioo fhould bc ended witliin a year. Not that the Judge was to permit “ ,

famy in Men of bale condition J except by conlent of both Parties a Dilc^ige" 
be made. But the conlent of botli lhall not impower the Judge to lengdien out " 
the A^ion beyond a year, chough he need not conclude it before that term, if" 
the Parties joyntly requeft to have that relpite. This he ordained as well to put 
Ibmc conclufion to the harraffing and vexing of accui^ perlbns, as to quicken up 
the Judged, Ibmc of whom C poffibly thenlluftrious, asCucilianus,to'whotathQ 
Conffitytionisdireffed) were too apt to put off matters, pretending multiplicity 
of bufinels. " The Empire being lb vaff and large, perlbns were often accufed 
at a great diftance, and brought to anlwec in another Country ; whence many Ca- 
lualtics and Accidents intervening, ihe^r never returned again, and betnghurried 
away in hafteby the Accufers or pubUck. Offices^ they h^no time to fettle their 
matters at home ; and by that means, great detrimeoTnappened to their Children 
or Families. To prevent this, TitoHofius the Gj€at granted mofi; gracioufly to 
luch perlbns le?.ve to,.conlbue. thirty dap before tt^y were removed, to fettle their 
Eftacesand Families,*and comfort tliemielvesand Relations under a moderate cufto- 
dy. This his Son now confirmed, enjoyning that fuch a peiibn be asked before" x. uit.di 
the Municipal Magiftrates, who were to enter it amongft their A£b; whether he 
would make ufe of the Benefit granted by that taw, or rat^ chufe prefendy to " 
befent. to his Trial. If he claimed the benefit, he Ihould n& be refufed ; and if" 1*1.2. 
he cholctobefelltaway, this ihould Qieedily. be done together with hn Accu- " 
fers, whom he would not permit to keeper detain the Prilbner as long as ^y " 
plcafed , or rill they Ihould think fit to begin the Journey. " For as it is reaibnable 
to give aefpite to me Accufed, who is liirpiifed ( as we may lupj^fe, J to recolle£i 
himfelf, and fettle his Affairs.

Now, to promote a due Rile and Incrcale of Waters, the Inhabitants M-cre not 
wanting by their Arts. In Ibme parts indeed, the River was kept in, and fenced, 
b)' natural Ramparts^and its allb laid,by Swallow s,for almofl the length of a Furlong: * " 
which Birds, Ibme lay with Straw and Sticks, and others by Stones called CaUotes, 
w ere wont to make Nefts againft it ; and effeft that which neither Nature, nor the 
Art of Man procured ; with lucli pains and iuduflry, that many of them yearly pe- 
rilhed in the Service. 

79. How certain the Intelligence of PJi/s/y, or others, is, as to this matter, the 
Natives did not fail to flop up die River on all fidcs with Artificial Banks and Ram- 
parts, tillitliadincrealed toitsjuftproportbn-, and not till then to cut them, orlet 
it out into their particular Fields. And there were certain Ofl[iccrs w’hich watched 
and oblervcd them, that none might cut PalTages, oropenSluces before their time, 

' till the full height w'as dilcovered in a Well, which had on its fides the leveral marks 

of Increule and Decreaie, once in the Temple of iStr^^ir, at Memphis; afterward, 
by Cof/fiantint’s Order, in a Church : where again it w^as appointed, after that 
Julian had altered^the pl^e as before.

The AcceifaricstothcFafl, he condemns to Depormtibn to Oa^s^ without all pof 
Ability, by petiponing, to recover their places of Citizens, their Dignities or E- 
ftates.

noritts^ ftopped up all the Ports of ^fricky and would not liiftcrany Corn, or 0\ I, 
or other Neceflaries to pals over*. Thtfpeoplc lived on CSielhuts inftead of Wheat, 
the Dearth heifig lomuchtheinorg, for that by realbn of the War, the Land had 
lyen untillcd the fbrme^ year, and the Merchants kept up the Grain they had ; Ivo- 
ping to make hat advantage of it tlicy picalcvl. T he City was .reduced to liicli 
Straits, that the people diinking now ol nothing but devouring Humane BodiLS, 
cried out at the Circenjtan Games, that a Rate Ihould be put upon Man’s Flvih ; 
and there was a Rcport,that Ibme Mothers laid violent handsUpon the Fruit of their 
own Bowels, yfttslusy herewith moved, went to Romvy arjd called together the 
Fathers; amnngft whom it was moved, tXxaxxha Barbarian Soldiers might be lent, 
together with the Romans , over mto y^fricky under the Command of Dramas, a 
Man of approved Fidelity. The Generality of Voices concluded tliat they fliould be 
lent, hniy^ttalus, and Ibme few with him, oppoled it *, fearing that, by that means, 
xhe Ghths might find an Entrance mxo y^frick.

Honor tus, another Impediment liappened, wliieh tended to preduee that State of 
Affairs which followeil fhortly after. Sarus,^ of whom we formerly ipoke, nei- 
ther joyning hitnfelf with one fide, nor the other, kept himfc If Neutral, and his 
Abode in Picenum. 1 hither yftadphus, the Brother of yllarich, betwixt whom 
and him there was a mortal Feud, came, and lat down with all his Forces. Sa- 
ras perceiving he was coming, and finding he was no w'ay able to grapple with 
him, as having but three hundred men ; relblved to fly to hlonorius, and enter in- 
to a ftric\l.cagiic, Oflenlivc and Defenfive, againft And, here breaks oft' 
the Hiftory of ; concerning whole Veracity, lb much hath been laid, that 

notliingneed be repeated. But, had the reft of his Work remained, it would have 
been very Icrviceable in Ic great a Defcft of Writers, as we now find to handle the 
matters of thole amfuled times. 

84. From other Authcntick Records we find,that in the beginning of February, Ho- 

nor ius reinforced his Army by new Levies. I or this purpole he gave order to Miut- 
donitts, his Comes Ret PrivaU, to require of the C^ctals ot\^ndf>es, and of the Ho- “ 
norati of Jfrick, Mony for the letting forth of Soldiers, as the cuftomhad been, “ 
and now w as praftiled, as to iht Honor ati ; not only in the Provinces of that “ 
Country, but allb, in Sardinia, Sicily and Corftca. But, lie exculeth fuch of“ 
them as had at prelent fbme Service or Employment impoled on them ; as allb," 
fuch as were, by the violence of the Barbarians,' oi Italy, or the .Soil" 

of the City, as he terms the SuburbicarUn Regions. For every Tiro, or new Sol- " 
diet, he requires thirty'ib/A//, the Rate luiving often varied j licing let, Ibme- “ 
times attw enty, othcrw'hiles at thirty fix, or half a pound of Gold. “ But, as to 
the matter of ylttalus, or his Depofing, Sozomen adds to the Narration of Zofmas ; 
that, when he laid down the Enfigns of Majefty, his Captains allb laid down their 
Girdles •, but Honorius forgave them, and permitted every man to retein that 
Honour and Degree which he had formerly enjoyed. There is indeed extant an 
Ad of Indulgence, which bears Date bijt five days after that about railing Soldiers, 
inlcribed to asCWzexand M/^ifler Officioram i but not lb full as what Sozo- 

men writes. For it permits fuch only to enjoy their places they had before the “ 
Uliirpatkin, as came timely off from the Uliirper, ai^ returned to Obedience be- " 
fore his Affairs grew delperatc ; diftinguilhingbe^ixt true Repentance -and Ne- "

her founding; yet, they eidier enquired not into the manner of it, or, iftheydi.d, 
wrapped it up in Oblivion, as a matter ignoblb, and not worth the knowing. He 
falls into a great Exclamation, that a City, the Queen of the Univcrle, whiVlimay 
be believed to have been lb luckily founded that it Ihould altvays be Lady and Mi^ 
ftrels of the Earth, and which had lb often tiiumphed over the Barbarous Nations, 
and the Wotid ; ftould be taken throughthecraft of the Goths, and yet, the lerics 
and order of the thing Ihould be unknown. He tells us, he will in no wife endure this >, 
but, being ftudious to illuftrate all Antiquity , will not negltft a palTagc lb memorable. 

Now, it was taken, laithhe, by the craft of the Atr^4r/.i»/,aTOrthismahneriwhich 
Procopius, of all that 1 have read, doth alone relate ; and 1 cannot but admire, iRat the 
whole matter is diftembled by his Tranflatbr, or clfe not known, becaule he light 
upon Ibme imperfodiGrcSk Copy.

How true this Relation is in the beginning, 
where it lays, that j^turith beli^^ Rome two years, we ha v&leen already : as all(j^, 
that Honorius made no General after the death oiStiUcho ^ he rather made too many. 

What we have already wrimeo, concerning the fwarming of mRome^ and 
wliat multitudes of Slaves there were of thele*Barbarous Nations, may relblve us 
what to judge of that fine ftory of the three hundred young men given to the Ro^ 

. mMSy and the Romantidc Tale, that three hundred men, in lb vaft a City, in Inch 
va ft Confluence of people, though at Noon time, (hould bear all before tliem, ando- 
pen the Gttes to an Enemy ; which, lying at the Walls, could not but be fiifpeded.

, Alhes df which they inlulted almoR an whole Year. That none oiay doubt but that 
the City was permitted to be taken Icr the CorreSion of its proud Wantonnels and 
Blafphemy : at the lam§ time, he ^th, the moil; eminent plaices in it that could not be 
burnt by the Enemy, were demolilhed by ThundenBut for the main he afiirms, that c. 40 
in his time, when the memory of the thing was frelh ; yet, if one .conlldered the 
greatneCi of the Soman People, and heard the noile it m^e, he would think that, by 
the Irrupdon, nothing was done, only Ibmc Imall Ruins of the Fire were Rill remain- 
ing. He concludes the matter with acquainting us, that in diis Irruption, PUciiia,

From feveral haii'ds it appears how careful die Goths ware to fulfil the Com- 
mand of their King, for abRainiiig from Blood, cfjiecially of ChriRiaris, Some affirm 
that, even in the Streets, Rich as mentioned God and the Saints w'ere (pared, and ma- 
ny ffioulands laved by this means ; inlbmuch, that many turned Chriftians ; and Pa- 
gans, as St. j^uguiiint reproacheth diem, eicaped by taking Sanctuary in the places 
of Martyrs, and^hurches of the ApoRles. Yet was there not the lame ience of Re- 
ligion in all the Goths^ nor the lame relpe£F IhoWft towards the Command of Matich^ 
in Iparing the GhriRians. All eicaped not upon this Account, though it ^red worle, 
generally, with thole that were not known to be luen ; die Goths raging vehement- 
ly againR the Pagans. ffiey Romached much aftcin^ard, and thereby endeavou- 
red to raife Rill greater l^vy againR ChriRianity : wliidi put the Bilhops upon aii- 
(wering tjieir Calumnies, and to recount did great Dammages the ChrlRians allb 
Riffereffi This doth Sr. riagufime exceUendy perform in his Book, Dt Chit ate Dei, 
whi^ he began to wri|| the Year ffillow'ing % wherein he Riews allb, that the people 
of Rome had formerly luffered far gre^r Inconveniences from its own Citizens, and . 
that the City haddelerved all this for the Inmiety of the Gentiles ^ w'hercas, on the

jnit ilicin on iioard, but in liis attempt to pais over, was leiled by a TcnipelV^ 
which fb dilordered the licet, that he was conflrained to return into CdUbrit^ 
wlierc he fell upon Qmpntiii^ a ftrong City that rcfulcd to obey him, and having 
taken it, permitted it to be plundered. Here he confiilted wliat to do, and whi- 
ther to turn his Arms, when he w’as fuddenly fummoned to give an account of 
dioli. what he had dime already ; for, falling lick, his Dilealc quickly dilpatclied hi»n 
to another world in the height and carier of his liiccefs. His Goths w\*rc exceed- 
ingly perplexed at the death of their King, under whole condudb they liad pro- 
Ipcred lb long a time. As loon as grief w'ould give them leave, when they con- 
fidercd what great milehiefs he had done to the Ronuns^ imagining, that if they 
buried liim in any place th;it was ealic of accels, his Bod)' might be digged up, and 
ill treated by thole whom he had injured ; by thealTill-ance of Slaves they digged 
a Ditch, and drained the Water out of the Channel of the River Bafi»titts. 

His Burui. I here in the middle of the Channel did they bury him with abundance of Wealth ; 

w hich done, they let go the Water back into the Channel, and the llream return^ 
cd to its ancient courlc ^ after w'hich they killed the Slaves that had been employed 
in the Work, that none might give notice of the place. Having done this lall 
ollicc to their decealed King, they held a Conliiltation whom to elcQ: into his

Forthis purpole he endeavoured to abftain from 
War, and laboured for peace aH the ways he could, cfpecialfy being tempered and 
inclined by his Wife PUcidU to all good Offices, flie bein^ a Woman of a very 
flurji Wit, and unblamcable as to Religion. ftudioufly intent after the 

pnicuieiiicnt of peace , he w'as at length killed at BArewoffe, a City of SpA/sf, 
iliroughdie treachery as was reported, of his own Men.

fnanns into a conlederacy. To Confians^i'^ Son, he committec^hc cuftody of l^icnnay 
and the other Cities. But Gerontius marching thither, fell upon took it, 

and thereiii Conjhnsy whom he put to death. Thence he removed to yJrh s, imtl 
in that place beficged Conjhntincy whom he hoped in a fhort Ipace to lend after liis 
Son. It happened not long before, that Honorins oblerving the rcftlels humour of 
this man, tliough he had owned him as Emperour, andfenthim the Purple, yet 
fcrioufly confidered how he might rid GaU and himfclf of fuch a Colleague. He 
call his eyes upon ConJlantiuSy one to whom W riters give the Title of ComeSy a Ro- 
man of great Nobility, of great Valour and Prudence ^ and him he made Mnojfitr j.,; 

He 
chanced to come into the Country at liich time as Gerontius lay encamped agaiiift 
Confiantinct and there he ullb fit down before y/rlts^ cftceming both of them as 
Eacmics to his Mailer, though they were at enmity betwixt themlelvcs. And he 
lb ordered his matters, that moll ol’6't;'t»»////j his Soldiers came orertohim, and 
forlbok the Traitor, who thereiiixjn, to avoid dellrudlion, fled prclently into 
Spain. 

8. Confiantius continued the Siege of y^rleSy which he had begun and not long 
after news was brought of the approach of fdohecchits with a great jiumber of 
franks and yillemanns. The report hereof lb llruck the Officers of Honorius. that 
they thouglit of returning back into Italy ; but Conjlantius refblved with tlie Foi^t 
to abide his coming, and lent Ulphilasy his chief Commander of Horle, to lie in 
waitfor.him, and ule all advantages which time or place might afford. He per- 
mitted to pals by \uith all his Troops, thathe mightfall iiponhim in the 

Rcrc at luch time as his Front lliould engage Conjlantius ; and by this means it came 
to{^, that he was utterly defeated, sdl his Men being flain or taken, except Ibme 
few tliat cleaped. He himfclf fled, and got lafe to the Houle of one fcdiciusy whom 
lie had mucli obliged, and therefore took for his faithful Friend; but he fairly cut 
off his Head, and brought it to the Officers of Honorius y expelling great favour and 
rewards for fo meritorious •Awti^.Qonfiantius commanded them to receive the Head; 
and in the Name of the Commonw’calth, that thanks lliould be given to flcdicius for 
executing M hat fhould have been doneby but whereas he purpoled to re- 

main in the Army, he commanded him to be gone, not thinking it lucky, either 
to himlelf or it, to harbour, lb ingrateful a Man. Gonjlanttne^ w'ho had en- 
dured a Siege of four Months, when he heard of the overthrow of JEdqkcchusy de- 
vellcd himlelf of the Purple, and fled to a Church, where, lioping thereby to Ic- 
cure himlelf, he obtain’d to be made Prieft. This known, the Inhabitants of ylrles 
having received an Oath [romGonfiantius for their Indemnity^ opened their Gates. 

Being entred, he cauled Confiantine with his other Son Julian to be Iccurcd, and 
lent to Honorius into Italy ; and he hearing of his coming, lent thole to meet him, 
mtinc. hts who, at thc River Mincius^ cutoff his Head, and prelented it on the feventeenth 
of Siptemher. He had ulc&the Title of Emperour five years from his firfl: Ulur- 
purto^ ’ pation. For an Ulurper he was at lirll. But being owned by Honorius afterward, 

»• ^ho fenthim the Purple, and had power to make or reccivc»a Colleague ; accord- 
wg to that Law and Cullom which in thc Empire was now obfcrved, of Emperour 
we can Icarcgly deny him the*Title. * *

This time being fruitful in Tyrants, tlic boldnefs of one en- 
couraging another to fiich Attempts as they could not yet but obferve to be tragical 
_ . in the end ; on^ ^ovinnsy a Man of great Nobility, and Power amongft the ^r- 
ta gIIc ” '*^*** took upon him allb the Enfigns of Majefty, and hoped by the alfiftancc of 
the FrankSy BurguniianSy and jUlmans to defend his ufiirped power. 

lo. Thus miferably were the Provinces of the Weft harrafled this Year •, Italy 
andO’.<//, aswc havcleen; and ftillthe farther Spain by thcF^andalsy and 

Saeves. And the Eaft had alfo its fliare in the publick calamity, though linall in 
coinpariibnof M’hatthe Weft did fuBer, wliich had the ill hap to be the Receptacle 
of fuch inundations as did but in affli£t the Eaftern Provinces. S.^erom 

writes, that prefently after the captivity of Bomry tlie whole Eaft trembled with “ 
the terrible Meffages that were brought, how Swarms of Hmsy which proceed- “ • 

cd from the utmoft extent of Mnotisy between frozen Tanais and the lavage “ 
Nations of the Maffagetesy with their IwiftHorfcs flew up and down, and filled*' 
all places with terrour and Slaughters. Now, he laidi, die Roman Armies were dc' *' 
SdVtiii^^ i"o- tained by Civil Wars in Italy ; fo that the Barbarians had Icope enough to go 
vjnccs. whither they plealed, and by dieir Ipeed to prevent the very fame of their com- “ 

* ing. They had no rel'pcd, either to Religion or Dignity ; no Age they (pared, ** 
neither had any pity for the crying Infant, but compelled thele to die, who yet “ 
had not begun to live, and Imowing not their danger, when in the Enemies “ 
Hands, fmiled at thefe Weapons which were immediately to deftroy them. He “ 

' adds, that the conftant rumour was, diatthey ipuv^&aioi j^trajalem.*^*^ Some 

* are of opinion, that out of y^jia they poured themfelves into Thracty and lb into 

Pannonta. For it appears, that after the Goths had quitted lUj/ricum, thej were 
lucceeded by the Hunsy who clpecially feifed on PannonU 5 Honor ins now not be- 
ing in a condition to make any confiderable oppofition ; lb that he yielded to an a- 
greement with them, and as he received, lb he gave up Hoftages, amongft whom 
« was tlEtinSy who had formerly been delivered up to yilaricb on the lame ac- 


count. 

1 1 . This Invafion of the Huns in die Eaftern Parts forelecn, or feared, put thole 
about Thcodoftus upon an endeavour tofecureas well as they could the Northern 
limits. Befides the Fortifications of Caftles and Walls, upon luch Rivers as part- 
ed the Empire from the Territories of Barbarians^ there were kept certain Vef 
Icls of War called Luforu from their playing or plying about, whereof Ibme were 
employed in continual Watches and Difeoveries, left the Barbarians Ihould attempt FUcn 
any tiling fuddenly and unfeen ; and odicrs kept their ftations,as occalion required, 
to oppole their motions, if they oflered to pais the Water. A Fleet of thefe Fri> ^ 
gats called I-Mjoria ( as thofe that were at Sea ZJburna ) there was ever on the 
Rhine for defence of the Empire againft Germany, pother, as the Reader may 
remember, w^as fettled on the Afofa, or Meuje ; and in the Eaft there was a third, 
w'hich plyed upon the Danube for defence of the Allefian and Scythian Limits, which 
lay in Matfia ahdi^/^M, two Provinces of the Diobels of Thrace. ‘ To reinfor(% 
thefe Limits, a Relnipt wefind diredied abgut thistime to Conrans, by the Title 
of Magifier il////>A«wtliroughout Tltroee, dated on the twenty feventh oi January, 
thus : Our Ij)rd Tlieodofius Auguftus the fifth tihee being Conpsl, and he who f in the 
Weft ) (ball be declared. Now, as for the year, Theodo^ was Conliil but the 
fourth time in this whereof we write, and in that following was the fifth time a- 
dorned with the Conflilar Ornaments. But Theodofius being this year Conliil a- 
lonc,< whereas in the following, his Uncle was joynedwith him ; and in the Date 
of the Lajv no other being exprelTed, but only t^ added : And he who fboBbe de- 
clared, this icems to direu us this prefent Year, wherein no Conliil being declared 
in the W eft, they in the Eaft at the latter end of January were ftill in lulj^nce and 
exix.'ftnuon who fhould be the Man. The fifth time alio might eafily miftaken 
by die Scribe for the fourth. However, the matter is not great, it being certain, 

^lat in one or other of thefe Years the Law was ena£fed ; and therefore me Chro- 
nology of TheodrfinslnsQoAc^ to make lure of it, lets it at both the one and the 
other.

In tlie laft pl^ce, order is talKn, diat thele /juJbrU “ Jl’/ 
be duly repaired, when grown old and leaky, and appointed to the tranljwrtation “ 
of Corn and oilier Ncceflaries for the Armies. “ cta.jHit. 

12. In the Year CCCCXII, //owrwx the eighth time, and 7^e<7- *JT) 

dojius AugftfimOaa fifth, ( as we lately hinted) received the Confular Ornaments. 

Honorius this Year made his Abode at Ravenns, and Theodofins at Conjlaktinople. 4 ^ ^ • 
yitaulfns now with all his CrotAr quitted ItAly^ and went into C/rfAf, where he cholc 

to inhabit the*Province of Narbon^ with the conlent and allowance of Con- 
( driven who fotting himfolf againft ^ovims the late Uliirpcr, overthrew him ctf ' 

ofoX in Battel, and drove him at length out of Gall. After his overthrow his Bro- 
thcr iSeA^/Mirfot im 191 ' himielf, as if theSoveraignty had been entailed upon their 
Family 5 but Confiantius made his Reign to be very fliort, putting an end totliatand 
his life together in a little time. Having donetliis, and puniincdliich as had en- 
couraged the Rebellion amongft the Arvtrni^ he went into and there eafily 
maftered the Ufiirper Maximus^ whom, finding a mean Fellow, and noting an- 
fweringto his name, he delpifed him, and let him go ; fo as Oro^tus writes, he lived > 
aftewards among the Barbarians. Thefo Barbarians were the f^andals and Suevi^ 
who by this time, ina divifionof Countries tliey had over-run, had GaUaeia fallen 
to them for their Ibare; Alans ^ who polfeRed ZatfitaniOf or the 7areili/^i, to 
whom fome alfignthe parts of Bastiea. Thefo now held the farther Spain, being 
r jirijr/- modelled in certain forms of Government under their foveral Kings. But the hi- 
« ^^"*’ther parts of that Country, Confiantius^ by iubduingthe Uforpers, now reduced 
into obedience to Honorius^ the rightful Prince ; and this performed, he returned 
into GaU, 

13. The GorA/ being removed out of Italy, Honorius much at eafe, butthe 
Treafory was quite ewiaufted ; and the Affeirsof the Empire were in fuch a po- 
fturc as required he Ihould be upon his Guard, and provided againft iiich accidents 
ashehadtoogrcatreafon to exped. More Men were to be railed, and tlie Mo- 
tley paid ulually in the room of finding Tirones, was to be exa^ed. But the Bur- 
thens of State were fo great, diatto evade diem, all perfons tliat had aAy pretence 
flew to their privileges, which put Honorius to the pains of declaring what per- 
fons they were that he would hold excufod.

Ties, the prindnal Phyficians, (or Comites ArchiatornmJ the Comites Stabuli, the “ 

Cura Palatii, the Schoiares, the Proximi of the Serinia, and the Scriniathtmr 
folves ; the Comites Dt/pofitionum, the Deeurionts, thd Magifier Admiffionum ; “ 
liich other perfons inDigni^, 01 Comites, as^citajfoeiate toth^labours of the^' 

Prince, as he words it ; and in the laft place, the Tribunes or Prapofiti of the Ar- “ 
my, who had received teftimony of andent forvice. Allthpfo perfons he excu- 
Idh, as well after their Employments, as when in Office, both from die pay-‘‘ 
mentdue for finding of Soldiersjfor Horfos, and that of Gold. He adds, that^' 
he will have them omy obnoxious tothofo payments, whom Antiquity called Ho- 
notary ; or who, having obtain’d Civil Dignities, ,had beftowed no pains in foch ** 
Employments. As alfo foch as having the Military Titles of Prapofitus, or Tr/-*' 
bune, ' knew not what belonged to the Camp, and never looked the Enemy in the ** 
face." 

14. Tills gives us an account of the Ranks and Orders of Court, and Military * 

O^rs \ but foch as in fome things differs from that we premifod to our Hiftory 
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froth the Notitia of the Empire. At this time the Comites DomefticorumlxaAdXi

Gold, but from all, both fordid and ejftraordinary lervices : “ Whereas by the 
Laws of Paleittittuts th& younger, and Honoriusy they had only been fi’ecd from 
fordid Employments. He was now put in mind of Icveral things which ought to 
be reformed in /4fruky which had ot late been Ibrcly harralTed, and yet had very 
welldelervcd of him. Complaint was boldly made, that die PoirclTors of Lands 
were burdened, by being compelled to pay, not only for their own Grounds, but 
. I'uch as were barren or forftihen. We have formerly ljx>ken of the Efiboley which 
was deviled for equitable realbns ; for oftentimes Lands were lb alienated , that the 
bed; and molHertile were bought up, and others utterly negledfcd, thougli with 
diligence and care they might allb have been rcndredliilhciently fruitful ; a practice 
lb common in Ibme Provinces, diat it was necelTaiy for tlft reftraint dicreof to 
make a Compenfatbn or AdjeStion, fo as the barren mould be added to the fertile, 
andTribute paid for both together. Butthis was only when both forts of Grounds 
had belonged to one Man, or the occupation of them proceeded, from the lame 
Ki^t and Title *, not when they had no Relation one to another. But now in A- 
frieky the Officers of the Revenue extended this too far, making fiichPoT 
lelTors pay for deforted Lands, as had no obligation atall to do it. To redreft the 
Grievance, Homrws gave in charge to Seleucus tlie Pr^feSf of /talyy that Jnffe- “ 

Hors Ihould be lent into that Diocefs to view and confider die grounds and realbns 
of the Complaint 5 and thereof make a report, that all matters relating to die** 
Tributes might be put into a due polhire. ***' 

14. Butparticularly as to the payment of. Gold and Silver, liicli care had for- tw! ’ aT!' 
mcrly been taken by Ekeodjtusths Great, tnat neither the Money might be divert- 
ed to other ulc, nor the PoflelTorsforcedtwicc to pay the lame Duty 5 therefore 

did he ordain, that payment ihould be made before the Defenjors of the Cities, 
and Acquittances delivered in their preience. But this, it leems, proved noteffo- 
£tual to prevent oppreffion, which appearing to Honorius^ he nowei^oyned £th i. iz.t .i

15. The Cwriii/rr made as heavy complaints, that they were not only employed 
in bu/incis relating to their Charge, but hunied about, and forced to be Stewards 
and Bailiffs of the Lands belonging to the Pes privataof the Prince ; to cxilled the 
Cloaths diat the Provincials found for Soldiers^ and to undergo other labours.. 

Tliefo twothtn^ he particularly prohibits, and in general, that the Curides** 

be vexed with mean Employments and extraordinary Burt^ms ; laying them ** sufciptirri>i 
iipon'thc Shoulders of the Omcials, lielonging to the Govemours of Provinces,** 
and in y^^ickto the Proconfd. For, the whde Welfare and predperity of Cities “ 
depending upon the Cwridts , if they were thus diverted from their chaiges,** * 
the intcrelf of the Provinces muft be much impaired, and the Officials were more “ 
pfiipcr for foch Employments. Being Soldiers themielves, they had better rea- ** 

Ion to underftand the Habits that were moll: proper to liidh; and befides, .ffiey ** 
received ibme profit from the fumilbing of thele Cloaths ; and therefore ** 
realbnable it was, that the advantage belonging to them, the Burtheiii Ihould be ** 
nllb theirs. Other publick Officers there were, which in this fatneConffitutioa 
he gives order to Emhmm to reform. Particularly to put a Hop to the injuftioe 
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^ where the Provinciak were not wont ft) fumifh them-, as in 

/They were cafelcis in their Choice, and therefore, he will have the lok accruing by ^ ^ ’ ' 
anyunfcnind or unfit, to redound to thcmfclyes. In the laft place, /^whariashsidi^.ru^'cMu^, 
complained, that levcral Officials that had belonged to him, as Proeofifa/, haddc- 
felted their Stations, and betaken themfelves to PaUtim Employments, for this 
rcaibn % that, being obnoxious to Punifhment for their ill Behaviour, or oppreffing 
the Country, they might fheltcr themfelves in an higher and more privileged Ser- 
vice. To redrefs this Inconvenience, //o/roriw wrote, both him, bein" princi- 
pally concerned ; to Sekucuff Prafe^tts Pretoria Italy f as the Prime Minihcr 

of ^te in that Diftrift ; and to Prohus^ the Qomts Laryitionumy to whofe Of- 
fice the Fuffitives had betaken themfelves : Commanding tliat they fhould all be “ l. i ^ 
forced back to their feveral places •, and$ fortlie time to come, if any fliould pre- 
fume to offend in this nature, they fhould, during life, betondemned tofcrveas** ^ ‘ ' 
Maftcipesoi xhGCttrfus, or to the receiving of Tributes. “ Which Laws, tliis very ^ = 5 * .' /■ - 
Year, by another Conffitution, he wascouftrained to reinforce. 

1 6 .Indeed it was the misfortune of the Provinces of ^frick all along,to be more har- 
rafled with Grievances than any others, becaufe they lay at fiich a diffance beyond 
the Sea j and Comf^ints were ffifled befi)re they could be fairly reprefented to the 
Prince, as we have fecn lieretoforc, in the days of f^aUntinian. This encouraged 
Officers to be fo faulty andcorrujx:, that even fuch as were ordained to prevent 
Mifohief and Difbrder, made ufc of their plac^ and power to commit greater Out- 
rages than thofc they v/ere appointed to redrefs. The Reader may remember that * 

there were, upon occafion, certainlnquifitorsf^t into the Provinces, to look after* 

Defertorsy and fuch as ftragled from their Colours. Ufiially die Protcciors were 
employed in the bufinek, and fuch as had the Title of Tribunes. Thefe men were 
come to that height of Infblence and Oppreffion, making ufe of their Power to 
prey upon the Country ; that, toanfwer die grievous Complaints of the Provin- 
cials, j was now conftrained, by an Edi£f direffed to Con/lantiMSy as Ma- f}<f •/'•.<■« an- 

gifter Militumyto abolifh the Name very and CWficc throughout yffr/cky as unlucky ^ 
and to make it Capital for any toafjiire to this condemned Employment, out of h 
defire to prey upon the people. The Ncccffities of and the frequent occafi- 
ons for marching of Soldiers, folkited him now a^n to quicken up Scltncns to take 
care that the Body of the Mteutcularu fhould be mil, and neither any Pcrfbnsor “ i /i' f 
Lands efcape that were obnoxious tothatFunfhon. “ For their encouragement, 
he fhordy after confirmed the Privileges of thofc rf Africk, by a Conffitution di- ' 

S ffcd to them themfelves; wherein he fentenoeth fuch Judge or M^iifrateas** L^ydes-rJ- 
all not give them Relief and Proeeftion in cafe of any Grievance, to have his 
Eftate liable and obnoxious to the Fundion, without any hope of Pardon or Re- . M-nt. 
Icafe. He impofeth a Muld: of ten pounds of Gold upon zny fudges of Provinces, ’ 

upon the Proeonfuly and Pra Annotitoft Africkj and tlieir Officers, if “ * 

they fuffer any t}ung.to be diminilhed (d* die hundredth part allowed them for “ 

Leakage, ana if they permit any to rccicve anyPrefent from them ; and con- “ 
dcmncththcReceivcrbcfidl'?, to pay four-folddie value into the Treafiiry. And “ 
whereas the Tribum Notaries, and the y^aritors belonging to the PrxfeHs, were “ 
wont to be font and emplcwcc^6y the Emj^ror and PrafeSls, to direft, affift am “ 
expedite the Bringing in of Com.

He labours to Ip. Such Devafi^ons were made by the Barbarous Nations, of Corn, ando- 
prevenr the tliCT foits of Provifioos tlffougliout the Pi^vlnces, tliat fb great fcarcity followed 
as provoked Lords of Slaves, and Patrons of Freed men, to expolb iuch Infants as 
w'cre born under their power. To obviate which Inhumane Praftice, jFJomrius now 
thought fit to transferr the Dominion and Interefl of fiich peribns in tlic Children, “ f 
ii|X)n thoie who would take, and bring them up ; provided they produced Witnef^ “ 
lesof tlieir ib doing, and reduced theitTeftimony into Writing, which he will** 

Iiave confirmed by fubfeription of the Biihop. “ IXa&^ufiinian^ afterward did not * 
lb far approve, as to allow Iuch Infant to be Slave to him that took him up 5 but 
would have him, if expoied, to be of ingenuous and free condition. There was 
more realbnnow to reflrain this cultom of Expofiilg in Ittily, becaufe the BarbMrUns 
were withdrawn, and the Country began to be a Tittle at reft, after (uch Depopu- 
lations as it had uadeig;one. And the City of Rome now again beginning to lift up 
her head, it was fit, tliat thole multitudes which had fbrlaken her,and betaken them** 
(elves into the Ifiands, and the Eaftern Parts, Ihould return, repair her Ruins, and 
^eftore her to her former Eftate. v This the Emperor thought himlelf obliged to 
procure. So as, by an Edifif directed to Palmaxits^ PrafeSt of it, he required, that 
' By the Care of the Governors of Provinces, all Corporeity or thpfe that belonged “ " 

' to tlie Bodies or Companies which lerved the Cities (as the Baker Sy Shut tty and o- ** tmm,i 
' thers) Ihould be compelled to return to their Stations, and to dilcharge luch Fun- “

that the PolTeftbrs of Lands, and luch as had cultivated the Grounds, Ihould return. 

But many of them coidd not but be dilcouraged from returning to luch {^aces as 
wereharralTed by the late Invalions, and ludh Lands as were rendred barren, and 
* could not for ibme time be brought in tune again. Nay, luch as pofielTed Lands, 

thougli fertile, yet were dilcouraged, to think, that byvertue or the ^/^o/c, or

Strangers, w'ho Ihould pay no more dian the Grounds would well and lufficiently *‘ 
aftbard. And not this neither, for ibme time ^ for, hallows them the hnmuni- ** 
ty of two Years, wherein they lhall pay no Tax, the better to enable them to re- ** 
co^r their Grounds to their former fruitfulnels. * 

20. The WantonneTsand Unnaturalnels of Ibme* Women, who,' often having 
had Cliildrcn by former Hqsbands, either merried Eiddainly again, without a re- 
gard liad to Modefty and Refpe^k of the Dead : or, if they did not do it luddainly, 
yet, when they did marry had no care of their *Oiildren by the laid Husbands ; 
had formerly provoked Theodofttts the Great to make ieverc Laws for reftraining ^ 
their IiTcgular Appetite. Whereas formerly, from the time of Romulus ^ ft had 
not been lawful to marry witliin ten Months after the Husbands death, he made it 
iiniaw*rul for them to ^ntra£t alecdhd Matrimony within twelve Months, or an - 
whole Year. Such as Ihould dare to doit, he branded with Infamy, as they had itiXu 
been formerly by the Law. And further ordained, that they Ihould lole whatlbe- ^2* oot 
ver Gotxls or Eftates were coming to them from (uch Husbands, whom they had *"**^"* 
lb foon forgotten**; lb as not to clcape this Punilhment by the Relcript or Indul- 
gence of the Prince. This Law, afterward, ^ufiittian lb fiir approved as to put 
it into his Code 5 yet, leaving out the laft Claule of it, becaule he would relerve 
Power to himlelf to grant Indulgence, as of old the &nate had done, during the 
Commonw'caltli, and former Emperors, when a Woman was found not to be with 
Cliild ; and to remit tlie infamy, and j;6ftore to Fame when he (aw convenient. 
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^ 21. Further, Theodoji/ts, to provide diat Children of die lirft Marriage Ihould j), 

not be wronged, as it tpo frequently happens, from the Indearments of the fecond ; 
enafted by another Law, that, of all the Goods or Eftatc that came to a Mother from ^ 
a former Husband, or from any C hildren of the laid Husband, the Propriety 
fhould remain to the Children ot that Husband furviving j Icj as the Mother, mar- • 

arying again, fliould only have the Ujus-frutius^ or Prolits thereof during her life ; 

Only, he left it free to her to alTign luch Eftate to whom of the Children Hie plea- 
led, his dcfign being to Iccure it Ijjoin palling unto Strangers; which Eledlionof 
the Mother, whether Ihe married again or nut, fucceeding Princes thought fit to 
take away ; lb as (he could only conlign the profits, during her owm life, to whom 
{he plealed •, the thing it lelf bein^ equally to be divided amongft the Soiis after her 
Deceale. In cale one of the Children died, brothers were to fiicceed Brotlieis, 
and excluded the Mother. If no Brother was left, then the Mother came in w ith 
the Sifters, Ihe lharing one half, and they another. But 'iSxQXKKAxdi-fitfiinUn alter- 
ed the Laws lb as to give the Mother leave to come in, with her Sons, to an equal 
lhare of a Son’s Eftate *, and with Daughters he affigned her but an equal fhare allb. 

I bis w'as in favour of Mothers, in comparilbn of the old Law and Cuftom, which 
gave Right of Succellion to the GraniUather by iluiMorluT’s fide, and excluded tlie 
Mother, if married again. In c^lc a Woman had Children, ihe could have butchc 
lieuelit of the Eftate during life, if Ihe married the tecond time ; bur, if Ihe had 
none, the entire Propriety came unto her •, Jhtod( fi;ts his intent being only to make 
provifion for the Fatherlels. And, as li is care was elpecially tor thole tliat were Fa- 
thcrlels, he did not forget Mothcrlels Children : but, betwixt Fathers and Mothers 
he put a difference. He fuppoled Fathers would ||k more prudent, and rctein their 
Authority over thei^ Wives and Families ; w’hile the w'caker Sex was more lilted 
to be overcome, by crafty Infinuations, or downright Tlireats. Therefore he 
would not compel Fathers, when they married again, to alfigii all that came by 
their former Wives, to the Children they had by them : but he gravely admonifh- 
ed and conjured them, by the Rights of Juftice and Religion, to do that which, if 
good advice and fair words would not procure, then the force and efficacy of a Law 
muft exa£F. , 

2 2 . And his Advice or Sualbry had qpt that effect which might have been expect- 
ed, w'hich forced hisGrandlbn, afterward, to make good w'hathc hinted concer- * 
ning the Force and Compulfion of a Law ; and thenceforth, as w'ell Men as Wo- 
men, were alike concerned and obliged. But now, in.Honorius his time, Huf- 
bands or their Sons were become lb carelels and dil-ingenious, as to deprive their 
Wives or mothers, if they could of the Uf»s-fr»cfttSy or Profits of liich things, if 
they wedded again, tlioughthe Year was out, as had teen fettled upon tliem at their 
former Marriage. This conftrained him diis Year to take notice of it, in an Edict 
the Righii dire£tctJ to^ohuy the ; And to reftrain the malapcrtnels of fuch Sons as “ xoA.tu 

iiuthtrs. would not allow their Mothers liich provifion as liad juftly been made for them, ** 
but enquired into their Age before the Day. As he acknowledges the Propriety “ 
of the things tote in tlicm, fo, on the other fide, he alTerts the Law of his Father, “ 
and the Right of their Mothep during life. ** Again, notwithftanding his late En- 
deavours, luch Complaints were made of the Cities of Italy being ftill empty and 
forlaken, that he was compelled to give order to Praftlfus PratortOy 

to force back both the DtsurioAesy the Officials or yfpfaritorsy *and allb the CoHe^i^ " t. x j. * cohar- 
ati ; of which, tliere were feverai Coq;ipanie$ deftined tq the Plealure and Rccre- ** 1 70. 

ationof Cities y wliichnow hediought fit togratifie with luch Divcitilements, “ T 
though tfiey had their Original frdhi Pagan Superftition. And, as if one fort oUegiMiscaln. 
men infefted another ith negligence of Place and Duty, the yigtntcs in Rebus were 
iiow lb guilty of this fault, that they provoked him, at the end of the Year, to com- 
mand NamacittSy the Magifitr C^cicrumy to let them know. That luch as had" 
loitered after the time W'as out that had teen given them, lli^uld return to Coi/it, “ 
and there give an Account erf* their Ablcnce, before the firft day of February next “ 
following- If this they did not do, their Names fhould be expunged out of the " M.yaih 
Roll, and they fhould be furtterpunifhed. And the Governors of Provinces, if“ 
they fuffered any of them to ftay and loiter within their Jurildi^lions, muft pay “ 
fix Ounces eff G^ for every Loiterer. “ 

2 ?. As Honorins laboured this Year for repairing fiidi Breaches as the Misfortunes 
of the Wars had made *, lb*at QoufianttnopUJass Nephew Thtodofiusy or rather, 

»»/-»r,his Prirrfe Minifter, endeavoured to prevent fuch Calamities, which was tetter. 

It concerned them cluellyy to look to IRyncum, tlirough which lb great milcries had 

entred 
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enired into the Empire ; and therefore, Htrculius^ the Prxftdtus Pretoria of that ^ j, 
DiftrifI:, was injoyned to take care, that. No pcrlbnsly any Privileges ftiould be “ * ' 

excuibd from contributing according to the quantity of what tliey pofleffed, to-“ 
wards the Repairing of W alls, and Conveyance of ^m, or other Species tor the “ 
publick Defence ; although Dignified Perlbns were wont to be cxculed from “ N-., ) 

other Collation's. “ The great Fear and Anxiety wherewith all perlbns could not ■ 
but be ifrook, that underftood any thing of the dangers that threatned the whole 
Empire ( though the W eftem Provinces fuRainei;^ the Ihock) put thole that had the 
Government in their hands, upon the Promotion and Encouragement of all Works 
and Employments which tended to the Defence of the Borders. Amongft others, 
the making of Arms in the hxhric4t^ or Forges, eljsecially dclerved it. But, of this 
an ill Uleand Advantage was made by luch Curiaks as had a mind to run away from 
their Employments ; who betook themfelvcs to thole Forges, expefting to be con- 
nived at, as being therein very ferviccablc to the State. Great Compraint hereof 
was made by tho^ of the Eafl: ; who convinced y^vthemius, that, though the Work 
of the Forges was by all means to be plyed, yet the Cities muft not exhaufted 
and ruined ; for the Defence of which, the making of Arms was only defigned. 

He procured a Relcript to be dirafted tohimlclf, wherein Order is given, that, If 
any pcrfbnhave a purpofeto joyn liimlclf to the Body of the P'abrictnfvs, he fhall“ l.€ <ir 
either before the (^vemor of a Province, or the Defet/foroi a City, prove himlclf “ o 
to be altogether free, as to Birth, and other Obl^ations, from the .Service of the“ 

CurU : otherwile, he lhall be forced back, to difoharge the Duties of his Country, “ ^ 
without any Allow'ance to Prefoription of time. “ And, becaule there were great 
Clamours in PArf/r/r/4,againftZ«^'4»«j,the Comes , & MAgifier Militum through the 
Eaft, that the Cur sales of that Country were wont to Ihelter thqnlelves amongft his 
Q^^/4/f:Command was lent to him,tliar,Theprincipal£)er«r/ft»7fj having given no- “ 
tice to the Governors of Provinces of fiich Fugitiv^,and they having made report “ 
thereof to him, he (hould tranlrait them to the laid Governors;who,afterexamina- “ ^ 

tion of the matter Ihould give lentence & lend them back to their former Charges. “ coLja. 

» 4 . But having lately Ipoken of we muft take further notice of the 
great Complaints which were made now allb, in diat too often harraffed Province ; 
which cauira them at Court to bethink theq^folvesof a new way for railing of luch 
Provifions as they called Annonu and Species CeBarkuJes^ due to the Civil and Mili- 
tary Magiftrates, or the Governors of l^ovinces, and theCo««>rr, or Ms^jfiri Mi- 
litum. The Law and Cuftom had been few the Procurators of the Curiuy to take care 
for die leavying and payment of them in Mony ; but, it being dilcovered that 
more than due, was, upon this pretence, Iqueezed out of the poor Provincials ; and 
that wherbas, for one hundred and twenty Oxegangs one Solidus was but to be 
paid 5 die Avarice of the Governors and Officers was liich, that tliey exaffed as 
much for the half, nay, at laft, for thefoiuth part : and this was done under pre- 
tence of the Charges trot thelc Procurators or Primates of Courts were at. There- 
fore now was it ordaioed,that,the Cor»i<r»/4r/»r,orbe that was next to the Princeps “ 
of the Office of the Governor of the Province, fhould, out of the publick Store- 
houlcs, furnifli the Officers widi Provifions s allow ^em Gold, as was ulual, out “ 
of the Tax failed by the Prafeilus Pratorio ; and pay thole in Mony who Ihould “ DdtMc- 
delire it, in lieu of the Provifions in Specie, accdfding as the Market bore. If “ 
the Office of 'Leontius ^ who, before this, had becn'advancedtobe/^r<^Jf of /i^-“ 
ricum, Ihould fail to put (his Law in Execution which is direded to him, it len- 
tenceth it to fine in fifty pounds of Gold. “ At the lame tim6 j4/sthemius was fo- 
licltcd by thole of his Diftrif);, againft the Imiftunities and Proteftions which were 
granted to divers per Idas, whereby they pretended dicmfolves exculed from con- 
tributing to thcmccefTary Duty of Amending of High-W ays in ^ the Provinces, e- 
fpecially in Bithynia. He procured an Edi8: to be dire£ted to himlelf, for rendring 
nulband inefte£tual al^luch Reforipts and Immunities, and to require Contribute- 
on, according to die quantity of the Grounds polTelTed near the fiiid ways,for repair- 
ing themjas allb for other Services according to the quantity of the Lands where they 
were to be difoharged. “ Now was carrying on a magnificent Work at Confianti- jijuol 
nople^ called die Baths of with a (lately P<>rr/ri»radjoyning.

,ig. that he kept back the Supply of Corn, by which the City ol Home was wont to be 
nourilhed ; and thitherward failed with an incredible Fleet, which, by report, con- 
lifted of tliree thoulandand ieven hundred Vclfels; a number, of which, neitlier 
the famous X<?rjfej, nor y^cjf<*Wcr die Great, nor any other King was Matter, tliat 
we know by Hiftory. He landed his Men, and marched up towards Home ^ but, 
in his palTage, was oppofed by Marinus, a Comes ; who lb ordered his matters a- 
gainft him, that he diioiuraged and puthim to flight; fb tliat glad he was to pro- 
am b)- his cure a Ship, wherein to fail to ; and there, after a fhortlpace, the Soldi- 

lias. ers, who judge ever of Men according to Succefs, revolted from him, and flew 
' him. Some lay, he was killed by Ibme that were lent from Honor ius^ in the Temple 
of Mercury, Sabinns got away lafe to Confiantinof le 5 where having continued not 
long, he wTis fetched back, and condemned to Baniftimcnt. This Year, 

Tusy and others obferve, the Burgundians fiezed on part of GaU^ lying toward the, 

Rhine, For, perceiving their own wealmefs, they had not any mind to ftruggle 
with, or oppofe Conftantius, the Emperor’s General, but defircd Peace 5 whic^e 
was notaverfe to grant, left, by an ill fucoefs^ainft |;hcm, he fhould ftain the Glo- 
ry of his former AQions. The Franks underftanding what was done, and taking 
it in hi^ difdain, that the Burgundians^ an inconfidcrablc People, fhould obtain 
that in GaU^ which they, by fb many Inyafions, bad not been able to compafs ; fud- 
TrMi(s dajnly gathered together, paffed the Hhiney and, amongft other Towfts,dCook Triers, sigon, . 
rridi. tliey plundered, and afterwards let on &c, not faring the Inhabitants, of 

whom numbers were killed, and their Bodies lay unburied, and were eaten by 
Fowls and Dogs* ; even of both Sexes. 

26, TheProvinciakof how^everliarralTed, yet were of a light and jolly 

humour, if the Rod was removed from their Backs but a little time. Th^ were 
extraordinarily addi^d to Stxirts and Shows ; particularly, thole that were let fonli 
by the Pagan Priefb 5 who left tlieir own Cities and Provinces, and betook them- 
fel ves to Carthage^ the Metrofolis, where the Paftimes were exhibited in moft luftre ; 
and defpifing their own Countries, bothftaid long there, and got Houles wherein 

■isis grati- to inhabit. Honorius would not, by any means, fpoil the f^rt of the [‘leopic there, 
lb of!i/ which he had provided by fevcral Laws ; but, that the other Cities might not be 
in matter deprived of their Paftimes, by the flockuigof their Piicfts to Carthage, he thought 
K)rt5. fit to give Order xo^ulian, the Proconjul ; that, Thefe Strangers Priefts fhould “ t-y'i^.dtDtcu^ 
depart Carthage within five days after fhe fblemnizing of their Games, or before “ jh^tfia^cod, 
the firlVof November, If any that did not belong to tne Court of that City ftiould “ F(ijittt.6,cau 
be found therein after this term, he mull incui r a Fine of thirty pounds of Gold. “ 

But, about the fame time he received Information from die Tribunus Foluptatum 
(Diogenianushy name, and'ftilcd FirClariffimus, whole w'ork it was ^x. Carthage, 
to prefide over the Players, to regulate and govern both the Paftimes, and them tliat 
made them, as,oOasx Tiribunes^id in other principal Cities)* that the people were 
much offended, for that it had ^cn fbmc time flnce pra£lifed,by a Refeript obtained 
from the Emppror, to fetloolc and Irdc from that Service, to wliidi they were or- 
dinarily obliged for life, the Mimichs that pleafed tliem upon the Stage. He thought 
fit, fb far to gratific the multituoc, as to write back to Diogenianus, to force and “ 
recall to the Service fuch Mim.t as had been let at liberty by order of the Prince. “ 

- He decrees tft^t they be recalled with the greateft Inftance, that, as he faith, Scxni* 

wonted Ornament may be wanting to the Pleajures of the People, and to tefiival Dps, “ 

Wc cannot fay whether the difplcafure conceived by the people, for lofs of irheir 
Mimieks, contributed to the Rebellion and Ufurpation Heraclianus ’ but if this 
Refeript was intended to quiet their minds, it came too late, and not till that 'fem- 
peft was over ; being by it hindred from eroding the Seas. For, though it bears 
date of die beginning of February this Year, it was not received at Carthage, by the 
Tribune, till the latter end of January following. 

27. But Honorius employed his Qunfior at this time, in matters more ferious and 
profitable. 'By Nature he was a great Enemy to die Tricks and Subtilties of the an- 
tientLaws, and maintained acanftant War againft them. Pardcularly, as to the 
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Seil. marking ofTelbmentS‘,he abhorred the wonted tedious Forms,and the vain and unne- 

ceflary Phrafes and Words ; relblving to give eale to the People, hy Allowance of a ' 
more Compendious Way .By the old lAws^/tlU and p4//ii,Husban^nd Wife, could 
' not make each other their Heir, except they had Children betwixt them. This,ordi- ^ 

Srrticftiic m:i- iwrily, they couU not do, except they obtained a Difpenfation or a Privilege, which 
kin? they called /Jherorumf as we have already laid, which conferred on them liich 
R n'Lrvv'iK power, as the ablbhitel^havingCliildren, would have afjbrded them.And,/Jiis privi- 
lege was of old time obtained from the Peojde, and afterwards*by Relcript of the 
Prince.But vi<yvj,Honwius ordained, that,lf Man and W ifc lovingly, and by confent, “ . 

put up their Petition to the Emperor, and theiein included their Teftaments “ ^'\ 

which they prayed might be allowed of and confirmed % luch Teftament Ihould “ a 7, 
1)6 of forccj provided the Petition could be proved by two Witneffes, although “ f 

tl »c Prince granted out no Relcript,if he did not expVefly deny the Suit ; for, as the “ /o’

qucnce, and at tliis time was in lb ill a condition, tliat there was necellity to liip “ 
ply it. This plenary Indulgence he granted to Tufeia, Ptcennm, Samniumy 
Hgy CaUbr 'uy Brntii^xA Zjtcania.^^ Which Provinces had born the Brunt in the 
, late Invalions, but were not joyned lb asfb make up a Dioctfsy or further concern- 
ed together than as to lols and calamity. This A£t of Grace was of greater con- 
li tjuence than anotherFavour he granted a Month after to Ibmc of the Seriniarii, 
who lerved in the Scrinia, orOmccslb often mentioned. Both the 

youngcr,and allb y^readius,\ad given to them all the privilege of entring die Seereta- 
ria of the Ordinary Judges, or liich as w^reof the Degree of CUriffimiy zsCon- 
fidareszvA PnfidcntSy but not of thefe of the Dignity of Sftdabilisy luch as were 
Proconj'uls and f^icars of PrzfeEis. But now Honorius thouglit fit to enlarge this 
privilege to thole of them w’hom they called McUoproxinti, and others as far as the 
/axcL ftors conferring on them the Title of CUrijj^musy and giving them leave “ 
to enter the Sventaru of the Judges that were and to fit with them. “ 

The McUofroximi were, as we have laid, they tha^ were to be after “ 

two years, while the office of Proximus lafted lb long, which afterward was “ 
made Annual. “ ^ufiinian in his time, or Trihonikn for him, extended diis privi- 
lege to all the Scrinurii iiidiftinCkly. Honorius liis Hiind now being ili,to be kind to 
his Servants, the next day extended the favojir he had given ten years before to the 
y^H'ntcs in Rtbus, of being free from finding Tirones and other Burffiens ; to the “ i-ao-av v.

llius w'as the Eftatc of Ucraclunus confilcated, which Icarcely amounting to the 
value of twenty Qentenarits of Gold in Moveables, and in Immoveables of two 
thouland pounds, w^as afterward bellowed on ^nflanttus^ the Conlul of the fol- 
lowing Year. But with this cenfure the Emperour did not think him fufficiently 
punilhed. For he having been nominated Conlul for this Year, and his Name 
being inlerted into Afts and Inftrunicnts, he commanded by another Edict direft- 
kas, as ed to Hadrian Prafelhs Prntorio, that it fliould be expunged out of all, both “ 

/, nulled, publish and private Writings, and his Memory utterly aboliflied. Moreover, 
that what had been done by him Ihould be null and void j infomuch, that thongh “ 

Leave Ihould not thereby be granted to luch Lords as had manumitted their “ >^>n.Aiis.Av:.i 
Slaves, of reducing them again into bondage ; yet the Aft being, as his, void in ** 
it Iclf, Ihould be repeated, and the folemnity of Manumiffion reiterated. “ Which 
W'as wont to be done before the Cx)nluls, when they entred into rheir Office ; and 
indeed was the chief thing wherein tlnyr were employed, as we have Ihewed in the 
Polity of the Empire. 

3 1. In the mean time Thtodoftus in the Eaft had no liich occafion to employ his 
Quaftor infucli Adis qf necelTary and whollbme leverity. On the contrary, he 
palled Afts of Grace; and being not diverted by Wars or Confjjiracies, had cx:- 
cafionto honour and rew'ard fuch as faithfully ferved him in time of peace, of 
which there were liich numbers, the vail extent of the Empire requiring it, that 
about the ordering and regulation of them there leldom w'anted Ionic Inducements. 

As pcifons of Employment, and eljiccially Coiiitiers, are wont to be much con- 
fjrncc cerned about. place and prccudcnce ^ lb elpccially w'hen idle, and having nothing 
iLOflicm.ellc to divert their thoughts ; and lb it happened at Qonfiantimpk at the beginning 
of the year, where Icveral ol* the firll Order or Rank of Contites juftled one, 
another. This put Thi odofvis upon framing a large Conllitution for regulating lb 
high a concern, which we find direfted to Prifeian the Prafeci of the City, though 
not Prifeian the Grammarian, as hath been quellioned, who taught in this City 
Ibmc fixty or Icventy years after. Therein he determined, that the Prapofiti ** 
and Tribunes of the SchoU ( as of the Scutarii and Gentiles, fiyrmcrly mention- “ 
ed ) who were admitted to the Emperor’s Table ; and had the privilege amongll “ codrof 'S] 
the Domesiiek ProteHors and others, to adore the Purple, as alio the Tribunvsy or ** f/' t j.rv-z,.*,.

' 41 . And, notonly Debtors to die Publick, for this ; butPrilbners, and fiich as 
were condemned to Banilbment, for another Law, uhichlhordy followed in their 
behalf. When Offenders were fentcnced to Banilhment by the fidgtSy their Offi- 
cials were to fee the Sentence executed, and till fiich time the Parties werereman^ 
ded toPrifbn. But oftentimes it banned through the N^gence, or wilful O-

The ranialsy who had formerly invaded grudged that die Gtahs fhould 
fhare with them ; and imagining, the Allyancc Mtwixt the Emperor and their 
King confidcred, that they fhould have them their Enemies, rcfolved, if poffible, 
to prevent it,, by fending to Honor iusy and offerlbgto fight againfr ffiem. The 
Meffengers adviled him, in fhort, to have Peace with them all, to let them fi^t it 
outamongftthemfclves. .They mi^t perifh, but he fhould win: and, if both Na- 
tions perifhed, the advantage of the Empire would be immortaL .Indeed, Proco- 
pius writes, that Honorius agreed with GunA^ichy their King, that the f^’otsdals 
fhouldfixin. 5 )».i/i}, provided they abfrained from all violent and unjufrAfb, and 
would not makS ufc of the Prefeiiption of thirty years againfr the Romans. But^ 
however, PlacidUy his Sifrer, took it to heart, ^t there fhould be fiich Enmity 
betwixt her Brother apd her Husband ; with whom fhe often contended, tha t yfr- 
taltts wac to be delivered up, and a good Underfranding to be diereby procured.

45. Thtodofitts, irvthe Eaft, wras allb prclented, at the beginning of the ylar, 
with Complaints againftrhe Infolence and Violence of Officer ^ ; which was rifen 
to that height, as even to force Gifts, Bargains and Sales from thc^ftor Provincials. 

We have Teen how careful Princes have been to avoid this njifehief ; inlbiniiGh, 
that diey made it unlawful for Governors of Provinces t» rec’cive any thing, or to 
marry therein, during their Adminiftratioh. Whether the Complaintwas againft 
them, or occafion was ^ven by others who were potent by realbn of their Fafti- 
ons or Eftates, or had many Clients and Dependants (to prevent the Rapacity of

an Edi« to Pdlaiins, the PrnfeSf^ that if any lliould endeavour to renew his 
power of Proconftti, of P'icar, ConfuUris, Prefident, of Comes Difci 0 onumy or 
ditory or of Princepsoi an Office, his whole Eftate fliould be confifeate. Now 
this is underftood to be meant of the lame individual Office ; not that a Man might 
not be Proconfuly friary Confniaris or the like, in another Country.

that no fiiggeftion or rdSition Ihould be ma& to him by complaint of one of the “ tiQnii.cfd. li- 
parties bmy. For this was to renounce die method and coune of Law ; aod when 
report was to be made to the Prince, both Plaint if Defendant were to have 

Copies thereof delivered to them, and there to make their ol^ef^ions or additions 
as they faw convenient ; an oftendtirinthisTOinthe will therefore have condenmed, 
as to cofts, and lofe his caufe. This he alio gave in charge to PaUadius; and being ribusfMfgii'* 
overcome with greatej clamours of the Cnrix, he farther gave him order in this 
lame Conftitution, widiout any condition or mention of any Subftitute or Depu- 
ty, about four Months after the other law, to call back to their Courts whatever “ xbtftactt 
CV/4///wasinthe Army, amo^ftdie Attendants of the PrafeHns Prxtorio^ or** 
in any Palatine Offices or Services. $2.

Yet inablblute Monarchies, where the Princes raile what Mony they plealc, and 

their bare Hdi£Ishavc the force of Laws, they arc wont to liave few about them 

diat plead for the poor People, and make known tlieir Complaints ; the more 

uliialcourie is to put th^nupon extravagancies ^ to cry out, tliat the people 

are too rich, that this will make them rebellious, and therefore they are to be nut 

only clipped, or fliearcd, but Icraped, that Ibme of die Wool may fall to their own 

(hares. Yet the Body of the Civil Laws convince us of another fafliion at Court 

in thole days, though the times were odicrwilc very bad. The Emperour was 

now again informed, that liich Officers as were lent into the Provinces to cxa£l;or 

raile Tributes, were wont to ftay there a long time, under various pretexts, but with 

dellgn to abule the People. He commads Palladius in order to prevent it, that “

Honor ius could not but 
ingratiate himfolf with the Countrymen in the Provinces, and at a diftance from 
Rmm, But whether he did not quite lole the favour of the Inhabitants of that Ci^ 
ty, and forfeit all that affedaon which his other £di£fs had procured, tw the laft 
Law he made this year, we cannot but queftion. How dear both the Falhions and 
Pcrlbns of the Goths and Barbarians were to the people at this time, we have alrca- » 
dy laid.

taihions! cd tolbmc publick Drudgery. Concerning Skins w'e have foen already fuffici- “ ?*» pprta 
endy out of Clandian, that they were the Wear of the Goths. And as for long

53. ^eoi0/f«.fatthe beginning of diis Year had Ibmc trouble given him about 
the Schole or Company of r^gentes in rtbus, which ftood in great nVed of purging. 
For it was now made (^howev;er it came to pals) the rijylum and Refuge of lewd 
and idle pcrlbns; culpable as|o tlieir lives, andignobfeas to their original, even

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filled with a company of honefl; Men. Thiswas thought the bell courfe, and molt ^ 
fuitablc to this time •, but when one of thefe Edicts being contrary to anothei-, was , ^ / 
afterward to be taken \tiX.o ^uftmiansh Code for ftanding Law, he not fo vexed or 
provoked, as now Theodoras was, made choice of the former 5 not thinking fit 
without the Prince his fpecial Warrant, to give any Ihch large power to the Afa- 
gifitr Offic 'torum. , 

54. TTieodoftas fetting himfelf to reform matters belonging to other pcrf iiis, 
relolvcd not to omitfiich as wherein he himfelf w’as cdicenied. As there never 
wanted thole who would flatter the Emperors being poflclTed of lb great pi wer,^ 
cl^cially liich of them as too much indulged the cruelty and rapacity of their 
Natures ; fo in nothing was it more ordinary to flicw this flattery, than in Wilts or 
Teftaments. Indeed ^ugufius^ TtberiuSy and yIdrUn refilled to receive any thing 
from the Teftament of an unknown perfon, though ordinarily it might be done. 

But Domitian foiled on all Eftates whatfoever, if any one Man would but ftep forth, 
and lay, that he heard the deceafod foy before his death, that he had made CV/Ttr 
his Heir ; and accordingly as Princes were inclined, they either took or rcfuled. 

Now Theodofi/ts confidcring how little credit was to be given to fuch WitnclTcs as 
would dcfire to ingratiate themfolves, rcfolvcd even to deprive himfolf and great 

j perfons of that Benefit, which to others was allowed. For whereas ordinarily a “ ^ ..1. y 
r Nuncupative Will was of force , if attefted by a lufficient number of“^"^’j’’‘ ' 

‘ Witneues, fo as to null and repeal a written one ; yet ifhe himfolf, or any of the “ 
Grandees were thereby made Heirs, he refolvedit Ihouid not be of force to re- “ 'Mi 
peal what was written, and perfeftly good in Law ; liecaufe perhaps the Wit- “ 
nclTcs might lay, that They heard the Party, tphen hewasdyiuy, name the Tmperor, “ 
or fopne great Man his Heir. “ Pertinax^t Emperor refufod to receive any thing 
from the flattery or boalHng of dead perfons •, and in liich cafes admitted the claims 
and complaints of the Kindred againfl thefe Teftaments, which indeed ought to 
have been null in themfolves. But Theodofias would not havcf even authentick 
Teftaments to take place where he and the Nobility were TOncerned, againft the 
Heirs which M'cre named by writing : foch an inftance of folf-denial, as his Grand- 
father gave in that Law, whereby he refofed to receive any thing by Codicils and Ft- 
dec commijfa. But jpujlinian afterward thought this opinion of Thi odcftns the 
younger too forupulousandunnecelfary ; making the condition of the Emperor as 
not belter, fo not worfe than that of Subjefte in thefo cafos. However, Theodofins 
was fo free and hearty in what he did, that he direfted his Edi£f to the People of 
the City of Conjlantinofle, and all Provincials. 

55. About the fome time he obforved, how that Provifion which G^«- 
the Great had made for the City of Confiantinovle, andhis Grartdfathcr had 

enlarged, did not reach the ends lb fully as they defigned it. For the People re- 
ceiving it in Corn, many applyed this Com to other ufes^ poflibly fome idle Spend- 
thrifts might foil it, and their Families never fare the better for it. Herelolved 
therefore to alter the former courfo, and by a Lawdirefted loUrpts the Prafecif 
commanded, tliat for the future, no Corn mould be given to any, no not to thc“ 
palatines of liis own Houfo, w'ho were wont to receive this allowance amongft “ 
others.

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thatheentredtheCo/r^«^/^, by the conlent and encouragement of mar- 
/rtww . ried his Sifter PlacidUj the Widdow of yfttdulfe. And now Honorius, as fbme 
%m-' write, entred Pome in Triumph, fi)r his Vi^ry obtained over the Goths and yifna- 
^fsiftcr.Arj, who was led before the Qiariot with his l^ds bound behind him ; and, the 
Solemnity being over, had his Right Hand cut off for his perfidious dealing ; and, 
j^flibly, ip return for what he is md to have offered to the Emperor ; and was con- 
finea to lApora. Concerning Honorius his being at Rome diis year the Laws arc fi- 
lent, not one bearing date from that City ; and yet, there are fbme extant, which 
uhk aAs mention no other place than the King of the Goths in Spuin, as 

well to employ and enrich his Men, as to gratifie the Roman Emperor, made War 
againft the f^andals and /Runs in that County, and tliat with great fuccefs, if we 
may believe /4poUinaris ; who, fpeakingof Ricimer^d\c Nephew, or Graml- 

Ion, of f^allia, recounts what his Grandfkher didin tlie Territories of Tartefus^ iVi,. 
againft; botlithele Nations ; asallb, in the Fields of /fgripentum ; and he com* 
pares his ASs with the famous Exploits of Marcellus and Metellus. Jfidore, in his <^'‘•4 s 4- 
Chromcont writes, that, being called by Conjlantius, into Spain, he made great 
flaughtcrof the Barbarians to promote the i?i7w/Mr*Intereft: ; that, in Batica, 
he utterly deftroyed thole called f^andali Silingi ; and lb broke and diftreffed the 
/Rarii (or Alani) who domineered over the P^audals and Suevi : that At aces, their 
King, being flain, thole few of them that remained, foi^etting now the name of a- 
ny Kingdom of their own, put themlelves under the Government of G under uh, 

King ot the f^andds ; who had placed themlelves in Gallicia. 

57 . Honorius not being this year difturbed with any War, had the more leilure 
to attend luch Complaints as were made concerning Grievances and Misdemeanors 
committed in time of Peace. And whence Ihould thefe come, but out of Africk f 

riiif So loud and importunate he received concerning the inequality of Taxes, and bur* 

hi- Lands, that he wasconfrrained to lend away one Sehafiius, as his 

w.'i ' general Peraquasor and InfpeHor, with Title of Comes of the firft Rank ; a perlbn 
of fuch repute for his Integrity with him, that he gives him the Commendation of 
Probattfjmus ; Forbids that any other Infpeifor be lent, to undo what he had once “ 
done ; gives him leave, however, to remove what had been done by others be- “ 'rmfhn'udM). 
fore him: aifd, whereas he was to exaihine matters relating to die Lands called “ 
£mphpeuticarii, which (nroj^rly belongedtfo his own^M Privata, and fowere“ 
under the Jurildilfion of that Comes, or Treafurer, yet he will not ^ve the Trea- ** JL^.dg praediii 
purer meddle with them at this time ; but the Pofleftbrs of them lhall be relieved as “ 
others, hq Sebafiius, inpurfuancetoleverallnftmdionsgivenhim, andnowdivi-'' 
inflraai* ded into Icveral Laws.

58. But, the main matter which gave this trouble was, thatthcre were many 
Grounds in this Country lb mudi harrafted by War, that they were delerted, as 
barren and ulelels, and could not pay dutCenfus which, informer times, had** 
been impol^ upon them. In caie thele Lwds were in the hapds of fuch perlbns ** 
as had plenty of others which vrare rich and fertile, he was to confider whether ** 
the whole Patrimony, being taken together, and the barren ones added by way ** 
of £pibole, to the Fertile, any thihg was to be detraded from tlie ulual Payment, ** 
for all. If the unfruitful and delert^ were in the hands of poor Men, or thole of** 
mean condition, then, 'to be lure, they Ihould berelievea. But, in cafe they** 
were in no Man’s pofTeftion, but wholly delerted, thenlhould they tsodret over to ** 
new Owners, .who Ihould diehceforth hold them without difhirbancc, and with* ** 
out being obnoxious to Payments formerly due to the Soil,, except within 7W0** 
months the formercame in, and proved their Claim. Moreover, thele new^Pof- ** 
leftbrs Ihould not pay any Gldfdis CoBatio, diough formerly the Lands bei^*ged ** 
unto Senators. But, if mey had been lubjed to the Naval Function, as appertai- ** 
ningtDiheA^/r»/4r//,IlewillbynomcanshavetfiQmfreedfTom it. Nay .further, ‘* 
lb great care he Ihews for keeping up the Duties of that Body, out of reljse^ to Na- **

For, declaring 
that, if any one fhould obtain a Rclcript for himfolf for employing anodier Infpe- 
ftor, thisKcicript Ihould be void ; he is lb bold as to lay, Jf they jhould obuia it • 
from his Altars^ as being Ibme God upon Earth. ^ But, liich Sacrilegious Terms as 
Ntmen Noftrmn^ and the. like, being formerly ulal by fiagan Emperors, were ftill \ 
retained oradmitred by thelc Chriftian Princes : which Ibme dclervcdly rccimn a- 
mongft the Crimes of this Age. 

He j 5 p. The end of the year Homrius doled by a ConlHtution, made for'the better 
sen c!" su' pi - ^i^PP^y of Rowe with Provilions •, ot wliich,ever and anon, Ibme fcarcity was allcdg- 
^ ed, fince liich time as the Fruits of were diverted from it, and appropriated 
to the Supply of ('onjlantimple. We have formerly hinted, thatinthe/*<?r/«r, or 
Haven of Rome (eighteen miles diftant from it) were Granaries, wherein the Corn 
was laid up till it could be conveyed to the City. And, for this Conveyance there 
was a Company or Body of Watermen upon Tyber^ knowmby the name of Caudi^ 
carii ; and thole, called Menfores^ whomcaliired the Corn when it came into Port, 
and w'hen it was delivered out, to be carried up to Rome ; belides other Officers. 
Now, tilde leveral Comfianies had their Overleers and Matters, whom they cal- 
led Pstrons^ leveral in number ; but lb, asdiree were of more Authority than the 
rdt, out of whom one waseholen, who, for a certain time, Jiadthe chief Admi- 
iiUlration in his hands. This Adminiftration Honor ius now would have continue “ 
for five years in the hands of two liich, as the Bodies of the Caudjearii and Afrnfc- “ 
res Ihould chule, in like manner as the Patrons of the Bakers and Smiths had their 
pow er. And, whereas diey w'erc wont to cheat the Citizens by changing the “ 
Corn, and’ obtruding upon the Bakers luch as they bought very cheap, in the “ 
room of the good Grain which was imported ; he commands, that the Chief Pa- “ 
tron lynd out privately his Patterns or Samplers of the Corn to his Colleagues, to “ 
prevent the obtrufion of any fuch unwarrantable Commodity. If luch Matter, or “ 
principal rightly and truly dilchargeliistruft; by vertueof this Law, he“ 
declares him, at the end of his live years, to be Comes of the third Rank, with- “ 
out any need of procuring the Dignity by Codicils, or the Prince his Letters. On “ 
the contrary, if he proved falle, he condemns Iiim to the lols ofliis Ettate, and“ 

• to Icrve in the Bake-houle in die meaneft capacity, or place of the greatpft drudge- “ 
ry. But, to add more privilege than punittiment, for the encouragement of tiiele“ 
Patrons, he exempts the tliree Principal of each Bodylfrom die jurildidion of the “

Ibbjcd to the PrafeU of the City, in Criminal Caufcs. “ Further, becaufe the Ay- 
far Hors belonging to thele two PrafeHs wore too often wont to w'rong and abule the 
Bakirs, either by committing die lame lault as the other did •, or, when they 
brought in gotid Corn, exafting Ibmcthing of them in way of recompcnce : When 
they could be convitlcd of fuch Oppreffion, he condemns them to the perpetual “

Co. /htodofius, this year, was in great Repole at Confiantinofle^ which could be 
little interrupted by Ibme Complaints that were made to him out of the Eatt, a- 
, gaintt .the I)nx of that Limit, wliich formerly was called Commagem, and now 
Jk’ufratenfis ; famous, for the die three Cities thefeof, old Ninive, Hterafdis and 
S vnofata. The Complaint was, that he burdiened‘die Provincials,* by exafting of 
them Wood and Materials for private Baths, contrary to a Law made Ibme eleven 
years agonc, by Arcaditts ; who forbad the pradice to all '7ribunes,*attd inferior Co- 
mites, in general ; conttraining them diercby, if the Procurator of the Emperor 
had nbt Materials for them , to betake themfelves to the pubtick Baines. Now, the 
Duces of ila limits coming under tlic Notion and Appellation of inferior Comi- 
tes, he lb far confirms his Father’s Law, as, by an EdiCT directed to the

61. For, in tliat Country was plenty of Lyons, Leopards and Panthers (as at 
thisdaW which it was formerly unlawful to hunt and take ; though, as for Bears, 
it was free, in tlicft times, for any one there to do it. And, in the I rakis about Un- 
fhrates and Mefo^oumix they alfo abounded, to the great terror and detriment of the 
Inhabitants ; if it had not been for the great Swarms of Flies and Gnats, which fell 
upon the eyes of the Lyons, allured by their fplendor ; and put them to fuch pain, 
that, with their paws, they endeavoured to remove them, and thereby pulled our 
their own eyes, as the Reader may remember out of ^mmiams. Now, out of 
thefe Redons the Duces of the Limits were wont to fend up thefc lieafis to the Court 
at Conftantwoplt, to be baited there, as the Emperors had occafion to make thefe 
Shews ; and the Cities, through which they palTed, were obliged by Law, or by 
Cuftom, to defray the Charges of them, and the OfftcUls of the Ducts^ who con- 
veyed them. But, in any City they were not to continue above feven or eight 
days at themoft : which term was indulged, becaufe often in Winter they could 
not conveniently travel. This feven or eight days, they of the Province JSuphra- 
teafts changed into three or four k^onths, and all the while exafted what Mony they 
could for finding of the Beafts ; particularly, in the City Heliopolis. This now, 
by another Branch of the fame Conftitution, Theodofius declares to Mbnaxius to be 
contrary to the Cuftom ; and commands, Uiat Thofe that are font up to Court “ 
by all the Duces of the limits, fhall ftay in the Cities no longer than fevlen days at “ < 

fartheft, upon ^aainof a Fine of five pounds of Gold, to be incurred by the Duces “ 
and their Officers. “ 

<52. The CCCCXVIII Year of Chrift fiicceeds ^ wherein Homrius Ju- . 
gujlus the twelfth, zadjTheodofius y^ugujrus die eighth time were Confuls. The for- 
mer made his abode all the year at RxvemA, and the latter at Conflantinople. This 4 *®* 
die year, on the third of Placidia, the Emperor’s and Wife of 
J born, was, at Rsfvenm, brought to bed of a Son, wfia was called F’dtntinUn, and reigned V’ ‘ 

in the Weft after his Uncle. And, as if great Revolutions were portended to happen ‘ ’ 

during his Reign, the fame Month, the ninth day, about two of the Clock, happened 
a great Eclipfo of the Sun •, wliich foveral Audiors ihention, but none deferibe fb ac- 
iiiciesac- curatcly, as Philoflorgius. So greatly foiled the light of this Luminary, that Stars 
it>,iliving appeared in the Heavens *, and fo great a Drought followed thereupon, that it drew uh. » 2. . 8 ..< 
birth. after it a great Mortality, both of Men and Cattel. At fitch time as the Sun was I’"- • 

cclipfod, there appeared a certain Brightnefs in the Sky, of aComick form, which 
lumc, out of ignorance, termed a Comet, though it had neither any Tail, nor ft) 
much as any Rays, neither refombled any Star j but, as a Flame arifing fromfiinc 
Candlcftick. mides, its Motion was altogether different 5 for from tlic Equinofti- 
^ al, it paffed toward the Weft ^ the laft Star in the Bear’s Tail : and, when it had, 
in that manner, compalTed tfte Heavens, then difappeared^ after it had continued 
its Progrefs more than four Months; The Light it caft from it forhetimes arofo, as 
Flame doth, by degrees, to d great height ; and fomejtimes exceeding the Magni- 
tude of a Coiie, again w'as reduqpd to the bignefs thereof : nay, it was reprefon- 
ted to view in feveral, other fhapes, which were far different from thofo that are 
commonly focn. It lafted well nigh, fi*om the middle of Summer, to the end of 
. Autumn-, being a Forerunner of maqy Wars, and of an incrediWQ^^Slaughrer of 
Men, in the Opinion of the Relator ; who, to this of the Xiphias^ ov'yf(lrim .X'i-^ 
phoeidesy adds the Hiftory of another Prodigy. The year j^bllowing (fome j:iy, this 
prefont ; others, the preceding year^ there were dreadful Eaithquakcsjjwcompa- 
nied w'ith fire that fell down from Heaven, whidifocmcd to cleave afurifler, and 
put Men out of all hope of efoaping, Slrhoughthey w ere more foarcefthan huri 
For, by the Mercy of God, a gteat Wind arofo,, w hich drove the Fire into the Sea ; 
and, ftrangc it w'as to foe Streams of Fire ovcrw-helming the Countries like fb man\ 

Waves, Wliich prcfently agjin were quenched in the Water. During the Earth- 
quakes, in many places, the Roofs and Panes of Buildings opened at the top, will: 
great noifos and cracks, fo that they that were within could behold the Skies w hen 
fuddainly, again, they would come togcdicr, and unite, as firmly as if they had 
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never parted aliinder. The lame happened to Floors and Pavements: and many 
Granaries let down Corn upon the heads oF them that dwelt bclow% and put them 
in fear of being overw'helmed ; but, all on a fuddain, the Chinks and Holes vi-ould 
again clo£* ; io that liichas law' it not, would dllmirc w'hcnce or how the Corn 
could come thither. After this manner Philofiorajus related thefc Harthquakes to 
have happened ; and from the dreadfulnels and llran^enefs riiercof, concluded all 
Earthquakes, not to proceed from any natural Caulc, as Water or ‘Windj but 
merely from the Will and Hand of Almighty God, for the Con vcrl ion and Amend- 
ment of Sinners. 

As It doth not belong to us here todifputc about Caufcs'or Effc£i:s offuch 
extraordinary of Nature, lb, this we know, as to matter of Fadf, that 

dreadful Wars, and great Deftru£J:ion of Men followed, not Iring after thele Pro- 
digies. And, although W'C hear of no great Motions about this very time,yet,lb gric- 
voufly, of late, had\he Weft been wafted, and liich loft of Men happened thereup- 
on, and lb little hope but that thele milchiefs might luddainly again be renewed, as 
that it put Honorius upon making a Law about Teftaments, which Icarcely any 
thing but the iniejuity of the times can make altogether excnilable. Formerly, 
though a Teftamcnt had been made ten years, or more, before the death of the Te- 
ftator, yet iiotwirhftanding, it might be of full Ibrcc and effeO: ; for that it was 
fuppoled to be the laft, after which there w'as no other in being and the Man 
not exprefling any alteration of his Will, it wras prelumed he was ftill of the fame 
Opinion. But now, Honorius^ by an Edi6; inlcribed to PaIUAws, the Pr.ifcLhis 
Pr^torio^ declared. All Teftaments made befiirc ten years to be null and void, or “ 
ablblutely antiquated ; and his chief realbn allcdgcd is, for that the death oi* die “ 
Wirncircs may, within that (pace of time, take away all proof of them. Confidcring 
the extreme danger Men were continually in, there was now caulc to have luch an 
Apprehenfion, the Lives of Mortals being now as uncertain and lubriek, as at any 
other are their Wills, Affefiions and Defires ; which, inthe.lj^ce often years, 
may w'cll be prelumed very various aad inconftant. afterwards abroga- 

ted this Law', yet he did not quite invalijlate the leiile and meaning of it : lor, 
though he would not have a Telhimcnt therefore antiquated, bccaule it was of ten 
years date, yet would he have it invalid if it could appear, diough but imperfeft- 
iy, that the Teftatof, after the making of it, was of a contrary opinion : So that 
lie thought that, although in fuch a number of years, liich a Will did not fall ; yet, 
however, it did, as it were, reel and totter. Others have adjudged, that, in a latter 
Teftamcnt there is no need of any derogatory Claufc, if ten years had already inter- 
vened from the making of the former. Oblivion of it being prefumed from the laplc 
of lb long a'timc. And Honorius would have a Chira^rafhumy or Bond, to be re- 
newed witliin the fpacc of ten years. But, from what he ordains concerning the 
Date of ten Years, we may learn, that at this time the Day and Confiil were wont 
to be let to Teftaments, as otherwile it allb appears ; although, in the Reign of Gor-

<54. However dangerous were the Times, and the Lives of Men brittle and un- 
certain ; the conlideration thereof procured lb (mall Abftinciicp, and (b little Con- 
tempt of Wealth, that now again this Emperor wa^ conftrained to repre(s the gree- 
dineft of begging Courtiers, to the covetous Appetitij of whom, the /Affairs ot /ff- 
J gfivc Ibine Provocation. 'I'his he did by reviving and confirming a Law he had 
made fourteen ) ears before, by vertue of which (ucll' pcrlbns could not enjoy any “ 
Hftates or Goods lb begged before they had beej\ incorporated, as the word was, “ 
or fiezed by theTrcalury, and relation thereof mside totiie, Comes Pei Private, “ 
an Inventory being had of the laid Goods.

How Hheoilo^us his father thought lit to 
punifb them with death, though their Inlbrmations were true ( i'or ho woiiUl liavc 
them heard ) we have formerly fliowii. But fi) card iil he was of the intei efls ol‘ “ 
private perlbns, and at the feme time iicgle£l:ed not the comjilaints of Ibme whole 
Countries, the Grievances of which he had more oppiirtunity ro underftand tluii 
he could do the Burthens of thole that lay beyond the Seas. The province of 
dampattia in and two S/zhttrli/caria/t Regions, as he calls them, viz.. Pia 

and Tt^cia complained, that by rcalbn of Milchid’s ariling from the late Wars, 
dierc were many Lands which lay delertcd, and confequeiitly could collate no- 
tliingto the publick Tributes. In anfever to this, he wrote to PJl tdins^ the t-

66. hsllonorius his Qjt.tflor not mudi burthened this Year with penning 
Laws, Iblels was his Brother’s at Coftfi ant in-pic. There Tkodofim wms ^ 

moved by complaint of the Cities to callback to the ferviccsof theCWr/.r, fiich as 
by Codictls had obtained the Dignity of the QUrijfimatas, and being Scn.itori ; “ r, ./; 
This Work from Corporations leldoin failing, whatever any other did. This V 
todtfi - Dignity in an Hdi£): dire£lcd for this purpofe to Monaxius, Pr^ef ’di of the Z’b//, 

M- ( whcreiti he tells him, he had allb written to the Pr e/er/ of the City J he calls an 
incongruous fortune for luch U) afpirc to,, though other Princes Ibmetimcs thought 
otherwife, and various were their inclinations, as to the Honours and fun^frons v)f 
the Cur tales, as we have lliffieiently feen. But as we found his Uncle very muni- 
ficent and charitable in relieving the uppreifed, and remitting part ol’ ihe Tri- 
butes that were due to him thisYcar, though we find him employed in a anurary 
courie, we cannot but think him allb well .employed ; fir if Princes do n(»t re 
ceivc as well as remit, all tlinir Subjefls muft fare Wi)rlc fbr it. Befidcs rlie per 
fbnsof Merchants who were lubje^ to the jMjlr.dh, it feems, ‘there were

dwelt and domineer tlicre. The Romdns the ancient Lords , who ftill 
held that part which lay from Rhino as fer as Ligtris^ or the Zwrr, except the 
Cities of yirmortcd ( now Britdin ) which as C^mc lay had alTerted their 
own liberty.

though not all the Country, of which moft of the Cities ftill continued in their B- 
delity to the Romans. Confiantius now in a manner managed all Affairs under and 
ioT Honorius; and this Year his Wife bore him a Daughter, which was called by 
the name of Honoria. 

68. Theodofius in the Eaft after along repolc became about this time engaged in 
’•flMioJmi hath a War with Perjia: for the Perfians had broken the League , as well upon the 
War with Prr- account of Religion, as for other reQieds. JfJagerdosy who having been appoint' 

. ed Tutor to the Ei^f^ror, kept a good undcr^nding with him all his da)^, being Lib.j.(.\ 
dead, as writes, Bararanes his Son lucceeded, who perlecuted the Chri- 

ftians at the inftigation of the Magi, which yet his Father had never done. They 
being compelled by various torments and other affliffions, betook themlelves to 
tha Romans*, and Atticus a Bilhophad lb much compaffion for them, as to move 
Theodofus in dieir behalf. But this was not all the provocation. For the Ptr&ans 
liaving lately dilcoveredlbme Mines of Gold, hiral certain Workmen out of the 
Roman Territories, on condition that theylhouldbe returned back after luch a 
Work performed t, but though the Work was compleated, yet would they not re- 
ftore the Men. BeBdes this, they broke their faith given to Oa&RomanSy in rob- 
bing their Merchants of their Wares. Thole that fled upon the account of Reli- 
gion being more welcome for thelc provocations, the Perfian King prclcntly lent 
nis Ambaifadors to demand the Fugitives. But the Romans were lb far from lend- 
ing the milcrable people back, mat to defend dieirs^ and the common caule of 
Chriftian lleligion, they relblvcd to conteft the quarrel by a War. And Theodo- 
//■vjr began, by lending an Army under condud: of Ardabariusy who piercing into that 
Kingdom through ArmonUy wafted the Province allied Azarxna. Againft him 
came Narftus, General of the Perfian ^ttay, who adventured to fight, but wa# 
overthrown, and fled ; after which to rraeem die Tnfrmy , he relblved hy the way 
of Me fopotamia to inVade the Roman Borders, at that time deftitutedf derence, and 
liirprile them when they did leaft expert it , , , • 

69. The Defign of was lufliciendy known to the Roman General, w'ho 

thereupon laid wafte Azazendy and halted with*all ^ed into Mefopotamia. Here- 
by it was utterly fruftrated, and he feeing himlelf lo far prevented, having a great 
Army, wh^ fie was come as far as Ntfibis ( which, thoi^h placed in the Bor- 
ders, wr2;»it £is time in the Perfians}da.nds) he lent to j^daburinsy andoflered 
him Bi;ttcl in a place to lie agreed on ; which he plainly refilled, laying, that the 
^o»».txr^mperors wcre*not to wage War at his Dneredon. However, great wras 
the fear^herewidi the City of Confiantinopk wasleiled ; thoi^h the War being 
tranllatcdinto Mefopotanua, and the Perfian Aimy having there Dieltred it felf in 
Nifihisy die Romans had laid dole Siege to it. By this dme Bar ar ones had receiv- 
ed intelligence both of the waftiflg of Azasxndy and what danger botli his Army 
and the City was in ; and to relieve them he hailed with his whole Force. But 
confidering what he undertook, by lealbn of the courage and^ength of the^o- 
mansy he thought it lafe to call the Saracens to his afliftance, then governed by one 
Alamutsd trusy a Man of an liaiighty courage, who carrying with him a vaft num- 
ber 
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^ 2. bcrof his Nation, thought he had reafonto bid the Pnfun King be very eonH' 
dent of the liiccels; and namely tliat he would not only biiffle and defeat die y?.;- 
r»an Army, but take and deliver into his hands y^ntiochy that ni>ble City of SyrU. 
His Attempts no way aniwereSl his Brags, norhisfiiccefs either of them ; for he 
was lb baffled and delated, adiflention riling amungfl; his own Men, that flying 
when there were fcarcely any to purfue them, they took the River Pnphrates, and 
there about an hundred thou&nd are laid to have perifhed.' But the that 
lay at the Siege of NiRbisy hearing that the Perfia» King was bringing araongfl; 
them a great number of Elephants, out of meallire afflighted thereat, let fire to 
all the Engines they had uled there, and retired into their own Territories. But

routed and dilperled the reft of the SaracenTrocyps. Hovvthele things were par- 
ticulady performed, we are not of opinion with Socrates^ that for fear of too long 
a digreffion, he therefore ought in filcnceto pals by. 

70. However, they were all performed at Land •, though by an A£f of Pardon 
palTed this Year by TheodofiuSy it appears, that he had lomc jealoufic and appi e- 
ncnlion of the Naval Power of Ibme tliat were Enemies to tlic Roman Empire. 
As it was ever forbidden to liiccour with NccelTaries, and to relieve witli Money 
and otherwile, the Enemies of States and Kingdoms j lb alfb with materials tor 
Shipping ; and at length it was found convenient to prohibit the fluwing or teach- 
ing of BarbartMs how to make Ships. The Romans had liifficiendy learn’d by 
their own experience how great an advantage the knowing of t his myftcry was, 
having wrefted the Dominion of the Seas from the C/irrA.t.;/> v.«v, after they had 
once arrived at it. Yet notwithftanding, certain perffins, a.s liuinc^ iy in therime of 
Severusy lb now, fled to the Barbarians, and taught them the way, who being af- 
terward leilcd, were committed to Prifbn, in order to their trial, and father pu- 
niftimcnt. 'n their behalf, and for their pardon interceded y^c/tpiades, the Bi- “ 
fhop of the ChrrJbm'fHs^ with whofc Intreaty the Emperor was lb far moved as “ 
leldom pcrlbns of his Order were laid nay ) that by an Edift he declared to Mo- 
naxrttiy that at his petition they Ihould be freed from Priflin, and that punilhment 
that hung over their Heads ^ but fcH* the time ^o come, it fhould be capital to “ 
them, and all others, to communicate to that skill of making Ships, “ 

which was unknown to them before. ** Now by^ Barbarians we cannot tliink 
were meant the Prrftans, though at this time there were ill underftandings be- 
twixt the Empire and them ; but Ibme of the Northern and Nations be- 

yond tlie Danube, upon which plyed Gallies, called Luforu, of anew make orfa- 
Ihion. And the naming of the Biftiop of the C.herfomjus perfwadcs us to this 
which is rationally thought to have been no othej than that of Thrace.

Thou obferves, who farther notes, that the Turks, by the commerce they had with 
the Genoefes, * ( who by gain were allured into it ) having once underftood this mj^- 
ftery, palTcd the Hellefpontf and by the affiftance of the Greek DiiSfritJis and Py- 
rates, with a Fleet let upon Conftantinvpk, the Head of the Eaftern Empire, and 
having taken it, prelcntly over-ran Macedonia, JUyricuns, and all Pelo^nntjus. 
Thefe Cautions and laws out of prudence have been ordained by Pi^tces and 
States, left their Subje^ by their art and skill Ihould furnifh and fortifle the Barba- 
rians againft themlelves ; but now they leem in thele Agesro come too late, when 
the whole world in a manner , by realbn of Trade , is lufficicntly ac- 
quainted with Ships and Shipping. Ycj isitftill the cuftomforlbmc Nations to 
forbid Strangers to buUd Vellels in their Ports w'ithout publick confent obtain’d, 
and fuch or, luchaYum of Money paidforiucha Shipot fuch or fiich a Burthen; 
and particularly the Statutes of the City o^J^antzJck require it, that the Ixaicfit of 
Navigation may itithcr redound to their own Citizens than to Strangers.

By the 
Conttitutions of SpAw it i& forbidden either to build, or repair them, w'itlioiit li- 
cenfofirft obtained from the King. But now adays there Iccms no grept need of 
any prohibition in this matter, fince the times that Guns and Gunpowder are found 
* more cffedual againtt Heaps of Stone, than Bows and Arrows, or any other 
wooden Engines.

74 . For the CCCCXXl oi o\a hard, £uftathius zxv\ JfpricoU \K^crt 
Confuls. this Year made his Abode at RAvenm^ and Ibme alteration in tjr^ 
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the difefl:ion of Laws. For now did he promote the Cym-j, 

MUitum^ and Patritim^ who had deferved fo well ot him inihe WarsagiiniV 
Ufiirpcrs and BarbariMS for the (pace of ten years, w ho had married his biller, 
and been thrice Conful, to the higteft Title and Dignity of Emperor. He him- 
felf had no Children to whom he could leave his place, and liiiding the times very 
troublelbme, and to require Ibmc other i^erlbn to afliff, he could not pitch upon a 
more deferving, no, nor fitting perfon, he having allb a Son to continue the fuc 
cefiion, on whom he conferred the Dijpiity of Nchiliffimus ; and lent the Pidurc 
of die new Emperor, as the cuftom was, to Conftdittinoplv, Four Conftitutit^ns 
made this Year hear the name of Conftantius^ joyned with die other two Empe 
rors; or four levcral Laws, asthey arenowdiwded, which made up one and the 
lame Conftitution, defigiicd to check the avarice and rapacity of luch as gaped 
dif* after die Eftates of other perions. For this purpole Hmorius gave in command to

Some, poffibly, were yet alive ; but not leldom hurried to Condemnati- 
on and death, by the procurement of thole who thirfted after their Eftates. There- 
fore he exprefty forbids, that any tiling belonging to perions alive, be begged, ex- “ r..? 9,50. de 
cept they had already undergone Deportation, whicn always drew after it a Pro- “ 
icription of Eftatc. He had formerly ordained, tliat none fliould move him for 
any thing poffcfled by any perlbn, but liich as were convifted and Icntenced ; but “ 
now he thought fit to extend diis further Indulgence to all that were not yet ba- “ 
nilhed into Iflands.But yet, though the PoflTeffions of luch deported perions might “ 
be begged,he ftill put this Rcftraint upon Petitioners, that they fliould make no" rc- “ 
queft for any liich Goods or Eftate, till two years had paffed after liich Deportati- “ 
on. And again, he will not permit that any beg more than the Eftatc of one “ 

Angle perlbn. Then, whereas it was ..often pra£i:iled to grant away the Eftates “

Civil Aftions, for this realbn, bccaulcthe Intereft of private men is only concer- " 
lied ill them ; and in Criniinal Caulcs, the lame of the Parties is only hurt. Nci- ‘ ‘ 
ther, if a perlbn who had contradled with a publick Officer, denied the bargain, " 
and failed to perform it, fliould therefore the Trcafiiry fall upon his Eftatc, or any “ 
u^of it. Then further, asto the Eftates of dead Perions ; if they left no Heirs, “ 
mi^it be begged, butnotellc, if any Kindred at all was remaining : Yet, if, 
before their death, they were itot convidLed after a publick impeaphment ; but “ 
only, after their death, wereiaid to have committed luch Oftenees, he forbids “ 
tliat their Eftates be petitionedibr ; as the Crime, lb the Punifliment, ending with “ 
the Party.

but, as [Jonorius thought he had power enough to prefer him to the Dignity, lb 
TheodofinSy itlecms, thought he had as much realbn to deny it, and to reject his pi - 
fturc, lent upon that oecafion, according to the Cuftom. Iw, this he did, as fiu - 
'% his lofiorgius related, and Olympiodorus wTOte, that die MelTenger who was lent to him 
fc ixing about the Elcdlion of Conjhntius^ was neither admitted, nor received by him. Phi- 
H^orghts affirmcJ, that LV/Jf-anti/fs, as highly concerned in fo great an Aih\)nt, 
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Seit. 2 . prepared by War to be revenged, but died in the Preparation. OlymfioAorm wrote, j 7 
riiat by the Grief he thence oontra£fced, he fell into a Dil^le, which fo far increa^ * ^ 
upon him, diat, when he coniiilted how he mig^t maintain that Title by force, 
which, in a peaceable way, he had obtained, ‘he died of a Pleurific, in the leventh 
Mondi after his Promotion, and that in the City of Rwtnnx ; as Ibmc fay, it had 
been foretold him in a Dream.

77. For the Year following, or the CCCCXXII, no Subjefts bore the 7 
Title of Confuls^ but the two ^perors themfelves ; Honor ins the thirteenth time, 

and Theodofias the tenth. Honor itts continued his Abode at Ravenna^ and Theodo- ^ 
ihvfiui lath jius at Conjiantinople, as formerly. Honor 'ms had now Ibme hopes of recovering rf 

iiS/piiwto his Exjpericncc having taught, that the miglitbc o- \^^T- 

*• vercomc-, as the before their Retreat into GdU^ had, not long fiiice, made Cw/. 
apparent. He had two excellent Commanders at this time : one Caftinus, who*^^”^ 
was Afagi/fer Militnm ; and one Boniface^ a HtracUn^ now the Comes Domefiico- 
rant, and of y^frick : both whom herefblvcd<o employ in this War ; that the one 
with Forces by Land, and the other with a Fleet from Africky might, with equal 
Power and Command, carry on the defign. And, at firft there was an happy Un- 
* derftanding betwixt them, whidi produced liichEffeds as promoted the Intereft of • 

him tliat lent them ; for, they got into their hands Minimus and^ov«»/i»j, who for- 
Thc- Pride ami merly had ufiirped, and fought once or twice againft the FAndals. But, notions 
of it was e’er Ambition and Emulation, which moft (»mmonly happens amongft 
Wart tljc'Dt thole of equal Command, puta badConclulion tologood a^ginning. ForCar- 
f'gn. fiinus grew lb proud, that he would not own Boniface for his Eaual, and Bonifase 
Icorned to acknowledge him for his Superior, and departed with his Fleet j and, 
coming to the Port of Rome^ thence failed into Africk, where, as in his own Pro- 
• vince, hisAudiority was chief in Military Matters. The f^anda/sy who fornierly, 
could not fuftain the fliock of both, whp conjoyned ; thought they might now 
grapple with a (ingle perlbn : from defpairing, they became rclblved ; and, re- 
newing the War, througlithe imprudence oiCafiinus, gave a great Defeat to 
the Roman t. 

78. Whdthcr by the dcfife of Boniface., to gratifie his Province before his depar- 
ture ; or at the complaint of the Provincials themlelves, we know not ; but, toward 

lie rcdrcnttii the latter end of Honorius granted a l^ardon, or Indulgence of certain” 

Debts owing in the Proconlular Province of Africk, as a]lb, in that called Byzace-^ 
f/a ; which was larger, and contained more Ground than the other, as appears “ 10. w 
l)\’ the Account of the Acres and Centnries of each Country. ” He was as ready to ^ 
rcfciic jioorand honeft Men from the Rapacity of Ibme Creditors, who, at Ab w/i. 
time, preyed u}ion them in Ibunrealbnable manner, that a large Conftitution wHI 
at the Ixiginninjg of ^nly, direfted xo^ohn, now RrafeEk of Italy, for Redrels oH^ 
great a Cji ievaucc. Some of them, bccaule they ‘had not Strength and Autho- 
riiy enough themlelves, \j’ould transfer thtyir Aftipnsupon Perlbns of Place and 
Employ ment, \\ho thereby could ftrike greater terror into miler^ble Men 5 and 
■ make them llibmit to unrealbnablc Terms, rather llian conteft them. This be “ ^ ^ 

lorbids, upon pain of Creditors their lofing their Debts lb made over ” And, it 
having fornwfly been I .aw, and lb declared by Claudius ; asallb, by Diocletian and 
Maxm/San, he now info'rced it; and the Law-makers of the Itorbarous Nations, 
afterwfcixl, thought allp fit to eftablilh it as luch to their Subje£b. It was too ordi- juf. N"' 
nary for perlbns to commit mony into the hands of Slaves, Agents and Bailiff, for 
the ulc and improvement of the Lands or PolTeflions, as was pretended, though it 
\v as fos'tnerly, by the Prxtorian Law, forbidden ; which now, Honorius lb far con- 
firms and reinforces, as to declare all fuch mony forfeit, except their Mafters had “ 2 , 1 * p.' 
giv CO exprefs and particular Order and Inftruftions as to the borrowing of it, and ” 
die quantity fo borroM'cd, according to the laid Law, Indeed, if fuch Bailiff or ” 

OjVicer w as not obnoxious to any Accounts belonging to his own Mafter, the Cre- 
tlitnr mightluivc an Aftion De Peculio., or againft lb much as fuch SlilVe or Bailiff” 
h.ul of his own, diftinfl: from the Eftate and Goods of his Lord. 

7i,’. It was becuinc apra£lice, that when a Suit was commenced for Mony ow-/tiMft<- 
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Pi. 2. thcAfony {hould be fequeftred intb the hands of feme third perfon, to keep j), 
and preferve it : vrhich praoice did more promote the ends of covetous and griping 
* ■ Courtiers, tlun tended to any publick Advantage. And, now hlomrUts utterly > 3 -^^ 
declared againft thencceflity of liidi Sequeftration, as founded neither on Law^^ 
nAT Equity. For, the Law required that the Plaintiff fhould firft found and ^ 
prove his Intention, and Equity would not permit that the profit of the thing 
ihodd be taken from him that was in Poflemon \ and, that in a Suit or Aftion, “ 
one Ihould begin witli Execution *, that he who w'as neither heard, judged nor “ co.Ly$.tT 
condeibned, fliould, for a time, be ([x}iled of any intereft or Concern, as he was uuuM.n.ii ' 
by vertue of Sequeftration. Therefore, before the Party Ihould be convinc'd, or “ 

Sentence given, he would not have the Mony taken from him, as neither regular- 
ly can' other Moveables before Judgment, except in certain Calcs ; as where the 
hiithifolneis of the PoflclTor is ru({x;ded as to keeping of the thing in Controverfic, 
and he refuieth to give Caution : When the Chaftity of a Woman is queftioned, 
till the Tryal is over, andfomefewodters.** Butfardier, our Emperyp was lb 
great an Enemy to tlicfe unjuft Vexations, that he would have no Goods or PoP “ i^HU,uh-\c-. 
lelliuns of any Manficzed for the Debts of another Perlbn, whether publick or ‘‘ 
private. “ And, becaufo the Avarice of luch as begged Eftates could, by no means, ' 

• be obviated by any Prefcript ; yet he fufficiently repelled them, how powerful fbe- 
ver at firft they were diought.Whercas he lately had granted to the Polfcflbr of fuch 
Eftates a years time to ^fend liinilelf, which expired, the Beggar miglit have 
been admitted: Now he thought fit to aftign and prefix to luch Petitioner allb a 
years time, within which, if he did not make good his pretenfions, he fliould 
not only feil of his defign, but be condemned in the Cofts and Exjicnces of the “ f."'' s- m. 
Suit. This Edifl: was publilhed and expoled in the Forum of Trujany toward * 

ththttCT end o? bangdat^od to ProculttSf the Comes /lei orivat^e, 

80. Some accidents hapqgned about this time, which cauled tliis Emperor to 
take notice of certain inconveniences, to wliich Women w'ere expoled in their 
Marriages. Now was obferved, what has ever fince been too ordinarily praCti- 
ied, diat Tutors and Guardians diluted of luch Maids as were committed to their 
truft,morefot their own ends than the advantage of the Virgins^ and often con- 
trary to the purpoie of their Fathers, though they had contra£):cd them before 
tlieir death. Honorius thought tliis lb unrealonable, and tending to fuch milchief, 
that conlidering the frailty and inconliJerateneft of young Women, how ready 
they are to call: away themfelves, by a Law dircd;ed to Murinianus the Prafeltus 
Prstorioy he exprefly conunanded, that if a Father had proceeded lb far before 
his death, as to betroth or contraft hisDau^iter, this Contra£^ Ihould hold‘*^^ (Vjr.M ,- 
firm and good, notw'ithftanding any thing done by her C«r4/or or Tutortothc “ 
oni,® be contrary ; nay, though Ihe her lelf being adult, Ihould conlent to the refoinding “ 

** ordained in cafe of a 0 )ntra£); or Dclponlation made by the Fa' 

Marriage* which is not to bc extended to a Ample deftination, purppfe or defignment ; 

£>r die Guardian in fevcral cafes might recede from, orcrols the deftination of . 
the deccafed Father, if the intereft of liis Pupil did reauir^t. The Emperor was 
^ther informed, that Women w'ere often hardly dealt wah by the Heirs of their 
usbands, to whom having often brought a large Dowser or Portion, they w^cre 
wont to defi:aud them of it, alls belonging to the Eftate of the dcceafed, or to his 
Children. Hereupon he thought fit by die lame Conftitutlon to fettle the matter i 

of Dower, in relpcft to the deccafed, both of Wife and Husband. If die Huf “ ?.:}m 
band died tefore the Wife, the Dos or Dower which Ihe brought with her fliould “ ^ 

return to her entire, lb as the Heirs Ihould have nothing to do with it. If lb be “ sduit Ai£‘i- 
the Wife died befori the Husband , die i^usfruiius or it Ihould remain to the “ ww qumid. 
Husband as long as he lived, but the propriety to the Children they liad betwixt 
them. And if tlie Husband had returned back the Dow'cr of liis Wifcrhcfore her “ cad.si d',s « v 
death, thisretuiping it bach being to bc efteeiped no other dian aDonadjOnl^ “ 
twixt Man and Wife, which the Roman Laws exprefly forbade*, her. Heirs ‘ 

fliould reftorc it back to the Husbandi with all the profits fince the day it was re- “ 
turned % it being realbnable, that he fliould have the advantage of the Dower, “ 
who liiftained tne .chaise and burthen of Matrimony. In conclufionfor all this, “ ub- %, 

Honorius will not have the Sons deprived of fiich ^ates, though made over before ” 

Marriage, as came by their Fathers. Here to avoid confiifion, muft beknown, that 
by Dos the Roman Laws underftand diat which the Wifebringeth to her Husband 
in Marriage* otherwife called Marri^e Goods.But that which Ihe hath of her Huf- 
band after the h^riage relblvcd, if Ihe outlive him, they term Donatio fropter 
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Nttftias ; or a Donation in confidcration of a fubfequent Marriage. 

I 8 1 , From thefe matters we muft pais to the Coaft of Tkeodofjius at Confinminopky 
and fee how Affairs dicre ftood, in reference unto War and Peace. And the War ; 
wcfindftill depending with Perfia at the beginning of this year, though to the ad- 
vantage and encouragement of the Romms. We have heard from. Socrates in 
Ihort, what the Atchievments of jirtobinAus were againll die Perfiatts, and how 
the Attempts of f^itimus feicceeded againft the Saracens, the good pi^fjicrity of 
lx>th whom, were prefendy, as he (kith, conveyed to the Emperor Theodoftus after 
this manner. Hehadone/*4/AM[/tfr, a Man of extraordinary Endowments both in 
bedy and mind, and el^cially of fiich ability in Riding, that in three days time he ^ 

would poft to the Borders of Perlia, and in fe many more return to ConjhutinopU ; 
nay,^ he woul^to the other parts of the Empire pafi with diat expedition, that it 
was faid of him, that the Roman Pale, which was large of it fclf, he made ftraight 
and narrotlvby his celerity; and as for die King of the Perftans, he wasaftoiiilh- 
ed whenAe heard of it. However, the Roman Emperor when he received in- 
telligence thereof, was not fe puffed up with the Viftory, but that he was willing j - 
to embrace a Peace ; and for that purpofc, fent away to die Borders one Helio, 
whom he very much efteemed. Helio undertook what he commanded, and pro- 
ceeded as far in his Journey, as the place where die Romans had intrenched * 
thcmfelves, andthcncehefentA/4xim//r/vr, an eminent perfen, and the Colleague 
of jirAtJanrius, as a Commil&oner to conclude the Treaty. He, when he came to 
die PerfianCssoxX., told them, he was fent, not by the Roman Emperor, but by liis 
lieutenants to make a Peace; for TheoA>fins was ignorant of the War, and would 
efteem lightly of it, (hould he once come to the knowledge of it. The Perfiju 
King was r^y enough to receive the EmbalTy, and goodreafon, forhis Aimy 
was almoftftarved in the Field; but his ten thoufend Soldiers, whom they called 
Immortal, adorned above all others, with golden (hains, and precious Stones, 
perlwad^him, that he (hould not have thoughts of p^acc, till they had firfl; made 
an Attempt upon the who were atprefent utterly unprepared to make 
refiftance. 

8 a. The King obferved their Direfiions, and prefendy committed the MclTen- 
ger into cuftody, and lent thefe Immortal Men to work their will againft die Ro- 
mans. They marched away, and dividing into two Parties, by this ftratagemin-' 
tended to circumvent part, at leaft, of the ^ow4» Forces. And they (b far (iir- 
prifed them, that thinking diem to be no more than what w'as contained in one of 
thefe Parties, they willingly (iiftained their Charge, till a certain Captain ^itig 
fent by Procopins, one of the principal Officers, to make a difixivery, by good 
providence from an Hill law in how great danger his Friends now were, and fell 
upon die Backs of the Per fans lb as me Bclicgcrs were heficged. The Romans in 
conclufion utterly defeated this Party, and then fell upon the other, which defign- 
ed to lie as a Referve, which they allb cut in pieces, rand thereby proved thc.fe 
Immortals \o be but Mortal Men. The Perfian King, whenhehcaidof thefiic- 
celsof his bold received the MelTage as utterly ignorant of vv!iat had 
paffied ; and told the Melfenger, that he would not yield to tlie Romans, hut yet cm^ 
brace the Peace, and demanded wherein he miglit gratihe him whom he had fountP 
moil prudent of all the Empire. By this means n^ only the W ar which had been 
undertaken for defcn(fe of the Chrixlians was put to an end in the thirteenth Con- 
liilfhip of Honortus, and the tenth of Use^fns jlt^uflns ; but the perfecution 
railed againft them in Perfia utterly ceafed. Other Writers l^kof a Viftoiy 
obtained over the Perjians on die twelfth ol Sepfember of the foregoing Year, or the 
Conliillhipof Jfiifathinsuv^Apricola^ and they agree, thaf in this Conliilffiip of 
the Emiierorj^ace was made..W4/« further adds, that for this Viftory, in pralfe , 

of the fetiperor, many learnedly wrote, and publilhed their Writings to the * “ 
Worldi And amoogfl die reft, the Emprelshcr felf being an ingenious perlbn, 
wrote ^l^oem concemihgdiis Argument in Heroick Verfe. But the Soldiers re- 
turning from the Expedition, and being to be quartered in a que- 

ftionarofe, whether thofe perlbns, m whom were affigned the Towers which be- 
longed the new Wall drawn through dieir Grounds, and lately mentioned, were 
to atlbrd Quarter in fuchcafes as w^ as others ; and the realbn of the dilputc was, 
becaufe in the Edi£t made concerning that matter, they feemed only liable to an- ^ 
nual Repairs.

85. It concerned him to take care ItT ;.oldiers, by the care and endeavours of 
whom, he and all his Subjefts enjoyed in quiet what they had. For thisrcalon, 
the Homaxt Laws gave them privileges in many things above all ‘ ther Men •, particu- 
larly they in their Hxpeditions might make l eftaments which njonld be in force

, Mariniams are found to have obtained the Dignity of C onl'uls. lionorms firill con- ‘ 

Vmde/i^sitia tinucd his Abode at Ravenna^ and T^eodofits llaid at ConjUnlinople till the Month 4 ^ 
^^ccs and then removed to for Ibme time. While he continued 

at Confixntinople at the beginning of the Year, he conlidcred how‘ Countrymen ^ 

were obliged by the Laws to provide Provifions for his Palatine Servants, or Mo- 
^ ney inlieuof them, which certain Officers being lent to exa6f, very muchopprcl- 
* led the People. Therefore he gav'c order to y^fclepiodotus the Prefect us Pr^ttorio^ ", 
as well as Conful, that to prevent this oppreffion, he lliould caulc dielc Provi- 
lions to be valued, andtax^in Money, as thole of the Soldiers were wont to be. “ 

And bccaufc many new adays refilled to contribute toward the repairing 
Bridges, pretending it was a lordid Employment, or Contribution, he declared to 
the laid y^/chpiodotus, that it ^ould not be taken for fordid, being liich, as to- “ J,; * 
gether with the making of High- ways were dedicated by Inforiptions, even of “ 
great Princes. Tliereforc would he not permit that any foit of ptrfons fhould re- “ J 
fule to conti ibute to thele Repairs, nonotliisown HouIck, or thele belonging to“ 
his Patrimony, nor the venerable Churches. And he commands the PrJf'Ut^*' cufinjir 
that to the end that High-ways be conveniently looked to, as in ancient times ; “ " 

this Law fliall be intimated to the Judges of all Provinces, without any refped" 
had to anJ^Revercnceor Dignity. ‘‘ The Perfians and other Enemies were at pro-' 
lent, quiet ; bqt none could tell how long they would^fo continue ; and therefore as 
for the publick focurity, it was requifite that Bridges and Higli^ys lliould be 
kept ill repair, fo, more elpecially that the Borders Inould be well defended. To 
Provides for this cud many Caftlcs, as we have laid, were jilaced upon them, and the Grounds 
tiu-ftrcngih of belonging to them were of ancient times affignedoverto the Soldiers bckingingto 
the Borders. thcfoBordcTS and Caftlcs. Butallb at this time private Men, or Soldiers who did 
not bel(Mig«JTllt Caftlcs and Borders, by Ibmc means or other got thefc Lands •to* 
their jY^ffion.

87. Hereby he did Jufticc to, and obliged thele Soldiers whom it moft con- 
cerned him togratifie j and by jyiothcr EdiS dire£lcd to the lame perfon much a- 
bout the lame timc,he could not but pleafo the beft and moft ancient Military Men*, 
making a diftintlion betwixt them and the Juniors, or ordinary fort. For whereas 
of late years it had lieen the cuftom for the Provincials, inftcad of Soldiers Cloaths, ^ 
to pay Gold into the Emperor’s Trealury,he now orders y^^clcphdotus to pay Of this ,/„..?!, (-'■ 
whole Reccit, five parts to his moft valiant Soldiers, as he calls them, and the “ 

• fixih to die Gynxthrii ( w'hole work it W'as to make Cloaths ) wherewith they in “ 

. Jp(-cie 
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Jpecic {fiould furnifli thole he terms^tifiiores ( Ttrcms ) and Gnparii. “ This he 
. did , bccaule he had more belief of the care and prudence of his beft Men, than 
of the frefh-water zn6.(jrc^ariotts Soldiers, who were not to be trufted \>’irli Mo- 
ney, being young, raw and foolifli in luch cales. Yet he had more confidence in 
Soldiers, than he had in lomc Civil Officers at this time, if \vc may call them Of- 
ficers. rrherc wore, as (Hdom wanted, great complaints now againfl fuch as at 
tended the Governors of Provinces, and by nan1e» againll tliofe they callcti Do- 
meftici znACdnctlUriiy which grew ib continual and importunate, that he cxprolly 
forbade, Thatany Judges fhould carry fiich with them into their Provinces, or “ 
receive any commended to them for that Name and Employment, under pain of “ 
Infamy, and a Confifeation of Eftate. But that by care of ihi: Primates of the“ 
Office, the Qdncdlxr'n^ or Chancellors, fhould bccholcn, (out of the Body of “ . 
the O^ials) and placed with the laid Governours; but lb as for three years'' 
they fhould not depart out of the Provinces, after their attendance expiied, that" 
they might be expofed to the Accufitions of the Provincials, if need flimld be, ' 
and to detect; the faults or corruptions of the Judges, aud that by being iyable to " ' 
the Qwftion or Torture. " 

88. Thefe were a Eirt of Attendants on the Judges, even Military as 

the/?/i#w, asalfbonthc Principes of xh& yJ^entes in Rvbus^ not for the difpatching 
of publick, but private Afts. And diere were many things common to them with 
the y4jftffars. Both of them were forbidden to buy, or receive anything by way 
of free gift, in the Province of that Magiftrate to whom they belonged. T hey 
were both prohibited to marry any living in that Provincc.The Thefts or Rapines tit' 
both were to be reftored four-fold. But they were to be chofeti according to this 
Law, whereas the Magiftrates thcmfelvcs might chule their yfjffjfors ^ only the Do- 
fneflici belonging to the Primeps in Rebus ^ was chofen by the Prince him- 

’ felf, and might twice execute the Office, which to the other was unlawful. 1 he 
CdneelUrii, or ChunccUors^ fb called in this Law, were, as originally, fb now, of 
mean condition or quality. It is evident from Agathus and Caffiodorus^ that they 
had their Name from .the CdnceUi^ Latices^ or through pierced and carved W alls and 
Doors, of which in the Secret arU or Courts of the Judges they had the care. For 
bcfides the i'^elum or Hanging in thefe Seeretorixy there were fiich Partitions oi' 
Wood to keep off the people, through which, when occafion was, the multitude 
might look, and if the cafe required it, the f^elutn only drawn, would intercept 
their view. Such was their Employment, as Caffiodorus deferibes it, to u hich o- 
ther Authors fufficiently atteft. As they were encrufted with the Stcrets of the 
Magiftrates, by degrees, and inprocefsfof time they were employed in greater mat- 
ters, than to keep the l^oors, and by little and little their Name or Title came to be 
given to the greateft Officers of State, after the decay of the Weftern Empire, who, 
as afhamed of the original of the word, were williim to admit another derivation, 
not from the CaneeBiy but a CaneclUndo ; from cancelling .what was done amifs 
Princes after they had looked over their A£fe and Writings, and giving ordenn 
wffiatw’as to be done. Indeed {(SanciUare') is ufedin the Art of regula- 

ting Bounds and Limits of Grounds, lb as to delineate or draw lines oblique and 
tranfverfe ; and fb in cancdlipg or blotting out W ritings, ftie penjs wont to be lb 
carefully carried, as to make fiich Shapes and Images of Lines as were in carved 
Walls or Doors, or the Catketti. But whether lb great. Officers of State could 
probably recfiive their name froip undoing, rather tfian doing, from obliterating 
rather than ordaining, let thole confidcr who think it worth their while to amulc 
themfelves in the Inquiry. 

Wp. This was the laft Yearof Jionoriusy and he began it well by-amplifying an 
; Indulgence given by him to tlie Urbicurian'^js^ions. He had formerfy Ranted a 
. pardon throughout thefe Regions for all Arrears due for fiirji Annon^e^ or fidli Pro- 
viftons as were wont to be paid ( for maintenance of Soldiers, and othsr perlbns, 
thcfervice of whom was neceffary to the Common-wealth) to the Rcceit of the 
llluftrious, the Pr^efeStus Pratorio. Now he thought fit to extend it to what " 
was payable to his two great Treafurers themfelves, either /^rgitionttmy ox Rei “ 
grkvatn ; for he Would not have fiich Lands as were holdcnin the way of tlie IJm- “ 
pfjyteufis to be excepted from this Indulgence. “ Now take notice, that thefe Aa- 
M/i-c which were paid throughout all the Provinces of courfe, are by all means to be 
diftinguifhed from thefe Annon* which were paid in for the Provifions of the " 
Emperor’s own Houfe, by tliofe Provinccs’of Italy which had tlic name of An- 
nonsridy upon that occafion. This Conftitution is fingular, and alone in this, that 
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Sedl. X . ^ Hi '^efcA on the eighth of l^'vhrunryy being direfted to 

Hafims, now Comes Snerarum Lar^itionnm. But, thereby is no more meant than 
this, tliat it was entred or recorded in the Books of the laid Comcs^ or referred or 
reduced into his Gtfia • which, from theie and other Relcrences, came to be called 
Hey^ifira or Regifires^ as now they are *, though in thofe days, w'hcreof we VTite, 
the Books of the great Officers as well Military as Civil, as of the Scribes of 


the City of Rowe were called' Regefta, as they, that entred the Edifts, or other 
matters, were thence named* Regcrendarii. He had , as was convenient , lEll 
a regard to the maintenance of Military Men ; and therefore , whereas, upon 
the Borders, Grounds or Lands had been, by the Emperor’s Appointment, affign- 
edover to Soldiers, he confirmed to them the Dominion of fiichas diey had in“ 
that manner obtained ; and, except any of their Fellow Soldiers had been before “ 
them, or configncd over the PolTeffion of the laid Grounds to odicr Perlbns, he “ 
confirmed them in the PolTeffion. And, he concludes his Sanction with fiich ex- “ 
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preffious as arc Icarcely Chriftian ; however, his found them amongft “ 

his Records; that. If any, after this Definition of his JVuwen, fiiould fiezc upon “ ^ 
luch Grounds as,w'ere comprehended in the prelent Form of his OrAcle^ he Ihould 
incurr a Mul£t of twenty pounds of Gold. “ 

po. But luch difputes there were about thole Grounds which he and his Prede- 
celTorshad granted, and lb illufc made of them for the advantage of the Govern- 
ment, that, at this time, he was urged much by thole about Ifim to pals an Aft of 
Ami of Soiiii- Rclumption, and take them again into his own hands. He was lb generous, as “ ^ <. 

utterly to rejeft their motion, however the dangerous condition of the times “ , 

jriHts,. iniglii; have ]Terlwaded him to it : nay, he became lb fa r rcfi)lved againll this pra- “ jmu-i.j, 

fticc, as to confirm to thcOv. ners what had formerly been given and granted to “ 
them. But he thought it prudence, withal to ordain, that, in certain cales. Re- “ 
lief flioiild be granted from thole Tenants or PoffelTors, when extreme neceffity 
of Affairs, prdl'edunto the State. Yet, if a pcrlbn had not cnjoyctl fuch Lands “ ' 
the Ipace or five years, he Ihould no w'ay be forced to luch Coniribution.

iideration; that, in Torture, Perlbns being defperate, commonly acculc others; 
that, by naming greater than thcmlclvcs, they may get fome tUvour, and evade “ 
puni(hm6nt; or to eale themlclvcs, by procuring their Enemies to partake with “ 
them in tnifery and torment. For this rcafbnhe will have no faith given to (ueh “ 
poions, although they produce Commonitories, or la;ret Mandates from tlieir‘^ 

Aflbeiates whom they accu(e.*‘ 

p2. So much did me ancient Romms attribute to Modefty and Gratitude, that 
Zibertif or who, being formerly Slaves, had been made free, through the good- 
nefi and boun^ of their Lords, were obliged to demean themfclves thankful- 
ly, and with re^£l to them ^ 16 that, if they oHered diem any conliderablc Of- 
ience or Injury, they had an A£lion againftthem, called Jn^rati ; whereby 
they recovered them again to their former Bondage and Slavery. Conjimtim the 
Great had reinforced and quickened the Law, as to Ingratitude againll Patrons 
themlelves. But now Honor'm farther extends the )x:nalties of it to that agaiidl 
rmins their Heirs 5 and that in liich terms, -thatthele Ihould not only not be heard if “ z.r.i .x. 
iratitude they acculcxl theitToimer Lords, butbeboundto Ihew the lame reverence toihe“ ^ ^ 

Heirs, as to the Manumittors diemlclvcs-, and, that the Aftion lliould as well “ 
as. belong to them as to the Patrons 5 and if the /Jberti preliimed to acculc them, “ 666- ; ;/*j- 
they mould be obnoxious to the lame punilhment, as if they had acculed their “ 

Patrons, as toany Crimebut that of High Treafon. Now, as to Heirs, Uomrius “ 
underftood all others, as well as Sons, f^alentinim the third afterward thought 
fit to take from them all indifferently, except the Patron, the A£fion of lugratc- 
f»lf and leave them to Common Law, or that of ; but, as to Acculations, 
he difiinguilhed betwixt die Children of the Patrons , and their Remote or 
Foreign Heirs } forbidding only that they fliould againft them bear Teftimony in 
any matter. So, of old, by vertue of the Law, Sextia, it was only per- 
mitted to Sons, or nextHeirs, to accule tlieir Fatlier’s of Ingratitude, al- 

though the JJberttts could not implead any remote Heir of his Patron, without an . 

£di£i firfi; obtained to enable him. But, as to what is laid concerning Acculati- 

oiis, the cafe of High Trcalbn is to be excepted.

This year Ibmc unfortunate differences fell out betwixt him and his Sifter 7 '.'^- 
Placfdia, which flew to diat heiglit, uncertairt it is upon what occafion, that being 
iulpcdied by him for inviting Enemies into the Empire, flic defired leave to depart c 
with her two Children, P’^kminim and hlonorUy into the Eaft, and was kindly 
received by her N^hew Thcodo^mSy though formerly he refilled to own Conjlmti- 
rMidleth. her Husband, for Emperor. Not long after dieir leaving of the Weft, Horn- 
ri»s, her Brother, left diis World, dying in the Autumn of a Dropfie ; though, as 
to the day, Writers do Ibmcthing differ 5 Ibme aligning the fiftcendi of o- 

* . thers the twenty Icvcnth : Ionic lay, he died at Rome, and wfts buried at St. Peters ^ 

in die one and thirtieth year ofjiis Reign, if wre reckon from the time he w'as made 
Angufim by his Father, whom he outlived ab6ut twenty eight years, and about le- 
ven months and lived, in ail. about diirty nine. His Chara8cr is various, accor- 
ding to the Humours and Affeftions of perlons. The Greek Hiltorians, or thole 
wrote of ^zByzAntim Empire elp^ially, cannot afford him gone good word, 
cianacr, luofc that Kvcd iffhisowm time commend him for his Conftancy inthe'€Hthodox 
Qiriftian Religion, and efteem liis’good llicceft as given ujxmi that Account. And in- 
deed, his Siiccels was fare againft die Bat bar tans and Ultu’pers of his time 5 of • 
whom, by his Captains, he had the better at laft : and no Chriftian Emperor is 
found to have, his Officers, extinguiftied more Rebellions. And, though he 
himlclfdid not fight, yet he had 16 much courage as to oppofc and puniln liis 
greateft Captains when bflfending ; nay, even SrUfcho, his Fadierin Law, whom he 
neither Iparcd, nor hisFamily. Yet however, bis Reign w^s unfortunate, in that 
Rome was fell of all now taken by die Goths ; die ffms invaded Pannonia ; the /</»- 
d.ils^ jdliins, and^Vft'vr pierced into Spain ; and the Goths, having formerly invaded

But, except the Sentence of the Judge be palTed in Writi^, they lhall not be 
bound toa^ Appearance. ** For, the WiiBom of theft Times thou^t lit, that 
Sentences loould be read or recited out of aWriting, asthereby mareftlemn and 
certain, and not fiibjeffc 10 the extraordinary Extravimance of a Judge. That this 
was made by Honorm we cannot lay ; but the Subjea of another perlwades ujs ^at 
it was ordained lor his Weftern Part of the Empire, which ftood mdR; in need of 
Soldiers ; and conftquently, had thegreateft xealbn to fte diat they Ihouldnotbe 
defrauded of their Provilions. In order to this the Emperors ordain, that. If ** 
their Com and Provilions be drawn off to ftrve the ends of othen, liich as tra^k ** 
for them, if of greater Quality, (hall .undergo Proftription with the loft of all ** 
their Goods ; and if of meaner condition, Hull forfeit their veiy lives.

Supreme Dignity belbrefais death: which advantage ft ftr encouraged

Pupans Via- in the foregoing year, who had formerly ftrved as Prittefpd of the NUt^ries or 
wuy u urps. Upon him the Imperial Title. He ftnt away prcftntly his Am- 

balfaduiM^ he would have them accounted, xoTTteodofiiu, tode^thathewdhld 
o\vn<i^ declare him Emperor. Theodoftu had,* before this, received the News of 
his Uiiclcs death, but, *for urgent realbas, concealed it, as Socrates relates, till he 
had ftnt a Power of Men to Sdona, zGty of Ddmatia, toftcure the Borders of 
the Eaftern Empire, and repreft any that fhould uCirp or be tumultuous in any of 
tlieft Quarters. Cedrenus writes, that, upon the report of Honorins his death, 
there was a Tumult at which condnueo fix days together : he gives 

us no rcalbn or occafion of it, but we may fuppoft it in favour to Pluiiia and her 
Cliildren. At firft !^vodoJius (M not much regard the Uiurpation of ^ohn, as 
judging him a Man altogether inconfiderable. But, when he law hitja lb Wd as to 
lend to him, and confidcrcd the greatneft of lus Demands, he was mudi incenftd ; 
and, treatinghis MelTcngcrs very roughly, ftnt them away with as unpleafiiffi an

Cities and Judges of Myrkum, that no majilliould be bound to contribute to-“ 
wards x\iO Spedacula, or Shows of Conftantinoplt (yj\\\Q\Xy in imitation of 
the height of which Ihe emulated, he calls Urbs Sterna) but, every one be bound 
to difeharge the Duties only of his own City, according to the ftrength of his E“ li'nfo) 
ftate. And this he enafts, under fevere penalties to be undergone, not only by “ 
fuch as Ihould exaa fuch performances, but alfo by the ordinary Governorsof“ 

• Provinces. “ Now, wc may remember that the Prafebfjhip of JUyrkum the Eaftern 

• had two Dioceffes included ink, viz, Macedonia and Dacia. In Macedonia were 

feven Provinces, in Dacia five ; and, of the feven, Jehaia was one, in which was 
the OnyDelphos- which polfibly, took this Contribution thcworic, becaule fhe 
her fclf had formerly had the Games Pythia celebrated in lier Precinas, as 
Nema were at drgos. Within afew daysafter, Theodofms thought fit to reduce 
the Charge and Cuftody of thelelfer lAtercnlum (of whidi formerly) to its ancient 
Office.

mity widithe goodnels and mercifulnefrof Chriflianity ; andeljx^cially, w'iththat 
morality and oppofipion to Vice, which true Chrifrians, according to the indif^ 
pen&ble Rules of thdr Religion, own to beneGcflary for the attainment bf that 
nappinefs which it propofeth. Bur Hheodojius (ignifies in the Novel wliich this year* 
on the fifteenth of February, hepublilhed, forme confirmation of this his Cede : 
that. The great lofr which ProfefTors of Law were at, how' to regulate their Stu- 
dies, was the great motive to this his undertaking. For, the Books of Law were “ 
lb voluminous^ that they knew not where to begin or fix : and that provod ib ** 
great a dilcouragement, tliat he complains how tew in his time were eminent in ** * 
thisStudy. To prex'ent all confuflon, he commands, that, after the ftrft of yPanuary, ** 
this Code be made ufe of in all Decifions, as the Standard of Law. And, unwil- ** 
ling to defraud of their due praife thoie whoaf&fted at the Colleflion, being** 

Men of approved Fidelity, famous Learning, and to be compared with the Anti- ** 
ents.

'quence, to affift the Dying in making their laft Wills; that every Man might " * 

leave his lEftate as he pteaied himfeif; that he mi^ have his Will in hisown " 
power : tliat no Man might be obliged againft his mmd, either to Ijxiak or hold " 
his peace. Foralmuoh as that only is a Teftament, which contains the meer " 

Will and Intention of the Teftator ; andthenacure of man is luch, that Ibme he " 
loves, and others he fears; tolgmebears good will, others he lulpefts : Ibmche" 
trufts, others he darenot employ ; and yet dare not acknowledge w^iathe thinks ** 
of -each in pamcular. In former times tfa^ were wont to Ihew their written " 

Wills to W itnelfes, and require their* Teftimonies to them. But now luch can- " 
tioa not being'uledas in^former Ages, and the Witnelfes inquiring into the Con- " 
tents of what was wriignen ; it was comecothat pals, that ^Ibns generally be^ " 
ing fearful to pifotilhthdT thoughts, and not darii^ to commit their lecrets unto " 
Witneifes, left they Ihould oftend thofo who gapedrafter tlieir Eftates, they chofo " 
rather todfo mtelbte, than dangeroufty vo expole ftieir inward lentiments. Thyre- "

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Se A. 4. figging one and the lame day & cimeythe Teftament {hould be valid, & not therefore** ^ 
to be of no force, becaufe the W itnefles were ignorant what was therein contained.** 

54. In caie the Teftator was unlearned, or could not fublcribe, he might ** 
makeuleof an eighth pe^n, the lame Solemnities being oblerved. But. in all** 
Telbments which were dilated, either in the ablenrc or prelence of Witneires,he ** 
declared it (iiperfluousto require, that atone & the lame time the Teftator lliould ** 
both have his WitnelTcs ready, difbatehis mind,aod complete the Teftament. But ** 
though it was dilated or written at another time,& afterward produced;itlhould ** 
(iiffice, if atone and the lame, no A£b intervening^allthe WimelTes togetber,and ** 
not at divers times, fiiblcribed and lignedit. For he decreed^hat the Sublcripti- ** 
ons and Seals of the WknelTes Ihould be taken to complete the Teftament, ** 
whereas that which wanted them was to be accounted and taken as imperfe6i. ** 

And his plealiire was, thatthe Will of the dead Ihould not hold or bind by virtue ** 
of an imperfe£l; Teftament, except in behalf of the children of the deceal^. ** 

As for a Nuncupation or Teftament made without writing, he woidd not ** 
have it of force, except leven Witnefles at one and the lame time^ as aforelaid, 
were gathered tc^ether, and beard the Will of the Teftator, or him that** 
made the Teftament without Writing, and that he was relolved to make ** 
his Will before them at the fame time ^vithout Writing. In cale any one ** 
made a perfed Teftament, and afterwards* happened to make another, thefor>** 
mer Ihould not be nuUed by the latter, except it was j||nplete in Law, and con- ** 
liimmate : except in the former thole were named who could not have litc- ** 

ceeded the party if he had died intftftate, and in ttie latter liich were named, ** 
who, if he had died inteftate, muft have fucceeded him. For in this cale, ** 
though the latter writing may l^m imperfe£f, yet the former Teftament being ** 

. invalidated, his lecond Will ihall take place, not as a Teftament, butas a Will ** 

, of an Inteftate ; in which Will the Depolitions of five WitnelTcs Ihall fuflace 

. which not oblerved, the former Teftament Ihall be of force, though Strangers ** 

in it were named H^rs. And in the laft place, whereas thingsthat related to the** 
law of Nations, might be tranlad:ed in any Language, but to the Civil only in ** 
that of Horntf he thought fit to declare, Thatlibertybad been given to make Te-** 
ftaments in the Tongue, and it Ihould be lawful to leave Legacies, liberty** 

to Slaves,and to allign Tutors in the lame words, and to be valid and lawful as if oa-** 

* med in iMiue. ** Such Indulgence did the cafe of Teftaments require at this time, 
whereas in other Ages the tempers of Men and otheraccidentsexadedmore ftri£f 
Solemnities in the making of them, as ours in our ^wn Country now leem to ck^ 
it having of late leemed fit tothe wilHoih of dur Nation to reduce our liberty of 
making Wills, from almoft that of Soldim, to the l^erity and ftxidnels, well 
nigh, of the higbeft Romtm'Lx^t to prev£nt tlie grievous.fin of jpeijury.

Man fo devoid of the foar of God, as by contemoiilg an Oath, to (^fi^ any *‘ 
worldly advnnragesbefore his o!«^lalvation \ yet that neceftity of danger may *' 
be fiihjoyned to the fear of Salvation : if any Ihoulddare to yiolatebis 0 ^, he **

'That the Emperor was put upon this and i^eral other courlb for reftffmation of 
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manners, and die eafe of the People, with the honour of the Prince and his Go- 
vernment, by FlorentMs^ we cannot but believe, becaule of the moll ample Tclli- 
mony given to his publick Spirit and Generofi^, by an Ad: of State, dated but a 
very few days after, and direded to Cyrus ; who, at the end of the Year^ was ad- 
vanced to be Pruft&us Praetor to. Jtouti. i r 7 fc. 

5 6. Let Hiftories, ftiith he, deferve (or obtain) belief from prelent Examples, ^ ^ 

and let Antiquity be freed from all Ambiguity, when it tells us of Great Men, ** 
who preferted the Commonwealth before their own Ellates. We may behold 
thellluftrious/ 70 re 0 ri«i, who, lupported by the Adminiftradon of the Pr.etort- 
Pruftajhipy by the emulous vertue of an excellent mind, ftrives, not only 
with the Merits of our Anceftors, but with liis own great Delcrts, toward the 
Commonwealth ; the Reputation whereof he hath vindicated, not only by his 
COunlel and Prudence, but allb by his Devotion and Munificence, from the blot “ 
and infamy of fliameful T urpitude. For, oblcrving how by the damnable crafti- 
nefi of Pandors, the inadvertency of the Antients was circumvented, under pre- 
tenceof a certain Luftral Preftation, it being lawful to exercile a Commerce of“ 
corrupting of Chaftity, out of a pious inclination of propagating an Univcrlal “ 
Modefly, he liiggefted to us, diat it was one part of the Injury of the prelcnt 
times, that Pandors were permitted to be in the City, and that die Trcafiiry was “ 
i'lety of furnilhed by their filthy Traffick. And, though he knew that we abominated it, “ 

**' and had no refpeft to the Ti^te ; yet^eft any dammage Ihould come to our c/fi- “ 

ruriumy he offered us lb mudBf his own Eftate, as, outtof the Revenues of which, “ 
as much profit would arile as \uas wont from that wretched Ibrt of Trade. Where- “ 
fore, willingly embracing his forecall and munificence, by this lailing Law we ^ 
ordain, that if any hereafter, fhall attempt to prollitute any Slaves, w hether his 
own, or belonging to others ; orfiodiesofPerlbhs of Free Condition, but hired 
at a certain rate ; thele milerablc Slaves being let at liberty, and the Pcrlbns of 
Free Condition being Icxiled from their impious Service ; luch an one, ^ing firft “ 
grievoufly lalhed, lhallbe banilhed out of the Limits of this City, in which he “ 
prefumed to exercile his wicked Craft ; for an example to, and the amendment 
of,all other Men. Therefore,. Cy«i, the rnofl: dear Parent of Empcrors,leethat your " 
Elullrious Authority take <Drdcrythatdie& tilings which we have decreed,for pre-^' 
lervation of publick Honefty,be dblerwd with ill due vencration.Otherwilc, your 
Office, if it neglc£l our Precepts, Qiall incur a Fine of twenty pounds of Gold “ * 

Thus we lee T'Aeo^o/Arr.acceptcd'of i%»re«f/«jthisQfFer ; and in way of recompcnce, 
gave a publick Tellimony tahis merit ; which wras as little as he could do. 

57. For,his care extended to fevend other things which he urged the Emperor to 
reform, ^urtiers and Soldiers, as allb. Merchants, by reafbn Of their Employ- \ 
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ments, Ibughtto evade publick Chaigesiaiid Taxes, by pretending they were ex- 
empt from the Jurifili^on of the ordinary Governors of Ift’ovinccs ; but, by anew 
Law, he procured him to declare againll, and null all luch pretended Prelcriptions ^ 
againll ordinary Courts of »Jullice. The* Accidents of former times had provoked ?• 

the Legiptors to luch Severity againft' Mothers which bad Children in their care 
after the death of their Husbands, that if they did not provide them of Tutors, nor 
make Inventories of their Ellates, they Ihould be deprived of the liberty of making 
Teftaments, and of4X)wer to dl^polcof anything they had ; andy befidesthat, be 
branded with '^Infrmy. It’s th^ violence and contagion of the Dil^le which 
makes the Medicine and Application violent ; and when it abates' of ks Sym- 
ptoms, the force of thele mulF allb abate. Women were now become lb careful 
of their Fatherlbfr Children, thatTpodojius thought fit to remove lb heavy a penal- 
ty : yet, as a Father of bis Country, he thought himlclf bound to provide ffir the 
lecurity of Orphans. And that, as hefiiith, in cutting off fiiperfluous and inhu- 
mane pra£tile$, hcmightnot leemtopromile Impunity to ^linquents; in the bin: defum ttu, 
iirft place, . he will have liich as are to lucoeeda Child, in caie of death, to know, ** 
that if, within a year after.lus Father’s d^th, they do not provide him a Tutor vtiffl'u'x 
according to Law, they fhall be excluded from iidieriting his^Eftate 'if hetiie be- “ tAcits rann 
fore fourteen years of Age. And the lame thing he will have chlerved, as to 
fuch Mothers, wluch havii^ undertaken the Guardianlhip of their Children,

6 S. It's not to be doubted, but in aU thefe Chat;^ and Impofidons the City of 
R<me, and reafbn there was, had her {bare; yet TOingdelervedly look’d uppnas 
the Head of the Empire? and procurer of all mat Grandeur of wnich Prince and 
People were poiTefted, fhe was wont ffill to be courted, and could not bl ook any 
difrefpeCl: from the greateft of them.

they were driven out and gone, the heat abated, and all parties had time to cool 
andconfider, neither was one fort of Trade to obftru^ by its pretended intereft, 
the good and emolument of lb many thoulands of People. We are n&w at a di- 
ftanoe, and cannotlearnwhat their leveral pretences were; but lb much weleani,

All this while he was born up by the power and 
intereft of the Emprefs; but afterward when the Emperor being difplea^d with 
her, fbe left the Court, and retired to //ier^^/exv, his Enemies took heart, and^- 
ing circumvented by their Wiles, he was forced to call Anchor in Chiiftian Re- 
ligion, and was made Bilhop of Cotyjnm in Pirygu^ where he continued till the 
time of Lao* This Year Llheodofius, provoked by theinfolentdemeanomof Geft- 
/eriqkm^frickj ef^cially after helnd cauied SthaJiUtt to be made away, who ha- 
vingbeen ordered by f^dentinUn to remove thither out of Spdn^ carried himlclf 
more like a Friend than an Enemy to him, font an Army againft the f^artdds. A 
Fleet of fixty Ships, and an Army thereon embarked, he committed to the conduCt 
■ . , of Areobindas^ Germams and who failing into Sicily ^ tliere loitered and 

mifpent their time, and then croffing over into y^frick^ carried more terror than 
pnifiarrio. execution alori^ with them. Having little or nothing performed, they returned 
i into Sicily 5 and theeffe£fof their Expedition was this, that perceiving 

what power Lh^’odofi'ts had, which at another time might be letter mana^e^ 
j thoumtitbe&tofendtoCoxfMtfixop/i!, and deal about a peace. As this Expedition 
and tne Year was barren as to any Martial A£fions, whatever Shew this Fleet did

71. The Year CCCCXLII had fov Coa^W Dtofcortu zndExdoxiatf Men 
of no very great account of themfolves ; but their ConfulHiip became too famous to 
pofterity. The iL/ms, who formerly, 9s we have written, mediatelyhecame Au* 44 2< 
thors of fb much mifohief to the Empire, by driving the Goths, f^'andAls and A- 1 ), ufcoro 
Uns out of their ancient Scats, and forcing them to pals Ifttr and the Rhine into Midoxio 
the RontAn Territories, now having taken their courle in that part of iSlrjK/A/4, and 
brought under their cruelt)ominion all the People of thole Quarters, being taught 
the way by the Fugitive Nations, and hearii^ how die Emperors were intangled in a 
War with the thought their time ill f^nt, till they could pierce dfb into 
the Provinces, which they were too apt tothink,richer than perhaps they were ; but 
if they could do mifohiet^ though themfolves no good, they fhould be fufficicntly 
contented. . For after the death of Opt at their King, the Government was devolved 
upon two Brothers, the Sons of Mmdzuch, by name AttiU and BledA, Men who 
were robuft aqd courageous, but foemed notto abound with fb much courage, as 
an hatred againft Mankind it folf, add a third after death and deftruftionof Mor- 
tals. With a vaft number of Hnns and other fuch like Nations they palTed the ^er, 
where the PretenturA, or Garrilbns upon the Bank were of no force at all to with- 
(bnJ them, though they were wont to fuftain ordinary Shocks, and ftruck fbme 
awe unto the Bannrous People living over againft them. But this Storm of the 
Hmshoxe down all before it, and fell fb violendy upon LhrAce and Ittyricum, as 
Ptudits fXtAconus writes, that all the Forts and Cities it overwhelmed with forvitude 
and mifery, except flAdriAnople and tierAcltA, formerly called Perinthus. J>arti- 
cularly we are told, that invaded M^fiA, sxtABUdA fehioto ThrAce, where 
they nlled aU places with Slaughter and Burnings j to be lure NAiffus and SingUtn 
num, two Cities of MAftt primA, fuffered extremely by them. Theodofint could 
not but be exceedingly concerned to hear of this Irruption, having been lufficicnt- 
ly taught from experience of his Forefathers, what terror fuch incurfions were 
jwont to carry along with diem ; and he thought it beft alib to make fbme rcfiftance 
attbefirft, and put fbme ftop to their motions* ys.For 
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the Tide of MUttumy and furnilhed with a choice Body of Men. . 

AndtoanfwerhisexpKtadonS) they both engaged in very iharp Dilputes; yirne- v3-v4l 
the Gipnins^^-f widi ^ttiU in tieasMareiaoitopley and j^ohit with Bleda in Thrace, and 
lieiic agswft might have done well, liad not the Fate of tne Empire prefled hard upon it, and they 
fajjgu jjjfQ diflention, which lb far prevailed above all care of publick concern' 
ments, dant^ohn was killed by the fraud of his iEmulatur. This put Theodofius 
upon great Straits, and though he was not willing to hear of Oenferich his 
frlfing any thii^ in ^riek, yet that he might not be overpowered by two Enemies 
at once, out provide againftdiat mifidiief which was neareft at hand, and mod 
threatned him, he was perfwaded to liften to the Overtures made by the FmiAls, 

And had notthisdi^ifterof the//«ffr (bpreircdhim, he might poflibly have made 
much better Terms than he did. For Cenfirtch his Afhiirs were in no good con- 
dition in his new Kingdom, his Subjeds bearing very ill his inlblence, which he had 
contradred fromhisvery good fortune, inibmucht^t they conlpired againft him. 

The Plot he difeovered, and raged againft many ; which yet deterred not otliers 
from the like Attempt, who allb miicarrying, and lus Jealoulles and Rage being 
vented againft more than were really concerned ; lb great Slaughter he made of his 
Men, that he could not have been more weakened, had he^ been defeated in ^ttcl. 
v<nJe^s COB- But he humbly b^ing peace, Theodojius for the reafbns M’e have laid, thought fit 
nuke pcare ^ grant it, and recaUed liis Army out of StcHy, which he lent under condudof 
with Gtnjmcb, jireobwAas and j^^ar againft the H/ms. They concerned themlclves lb little for 
their coming, that they ftill went on, and having wafted Thracey pafTcd into Ma- 
cedomaandGreece. Thele they harraffed and lulled with more than Barbarous 
Immanity, as if they deligaed by their outragiousA£bi to obliterate ^11 Memory of 
the ferity of the Goths and f'‘a>td,als. They even did what they lifted. For lb 

§ reat were their numbers, aod ftrong therelblution of dieir Captains, that the 
attacks made by the Roman OfBoers did but whet and lharpen them to further At- 
tempts. In the Weft Genfirich having made his peace with Theodoras, uled the

Fqr, he finding of how little efBcacy his Steel 
was againft the Huns for curing that diftemper« which had invaded his Eaftern 
hires Provinces, relblved when fuch a forcible application would not do, to try wW 
to might work by way of rcvulfion. To he lent about a peace, and ra- , 
treat, which he offered to purcfaaie with fix’thouland pounds of Gold paid down 
at prefrat, and promiicd a thou&nd pounds more yearly, if he would keep himfelf 
and his Men within his own Bounds. Ihey could not refule the offer, but receiv- 
ing their Gold, packed up, and got them gone beyond Ifter^ not only inriched with 
this film, but with infinite other Treafiire and Plunder,and an hundred and twenty 
thoufand Captives ; voox JByricttmy thoilgh frequently fubjefl: to filch calamities, 
yet never having fiiftcred to fiich a degree. And this added fbmething to their 
grief, thatallthings being burntupand wafted, lb dreadful a Snow fell this Year, 
as lay on the ground for fixMonths,and thereby perifhed not only great quantities of 
Cattel, but multitudes of Men, Women and Children, who wanted the accom- 
modations of Habitation and Fuel, of which the lavage had deprived them. 

This was counted no left than a Prodigy ; and was alfb that Earthquake v^hich 
happened' in Italy ^ where many Buildings in Rome were thrown to the ground. 

The more prodi^ous they were, they fiiitedthe more withy and portended that 
great and prodigious Tem^ft, which ceafing for Ibme little time, ( the Cloud re- 
tiring a little Northward ) pdured itself fhortly after both into the Weftern and 
Eaftern Provinces, like an Hurricane) fb as fcaicely -any thing, of what Bulk or Ma- 
terials fbever, couH ftaigid before it. At Land icarcely any thing ^ the Water af- 
forded the beft fecurity. ^

oppole tUshis Ordinadon. Provided that, if any h^ bought fudi Lands f'whith “ 
lie Ihould not have dared to do) he might have odmpetent A^ion asainlf the Sel- ** 
ler.** Thefeare two diftin£b Laws, as now they are diftinguifhed under feveral 
Tides in the Code but they madeim one and the fame Conflitution ; 

and fb are ftill found among the Novels of TfmdofiHs, He v^s now in the good W 
mourof reftoringto every man, and to every City alfb, its own ; which he ^ 
been petidoned to do in his Prqgrefi.

4. Hehadfo^othimfelftpbeanEmperor, as, inamanner, heconfelTeth, had 
he not had fome compaffion on the miferable and affli£bd condition of the jifri- 
tans ; who, both Bcclefiafticks and Lay, were, ii^the lato Revolution, turned out 
tJw of all they hacl, and forced to leek tteir ibead in ft^ge Countries. ' He gave order 

tre Afn- to /minus, the PraftCius Prntorio, that. Such of them as were Scholars, and**j\rwf/.47-: 
* had deftinated themfelves to the' pleading of Caiifb) fhould be received as 
yUvocates in the Courts under his Jurifclidaon,i to give fome relief tb the miieries “ 
they fuftiuned 3 it beingalc(^;ether reafonahle, that foch flpuldfoe fovoured and “ 
aftifted as had nothing left but what Captivity coi^d not take from them. ** This 
might be a means no.relieve fome of them, andwe arein charity to believe that o- 
ther$ were found out to pre^e the illiterate fort from perifhing.

Now grew he 
more arrogant .than ever y and fuftered himlelf to be tranfported to fiich ferity, c> 
ven in his Imagination, that he both thought and affirmed himfelf born for a 
Scourge of Mankind and Devaftation of Nations.

this while, the Coafis from their violence and Rapine, Boloigne and Dover did not feem ib near 

as formerly they appeared. Danger of paflage put an end to pleafiire in crofl^ 
the Strait. Nodiing but neceffify could procure a Voyage. This was the caute 
why Briuin grew frrange by d^rees, and feemed indeed another world before 
file was turned Barbarous : whatlometimes proves her defence (the Ditch alx>ut 
her ) then was the Rampart; againft hei Friends, and an Inlet to her Enemies. 

But, as great effufion of Blood, and expence of fpirits render an Animal more ca* 
pable of impreffions from external violence ; ib happened it to Britain in^e ex- 
haufting of her ftrength ; which cauied her to languifli. This how it came to 
pais we (hall now tdi in order, and all together ; which will more conduce to the 
/ underftanding of Roman Britiflt Affairs, than if we had told ibmc Scraps of Stories 
Icatteringly, as by chance we met them.

Empire had liich Fleets upon Rivers ; blit ivhether on T/ae^ wc cannot lay ^ n?i- 
dier Iwms there to have been ftKh n^d of them, the Wall liaving come near to tlie 
Mouth of that River, nay, up dofe to it, as Ibtnc will have it, wlio contend, 
that die place vras called Pett Bal-Crsfr, viz. Head a IF&d in a Rock. 

And yettmre is a Law extant in the Pande£fcs, wherein mention is madeby ‘/47/0- 
bams of One Seius Smurninns^ who was yircht^uktrnus of the BritijhV\s&t : and J} c.urn- 
ATerOy from a 01#r, or Fleet, gave the name" of C/aj^ca to a Legion. He that 
neiEt follows, is the Tribune of the firfr Cohort of the Marini, aira he attended 
bis Charge at Glannokanta, thought to be ,by Camden, Bambridg in fFentJedde, 
whfire, of late years, wasdl^ed up an image* of Commodns, accoutred after the 
Herenleanh^vmy whkhhe alreded. But afterWiird he changed his opinion, and 
fdaced it by die River fVtntjheek in CtmAerlard. The Tribune of the third Cohort of 
the Nefvii, lay at jBione, or the place now called /'Fhitley Caftle in 
Und. After him the Notitia mentions a Qunens of the Jrmaturn, and placeth it at 
Bremetdwrnmm, ibme Ration per lineamvalti, and not near Prefion in Lancafbire, 
fixty Miles diftant from the Wall, as Camken, in the Proecdofis of bis Work would 
bavc it. Then follows the Praefea of the firft Hi rtdea, the Seat which was 

at OUnaenm, pofldbly Bknbordtigh in Cumber Uud, where remain many Monii. 
ments of Anti^ty. And in the laft place comes the Tribune of the Hxth Cohort 
of the, Nervii, to whom the Notitia affigns a P^ at Ferofidum thought to be 
PPeremeku^poaPden, ntATCarlile. Thefo were tbeUfficers and Forces lying for 
'the defence^f the Limit to lecure the Wall, under the Command of the Dux Britan- 
miarum, whoalfohadanQl^wM belon^i^ to him, as otheas of his Rank, fordi- 
Ipatch of buline& This oonfifted of a Princeps, taken yearly out of the Offices of 
Hie Mt^ifiri Militum Prafintales ; twoCommentarienfes, Numtrarii yearly out of 
both the Offices : an ^djutor, Subadjuva, Regerendarius, £xeepto(es, Singular es, 
and the reft of tne Qffieials. 

32. If reckons right, muft have maintained at this time, of 

the A^riri4,about nineteen thouiand and two hundred Foot, and Icventcen hundred 
Horfe: yet it f^pone down,as belongii^ to the Jurildiflion of the Comes BritannU, 
who has only the Image of die lfland,andaBook of Mandates for his Enngn$,without //>».../»/.! i. 
thofe of Cattles or Garrifbns. That Commentator judgeth, it was becaufo the whole ^ 

liland wasthen, in a manner, i(\the power ofdie "Airbariam ; but diat reafon might 
allb have ierved againft letting ^wn the Forces belonging to the other Officers ; fur 
when the Notitia was compol^, the Britains lent often to Rome for aid, which 
they needed not, if half, or a quarter of theie Nnmerihad lain in Garrilba toward, 
the Wall. The firft Fiear wc meet with, and probably the firft of all, was Paca- 
Hanui, towhom wefindoneEdiddire^isd with the Tide oi Ficarius Britannia- if 
rnm, ^biddii^, that one i|rr«r/o here, Ihouldbeboundto.jpay the Tributes that I iJ:aI,T> '■nnb- 
were due from another. • But who was the firft Cawexor the i'4jcc-<»Shoar, we 
know not, and uncertain it is when firft he was made ; though it muftbe whcnihe 
Saxons bemme lb terriUe for their Piracy. He is ftiled by the Notitia, Comes /Jt- 
torts Saxoniei per Britanniam ; and vnthmBritainlus authority is thought to have 
been'ocon&ied, till of late a Learned Man extended it to the Coafts beyond the s:U\fih iui 
Seas, lying over againft us, aspimbria, Batavia, Belgieaesri Armor ua. To them 
he finds the name mUttas Saxonknm given, becaule the Saxons infeftied them allb, 
and made grttt Depredations ' in diem by their ludden Incurlions. Anddie con- 
tends, that diis CoMK/beii^ denned to reftrain their iolblence, had power alfoin 
thole Coafts, aswellasupontheBolK^rSof Kent % though he had his Denomina- 
tion from Britain, where he ordinarily refided'. And yet, by his favour, the No^ 
tftia mentions no Forces linder his Command m any other place, but only in this 
Hhund. And k*s ftrange, they Ihould be omitted, and that having a Command of 
that enent, the Irnagm and Names ^ody nine Britifk Towns or Garrilbns Ihould 
be put into tbe Enfigns of his Office. As Ms Employment lay upon the Sea 
Coafts in die liland^ fo ttmt of die Dnx Britanniaram toward the North of 
£ngtani% Dammdt Danes^tr, at this day a confiderable Town, and Handing fix 
^les yndbmTorkfbire, leeming to have been die moft Southern garter, taken up 
eyfais Sddiers. 

93. Thatiirar^ being reprelenced indie Enfigns like a Caffie, hadi let over it 
Dano in the AbUdve Cafe, asdienext to it is called Morbio, and many others in 
iike maimer. For foaie cbferve, thatlxom die Age SolinHsXwti in ( not long after 
Plk^) andfodowRWard, it was a cuAomto pronounce thb^raes of Citlesinthe * 
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ifixth or Ablative Cafe ; or Monoptotes. But however, die Roimns might give a 
Terminations to, and decline the names of Towns, yet they were generally of * 
Extra^ion* They gave names indeed to|^ places, either in Britain^ or 4 4 
other Provinces. But fbmc even here they did, as yid yinfxm^ Solis ^ Bovinnsy 

C/tJaroma^us y Qalcaria^ Cajhra JSx^lorxtortim ^ ColonUy yid Ponttm^ Pontes , 
Sfintty TrxjeHus^ Tripontinm, f^ittx Fauftini, and perhaps others to be fecn in the 
Itinerary, which were given upon ibroe unknown accidems, or occadons. For 
communication betwixt thefe places, and for the convenience of Travel, w’hen Ar- 
mies marched, and the Governors vifited the Provinces, die Legions were, when 
otherwile idle, employed in railing High-ways and Cawleys, called FU Militares, 
Confulxres, Prntorin, PtAlicn, i'A’4r«,«orby odier names; which oourle wdfsta- 
keh in every Province of the Empire. Now there being mentioned in the ltine> 
rary no fewer than one hundred and fourteen Manfions and I'owms, through fif- 
teen Roads, or Journeys ; and in the forty fix Garrifons, v/e. nmeonthe 

Sea Coalf, under the Command of the Comes of the Saxon Shoar, Iburteeiamore in- 
land^nd three and twen^ per lintam under the charge of the Dux Britannia- 

r«w;though Ibme of thele be the lame with others mentioned in the Itinerary, many 
Streets or I^h-ways muft have been railed for convenience of palling, according 
to the Roman cultom of Travel. And it is no way probable, that a Province lb a- 
alxiunding yNvda, Stations, Camps, Fortreffes and Cities y Ihould have lb lew as four 
Ways ot Note in it; and^et but lb many our ordinary Hifiorians do reckon. 

Had the Notitia given us aflftcc^unt of the Forces and Places under the Command 
of the Comes Britannia, as well as it hath done of thole belonging to |he other two 
great Officers, we mjght have found mofe Cities in the llland ; of which, Beda, 
from Gildas, tells us, there were in thele Ages twenty and eight moft noNeones, ‘ ^ 
befides innumerable Caftles furnilhed and fortified. with moft firm Walls, with 
Towers, Gates and Locks. 

94. Yet, as we laid, the High* ways are commonly made but four in number, Mn, 
the courles whereof are diftciently reported, and allb in Ibme part their very 
Names. But one of them is called fVatling-ftreet, laid to run out of the South- neiary th: 
Fafi to the North- fFefi ; from Dover to Cardigan in fVales, at th^ frijb Sea. The 
lecond is that called the flhm thelSowr^tQ North, from Totnefs inCornr- 
wal to Lincoln, and lb to Cathnefs the utmoft of Scotland, The third is Frming- 
Street, out of the PFeft-North fFefi, to the Fafi-^nth-Fajl, from S. Davids to 
Southampton. And the fourth is called Iknel-Street, takii^ its courle by fVorcefier, 
and lb by TorkxoAQTiwmuth, To endeavour certainty in all thele, as one faith, . 
were to conclude unwarrantable cpnjefihires, and abule both time and the Reader 
* with various opinions, which Would amount to notiiing. Befides thele, there are 
others mentioned wdth divers names ; as Strata'm Monmouthfltire, railed, as 
Cambden thinks, by ,Fulius Frontinus, of whom Tacitxs teftifies imt he fubdued, 
the Nation of the Stlures^vva% got the Maftery , bodi aver the Valour of the Ene- 
my, and the difficulties of Places. There was another way called Strata Mar- 
ti fit, which Giraldus Cambrenfis mentions at no very far diftance, in his Idnerary of 
/Falts , and others w^ould derive from Ulpins MarceUus, who was Pronator 
here under Consmodus, not very long after Frontinus, whole ftrifitneft in Military 
Difcipiinc fb much commends. It Iha^ lufiice me to lay, that if we 

conlidcrthccnd and defignof raifii^ thele High-ways, they werd made for con- 
vcnicp§c of ptifiage, to uich Garrilbns and Forts ks were pl^d according to the 
exigency of Affairs, as they might beft curb aQdreftraitl Domeftick or Foreign E- 
iKinies., or to Manfions and Places of AlxMe , where the Cvil Ma^ftrates 
cxcciitcd Juftice, and decidedContipverfies ; which were *lb fituated, as me Peo- 
ple might with beft conveniency meet together. The Cawfeys therefore being 
made fur the Tow'ns, and not the Towns for the Cawf^s (thou^ oonyenience«of 
Travel, in luch as were built more lately, might be an inducement to 1 ^ them on, 
or as near to the Road as could be ) they muft needs take various cotirles, and croft 
Icvcral ways, nay, often divert, and notthrough theneareft oit. And if particu- 
lar Counties were well liirveyed, many Branches of the more dired and ftraightSte Do< 
ones would be found. I have vaMncolnJbire obftrved fbmething of tiiis land, 
particularly how one there is deri ved from tliat High Street whitm runs by Stamford, ^ 

Nonhward, which crofting the River near Gunrtorth Ferry, todk its oourle down 
by Deeping, and lb into the very Fenny Parts of that County. 

9 Enough of Roman BrttainoKmvdeKid witiiin herfelf, as toiler Buildings and 
Inliabitants, whether Native or Adventitious. But we muft remember, that as Ihe 
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received Strangers in, lb ftie fcnt oiirtdo many of her own Inhabitants ; and upoil 
diis account her vigour abated, and her wonted ftrcngth wascxhaufted, being 
deprived of her Youth by the Ulurpers lately mentioned. This is to be undcr- 
ftood not Ib much of Strangers lying here in Garrifbn at thole Polls we have incti * 
tinned, as of true natural Briuinsy at leoll born here, thougli of Roman Parents^ 
or of other Nations, which we lee were numerous in the Armies. For, die /Pt>- 
in furnilhing their Gariilbns, and defending their Provinces, thought it not 
wilHom to tnift the Natives; but in railing their Forces, ftill tranlplantcd them, as 
not to be armed in their own Countries. Therefore, belides thole whom the U- 
txxrpa Maxinms and Confiantine took away with them, it evidently appeareih by 
fcne ancient Inferiptions, and the A/<?w/4of the Empire, diatthcle Companies here- 
^aritun. after mentioned ferved the Romans in their Wars here and there, dii^rfed over 
the Provinces, which were from time to time lupplyed out of Britain, We read 
oi Ala Brit annkaMilliearia^ Ala quarta Britonum in*t^gyftOy Cohort grima t^lia 
Britonmny Cohort tertia Britonumy Cohort fiftima Britonnm^ Cohort vicefima fixta 
Britonnm in ArmenUy Britanniciani Jitb Magiftro Peditumy JnviCfi ^untorvs Bri- 
tannieianiy ExciAkores ^un. Britan, of themamongft the Palatine AnxiluyOV

niaSyBritotKS Seniores in Jllyrico, No wonderthen it is, that Brkain dayly exhaufted 
with ft) many and (b great Levies of Soldiers lay expofed to the fury of the 
rians ; for thou^ Natives ai^e more to be feared, as to InfurreQions, yet diey 
more vigoroufly defend their own Country and Intereft than others. And hereby 
diat laying of Tacitusy as Camden obferves, is proved true, that there is no ftrcngih 
in the Roman Armies, hut what comes by Foreigners. If the Reader 
delink fit, he may lee both what Troops were fumillied out of the feveral l^rovin' 
ces, and allb to what other parts, in diat ulefiil Book the Notitia, We have made 
a long Digrel&on in behalf of Britain y though it may juftly challenge from us more 
diligence than other Countries. But lb we leave her, till Ihortly we meet with 
her again, upon another account, in another dreft. 

96. Welaidatthebeginnii^of this Year, that it was too remarkable in divers 
rei^8:s. And this not in the leaft, that now AttiU puffed up with pride, and de;* 
lighting in Blood and Cruelty, could not contain himlclf, but brake the peace with 
J%eodofi»ty pretending bis Tribute 'was not paid him, and made an Incui^on into 
die Eaftem Provinces, where he cut olfat length the Magifier A/ir//>«^,which con- 
ftrained the Emperor to do that by Gold, , which his Steel would not efie£f, and 
porchafed that peace again which was butlliddenly to be broken. Agreeable to thole 
Civil Commotions and Ruptures in the Empire was that terrible Earthquake, 
which Marcellinns writes to have happened indiis Conlullbip of a/Btiut and Sym- 
tnachus. It raged in very many places, and therein overturned very many Cities. 

The Wall of Confiantinopley though but new built, it threw to the Ground with 
fifty fcven Turrets; Stones of a great Bulk, lately placed in Building of the Fo- 
turn of Tauruty fell down, yet did no other hurt. But many Towns being ruined^ 
apeftilent vapour aroie, which caufed a Plague,- and this, joyned with a Famine, 
deftroyed many thoulands of Mankind. This Eardiquake we take to be the lame 
widi that which Evtqrrius writes to have happened in Theodofins his Reign, and laid 
to have been ^egreateftand moft memorable’ of all otliers: ftich, as by its great- 
xiels, Tcndti^ inconfiderable all that were before it. It afftided^ he had almoll 
laid, ^e whole wprld. MaAy Toiniers in the Palace fell to the ground ; die Wall 
of the Cherrtnefusy ealledthe Long, tumbled* down ; the Earth gaped, and Iwallow- 
ed many Viliams, befides other many, nay, innumerable other Calamities both by 
Sea and Land. Some Fountains were dried up, in other places water in great 
quantity broke out where formerly it had not bem known ; great Trees were torn 
up by the Roots ; heaps of Earth were lb lhaken together, that they were railed 
into Mountains. The Sea call; forth dead Filhes ; in it many Iflands were over- 
whelmed and lunk ; Ships lading on the Sea, byaluddcnretrocefifion pf the Wa- 
ter, were left on dry around.

That it reached AUtfandrUy but cl^cially 
OifS^iiiKA'Antiochy the <hoiceft rarities of which it broke or fpoiled ; for belides the 
Countries mentioned by £vagrinsy it invaded the gu^ateft part of ^£afi *, and ^ 
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■cd not many Regions of the Weft. He adds, that the People of QonfiinitmyU j 
daring to ftay in the City, for fear of the fall of Houles, continued, together 
.wh the Emperor, and Proeius their Patriarch, in the Field, wholly intent upon 
Prayer for the Removal of lb heavy a Judgment % which, at laft, was ftayed, when 
a Boy, being taken up into the Air, and let down again die lame way, told them of 
an Hymn he had heard liing by Angels ; which they thenapplyed themfelves to 
(ing. That this Hymn was afterward conftantly uled in the Church, being enjoy- 
ned by an £di£l to be liing throughout the Empire : and the Grttks, in their Meno- ' 
retained die memory of the thing; befides wliat is written ^itby Eminent thfiml',, 
peribns living at that time. But Theodofiusy when he wis delivered from die dan- / 

ger of the Eartht^uake, orelently let himlelf to repair the Walls of CdnftaMtim^a ; I* " 

and j^themiusy m the ipace of lixty days, did indeed, raile the greater part of 
them which ftood upon dry Ground*, and, by extending die Pom^rimuy did very 
much enlarge the City, But C^rusy the Prefect of it, reftored all that was fallen, 
and what ever elle hao by Age been broken *, and railing it to a liiblime heiglit, put 
the City, as it were, into a new Form and Aljic£t In lb much, that when, on a 
lime, nvodo^itSy in the Hifpodromey was beholding an Horfe-Racc, die Citizensiy 
much taken with the Strufture railed by cryedout; Conftantius and 
Cyrus refiored. The Emperor was enraged thereat 5 and, under pretence that he 
was addicted to the Sujxirftition of the deprived him of his Dignity, and 

put to Sale his whole Elute. The man, much deje£ted, betook himlelf to a Cliurdi, 
though lately of the Pagan Profeinon;and was made the Chriftian Bilhop of Smyrna, 

38. But 77jeodofi»sh\s humour nowftanding for the depoling of peribns from 
their Dignities, was at this time hurried lb far, by tricks of certain perCins, 
as Niceph&rus tells the ftoryi that it reached his Si^cr ipnlchtria ; her that tiad 
been his great Allifterat the Helm, and had kept die Government upon his HiouF 
' ders. The matter was firft contrived by Chryfaphius the Eunuch, and great Favou- 
rite of the Emperor : who, being dilplealbd that FUviaams was made Patriarch in 
the room of Proclasy lately dcceaftd, and perceiving he could not remove iiim lb 
long as Ihe was in power ; firft -provoked HudocUy his Wife, againft her, knowng 
the Jcaloufies and Emulations oi Women : To let then* by the ears, he perfwaM 
her to remove from PMeria the* Steward of her Houle, who managed all her mat- 
, ters; andlhc tried all mciins with her. Hiisband to doit, but without fucccls ; he 
was, as yet, Iblenlibleof the merits of his Sifter. . But aH .length he prevailed tliat 
Tuirhtrh for- FUvianus Ihoulctbe required to make her a Deaconnels ; it teing the cuftom, as 
for Great Memo be drawn by force toBilhopricks, lb for Eminent Ladies to be 
Liic.*^ cholen no otherwile to that Office or Employment. The Patriarch knew not how 
to Iluft it off ; ' but, promifing to d'lichaige his Puty, gave her. lecret Intelligence of 
it by Ijctter, with advice not to come to him, kft he fliquld be forced to do that 
w'hich he himlelf could not butdiflike. She hereupon, delivering her Steward to 
Fudocidy departed to the Hehdomasy there to live a privat&and quiet Life : and the 
Conlplrators perceiving that had revealed their defign, turned all their 
malice againft him, and EudoeU now got the Power for a certain time. But there 
goes another report, ofanoocalion given by PuUhtrtaherS^U to her Brother, to 
alienate his Afledions from her j thou^ tlie lame line ftory, in a manner, beedd of

3p.She oblcrvifjghqw he was wont,oucof la£ynels,to iign all Papers ftiat were pre^ 
lented to liim without reading, thotigjht to coni'ince him of his folly, and cure him of 
that Diftemj^r. by a Jeft. She d rew a W ridng, whereby he fhould make S^e to her 
of FtulociaXiK Emprels ^ and this being offered to mm,he as readily liiblcribed as the 
reft. This done, w'henthe En^rels came to her Ihe kept hw for Ibme time, and 
would not let her go wlien helentiforher ; alkadgtng that Die had bou^t her, 
and for that produced the Emperor’s Hand v who d^as ofiended MUth the freedom, as 
Princes ulualiy arcinlike,Oiics ; and was urged and inflamed by his Wife, who, 
grudging Iv^r her power, took this opportunity to put her out of his good O 
pinion and it both together. And: Die was ^onore moved to flatter him, and 
ruin Ikt, becaufe (he her felf had of late incurred his Jealoulie and DiQilea- 
lure. There had bccn prefented, you mull; know, to Theodojins an Apple of won- 2«sjri5. 
dcrftil bigncls, as a Rarity ; and’this Apple, out of kindnel^ he beftowed upon his 
Wife. She liad a Favourite called witRwhom Die was familiar upon the 

account of^ Learning, and that, as was thought and lulpeQed by Ibme,, more than 
(he ought to be. To him Die gave it ; and he knowii^ nothing whenceitcame, * 
madeaPrelcntof itto dieRmpeit)]i, asfeme means to nain bis Favour j who, rp- 
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cciving it now, asked his Wife, wtiat was become ol’ tlic Apple t Slic allirined, 
Hie had eaten it ; and then, by producing it, he ainvitUd her of Untruth and lln- 
faithftilnefi •, and for this rcafiri he was long alienated from lierin his mind, and 
Paitlimshu commanded to be put to death. But thuswMs Puf:h r}a^ after rhar, 
well nigh forty Years, Ihe had ifeeredthe Keahn with great prudence and intlulfry 
(forthiswasthe thirty ninth of her Brother’s Reign) removed to a private Idle, to 
the grcattletriment, both of Chureh and State. 

40. Yet, by that care Thtodofms, this Year, took for the cautious enacting of 
Laws,* one would have judged him more circumljieft and wary in a matter of luch 
conlequence as depofing of his Siller. For, being convinced, if Items, of the great 
Inconvenience which Precipitancy in liim ( who had the Legidative Povverd Immghc 
to the Empire, probably, by fome Remonftrance, or Petition, made by the Senate, 
hedirefted back to it a Rclcript, or Oration, to give Remedy in that very A Ifiiir. 
We think it, faith he, an Humane thing, that ifi tor the time to come, anyne-“ 
ceflary matter fhould happen, either in a publick or private Caule which m.iv re- “ 
quire a general Form (or Orderj which is not inlerrcd in the ancient Laws, it be “ 

i. handled, or debated, before ; as well by the Nobles of our I 'alace C Procirts) as by “ 
your moft Glorious Aflembly, ('onjertfj pjthirf: and it it lliall plcate all rhe“ 
Judges and you, then, that it he written down, and after that, in a full Ancmbly, “ 
it be read over 5 and if allconfcnttoic, that then it be recited in our .Sacred ('011-“ 
(ifiory C nojlri) that the Xiionlentot all rogcihcrmay be ctlablithed by the “ 
otabieSan- Authority of our Serenity. Know ye therefore, Conflri^t I'utkrs, that, lor “ 
the future, no Law fliall be promulged by our Clemency, except the aforelaid “ 
Form beobferved. For, wcwcll know, that what Iball be ordained with your “ 
Advice, will redound tothc happineis of our Empire, and to our Glory. “ l liis 
Solemnity he would have obferved, fur the more certaintv in making Laws ; anti 
j^ufliMian put the ConRitution into his Code, though vyc know nut v\ herher always 
he obferved it in the making of his numerous F.dicls, feeing that, as lie alleadges in 
his own behalf, for repealing any thing the Ancients had done in liich cafes, by the 
old Law, called Lex all Right, and all Power of the Roman People, 

tranflated into that of the Emperor. 

41. Wc find no more Conftitutions madfe this Year hy Tljeodofius, but two or 

three by in the Weft. There was ever arifing fbme new Accide.it, 

which affoardednew Qiieftions concerning 'Teftaments, and cljiecially, betwixr 
Man and Wife ; the ancient Laws havings as we have formerly faid, prohibited 
f'ochBequefts, for reafbns which then feemed very urgent- But, as Lc'^/fiarors, in 
making and altering Taws, muft receive their Directions from Matters of Fact, as 
this Emperor exprclfcth it •, a change «f Cuftoms and Manners muft tonfcqucntly 
produce a change of Ordinances. And therefore, now, at the delire of Zrow/Vi/, 
one to whom he gives tlic Title of Sjn’SUbtfis 5 and betwixt whom and his 'Vife 
jPmttndA, fb much Affertion there was, that they dcfired to have the j /Jbtrormn^ 

utiniM or- or to leave each other their Heir, as it ftiould happen^He added this to former Conili- 
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tutions ; that Married Perfdns, if they had no Sons, might leave each other tlicir “ . r. 


Heirs 5 whether they would do it by one Inftrument alone, or elfe mutually “ 
mal« their Wills. Provided, that if any had juft Ground from the Law, to “ 
bring the Complaint of an /^n/ficio'/s liich ACliop fhall lie. “ And, bc- 

•caufc many Accidents happened about Witnefles of Teftaments, hnd fomctimc.s 
" Witnefles could nqt be .had ; “from a i^etitiop of one P 4 ^M ( =*0 IHuftrious Woman 
he ftiles her) he took occalion to or^lain fimcthing more in filch Cafes. One Micce^ 
another Lady of the f^mc Quality, defigned to leave her her Heir ; but, not having 
any fitly qualified to witnds her Will, yet wrote it all with her own hand before 
fhe expired, and delivered it to ^Tribune znA Notary (Fir Spefiabiib, he 
terms him) being her Brother’s Son *, one who, by reafbn of his Nobility, and ricar • 
nefs in Blood, fhe^judged would be very faithful to her. A'lfl he did not at all be- 
tray his Truft, bin publifbed the Will with the fame honeft meaning he received it. 
But/*«'/4^w vvaslbmodeft, as, fcrupling her Right, flic would not meddle as Heir, 
except the Emperor would approve of the Juftice of her Caufe. Upon confidera- 
tion of the whole matter, he now confirmed what Micce had done, who could “ 
■othave anyother WitnelTes of her Will than h*er Brother’s Son, and her own “ 
Writing, rte declared -her therefore Heir for fb much of the Eftate as the pre- “ 
feat W ritin^ did name her. “ 

* 41. Andthathemightnotdeny the benefit of this Statute to Mankind, he now 

decreed, that icihould remain as ftandingLaw ; that If«ny fliould make choice “ 
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Sedt. 5. to,write his Will with his own hand, h6®hld have free liberty to do it ; for “ 

as much as in many cafes it happened!, that the opportunity and number of W it- “ ^ 

nefles are wanting, and cannot be had by dying perfens. « Thus, from thefe No- 4 4 < 
vel Cbnftitutions Mre underdand the particular occafions for making of the laid 
Laws 5 whereas the Compilers of the Codes, ftudying Brevity, cut off all liich 
Prefaces, and have left us the bare Sandfions 5 a thing indeed which hath preven- 
ted fwelling of Books : but 1 know not whether it have feved the Student<abour, or 
made him more, the Hiftory of the Cafe laid down infuch Prefaces bringing ex- 
traordinary great light to the underftanding of the Laws, as the Conclufions inform 
us of the manner of the Emperor’s Stile, or of writing to his Minifters.

Neither lhall die Ntmrariiy who were Auditors of publick Ac- “ 
counts, belubjcdttoany Dilcuffionsor Queftions after five Years time expired 5 “ 
within which time he judges that truth, although latent, may bcdilcovered ; e-“ 
l^cially, the condition of no Man being to be lb grievious, as to have no end of “ 
his Iblicitude and fear. Further, he takes care for preventing the molefting and “ 
filing of tliele Officials for Expenfes about I^yment of publick Moneys, when ** 
the Creditors were in faulty who would put it often to other Ufcs, andiwghtto** 
be punilhed with a forfeiture of it. This Indulgence he thinks fit to confer on “ 
them, for prefervation, he faith, of their Safety and Fortunes ; and allows, that ** 
they have Mtufores affigned them, for their peaceable taking up of Quarters, of “ 
which of late they had been deprived. Thus we fee howthe cafe alters. How 
many Law,shave we formerly met widi, to reftrain the Tnjuftice and Violence of 
Officials ?

Mthf'Kius dt- ing him off having taken up confiderable time. From die Panegyrieky written by 9 ^/. 
Sidonitts JpollinariSy to y^ntheminsy afterwards Emperor of the Weft, it appeara, 
that die laid y^nthemius fell upon the Huns as they rovtd through DacU ; that, not ^ 
hr h'om Sard/ca, he drove them up into a narrow compafs, feveral times worfted 
them 5 and, keeping exaft Dilciplinein Iiis Army,,notwithftanding it wanted>b^ 

Meat and Drink, engaged in » bloody Battel ; wherejin, though his Colleague play- 
ed flilfe, and thereby the Fortune of the Day was endangered, yet failed he not in 
Courage ; but, by his veh^iment impprtunity, got his flying N%n to rally •, and re- 
newing the Fight ^ though the Enemy, after tliaf he was put to the wtirft, came up 
again ; yet he defeated him, and granted him Peace, on condition that he killed 
the Traitor*, who, accordingly, as he exprefleth it, fell a Sacrifice to Juftice, by a 
Foreign Sword. Now, for as much as MAretUinns writes of ArAgifiuSy or Arne- 
giflnsy die>l/4»/)?trJ///ir«/w, his being flain by AttiUy 'm DaeU Rhenfisy though 
he foftght well, and had ^il^d many of the Enemies 5 Sigonint wul have him to 
have been/he Colleague of Anthemius y and the Traitor mentioned, though this Ex- 
pedition fell out twenty Years before Anthemius came to be Emperor ; andfe, he 
muft have been a long time in the ^ateft A£tions.

in Afts tending to the Afliftanceof the State; whole Advice then thc-Erape-“ 
roi ( Rvrum Domimsj he calls him) inconlideration of his WiCIomand glorious “ 
Labours in the Commonwealth, in all his Counlels, followed. He is (and that 
not to nopurpofo) appointed, together with CarfUlio^ the Son of c>Cr#«r, to go “ 
Ambaflador to AttiU. He beheld him without trembling, wliogi the Empire “ 
feared. Being backed with Authority, hedelpiled that terrible '^^idthrcatning 
Countenance; neither did he forbear to contradi^^ him, even in his talk; who, 
carried away with I know not what fur)i, icemed to aim at the Soveraignty of the ‘ ‘ 
W orld. He found the King infolcnt and high, but he left him pacified ; and fo “ 
Fcfellcdhislcandalous Speeches, that he fought to be reconciled ; wliofe intcreft “ 
it was not to luve Peace with that moft oppulent Kingdom. His Conftancy gave “ 
relief to the fearing Party ; and they were believed not to be weak and incoiifidc- 
rable, who leemed to be armed with luch Ambaffadors.

We may take notice alii), that though Princes Ipake in words denoting the Plural

48. Bur, about the beginning ot^fnne, thccuriolity of the Romans conxtnmg 
the F’.iftcrnCW///«/, we find, waslkisficd from another Conftitution ; in the Date 
of which, Ard/>b/trcs is joyned with tally fins. Great Complaints were made to 
/\ikut}ai.tfJof the ill uliigeof Ijberii, or Freed Men, byrealbn of that great Indul- 
gence given by the Laws to the Heirs of their Lords, by whom tliey had been ma- 
luimirtcd ; under pretence of Ingratitude, they would reduce them again to their 
lormcr llaycry, Ibmctimcs for flight Caulcs ; wherein, as they abuled thatlavour 
the Laws had given them, fb the Jiberti conceiving themfelves not fb much obliged 
to them as to their o.wii Patrons, and provoked by tfieir ill ufage, as happens in 
Inch C alcs where Offences are mutual, returned fuch tilings a.vthcy accounted Af- 
fi onts ; and lb the matter arofe to a publick milchief.

various Turns of Providence. She was accompanied into another World by M.u 
riiMy the Daughter of and younger Sifter of ; who, together 

with her, thrived under the good Government of Pukhetia ; with whom, it^ jiid, 
fhe lived in <^ftant Virginity ; and clfe, we have nothing cf her, except that there ^3* 
was an Houfe called by her Name, which poffibly, fhe at nrft poffelTed ; and after- 
ward it became one of thofe Houles, or Palaces, of the Emperor in Qonfiantinofky ^ 

(as in .the Days o^^ufiiniattj each of which had its Procurator^ to manage the 
I..ands belongir^ to it. Theodofus his Q^fior was.idlc for this Year, and the reft he 
lived j. liCy after the Confirmation of his Novels, ‘either rclblving againft the mul- 
tiplying of Laws, or having no occafion t6 add to them. But, one which he made 
waity five Years before, was now much commended, and confirmed in the Weft niCc,^u 
by his Son in Law. By it he provided for the Quiet of Mankind ; w’hich being di- 
fturbedby notliii^morc than by Suits and Cootroverfics^ he took order for rhcf??ir;

dojias from all his Labours ; and Quiet to the Church, which now had been much p't ? 
difturbed by the Hcrefie of Eutyches. This, it is laid, he favoured : But at length ' 
he came to lee how he was abuled, to acknowledge his Error, and punifh Chryfathi- ^ 

HSy the Eunuch, who had proeuted diis and other great Enormities. Hediea on

the twenty ninth dt^ulyy havin^eigned forty two Years, and about three Months, 
from his Father’s death; in the forty ninth Year of his Age. Some fay, of Sick- 
nefs ; and particularly, of the Plague. Others, that, going out to hunt, he fell in- 
to the River yflhusy and died the Night following. And fome only write, that he 
fell from his Horfe, without mentioning the Water. As to his Charafter, all gene- 
rally agree in his Commendation, wliile he was advifed by his Sifter PuUherU, 

much infifts upon it; who writes, that, though he was born and educated Lih^u ', . 
in the very Palace, yet was he not of any light or idle Behaviour; butfb difcrect, 
that, to thofe who conferred with him he leemed a Man of great Experience. In 
the Excrcifcs of Religion he was diligent with his Sifters. And, whereas the Em- 
peror though he profeffed the Study of Philofbphy, yet could not digeft 

the Affronts of fuch as reviled him at Antioch ; butpunifhed extraordinarily one of 
them, whole Name was T^eoderus.’he, letting afidethe Subtilties and Quirks of ylrt- 
daily both profeffed and pra£lifed the true Philofbphy :For, he learned to bridle 
Angcr,to take Grief and Sorrow patiently, and to take Revenge of none that did him 
any Injury. Nay, it is laid, there was none that ever law him angry. He was a- 
Verfe to the punifhing of Malefaftors, and eafily would pardon them. He could not 
endure the truel Shows of the Gladiators p and, by his difeouraging of them, the 
people learnt to diflike and abftain from them. With *Sbfr4rw,othcrs accord and add, 
diat his Dcfefls were, too much eaiinefs and pronenefs to be drawn and perfwaded. 

As to his A£fivity in Wars, we find none, but tliat he managed them all by bis Offi- 
cers, as he did the Civil Government by his Sifters and his Miniftei-s. His Wife, as 
we laid, was Endocia^ the learned Daughter of Ltontius the Philofbper$ forfhe 
was an excellent Poet, and wrote leveral Poems (amongft which, Horneroeemron} 
and by her he left only Eudoxia, Wife to Falenti/tian, his Colleague. Eudociay by 
her Emulation had procured much the Difagreement betwixt him and his Sifter, 
whicli, after die Retirement of Pulch&rUy he was fenlible of. And thereupon, un- 
kindnefs growing betwixt fhem, fhe .went her way,‘in his life-time, to ferafalem ^ 
aaid that not without his own Appointment. , •- 

5 2 . The moft confidcrable thing of his Reign is the compiling of his Code ; and 
next to that, the Publication of his Novel Conftitutions. All which put together, 
make up a plentiful Harvcit, as to Laws; but yet are behind fbme few Gleanings ; 
which being kxife, and out of the Ligaments of Chronology, as being without the 
Notation of Conjiu or P^y^ could not be taken in with the reft. Of thole which 
concern tl le Commonwealth or Civil Government, one direded to Hormifda^s Prst- 
f Chs Pr.ttorio, is very obfervable ; which makes two Mttrofoksy or Mother-Cities in 
one and the fame Province. JFor many and juft Caufes, faith he, we decree the “ l.«b. «. 
City of Btryt(t& to be adorned with Metrdpolitan W^saR and Dignity, already “ 
crowned by its Venues. Let it flierefore have allb Metropolitan Dignity. From “ fj’f ' 
Ti'/'t' let nothing be derogated of its Right: Let her be Modier of the Province by ** 
the kindnefs of our Anceftors, and the other by ours ; and both enjoy foe like Dig- 
nity. Thus were tw'o MetropoUs conftituted in Syria Pheeniee : Tyrus firft, by the* 
Favour of Ait iany attl^ Requeftof PaHlnsiBa& TyrymOtwx\ and Bow Btrytusy 
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that famous Univeriity for the Laws. In like manner, in Pontus are found two 5 
vfjc» j^majia and Cafarea. Artd as many in CappMdocU ; viz.. Ca/area and /liyatja. 

As he concerned himlHf thus for the Dignity or Cities, fo alfo, for that of Pcrlbns. ^ ^ 

For, in an Oration dire^ed to the oi Conftanpimple^ ftill extant, but with- 
out Date | He determined, that, Amongft fiich as had been Confuls^ he ftiould “ i-KdtcoitOuHi. 
preceed who had firft born the Honour, notwithftanding one after him had “ 
twice enjoyed die Fdfees. And, if fiicli an one give place to another, if he be “ * 
bo/ChConful and Pairitidn^ iii cafe that elder C(7»/«/ obtain afterwatd the Patr/tiatc., “ 
hefhall recover his former Station.

59. By the death of Thtodo^usy the care of the Empire was again devolved upon 
Pulkitrid. The care of it, I lay, if not the Empire it Iclf ; for, Ihc had the Title 
of Augufia^ not merely as had an Emperor’s Wire, which Ihone in the Beams of her 
Husband’s Majcfty } but, as wc may lay, by way of tDo-ordination. However, it 
had not been the cufiom, as yet, iri the Empire, for Women to reign alone, cither 
in the EaftorWeft. And therefore Iherclblved, though now above fifty Years of Age, 
to make choice of Ibmc worthy perfon, and every way fit in years and dilcretion ; 
iclffia, by ancTmarrying him, to qualifie him for the Empire. Her Choice fell upon M/irthn ; 
trying M»- j(]jg procured that, by a Senatus-Con[ultumy the Dignity of Emperor Ihoiild be 
jiohefim^ conferred upon him : till which could l^efFefted, it is laid, that Ihc concealed her 
OT. Brother’s death. Tills MartUn was, by Birth, a Thracian, and Son to a Soldier by Evagtiut Ub aJ 
TO he was. profcffion ; to whofe Trade of Life bearing an Affection, he went to PhUippopolis ; ‘ • 
where he was entertained amongft fuch as had given up themfelvcsto the Study 
and Praftice of Arms. It happened in his Journey thither, that he light upon the 
Body of a Man newly dead ; at which fight, being amazed, and of a fingural good * 
Nature, he lb long continued with it, till he hail provided all things neceltary for 
a decent Burial. But Ibme that had opportunity to fee wliat he did, taking notice 
of it, made relation of the matter to the Magiftrates of PhilippopoUs ; who appre- 
hended him, and charged him w'itli the Murther. Signs and Conje^res prevai- 
led with them more than the truth coul 3 do unknown, or theProtettations of Mar- 


tian ; who was now ready to abide die Punifhment due to that Crime, \yhen, on a 
ludden, unlooked for, the Author of the Faft was dileovered, cohfelfed it, was 
executed, and he therebjf elcaped death. Being lb wonderfully delivered, he be- 
took himlclf to a Company of Soldiers lying not far off ; and amongft them defired 
to be lifted. They had the Mao in admiration ; and prognofticating by certain 
Gueffes, that he would prove a great Perlbn^ received him willingly, and enrolled 
his Name: placing him not in the loweft Rank, as a late Comer, or Frefh Water- 
Soldier, according to the cuftom of Military Law ; but preferring^him to an Ho- 
nourable place, which one lately dead, whole Name was Augufius, enjoyed before 
him } w'homjie alfe imitated in his very Name ; lb that, with his Preferment, lie 
received the Imperial Title before he was promoted to that Sovereign Dignity, the 
Emperors themlclves being called as Fvagrins informs his Gr^ecian Coun- 

try Men. 

54. Fvagrirts fubjoyns the ftory of another palTage wnich portended the Imperi- 
al Dignity ; and it is the lame we find in Procopius, in his Hiftory of tlie P'.'indalick 
rics of Wars. Martian ftrved in Africk againft that People, ‘Under the C'ommand of 
^^^nm-Afpar- and fought againft Ce»/er/V/t in that Battel wherein , he, and ma- 
il iiisi’rc- ny of the iff were defeated. Amongft others, was taken Pfjlbner ; 

and, with them, ordered to be brought into a Field, where Gen/trich might have 
the contentment to view them, and confider on what Mafters tObclfow them. C on- 
tiniring in the place, and diverting themfelvcs as they pleafed, for Gcnftrich had gi- 
ven order to their Keepers, to take off their Shackles, feme lay down to fleep ; and 
amongft them that flept,was Martiatt. It was Noon time of day, and the Sun was 
hot ; but the report went, that an Eagle hovered upon hitii ; and Iprcading her 
Wings over his Head, thete\vith' covered him, artd protected him from the heat ; 
which took notice of, and, upon diR fight, conj^uKd what would befal 

sni’ \ him. 
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him. He called him to him, and dcmandinj; who he was 5 He told him, he was 
the Domcftick of yiffpar, which, when he heard,. confidering what he had lecn 
tlie Eagle do, and how great a Man was at Conjiantinophy he thought it lit 4 5 
nottokillhim, which if he did, what he judged was preGiged cpuld not come to, 
pais, but gave him his liberty, making him Iwear, that he would not take Arms 
againft the f^andals; and though after the death of Theodofiiss he was promoted to 
the Empire, yet (hewing himlelf in all other refjicfts an excellent Prince, he 
found the Affiiirs of jifrick as he left them. Pomponms Latus to this Relation of 
Procopius another. That being born of oblcure Parents, and having ferved 
firftinZ^ffw, failing into a licknels, he was kindly entertained in the Houle of To- 
tUnusunA Julius ^ two Brothers, where recovering ofliis Difeafc, he w'ent out 
afterward with them to hunt. The heat of the day much affliQing him, they 
refted for (bme time in the Shade, w^here Tatimus^ fii ft Itxikiug up, faw an Engje 
in the Air hover over him, at w'hich aftonilhed, he railed his Brother, and flicw^ 
cd him the fight : when the Soldier was awake they told him the thing, and there- 
with foretelling his high fortune, furniflied him with two hundred pieces of Sil- 
ver at his departure. This Story which Icems framed out of the other, poflibly 
gained more belief, becaule it is further faid, that W'hen Martian came to be Em- 
peror, he forgot not the Hofpitality of thefe Men ; but lending for them, prefer- 
red to the Government of Qonfixntinopk^ ^wd^uliui^ his Brother, totliat 
of lllyricum, * 

$S*Tohefure Martian WMS now' elcfted Emperor, and being W'cll approved of by 
die People, ealily afterward obtain’d the conlent of as well up>un the 
account of his own w'orth, as the choice of Pulcheria. How he advanced that 
• Tatianas and his Brother we know not ; but at the end of the Year w’e findanE- 

di£l direftedby him fromCVj/;/?Avr/w^/ctoone 74 rM»«r, by thcTitleofjPr^^/^r 
Pretors at dn- Pratorio, as thc Copy now hath it ; but the Subjeft of it indeed relates to the Prn-

ttce mivcc. according to the various fencies of feveral Princes, Ibmetimes four, five, 

eight i as in Rome in old times were eighteen. Now Martian thought fit to reduce , ^

, tion of the Senate, out of liich as lived in Towm, and not in the Provinces, who** 

were not to be compelled, ifninwilling, to do certain things, but left to a Iponta- ** ut^o^ 
neous liberality “ At his firft coming to the Government he received great Com- * ' 
plaints how thole that were J^laintiffs,wen; wont to draw the Defendants out of their 
own Countries, and begin their AQiions, Civil, or Criminal, cither before thc Em- 
peror himlelf, or his great Minifters. T» obviate this praftice, he publillied an ^ 
EdiQ: whereby he commanded, That all perlons, except in neceflary cafes, Ihould ** 
be convened in thc Provinces w'here they inhabited, according to the old cuftom ** 
and Axiom; and this he w'ouldhavc extend, as w'ell to. Military, as other Per-** 

Ions. “ About thc liunc time he was put in mind by PalladinSf thc PraftUns Pro- 
torto of the /r'ajt, how lealbnable and acceptable a thing, now at the beginning of 
his Reign, it would be, to remit thc Arrears of Tributes ; the exadion of which 
W'as very grievous to the People. , 

56 . To this information he anlwercd by a Rclcript direfled to hjm, as allb to 
Hermogenvs Comes /^rpttionum^ Gtnnadius ^\c Comts RtiprivaUy 2itv\ Maxi^ VmlM 
minus the Comes and Prapp^tusCuhieuliy that it w'as* his very cjre to provide for ** "* ’• 
the emolument and eafc of Mankind. That day and night he was lolicitous lb to ** 
order matters, that all Men living under his Empire mi^it .Ijy his Arms be pro-** 
fc£fed againft hoftilc violence, and in peace enjoy liberty and lecurity. ** Therc- 
u- lore he could not but admire the laudable luggeftion of liis Highnefs, who amongft 
TiJiuriLA * ^^veral virtues, for which he was eminent, was jdlb remarkable for his Humani- 
nou .ir Vuirt. t\ He approves of his advice, and therefore from thc beginning of the lixth In- 
diction, t(/thc end of the fifteenth, lately paft ^ he commands the exadion of Ar- 
rears to ceale, whether belonging to the Patrimony, die Temples, whether of“ 

( ivil or lilcal Right, whether due in Gold or Silver, in Specie Metals, or any** 
other 'lidc of Collations remaining in thc publick Tables % W'hethertheyappet- 
tainetltothey/rf^ orCheft of him*the/*r^t/, to the Treafury, the Ssraritm^ the 
(Ml.tria^ R<s prizwita, or the IVorksdi the lamous City of Conftantinopky they** 
lhallallbe remitted to thc Collator Sy CuriaUs^ or Provincialsy and to 'Others ob-*‘ 
noxious to them. And this his liberditylliali hold good notwithftanding the mat-

Thcfe 
began the Fight, and were relieved by their Friends on both fidcs, w’ho flood it out 
from Midnoon to Midnight w'ith great Animofity and R -Iblution, few' obfervinga- 
ny thing but only intent upon the Slaughter of their Enemios; fb that the particu- 
lai accidents of the Battel are little known, the. multitude being fo great, that as 
Hillorians write, it was impoilikle to make out the fevcral parties, and diflinguifh 
them. Yctlbme, they lay, oblcrved how a certain "Ditch, near the place where 
the greatefl Mnughtcr was made, was filled fo the Brim with Blood, which is re- 
ported allb to have overflown the Fields in fiicii a mcafurc, tliat tlic dead Bodies 
floated in it ; an extravagant report. But*thc moft moderate is, that a little Rivo- 
Ict was excect|ingly railed by the Goar thaf flrained down into it, and incrcafcd 
its current to liich a height, tliat it carried down the dead Bodies.

tiiis day that mofr Glorious and Virgin-Commonwealth, which being the Lady 
and Miftrefsof the Country adjoyning ( Padua^ her old Mother jpafling the time 
of her extreme Age in her tuition , ) hath equalled the length or her Arms wi& 
thofo of tile Mediterranean, and there^ grappled with the moll: churlilhand ro- 
bufrkufrbnof her time, now and then loundfy buffoting bim,and ever keeping him 
atdilbnce,to the grand reputation of her ftrength, which conjoyned with her Beau- 
ty and Virg’mity, advanceth her above all comparilbn, both in reference to pafr 
and prelent times, and pi‘events all exf^flation of Competition for the foture. 

This of all other Powers and Dominions in the World, is the true Off-fpring and 
Remainder of the Roman Empire : not any other is now to be found, but what 
was either out of the Pale of the Empire, or if ereded within a Province thereof^ 
hath proceeded and taken its original from the Northern Baibarous Nations. But 
the Inhabitants of Penetiav^ere Roman Citizens, who uniting themlelves in this 
Common-wealth, never changed their condition, neither underwent any ^lange of 
Propriety, as all others have done. But of R'eniest God willing, hereafter, in the 
panicular Hiftory of that Common-wealth.

the circumftances thereof, ^ornanits tells us, that the Hm having for a long time ^ ^ 

belieged it, butto no purpole, the Soldiers lb valiantly defended it, when"^’^*^** 
his Army was now ready to mutiny, and mpack ftp and be gone, walked about t 
the Walls, muting and conlidering withhimlelf what to do; when he.perceived 
Ibmc Storks which built on the tops of Hqulb in tiie City, to bring away their 
young ones out of the place, and confrary to their manner to Carry (hem out into 
the Country. Conlidering all circumfrances. Re gave notice of it to his Men, and 
bade them oblerve how thele Birds foreleeing w&t was ter come, and that the 
City would be dellroyed, forfodc it in foch imminent danger. Hereby he in- 
flamed their minds with a detire of taking it, and being once morerefolvedto 
maketrial, moved all forts dr^ngines to the Walls, in the Attempt took it, plun- . 
dered, aivl fo ciuelly t^afl» 3 % that foarcely did remain any Fbotflepsof ittobe 
lecn. So ^ms&fornandes and ancienter Hiflrorians ; but as to the dellruGion of the

TheoHorkh ' 
now wafted Gallic Ja and Lufitani* ( now Portugal') but his abfence in Spain 
out well for Childerkhy King of the Franks^ who had not long before (iicceeded 
M^oufCy the SuccelTor of Qloiio, as he of Pbaramond, Who this Pharamond was, 
doth not appear from Gregory of TourSy and yKhopreeeded him in that Dignity is alfb 
oblcure •, but that this aloft valiant Nation had Kings before, is evident both from 
Ammiams and others. The Goths being diverted dius in Spaisty and the Roman 
Army having followed into /r 4^, the Franks had the opportunity they off 
Tranhc- fbugjit in vain, in fettling their Kingdom in that noble Country of Gall. 

a King- Long and often before, liad they invaded it, but were repulfed, as in the time of 
mGiU. Aurtliany and during the Reign of jFtdiany befides many Incurftonsfuddenly made 
upon occalion. In*thetime of FalontwianiOioTYiitdi they joyned with the 
gundUnSy and piercing further into the Roman Pale, were, as we have formerly 
Ihewn, repuKedby and Afajorianus. At' length by occafton of Attila his 

Invalion, they got into the middle of Gaily and there from this time eftabliihed 
dieir Kingdom at Parisy under Childerkhy concerning whom we lhall lfx:ak at 
largeindiepatticular Hiftoryof that Nation, as alfb the original of thefe/'rii;7ifjr.

Indeed quiet and rep04stheend of good Government and 5 vhen we hear little of 
AO^ion, Stirs or Commdtiods, we may hope, that where there is no Attempt for 
Reformation, there is no need of it; where there is no application of Remedies or 
Prelervatives , there are no cconfideraWe Indications. The danger is, 
when the Difeale is palliated , when the peccant matter is rather tempered 
for a while than fully altered; when die lazynels or negligence of the Phyfician 
conltdtingonly hisowneafe, contributes to the turgency of the humours. This 
wemulflay, that in the time of Martian the Barbarians gave little or no diRur- 
bance on his Hde of the World ; and this we do not find he purchal^ with Mo- 
ney or Gilts ; if he palliated the lore, we (hall find it break out again with greater 
violence. He is praiied for his Bounty to the Poor ; and his prudence is further taken

and the Confiillliip of his Uncle. Pxonius was placed next to him, and after him 
Athenius , a Man of La,w, exercilcd in the variety of times: Gratianenfis was 
the next, who, thougfi in Dignity he came below SiverinuSy yet preceded him in 
Favour. And below all lay 5>^fowr/tf,thepCvwM, the Title the Emperor gave him 
in their merry Difeourfe, which,though he relates, it is not pertinent for us there- 
in to follow him, though thus mucji, to take nodcc of the perfbns in favour at this 
time, and dieir manner of eating, ftilltlie fame with the ancient Roman, of lying 
upon Beds. But there wanted other perfbns, which, had they been at this Enter- 
tainment, Majorianus might have had caufc to be more merry. For wliilc he 
was abfent, compofing the Affairs of Gaff, a Confpiracy was hatched agaiiifi him 
by Ricimer and Siveras, both Patritians, who agreed, that Ricimer fhould de- 
prive him of his life, and Severus feife upon bis Empire ; for the Barbarian, as 
fbme believe, had not the confidence to allume the Purple himfelf. In the me^n 
I time Afajoriams, that he mi^it not be idle, indeavoured to drive the Alans out of 
Gaff, being nothing fb ftrorp either as the Franks or Burgundians, but they to di- 
vert him, invaded Ptafy, which he was then obliged to rclicve.This gave advantage 
totheConfpjratorY} for when the Emperor was comtf to Z>crro».i, Ricimer c\thcr 
lent for, or without orders, there met him with the Forces under his command, 
and compelling himfirfttoputofFthe Purple, in conclufion murdered him at the 
River Hjra, to the utter Raine of the Weltero Empire. The Empire indeed had 
.loi^ been in a dying oondiuon; but fo great were the Abilities and Indufiry of 
Majorianus, that fhe gave horn of Recovery under his Hand, though lie being 
Empe- removed, k proved but a li^tfomenefs before her deatlf. The Feat ^ing done, 

Ricimer teturned to Ravenna, and there the Soldiers, being prepared before hand, 
created Severus Emperor, without any Orders received from Confiantinople.

Their Kings liad covenanted with MartUn the late Em- 
peror for a certain fum of Money to content thcmfelves, and fit down without any 
farther Attempts, for mending their fortunes ; but this Money, Zee?, who now 
reigendat forgot, or to be hire omitted to pay them. Yet were 

they lb good natured, and lb obedient to the law of Nations, though ffill ac- 
counted P.trharij»s, that they would not make War before they had denounced it, 
nor denounce it till they had Hrll complained, and demanded julf latisla£fion. 

They lent their Ambalfadors to Zjco, who coming to Court, found not that Re- 
ception they expefted 5 but on the contrary they found one of their Nation of the 
TJir nflroxotbf Goths, Theodorich, the Son of Triarius, flourifhing there in great fevour and 
uimuituous. fplcndor, with a noble Train, and (uitable allowance. They returned with in- 
dignation, and communicated it with the report of their EmhalTyto thefe that lent 
them, who took it in dildain, that they Ihould bethought inferior to him as to 
Dignity. Afted by the heat of this paffion, they invaded JUyricumj and put thole 
Territories of the Eaftern Empire into luch Diftrefi, that Zeo, fearful whither 
their animolity might proceed, made them amends, and quieted their minds by 
Ambalfadors of his own, by. paying the Arrears of their Penfion, and ingoing 
for the future to do it ; by which courle the peace was renewed, and for an Ho- 
ftage thereof he received from them another Theodorich^ the Son of Theodomir 5 
who lb improved his time in the knowledge both of Peace and War, that here- 
after we Ihallheaf abundantly of this Improvement.

Ads. And this at prefent hd was thought to do with great prudence and furecafl ; 
but in the following Age when thefe naked Cities were without any trouble or ex- 
pence taken by Belifiriusy then he was laughM at for his policy, and iuswifdum 
accounted folly : fb various are the opinions of Men, and regulated by event, con- 
cerning the defigns of other perfbns. 

A Bur this being done to the Cities and fortified places, all men that were cori- 
fiderablc for Reputation <x Wealth, Genjtrich delivered into the hands of his Sons 
Hottorteh and Genzo to be treated no better than Slaves ; for 'Theodor us his youngcli: 
was already dead without ifTue left of either Sex. From others of the y^Jricauslvi 
took the moft and richeft Grounds, which became afterwards known by the name 
of the PmioH of the ruudalsy the true^d ancient owners being permitted to go 
whither they would in a ftee, indeed, but beggarly condition. But whaf Grounds 
he beftowed either on his Sons, or other Pandds^ he made free from Burthens, 
which he laid fb heavy upon the more barren, which welt left to their former 
Lords, that nothing did they gain ftom their former pofrcfnons.Hencc came it to pafs, 
that many fled their Country, and as many were put to death under pretence of vari- 
ous crimes, whereof, the principal was, that they were faid to hide their Money. 

But fblay jffrick groaning under moft heavy Calamities. For he not only placed 
Xm f'undMls, but aim in Garrifbn, in convenient places under no fewer than 
eighty Officers, who bore the name of QhilUrchs^ or Commanders of a thoufimd 
Men 5 for though his Army of both Nations confifted renlly of no more than fifty, 
yet he would have it bear tlic reputation of eighty thoufand. But the number of 
his Soldiers increafed with time, as the P'Andds increafed in their progeny, and o- 
ther Nations were taken in, all which ( the j 4 Uhs as well as others ) the Moors ex- 
cepted, united, and grew into the common name of yandds. And by the alli- 
ftanceof the having increafed his ftrength, after death of Fdtntimany 

everySpring he infeflied Sicily or Italy \t fel^ fbme Towns fiibjefting to Slavcrj^ 
demolilhing others, andexhaufting all by his Rapines, fblong, till beingdriven 
thence by that defblatioiiand want which he himfelf had brought along with him, 
he turned his Face toward the Quarters fubjeft to the Emperor of the Ha ft, wafting , 
all Tllyrictm^ Pelopouftejus , the adjacent Iflands and other parts of Greece , or 
which bore the name thereof. Thence he returned backto/u/y and Sicily, and 
took away what he found, if any thing he had left. It was reported, that being 
put to Sea out of the Haven of Carthape^ when he was asked by his Pilot where he 
intended to make War, he anfworec^ againft thofe with whom God was angry. 

So did he run upon all in an hoftile manner, without any caufe or provocation. 

And fb ihudi7*r<7f<!»^<»j concerning his Depredations, who adds, that the Emperor 
of ConfantiaopUj out of .indignation, rigged a great Fleet againft him. But this • 
was afterwaid. 

16 . However,wemaycafily believe them that write his Depredations to have 
continued, and poffibly with greater rigour, during thisA»/efr-yf;^»*/winthe 
which not only might imbolden the Enemies of die ^pire to infeft Italy, and the 
Iflands, but alfb other Provinces which ftili continu^ to be languifhing 
Members of it. The Senatbhow every day at Rome bore more hesfvily their Con- 
dition, and the death of Strv&ncs, who had given them.good hopes of making head 
ag»nft, and giving a check to die mfolence ofthePyratc. Theydid,asfoon as con- 
venience would permit, give notice of ittoZe<7, in whom alone at prefent the Ma- 
jefty of the Roman ^ame refided, praying him, that in thefe times of fb great 
hazard he would procure them a Prince like to Afdorianusy or clfe in a fhoit fpacc 
the Empire of the IPefi would he quite exdnguhned. The cafe feemed difficult, 
andidslaid, that Zeofpent all this Year in deli^ration. There was then withhim 
at Confantinoplej Aothetmus^ the Son of Procopius, and Nephew of r^at yiathe- 
» nt^.i^riii who had bom the Ofl&ie cS Confiil, t^etber with Stilieho, and was the Son- 
rauMbmi- in-law of the late Emperor Martiim. This yinthemius luring the Dignity diMa- 
gifkr ntrufque Militia and Patritian, had w^ed War with good advantage againft 
the HunSf and for his Wealth was otherwife very confiderable. To thefe Qiiali- 
ficatHy s the favour which Lep bore him, added fb much weight, that in confidera- 
) tionof his NoWlity, and other Deferts,* he thought him the fitteft perfbn he could jt, 
chufe, afxl lefblved to make him Ms Cdlea^ in the Weftern Empire. a A y

all the Army fe)llmving after. The Emperor fent the Pair i- 
andi promUing thiw ieeurity if they wpidd come fordi, but they 1 ufufed to com 
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Seci. r. Vb' except hchimfelf would come to them, /jeo went and by indited means got 
them out. He took diem to his Table, and promii^ them to forget all Injuries, 
and other matters; but he gave orders to 2^efto an liaurian whom heedeemed 
faithful to him, to cut off their Heads as they (hould come to make ufc of the 
Baths of the Palace. When they came, he firftcutoff the Head o^rdahttrius. 
At the light ^(pjr grieved, but cried out ^ That being old, and now ^y-headed, 
he (lilFered as he had delerved, who had boafted in vain and would never obey his 
Admonition.

that the marriage of him with Ariadna fell not out till this yea^and that liich as 
adigned It to a more early time, were miftaken. 

55 . For the Year CCCCLXXI Leo Augujius {yvho from the killing of Aj^ar 
and his Sons got the Nick-name of Maeeles ) took the Coniular Title the fbunh 
time, and had Probianus for his Collea^e. He was now well at eale, being 
rid of his ambitious Competitors : but 10 was not his Brother Anthemius who 
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rid of his ambitious Competitors ; but lb was not his Brother jituhemius who , ^ ^ . 

fared the worle for his goM Fortune. The two Emperors excepted, the meateft ^ 

men in thcle times were of the pcrlwafion, andfucli were they who pre- coff 
ferred them to their Soveraign Titles, for little more than Titles they really in- 
joyed while thele Arian Miniders bore all the Iway. RieUner a Goth and one 
of diat Opinion, wasdilplealed at the death of his Friends and Countreymen at 
ConftantiMople, and being angry with Leo began to be dilTatisfied with him 
whom he liad recommended to the Weftem Empire, though his Father-in-law. 

And what could not he promile himlelf,who upon the account ofhis Religion and 
Original had two great Potentates his Friends, viz. Luarich King of the Goths 
m Spain znA Gall, and Genferich the Pandaithe Terror both of EaftandWeft, 
two great Pcrlecutors upon account of that Herelie ? He offered levcral Affronts 
to Anthemius, who taking it in dilBain to be lb uled, and knowing liifficicntly 
his inlblence, would not receive them without exprclling his Relentment, and 
thole^ Coles of Diffention being blown by the familiar Friends of both, it arole- 
to tliat height that the Plots and Defigna of Ricimtr being dilcovered, he M^as 
glad to provide forhimlelf by flight, and got him to Milan. The Nobility of 
diofc parts were very much concern^ at t|iis Breach as apprehending new miF 
chiefs into which Italy would be plunged, *and ufed all the means they could to 
pcrlwade him to reconcile himlclftothe Emperor, and recommended to him as a 
Perlbnmoft fit to be lent on that Errand, JSpiphanius Bilhop of Tteinum, or Pa- 
via, a Perfon of very great emincncy fbr his unfkity and* abilities. Rleimer wil- 
lingly enough complied with their Defires, as the beft means to conceal his far- afud Bi>in 
dicr defined Treachery ; and JEpiphanius was lent upon the Errand. Anthemius 
was not foiw'ardto entertain him under that Charaacr, profelling Rieimer was / 
a man not to be trufied, becaule ofhis Ambition, and ficlde and treachupus Hu- 


a man not to oe muted, oecauie ot nts Amoition, and ncKie and treacnc^us Hu- 
mour. Butits.&id thd religious dilcouiie of the Bilhop joyned whh me reve- 
rence due tohisPeiibn overcame him, andhedurfl: hot deny that Peace, whicli 
he concluded in his ownthou^ts wohld not be lafring. Howevet«a Peace, ‘or 
rather a counterfeit Reconciliation was made. * 

$6. The next year that followed, or the CCCCLXXiPof our Saviour Iiad A. D- 
Pefius Conlul for the Well, and Martian for the Eaft. Rieimer for fbme time ayz. 
continued a Cbrrelpixideiicc with the Emperor, but nourilhing frill his refriefs 
MnonV and ambitious Thoughts, and preliiihing he Ihotdd be able either by force or MercMuo 
cunning to defrroy him,*at length he broke out into open Rebellion, and with a cof. 
great Fored of men went to and in order to a Siege incamped at the Bridge 
of Anienis. This procured no fmalldifrurbance in the City, the people, though ' 
liarrafed with Tumults and DilTentions, tiding with each par^ as inclined. ’Ryxtt'idt sign 
of wliatlbever party they were, thgy were all opprefled with Famine, the Siege ^ 
being drawn out in length, and a Plague theul^ Companion of both, raged a- 
mongfr them.

No regard being had o {Anthemius either 
Emperor or Father-in-Law he put him to death; and permitted his Soldiers to 
plunder the Citizens, iparing only the two Regions where he had his quarter. 

This bf ii 4 done he promoted Olj^ius^ who not long iince was come from Co»- 
ftMtittofley to be Emperor, and not long ^kGt,Ca|^odorus iaith fourty days, being 
feized by a Diibie, in gieat pains of his Body if not of his mind,- he went to give 
an Account of his A^ons in another world on the eighteenth of the fime month, 
having domineered like ai^het from die death of FelentinUn^ Neither 
did his lately promoted Emperor long injoy his Purple, for fome lay he follow- 
ed after on the three and twentieth of Oif^ery though others refer his death to 
|he fol4lhing year, and with betta reafob, laying that he died in his 
leventh month. There is. little laid of what he did the (mall time he had the 
Power, but diM to be^ratefull to Ricirntr he made Gundikurius his Nephjcw a Pa- 
tritlan in his j^ce. .

Leo having notice of the late Revolutions at Rome 
relented them as was convenient he Ihould, eljiecially the death of y^uthemms and i/otu a.

Nepos the Son of Nefotiams^ to whom he married his Niece and defigned him 
. Ceti Ur. But for all this, four months palfed over and there was no face of Ma- 
jefty, none that wore the Purple at Rowct and this incouraged Gunitharms ro 
take up the trade of Ricimer his Grandfather. On the fifth of A^Ateh he procu- 
.*od Giyctrius. Tcd the Soldicrs to nominate Emperor Glycerius^ who bore the Office of Comes 

Domcfiicorum , and him they adorned with the ^Imperial Enfigns at Rsvenm. • 

Thus after the death of jdathemius followed two, whom we may rather call Ll- 
liirpers than Emperors ; who had not any confent of Zfo, nor were created af- 
ter due manner, and therefore no account was had of them by *thofc Princes 
thatifollowed. Of luch Tragedies as had been tlius aclred in ItAly^ Ge»f 'vrich the 
next Neighbour could not but be Spectator. And his Ambition excited him , 
to make luch ule of them as his Intereft with the Arian Princes of thjs timPcould 
procure. He not only did what milchief he could with his own Power in Wfrick ; 
but he ftirred up the Oftrogoths to invade both theiEaftem and Weftern Empire, 
alluring them by the greatnels of the Booty. And to the Booty at this time they 
had great appetite, it what their Countryman writes 'be true, that the prey fomsnAnii 
diey were wont to make of the neiglibour Nations failing, their Meat and Clothes

He aecept- 
ed of his Prefonts and went as he dire£);ed him into GaU, where he joyned with 
die Fij[tgoths his Kiiflmen,and made up one Body and Petrie with them, who had 
dominion both in that Country and in Spam. Theodomir the elder Brother with 
hisTorces palf^ the Riv^ SMSy threatiling to make War upon the Sarm-itUns 
and luch <^rs as Ihould endeavour to oppole him, which none did concluding 
he would be too ftroi^ for them. Perceiving all thing to fiicceed a$ he wiliied, 
he fet upon Araiffus the firft City of Jllyriemn ; and being Mafterof it jwned with 
his Son Theodorieh, and by hiS Officers took in the City UlpUna, and federal pla- 
ces of the Country before this thought to be inacoeffible. For they lubdued in

Which could not be, for had he been 
bom that very Year that his Father and Mother weretnaitied, he could not at dib 
time have exceeded three years, acctotding to what hath been fornAly iaid^ 
and Baxonius alfo now obferves.

But this Law l^mefo neglcdedthac Zeo by anew Cbnftitution direfted 
Frvian the P. P. forbad any fiidi Curated Perfons to be fold, by fiibjeding ** 
every Tahellio that drew the writings of luch Sale to punifhment, as alfo him 
thatfRiould require the eighth penny according to the Cuftom $ for there were 
certain publicans, who from gathering this eighth penny flom the lale of Eu' 
nuches, bad the name of OStmarii, But as fisr Eunuches made in barbarous Na- 
tions without the Roman Pale, thofe he permits to be ibid. Indeed the praflice 
of this Age w^ lb degorerate, as ufiially before Revolutions, that, as 
ApoUistaris jeftinglyand yet too near to Truth, wrote to his intoACanditUatuts 
concenui^ the Marifhes of Padus near Ransesma^ thecourfe of all things leem- 
cd perverted, to fober men. The Walls, laith fidL and the Waters rand j *• 

Towers float, and Ships lye faft ; the Sick wall^ and rayfitians lyealong j the 
lllaines freeze, and Houfes burn: the living arc dry, and the dead iwim.-*' 

Theives are vigilant, and thofe in Power fleep .* Clerls turnUliirers $ Syrians 
fing ; Marchants turn Soldibrs, Soldiers trafBque as Menhants ; old men play ^ 

at Ball; young mep at Dice; Eunuches follow Arms, and the Confederates

do. Though tliefe Incongruities nught cheifly be charged upon the People of 
the weftern Provinces who Were now tipe for Ruine, yet as Corruptions wille- 
verbe creeping into all States and Empires, Zeo^took notice particularly of one 
of thofe Inaecencies mentioned by Sidoniusy and that was tlie trafficking of mi- 
litary Men, He was fatisfied that as by acouife of Trade they negle£^ iheir 
own Imployment, and thereby fiibjeded^the Provin9es unto Danger, Ibinfheir 
way of Traffick they opprefted too often their fidlow Sul^efb, making ufe of their 
military Fun£Eon to infbrce it, by terrifying their Nei^bours, and frighting 
Hr forbaiic thlfo into Unequal terms, by the awe of their Girdfes. For thefe reafons he “ L.^jitucatti

Sladles or Belts, permitting them to be adorned with other Gemms ; But all “ 
ibrtsof Gdmrnes he forbids to be worn in Trappings ; underpain of fifty pounds “ 
of Gold to be forfeited by him that ihall tranlgreis in either kind. He fur- 
ther declares that no private Perfon except in the ornament of Matrons or the ‘‘ 
wear of Rings either by men or womcmJluU make any thing of Gold or 
Gemmes ^hich belongeth to the Clothing drOl^mdients of the Emperor. Nei- 
ther fhall they do tliis under pretence that they make thole things on purpofe ** 
to prelent them to die prince, for he declares that be delircs no liich Pre**' 

* fents, neither that Royal Ornaments iliall be prelented by private Perlbns. “ 

As a reward for any iiich things to be prelented to him, he cRablillies fuch an 
one as would little gratific the Giver, visi, no lels than a forfeiture of an hun- ** 
dred Pounds of Gold, and of life it fclf to the Bargain. For as much he faith 
that his Royal Ornaments ought to be made by his PalMint Artificers within “ 
his own Court, and not up and down in priv’ate Houles or Shops. There- “ 
fore he decrees with the greatcfl leverity, that what is lacred and agreeable in 
his wearing and Ornament no private Perlbn ihall ralhly dare to make, under 
pain of incurring the Mulft now mentioned. 


61. That he was careful to prclcrve a regard to Nobility and Dignities he 

jfivoured Jhewed in that he commanded that , If any publick Baker (or one of the “ z..**. dt r/ife- 
“ ' Mancifes) fhould by ambitious praftices, favour or money, obtain the Digniry “ ’ 

and Office of Comes Uorreorumj he Ihould be devefted of his Dignity, fine in “ * ’* ‘ 

twenty pounds of Gold, and be returned to his former Imploymcnt, without '* 

'uagreat any rpecial Indulgence to be obtained. But to liberty he was a great friend, 

KndtoLi- which to obtain he ordained an extraordinary and fingular matter. Am^ngft • 
the Prelents lately mentioned and forbidden to be made to him, it feems that 
Eunuchs were not to be reckoned, but that Ibmetimes fijch were prelented to 
lervehim in his Bed Chamber. As hb or his Colleague /Anthemius had pri-“ 
vileged their Bed-Chamber-men from being convented before any other Judge “ 
than the Magifier Officiorum, he declared that all that were already admitted" c»d.jun iib. 
into his Chamber, whether given by the liberality of any j^rlbn, or upon any " s* 
other account, and to be admitted for the time to come, if Slaves fhould 
faifo, without intervention of Writings or Afts, obtain Liberty and Ingenuity ; " 
nay this fhonld extend unto the dead, lb far as they could be concerned. He 
gives this rcalbn, that it was a leemly privilege of Imperial Majelly, not to " 

1 ^ lerved by Slaves, but perlbns of free condition. He grants them therefore ** 
power to make Tellaments as well as other men. But in cafe they die without " 
lawful Heirs, he declares ^t their Elhites Ihall come to his Treafury. This" 
Immunity he gives in calc any Perlbns do voluntarily prefent him with their " 
Eunuches. But il; it be found that any .tlirufl; themlclves into his Service, ** 
without the'conlcnt of their Loids, he allows the owners to recover them to- " 

^ther with their Pgcu/iam. Provided they lay their claim within five years, “ 
which prclcription of time Ihall bar them. And all this he extends to Wo- " 
men as well as men, which by their Lords were or Ihould be given into his Bed- " 
Chamber.

In the Scri»tum Afemoru he would have no fewer maintained ** 
than four /fmqnArks^ as they were called, or Copiers of Books, and no Afemo-** 
rialis to fupply OF execute two places. But he leemsmofl: concerned about “ 
military men, forbidding ftill by another Conditution dire£tcd to Diofeorus “ utmponum] 
that they undertake any civil Imployment. And that the Army may ** ^^‘,2 
not be filled with unskilful men, or the Cities and Towns emptied upon this#* 
occafion, he forbids any Oirialis ovCobortalis to betake himlelf to the 
A'filitia. He was indulgent enough to his Servants and Miniders ; but as 
other Princes before and after him he found occadon enough in his Reign to 
redrain their Extravagancies. One in his time was committed by the Gover- 
nors of Provinces themlelves,\^h0--^ough they had in the Cities o£ their ju- 
rilcli&ion palaces, Pr/atoria^ or publicK Houles to dwell in, yet would get into 
thofe of private Perfons , whereby two milchiefs followed. For the Owners 
Hf commands might be outed of their Habitations or forced to unequal terms, and the publick 
thar G(»v(r- Houlcs wcrc ncglc^lied and fell to decay. To prevent which, he gave in a Con- 
ditution, exprels charge to the Prefects that fuch Governors Ihould be condrain- 
cd to inhabit the rcfpcQive Pa! Ares and Pretoria ; and where, in the fame City, “ 
there was both a PAUct and a Pratorium 5 the former Ihould be configned to “ 
the Habitation of the PrApdcfit^ and the latter he imployed as a CrAnary for re- “ iib. \.

6?. Leo at his death is reported to have left his young Grand-Son Leo his 
Heir andSucceiror,andii'cw only the Childs father, his Proteftor or Guardian. 

But when the old man was gone, and he had the power in his own Hands, 
would hot be lb put off. The Soveraign Power of an Emperor we know w'as 
very great •, they were looled from Laws that bound other Perlbns. They could 
adopt thole tliat were elder than themlclvcs. Such Afts of State as palled in 
their Minority their Q^^fiors Hands, were as we have laid, authcntick, as now 
in our prelent Age, Laws enatfed in the Minority of Princes from their autho- 
rity receive their force, though managed by their Proteftors or Regents of the 
zm, Empc- Kingdom. By virtue of this fulncls ol; pow’cr the Impend Authority flowing 
from an Infant, but managed by Zeno^ invefted Zeno it Iccms, with the Impe- 
rial Dignityi and as if the Child had done his part, now he palled off tlie Stage, 
for he lurvived not long after. How long it was we know not, but we will 
have rccourlc to the Laws, and fee what froto the Dates of them can be Col- 
lef^ed. Its only thus mucli, that he was alive, and his Father had the Title of 
Znpu^us on the two and twentieth day of Zpr 'tl of this 'year. For in the Code^"^J“J^^ 
there’s a Conftitution bearing both their Names, which declares tliat M'heii any 
doubts arile concerning new Laws, which is not approved by old cuflom, in “ 
llich cale the Judge mull: fiiggeft it to the Prince and rec-eivehis determina- “ 
tion. It further appears that on the llxteentli of AY^rch^ Zeno had the Imperial • 

Title, by a Law or that Date inlcribed to fu^iniAH' Prnfed of ConfiAntinopley 
concerning the Privileges of the fifteen Advocates indiis Court, that Ihould en- “ L.\6.diMi 
joy the fime with the Advocates of the 7 v/f»r,and their Children, anc|. which the “ 
fixty four in the Court of the PrAfeHns PrAtorid enjoyed. There are five other**

/.jeo paffed to the place of Innocents ; but whether lent by the violent hand of 
his Father or no we cannot tell. Yet lbme,as PahIus DiAconus, reported it, and 
others tell another ftory, as if Ibmc other Ihould be killed for him and he be 
lent away and educated privatly, andfliould have lived till the iimted .fojHni An. 

I-vAgrius tells us that Zeno after the death of Zt-o, liavii^ by the alfiftance of ^ ^ 
Very debauch- BertnA the Emprels obtained the Purple, and after iha^of^his Ibnthelble Title 
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j, and adminiftration , as if he had been perfwadcd tliat he could not enjoy the 
Dominion of the whole World, except he violently purlued all Ibrts of plcahircs 
which occurred, did at his firft beginning fo give uphimlelf to all allurements 
of Vice, that he i^efrained /rom no filthy or flagitious Ad, but fd wallowed in 
his filthinefs, as thinking it the humour of a bale and low Spirit to commit fiich 
things in darknefs or an hidden manner, but Royal and wortliy of an Emperor 
to do it in the Eyes of ajl men. ^lo which pradice faith our Writer he was of 
a pbrvcrfe and abfblutely fervile Judgment. Tor a Prince is not to be valued 
becauie he commands other Perfdns, but for this that he can Id govern and mo' 
derate himfclf, that he (ufTcr no abfiird fort of plcafurc to creep into his mind, 
but keep himfelf fd impregnable as to Intemperance , that his life may be 
the Image of Virtue , by which his. Subjeds may be inflrudcd to imitation. 
But he expofed himfelf to the temptation s of Vkc, and by degrees was redu- 
ced into fd filthy fervitude, that thence hl^otMd^not by any means be redeem- 
ed. After Idme other difdourfe he adds that his Subjeds , as well thole tliat 
inhabited the Eaft as the Weft were gricvoufly harrafed. For the BxrbAUAns 
called Semit/t overran all places ; and a multitude of Ihms , of old called 
Maffaaetts^ made an Incurfion into Terrace y nay palled DambiHS w ithout the 
controul of any. 
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65. But, while thefc tilings happened, ^dins Nrpos the Sifters fon t)f 
ctHims once a PAtritUny who had been by JUo as w e fa id , defigned Emperor

I'he Billioprick was that of SAlonx in DAlmAt'tA. and probable it ic 
he Weft. (iiat upon notice of the Arrival and pow'er of Myw, Olyecrius fubmitted and the ' 
Accord was made at HoftU, or thereabouts where he landed, ^ormndvs fur^ 
ther writes tliat Bitrich King of the Goths in GaU incouraged by thele varieties 
and Alterations, feized on the City yItvernAy in which then refided as Gover- 
nor Deciits a moft noble RomAn Senator, and the Son of Wvitiis late Emperor. 
But for DtciHs is to be read Bedicimy who was Brother-in la w to Sidouius y^foUim- 
r/>,to whom are extant feveral of his Epiftics, from which it will appear whattlie 
State of the drverni vt^as at this time in reference to the Gothsy who indeed 
did exceedingly diftrefs^them, though they took not the City this year.

Government and Imperial Dignity, like things contemptible, were tofled front 
hand to hand without any reverence or reljiefl: ; tlit fate of the Empire now 
prefling fore upon it. We have fetn how for a long time the Soveraign Dignity liad 
been in a manner in icr'^itude. How they that bore it were advanced by o- 
thers who expeflied to be obeyed as Patrons by thole thcirClicnts, or rather their 
Players whom tiley had adorned with Purple to aft the Part of their Fools, father 
than any thing elfc *, and when they difpleafed them they would drive them oft 
the Stage again. That thole Brokers of Majefty of ihte had been Ofticefs of 
the Barbarous Nadons, we have abundantly feen ; as alfu that tfiougli they 
made this Majefty lb mean and contemptible in the Eyes of all jndiciousT Per- 
fbns (howcvefdear the purchafers paid for it) yet they had fuch reverence for 
theandent glory of it, or were fo ftruck with an aWe of the RomAn Name, 
thatthey adventured not to take it themfelves, neither transferred it into their 
, Own families ; if will was prefent power and fuccefs being wanting, sis to Stl~ 
lieho when he fought to advance his Son Buchtrius, But now the mral time of 
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Seft. 7. ^ Bminrc being come, it had the fortune to die by degrees, not in the moft ./f. D, 
fudain and violent manner. Being to fell, it was to fell from one ftep to ano- 47^^ 
ther, and lb to the ground, not from the highefr pitch, but from a meaner 
place, diat it might be with lefler noife and paini £cdieius ftoutly defend, 
ujg, or, as others fey, having yielded up the City of the Arvtrni., was lent for 
by I^efoa and honoured with the Dignity of PatritUn, Into his place and pow- 
er in GaPy die Emperor thought fit to promote Orefiety whom he had advanced 
to the Dignity of Magi^tr Militum , which he added to that of Patriti-

tfy. This Ore/leSy itsfeid, was a Gothy who by his militarjr AQ:ions had got 
reputation, and commanded the Auxiliaries of that Nation, in 7/4^. He being 
ordered for Gaily to give refii^^pntta the ambitious pradices of furichy when 
he had his Army now ready at his Devotion, and confidered what advantage 
he might take at the weak condition of //epos, whom he could eafily liipprefe 
if he pleafed, gave way to his Appetite, and coming from Pome to Ravennay 
where the Emperor lay, eafily Ipoiled him of the Imperial Enfignes, which h^ 
prelumed to put upon his own Son, who by the Soldiers was admitted and own- 
ed for y^ugnjius. And fuch he was before in Name, though oift of profjief); of 
the Thing liis Father could Icarcely be induced to give it him. He is generally cal- 
y^ttgufluhtSy but his true name was Momilius yiagnjlusy as Baronius from an 
antient ^in exemplified in his Annals Ihows, who takes it for granted that 
thck People in a jeering manner called him y^uguflulusy being wont to give Nick- 
names as that of Caligday and it might be the more readily received becaufe yiu- 
gufltts Atgttfius did not lb well Ibund as y^ugnjlulus yiagu^us with Ibme variation. 

Orefles having luftily provided for his Family, the better to elhiblilh it, lent and 
entered into a League widi Genferichy the gregtefl: Potentate of his Neighbours, 
and in. Gall took liich order as he thought convenient for Hopping the 
. progrefrof againft the Arverm; but all to little purpofe, as we lhall per- 

ceive in the following year, when we have fcen how in this prelcnt,^e/r0 behaved 
himfelf in the Eafi. 

' 68.However his practice might be irregular and luitable tothatdelcriptionofhis 

Manners which Rvagrius gives us ; he took care that others Ihould do their Du- 
ties, or be lyable to Acculations and Puqilhmentif they afled contrary. By the 
antient Law c&Wed Ij:x ^ulia Repetundarumy All Judges Milifarg and Civil \\’t:re 
obliged to continue in the places of their Admiivftration, fifty days after the laying 
down of their Imployments, and of this we 'have feen Ibmething allb fince enabled 
by imperial Authority. But the prelent behaviour of Governours of Provinces 
gave frelh occafion to the reinforenig and inlargingfoimerACts of State, which 
did on the clcvcndi of 0£lober, by a Conftitution dire^ed to Sd>afiian the 
PrafeUltts Pratorio.

70. Atlengdiwe are arrived at the fecohd Corifulflnp of BAfiUfcus^ and that 
of j^matus, at the year of ouAord CCCCLXXVI, a year of great Revoluti- 
ons. For great that muft be indeed which put an end to the dominion of that
